November 9, Birth of the eldest son of Her Majesty Queen Victoria and His Royal Highness 
l8+1 ‘ Prince Albert, who by Letters Patent of the 8th day of December 1841 was created 
Prince of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland (Duke of Saxony, Duke of Cornwall 
and Rothesay, Earl of Carrick, Baron of Renfrew, Lord of the Isles, and Great Steward of 
Scotland), Prince of Wales, and Earl of Chester. 

January 25, Christening of the Prince of Wales in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor Castle, by 
i 8 4 2. the Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by the Archbishop of York and the Bishops 
of London and Norwich, His Royal Highness receiving the names of Albert Edward. The Sponsors 
were:—the King of Prussia, the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg (represented by the Duchess of Kent), the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Duchess of Saxe-Gotha (represented by the Duchess of Cambridge), 
Princess Sophia (represented by Princess Augusta of Cambridge), and Prince Ferdinand of Saxe- 
Coburg. There were also present the Queen, Prince Albert, the Duke of Saxony, Prince Augustus of 
Cambridge, Prince George of Cambridge, Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg, the Duke of Wellington, 
and Great Officers of State. 

August 2 to 14, The Queen, accompanied by Prince Albert, the Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, 
i8 49- Princess Alice, and Prince Alfred, paid her first visit to Dublin and Belfast. 

October 30. Prince Albert, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and the Princess Royal (this 
being their first official appearance in London), went from Westminster to the City by river in 
the Royal Barge rowed by twenty-six watermen, when Prince Albert, on behalf of the Queen, 
opened the new Coal Exchange (see Part II., p. 408).

On the 18th the Queen conferred the Order 
of the Garter on the Emperor. On the 19th the Emperor and Empress Eug6nie drove in State to the 
City> where they were entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Corporation at the Guildhall 
{see Part II., p. 408). On the 20th the Queen, accompanied by the Emperor and Empress and 
members of the Royal F'amily, visited the Crystal Palace at Sydenham. 

May 18. The Queen, accompanied by Prince Albert, the Prince of Wales, and other 

members of the Royal Family, presented Crimean Medals, on the Horse Guards Parade, to the 
officers and men who had been engaged in the Battles of the Alma, Balaclava, and Inkerman.

On the 20th visits were made to the Exposition des Beaux-Arts and Elys6e, the 
Emperor driving the Prince of Wales in a curricle. Later in the day visits were made to Sainte 
Chapelle, Palais de Justice, Notre Dame, Hbtel de Ville, Champs Elysees, and the Bois de 
Boulogne, returning to St. Cloud. On the 21st Versailles and the Grand and Petit Trianon were 
visited, and on the 22nd the Exposition and the Tuileries ; the Queen in the afternoon driving 
incognito with Prince Albert and the Princess Royal through the streets of Paris. On the 23rd a 
visit was paid to the Louvre, and on the 24th the Queen, with the Empress and Prince of Wales, 
attended a Grand Review by the Emperor of the troops in the Champ de Mars, proceeding afterwards 
to the Hbtel des Invalides to visit the coffin of Napoleon, at the time resting in the Chapel de 
St. Jerome.

The Prince of Wales embarked at Plymouth, 10th July i860, on board H.M.S. Hero, the Ariadne 
and Flying Fish in attendance, for Canada, accompanied by the Duke of Newcastle, Earl 
St. Germans, Major-General the Hon. R. Bruce, Dr. Acland, Lieut.-Colonel Grey, and Major 
Teesdale-—the Hon. C. Ellice, Viscount Hinchingbrooke, and the Hon. G. Elliott having 
previously sailed with the intention of joining His Royal Highness in America. 

st. John’s, Arriving at St. John’s, Newfoundland, on 23rd July, the Prince and party 
Newfoundland, proceeded to the residence of Sir Alexander Bannerman; while at St. John’s 
receiving addresses, holding a Levee, andtettending a banquet and ball. On the Saturday following, 
the squadron sailed from ^st. John’s, and landing at Sydney Harbour, the chief 
town of Cape Breton Island, the Prince visited a settlement of “ Micmac ” Indians, 
inspected the Volunteers, and sailed for Halifax, which was reached on 30th July. 

From there the Prince and party proceeded to St. John and Fredericton, New 
Brunswick, where they stayed at Government House. On the 6th of August the 
Prince opened a new park and attended a ball at the Provincial House of Assembly. Returning 
from Fredericton, and passing Windsor and Truro, the Prince arrived at Pictou Bay, where 
Prince Edward His Royal Highness and party embarked on the Hero for Charlotte Town, Prince 
island. Edward Island, arriving on the 10th of August. Here the Prince inspected the 
Volunteers, and attended a ball in the rooms of the Legislative Assembly. Joining the Hero 
again on the 12th of August, Gaspe Bay was reached on the 13th, where the 
Gaspe Bay. p r } nce landed and was received by Sir Edmund Head (Governor-General of 

Canada), the chief members of the Canadian Government, and Lord Lyons (Minister at 

Washington). 

Saguenay From here they sailed for the mouth of the Saguenay River, where an excursion 

River. was made up the river in the Flying Fish , returning to St. Marguerite, where the 

party descended the Rapids. 

On the 17th of August the Prince and party rejoined the Hero and sailed for 
Quebec. Quebec, anchoring at Isle d’Orleans for the night and arriving at Quebec the following 
day. Here His Royal Highness received a cordial reception, passing through the greater part of 
the city to the Governor-General’s Palace in the old Parliamentary Buildings. On the 20th of 
August a visit was made to the Falls of Chaudi&re, and on the 21st the Prince held a Levee, 
received addresses, and attended a luncheon. In the afternoon the Falls of Montmorenci on the 
left bank of the St. Lawrence, eight miles below the city, were visited, and in the evening the 
Prince and party attended a ball given by the Mayor and Citizens in the Music Hall. On the 22nd of 
August the Prince visited the Roman Catholic University of Laval and the Convent of the Ursulines, 
founded in 1639. In the afternoon the party drove to the Heights of Abraham and inspected the 
column erected on the spot where Wolfe died, and on which is the following inscription :— 

“ HERE WOLFE DIED VICTORIOUS.” 
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In the evening the Prince and party attended another large banquet at Parliament House, and 

Montreal ° n 2 3 r< ^ August left Quebec in the steamer Kingston for Montreal, anchoring 

for the night at a small town called Three Rivers, which was illuminated. 
Landing at Montreal on the 25th the Prince was received by the Governor-General, 
Sir Fenwick Williams (Commander-in-Chief), Admiral Milne, the Mayor, Corporation, &c., 
from whom he received an Address before proceeding through the streets to the “ Industrial 
Exhibition of Montreal and Province of Quebec,” which His Royal Highness opened, leaving 
after for the Victoria Bridge over the St. Lawrence, where he drove in the last rivet, and 
declared the bridge open (see Part II., p. 420). On the entrance to the bridge on the 

Montreal side, cut over the stone aperture, is the following inscription :— 

“ ERECTED A.D. MDCCCLIX 

ROBERT STEPHENSON AND ALEXANDER M. ROSS, ENGINEERS” 

while on the centres are carved— 

“BUILT BY JOHN HODGES 
FOR 

SIR SAMUEL MORTON PETO, BART. 

THOMAS BRASSEY AND EDWARD LADD BALLS 
CONTRACTORS.” 

On the 27th of August the Prince held a Levee and attended another ball. On the 28th 
visits were made to the Rapids of St. Lawrence, four in number—The Long Sault, Cascades, 
Cedars, and Lachine; and on the following day the Rapids above Lachine. On the 30th an 
excursion was made to St. Hyacinth, Sherbrook, and Lennoxville, the Prince visiting the 
University of Bishop’s College and founding a medal in commemoration of his visit, granted 
annually to all undergraduate members of the College for the best examination in classical subjects 
(see Part II., p. 420); and in the evening His Royal Highness attended the “ People’s Ball.” 

Ottawa ° n tlle 3ISt the Prince and P^ty left Montreal for Ottawa, witnessing a 
procession of “lumberers” on the river. 

On the 1st of September the Prince laid the corner stone of the new Parliamentary 
Buildings at Ottawa. In the basement, under the entrance to the Speaker’s quarters, at the 
north-east corner of the Senate building, on a white marble tablet, in gold letters, is the 
following inscription :— 

“ THIS CORNER STONE OF THE BUILDING 
INTENDED TO RECEIVE,J 


THE LEGISLATURE OF CANADA 
WAS LAID BY 

ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES 
ON THE FIRST DAY OF SEPTEMBER 
MDCCCLX.”

On the 3rd of September the Prince left Ottawa, but did not, as was his intention, visit 
Kingston, but took a circuitous route, visiting Aylmer, the Chats Portage, Brockville, Belleville, 
to Coburg, where he landed, and attended a ball. From Coburg the Prince 
went to Peterborough by rail, and by steamer to Toronto, which was reached on 
the 7th of September. At Toronto the Prince held a Levee on the 8th, and 
after a banquet at Government House held a reception at Osgoode Hall. On 
the 10th an excursion was made to Collingwood, and on the 11th the Prince visited the University, 
inaugurated the Horticultural Society’s grounds, visited Knox College and the Norman Schools, 
attended a State Banquet, and a ball given by the citizens of Toronto. 

On the 12th of September the Prince left Toronto for London, where the 
party lodged at the chief hotel, “ Tecumosel House,” and proceeded to Sarnia on 
the following day, where he received a deputation of some 150 Indians from the tribe of 
Chippewas ; to each of the Chiefs he gave a silver medal in commemoration of his visit, and a 
similar but smaller medal to the subordinate members. N.B.—These medals (a copy of which 

has not been obtainable) had been struck at the close of the last century for distribution among 
the Chiefs of the tribes who had most distinguished themselves in the war against the 
Americans, but never having been issued, were taken out of store, the Prince of Wales’s coronet 
having been rechased upon them. 

In the evening the Prince attended a grand ball, and on the 14th of September started for 
Woodstock, thence via Paris, Brentford, and Fort Erie by rail, by steamer to Chippewa, and 
again by rail to Niagara. 

Here the Prince lived privately at a cottage belonging to Mr. Zimmerman. On 
the following day the Prince witnessed Blondin crossing the Falls on a rope stretched a 
quarter of a mile below the suspension bridge over the Lower Rapids, with a man named 
Calcourt on his back, the crossing occupying a quarter of an hour. The following day the 
Prince visited the great whirlpool three miles below the Falls. 

On the 17th of September the Prince left Niagara for Hamilton, and on the 
route laid the corner stone of the monument erected to Sir Isaac Brock, the 
“hero of Upper Canada”; thence to Queenstown Heights, embarking at the small town 
of Niagara for St. Catharines, on the shore of Lake Ontario, reaching Hamilton the same 
evening. Here the Prince stayed two days, attended a philharmonic concert, visited the public 
schools, inaugurated the Great Agricultural Exhibition of Upper Canada, held his last Levee in 
Canada, delivered a farewell address, and attended a ball in the evening. 

On the 19th of September the Prince left Hamilton, the Governor- 
General of Canada and Ministers being present at the station to take leave. 
His Royal Highness, accompanied by Lord Lyons (the Minister at Washington), and the 
other members who had preceded the Prince on embarking at Plymouth on 10th July having 
joined the party, proceeded to Windsor. On the same day the Prince and party entered the 
United States, His Royal Highness assuming his name and style of Baron Renfrew, and proceeded 
by train 200 miles to Detroit, crossing the river which forms the communication 
between Lakes Huron and Erie, and driving round the town the following day. 

From Detroit the Prince proceeded by rail, ten hours’ journey, via Michigan 
City to Chicago, crossing a long viaduct over the edge of Lake Michigan, where 
he stayed at the hotel. On the 22nd of September a drive was taken round the city, witnessing 
on the way the moving of a wooden dwelling-house. The next day the Prince and party started

on a shooting expedition, near Dwight, on the Grand Prairie, where some days were passed 
with great success, and to the enjoyment of all the party. Leaving Dwight, they proceeded to 
Alton, passing on the way Springfield, the house of Mr. Lincoln, the then candidate for the 
/Presidency of the United States, and thence to St. Louis. On the following day 
the Prince visited the Cattle and Agricultural Show, and drove round the city. 

Leaving St. Louis on the 28th of September, the journey was resumed to 
Cincinnati, the chief city of Ohio, 300 miles, occupying 12 hours, when they 
took up their quarters at Burnet House, attended a ball at the Opera House, and proceeded 
on the 30th to Pittsburg, a distance of 380 miles, occupying 15 hours; 
thence another journey of 280 miles, through Pennsylvania, up and across the 
Alleghany Mountains to Harrisburg, which was reached on 2nd October, where a rest for the 
night was made. Proceeding next day via Baltimore, Washington was reached 
on the 3rd of October. Here the Prince was received by General Cass 
(Secretary of State), with Mr. James Buchanan and Mr. James Buchanan Henry (nephews of the 
President), and entering the President’s carriage drove to the White House, being received by 
the President, who conducted the Prince to the Blue Drawing Room, where he introduced his 
niece, Miss Lane. 

On the following morning the President held a Reception in honour of the Prince. On 
the 5th of October the President, the Prince, and party, embarked at the Dockyard on the 
steamer Harriet Lane, and passing the little town of Alexandria, arrived at the foot of Mount 
"Fernon—the house, the home, and tomb of Washington. Here the Prince was honoured by 
having the old arm-chair, in which Washington used to sit near his door, brought out for him to 
rest on. A short distance from the house the Prince was conducted to the Tomb of Washington, 
over the door of which is a stone on which is cut the following inscription:— 

“ WITHIN THIS ENCLOSURE REST THE REMAINS 
OF GENERAL GEORGE WASHINGTON.” 

Here the Prince planted a chestnut tree by the side of the tomb. On the 6th of October 
the Prince and party left the White House, proceeding to Acquia Creek, where they entered 
the train for Richmond; the Prince, after inspecting the Statue of Washington, proceeded to 

Philadelphia Philadelphia, when he drove through the streets, and in the evening attended 
the Opera. 

From Philadelphia the Prince and party proceeded by steamer to Camden, 
from there by rail to Aboy, and thence by steamer to New York, where they 
arrived on the nth of October. Here he received Addresses, drove through the city, and 
witnessed a torch-light procession in the evening. On the following day the Prince inspected the 
Militia, and in the evening attended the great New York Ball. 

On Sunday morning, the 15th of October, the Prince and party went to Trinity Church, 
where prayers were offered for the Queen, the Prince Consort, and the Prince of Wales; the 
first time that such a petition had been made for English Royalty in that building since 
Dr. Inglis was expelled and lost his living for persisting in reading the prayers for George III. 

On the 16th of October the Prince left New York on the Harriet Lane, proceeding up the 
Hudson River to West Point, where he inspected the Cadets of the Military 
School, and left for Boston. Here the Prince had a similar enthusiastic welcome 
to that he received in New York. The following day he inspected the Militia, attended a

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great musical festival in the Music Hall, and a grand ball in the evening. Next day the 
Prince visited the Harvard University at Cambridge. 

On the 20th of October the Prince and party left Boston for Portland, where 
Portland. £ na j] y joined the Hero, and, after a boisterous voyage, cast anchor inside the 

Breakwater at Plymouth on the 16th of November, after a four months’ tour. 


December 4, i860. The Prince of Wales concluded his residence at Oxford. 

January 10, The Prince of Wales matriculated at Trinity College, Cambridge, rooms being 

1861. reserved for him in the College,- but with a household establishment at Madingley 

Hall, near Cambridge. 

March 16. Death of the Duchess of Kent. 

March 25. Funeral of the Duchess of Kent in St. George’s Chapel, where the body was 
deposited until a mausoleum at Frogmore could be completed, the Prince Consort being the 
Chief Mourner, supported by the Prince of Wales and Prince Leiniiigen, the remains of the 
late Duchess being subsequently removed to the new mausoleum at Frogmore. 

May 14. The Prince Consort paid a visit to the Prince of Wales at Madingley Hall. 

June 5. The Prince Consort, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Princesses Alice, 

Helena, and Louise, Prince Arthur, the Duchess of Cambridge, Princess Mary of Cambridge, 
the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Louis of Hesse, and the Count of Flanders, opened the Royal 
Horticultural Gardens, South Kensington. 

August 21 to 29. The Queen, accompanied by the Prince Contort, Prince Alfred, and Princesses 
Alice and Helena, left for Ireland, being met on arrival by the Prince of Wales, who had come 
to Dublin from the Curragh for the day. On the 23rd the Prince Consort paid a visit to the 
Prince of Wales at the Curragh. On the 24th the Queen, accompanied by Princesses Alice and 
Helena, and Prince Alfred, paid a visit to the Curragh and inspected the 1 roops. On the 
25th the Queen, with Princesses Alice and Helena, paid a visit to Kilmainham Hospital. I he 
Prince Consort, the Prince of*Wales, and Prince Alfred visited the Prisons. On the 25th the 
Queen and Royal Family left on a visit to Lord Castleross at Killarney, visiting the Lakes 
and Muckross Abbey on the 27th and 28th, and on the 29th returned to Dublin and 
embarked at Kingstown for Holyhead en route for Balmoral. 

September 10. The Prince of Wales, on the day previous to his departure from the Curragh, 
where he was attached to the 1st Battalion Grenadier Guards, presented new Colours to the 
36th (now 2nd Battalion) the Worcestershire Regiment, under command of Lieut.-Colonel Hart, 
the Rev. Horace Wheeler, Senior Chaplain at the Curragh, performing the Consecration Service. 
His Royal Highness afterwards honoured Colonel Hart and the officers of the Regiment at 
luncheon, at which the Lord-Lieutenant and a large number of guests were present. 

September 24 and 25. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left for Speir and Heidelberg. 

October 3. The Prince of Wales was admitted a Member of the Inner Temple, and 

opened the new Library. 
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^ October 3 o, 1861. The Prince of Wales opened the new drill ground for the Cambridge University 
Rifle Volunteers, of which he was Honorary Colonel. 

_ Novmber - The Queen held the first Investiture of the Order of the Star of India, at 
Windsor Castle, and invested the Prince of Wales as an Extra Knight of the Order. 

December 14. The Prince Consort died at Windsor Castle, surrounded by the Queen 
and their children. 

December 23. The remains of the Prince Consort were removed from Windsor Castle and 
deposited at the entrance to the Royal Vault in St. George’s Chapel, the Prince of Wales 
being the Chief Mourner, supported by the Duke of Saxe - Coburg - Gotha and Prince 
Arthur, there being also present the Crown Prince of Prussia, Prince Louis of Hesse, the 
Duke of Brabant, the Count of' Flanders, the Duke of Nemours, Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar, Count Gleichen, and the Maharaja Duleep Singh.

The Prince of Wales embarked on 6th February 1862 at Dover on H.M.S. Osborne, and proceeded 
via Trieste and Corfu for Alexandria, accompanied by Major-General the Hon. R. Bruce, 
Lieut.-Colonel Keppel, Major Teesdale, the Hon. Robert Meade, and Dr. Minter—it having been 
arranged that the Rev. Arthur Penrhyn Stanley, Canon of Christ Church, Oxford, should join the 
party at Cairo. 

On the 1st of March Alexandria was reached, and Cairo the same day, where 
the Prince and party were met by the Viceroy and drove direct to the Palace 
Cairo. of Kasr-en-Nil. 

On the 6th of March the Prince and party left Cairo for Upper Egypt, visiting 
the Pyramids and other antiquities in the neighbourhood, returning to Gizeh, where 
they joined the Pasha’s steamer and proceeded, passing the Temple at Esneh, to Assuan, 
where, after visiting the Temples at Philse and returning . to Assuan, they commenced the 
descent of the river, passing Edfu, to Thebes, which was reached on 16th March and where 
three days were spent. At Karnak, in the Great Hall of the Temple, service was performed 

by Canon Stanley, the second and third days being devoted to the temples and tombs at 

Medinet Abu, Thebes, and the Vocal Colossus—returning by Dendera. The Prince and party 
visited the Temple of Dendera, Assiut, the' rock tombs of Beni Hassan, Memphis, 
and the tombs and Pyramids of Sakkara on the way, arriving at Cairo on 

23rd March. After Suez, the shores of the Red Sea, and other places of interest had been 

visited, they embarked at Alexandria in the Osborne, reaching Jaffa on 28th March 
and Jerusalem on 31st March. 

At Jerusalem the party went into tents pitched on the north side of the city 
near the Gate of Damascus. While at Jerusalem visits were made to the site 
of the Temple and the chamber adjoining the tomb of David, into which, with the exception of 
the Duke of Brabant, no Christian had for centuries been admitted. Visits were also made to, 
Bethlehem and the Dead Sea, the Mosque of Hebron, and the Caves of Machpelah, the Prince 
being the first European permitted to view the caves since the days of the Crusaders. 

On the gth of April the Prince and party returned to Jerusalem, and on the 
following day they left for Bethel, visiting Jacob’s Well and ascending Mount 
Gerizim, witnessing there on the 12th the ceremony of the Samaritan Passover. Sunday, 
13th April, was spent at Nablus, and from there, descending from the Plain 
of Esdrelon and Megiddo, they encamped on 15th April at the foot of Mount 
Carmel, the next day crossing the plain to Acre. Proceeding over the hills of Galilee, they >

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reached Nazareth on Good Friday, when Canon Stanley performed Divine Service and preached. 

Na-areth On Saturday, the 19th of April, Easter Eve, tents were pitched by the old walls 
of Tiberias on the very edge of the lake; and here, on Easter Sunday, 
Canon Stanley, after the usual Morning Service, administered the Holy Communion to all the 
party. On the 21st of April the lake northward was explored, including Magdala and Capernaum, 
arriving at Safed, where the night was spent. The following day the party arrived at Kadesh 
Napthali, whence they descended into the valley of the Lake of Merom and halted at midday 
on the hill of Dan at the first source of the River Jordan. 

The rest of the week was spent in crossing the plain of Abel Bethmaachah, and on Sunday, 
27th April, Divine Service was performed by Canon Stanley at Rasheiya. 

On Monday, 28th April, the party reached Damascus, visiting the places of 
interest in the town ; and proceeding from thence to Baalbek, where Sunday, 
May, was spent, Canon Stanley holding Divine Service and preaching among the ruins 
of the town. From thence, passing through Lebanon, they arrived at Beirut 
on 6th May, and after visiting Tyre and Sidon, finally embarked at Tripoli 
on 13th May. 

On the 18th of May they arrived at Smyrna, and, after visiting Patrnos, 
Ephesus, Constantinople, and Athens, arrived at Malta on 5th June. 

At Malta the Prince was welcomed by the Governor, Sir Gaspard and Lady 
Le Marchant, whose guest he was at the Palace; and while there visited the 
chief points of the fortifications and bastions and other places of interest, laying the foundation- 
stone of a Soldiers’ Library in connection with the barracks. 

Parig Leaving Malta on 7th June, the Prince and party arrived in Paris on 

nth June. On the following day the Prince paid a private visit to the Emperor 
and Empress of the French at Fontainebleau, and arrived in London on 14th June.

Jtdy 1, Marriage of Her Royal Highness the Princess Alice, Queen Victoria’s second 

daughter, to Prince Louis of Hesse—privately, at Osborne, by the Archbishop 
of lork, in the absence of the Archbishop of Canterbury—the bride being given away by the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the bridesmaids being Princess Helena, Princess Louise, and 
Princess Beatrice. There were present: The Queen, the Prince of Wales, the Crown Princess 
of Prussia, and Princes Alfred, Arthur, and Leopold. The Queen on the same occasion signified 
her intention of conferring the rank of “His Royal Highness” on the bridegroom. 

July 12. i he Prince of Wales admitted a Freeman of the Fishmongers Company. 

September 6. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, embarked at Woolwich for Ostend 

en route for Brussels, on a visit to his sister the Crown Princess of Prussia at Rheinhards, from 
there paying a visit to Dresden, and returning to London on 20th September. 

October 20 to The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Crown Prince and Princess of Prussia, 

December 3. started on a private trip to the Mediterranean, embarking at Marseilles on 

board the Royal Yacht Osborne, proceeding to Palermo and thence to Tunis, when a visit was 
paid to the Bey at his Castle. Leaving Carthage and arriving at Malta on 30th October, 
the Prince and Royal Party were the guests at the Palace of the Governor, Sir Gaspard and 
Lady Le Marchant. 









From Malta their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Syracuse, Messina, and Naples, arriving in 
Rome on 12th November, where they were received by the Pope in private audience. Embarking 
at Civita Vecchia, the Royal Party proceeded to Toulon, and thence to Cologne and Lille, 
where.the Prince of Wales met Princess Alexandra and her father, Prince Christian of Denmark, 
on their return from a visit to Queen Victoria. From here the Prince of Wales and the 
Royal Party left by special train for Hanover, where the Prince parted with the Crown Prince 
and Princess and left for England, arriving at Dover on the 3rd of December and proceeding 
direct to Windsor. 

November 5, Their Royal Highnesses Prince Christian of Denmark and Princess Alexandra 
1862. of Denmark arrived at Osborne on a visit to the Queen, thence accompanying the 
Queen to Windsor, and leaving for the Continent on the 27th of November. 

December 17. Consecration of the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore by the Bishop of Oxford, 
the Queen being present, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Prince and Princess Louis of 
Hesse, Princesses Helena, Louise, and Beatrice, and Princes Arthur and Leopold. 

December 18. The coffin containing the remains of the Prince Consort was privately removed 
in the early morning from the entrance of the Royal Vault in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, 
and conveyed to the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore, where it was placed in a temporary 
sarcophagus and covered with a massive stone in the presence of the Prince of Wales, Princes 
Arthur and Leopold, and Prince Louis of Hesse. 

At one o’clock the same day the Queen, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Prince and 
Princess Louis of Hesse, Princesses Helena, Louise, and Beatrice, and Princes Arthur and Leopold, 
walked from Frogmore House without any attendants to the Mausoleum, where, after a short 
service by the Dean of Windsor, Her Majesty and each member of the Royal Family present 
placed wreaths of flowers at the foot of the tomb. 

Over the door within the portico of the Royal Mausoleum in bronze and Roman letters is 
the following inscription :— 

“ ALBERTI PRINCIPIS QVOD MORTALE ERAT 
HOC IN SEPVLCRO PEPONI VOLVIT 
VIDVA MCERENS VICTORIA REGINA 
A.D. MDCCCLXII. 

VALE DESIDERATISSIME ! HIC DEMVM 
CONQUIESCAM TECUM 
TECUM IN CHRISTO CONSURGAM.” 

Note. —On 26th November 1868, the coffin was removed privately from the temporary to 
a permanent sarcophagus. 

December 21. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Louis ot Hesse, inspected the 
Barracks and Prison at Parkhurst, and on the 22nd Winchester Cathedral and the Hospital 
of St. Cross. 

February 12, The Prince of Wales attended at the Fishmongers Hall to receive the Freedom 
1863. of the Company, which was presented to His Royal Highness in a gold casket 
surmounted by a female figure representing Commerce seated on a Dolphin and by the Prince’s 
Coronet and Feathers, as also the Prince’s Arms and Monogram and the Company’s Arms.

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On a plate on the Casket is the following inscription :— 

“ PRESENTED, ON THE OCCASION OF HIS TAKING UP HIS FREEDOM, 

TO HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES, 

ETC., ETC., BY THE WORSHIPFUL COMPANY OF FISHMONGERS OF 
THE CITY OF LONDON IN COMMEMORATION OF THE HONOUR 
CONFERRED UPON THE COMPANY OF WHICH HIS LATE ROYAL 
FATHER AND SEVERAL MEMBERS OF HIS ILLUSTRIOUS FAMILY 
WERE ALSO MEMBERS. FEBRUARY I2TH 1863.” 

March 5,1863. The Prince of Wales took his seat for the first time in the House of Lords. 

March 7. Princess Alexandra Caroline Mary Charlotte Louisa. Julia, eldest daughter of 

Prince and Princess Christian of Denmark, arrived in H.M. Yacht the Victoria and Albert, at 
Gravesend, being met by the Prince of Wales. After receiving an enthusiastic welcome and 
numerous addresses from local bodies, their Royal Highnesses left for Bricklayers Arms 
Station, where they arrived at two o’clock. Accompanied by her father and mother, in 

the same carriage with the Prince of Wales, the triumphant entry of Princess Alexandra into 
London was made over London Bridge, by St. Paul’s Cathedral, 1 emple Bar, I rafalgar Square, 
Pall Mall, St. James’s Street, Piccadilly, Hyde Park, to Paddington, arriving at the Great 
Western Station at 5 o’clock. Leaving Paddington at 5.15, Slough was reached at 5.50, 
when carriages were there entered, and the journey continued with the same manifestations 
of welcome through Eton to Windsor Castle, where they were received at the Grand Entrance 
by the Queen, the Crown Prince and Princess of Prussia, Prince and Princess Louis of 
Hesse, Prince Arthur and Prince Leopold, Princesses Helena, Louise, and Beatrice, the 

Duchess of Cambridge, Princess Mary of Cambridge and the Duke of Cambridge, the Duchess 
of Brabant, the Duke of Coburg, the Count of Flanders, Princess Leiningen, and Great Officers 
of State ( see March 17, 1865).

The Prince of Wales took up the Freedom of the City, to 
which he was entitled by patrimony, and subscribed the usual declaration, a copy of which, 
mounted on vellum and enclosed in a casket of pure gold, His Royal Highness was graciously 
pleased to accept. Prince Alfred, Princess Mary of Cambridge, the Duke of Cambridge, and 
the Prince of Orange were also present. 

June 8. The Prince of Wales, by command and on behalf of the Queen, held his 

first Levee at St. James’s Palace. 

June 9. The Prince and Princess of Wales received Addresses at Marlborough House 

from the Clergy of the Province of Canterbury in Convocation, and from the Clergy of the 
Cities of London and Westminster. Also, on the same occasion, a deputation from the 
Grocers Company, who presented the Freedom of that Company, the certificate being enclosed 
in a gold casket. 

June 10. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, Prince Alfred, 

Princess Helena, Princess Louise, Prince Arthur, Prince Leopold, the Duchess of Cambridge, 
the Duke of Cambridge, and Princess Mary of Cambridge, unveiled the Statue of the Prince 
Consort in the Royal Horticultural Gardens, South Kensington. On the north face of the base

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Note. —A Memorial of the Great Exhibition of 1851 was in the first instance intended as a 
tribute of admiration to its great Founder, the Prince Consort. This had hardly commenced 
when the promoters received intimation from His Royal Highness that he disapproved of a 
Memorial being erected to him during his lifetime. An emblematic figure of Britannia was then 
substituted, but by desire of the Committee this was altered into a figure of the Queen. To 
see the model of this statue was one of the last visits the Prince Consort paid to the Gardens, 
and while being executed in bronze his lamented death occurred. The objection taken by the 
Prince Consort to his own statue being placed on the Memorial no longer existed. The Queen 

and the Prince of Wales were the first to feel that a statue of the Prince Consort ought to be 

the one to fill that place, and with this feeling the Prince of Wales at once proposed this should 

be done in the touching letter from His Royal Highness to the Council and Members of the 

Committee, from which the following is the concluding paragraph :— 

“ Osborne, December 28, 1861. 

“ It would however now, Her Majesty directs me to say, be most hurtful to her 
feelings were any other statue to surmount this Memorial but that of the Great, Good 
Prince, my dearly beloved father, to whose honour it is in reality raised. The Queen, there¬ 
fore, would anxiously desire that, instead of her statue, that of her beloved husband should 
stand upon this Memorial. Anxious, however humbly, to testify my respectful and heartfelt 
affection for the best of fathers, and the gratitude and devotion of my sorrowing heart, I have 

sought, and have with thankfulness obtained, the permission of the Queen, my mother, to 

offer the feeble tribute of the admiration and love of a bereaved son, by presenting the 
statue thus proposed to be placed in the Gardens under your management.” 

Sufficient funds, however, having been subscribed by the public, the Council, while grate¬ 
ful to the Prince of Wales for his most generous offer, respectfully asked His Royal Highness’s 
permission to allow the cost of the statue to be thus provided.

I he following day their Royal Highnesses spent in sight-seeing, the first visit being 
made to Frewen Hall, where the Prince resided when in residence in 1859; proceeding after 
to the Chapel at Exeter College, the Bodleian Library, Jesus College, the Acland Museum, 
and after seeing the Procession of Boats were entertained by Dr. Lightfoot (the Vice-Chancellor) 
in the old Hall of Exeter. 

June 22. The Princess of Wales, by command and on behalf of the Queen, held her

of the Rifle Meeting.

Artillery Company (see Part II., p. 395). 

August 4. The Prince of Wales left London for Halifax, and after an Address from the 

Town Clerk, and the Bishop of Ripon having offered a prayer, opened the new Town Hall.

1865. tion, attending a ball given by the Lord Mayor at the Mansion House the same 
evening. On the 10th was present, as Hon. Colonel of the 10th Hussars, at a Grand Review 
in the Phoenix Park, under the command of the Duke of Cambridge, and in the evening dined 
with General Sir George Brown at the Royal Hospital. On the nth paid a second visit to 
the International Exhibition, visited St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and was entertained at a ball at 
the Viceregal Lodge by the Lord-Lieutenant and Lady. Wodehouse. On the 12th left Dublin 
for Powerscourt en route to Kingstown, where His Royal Highness embarked the same evening for 
Holyhead, arriving at Marlborough House on the morning of the 13th.

The infant Prince 
having been handed by the Queen to the Archbishop of Canterbury, and being named by the Queen, 
George Frederick Ernest Albert, the Archbishop performed the rite of baptism. The Sponsors were : 
The Queen of Denmark (represented by Her Majesty the Queen), the King of Hanover (represented 
by Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar), the Crown Prince of Denmark (represented by Viscount Sydney), 
the Princess Alice of Hesse (represented by Princess Louise Marchioness of Lome), the Duchess 
of Cambridge (represented by Princess Helena), the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (represented 
b^ Earl Granville), the Duke of Cambridge, and Prince Leiningen. There were also present, 
besides those named above, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princes Arthur and Leopold, and 
Princess Beatrice, members of Her Majesty’s Household and of the Household of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, and other distinguished guests. After the ceremony the Queen and Royal 
1 amily retired to the Red Drawing Room, where the baptismal register was completed, luncheon 
being served for the Royal Family in the Oak Room and for the guests in the Dining Room. 

July 18 to 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales, on H.M.S. Osborne, paid a visit to the Earl 
of Mount Ldgcumbe at Plymouth, when their Royal Highnesses received a Deputation and Address 
from the Mayor and Corporation. On the following day their Royal Highnesses drove to Saltash 
and inspected the Royal Albert Bridge ; visited the Royal Agricultural Show at Penny-come-quick, 
the Austrian and French Fleets lying in the Sound; attended a reception of the officers at the 
Victualling \ ard; and were present at a ball in the evening given by the officers of the Plymouth 
and Devonport Garrison. On the 20th an excursion was made up the Tamar. On the 22nd 
the Prince and Princess embarked and proceeded to F"owey, where their Royal Highnesses landed, 
received an Address, and visited a memorial raised in commemoration of the Queen and the Prince 
Alberts visit to the town in 1846. From there they drove to the Fowes Consols Mine, returning 
in the evening to the Osborne, and proceeding next day to Falmouth, where, after receiving an 
Address on board from the Mayor and Corporation of Falmouth and Truro and the Falmouth 
Dock Company, the Prince and Princess landed and drove to Pendennis Castle. On their 
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return to the yacht they proceeded up Truro River as far as Victoria Point, passing Tregothwan 
House on the way, and left on their return aboard the Royal Yacht for Penzance. Here, after 
receiving an address from the Mayor and Corporation, the Prince drove to the Land s End, 
visiting the Botallaek Mines on the way. On the 25th the Princess of Wales landed and went 
on a visit to Mount St. Michael, the Prince leaving on the yacht for the Scilly Islands, where 

he stayed with Mr. T. A. Dorrien-Smith, of Tresco Abbey, driving round the island, inspecting 

the gardens at I resco, and joining the yacht, accompanied by Mr. i. A. l.)orrien-Smith, who 
remained to dinner with the Prince. Early next morning the yacht sailed tor Penzance, where 
on arrival the Princess went on board, having, during the absence of the Prince, visited 
Marazion, where Her Royal Plighness received an Address from the Corporation. On the 
following day the Royal Yacht sailed for Cowes, stopping on the way to inspect the breakwater 
at Portland, and arriving at Osborne on the 27th of July. 

August 12, 1865 . The Prince and Princess of Wales left for Germany. 

August 26. The Queen, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Crown Prince 

and Princess of Prussia, Princess Alice and Prince Louis of Hesse, Princes Alfred, Arthur, and 
Leopold, Princesses Helena, Louise, and Beatrice, the Duke of Cambridge, and other members 
of the Royal Family, inaugurated the statue to the late Prince Consort at Coburg. 

September 12. The Prince and Princess cf Wales, with Prince and Princess Louis of Hesse, 
visited the Crystal Palace at Sydenham. 

September 13. The Prince of Wales, with Prince and Princess Louis of Hesse, visited the 

Tower of London. 

October 27. The Prince of Wales was present at the funeral of Lord Palmerston at West¬ 
minster Abbey, the Princess of Wales witnessing the pageant as it passed Marlborough House. 

October 31. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited the Earl of Derby at Knowsley, 

and while there visited the Town Hall, the Free Library, and St. George’s Hall in Liverpool, 
where they were entertained at a dejeuner by the Lord Mayor, and proceeded on a steamer 
down the river, returning afterwards to Knowsley. 

December 18. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the King of Portugal, the Crown Prince 
of Prussia, and Prince Louis of Hesse, was present at the funeral of the King of the Belgians 
at Laeken, subsequently attending the Installation of King Leopold II. 

March 17, The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Alfred, was present to see the 

1 366 . launch of H.M.S. Northumberland at Mill wall, which being unsuccessful they 

visited the Rose Winans cigar ship at the West India Docks. (N.B.—The Northumberland , after 
four attempts, was launched on 17th April.) 

April 2. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at a Volunteer Review at 

Brighton, the Prince leading past the Brigade consisting of the Light Troop of the Honourable 
Artillery Company, of which he was Captain-General, and the Civil Service Corps, of which lie 
was Honorary Colonel, proceeding afterwards to the Pavilion, where they were the guests of the 
Mayor at luncheon. 

June 12. Marriage of Her Royal Plighness Princess Mary of Cambridge to His Serene 

Highness Francis Paul Charles Louis Alexander Prince and P'irst Duke of Teck, by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury’, at the Village Church of Kew, in the presence of Queen Victoria, the 
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Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur,. Princesses Helena and 
Louise, the Duchess of Cambridge, the Duke of Cambridge, and the Grand Duchess of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz. The Bridesmaids were,: The Latiy Georgiana Susan Hamilton, the Lady Cornelia 
Augusta Henrietta Maria Churchill, the Lady Cecilia Maria Charlotte Molyneux, the Lady Harriet 
York. The Bridegroom was accompanied by the Austrian Ambassador. After the ceremony, 
breakfast was given by the Duchess of Cambridge at Cambridge Cottage. 

June 18 , The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left for Russell Hill, Purley, 

1866 . Surrey, and presided at the Inauguration Ceremony ot the Warehousemen and 
Clerks’ New School, of which His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone on nth July 1863. 

June 25. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and the Duke of 

Edinburgh, while on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, at Trentham, drove to 
Hartshill, near Stoke-on-Trent, where, after prayer had been offered by the Bishop of Lichfield, 
the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the new Infirmary for North Staffordshire. The Princess 
received 159 purses containing the sum of ^1,420. On the stone on the left-hand side of the 
main entrance is the following inscription in incised letters:— 

“H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES 
ACCOMPANIED BY 
H.R.H. THE PRINCESS OF WALES 
AND THE 

DUKE OF EDINBURGH 
LAID THIS STONE, JUNE 25 l866.”

The silver trowel and mallet were the same as used by King George IV. when laying the 
first stone at the restoration of Windsor Castle on 12th August 1824. (N.B.—On the following 
day their Royal Highnesses visited the pottery works of Messrs. Minton and Messrs. Copeland.)

. August 9, the Prince and Princess of Wales visited York and unveiled a stained-glass 
wiudo^Y' in the Guildhall to commemorate the visit of the Prince Consort to the City some 
.20 ^eans .previously. On the same occasion their Royal Highnesses were present at a Review of 
the \Vo)unteers, visited the x\gricultural Show, the Fine Art Exhibition, the Gardens of the 
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Philosophical Society, attended a banquet at the Archiepiscopal Palace, and a ball in the 
Assembly Rooms. 

September 20, 1 he Prince of Wales visited Aberdeen and unveiled a Stdtue of the Queen, 

1866. erected, from funds raised by the public, on a site at the junction of Union Street 
with Nicholas Street, but subsequently removed to the vestibule of the Municipal Buildings. 
I he. statue is of marble, 8 ft. 6 in. high, and stands on a pedestal of Peterhead granite 10 ft. 
high, and bears on the pedestal the following inscription : — 

“ VICTORIA D.G. BRITANNIARUM REGINA 1866.” 

On the same occasion His Royal Highness was presented with the Freedom of the City. The 
diploma having been read, was fastened by a ribbon of the Highland cap of the Prince 
accordance with a time-honoured usage.

Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Prince and 
Princess Mary Adelaide of Teck, and, after receiving an Address from the Lord Mayor and 
Corporation of the City of London in a casket of gold, attended a concert and supper in 
the Council Chamber (see Part II., p. 409).

On the 17th the King of the Hellenes arrived on a visit to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, being met by the Prince of Wales at Charing Cross before leaving for -Wiesbaden, and 
proceeded to Marlborough House, where the King received a Deputation from the principal 
members of the Greek community in London, leaving for the Continent on tlje^zxst of August. 

February 17, fhe Prince and Princess of Wales visited St. Bartholomew's Hospital to see 
and express their sympathy with the sufferers injured by the explosion at the 
Clerkenwell House of Detention.

Chancellor and others, and proceeded to Dublin where they received an enthusiastic welcome 
on driving to the Castle. Here they received an Address from the Lord Mayor and 
Corporation of Dublin, and proceeded from thence to the Viceregal Lodge, returning to the 
Castle later in the afternoon and receiving a similar manifestation of welcome. 

On the 16tli the Prince of Wales was present at the races at Punchestown. The Princess

Tsarevitch, Prince Arthur, the Dowager Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Princess 
Mary Adelaide Duchess of Teck, Prince Louis of Hesse, Prince Frederick of Anhalt-Dessau, 
Prince George of Hesse. There were also present the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Prince 
of Teck, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Countess Dornburg, Countess Gleichen, Baroness de 
Brunnow, the Danish Minister and Madame de Biilow, the Greek Minister and Mademoiselle 
Brailes-Anneri, and others. 

October 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales arrived from Abergeldie at the Douglas Hotel, 
Edinburgh, where they stayed the night, leaving the following morning for Glasgow, where, in the 
City Hall, the Prince received the Freedom of the City and Addresses from the Corporation, 
as also from the Principal and Professors of the University, and from thence proceeded to the 
University where His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the new buildings. After 
the ceremony the Prince and Princess left for the Lord Provost’s house in Bath Street, where 
dinner was served, and the same evening their Royal Highnesses left for London.

On the 17th of November 1868 the Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, 
Prince George, and Princess Louise of Wales (Princess Victoria going on a visit to the 
Queen at Windsor) left Marlborough House for the Hotel Bristol, Paris, 
proceeding on the 20th to Compi6gne on a visit to the Emperor and Empress 
Eug6nie, being met at the station by the Emperor and conducted to the Palace ; the Prince of 
Wales while here enjoying some hunting and shooting—returning on the 21st to Paris. The 
Emperor and Empress accompanied their Royal Highnesses to Compifegne Station. - 

On the 26th their Royal Highnesses left Paris, via Namur, Liege, and Cologne, 
for Lubeck, when they embarked on a steamer for Korsor, where they were met 
by the Crown Prince of Denmark, and having landed proceeded by train to Fredensborg, where 
the King and Queen of Denmark, Prince Waldemar, and Princess Thyra were awaiting their 
arrival, and from thence the Royal Party drove to the Slot. 

On the 1st of December, the Princess of Wales’s Birthday, Her Royal Highness received 
warm congratulations from relations and friends, there being a large dinner-party in the evening, 
to which the British Minister and Attaches were invited. 

Here the Prince had several days’ shooting, and on the 15th left for Stockholm, 
when His Royal Highness was met at the station by the King of Sweden, where 
he remained until the 22nd, leaving that day, accompanied by the King-to the station, and 
reaching Fredensborg on the 24th. On the 28th the Danish Court moved to 
Copenhagen, and on the 5th of January 1869 their Royal Highnesses were 
present at a State Ball in the Christianborg Palace. On the 15th of January the Prince and 
Princess of Wales left Copenhagen, being accompanied by the King and Queen of Denmark 
and the Crown Prince to Korsor, where they took leave on board the steamer 
which left for Lubeck, and thence by train to Hamburg, where they stayed at 
the Hotel Victoria, and were joined in the evening at dinner by the Duke and Duchess of 
Gliicksburg, and the Prince of Wales’s sister, Princess Louise. 

From here on the following day Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princess Louise 
of Wales left for England, the Prince and Princess of Wales leaving for Berlin, 
where they were met at the station by the Crown Prince and Princess of Prussia 
and Prince Henry of Hesse-Darmstadt. On the following day, the i 3 th of January, the Prince 
of Wales was invested with the Order of the Black Eagle, and after dinner at the Royal Palace 
their Royal Highnesses wore present at the Opera.

On the 20th their Royal Highnesses left Berlin, being accompanied to the 
station by the Crown'Prince and Princess of Prussia, and reached Vienna the 
same evening, being received by the Emperor, the Duke of Wiirtemberg, the Archduchess 
Therese, and other members of the Royal Family, and having driven to the Burg were welcomed 
by the Empress. Here the Prince and Princess visited the King and Queen 
of Hanover, and on the 27th left for Trieste and embarked on H.M.S. 
Ariadne (Captain F. Campbell), proceeding on the 28th to Alexandria, 
which was reached on the 2nd of February. The. following evening, having 
received on board the French and Danish Consuls, Abd-el-Kader Bey (attached to the Royal 
Party during their stay), the Governor of Alexandria, and others, the Prince and Princess 
entered the State Barge and landed, being received by Mehemet Tewfik Pasha 

and Sherif Pasha, and left by train for Cairo; on arrival they were received 

by the Viceroy and proceeded to the Esbekieh Palace, where after dinner their Royal Highnesses 
attended with the Viceroy at the performance at the theatre. 

Awaiting their arrival, in Cairo were the Duke of Sutherland and a party of friends, including 
Professor Owen and Dr. W. H. Russell. 

On the 4th of February the Royal Party drove to the Citadel to witness the departure of the 
Pilgrims with the Holy Carpet to Mecca, and from thence returned to the Palace. The Prince 

later on went to inspect the Flotilla prepared for the Royal Party on the Nile. On the following 

day a visit was paid to the new Palace of the Viceroy at Gizeh. 

The Princess in the afternoon visited the Harem of the Viceroy— in the evening after 
dinner attending the theatre ; and later on the Prince and some of the party witnessed an exhibition 
of native dancing and singing at the Kasr-el-Nil. 

On the 6th of February the Prince drove to the Citadel to visit the Viceroy’s son, and after 
luncheon the Royal Party drove to Kasr-el-Nil, embarked on board the Alexandra 
dahabiyeh, towed by the Royal steamer, on board of which was Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, Equerries, &c. Another steamer followed with the remainder of the party. 

On the following day the fleet started. Fishing and shooting were enjoyed as they proceeded 
up the river, with some interruptions and stops by sandbanks, &c. ; the first place of importance 
visited being the Tombs of Beni Hassan on 10th February. 

On the 15th an Egyptian Temple at Dendera was visited, and subsequently 
those of Karnak and Luxor, where much time was spent. On the 17th a visit 
was made to the “ Valley of the Kings.” 

Leaving Luxor on 19th February a visit was paid to the Temples at Esneh 
and Edfu, arriving at Assuan, 588 odd miles from Cairo, on 21st February, 
when the Temple of Philae, above the First Cataract, was visited. 

Leaving on the 23rd to ascend to the Second Cataract the Royal Party reached Korosko on 
the 26th. Abu-Simbel was reached on 1st March, and the following day visits were made 
to both temples, proceeding first up the river in a boat, and then, mounting donkeys and 
„ dromedaries, followed the high ground for six or seven miles till they arrived at 

a steep cliff overhanging the Second Cataract on 3rd March, where the Prince 
and some of the party entered a boat, the Princess and rest of the suite returning as they came, 
and having joined the Prince below the Falls rowed back to the dahabiyeh. Next day, 4th March, 
the Royal Party left Wady Haifa on the downward and homeward journey, arriving at Cairo 
on 16th March.

Here a visit was made to the Pyramids and other places of interest, including 
the Bulak Museum, Miss Whateley’s British Mission School, and, by special 
request of the Viceroy, the departure was delayed for the Feast of the Bairam on the 23rd, 
which the Prince attended, and, after many exchanges of visits, the Prince and Princess of Wales 
on the 24th drove to the Kasr-el-Nil Palace, and having thanked the Viceroy 
for his kindness and hospitality, took leave and left by train for Suez, where 
they were met by M. de Lesseps, and were by him conducted over the works 

in operation throughout the Canal, and after visiting Port Said, went on board 

the Viceroy’s yacht Mahroussah , arriving at Alexandria on the 27th, when 

they went on board the Ariadne, where luncheon was served, to which the Egyptian officers 
who had been in attendance were invited. On the 28th of March Egypt was left behind. 

The Dardanelles and On 29th March Rhodes was passed, on the 30th Palermo, and on the 31st 

Constantinople, Dardanelles were reached. After receiving the English and Sultan’s 

representative the Prince' entered the Ariadne's barge and landed at Chanak, being received by 
Eyoub Pasha (Military Governor of the Dardanelles) and staff, and after a visit to the Castle 

returned to the Ariadne, which proceeded to Gallipoli. Here the Prince landed, and after 

inspecting the British and French Cemeteries, returned to the Ariadne, which again proceeded 
up the Sea of Marmora to near the Golden Horn, where the Royal Party went on board the 

Sultan’s yacht Pertif Piali. When nearing the Palace of Saleh Bazaar their Royal Highnesses 

were again transferred to the Sultan’s State Barge and, having landed, proceeded to the Palace, 
where they were received by the Sultan. 

From there the Royal Party proceeded in the Sultan’s carriages to the Dolmabakshi, where they 
were again met by the Sultan, the Prince and the gentlemen of his suite returning to Saleh Bazaar. 

After luncheon the Prince and Princess, Mrs. Grey and suite, drove to the British Embassy, being 

received by the Ambassador and Mrs. Elliot, and returned again to Saleh Bazaar for dinner. 

After various reviews, receptions, and visits to places of interest, the Sultan gave a State 

Dinner to his guests at the Dolmabakshi Palace, the first banquet given by a Sultan to 

Christians. On Sunday, 4th April, the Royal Party attended Divine Service in the Church of 
the British Embassy, and after luncheon proceeded in the Sultan’s State Caique 
across the Bosphorus to Scutari, where the Prince and Princess spent some time 
inspecting the graves and tombstones. 

On 5th April a visit was paid to the bazaars, and after dinner the Royal Party went to the 
Opera House. 

The following day was spent in visiting the Arms Bazaar and inspecting old armour; a visit 
to the Palace of Beyler Bey, and to the residence of Mustapha Fazil Pasha, brother of the 
Viceroy of Egypt, where luncheon was served; a visit by the Princess and Mrs. Grey to the 
ladies of the Harem ; and a State Ball at the British Embassy, at which the Sultan was present. 

On 7th April a visit was paid to the British Memorial Church; and in the evening a 
performance at the Theatre Naoum. 

On 8th April, after luncheon, the Prince paid a visit to the Sultan’s stables, and another banquet 
at the British Embassy. On the gth the Prince visited Hobart Pasha’s flagship, and afterwards 
proceeded to the house of the Grand Vizier, Aali Pasha, where a dejeuner was provided, returning 
to the Palace. 

The 10th of April was devoted to leave-taking. A dejeuner was given by the Sultan at the Dolma¬ 
bakshi Palace, after which the Sultan conducted the Prince and Princess to the door which leads to

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the water front of the Palace, there taking leave, their Royal Highnesses embarking and proceeding 
to the Ariadne, which left on the nth for the Crimea, which was reached the following day, 
„ • tlle Ariadne coming to her moorings half-way between the ruins of Fort Paul 

and the North Landing Place. Here many General Officers of distinction, some 
who had served in the war, came on board to welcome the Prince and Princess and arrange 
for the visit. Landing on this side, and under the direction of Dr. W. H. Russell, the Times 
correspondent in the Crimea, their Royal Highnesses first went to the Memorial Chapel, and 
thence to the Great Cemetery. Vehicles were waiting outside, and after a long drive the Alma 
was reached and crossed, and returning to a farmhouse near Bourliouk luncheon was served, 
after which the journey was continued and the Ariadne reached, their Royal Highnesses entertaining 
the Russian Generals and others at dinner. 

On 13th April a visit was made to Sebastopol, the different batteries, the Redan, the 
Malakhoff, the Mamelon, the quarries, and up to the cemetery on Cathcart’s Hill, where a long 
time was spent by their Royal Highnesses in examining the memorials and graves, and after 
luncheon in a small farmhouse close to the windmill, Inkermann was visited, when the Royal Party 
returned to the Ariadne, more Russian officers and their wives being invited to dinner. 

On 14th April, after landing, the Royal Party visited the British Headquarters, the room in 
which Lord Raglan died, the Monastery of St. George, and in the distance were shown the scene 
of the Heavy Cavalry Charge. Descending to Balaclava, the Royal Party embarked on board 
the Psyche to see the fatal rocks where so many vessels were lost in the great gale of 14th 
November 1854. Landing again, a visit was paid to Canrobert’s Hill, and the scene of the Light 
Cavalry Charge, and on to Baidar and Phoros Pass, where a sumptuous luncheon was provided

of Livadia was reached, where Count Jules Stenbock was waiting to receive 
the Prince and Princess. 

The 15th of April was devoted to sight-seeing around the Palace, visits to the Orianda, the Palace 
of the Grand Duke Constantine, £fnd Alupka, the Palace of Prince Woronzow, where luncheon 
was served, returning to Livadia, where the Royal Party embarked on the Ariadne and left for 

the Bosphorus which was reached on the evening of 16th April. 

Constantinople. t ^ ie f* r * nce kmded and paid a visit to the Sultan at Dolmabakshi 

Palace, the Sultan shortly after going on board the Ariadne, where he took leave 
of their Royal Highnesses and left in state for his Palace. 

After he left, the Ambassador, Mrs. Elliot, Lady Buchanan, Madame Ignatieff, Aali Pasha, 
and many others were entertained at luncheon, and at night the Ariadne, followed by the Psyche 
and Caradoc, weighed and proceeded down the Bosphorus. 

_ O n 20th April the Piraeus was reached, the King of the Hellenes, with his uncle, 

Prince 1 H rederick, and staff, went on board to welcome the Prince and Princess, 

Athens. after which the Royal Party landed and proceeded by train to the King’s Palace. 

On the following day a visit was paid to the Acropolis; and in the evening 
the Prince and Princess attended a State Banquet, to which the Diplomatic body, the Greek 
Ministers, and the Patriarch were invited. 

On the 22nd the Dionysion was visited, and in the afternoon the King and Prince walked 
in the vicinity of the Palace, and in the evening witnessed the illuminations. 

On the 23rd the Prince and Princess left for the Piraeus, the King accompanying them to the 
railway station where His Majesty took leave. The Royal Party, embarking on board a Greek

gunboat, steamed for Salamis, where they landed, and proceeded in carriages 
across the Isthmus, and going on board the Ariadne steamed down the Straits 
of Corinth, passing Cephalonia, and reaching Corfu on the 24th. The Royal 
Party landed and proceeded to the Palace, where they were received by the 
Queen of the Hellenes and Prince William of Gliicksburg. From here the King, 
Queen, and the Prince and Princess drove to the Casino for dinner. The following days were spent 
in visiting the Citadel and other places of interest, and in a shooting expedition on the coast of 
Albania, and on the 1st of May, accompanied by the King and Queen, their Royal Highnesses 
went on board the Ariadne, and after taking leave the Ariadne., steamed for 
Brindisi, where they were received on landing by representatives of the King of 
Italy, and left by a special train provided by the King, via Bologna and Parma 
for Turin, which was left on the 4th of May, arriving at the Hotel Bristol, Paris, 
on the 6th, and Marlborough House on the 12th of May.

June 22, The Viceroy of Egypt and his son Ibrahan Pasha arrived on a visit to the 

i86 9 - Queen, being met by the Prince of Wales at Charing Cross Station, and 
proceeded to Buckingham Palace, the Viceroy afterwards visiting the Prince and Princess 
of Wales at Marlborough House. Accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, on the 
24th, the Viceroy left for Windsor Castle on a visit to the Queen, returning with the Prince 
and Princess the next day and dining with their Royal Highnesses at Marlborough House. 

On the 26th, again accompanied by the Prince and Princess, he left for Windsor to attend a 
Review of the Household' Troops, under the command of General the Earl of Lucan, the Queen 
and Royal Family being present. 

On the 28th the Queen gave a breakfast to the Viceroy at Buckingham Palace, Her 
Majesty being present with the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Christian, 
Princes Arthur and Leopold, and Princesses Louise and Beatrice, the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge, and the Prince and Princess of Teck. 

On the following day the Prince and Princess of Wales accompanied the Viceroy to a 
great Fete and Concert at the Crystal Palace, Sydenham, the Prince seeing the Viceroy oft' at 
Charing Cross on the 1st of July. 

June 28. The Prince and Princess of Wales went to Reigate, Surrey, the Prince laying 

the first stone of the enlargement of the Idiot Asylum at Earlswood; the inscription on the 
stone, which is at the end of the Dining Hall, being as follows:— 

“ THE FIRST STONE OF THE EXTENSION OF THE ASYLUM WAS 
LAID BY H.R.H. ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES 
ON MONDAY THE 28TH OF JUNE 1869.” 

The Princess at the same time received 400 purses, and both the Prince and Princess, 
after attending a dejeuner, planted trees on the lawn in front of the buildings. 

July 1. The Queen, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Arthur, 

and the Duke of Cambridge, witnessed a sham fight at Aldershot, the Prince of Wales being 
with the Cavalry at the head of the 10th Hussars. 

July 3. The Prince of Wales, in the absence of the Duke of Edinburgh, Master of 

the Corporation, presided at a Grand Banquet at the Trinity House, Prince Arthur, Prince 
Christian, the Prince of Teck, and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar being present. 
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July 7, The Prince and Princess of Wales visited King’s Lynn, and after receiving 

1869. Addresses at the Town Hall from the Mayor and Corporation, at the Grammar 
School from the Masters and Scholars, and presenting at the same time the Gold Medal, which 
the Prince gives annually, to A. B. Howard, their Royal Highnesses proceeded' to the Quay, 
££fl|)^rked steamer for the Bocks, and landing on the south side the Trince declared the 

new Dock open, naming it “Alexandra Dock.” After attending a banquet the Prince and 
Princess returned to Sandringham. 

July 13. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Watford, Hertfordshire, the Prince 

laying the foundation-stone of the new Orphan Asylum. On the stone, which is on the left- 
hand front of the main entrance, is the following inscription:— 

“ THIS FOUNDATION STONE 
WAS LAID BY 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES 
IN THE PRESENCE OF 

HER ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCESS OF WALES 
ON THE ITTH DAY OF JULY 
" i860.” 


After the ceremony the Princess received 250 purses and the Prince and Princess attended a 
dejeuner. 

July 19. The Prince and Princess of Wales arrived on a visit to the Earl of Ellesmere 

at Worsley Hall, proceeding on the 20th in a Royal Barge to Old Trafiord, five and a half miles, 
where they landed and drove to the Royal Agricultural Exhibition, and after an inspection of 
the Cattle Show partook of luncheon, returning to Worsley by boat and were entertained with 
a large party of guests at dinner. 

July 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Salford, where, in the Reading 

Room of the Royal Museum, an Address was received from the Mayor and Corporation, after 
which they drove to the Manchester Town Hall, receiving another Address from the Mayor and 
Corporation, and after a second visit to the Agricultural Show, proceeded by train to Brough, 
near Hull, where they were the guests of Mr. Christopher Sykes, of Brantinghamthorpe Hall. 
On the 22nd the Prince and Princess arrived from Brantinghamthorpe Hall by train, and, 
proceeding to an hotel adjoining the station, an Address was received from the Mayor and 
Corporation of Hull. Entering carriages they proceeded ' through the streets and triumphal 
arches to the new Dock, where they embarked on H.M.S. Vivid. A prayer having been 
offered by the Archbishop of York, the Prince directed the dock gates to be opened and named 
the dock the “Albert Dock.” Landing again they attended a dejeuner in a large hall. Their 
Royal Highnesses left for London, arriving at Marlborough House the same evening. 

July 23. The Prince of Wales lunched with the Lord Mayor of London at the Mansion 

House, and afterwards, proceeding to the eastern side of the Royal Exchange, his Royal 
Highness unveiled the statue erected by the citizens of London to commemorate the 
unexampled act of munificence of Mr. George Peabody towards the poor ot the Metropolis. 

July 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor, 

Prince George, and Princesses Louise and Victoria of Wales, left Marlborough House, via Brussels 
and Darmstadt, for Wildbad (Wiirtemberg). 
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August 26, The Prince of Wales arrived at Balmoral on a visit to the Queen; proceeded 
1869. with Her Majesty to the Trossachs, and returned to Marlborough House on the 
nth of September, en route to join the Princess at Wildbad. 

September 39. The Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and 

Princesses Louise and Victoria arrived at Marlborough House from Wildbad. 

October 3. The Prince of Wales left on a visit to the Queen at Balmoral. On the 

14th he left Balmoral and proceeded to Chester, where His Royal Highness stayed at the 
Grosvenor Hotel. On the 15th the Prince received at the hotel an Address from the Lord- 
Lieutenant and Magistrates of the County and from the Freemasons of the City. Accom¬ 
panied by Lady Constance Grosvenor, Lord Grosvenor, and Lord Egerton of Tatton, he 
proceeded to the new Town Hall, where, in the Council Chamber, Addresses were received 
from the Mayor and Corporation ; from the Bishop, Dean and Chapter; from the Roman 
Catholic Clergy; and from the Nonconformist Ministers. From the steps at the front of the 
buildings the Prince declared the new Hall opened. A dejeuner was afterwards provided in the 
Hall, and returning to the Grosvenor Hotel the Prince left, for London, arriving at Marlborough 
House on the 16th. 

November 6. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Louise, Prince Leopold, and Princess 
Beatrice, left Windsor for Paddington, where, a procession being formed, Her Majesty 
proceeded by Hyde Park, Constitution Hill, the Mall, through the Horse Guards, over West¬ 
minster Bridge, and by Stamford Street to the Surrey side of Blackfriars Bridge; after 
the usual ceremony of receiving and returning the Sword of State and the presentation of an 
Address from the Lord Mayor, Her Majesty declared Blackfriars Bridge open. The procession, 
having been re-formed, proceeded over the Bridge, along Bridge and Farringdon Streets, under 
the Viaduct, up Farringdon Road, past the new Metropolitan Meat Market, and entered the 
Holborn Viaduct by the eastern approach. Here, after being again received by the Lord 
Mayor, Sheriffs, and others, Her Majesty declared the Viaduct open, and returned by Holborn 
to Paddington en route for Windsor [see Part II., p. 409). 

November 26. Birth of the third daughter of the Prince and Princess of Wales at 
Marlborough House. 

December 2. The Prince of Wales attended at the .Freemasons’ Hall, Great Queen Street, 
and as Past Grand Master was admitted Most Worshipful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of England. 

December 24. Christening of. the- third daughter of the Prince and Princess of -Wales by 
the Bishop of London at -Marlborough House, the Infant Princess receiving the names of Maud 
Charlotte Mary Victoria, in the -presence---of''the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Leiningen, 
Countess Gleichen, the Russian - -Ambassadgr (Baron de Brunnow), the Danish Minister (General 
de Bulow), and Baroness Hochschild. The Sponsors were: the King of Sweden and Norway 
(represented by the Swedish and Norwegian Minister, Baron Hochschild), the Grand Duchess 
Tsarevna (represented by the Baroness de Brunnow), the Crown Prince of Denmark (represented 
by Madame de Biilow), Prince Leopold (represented by the Duke of Cambridge), the Duchess of 
Nassau (represented by the Duchess of Teck), the Landgrave Frederick William of Hesse 
(represented by the Duke of Teck), Princess Leiningen (represented by Princess Claudine of 
Teck), the Duchess of Inverness (represented by Count Gleichen). 
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March 30, The Prince of Wales presided at the 72nd Anniversary Festival of the Royal 
Masonic Institute for Boys at the Freemasons’ Hall, Great Queen Street. 

April 19. The Prince of Wales visited the Protestant and Roman Catholic Chapels, the 

Hall, Infirmary, and various departments of the Convict Establishment at Portland. 

May 11. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Louise, being met by the Prince and

The Princess at the same time received purses, which, with a donation of .£105 from the Prince, 
amounted to ^1,500. After the ceremony the Prince and Princess attended a dejeuner. 

The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, opened the new Schools 
attached to St. Paul’s Church, Dock Street, for Seamen of the Port of London, being the 
first occasion in his character of Most Worshipful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of England. 
(N.B.—The foundation-stone of the church was laid by Prince Albert, nth May 1846.) After 
opening the Schools, prayers being offered by the Bishop of London, the Prince of Wales 
received an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, and took luncheon in the largest of the 
school-rooms. 

July 5. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, laid the foundation- 

stone of a new Church for the Deaf and Dumb, to be called St. Saviour’s, on the southern side 
of Oxford Street, between Queen Street and Duke Street, prayers being offered by the Archbishop 
of York. On the same occasion the Princess received purses of the value of ^300. In a cavity 
in the stone is an inscription on vellum recording the"fact that it was laid by H.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales on 5th July 1870, together with the names of Trustees, &c. The service throughout 
was interpreted to xoo deaf and dumb persons present, for whom special seats were provided. 

, J ul y 6 - The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 

and Princess Louise, left Marlborough House for Brussels, en route for Denmark, on a visit to 
the King and Queen of Denmark. The Prince of Wales accompanied Her Royal Highness as 
far as Calais, and returned to London.

shot, the Prince of Wales being in command of the 10th Hussars, of which he was Honorary 
Colonel.

Embankment on behaff of Queen Victoria, receiving, an Address from the Chairman and 
Members of the Metropolitan Board of Works., The -^total- areareclaimed from the river 
amounted to 37^ acres, of which 19 acres 'are occupied "Tby .the- carriage and footways, 8 acres 
by the gardens, and the rest conveyed ' to the Crown, the Templars, and other proprietors along 
the Embankment. 

July 16. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Princess Mary Adelaide and the Prince 

of Teck, opened the Workmen’s Industrial- Exhibition at the Agricultural Hall, Islington, receiving 
an Address from the Committeei'I*. 

July 22. The Prince of Wales t attended by his suite,- Left Marlborough House for Grimsby, 

en route for Denmark, returning with* the Pririchss and children - on 2nd August. 

October 11, The Prince of Wales, accompanied . By the Princess of Wales, arrived at the 
Douglas Hotel, Edinburgh, from Balmoral,’ and'on- th.e following 'day was installed as Patron of 
the Freemasons of Scotland in the Freemasons’ Hall; .The Princess at-the same time paid a visit 
to the Edinburgh Royal Hospital for Children. '-Orf the 13th, accompanied by the Princess, the 
Prince of Wales laid the foundation-stone df-th$-new Royal Infirmary,-the Princess leaving in 
the evening for London, and the Prince Tor- Stifling,- .whence he returned to London on 
the 20th.

On the return to the Castle the register of the 
marriage was attested in the White Drawing Room, and' luncheon privately served for the Royal 
Family in the Oak Room, and for Her Majesty’s guestfe in the Waterloo Gallery.

The Queen being seated, the Prince handed Her Majesty an Address to which the 
Queen made a gracious reply. Prayers having been offered by the Bishop of London, in the 
absence of the Archbishop of Canterbury, Her Majesty declared the Royal Albert Hall open.

was baptized the same evening by the Rev. W. Lake Onslow, Rector of Sandringham, in the 
presence of the Prince and Princess of Wales, receiving the names of Alexander John Charles 
Albert, and died the next day, Good Friday, the 7th of April. The infant Prince was buried 
privately in a vault under the east window of the Church of St. Mary Magdalene, the service 
being performed by Dr. Wellesley, Dean of Windsor, and the Rev. W. Lake Onslow, 
Rector of Sandringham.

and the Crown Prince of Denmark. 
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During His Royal Highness’s stay as the guest of the Emperor, the Prince and Royal Party 
proceeded on a short visit to Pesth, and returning to Vienna left there on 22nd May, arriving 
at Marlborough House on 27th May. 

J une 4- *The Prince and Princess of Wales paid a visit to Wigan where, after receiving 

an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, His Royal Highness opened the new Infirmary. 

June 5. „ The Prince and Princess of Wales paid a visit to Bolton where, after receiving 

an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, His Royal Highness opened the new Town Hall, 
and was entertained at luncheon in the Great Hall. 

/»/« 16. The Grand Duke 1 sarevitch and the Grand Duchess Tsarevna arrived-on 

a visit to the Prince and Princess of Wales, being met by their Royal Highnesses at Woolwich, 
and proceeded to Marlborough Hotlse'. Concluding their visit on the 1st of August, they 
proceeded on a visit to the Queen at'Osborne, leaving on 13th August in the Russian Imperial 
Frigate for St. Petersburg. 

June 18. The Shah of Persia arrived on a visit to the Queen as Her Majesty’s guest 

at Buckingham Palace and Windsor, being received at Dover by the Duke of Edinburgh and 
Prince Arthur, and at Charing Cross by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince 
Christian, and the Duke of Teck, who accompanied His Majesty to Buckingham Palace. 

After being entertained at a banquet at the Quildhall on the 20th {see Part II., p. 410), 

receiving many Deputations and Addresses, and visiting many places of interest in London, as 
also Woolwich, Portsmouth, and several manufacturing towns in Lancashire, His Majesty left 
Victoria Station -on the 6th of July, when the Prince of Wales, Prince Christian, the Duke 
of Cambridge, and others took leave. The Shah was accompanied as far as Portsmouth by the 

Duke- of Edinburgh and Prince Arthur, and left for Cherbourg. 

July 22. , The Prince of Wales, attended by Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, paid a visit to 
the Devastation , lying in Plymouth Sound, afterwards landing and paying a visit to the Earl and 
Countess, of Mpunt Edgcumbe at Mount Edgcumbe. 

August 19. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, in H.M, Yacht 
Victoria. and Albert , arrived at Holyhead for the purpose of declaring the new Breakwater 
complete. On a gunmetal plate fixed to the stonework, seaward of the Lighthouse, is the 
following inscription:— 

• . “ THIS BREAKWATER 

WAS COMMENCED IN 1845, AND ON AUGUST igTH 1873 
ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES 
DECLARED THE WORK COMPLETE.

After embarking in the Royal Yacht at Soldiers’ Point, their Royal Highnesses again landed 
and were entertained at luncheon, and afterwards were present at a Garden Party given by 
the Hon. Mr. and,Mrs. Stanley at Penrose. 

- In the evening the Prince of Wales entertained a large party at dinner on board the 
Royal Yacht,- sailing at midnight for Plymouth. 
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January 6. The Prince of Wales was installed as Master of the “ Prince of Wales” Lodge 
at Willis’s Rooms. 


January 9 . The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, unveiled 

the Bronze Equestrian Statue of the Prince Consort in Holborn Circus, and was afterwards 


entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of London at the 
Guildhall. 

The Prince Consort is represented in the dress of a Field-Marshal and in the act of receiving 
a salute. On the sides of the pedestal are two bas-reliefs—one representing the first public act 
of His Royal Highness within the City, viz., the Prince laying the foundation-stone of the 
Royal Exchange in 1842; the other, Britannia distributing awards to the successful competitors 
in the Exhibitions of all Nations, 1851, 1862. At each end of the pedestal is a figure—-the one, 
Peace, holds in her right hand a cornucopia and in her left a palm branch—the other, History , 
is recording events of the Prince’s life in a book, on the corners of which are the dates of the 
two Great Exhibitions, 1851, 1862. 

January 10. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Arthur, left 
Marlborough House en route for St. Petersburg, arriving on the 19th. 

January 23. Marriage of His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh, second son of Queen 
Victoria and the Prince Consort, to Her Imperial Highness the Grand Duchess Marie 
Alexandrovna, only daughter of His Imperial Majesty Alexander II. Nicolaivitch, Emperor of all 
the Russias, in the Winter Palace. 

The Grand Duchess was given away by her Father, the Duke of Edinburgh being supported 
by Prince Arthur. Besides all the members of the Imperial Family, there were present the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, the Crown Prince 
of Denmark, and the Duke of Coburg. 

The following days were spent in sight-seeing, festivities, dinners, and balls; and on the 
4th of February the Emperor and many members of the Imperial Family, with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, and Prince Arthur, left for Moscow, 
where visits were made to the Kitai Gorod (a Chinese city), the Kremlin, the Monastery at 
Troitsa, and other places of interest. A Review of the Troops was also held and the usual 
dinners and balls. On 8th February the Court returned to St. Petersburg with the exception 
of the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, who left for Berlin via Warsaw. 

On the 10th of February the Prince of Wales, Prince Arthur, and the Crown Prince of 
Denmark paid a visit to Cronstadt, and on the nth the Prince and Princess of Wales, the 
Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, the Tsarevitch and Tsarevna, the Crown 
Prince of Denmark, and the Grand Dukes Vladimir and Alexis were present at a F§te on the 
Neva given by the English Skating Club, all, especially the ladies, enjoying the skating. 

February 13 . The Emperor of Austria arrived at St. Petersburg, being received by the Emperor, 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, the Crown Prince of Denmark, and 
the Grand Dukes; in the evening attending a gala performance at the Grand Theatre, at which 
the Emperor, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince 
Arthur, the Tsarevitch and Tsarevna, the Crown Prince of Denmark, and Grand Dukes were 
present. After spending some days in St. Petersburg, the Prince and Princess of Wales and 
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Prince Arthur left on 20th February for Berlin on a short visit to the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Germany, when a Fancy Dress Ball was given in the New Palace in honour of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. Their, Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House on 5th March. 


March 8.- Arrival of the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh in H.M. Yacht Victoria and 

Albert on a visit to the Queen, being received on landing by Prince Arthur and proceeding by 
rail to Windsor, where their Royal Highnesses were met at the station by the Queen, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise, Prince Leopold, Princess 
Beatrice, Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, and Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and drove to the Castle. 

March 25. The Prince'of Wales was present at the Annual Festival of the British. Orphan 
Asylum (Slough) at Willis’s Rooms. 

March 30. The.Queen, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, Princess Helena (Princess 

Christian), the Duchess of Edinburgh, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), Prince Leopold, 
and Princess Beatrice, was present, at a Review of the Troops returned from the Ashanti 
Campaign in Windsor Great Park'under the command of Major-General Sir Garnet Wolseley. 

Preceding the Queen on horseback, and meeting Her Majesty at. the entrance of the Great 
Park, were the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, Prince Christian, the 
Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Teck, the Marquis of 
Lome, and Count Gleichen. 

After driving down the ranks Her Majesty returned to the Saluting Point, where a hollow 
square was formed, when the Queen presented Sir Garnet Wolseley with the Insignia of the 
Order of the Grand Cross of St. Michael and St. George and of Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath—at the same time Lieutenant Lord Gifford with the Victoria Cross. It was intimated 
that Her Majesty had also conferred the same on Sergeant Samuel McGaw of the 42nd Highlanders 
who, being wounded and ill, was unable to be present. 

March 31. The Prince of Wales, Prince Arthur, the Duke of Cambridge, and the Duke of 
Teck attended a State Banquet given by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress at the Mansion House 
to meet Sir Garnet Wolseley on the return to England of the triumphant Ashanti Expedition. 

May 13 . Arrival of the Emperor of Russia, with whom was the Grand Duke Alexis, on 

a visit to tire Q leen at Windsor, being met at Flushing by the Duke of Edinburgh and at 
Dover by the Pr.nce of Wales, the Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, and the Duke of 
Cambridge. The Emperor received many deputations and addresses during his visit; was 
entertained at a bip^uet at the Guildhall; visited many places of interest at Windsor and 
London ; and was present at a Review at Aldershot. His Imperial Majesty left on 21st May for 
the Continent, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales to Gravesend, where they took 
leave (see Part II., o. 410). 

June 27. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, presided at the 

Anniversary Dinner of the Corporation of Elder Brethren of the Trinity House at lower Hill. 

August 13 . The Prince of Wales, visited Plymouth in the Royal Yacht Osborne and opened 
the new Guildhall, on the wall of which is a tablet of which the following is an extract from the 
inscription 

“the building was opened august 13 1874 

BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

L )RD HIGH STEWARD OF THE BOROUGH OF PLYMOUTH.”

There is also a stained glass window, Masonic in character, containing a portrait of the 
Prinde of Wales with various Masonic emblems, mottoes, and arms : “ Brotherly love,” “ Relief,” 
and “Truth,” being depicted in the principal lights, as well as the Arms of the Provincial 
Grand Masters of Devon and Cornwall, of the County of Cornwall, and of Plymouth and 
Devonport. 

After the opening the Prince was entertained at luncheon, after which His Royal Highness 
visited the West of England Horse and Dog Show, and in the evening gave a party on board 
the yacht lying alongside Devonport Dockyard. 

August 14. The Prince of Wales received the Freemasons of Devon and Cornwall in the 
Guildhall, proceeding afterwards to inspect the restorations being made at St. Andrew’s Church, 
and lunching with the Mayor. In the afternoon His Royal Highness was present at the 
performance of “Elijah”- by the Plymouth Vocal Association in the Great Hall; visited the 
Western Horticultural Show; and in the evening entertained another party at dinner on board 
the yacht, and sailed the next day. 

August 16. The Princess of Wales, staying at the Douglas Hotel, Edinburgh, went on board 
at Leith the Frigate Iyllard and was welcomed by the King of Denmark and Prince Waldemar, 
the King accompanying the Princess back to Edinburgh. The following day His Majesty 
received an address from the Lord Provost, Magistrates, and Council of the City of Edinburgh 
^4 the Douglas Hotel ; in the afternoon driving with the 1 rincess of Wales and I rince Waldemar 
to Dalkeith Palace; and in the evening, after being present at the Theatre Royal, returning to 
the frigate. Next morning His Majesty landed at Leith and received an address from the 
Provost, Magistrates, and Council of that borough, and, having joined the Princess of Wales, 
visited Holyrood Palace and Edinburgh Castle, remaining at the Douglas Hotel for the night. 
On the following day the King of Denmark and the Princess of Wales embarked on the Iyllard 
and sailed for Copenhagen. 

August 24. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House, via Dover, 
Ostend, and Brussels, for Potsdam, where His Royal Highness was present at the confirmation 
of the eldest son of the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, proceeding at the conclusion 
of his visit to Baden-Baden and Darmstadt on a visit to the Prince and Princess of Hesse, 
and thence to Copenhagen to join the Princess of Wales, where His Royal Highness arrived 
on 17th September, returning with the Princess of Wales to Marlborough House on 29th October. 

November 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales paid a visit to Birmingham, receiving an 
Address from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the borough, followed by a luncheon given 
by the Mayor (Mr. Joseph Chamberlain). After luncheon visits were madetj Messrs. Elkingtons, 
Gillotts, and Heaton & Sons. 

November 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Coventry, receiving an Address from 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of the city, and after visiting the Church of St. Michel 
returned to the station. Here their Royal Highnesses were met by the 1 sarevitch, who 
accompanied them to Sandringham. 

December 3. At a Grand Lodge of Freemasons held at Freemasons’ Hall, the Prince of 
Wales was proclaimed Grand Master of the Ancient, Free, and Accepte 1 Masons of England.

January 30 . The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for Dover, 
en route for Brussels, to be present at the marriage of the daughter of the King and Queen of 
the Belgians, returning on the 10th of February. 

March 13 . The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian', 
Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and the Duke of Teck, presided at the Triennial Festival of the 
Royal Cambridge Asylum, at Willis’s Rooms. 

March 18. The Prince of Wales was present at the Faraday Lecture of the Chemical 

Society, by Dr. Hofman, at the Royal Institute, Albemarle Street. 

March 20. The Prince of Wales was present at the Annual Dinner of the Institute of Civil 

Engineers at Willis’s Rooms. 

April 6. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of 

Teck and the Duke of Cambridge, opened the new School Buildings in Charterhouse Square 
of the Merchant Taylors Company, dedication prayers being said by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Before adjourning for luncheon in the Great Hall the Master of the Company presented the Princess 
with a Gold Medal, the Prince with a similar Medal in Silver, the obverse side of which bore 
effigies of their Royal Highnesses, the reverse the Arms of the Company supported by two 
camels (see Part II., p. 417). 

April 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, 

the Duke and Duchess of Teck’ and the Duke of Cambridge, visited Chatham for the launch 
of H.M.S. Alexandra by the Princess of Wales. Prayers were offered by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. After the ceremony Her Royal Highness was presented with a square pedestal, on 
the front of which was an ebony tablet in which was inserted a plate of virgin gold from Australia 
bearing the following inscription :— 

“ IN COMMEMORATION OF THE LAUNCH OF 
H.M.S. ALEXANDRA BY H.R.H. THE PRINCESS OF 
WALES FROM H.M. DOCKYARD, APRIL 7TH 1875. 

CHARLES FELLOWS, C.B., R. P. SAUNDERS, 

Superintendent of the Dockyard , Chatham. Contractor of the Dockyard." 

April 16. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Christian, Prince Edward of 

Saxe-Weimar and the Duke of Teck, presided at the 30th Anniversary Dinner in aid of the funds 
of the German Hospital (Dalston), at Willis’s Rooms. 

April 18 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, after attending Divine Service at Sandringham, 

drove to Lynn, and were present in the old Parish Church of St. Margaret at a 1 hanksgiving 
Service for’the restoration to health of the Prince of Wales. 

April 28. The Prince of Wales installed as Grand Master of English b reemasons at the 

Royal Albert Hall, in the evening attending a banquet in the Great Hall in Queen Street, at which 
the Duke of Connaught was present. 
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May 5 . The Prince of Wales installed as First Principal of the Royal Arch Freemasons 

of England in the temple at Freemasons’ Hall. 

May 29 . General His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales appointed a Field-Marshal. 

June 4. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Prince Leopold at Oxford, returning 

to town the same day. 

Junes. The Prince of Wales presided at the 15th Annual Festival ot the Royal 

Agricultural Benevolent Institution, at Willis’s Rooms. 

June 9. Visit ol the Sultan of Zanzibar. Pie received deputations and addresses ; was 

entertained by the Queen at Windsor; attended a Review at Aldershot; paid visits to Woolwich, 
Manchester, Birmingham, Brighton, the Crystal Palace, and other places; and finally was 
entertained at a dejeuner at the Guildhall, receiving the Preedom of the City of London. He 
left for Paris on the 15th of July. 

July 2. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and Prince George ot 

Wales, was present at Grosvenor House on the occasion of the public examination by Mr. Van 
Praagh of 50 children then being trained at the Association for the Oral Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb in Fitzroy Square. 

July 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Norbiton and opened the new 

Children’s Home in connection with the Metropolitan Convalescent Institution at Kingston Hill, 
the Princess receiving purses to the value of £200. 

July 19 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Waldemar, went to 

Margate, where His Royal Highness opened the new branch establishment of the Asylum for 
the Deaf and Dumb, being received by the Archbishop of Canterbury, who offered up prayers, 
after which His Royal Highness declared the building open, the Princess receiving purses to the 
value of £300. On. a bronze tablet in the entrance hall is the following inscription :— 

“ THIS BUILDING WAS OPENED BY THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES THE 
PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES ON THE igTH JULY 1875.” 

There is also in the entrance hall a marble bust of the Prince of Wales, by Mr. J. Gawen, a 
former pupil of the Institution (see Part II., p. 400). 

August 13 . The Prince of Wales received the Grand Cross of the Abyssinian Order of 
Solomon’s. Seal and the Holy Cross from King John of Ethiopia. 

August 15 . The Crown Princess of Germany presented new Colours to the 10th Bombay 
Light Infantry, at Parkhurst Barracks, Newport, Isle of Wight. 

August 16 . The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Sheffield and proceeded to Firth 

Park, where, in a pavilion, after prayer by the Archbishop of York, and the reception of an 
Address from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Borough, as also from the Master, 
Wardens and Members of the Corporation of Cutlers in Hallamshire, His Royal Highness 
declared the park open, proceeding afterwards to the residence of Mr. Firth (the Mayor), at 
Oakbrook, where their Royal Highnesses were entertained, and subsequently attended a ball given 
by the Mayor at the Cutlers’ Hall. 

On the 17th thqir Royal Highnesses visited the works of Messrs. Firth & Son, Messrs. Cammell, 
and Messrs. Rodgers, being entertained at luncheon in the Cutlers’ Hall. Later in the afternoon 
the Princess of Wales presented new Colours to the 19th 1st Battalion Yorkshire Regiment, 
henceforth to be called “ Alexandra Princess of Wales’s Own (Yorkshire Regiment).”

On the 10th of October 1875 the Prince and Princess of Wales attended Divine Service in the 
Chapel Royal, St. James’s, and the Prince, accompanied by the Princess, left Marlborough 
House on the nth, when they embarked on the Castalin for Calais, whence the Prince pro¬ 
ceeded to Paris, the Princess returning to England. 

The following formed the suite of the Prince of Wales: The Duke of Sutherland, Sir Bartle 
Frere, Lord Suffield, Major-General Lord Alfred Paget, the Earl of Aylesford, Major-General 
Probyn, Major-General Sir Stanley Clarke, Lieut.-Colonel Arthur Ellis, Francis Knollys, Esq., 
Surgeon-General Fayrer, Captain the Hon. H. Carr Glyn, Colonel Owen Williams, Lieutenant 
Lord Charles Beresford, Lord Carrington, the Rev. Canon Duckworth, Lieutenant Augustus 
FitzGeorge, Commander Durrant, W. H. Russell, Esq., Albert Grey, Esq., Sidney Hall, Esq. 

At Paris the Prince was received on arrival by the President (Marshal MacMahon) 
and Lord Lyons, and proceeded to the Hotel Bristol, dining at the British 
Embassy the same evening. 

On 13th October the Prince visited and lunched with Marshal MacMahon at the. Elys6e, 
and left for Turin, which was reached 14th October, proceeding next morning to 
Bologna and Ancona, reaching Brindisi on the 16th, and embarked on the Serapis 
The Piraeus. an( i sailed, accompanied by the Osborne, Hercules, and Pallas for the Piraeus, 
which was reached on the 18th, the Prince being met by the King of the Hellenes. 

Disembarking, they entered the Royal Train for Athens, and on arrival proceeded 
to the Royal Palace, where they were received by the Queen, the Duke of Sparta, 
Prince George, Princess Alexandra, and Prince Nicholas. While at Athens the Prince and party 
visited the Acropolis, the Theatre of Bacchus, and other places of interest; were present at 
receptions and banquets; and, re-embarking on the Serapis, sailed for Port Said, 
and entered the Canal on 23rd October. Here the Prince was received by 
Princes Tewfik, Hussein, and Hassan, who were accompanied by Nubar Pasha, Mustapha Pasha, 
and other officers of the Khedive’s Court. Here the Prince, attended by Major-General Stanton, 
shifted his flag from the Serapis to the Osborne, and ascended the Canal through 
Lake Menzaleh to Ismailia, and thence by train to Cairo, where they were met by the 
Khedive, with whom was the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, and were driven to the Gezireh Palace, 
which had been assigned for the Royal Residence. Here a State Banquet was given at the Palace 
of Abdin by the Khedive who, with his sons, received the Prince and his party at the entrance

to the Palace, and leading them first to the Hall of Audience, where presentations were made; 
the Prince returning in the evening to Gezireh. 

On 25th October the Prince received the Khedive, and led him to the Saloon, where the 
Prince invested Prince Tewfik, the Khedive’s eldest son, with the Order of the Star of India, after 
which the Prince and his party had luncheon at Major-General Stanton’s; in the evening 
proceeding to the Pyramids, which were illuminated, and to the Opera House, where the Khedive 
was waiting to receive him. 

Next day the Khedive and all his house were at the Railway Station to see 
the Prince off to Suez, when he embarked on the Serapis, and sailed down the 
Sea of Jubal for India. 

Reaching Aden on the 1st of November, the Prince, after being received by 
Brigadier-General Schneider and staff on board, embarked in the State Barge and 
landed, being received by a Guard of Honour of the 2nd King’s Own Borderers drawn up in 
front of a decorated stand. Here were assembled (besides the Europeans) Arabs, Hindus, and 
Parsees, dressed in every conceivable costume, and the Prince received the first Address east of 
Europe from Mr. Dinshaw Cowasjee on behalf of the community of Aden. Proceeding under 
many triumphal arches he visited the new works, and lunched at the Mess House of the 
25th King’s Own Borderers. After lunch he inspected the lines, passing through the tunnels, 
getting out of his carriage at the Victoria Bastion; thence to the Residency, where Mrs. and 
Miss Schneider were presented. Here the Prince held his first Levee in the Indian Dominions 
of the Queen, which was attended by the principal merchants of Aden and the Arab Chiefs, 
among whom were the Sultan of Lahej, on whose left breast the Prince pinned one of the 
medals, attached to a blue ribbon, struck for his Indian visit, and placed on the Sultan’s finger 
a massive gold ring with the initials A. E. {see Part II., p. 422). 

Leaving Aden on 1st November, Bombay Harbour was reached on the 8th, when the 
Prince received Lord Northbrook (Viceroy and Governor-General) and his staff, 
and subsequently Lieut.-General Sir Charles Staveley ( Commander-in-Chief of 
the Presidency), the Members of the Council, and Government Staff on board, after which the 
Prince entered the Royal Barge and landed in the Dockyard, and proceeded to his carriage, 
each side of the way being iined with Chiefs, Sirdars, and rows of Hindus, Mohammedans, 
Europeans, &c. After receiving an Address from the Municipal Body of Bombay, and Sir Salar 
Jung (Prime Minister of Hyderabad) and other Chiefs having been presented, the Prince entered 
his carriage, and proceeded amidst great enthusiasm through the city to the Government House 
at Parell, where the day was wound up by a banquet in the Great Hall. 

On gth November, the Prince of Wales’s Birthday, the first object which greeted his eye 
was a portrait of the Princess, entrusted to Sir Bartle Frere for this occasion. Here in the 
Throne Room, a portrait of Queen Victoria being hung behind the Throne, the Prince having 
first received a private visit from the Raja of Kolhapur, the Sirdars were introduced, followed 
by the Maharaja of Mysore and the Maharani of Udaipur, the Rao (Pragmul) of Cutch, 
the Maharaja Syaji Rao (Gaekwar of Baroda)—accompanied by Sir Madhava Rao, Sir 
R. Meade, and a train of Chiefs—Sir Salar Jung and other Members representing the Nizam 
of Hyderabad, the Maharaja of Idar, Mir Ali Morad of Khairpur ; and after this, in private 
audience, the Nawab of Junagadh, the Jam of Navanaggar, the Thakur Sahib of Bhavnagar, 
the Raj-Sahib of Dhrangadra, the Raja of Rajpipla, the Diwan of Palanpur, and the Nawab 
of Radhanpur. After these the Prince received private visits from several Rajas, Chiefs 


Bombay. 
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generally of the Rewa Kantha States. After this the Prince returned to the Serapis to see the 
crew enjoying his Birthday Dinner, subsequently retiring to Government House, where a State 
Banquet was given in honour of his birthday. 

On the following day the Prince received many minor Chiefs, as on the previous day, proceeding 
thence to the Secretariat, where the Prince held a Levee, and afterwards to a Children’s FSte 
held in an open space near the harbour, closing the day with return visits to some of the Chiefs. 
After this dinner was served in the Banqueting Hall, and finally a Grand Ball at the Byculla Club. 

On nth November the Prince witnessed some feats by Bombay jugglers ; paid more return 
visits; and was present at a dinner given by the people of Bombay to the sailors of the fleet in 
honour of the Prince’s visit. 

On 12th November the Prince was entertained at a banquet in the Caves of Elephanta, being 
conveyed by steamers across the bay to the island. 

Poona. 0n J ' 3th November the Prince and suite started by special train to Poona, 

119 miles, which was reached the same evening, and drove to Government House 
at Ganesh Khind, where there was a State Dinner and Dance. 

On 15th November the Prince visited the Sacred Temple of Parbutti, after which he was 
present at a Review of the Poona Division. There was a farewell dinner at Ganesh Khind, and on 
the 16th the Prince and party returned to Pare!! and drove to Government House. During the 
morning the Prince presented new Colours to the Marine Battalion of the 21st Bengal Native 
Infantry (the old Colours being accepted by the Prince and carried home to Sandringham), with 
a last Ball in the evening. 

On 17th November the Prince lunched on board the Undaunted with Admiral Macdonald, 
and proceeded next day to Baroda on a visit to the Gaekwar. 

The Prince’s more extended tour in India was here curtailed in consequence of an outbreak 
of cholera. 

On 18th November, entering a steam launch, the Prince and party landed 
at Apollo Bunder, proceeded by rail, and arrived at Baroda on the morning 
of the 19th, where the Prince was received by the Gaekwar with Sir Madhava Rao at his 
side, when the Prince and the Gaekwar mounted a great elephant (the party following on 
other elephants), and proceeded through the crowded streets to the Residency, three miles 
distant. Here the Prince held a Durbar, after which the Gaekwar returned to his palace; 
the Prince later in the afternoon honoured the Gaekwar with a visit, after which the Prince 
proceeded to the Agga, where, with the Gaekwar, he witnessed some feats of wrestling, and 
combats with elephants and buffaloes, returning to the Residency. 

On 20th November the Prince and party went on a shooting expedition, and dined in 
the evening with the Officers of the 22nd Native Infantry in the Cantonment. 

On 21st November the Prince and party drove in the evening in the Gaekwar’s carriage 
to the Palace of the Moti Bagh, which was illuminated, where he inspected the Crown 
Jewels, the next day paying a visit to the Maharani, to whom, with the Gaekwar, he bid 
good-bye, driving to the station and proceeding by rail to another shooting ground south of 
Mahmudabad, returning on the 23rd, when the Prince received Deputations 

Bombay. and Addresses from Ahmedabad and Surat, and left Baroda, arriving at Bombay 
early the next morning. 

On the 25th, the Prince and party left Parell, and embarked on the Serapis , when 
several Chiefs and a number of Europeans were present to see him off, arriving at Goa on 


Baroda. 
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the morning of the 27th. Here on board the May Frere, moored about 100 yards from the 
Governor’s House, he received His Excellency Tavares de Almeida (General of Division 
of the Royal Artillery of Portugal and Governor of Goa) with his staff, and with them 
landed and proceeded to Government House, after which the Prince and Governor 
embarked in the steam launch of the Osborne and visited Old Goa, in a kind of palanquin, 
here called “mancheels,” and, accompanied by a. mixed musical performance of drum-beating 
and wind instruments, they went to the Cathedral, and afterwards to Beru Jesus to see the shrine 
of St. Francis Xavier. Returning, the Governor accompanied the Prince to the Serapis, when 
luncheon was served, His Excellency then taking leave, and the Serapis sailing in the early 
morning of the 28th. ' Hearing of cholera all along the coast as they 

Colombo. proceeded south, no landing was effected until the Serapis reached Colombo on 
1st December. 

On 1st December, the Princess of Wales’s Birthday, Mr. Gregory (the Governor), Major- 
General Street (the Officer Commanding the Forces), Mr. Birch (the Colonial Secretary), and 
staff went on board, and returned to the shore. The Prince landed, the Guard of Honour 
being the 57th Regiment (the old “ Die Hards ”) with their Band and Colours, and received 
Addresses from the members of the Legislative Council and the Municipal Corporation; and then 
made a triumphal drive through the town, returning to the Serapis , where the Prince entertained 
the Governor, Naval and Military Officers, and Authorities in the evening. 

On 2nd December the Prince landed and proceeded by rail to Kandy, where 
the Governor entertained the Prince at a State Dinner, after which the Prince 
witnessed the Perahara, a procession of elephants, dancers, and priests belonging to the 
Temples. 

The 3rd of December was spent in visiting the Royal Botanical Gardens, situated at Pera- 
deniya, three miles from the Pavilion, wffiere the Prince planted a tree, and other places, with a 
banquet at the Pavilion, when the Prince invested Mr. Gregory (the Governor), Mr. Birch 
(the Colonial Secretary), and Mr. Douglas with the insignia of K.C.M.G., in the Audience 
Hall of the Kings of Kandy. Out of the Audience Hall the Prince passed through 
narrow passages, mounted the steps to the Temple, and inspected the sacred Tooth of Gotania 
Buddha. 

On 4th December the Prince, accompanied by Sir W. Gregory, Sir Arthur Birch, and some ol 
the party, proceeded on a shooting expedition to the interior of the island, returning on the 8th 
to Colombo, where the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the new breakwater, and left Colombo 
for the Serapis in the evening, when a farewell dinner was given on board to the Governor and 
Authorities, and sailed for Madras, where, after holding a Levee in the Banquet¬ 
ing Hall, and attending a State Banquet, he drove to Guindy Park, eight miles, 
the country seat of the Governor. 

On the 8th the Prince attended the Races at Guindy, and returned to Government House, 
where he received the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows of the University; the Commander- 
in-Chief, the Bishop of Madras, and other Members of the Senate being present; also Deputa- 
tions and Addresses from the Freemasons of the Presidency, the Mysore Commission—■ 
from Coorg and Coimbatore. The afternoon was occupied in return visits to the Rajas of 
Cochin, Travancore, Arcot, and Vizianagram, and the Prince of Tanjore. In the afternoon 
the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the South-West Breakwater, and visited the old Fort 
St. George.

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On the South-West Breakwater Lighthouse is a Tablet on which appears the following 
inscription :—

On the 15th the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the Madras Harbour Works. On 
a large stone block (surmounted by the Prince of^ Wales’s Feathers and ich dien, and 
enclosed in railings) is the following inscription:— 

“this stone was laid by 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES 
ON 

I 5 TH DECEMBER 1875, 

AS A MEMORIAL OF THE COMMENCEMENT 
OF THE 

MADRAS HARBOUR WORKS.” 

On the 16th of December the Prince and party attended an exhibition of Indian jugglers; 
a Children’s F6te in the Park ; a Review of the Troops under Commander-in-Chief Sir F. P. 
Haines; and in the evening drove to the Pier and witnessed the illumination of the surf, 
and dances by Nautch girls. 

On the 18th the Prince and party attended a meeting of the Madras Pack at Guindy, the same 
evening embarking on the Serapis and sailing for the Hooghly, which was reached the following 
day, when they landed, and received an Address and proceeded to Maniachy, 18 miles, receiving 
another Address from 6,000 Indian Christians, including a large body of clergy and 1,000 
boys and girls receiving education in the Church of England Schools. In this District of 
Tinnevelly it was stated there were 60,000 Indian Christians under the charge 
of 54 Indian clergy and 590 catechists, the,, schools being attended by 13,000 
boys and girls. At the conclusion of the Address the Prince received a Bible and Prayer- 
Book in the Tamil language from one of the girls. From there the journey was continued 
to Madura, and on to Tondiman Raja, where he received the Raja of Pudukottai and visited the 
Temple of Minakohi and the Shrine of Linga Sunadara. Entraining again, they proceeded 
to Trichinopoly, visited the Temple of Seringham and the rock of Trichi- 
nopoly, concluding the day with a dinner and dance. 

On the 20th the return journey commenced. Arriving at Madras they were 
received by the Duke of Buckingham and staff, the Rajas of Cochin, Travan- 
core, Arcot, and Vizianagram, and proceeded to Government House. After breakfast the 
following morning in the Audience Chamber, the Chiefs just named were received by the Prince. 

On 22nd December the Serapis anchored at Mud Point, where Sir Richard Temple and 
General Sam Browne were received on board, and proceeded up the Hooghly, where on 
the 23rd Lord Northbrook (the Governor - General and Viceroy) and Lord Napier of 
Magdala were received on board, the Prince and party landing soon after, and 
proceeding to Government House, a banquet being given in honour of the 
Prince in the evening.

On the 26th an excursion was made by water to Chandernagore, where the President 
of the French Tribunals presented the French Officials.

On 31st December the party witnessed tent-pegging and feats of horsemanship by Troopers 
of the nth Bengal Cavalry; visited the Medical Hospital and College, Campbell Hospital 
Sealdah European Female Orphan Asylum, and the Military Hospital; the day being wounc 
up with a Garden Party at Belvedere, and a Dinner at Government House. 

The 1st of January 1876 was devoted to a Chapter of the Star of India, when the Prince 

invested, on behalf of Queen Victoria, the Raja of Jind with the Grand Cross, and the

In the afternoon, the Prince, accompanied by the Viceroy, unveiled an equestrian statue 
to Lord Mayo on the Maidan, proceeding thence, after luncheon, to witness a polo match on 
the Race Common, between Calcutta and Manipuri teams. 

On 2nd January, after Church at Fort William, the Arsenal was visited, and in 

the afternoon, by steamer, the Botanical Gardens ; thence by road through Howrah to the 

Bishop’s College ; a Concert of Sacred Music at Government House was given after dinner. 

On 3rd January, the Prince, accompanied by General Probyn, rode out to witness 

tent-pegging, and feats of swordsmanship by the 18th Bengal Cavalry; attended a Regatta 
in the Hooghly; created' Mr. Stuart Hogg (the Chief Commissioner of Police) a Knight 
Bachelor; the Prince was presented with the Degree of Doctor “honoris causa” by the 

University of Calcutta; he paid a visit to a Zenana; and, lastly, received at Government 
House a large gathering of notables to pay their respects to the Prince on his leaving, which 
took place the same evening. 

On 4th January, at Bankipur, the first station reached by rail, the 
Prince was received by Sir Richard Temple, when he held a Levee in a large 
marquee, followed by a dejeuner, and proceeded to Benares where he went to the 
Camp, and was the guest of the Lieut.-Governor, Sir John and Lady Strachey, receiving an address 
the next day from the Municipality, and after a Levee laid the foundation-stone of a new 
Subscription Hospital, visited H.H. the Raja of Vizianagram, inspected the Town Hall built by 
the Raja in commemoration of the Duke of Edinburgh’s visit, and proceeded to the Golden 
Temple, the Sacred Pool, and the Great Temple of Ganesh. In the evening the Prince embarked 
in a galley towed by a steamer to the old Fort of Ramnagar, four miles up the 
Ganges, where he was received by H.H. the Maharaja of Benares, and borne in 
gold and silver chairs on men’s shoulders, and with a gorgeous procession, the whole place being 
illuminated, up to the Fort, returning with the same state to the landing-ghaut, and driving 
to the Camp, six miles, for dinner, the road being also illuminated. 

On 6th January, at the station near the Camp, H.H. the Maharaja of Benares, H.H. the 
Raja of Vizianagram, the Chief Justice, Judges, the Major-General and staff, were waiting 
to bid the Prince good-bye on his leaving for Lucknow—stopping on the way 
at Fyzabad, and arriving at Lucknow, where he was received by Major- 
General Crawford Chamberlain, and drove to the Royal Headquarters. 

On 7th January, holding an Indian Levee in the morning, followed by a European 
Levee, the Prince drove to the Dilkusha and from thence to the Martiniere. On the way 
back, a drive was taken round the walls of the Secunderabagh and past the Kaiserbagh. In 
the afternoon, the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the Memorial to the Indians who fell in

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the defence of the Residency, and at his request several of the veterans were presented to 
him. After dinner at the Chief Commissioner’s, accompanied by Sir G. Cooper, he drove to 
a Native Entertainment given in the Kaiserbagh. 

The 8th of January was devoted to sport, when an expedition was made into the country 

for pig-sticking. 

On 9th January, after service in a Church near Banks Bungalow, the Prince drove again to 
the Residency; visited “ Fayrer’s House” ; afterwards proceeding to the Alanrbagh where Havelock’s 
Monument was inspected. 

On 10th January the Prince drove to the Cantonments, where he presented new Colours to the 
1st Battalion 8th Regiment, and after lunch, taking leave of Sir George and Lady Cooper, drove 

Cawnpore. to the station, and entered a special train for Cawnpore. Here he was received 
by the Government Officials, and first drove to the Memorial Church, and after inspecting the 
tombs drove to the old Cantonments. From here the Prince walked to the Fatal Well, over 
which is Marochetti’s Angel with the inscription, “ These are they which came out of great 
tribulation.” From thence the Prince walked to the Cemetery close by, and, after dinner at the 
residence of Mr. Prinsep, entered an express train for Delhi. 

On nth January he was met at the Station by Lord Napier of Magdala and 
staff, and proceeded in front of the Jurama Masjid to the Ridge where the Royal 
Camp had been formed, and where Addresses were received from the Municipality, holding a 
Levee, and being entertained by Lord Napier of Magdala. 

On 12th January a Grand Review of the Troops was held, and a dinner in the evening. 

On 13th January, during the morning, while the Troops were preparing lor operations on the 
following day before Delhi, the Prince proceeded to the Kutab Minar, visiting the Tomb of Satdar 
Jang on the way; inspected the Iron Pillar; visited the Well of Mehrowli; and stopped on 
his return at Humayun’s Tomb, where the Delhi Princes surrendered to Hodson; and dined 
in the evening with the Officers of the Rifle Brigade, of which he is Colonel. 

On 14th and 15th January the Prince witnessed the Manoeuvres. 1 he next day, Sunday, he 
attended Divine Service at Headquarters, and on the 17th left Delhi for Lahore, 

Lahore ‘ where, on arriving on the 18th, he was met by the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Punjab and the Military and Civil Staffs of the Province, and proceeded to Government House. 
Here the usual Addresses were received; a Levee of Europeans, as also of Native Chiefs, was 
held, at the latter of which the following were received:—

After the Levee the Prince visited the Gaol and the Citadel. On the 19th he made the 
return visits and opened the Soldiers’ Industrial Exhibition at Mian Mir; in the evening 
attending a Fete in the Shalimar Gardens. 

On 20th January Lahore was left, the Prince proceeding on a narrow-gauge line 
to Wazirabad, where he had luncheon with the gth Lancers, and continued his 
journey to Jammu, where he was received by H.H. the Maharaja of Kashmir, and a deputation of 
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Chiefs mounted on an elephant with the Maharaja* and proceeded to a large building which 
had been erected on the summit of the ridge above Jammu. After the usual Durbar, and 
display of fireworks, a banquet was held in the evening. 

The 21st January was spent on a short shooting expedition; polo in the afternoon; a small 
dinner party by the Maharaja in the Palace; and fireworks in the evening. 

Wazirabad. 0n 22nd J anuar 7 the Prince and party left Jammu for Wazirabad, where the 
Prince opened a bridge over the Chenab which he named “ Alexandra,” and after 
lunch proceeded by train to Lahore when he drove to Government House and dined with the 
Lieutenant-Governor and Lady Davies, and afterwards went to an Indian Entertainment given at 
the College by the Chiefs, to a number of whom he distributed medals comnremorative of his 
visit. In the evening there was a display of fireworks from the roof of the Hall. 

On 23rd January the Prince attended Divine Service in Government House, and after 
luncheon paid a visit to the museum and other places of interest. 

A g pa On 24th January he left Lahore for Agra, stopping at Amritsar on the way, where 

he visited the Church and Mission School, and the Golden Temple, and continued 
by train to Rajpura, where he was met by H.H. the Maharaja of Patiala. He was entertained 
at dinner by the Maharaja, and left again for Agra, which was reached on the 25th, the Major- 
General Commanding and Staff meeting him at the station, the Prince mounting an elephant 
and proceeding with a great procession to the Camp. Here another Durbar was held, the 

following being presented : H.H. the Maharaja of Orcha, H.H. the Nawab of Rampur (whom 
the Prince invested with the G.C.S.I.), H.H. the Rao Maharaja of Datia, H.H. the Raja of 
Tehri, H.H. the Maharaja of Charkhari, the Rajadhiraja of Shahpura, and the Jagirdar of 
Alipura. 

In the afternoon the Troops of the Nawabs and Rajas passed before the Prince on elephants, 
camels, horses, and bullocks, the Prince being entertained at a banquet at Headquarters, and 
attending an evening party given by the Lieutenant-Governor at the Fort. 

The 27th January was devoted to return visits ; after dinner the party went to see 
the Taj illuminated. 

On 28th January the Prince went on another shooting expedition, organized by the Maharaja 
of Bharatpur, and attended a ball in the evening. 

Futtehpur O n J anuar y he made an excursion to Futtehpur Sikri and visited the 

Temples. 

On 30th January Divine Service was held in Camp, and after luncheon with Lord Mark 
Kerr and Officers of the 10th Hussars, the Prince visited the Convent and Christian Schools 

Sikandra vaiaous Denominations. In the afternoon a visit was made to Sikandra, six 

miles from Camp, to inspect the Tombs. 

On 31st January a visit by road was made to H.H. the Maharaja of Gwalior, the Prince 

Dhoipur being received at Dholpur, 35 miles from Agra, by the young Maharaja, who 

GwaUor conducted him to the old Palace, where a grand dejeuner was provided, and 

from there, crossing by a bridge of boats, he was received at the new Palace 
by Sindhia, a dinner and ball following. 

In one of the verandas of the Palace is a large oval tablet to commemorate the Prince’s 
visit to Dholpur, when His Royal Highness passed through Dholpur en route to Gwalior.

On 1st February a Grand Review of H.H. the Maharaja of Gwalior’s Army was held, after 
which the Prince visited the Fortress, and paid a State visit to Sindhia. Later the Prince of 
Wales held a Durbar at the Palace, which was followed by a banquet. 

On 2nd February the Prince left for Agra, being seen off by Sindhia. Stopping at Dholpur 
for lunch, he informed Major-General Probyn, Major-General Sam Browne, Dr. Fayrer and 
others, of their being appointed to the Order of the Star of India. 

On 4th February the Prince and party left Agra by train for Jaipur, stopping 
at Bharatpur, where the Prince was received by the Maharaja and paid a visit 
to the Palace, the Maharaja returning with the Prince to the station, and seeing him off to 
Jaipur, where, on arrival, he was received by the Maharaja and proceeded to the Residency, 
and on the same day laid the foundation-stone of the Albert Hall {see Part III., p. 454). 

On 7th February, after a visit from the Maharaja, who walked to the station with the Prince, 
the return journey to Agra was made. 

On 8th February, leaving Agra, the Shooting Camp at Bahrini was reached, and next day 
the Prince and some of the party proceeded to Naini Tal; the next ten days

after their return being devoted to shooting in the Jungle. 

On 20th February the party crossed into Nepalese Territory to a new Camp at Jamoa, 
where the Prince was received by Sir Jang Bahadur on behalf of the Maharaja. Another ten 
days were spent here in elephant and tiger shooting. 

On 28th February camp was struck again, and moved to Mooza Panee, and again to 
Ducknabagh on the Sarda, with more shooting, leaving on 6th March for Bareilly, where, after 
dinner at the Mess of the 18th Royal Irish, the party proceeded by train, passing Lucknow and 
Cawnpore, to Allahabad.

Here on 7th March they were received at the station by Lord Northbrook and 
Sir Bartle Frere, and proceeded to Government House, where an Investiture of the Star of India 
was held, the recipients being: as Knights—Major-General Sam Browne, Major-General Probyn, 
Surgeon-General Fayrer; as Companions—Colonels Ellis, Michael, and Earle; Majors Bradford 
and Henderson ; Captain Baring. 

In the afternoon the Prince drove to the Fort and Canning Town, and dined with the 
Lieutenant-Governor. Leaving at midnight and passing Jabalpur, Khandwa, 
and Chowral, they arrived at Indore on the 9th. The Prince was met by 
Holkar, who escorted him to the Residency, after which the Prince visited 

Bombay. j^ a j ag £)j larj Ratlam, and Dewas, and the Nawab of Jaora, and attended 

a State Dinner at the Residency. Leaving Indore, Bombay was reached on the 10th, 
when the Prince proceeded on board the Serapis.

On 12th March Divine Service was held on board, Admiral Macdonald giving a farewell 
dinner to the Prince on board the Undaunted, and on 13th March, after an absence of seventeen 
weeks, the Serapis sailed homeward bound for Aden. 

Aden was reached on 19th March, and, after coaling, sailed on the 20th, 
arriving at Suez, when Lord Lytton came on board, and after his departure 
the party left by train for Cairo, where the Prince was met by the Khedive, 
his sons, and the Grand Duke Alexis, and proceeded to the Gezireh Palace. 
They remained at Cairo till the xst of April. The Khedive saw the Prince off at 
the railway station for Alexandria, where he went on board the Serapis the same evening, sailing 
on the 3rd of April and arriving at Malta on the 6th. Here numerous Addresses 
were received and places of interest visited. On the 7th the Prince presented 
new Colours to the 98th Regiment at Floriana, and attended a State Dinner at the Palace. 
On the 9th he attended Divine Service at the Protestant Church, and in the evening dined with 
the Officers of the 71st Highland Light Infantry. On the 10th the Prince witnessed some torpedo 
experiments and gave a banquet on board to the Governor and Malta Notables. 

The Serapis sailed on the nth, reaching Gibraltar on the 15th. Here the 
Prince was received by the Duke of Connaught, and after a procession through 
the streets and a Levee at the Convent, the Prince and Duke of Connaught proceeded to 
Government House, where luncheon was served. 

On the 17th the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the new Market Place. On a bronze 
tablet is the following inscription :—

d he Prince entertained the Duke of Connaught and a large party on board. 

On the 18th an excursion was made to Rondo, the Prince dining in the evening with the 
Officers of the Rifle Brigade.

On the igth 'the Prince lunched with the Officers of the 4th King’s Own; witnessed games 
on the,, North Front; dined with the Officers of the 23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers; and attended a 
Grand ‘ Ball, from which the Prince, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, went on board 
'the Serapis, which sailed early next morning for Cadiz, and, having landed, the 
party proceeded to Seville. Here three days were spent, inspecting the cathedral, 
churches, museum, picture galleries, &c., attending the races, theatres, and manufactories, leaving 
by train for Corddva on the 23rd, where more places of interest were visited, and arriving at 
, Aranjuez on the 24th, where they were met by Mr. Layard and the members 
of tfte British Legation, and a deputation of Spanish Officers, arriving at 
Madrid the same afternoon. Here the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Connaught were received 
by King Alphonso, and proceeded in carriages through a mile and a half of crowded streets to 
the Palace, where, on arrival, the Royal Princes were presented. In the afternoon the King 

and Princes visited the Museum and other places, the Prince of Wales declining an invitation to 

a bull fight. In the evening there was a banquet at the Palace, followed by a visit to the Opera. 

On the 26th the King accompanied the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Connaught to 
Toledo, visited the Hospital (built in 1504), the Bridge, Market Place, Cathedral, and on to the 
Military College at Alcazar, returning to Madrid, where they dined with the King, and afterwards 
went to the Opera and a ball. 

On the morning of the 27th the Prince of Wales paid a visit to the Picture Gallery, 
the Duke of Connaught visiting the Armoury, and both, with the King, attending a Grand Review 
of the Troops on the Prado, returning to the Palace for another State Banquet. 

On the 28th the King, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke of Connaught visited the Escurial, 
where the day was spent visiting the Palace and places of interest, returning to the Royal 
Palace in Madrid, and inspecting the tapestries. In the evening the King and Princes honoured 
Mr. Layard at dinner, and attended a ball at the British Legation. 

The morning of 30th April was spent in visits, and in the afternoon the. King drove with 

the Prince of Wales to the railway station, where Mr. and Mrs. Layard, the Civil Governor 
of Madrid, the Duke of Sesto, and other Spanish Nobles bid good-bye, Mr. Layard accompanying 
the Prince as far as Aranjuez. 

Passing Badajoz on 1st May, the British and Portuguese Ministers and others 
were waiting to receive the Prince at Entroncamento, where luncheon was served, 
subsequently proceeding to Lisbon which 'was reached the same afternoon, King Louis and 
Dom Fernando meeting the Prince on arrival. 

On 2nd May Addresses were received from British subjects, and, with the King, the 
Prince attended a concert at the Jan Carlos. 

On 3rd May the Prince of Wales paid a visit to the Convent of Bon Secours, giving a 
luncheon on board the Serapis, and after dinner at Belem attended a ball given by the King 
and Queen at the Palace of Ajuda. 

On 4th May an excursion was made to Cintra, returning to Belem to dinner, and witnessing 
the illumination of the Tagus. 

On 5th May the King visited the Prince of Wales at Belem Palace, and the Royal 
Party proceeded in galleys to the Arsenal. Then, mounted, they rode to Dom Pedro Square to 
witness a Review of the Troops, the King and Prince ot Wales dining in the evening with 
Admiral Seymour on board the Minotaur. 

On 6th May the Prince attended the Races, and a Farewell Banquet at the Palace of Ajuda; 


Lisbon. 
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On 7th May the Prince attended Divine Service at the Chapel of the British Legation, 
and, having gone on board the Serapis, received at lunch the King, the Queen, and members 
of the Royal Family. After their departure the Serapis sailed, arriving off the Isle of Wight on 
the nth of May when the Enchantress, with the Princess of Wales and children on board, 
was met. The Serapis having anchored, the Prince immediately went on board the Enchantress, 
and shortly after the Prince, accompanied by the Princess and children, went on board the 
Serapis. At twelve o’clock the Serapis weighed anchor and proceeded to Portsmouth, on the 
way being boarded by the Duke of Edinburgh. 
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November 2, The Princess of Wales went to Dover to meet the King and Queen 
1875. of Denmark and Princess Thyra, there being also present the Duke of 
Edinburgh and the Duke of Connaught. Her Royal Highness accompanied their Majesties 
to Marlborough House. On the 5th of December the King and Queen concluded their 
visit and left for Paris eft route for Copenhagen. 

December 15. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and Prince 
George of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, left Charing Cross for 
Dover en route for Copenhagen on a visit to the King and Queen of Denmark. 
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February 4. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor, Prince 

George, and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, returned to Marlborough 
House from Copenhagen, being met at Dover by the Duke of Cambridge, who accom¬ 
panied Her Royal Highness to London. 

March 29. The Princess of Wales visited the British Homes for Incurables at 

Clapham Common. 

May 10. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 

and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, left for Portsmouth and embarked on 
H.M.S. Enchantress in order to meet the Prince of Wales on His Royal Highness’s return from 
the East. 

May 11. H.M.S. Enchantress with the Princess of Wales and children on board met 

H.M.S. Serapis off Yarmouth, where they were joined by the Prince of Wales, and proceeded 
with His Royal Highness to the Serapis and were received on landing by the Duke of Edinburgh, 
the Duke of Connaught, and the Duke of Cambridge. After receiving an Address from the 
Mayor and Corporation they left for London, being met at Victoria Station by the Princess 
Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, and 
the Hereditary Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz; and after receiving an Address from the 
High Steward and Burgesses of the City and Liberty of Westminster, drove to Buckingham 
Palace to visit the Queen, being present in the evening, accompanied by the Royal Children, 
the Duke of Edinburgh, and the Duke of Connaught, at a special performance at the Royal 
Italian Opera given in honour of His Royal Highness’s return.

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Battenberg, were present at a banquet and ball given by the Lord Mayor and Corporation 
of the City of London at the Guildhall—on arrival receiving an Address from the Lord Mayor 
and Corporation. There were also present the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Connaught, 
the Duke of Cambridge, and the Duke and Duchess of Teck. 

July i. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of 

Cambridge, Prince Christian, and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, reviewed the Garrison of 
London and a large body of Volunteers, composed of Metropolitan and County Regiments, in 
Hyde Park, the Princess of Wales and Royal Children being present. 

July 12. The King of the Hellenes arrived on a visit to the Prince and Princess of 

Wales at Marlborough ■ House, being met by their Royal Highnesses at Charing Cross Station. 
On the following day the King, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, went to 
Windsor, being met by Prince Leopold at Windsor Station, and drove to Frogmore, where the 
Queen invested the King with the insignia of the Order of the Garter; the King and Prince and 
Princess of Wales, after visiting the Mausoleum and Windsor Castle, returning to London. 

May 18. The Queen of the Hellenes arrived from Paris, being met at Charing Cross 

Station by the King of the Hellenes and the Prince and Princess of Wales. 

^ May 19. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the King and Queen of 

the Hellenes, visited the Crystal Palace at Sydenham. Concluding their visit on the 22nd, 
when their Majesties were accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales to Dover, where 
they took leave, their Majesties proceeded to Copenhagen. 

September 29. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince John of Gliicksburg, 
left on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, and on the 30th the Prince of Wales 
reviewed the Sutherland and Caithness Rifle Volunteers, of which he was Hon. Colonel, in front 
of Dunrobin Castle. On 2nd October the Prince and Princess of Wales visited Thurso, and, 
after receiving an Address from the Magistrates and Town Council, opened an Exhibition of Art 
and Industry for the purpose of adding to the formation of a local Library and Museum; being 
afterwards entertained at luncheon by Sir Tollemache Sinclair at Thurso Castle. On 6th October 
the Prince and Princess of Wales visited Wick, and, after receiving an Address from the 
Provost, Magistrates, and Council of the Royal Burgh, and also from the Commission of Supply 
of the County of Caithness in the Town Hall, proceeded to John o’ Groat’s, where refreshments 
were taken in the Hotel, leaving afterwards for Dunrobin Castle. 

October 17. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and 
Prince George of Wales and Prince John of Gliicksburg, visited Glasgow, and proceeded to the 
Green, where their Royal Highnesses were present at a Volunteer Parade, afterwards lunching 
with the Lord Provost. After luncheon the Prince and Princess drove to George Square, 
where, after an Address had been received from the Lord Provost, Magistrates, and Council 
of the City, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone, with Masonic Honours, of the 
new Post Office Buildings, returning to Blythswood, where their Royal Highnesses were the 
guests of Colonel and Mrs. Campbell, and after dinner left for London. 

November 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Norwich, and, after receiving an 
Address from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses, proceeded to St. Andrew’s Hall where a 
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meeting was held on behalf of the Norfolk and Norwich Hospital, and thence to the 
Episcopal Palace, where their Royal Highnesses were entertained at luncheon by the Bishop 
of Norwich. The Princess of Wales visited the Cathedral; the Prince proceeding to the 
Volunteer Hall for the purpose of installing Lord Suffield as Grand Master of the Freemasons 
of Norfolk, returning after the ceremony to Harbord Castle, the seat of Lord Suffield. 
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January x. Her Majesty Queen Victoria proclaimed Empress of India at Delhi, Calcutta, 

Bombay, and Madras. 

February 13. The Prince of Wales was present at the Hunterian Oration delivered by Sir James 
Paget, at the Royal College of Surgeons, Lincoln’s Inn Fields, and in the evening dined with the 
President and Council of the College. 

March 13. The Prince of Wales presided at a dinner given in aid of the Deaf and Dumb 
School, in Fitzroy Square, at Willis’s Rooms. Previous to the dinner the Director of the School, 
Mr. Van Praagh, accompanied by some of the pupils, attended at Marlborough House, and 
explained the method of oral instruction of the deaf and dumb to the Prince of Wales, Prince 
Albert Victor, and Prince George of Wales. 

March 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales attended at Charing Cross Hospital to re-open 
the enlargement of the Hospital, the Bishop of London offering up prayers and pronouncing the 
Benediction. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards visited the new wards which had been added, 
two of which, by permission, were in future to be called the “ Albert Edward ” and the “Alexandra” 
Wards. 

April 4. I he Princess of Wales, attended by her suite, left Marlborough House for Athens, 

on a visit to the King and Queen of the Hellenes, proceeding via Paris to Brindisi, where Her 
Royal Highness embarked on board the Royal Yacht Osborne , bemg met by the King at Corinth, 
who accompanied the Princess across the Isthmus to Kalarnaki, from whence the King and Princess 
proceeded in the yacht to the Piraeus, reaching Athens on the 10th of April. 

April 11. i he Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for Paris, 

from whence His Royal Highness went to Villefranche, where he met the Duke of Edinburgh and 
embarked on H.M.S. Sultan , receiving a visit on board from Admiral Jaureguiberry and Rear- 
Admiral Warden of the American Squadron, who, after a return visit by the Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Edinburgh, were entertained at dinner on board H.M.S. Sultan. On the 24th the 
Prince of Wales arrived at Naples on the Sultan , and went on shore, accompanied by the Duke 
of Edinburgh, to visit Prince Humbert and Princess Margerita. Leaving Naples on the Sultan 
the Prince reached Marseilles on the 2nd of May, reaching Paris on the 3rd, and arriving at 
Marlborough House on the 7th of May. The same evening the Prince of Wales presided at the 
Jubilee Commemoration Festival of the Licensed Victuallers’ Asylum at Willis’s Rooms. 

June 2. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Paris, for the purpose of 

escorting the Princess of Wales to London upon her return *from visiting the King and Queen 
of the Hellenes, driving on arrival to the Hotel Bristol, where he was met by the Princess. After 
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spending a few days in Paris their Royal Highnesses left, arriving at Marlborough House on the 
7th of June. The same afternoon the Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince 
Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princess Louise of Wales, visited the Horse Show at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington. 

June 19. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and 

. Prince George of Wales, visited the Royal Horticultural Show at South Kensington, Her Royal 
p*y-.Highness distributing the prizes to the successful exhibitors.

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In the afternoon their Royal Highnesses attended a Garden Party at Lockinge, and a 
dinner in the evening, at which Count and Countess Gleichen were present, together with a 
large number of guests (about 800). 

The following day (Sunda} r ) their Royal Highnesses attended Divine Service in the ancient 
Parish Church of Wantage; and on Monday received an Address from the Head Boy 
(Master F. Jemmett) on behalf of the boys of King Alfred’s Grammar School. The boys were 
entertained at luncheon at Lockinge after the Prince and Princess had left for London. 

August 1. The Freemasons of England presented the Royal National Life-boat Institution 
with the sum of .£4,000 for the provision and endowment of two Life-boats as a thanksgiving 
for the safe return of the Prince of Wales from India—one of which was named Albert Edward, 
stationed at Clacton-on-Sea (Essex), the other named Alexandra , stationed at Hope Cove 
(Devonshire). 

October 18. The Prince of Wales proceeded to Dartmouth to take Prince Albert Victor 
and Prince George of Wales, who accompanied His Royal Highness, on board H.M.S. Britannia. 
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March 13. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, presided at the 
28th Anniversary Dinner at Willis’s Rooms in aid of the funds of the National Orphan Home for 
Girls, Ham Common, Richmond, Surrey. 

March 20. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge and the Duke 
of Teck, presided at the Annual Dinner at Willis’s Rooms in aid of the funds of Princess 
Mary’s Home for Little Girls at Addlestone, Surrey. 

April 6. The Crown Prince and Princess of Denmark arrived on a visit to the Prince and 

Princess of Wales, being met on arrival at Charing Cross Station by their Royal Highnesses and 
the Duke and Duchess of Teck. On the nth the Crown Prince and Princess, accompanied by 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, went to Windsor, where they inspected the Private and State 
Apartments at the Castle, visited the Albert Memorial, St. George’s Chapel, and the Mausoleum at 
Frogmore, and, after lunching with Prince and Princess Christian, returned to town. On the 13th 
the Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Crown Prince of Denmark, was present at the University 
Boat Race, returning to luncheon at Marlborough House, where they were joined by the Empress 
Eugenie and the Prince Imperial. On the 16th the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princesses 
Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, with the Crown Prince and Princess of Denmhrk, left for 
Sandringham, returning to town on the 24th, when the Prince' of Wales, accompanied by the 
Crown Prince (Grand Master of the Danish Freemasons), presided at the Annual Festival of the 
English Grand Lodge of Freemasons at the Freemasons’ Hall. 

April 25. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Aosta and the Crown Prince 

of Denmark, left for Paris to visit the Paris Exhibition, at the opening of which he was present 
on the 1st of May. On the 2nd of May the Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Crown Princess 
of Denmark, left for Paris to join the Prince, their Royal Highnesses returning to Marlborough 
House on the 17th of May. 
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April 30. The Crown Princess of Germany arrived at Windsor on a visit to the Queen, 

being joined on the 16th of May by the Crown Prince of Germany, with Princesses Victoria, 
Sophia, and Margaret, who were met on arrival at Windsor Station by the Crown Princess and 
Prince and Princess Christian. On the f i7th the Prince of Wales- and the Duke of Cambridge 
met the Crown Prince at Paddington Station on his arrival from Windsor, and accompanied His 
Imperial Highness to Buckingham Palace. 

June 2. The Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Germany left Charing Cross for 

Berlin, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), and the 
Duke of Connaught being present--at the station to take leave of their Imperial Highnesses.

June 7. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, left for Paris, 

the Duke of Connaught proceeding on a visit to Prince Frederick Charles of Prussia, at Glienicke, 
the Prince of Wales returning to Marlborough House on the 19th. 

June 22. The Duke of Cumberland, accompanied by Princess Frederica and Princess 

Marie of Hanover arrived at Buckingham Palace, being met at Folkestone by the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Teck, and by the Princess of Wales at Charing Cross Station. On the 23rd 
the. Prince and Princess of Wales accompanied the Duke of Cumberland and the Princesses 
Frederica and Marie to Windsor. They were received by the Queen at the entrance of the Castle. 
On the 24th the Funeral of the late King George of Hanover took place in St. George’s Chapel 
in the presence of Queen Victoria, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princesses Frederica and 
Marie of Hanover, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), 
Prince Leopold, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, and the Marquis of Lome. In the evening, before 
dinner, the Duke of Cumberland having returned the Insignia of the Order of the Garter worn 
by his late father, King George of Hanover, Queen Victoria invested His Royal Highness with 
the Insignia of the Order, in tbe presence of, and assisted by, the Prince of Wales and Prince 
Leopold. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of Cumberland, and the Princesses 
Frederica and Marie returned to town the same evening. On the 25th the Duke of Cumberland 
and Princesses Frederica and Marie left Buckingham Palace for Folkestone, the Prince and 
Princess of Wales accompanying them from the Palace to Charing Cross Station, where they took 
leave of their Royal Highnesses-."' - 

June 26. Prince Frederick Charles and Princess Louise Margaret of-Prussia, accompanied 

by the Duke of Connaught, arrived at Windsor Castle, being met at Windsor Station by Princess 
Beatrice, and being received by the Queen at the entrance of the Castle. On the following 
morning their Royal Highnesses left for Marlborough House. 

June 28, '■'The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to the Infant Orphan Asylum at 
Wanstead. The Princess gave away the prizes, after which the Prince presided at a luncheon 
in the Hall of the Asylum. 

July\\. Prince Frederick Charles and Princess Louise Margaret of Prussia took leave of 

the Queen and left for the,rContinent, the Duke of Connaught accompanying their Royal Highnesses 
to Ostend. ^ 

July i- The Prince and Princess of Wales went to Nottingham on a visit to the Duke 

and Duchess of ^t. Albans, at Bestwood, when the Prince of Wales opened the Midland 
Counties Art Museum, A window depicting the history of the old Castle of Nottingham, with 
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portraits of their Royal Highnesses, was placed in the Museum, surmounted by the following 
inscription :— 

“ PRESENTED BY ALDERMAN SIR JAMES OLDKNOW, KT., J.P., 

IN COMMEMORATION OF THE OPENING OF THIS MUSEUM, 3RD>]ULY 1878, 

BY THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES.” 

After luncheon the Prince and Princess walked through the Art Gallery to a pavilion erected in 
the grounds, where an Address was received from the Mayor, Alderman, and Burgesses of the 
Borough, the Prince and Princess afterwards returning to Bestwood, leaving on the 4th for 

Marlborough House. 

July 5 • The Grand Duke and Grand Duchess (Princess Alice) of Hesse arrived at 

Buckingham Palace from Flushing, being visited at the Palace by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, who accompanied their Royal Highnesses the same afternoon to Victoria Station, en route 
for Eastbourne. 

July 22. The Prince and Princess ot Wales visited the London Hospital in White¬ 

chapel Road—the new (Alexandra) wing of which His Royal Highness laid the first stone on 
4th July 1864—and after visiting several of the wards their Royal Highnesses returned to 
Marlborough House. 

July 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Louis of 

Battenberg, left Marlborough House for the Royal Yacht Osborne at Dartmouth, where their 
Royal Highnesses were met by the Duke of Connaught, and, after receiving an Address on 
board from the Mayor and Corporation of Dartmouth, proceeded to the Britannia in a boat 
rowed by one of their sons pulling the second bow oar, the other steering. After an 
inspection, the Princess distributed the prizes, and after the Prince had visited His Imperial ' 
German Majesty’s Frigate Niobe, their Royal Highnesses returned, accompanied by Prince 
Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, who were leaving for the holidays. 

August 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and 
Prince George of Wales, visited Southampton, and, after receiving an Address from the Mayor 
and Corporation, proceeded to St. Mary’s Church, where His Royal Highness laid the 
dedication stone of the new church in memory of Samuel Wilberforce, Bishop of Winchester. 

A dedicatory prayer was offered by the Bishop of Winchester, after which several ladies and 
children passed before the Princess presenting purses. On the stone, which is in one of the 
pillars close to the pulpit on the north side of the Church at the entrance of the side chapel, 
is the following inscription : — 

“ THIS DEDICATION STONE WAS LAID

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After being entertained at tea by Canon and Mrs. Wilberforce at the' Rectory, their Royal 
Highnesses joined the Royal Yacht and proceeded to Cowes. 

August 16. The King and Queen of Denmark and Princess Thyra arrived at Dover from 
Copenhagen, where their Majesties were met by the Prince of Wales, and, after luncheon at 
the Lord Warden Hotel, proceeded to Marlborough House. On the following day the King 
and Queen of Denmark, with the Prince of Wales, left for the Isle of Wight, returning with 
the Prince and Princess of Wales and the Royal Children to Marlborough House on the 
31st of August. 
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January 18. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Leopold, left on board the Royal 
Yacht Victoria and Albert for Flushing, to meet the Grand Duke of Hesse and the 
Princesses Victoria, Elizabeth, Irene, and Alice of Hesse, on their way from Darmstadt to 
Osborne, arriving at Cowes on the 21st, and proceeding to Osborne on a visit to the Queen. 

February 15. The Crown Princess of Germany arrived on a visit to the Prince and Princess 

of Wales; their Royal Highnesses meeting the Crown Princess at Charing Cross Station and 
accompanying her to Marlborough House. On the 22nd the Crown Princess took leave of 
the Prince and Princess of Wales and left on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh 
at Eastwell Park, proceeding on the 27th on a visit to Prince and Princess Christian at 
Cumberland Lodge, and on the 1st of March to Windsor Castle on a visit to the Queen, 
where Her Imperial Highness was joined by the Crown Prince on the 6th of March. 

February 22. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, left for Sandringham— the Prince of Wales leaving for the Continent. Their Royal 
Highnesses returned to Marlborough House on the 10th of March. 

February 28. The Grand Duke of Hesse, Princesses Victoria, Elizabeth, Irene, and Alice of 
Hesse, and the Hereditary Grand Duke, accompanied by Prince Leopold, took leave of the Queen 
and left the Castle for Darmstadt. 

March 11. Prince and Princess Frederick Charles of Prussia, accompanied by Princess 

Louise Margaret and Prince Frederick Leopold, arrived at Queenborough, where their Royal 
Highnesses were met by the Duke of Connaught. After Princess Louise Margaret had 
received an Address of Welcome from the Mayor and Corporation of Queenborough their Royal 
Highnesses landed and proceeded to Windsor where they were met at the station by the I rince 
and Princess of Wales, the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, and Princess Beatrice, and 
received by the Queen at the entrance to the Castle. 

March 12. The King and Queen of the Belgians, the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
and the Prince and Princess Augustus of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, arrived at Windsor, being met at 
the Windsor Station by Princess Beatrice and the Duke of Connaught, and received by the 
Queen, accompanied by the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, at the Queen s entrance to 
the Castle. 

March 13. Marriage of His Royal Highness Arthur William Patrick, Duke of Connaught 

and Strathearn, Earl of Sussex, Duke of Saxony, Prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Knight of 
the Garter, third son of Her Majesty Queen Victoria and of His Royal Highness the 1 rince 
Consort, Duke of Saxony, and Prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, with Her Royal Highness 
Princess Louise Margaret Alexandra Victoria Agnes of Prussia, third daughter of His Royal 
Highness Prince Frederick Charles of Prussia, G.C.B., solemnized in St. Georges Chapel 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury. The Bridegroom was supported by his two brothers, the 
Prince of Wales, K.G., and the Duke of Edinburgh, K.G. The Bridesmaids were:— 

The Lady Georgiana Spencer Churchill. The Lady Ela Russell.

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The registry of the marriage was signed in the Green Drawing Room by Queen Victoria, 
the King of the Belgians, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess 
Frederick Charles of Prussia, the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, Prince Albert Victor 
and Prince George of Wales, Prince and Princess Christian, the Duke and Duchess of 
Edinburgh, Prince Leopold of Prussia, the Prince and Princess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
Princess Augustus of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and Prince Leiningen. 

Other members of the Royal Family present were: Princess Beatrice, Princesses Louise, 
Victoria, and Maud of Wales; as also His Highness the Maharaja Duleep Singh, G.C.S.I., 
and Her Highness the Maharani. 

March 31. The King and Queen of the Belgians left for Brussels, being accompanied by 
the Prince and Princess of Wales to Victoria Station, where their Royal Highnesses took leave. 

April 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor and Prince George 
of Wales, drove from Sandringham to the Convalescent Home at Hunstanton, erected as a 
Memorial of Thanksgiving for the convalescence of the Prince of Wales in 1872. After prayers 
and receiving and replying to an Address from the Committee, Her Royal Highness declared 
the Home open; permission being given for the men’s day-room to be named “Albert Edward,” 
and the women’s “ Alexandra.” 7 After inspecting the building and being entertained at tea, 
their Royal Highnesses returned to Sandringham (see Part III., p. 436). 

May 5. The Crown Prince of Denmark arrived at Marlborough House, being met by 

the Prince and Princess of Wales at Charing Cross Station. 

The Prince of Wales presided at a dinner given in aid of the Cabdrivers’ Benevolent 
Association at Willis’s Rooms. 

May 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princesses Louise, 

Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and the Crown Prince of Denmark, were present at a performance 
given at the Gaiety Theatre in aid of the fund being raised on behalf of the widows and 
children of men belonging to the Queen’s Troops killed at Isandlana and Rorke’s Drift. 

May 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princesses Louise, 

Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and the Crown Prince of Denmark, were present at a Military 
Assault-at-Arms at the Royal Albert Hall, by the Gymnastic Staff of the'Aldershot Gymnasium, 
assisted by the Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of the Army and Navy under the super¬ 
intendence of Major G. F. Gildea in aid of the fund being raised on behalf of the widows 
and children of men belonging to the Queen’s Troops killed at Isandlana and Rorke’s Drift. 

May 15. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Crown Prince of Denmark, was 

present at a bazaar at the Knightsbridge Riding School in aid of the funds of the West End 
Hospital for Paralytic and Epileptic Children. 

May 23. The Prince and Princess of Wales and Princess Victoria of Wales were 

present at the amateur performance of Irrationals at the Olympia Theatre in aid of the fund 
being raised for the widows and children of the men who fell in the Zulu War. 

May 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of 

Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, and the Crown Prince of Denmark, drove to 
Lambeth, where, after receiving an Address from Sir J. McGarel Hogg (Chairman of the 
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Metropolitan Board of Works), His Royal Highness declared the bridge open free and for ever, 
and, proceeding to Vauxhall Bridge, Chelsea Suspension Bridge, the Albert and Battersea Bridges, 
similarly declared all these bridges open free and forever, returning afterwards to Marlborough House. 

May 29. The Crown Prince ot Denmark concluded his visit and left Marlborough House 

on his return to Copenhagen, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
and Prince Christian to Charing Cross Station, where their Royal Highnesses took leave. 

May 31. The Prince and Princess of Wales and Princess Victoria of Wales left 

Marlborough House for Paris, while there paying a visit to the Hertford British Hospital, built 
and recently opened by Sir Richard Wallace, returning to Marlborough House on the xoth 
of June. 

June 1. Death of the Prince Imperial at the Ilyotosi River, Natal. 

June 17. The Prince of Wales visited Norwich, where, after receiving an address from 

the Earl of Leicester (Lord-Lieutenant of the County) His Royal Highness laid the foundation- 
stone of the new Norfolk and Norwich Hospital, the Bishop of Norwich offering up prayers. On 
a tablet of black marble placed in the entrance hall above the stone is the following 
inscription:— 

“ THE FOUNDATION STONE OF THIS HOSPITAL 
WAS LAID BY 

FIELD-MARSHAL HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

JUNE I7TH 1879. 

President : the earl of Leicester, k.g. 

Vice-President : the lord bishop of Norwich. 

Treasurer : henry birkbeck, esq. 

Chairman of the Building Committee : the rev. Arthur c. cop'd man.” 

After being entertained at luncheon at the residence of Canon Heaviside in the Cathedral 
Close, His Royal Highness left for Great Yarmouth where an Address was received from the 
Mayor and Corporation, and, after dinner with the Officers of the Norfolk Artillery Militia in 
the Assembly Rooms, visited the Great Yarmouth Theatre. 

June 20. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, left for Plymouth 

for the purpose of laying the first stone of the Eddystone Lighthouse. Arriving at Plymouth 
their Royal Highnesses were joined by Prince Albert Victor and Prince George ot Wales, but, 
in consequence of the bad weather, and the ceremony having to be postponed, their Royal 
Highnesses proceeded to Oreston to inspect the works and blocks of stone used in the con¬ 
struction, proceeding afterwards in the Galatea to Dartmouth where they remained the guests of 
Captain Fairfax on board the Britannia. Their Royal Highnesses returned to town on the 23rd 
of June. 

June 24, The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at the opening of the new 

school and other buildings of the Alexandra Orphanage, Hornsey Rise, being received by the 
Duke of Cambridge and the Duchess of Teck. The Duke of Cambridge having presented a 
statement in the drawing-room from the President, Vice-President, T reasurer, Committee, and 
Governors, their Royal Highnesses entered the new buildings, passing into the school-room 
where, Canon Hervey (the Rector) having offered up prayer, the Prince of Wales declared the 
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buildings open, the Princess of Wales drawing aside the curtain which concealed a tablet in 
polished Aberdeen granite with the following inscription:— 

“ THESE BUILDINGS ERECTED TO COMMEMORATE THE AMALGAMATION OF 
THE ALEXANDRA ORPHANAGE WITH THE ORPHAN WORKING SCHOOL ON 
JANUARY 1ST 1877, WERE OPENED BY THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES THE 
PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES ON THE 24TH DAY OF JUNE 1879. 

President: field-marshal his royal highness the duke of Cambridge, k.g. 
Treasurer: john kemp welch, j.p. 

Secretary : jonadab finch. 

Architect : Alfred r. pite, f.r.i.b.a.” <* 

After the opening some 165 ladies and children handed purses to the Duke of Cambridge 
amounting to about /i,5oo. 

July 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to the Royal Hospital for Incurables 

at Putney where His Royal Highness laid the first stone of the new wing, on which is the 
following inscription:— 

“ this STONE WAS LAID BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE 
OF WALES, K.G., IN THE 43RD YEAR OF THE REIGN OF HER MAJESTY QUEEN 

VICTORIA, 7TH JULY 1879.” 

N.B.—The ceremony was to have taken place the previous day, but was postponed in conse¬ 
quence of the expected arrival of the remains of the Prince Imperial, which accounts for the 
date on the stone. 

July 9. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, drove to the Royal Normal College and Academy of Music for the Blind at Upper 
Norwood, where the Princess of Wales distributed the prizes. * 

July 11. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, drove to 

Woolwich Arsenal, and was present at the disembarkation of the remains of the Prince 
Imperial from H.M.S. Enchantress , which were conveyed to Chislehurst and placed in the Hall 
of Camden House. 

July 12. Her Majesty Queen Victoria, accompanied by Princess Beatrice, went by railway 

to Chislehurst, and drove from the station to Camden House. On arrival Her Majesty was 
conducted to the Chapelle Ardente where the remains of the Prince Imperial were laid. Plere 
on the coffin Her Majesty placed a wreath of golden laurel leaves, attached to which, in her 
own handwriting, was “ Souvenir de vive affection, d’estime et de pro fond regret de la part de 
Victoria Reg.” Princess Beatrice at the same time placed a cross of flowers on the coffin. 
The gun-carriage having been drawn up before the door, the Queen took up a position on the 
gravel walk by the side of the house, and, while the coffin was being borne by ten young officers 
of the Royal Artillery from the Chapel to the gun-carriage, Her Majesty proceeded with the 
Princess along a path to a raised pavilion draped in black, from which Her Majesty witnessed 
the departure of the funeral procession across the Common to the Church. Re-entering the 
house, and having remained with the Empress Eugenie a short time, Her Majesty returned to 
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Windsor. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke 
of Connaught, Prince Leopold, the Crown Prince of Sweden and Norway, the Duke of Cambridge, 
the Hereditary Grand Duke of Baden, Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince Edward 
of Saxe-Weimar, the Prince Leiningen, the Duke of Teck, Prince Louis of Battenberg, and 
Count Gleichen, left for Chislehurst. The Princess of Wales proceeded direct to St. Mary’s 
Church, the remainder of the Royal Party to Camden House. By the side of the coffin, on the 
procession starting, walked the Pall Bearers : the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, 
the Crown Prince of Sweden and Norway, with M. Roucher on the left; the Duke of Edinburgh, 
Prince Leopold, the Prince of Wales, with the Due de Bassano on the right. Following the coffin 
were the Chief Mourners: Prince Napoleon and his sons Prince Victor and Prince Louis, Prince 
Lucien Bonaparte, Prince Joachim Murat, Prince Napoleon Charles Bonaparte, and Prince 
Louis Murat. Following these were the Duke of Teck, Prince Christian, Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar, the Hereditary Grand Duke of Baden, carrying wreaths; and a very large number of the 
English and French Nobility, and representatives, Naval, Military, and Civil, of both countries. 
On arriving at St. Mary’s Church the officers placed the coffin on the catafalque, on and 
around which were a large number of wreaths, including a wreath of violets from the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, attached to which in the Princess’s own hand was the following:_ 


“ a TOKEN OF AFFECTION AND REGARD FOR HIM WHO LIVED 
THE MOST SPOTLESS OF LIVES AND DIED A SOLDIER’S DEATH 
FIGHTING FOR OUR CAUSE IN ZULULAND. 

FROM ALBERT EDWARD AND ALEXANDRA, JULY I2TH 1879.” 


One also from Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales; one from Prince Albert Victor 
and Prince George of Wales; and an immortelle from Prince Leopold. High Mass then 
proceeded, the Requiem Mass being sung by the Bishop of Southwark, followed by a prayer in 
English by Monsignor Goddard, at the close of which all attending left. In the afternoon 
Princess Mary (Duchess of Teck), with the Duke of Teck, visited Camden House, and 
proceeded afterwards to St. Mary’s Church, where Her Royal Highness placed a wreath within 
the Ante-Sacristy, as also did the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz and Princess Frederica of 
Hanover, the coffin having been moved into the Ante-Sacristy after a brief service by 
Monsignor Goddard and placed by the side of the late Emperor. 

Hly 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales went to the National Orphan Asylum 

at Ham Common where Her Royal Highness distributed the prizes. 

July 17. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince and Princess 

Christian and the Duke of Cambridge, went to the Hospital for Consumption and Diseases 
of the Chest at Brompton, where their Royal Highnesses were received by the Earl of Derby 
(President), the Vice-President, Committee, Hon. Secretary, and Chaplain. After an Address 
had been received from Lord Derby (President of the Hospital), and prayers had been said 
by the Bishop of London, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the additional 
building in the existing Hospital-, proceeding afterwards through the Chapel and several wards 
to the Board Room, where refreshments were served. The following is the inscription on the 


stone:— 


“ LAID BY 

ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES 
JULY XVII. A.D. MDCCCLXXIX.”

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In the Board Room their Royal Highnesses inscribed their names on an illuminated copy 

of the scroll deposited in the cavity beneath the foundation-stone, this being hung in the Board 
Room side by side with the scroll signed ,by the late Prince Consort upon laying the 
foundation-stone of the existing building on nth June 1844. 

July 18. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited St. Pancras, where His Royal 

Highness opened the new Hall of the North London Collegiate School for Girls, Her Royal 

Highness distributing prizes to the pupils of the Institution. „ also June 25, 1900.) On an 

oval marble tablet on the wall at the end of the Hall, surrounded by “ North London Collegiate 
School for Girls, founded 4th April 1850,” is the following inscription:— 

“FRANCES “THIS HALL M. BUSS ”

July 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, 

left Marlborough House for Brocklesby Hall, the seat of the Countess of Yarborough, proceeding 
on the following day with Lady Yarborough to Grimsby, where they were received at the station 
by the Chairman and Board of Directors of the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway „ 
Company, and received an Address from the Provincial Grand Master for Lincolnshire of the 
Order of Freemasons. Proceeding from the station to the Old Dock (henceforth named 

the “Alexandra Dock’’ in honour of the Princess of Wales’s visit), they went on board the 

steamer Manchester. After an Address had been received from the Mayor, Aldermen,’ and 
Burgesses of the Borough, the steamer proceeded through the Union Dock, on the east side 
of which their Royal Highnesses disembarked, and His Royal Highpess unveiled a Statue 
of the late Prince Consort, which stands immediately in front of the Royal Hotel, and 

represents the Prince in the Robes of the Order of the Garter standing on a pedestal of 

polished granite, on one side of which is the following inscription:— 

“albert prince consort. 

BORN 28TH AUGUST 1819. DIED I4TH DECEMBER l86l. 

HE LAID THE FOUNDATION STONE OF THE ROYAL DOCK, GREAT 
GRIMSBY, ON THE i8tH APRIL, 1849, AND THE DOCK WAS 
OPENED ON THE 27TH MAY 1852. TO COMMEMORATE THE

December 14. Queen Victoria placed in her Pew in Whippingham Church a Mural Monument 
in white marble consisting of a medallion of Princess Alice, surrounded by a chaplet of flowers 
supported by two Angels, with the following inscription :— 

“to the dear memory of 

ALICE MAUD MARY, PRINCESS OF GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND, ' ^ 

GRAND DUCHESS OF HESSE, 

WHO DEPARTED THIS LIFE IN HER 36TH YEAR 
ON THE ANNIVERSARY OF HER BELOVED FATHER’S DEATH, 

DECEMBER I4TH 1878. 

‘ Blessed are the pure in heart, for they shall see God.’— St. Matthew v. 8. 

THIS MEMORIAL IS PLACED BY HER SORROWING MOTHER 
QUEEN VICTORIA 1879.”

Amelia Teresa, Princess of Great Britain and Ireland, eldest daughter of Prince Ernest Augustus 
William Adolphus George Frederick, third Duke of Cumberland, with Baron von Luitbert 
Alexander George Lionel Alphonse Freiben von Pawel Rammingen, K.C.B., solemnized 
in the Private Chapel, Windsor Castle, by the Lord Bishop of Oxford, assisted by the Hon. 
and Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, in the presence of Queen Victoria (who gave the 
Bride away), the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess 
Beatrice, the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck, and Count Gleichen. The Bridesmaids were:— 

The Countess Feodora Gleichen. The Lady Victoria Spencer. 

The Lady Muriel Hay. The Lady Alberta Edgcumbe. 

The Lady Mary Ashburnham. The Lady Florence Bridgeman.

The register of the marriage was attested in due form in the Green Drawing Room by 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria and other members of the Royal Family; and after Her Majesty 
had received the guests in the Red Drawing Room refreshments were served in the Waterloo 
Chamber. 

May 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, went to Portsmouth, where they were received by General Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar. Having embarked on the Commander-in-Chiefs Yacht the Fire Queen , their Royal 
Highnesses proceeded to the Bacchante , which they inspected, and, after luncheon on board with 
Captain Lord Charles Scott, returned to London, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and 
Prince George of Wales. 

May 10. The Grand Duke of Hesse, with Princesses Victoria and Elizabeth of Hesse, 

arrived at Marlborough House on a visit to the Prince and Princess of Wales, having been met 
by the Prince of Wales at Charing Cross Station. 

May 17, xhe Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince 

George of Wales, left Marlborough House for Torquay, proceeding on arrival to the Imperial 
Hotel. On the following day their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Tregothnan Court on a visit 
to Viscount and Viscountess Falmouth, whence, on the 22nd, they left for Truro, and, on arrival 
at the Town Hall, received an Address from the Mayor on behalf of the Corporation and 
Citizens, and another from the Sheriff on behalf of the County. Thence their Royal 
Highnesses proceeded to a pavilion in the Cathedral enclosure, where His Royal Highness, having 
addressed the members of the Grand Lodge, and the Bishop, Brethren, and friends, proceeded 
to lay the foundation-stone, with the usual Masonic ceremony, of the new Cathedral, on which 
is the following inscription :— 

“THIS CORNER STONE OF THE CATHEDRAE CHURCH OF ST. MARY OF TRURO 
IS PLACED BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE DUKE OF CORNWALL, K.G., MOST 
WORSHIPFUL GRAND MASTER OF THE A.F. AND A MASON OF ENGLAND, 

THE 20 TH DAY OF MAY i 860 .” 

After the ceremony the Princess of Wales received purses, the first presented being by 
Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, each containing £250, on behalf of Miss Anna 
Gurney, in memory of her father Sir Goldsworthy Gurney. 

The Royal Party then returned to the Town Hall, where luncheon was served ; after which 
the Prince of Wales inspected the Duke of Cornwall’s Royal Volunteers, the Cornwall Rangers 
Militia, and the Devon and Cornwall Miners Artillery Militia in Treliske Park; and, after 
tea at Mr. W. Teague’s residence, returned to Tregothnan Court, and to London on the 
following day. 

May 22. Xhe Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, presided at a 

Dinner in Willis’s Rooms in aid of the funds of the Princess Helena College (hitherto known as 
the Adult Orphan Institution) at Ealing. 

June 3. Xhe King of the Hellenes arrived on a visit to the Prince and Princess of 

Wales, being met at Charing Cross Station by His Royal Highness. 

June 15. Xhe Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the King of the Hellenes, 

Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, visited

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a Bazaar held at Kensington House, under the direction of the Duchess of Teck, in aid of the 
funds of the Kensington Industrial School for Girls. 

June 16. The King of the Hellenes, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, drove to the 

Guildhall, where His Majesty was presented with an Address from the Corporation, His Majesty 
and the Prince being afterwards entertained at luncheon at the Guildhall by the Lord Mayor 
and Corporation ( see Part II., p. 411)- 

June 16. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Holyhead. The Princess of 

Wales, accompanied by the King of the Hellenes, left on the following day on a visit to the 

Duke and Duchess of Sutherland at Trentham. 

The Prince of Wales, on arrival at Holyhead, went on board the Lily , the formal opening 
of the new Harbour being made at an afternoon luncheon on board the steamer on a trip down 
the harbour. The Prince on landing proceeded by train to Conway and Llandudno, where, 
after His Royal Highness had opened the new Waterworks, he resumed his journey to Trentham. 

On the 18th the Duchess of Sutherland, assisted by the Prince of Wales, laid the foundation- 
stone of a new Church at Tittensor, the service being conducted by the Bishop of Lichfield. 
On the stone beneath the Chancel window is the following inscription: -

liament for Mid Surrey and Chelsea), His Royal Highness declared the bridges open for ever 
to the public free of toll. 

June 28. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince 

George of Wales, attended a Meeting at St. James’s Hall of the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, when Her Royal Highness distributed the prizes given 
annually by the Society to the successful essayists. 

July 1. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the King of the Hellenes, 

Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, went to a Concert at St. James s Hall, given 
by the pupils of the Institute Nationale des Jeunes Aveugles de Paris. 
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July The Prince of Wales received the Siamese Ambassador and members of his 
suite at Marlborough House, and was invested by His Excellency, on behalf of the King of Siam, 
with the insignia of the Most Exalted and Distinguished Royal Order of the White Elephant 
of Siam. 

The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the King of the Hellenes, Prince Albert Victor, 
Prince George, and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, was present at the Centenary 
Gathering of Sunday School children at Lambeth Palace. 

July 5. The Grand Duke Alexis of Russia arrived on a visit to the Prince and Princess 

of Wales at Marlborough House, having been met at Charing Cross Station by the Prince of 

Wales and the King of the Hellenes. I he King of the Hellenes left Marlborough House for 
Paris en route for Copenhagen, the Prince and Princess of Wales accompanying His Majesty to 
Charing Cross Station, where they took leave. 

July 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George 

of Wales, were present at a Review held in Windsor Great Park by the Queen, His Royal

fhe bearers of purses, to the value of ^1,000, then passed before the Prince and Princess, and 
laid them on the stone, the Bishop of London offering prayer and pronouncing the Benediction. 

July 24. fh e Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, drove to the Volunteer Camp at Wimbledon, where the Princess of Wales presented 
the prizes to the successful competitors of the National Rifle Association. 

September 2. Prince John of Gliicksburg, uncle of the Princess of Wales, arrived on a visit 
to the Prince and Princess of Wales at Marlborough House. 

September 14. 1 he Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince John of Gliicksburg, 

1 rince Louis of Battenberg, Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, left for Portsmouth, 
and went on board the Bacchante (Captain Lord Charles Scott), about to sail with the Princes 
on a voyage round the world. Having proceeded in the Bacchante as far as Cowes, in consequence 
of the unsettled state of the weather the Bacchante anchored for the night, the Prince of Wales 
and Prince John of Gliicksburg returning to London. 
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September 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince John of Gliicksburg, 
and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Abergeldy 
Castle. 

October 19. The Grand Duke of Hesse, with the Hereditary Grand Duke and Princesses 

Irene and Alice, arrived at Buckingham Palace on the conclusion of their visit to the Queen at 
Balmoral. 

October 22. The Grand Duke, the Hereditary Grand Duke, and Princesses Irene and Alice 

of Hesse, left for Darmstadt, being accompanied by the Prince of Wales to Charing Cross 
Station, where he took leave. 

Prince Frederick William, eldest son of the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, arrived 
at Cumberland Lodge on a visit to the Prince and Princess Christian, proceeding on the 6th 
of November with the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince John of Gliicksburg, Princesses Louise, 
Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), on a visit to their 
Royal Highnesses at Sandringham, returning to Cumberland Lodge, and leaving for Germany on 
the 19th of November. 

November 8. Prince Leopold drove to Temple Bar, being received by the Lord Mayor and 
Corporation and others, and, after an Address read by the Recorder, to which His Royal Highness 
replied, unveiled the Memorial erected to mark the ancient and well-defined boundary between 
the Cities of London and Westminster at that spot {see Part III., pp. 432, 433). 

The Prince of Wales visited the Cattle Show at Norwich, and, after partaking 
of luncheon with Mr. J. J. Colman, M.P., at Carrow- Abbey, visited the Mustard and Starch 
Mills of Messrs. J. & A. Colman.

The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princesses Louise, Victoria, 
and Maud of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
Prince Leopold, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), Prince and Princess Christian, the Duke 
and Duchess of Teck, and the Duke of Cambridge, were present at the Royal Albert Hall, at 
a Grand Military Assault-at-Arrns and Gymnastic Performance in aid of the Afghan War 
Relief Fund. 

The Prince of Wales was present at Mr. Edward Whymper’s lecture on Chimborazo and 
Cotopaxi, given to the members of the Alpine Club, at the Royal Institution, Albemarle Street.

Schleswig-Holstein, among others, being present. On the same day the Queen gave a banquet 
at Windsor Castle, in honour of the marriage, at which the Princess of Wales, the Duchess of 
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Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), and 
the Duke of Cambridge were present. 

f March 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince 
Leopold, the Duchess of Teck, and the Duke of Cambridge, were present at a Funeral Service 
held in the Russian Chapel, Welbeck Street, in commemoration of the death of the Emperor 
Alexander II. of Russia. 

Marchii. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Dover, en route 
for St. Petersburg, to attend the Funeral of the late Emperor of Russia, which took place on the 
27th of March, in the Fortress Church of SS. Peter and Paul, in the presence of the Emperor 
Alexander III. and relatives of the Imperial Family, including the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, the Crown Prince of Germany, and the Prince and Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein.

After luncheon with Sir Albert Sassoon, their Royal Highnesses returned to London. 
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July 25. The Prince of Wales was present at the Funeral of the Very Rev. Arthur Penrhyn 

Stanley, Dean of Westminster, in Westminster Abbey. 

August 3. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Crown Prince of Germany, attended 
the first General Meeting of the International Medical Congress at St. James’s Hall. Their Royal 
Highnesses took luncheon afterwards with Sir James Paget at his residence in Harewood Place, 
in the evening dining with Sir William Gull at Willis’s Rooms, and subsequently being present 
at a conversazione given by the British members of the Congress to the foreign members at the 
South Kensington Museum. 

September 6. 1 he Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, left Marlborough House on a visit to the Earl and Countess of Sefton at Croxteth 
for the purpose of opening the new North-End Docks at Liverpool. On the following day their 
Royal Highnesses, having driven from Croxteth, embarked on the steamer Claughton, and, having 
proceeded through the Canada Basin and Langton Dock, landed and directed the gates of the 
new Dock to be opened. Having re-embarked, the Royal Party steamed through into the 
Alexandra Dock — so named by Her Royal Highness. Landing again, their Royal Highnesses 
were entertained at luncheon in one of the sheds of the Docks. After luncheon, entering 
carriages, they drove through Bootle, by St. George’s Hall, to the Town Hall, where an Address 
was received from the Mayor and Corporation. After witnessing from the balcony a March Past 
of the Volunteers, their Royal Highnesses returned to Croxteth. 

October 12. Th e Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, went to 
Folkestone and laid the first concrete block of the new' Pier, which, at a given signal, was 
lowered into its bed, His Royal Highness having first deposited in a crevice of the stone 
a silver box containing coins and newspapers and plastering them over with a gold trowel, on 
the latter of which is the following inscription : —

October 17. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to 
Mr. Hussey Vivian and Mrs. Vivian at Singleton Abbey, Swansea, for the purpose of opening 
the new Docks of that town. On the 18th, proceeding to Swansea, an Address was received from 
the Mayor and Corporation, and subsequently one from the local Freemasons on the way to the 
harbour, where, on arrival, His Royal Highness proceeded on board the steam yacht Lynx and 
landed at the new works constructed on the left of the harbour. Another Address was here 
received from the Chairman and members of the Harbour Trust. The Prince of Wales then 
opened a sluice admitting water to the vacant space, the Princess of Wales cutting a string and 
naming the new works “ The Prince of Wales’s Dock.” After luncheon in an adjoining pavilion, 
their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Town Hall and witnessed a March Past of the 
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Volunteers who had taken part in the day’s proceedings. They then left for Singleton Abbey, 
returning to Swansea in the evening and being present at a Grand Ball in the Music Hall. 

October 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales left for Paris, where, during their stay, their 
Royal Highnesses visited the International Electrical Exhibition in the old Exposition Building, 
and inspected Munk&csy’s great picture, “ Christ before Pilate,” returning to Marlborough H< use 
on 31st October. 

1 December 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at a performance given in 

the Theatre Royal, Haymarket, in aid of the Royal General Theatrical Fund. His Royal 
Highness, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, presided the same day at a meeting at 
Marlborough House for the purpose of considering a proposed New College of Music, and in the 
evening attended a concert at'St. Andrew’s Hall given by the Royal Oichestral Society. 


1882 

February 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, went to a Grand Military Assault-at-Arms at the Royal Albert Hall in aid of the 
funds of the Royal Cambridge Asylum for Soldiers’ Widows. 

March 2, Attempt to assassinate Queen Victoria. A man named Robert Maclean fired 

a shot from a revolver as Her Majesty was leaving the Windsor Station for the Castle on her 
return from Buckingham Palace. 

March 15. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and the Duke 
of Albany, presided at a Special Meeting of the Grand Lodge at the Freemasons’ Hall, for 
the purpose of moving an Address to the Queen, expressing the horror and indignation felt 
by all free and accepted Masons under Grand Lodge at the recent atrocious outrage committed 
on Her Majesty, and of their deep sense of gratitude at her happy escape. 

March 23. The Prince of Wales presided at a Meeting at Marlborough House, which 
His Royal Highness invited a large number of gentlemen connected, with the Colonial Empire 
to attend, to consider what steps should be taken to enlist their sympathy and support in 
favour of the Royal College of Music as an Institution for the benefit of all portions of 
the Empire. 

March 29. The Prince of Wales presided at a Festival Dinner in Willis’s Rooms in 
aid of the funds of the Victoria Hospital for Children in Queen’s Road, Chelsea. 

April 27. Marriage of His Royal Highness Prince Leopold George Duncan Albert, Duke 

of Albany, Earl of Clarence, Baron Arklow, Duke of Saxony, and Prince of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, K.G., K.T., G.C.S.I., G.C.M.G., P.C., fourth and youngest son of Queen Victoria, 
with Her Royal Highness Princess Helen Frederica Augusta, fourth daughter of His Serene 
Highness George Victor, Prince of Waldeck-Pyrmont, G.C.B., and sister of the Queen of the 
Netherlands, solemnized by the Archbishop of Canterbury in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, 
in the presence of Queen Victoria, the King and Queen of the Netherlands, the Prince and 
Princess of Waldeck-Pyrmont, the Hereditary Prince of Waldeck, Princess Elizabeth of 
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Waldeck, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, 
the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the Grand Duke 
and Princess Victoria of Hesse, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the Grand Duke and 
Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Prince and Princess Philip of Saxe-Coburg, Prince and Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, 
Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Maharaja Duleep Singh and the Maharani. The Bride 
was supported by her father, the Prince of Waldeck-Pyrmont, and her brother-in-law, the 
King of the Netherlands. The Bridesmaids were :— 

The Lady Ermyntrude Russell. The Lady Mary Campbell. 

The Lady Alexandrina Louisa Maud Vane Tempest. The Lady Blanche Butler. 

The Lady Florence Beatrice Anson. The Lady Eva Sarah Louise Greville. 

The Lady Anne Catherine Sybil Lindsay. The Lady Florence Mary Booth Wilbraham. 

The Bridegroom was supported by the Prince of Wales and the Grand Duke Louis ot 
Hesse-Darmstadt. 

On returning to the Castle the registry of the marriage was duly signed by the Bride and 
Bridegroom, and attested by Queen Victoria and those invited to attend for that purpose in the 
Green Drawing Room. Luncheon was served privately for the Royal Family in the Dining 
Room, and for the guests in the Waterloo Gallery. Her Majesty in the evening gave a Grand 
Banquet to the Royal Guests in St. George’s Hall. 

May i. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Crown Prince of Denmark, 

went to Victoria Station to take leave of the King and Queen of the Netherlands on their 
Majesties’ departure for Holland. 

May 6. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Beatrice, left Windsor, travelling by 

special train via Acton and Victoria Park to Chingford, being joined on arrival by Princess Louise 
(Marchioness of Lome) and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and being received by the 
Lord Mayor (Alderman J. Whittaker Ellis) and the High Sheriffs of Essex and London. A 
carriage procession having been formed, the Duke of Connaught (Ranger of Epping Forest) 
riding by the side of Her Majesty’s carriage, the Royal Party proceeded to High Beech, where an 
Address was received from the Corporation of London, to which the Queen replied, and directed 
the Lord Mayor, in Her Majesty’s name, to declare the Forest dedicated to the use and 
enjoyment of the public for all time. The Queen then returned to Chingford Station en route 
for Windsor (see Part II., p. 411). 

May 13. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at a Grand Vocal and 

Instrumental Concert at the Floral Hall in aid of the Royal College of Music. 

May ig. The Prince and Princess of Wales went on a visit to Lord Carrington at 

Wycombe Abbey, when His Royal Highness inspected the 3rd Battalion of the Oxfordshire Light 
Infantry (Royal Bucks Militia), of which Lord Carrington was the Lieutenant-Colonel. 

May 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales accompanied the Crown Prince of Denmark 

to Victoria on His Royal Highness’s return to Denmark, and there took leave. 

May 29- The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Leicester for 

the purpose of opening a Park which had been presented to the Inhabitants by the Mayor and 
Corporation. After receiving an Address from Lord Ferrers on behalf of “ the Brethren,” and 
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the Princess having planted an oak tree, His Royal Highness declared the Park open. The 
Prince and Princess were subsequently entertained at luncheon in a large marquee, and afterwards 
returned to London. On a bronze tablet at the principal entrance, surmounted by a shield 
with crest, is the following inscription :— 

“ THE ABBEY PARK.

May 30. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Great Yarmouth on a visit to 

Mr. S. Nightingale at Shedingfield Lodge, dining the same evening with the Officers of the Norfolk 
Artillery Militia, and subsequently attending a performance at the local Aquarium by the London 
Gaiety Company. On the following day His Royal Highness proceeded to Yarmouth, where, 
after an Address had been received from the Mayor and Corporation, and after prayers had been 
offered by Canon Venables, he opened the new Municipal Buildings by unlocking the door with 
a silver-gilt key, on the handle of which were engraved the Great Yarmouth Arms with the 
Prince of Wales’s Plume. On a tablet on the staircase of the building is the following 
inscription :—

(,followed by the name of the Chairman, Charles Diver, seven names of the 
Building Committee , the Architect, Town Clerk, and Builders). 

After luncheon in the Assembly Rooms, His Royal Highness returned to Shedingfield Lodge. 

On the 1st of June His Royal Highness reviewed the Norfolk Artillery Militia on the South 
Denes, returning with Lord Suffield and the regiment to the Militia Barracks, where the men 
were dismissed, and leaving subsequently for Shedingfield Lodge. 

June 5. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Eton, and, after 

the Annual Speeches in the Upper School, proceeded to the Ante-Chapel, when His Royal 
Highness directed the withdrawal of the covering of the Memorial Screen which had been erected 
by old Etonians as a memorial to officers formerly members of the School who fell in the 
campaigns in Afghanistan and South Africa. Passing under the central arch of the Screen, their 
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Royal Highnesses went into the Chapel where a Dedicatory Service was held, returning 
thence to the Ante-Chapel and examining the Screen, in the north turret of which are the names 
and armorial bearings of those who fell in the Zulu War of 1879; in the south turret those who 
fell in Afghanistan in 1879; and below those who fell in the Boer War of 1881. On the east 
side of the Screen are two brass tablets with the following inscriptions: —

At a^ luncheon served in the Hall, the Provost presiding, the toast “ In piam memoriam ” was 
drunk in silence. In the afternoon their Royal Highnesses drove to Trinity Church, Windsor, 
for the purpose of opening a new Chancel Screen erected in commemoration of the visit of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales to the Church last year. The Princess of Wales at the same time 
unveiled a window placed in the south side of the Chancel in commemoration of the merciful 
escape of Queen Victoria on the 2nd of March from an attempt on Her Majesty’s life. 

June 14. Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, accompanied by Princess 

Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, were present at a Military Tournament in the Royal Albert Hall, 
in aid of the funds of the Royal Cambridge Asylum for Soldiers’ Widows. 

The Prince of Wales presided at the Annual Dinner of the London Fever Hospital in 
Willis’s Rooms, and was afterwards present at a Conversazione of the Royal College of Phj'sicians 
at their Hall in Pall Mall East. 

June 17. The Prince of Wales went to the City and unveiled the Statue of Sir Rowland 

Hill at the Royal Exchange, being afterwards entertained at luncheon at a banquet given by 
Sir], Whittaker Ellis (the Lord Mayor), in the Egyptian Hall, at which the Mayors and Provosts 
of the United Kingdom were present. 

June 19. The Prince and Princess of Wales went to Aldershot and witnessed an Inspection 

by the Duke of Cambridge of the Batteries of the Royal Artillery there stationed. His Royal 
Highness dined with the Officers of the Royal Artillery, and, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, 
attended a concert at the Officers’ Club. On the following day, leaving the Pavilion where 
they were staying, their Royal Highnesses witnessed a Sham Fight on Cove Common, and, after 
honouring the Officers of the Royal Artillery with their presence at a Garden Party at the Barracks, 
left for London. 

June 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to 

Mr. and Mrs. Titus Salt at Milner Field, near Bradford, and on the following day drove into 
Bradford where, after receiving an Address at the Town Hall from the Mayor and Corporation, 
and also from the Freemasons of West Yorkshire, the Prince and Princess proceeded to the 
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Technical School, where, with a gold key, presented by Sir H. W. Ripley, His Royal 
Highness opened the door and declared the School open, Mr. Henry Mitchell (the President) 
briefly stating the objects of the School. After luncheon the Prince and Princess returned to 
Milner Field {see Part II., p. 4x8). On the 24th their Royal Highnesses honoured with their 
presence a bazaar in St. George’s Hall, held for the benefit of the Bradford Church Institute, 
returning to London the same afternoon. 

June 25. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, 

and the Duchess of Teck and children, attended a Children’s Flower and Fruit Service at 
Berkeley Chapel, Mayfair, and, after the service, which was conducted by the Rev. T. Teignmouth 
Shore, assisted in the distribution of the flowers and fruit to the hospitals for sick children. 

June 26. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Hastings, and, 

after receiving an Address from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Borough, proceeded 
to the new Park of 77 acres presented to the inhabitants by the Mayor and Corporation. 
His Royal Highness declared the Park open, naming it “ The Alexandra Park.” The Princess 
of Wales having planted a tree in commemoration of the visit, their Royal Highnesses 
proceeded to the new Convalescent Home, stopping on the way at the Albert Memorial, where 
a body of fishermen were drawn up, one of whom, Zebulon Harman, 80 years of age, presented 
an Address, to which the Prince made a feeling and gracious reply. Arriving at the 
Convalescent Home, and after receiving an Address from Mr. Edward Beach (the Treasurer), 
followed by a Dedicatory Service by the Bishop of Chichester, His Royal Highness declared 
the Home open. The wards were inspected and purses received by the Princess. After 
luncheon with Mr. C. Murray (the President) and members of the Committee at the Warrior 
Square Rooms, their Royal Highnesses returned to London. < 

June 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, were present at a Grand Military Musical Fete and Garden Party in the grounds 
of the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, in aid of the funds for supplying Coffee Taverns to the Army 
and Auxiliary Forces in Camps and Garrison Towns. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at Viscountess Folkestone’s Concert, 
given at Stafford House, by permission of the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, in aid of the 
funds of the Royal College of Music. 

July 11. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Ealing for the purpose of 

opening the new buildings of Princess Helena’s College, and were received by the Princess 
Christian (Princess Helena), who presented an Address. After prayer had been offered by 
the Bishop of Oxford, His Royal Highness declared the new buildings open. (N.B.—This 

College for the education of the daughters of Officers of the Army and Navy and members 

of the Civil Service and Clergymen was originally established near Regent’s Park.) 

July 19. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited the British Home for Incurables 

at Clapham on the occasion of the 25th Anniversary of its existence. 

August 5. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, went on board the Royal Yacht Osborne and met the Bacchante (Captain 
Lord Charles Scott) off St. Alban’s Head near Portland, on the return of the corvette from 
its two years’ cruise with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales. Their Royal 
Highnesses having gone on board the (Princes acting as side-midshipmen at the foot of the 
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gangway ladder) and inspected the ship, returned to the Osborne with the Royal Midshipmen 
and sailed for Cowes. 


August 14 . ' The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses 

Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, landed in a steam pinnace from the Royal Yacht 
Osborne at Southsea Pier, and, after receiving an Address from the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Councillors of the Borough of Portsmouth, proceeded to the new Concert Pavilion at the 
Clarence Esplanade Pier which His Royal Highness declared open. After attending a 
Grand Vocal and Instrumental Concert in aid of the funds of the Royal College of Music, 
their Royal Highnesses left for London. 

August 17 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 
and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Gravesend 
and proceeded on board the Osborne, which sailed for Flushing; from thence they proceeded 
by train to Cologne, and the following day to Wiesbaden, where their Royal Highnesses were 
met by the King and Queen of Denmark and the King and Queen of the Hellenes, 
returning to London on the 13th of September, accompanied by the King and Queen of the 
Hellenes. 

October 16. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of 

Wales, left Marlborough House via Paris for Lausanne, where the two Princes remained for 
the purpose of studying modern languages. The Prince of Wales returned to London on the 
20th October. 

November 16 . The Prince of Wales visited Norwich for the purpose of opening the 

Norfolk and Norwich Agricultural Hall, the first stone of which had been laid by the Earl 
of Leicester (Lord-Lieutenant o' the County) in the previous March. Having decla’red the Hall 
open, the Prince passed on to the Farmers’ Assembly Room, where His Royal Highness 
moved the first Resolution: “ That the Norfolk and Norwich Discharged Pensioners Aid 

Society was worthy of the cordial and active support of the County and City of Norwich.” 
After being entertained at luncheon His Royal Highness returned to Sandringham. 

November 18. The Queen, with the Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the 

Crown Princess of Germany (Princess Royal), the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 
Princess Christian, the Duke and Duchess of Albany, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, Princess 
Beatrice, and Prince Alfred of Edinburgh (and accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Grand 
Duke of Hesse, Prince Christian, and the Duke of Cambridge, mounted), witnessed from 
Buckingham Palace a March Past of the Troops returned from the campaign in Egypt, under 
the command of Lieut.-General Sir G. J. Wolseley, and subsequently inspected the same, 
drawn up along both sides of the Mall, extending to the Horse Guards Parade. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales the same afternoon received, at Marlborough House, the 
Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and Men forming a portion of the Indian contingent lately 
serving in Egypt who were on a visit to England. 

November 19 . The Prince of Wales drove to Charing Cross Station and took leave of the 

Crown Princess of Germany on her return to Berlin. 

November 21 . The Queen, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke 

and Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the Duke and Duchess of

Albany, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, Prince and Princess Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, 
and the Duke of Cambridge, distributed Medals in the Quadrangle of Windsor Castle to the 
Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and Men (including the Indian contingent) of the Troops 
returned from Egypt. 

December 4 . The Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian and Princess Beatrice, arrived 
at Paddington from Windsor, and proceeded to the new Royal Courts of Justice in the Strand, 
where Her Majesty was met by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of 
Albany, Prince Christian, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, and the Duke of Cambridge. The 
Queen, being conducted to a dais at the north centre of the hall, and after a prayer by the 
Archbishop of York, declared the building open. After which the Prince of Wales, accompanied 
by four Trustees, presented an Address to Her Majesty on behalf of the Inns of Court; the Lord 
Chancellor, accompanied by the President of the Incorporated Law Society, also presenting 
an Address on behalf of that Society. Her Majesty having left, the Prince of Wales 
honoured the Treasurer and Benchers of the Middle Temple with his company at luncheon. 

December 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to the new buildings erected on the 
Victoria Embankment, Blackfriars, for the City of London School, and, after an Address from 
the Lord Mayor, declared the School open {see Part II., p. 411). On a tablet in the building 
is the following inscription :—

{followed, by the name of the Chairman, Pearce Morrison, Esq., and 35 names of the City of 
London School Committee; the Headmaster, Rev. Edwin Abbott Abbott, D.D.; the Second Master, 
Francis Cuthbertson, M.A., LL.D.; the Secretary, Mr. George Robert Fenwick; and the Architects, 
Messrs. Davis & Emanuel). 

December' 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at the Shelley Theatre at 
Amateur Theatricals in aid of the funds of the School of Dramatic Art.

January 13. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 
the Duke of Edinburgh (the Duke of Connaught being unfortunately prevented from being present), 
and the Duke of Cambridge, went to Woolwich, where, after the Duke of Cambridge had read a 
report of the Memorial Committee, His Royal Highness unveiled the Statue of the late Prince 
Imperial in the grounds of the Royal Military Academy, in a few words eulogizing the virtues, 
blameless life, courage, and obedience to orders of the late Prince. The Memorial consists of a 
Statue, by Count Gleichen, representing the Prince standing bareheaded, holding in his right hand 
a pair of field-glasses, with the left resting on his sheathed sword. It rests on a base of Portland 
stone, on which is placed a square pedestal of polished red Aberdeen granite some 12 feet in height, 
having projecting angles which support the French Imperial Eagle with outstretched wings. 
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On the south and front panel is inscribed :— 

“ NAPOLEON 
PRINCE IMPERIAL.” 

On the east face are the words :— 

“ BORN IN PARIS l6xil MARCH 1856, 

KILLED FIGHTING IN SOUTH AFRICA, 

1ST JUNE 1879.” 

On the west face is inscribed:— 

“ GENTLEMAN CADET 
ROYAL MILITARY ACADEMY 
FROM 

I8TH NOVEMBER 1872 
TO l6TH FEBRUARY 1875.” 

And on the north side are the words :— 

“ ERECTED BY UPWARDS OF 
25,000 OFFICERS AND MEN 
FROM ALL BRANCHES OF 
HER MAJESTY’S FORCES.” 

Above the inscriptions on each side is the Imperial Crown in bronze, under which is the cipher 
“ N ” enclosed in a laurel wreath. On the four projecting faces are the Arms of the Royal Artillery 
with their motto “ ubique quo fas et gloria ducunt.” 

After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses and Party proceeded to inspect the Herbert Militar}' 
Hospital, passing through several wards, and presenting in one of the wards the Egyptian Medal 
to 12 men. Leaving the hospital their Royal Highnesses inspected the cairn, also the work of 
Count Gleichen, standing in the Gun Park, erected by Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and 
Men, as a memorial to their comrades of all ranks who lost their lives in South Africa and 
Afghanistan in 1877 and 1881. Their Royal Highnesses took luncheon afterwards with the Officers 
at the Royal Artillery Barracks, and later returned to town. 

January 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales accompanied Prince Albert Victor and Prince 
George of Wales to Charing Cross Station, where they took leave of the Princes on their return 
to Lausanne after the Christmas holidays. 

January 25. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for Dover, 
en route for Paris and Cannes, returning to London on the 15th of February. 

February 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and 
Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, were present at a performance given in St. George’s Hall by 
members of the German Athenajum, in aid of the funds for the relief of the sufferers by the late 
inundations in the Rhine districts. 

February 24. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House and 
proceeded via Dover to Berlin, on a visit to the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, returning 
to London on the 10th of March. 
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March 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, drove to the Royal Albert Hall, where Her Royal Highness distributed the prizes to the 
successful candidates belonging to the London Schools of the Girls’ Public Day School Company. 

March 17. The Prince of Wales was present at a performance (“ A Great Catch ) at the 
Olympic Theatre in aid of the funds of the School of Dramatic Art. 

April 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princess Christian, were 

present at a Concert in the Prince’s Hall, Piccadilly, in aid of the funds of the Royal College of 
Music. 

May 1. The Prince of Wales went to Oxford on a visit to the Dean of Christ Church 

and Mrs. Liddell, when an Address was received from the Town Council. His Royal Highness 
was present in the evening at a concert in the new Examination Rooms in the High Street in aid 
of the funds of the Royal College, of Music. On the following day His Royal Highness went to 
the Sheldonian Theatre, when the Provincial Grand Lodge of Oxfordshire was opened, and 
proceeded with the members of the Lodge in procession to Broad Street, where His Royal Highness 
was received by the Council of the new Indian Jubilee Institute, of which he laid the foundation- 
stone with Masonic Rites, the religious part of the ceremony being conducted by the Archbishop 
of York. On the stone is the following inscription:—

After being entertained at luncheon in the Hall of Balliol College, His Royal Highness left for 
London. 

May 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 

and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, were present "at a Grand Military 
Tournament at Hengler’s Circus, in aid of the funds of the Royal Hospital for Women and Children, 
and the West End Hospital for the Nervous System. 

May 12. The Prince of Wales, by command of Queen Victoria and on Her Majesty’s 

behalf, drove to South Kensington for the purpose of opening the Industrial Fisheries Exhibition, 
being accompanied by the Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, and Prince George of Wales, 
and received on arrival by the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, the Duke and Duchess of Albany, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, the Duke of 
Cambridge, and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar. Proceeding to the dais, an Address was received 
from the Duke of Richmond, as President of the General Committee, and after a special prayer 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, His Royal Highness, in the Queen’s name, declared the 
Exhibition open. In the evening the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of 
Connaught, the Duke of Albany, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Teck, and Prince Edward

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of Saxe-Weimar, were present at a Grand Banquet given by the Fishmongers Company, in their 
Hall, London Bridge. 

May 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of 

Wales, received at Marlborough House the fishwives from Newhaven, and the entire body of the 
representative fishermen of the United Kingdom, who were present at the ceremony of the opening 
of the Industrial Fisheries Exhibition, when, after a few words of welcome from His Royal 
Highness, they were entertained at a dinner provided for them in the Gardens. 

May 31. The Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses 

Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, were present at a Concert at St. James’s Hall, given in aid 
of the funds of Kew Church. 

June 1. The Prince of Wales presided at the Annual Dinner of the Royal Hospital for 

Diseases of the Chest, at Willis’s Rooms. 

June 13. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 

accompanied by the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, left Marlborough House for Portsmouth, 
for the purpose of taking leave of Prince George, about to sail as a Midshipman on board 
H.M.S. Canada. The Osborne, with the royal party on board, steamed out of the Harbour, 
the Canada weighing anchor at the same time, and, accompanied by the Osborne, steaming to the 
westward. When the vessels had reached Yarmouth, the Prince of Wales and Prince George 
entered a Royal Barge and were rowed to the Canada, being received by Captain Durant. After a 
short inspection His Royal Highness took leave of the Prince, and returned to the Osborne, which 
proceeded to Portsmouth, where their Royal Highnesses landed and left for London. 

June 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Hereditary Prince and 

Princess of Saxe-Meiningen and Prince Albert Victor, were present at a performance at the Lyceum 
in aid of the funds of the Royal College of Music. 

June 18. The Prince of Wales presided at the opening of the Conferences of the Industrial 

Fisheries Exhibition, when the Inaugural Address was delivered by Professor Huxley, and again 
on the following day at the second Conference, when a paper was read by the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

June 20. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and 

the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, went to the Agricultural Hall, Islington, to witness a 
Grand Military Tournament in aid of the Cambridge Fund for Old Disabled Soldiers. 

June 23. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, drove to Knighton, Buckhurst Hill, where they witnessed the drill of the boys and girls 
attending several of the schools of the London School Board, and awarded a challenge banner 
to the successful school in the competition. 

June 29. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, \ ictoria, and Maud 

of Wales, were present at Viscountess Folkestone’s concert in aid of the Peoples Entertainment 
Society, at Prince’s Hall, Piccadilly. 

June 30. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Elizabeth <jf Hesse, visited 

Eastbourne, when His Royal Highness, after receiving an Address oi Welcome, opened the 
Princess Alice Memorial Hospital in that town. 

July 7. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, went into the City 

for the purpose of the inauguration of the new premises of the City of London College in White 
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et,. Moorfields, and, after inspecting the building, entered the Hall, where an Address was 
' received from the Rev. Prebendary Whittington (Principal of the College). A prayer having

Princess of Wales presided at one of the stalls, others being held by the Duchess 
of Connaught, Princess Christian, the Duchess of Albany, and the Duchess of Teck. 
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July 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales went to Swanley and opened a new Branch 

of the Home for Little Boys in connection with the original Institution at Farningham, the 
foundation-stone of a portion of which was laid by the Princess of Wales on 7th July 1866. The 
Prince, having been presented with a golden key, opened the door and declared the building 
open. After prayer had been offered by the Archbishop of Canterbury, their Royal Highnesses 
inspected the different rooms, and, after the Princess had received purses and distributed the 
prizes, their Royal Highnesses left for London; 

On a tablet in the School is the following inscription:— 

“ THESE BUILDINGS, ERECTED TO THE GLORY OF GOD 
AND FOR THE BENEFIT OF ORPHAN AND FATHERLESS BOYS, 

WERE OPENED BY

July 28. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Hereditary Princess of Saxe- 

Meiningen and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, visited the Royal Hospital for 
Children and Women in Waterloo Road. 

August 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, left Marlborough House. His Royal Highness, travelling to Homburg, was 
accompanied by the Princess and Princesses as far as Cologne; from thence their Royal 
Highnesses proceeded to Denmark. The Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen and Prince 
Louis of Battenberg left Marlborough House the same evening for Germany. 

October 17. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, returned to Marlborough House from the Continent. 

October 18. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House with Prince Albert Victor for 

Cambridge on the Prince commencing residence at Trinity College as an undergraduate. 
The Prince of Wales, after lunching with the Prince in his rooms, left for Sandringham. 

On the 19th the Prince of Wales returned to London, Prince Albert Victor meeting his 
father at the Cambridge Station on his way through. 

October 31. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh and the Duke 
of' Albany, closed the Industrial Fisheries Exhibition at South Kensington. 

November 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, left Marlborough House for Cambridge, to visit Prince Albert Victor at Trinity 
College, and, after luncheon with the Prince, left for Sandringham. 

December 8. The Prince of Wales attended at the Freemasons’ Tavern, when His Royal 

Highness received the degree of Grand Master of Mark Master Masons, afterwards being present 
at a Grand Banquet at the Holborn Restaurant. 
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January 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales opened the newly-erected Iriumphal Arch 
at the top of Constitution Hill, being received by the Duke of Cambridge (Ranger of the Parks). 
The gate being thrown open, their Royal Highnesses drove through on their way to Nine 
Elms Station, whence they proceeded on a visit to Lord and Lady Alington at Crichel, 
returning to London on 26th January. 

February 25. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, were present at the Chelsea Barracks at the distribution of prizes (by the Princess 
of Wales) to the girls of the Industrial Home of the Brigade of Guards, and also at a 
Dramatic Entertainment by officers and men of the Coldstream Guards. 

March 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at the Hon. Maud Stanley’s 
Tableau at the Prince’s Hall, Piccadilly, in aid of the Building bund of the Soho Club and 
Home for Working Girls, Greek Street, Soho. 

During this month the Prince of Wales was present at several meetings of the Royal 
Commission on Dwelling Places for the Poor; also at the final meeting of the General 
Committee of the International Fisheries Exhibition. 

March 28. Death of His Royal Highness Prince Leopold George Duncan Albert, Duke 
of Albany, at the Villa Nevada, Cannes. 

March 29. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Cannes. 

April 4. The remains of His late Royal Highness Prince Leopold, Duke of Albany, 

were conveyed from Cannes by special train to Cherbourg, with the Grand Duke of Hesse and 
the Hereditary Prince of Waldeck-Pyrmont; the Prince of Wales, who had previously left, joining 
the train at Paris. On arrival at Cherbourg the remains were taken on board the Royal Yacht 
Osborne, and conveyed to Portsmouth, where the party was joined by the Crown Prince of 
Germany, Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, the Duke of Cambridge, the Reigning Prince 
of Waldeck-Pyrmont, Prince Louis of Battenberg, Prince Albert Victor of Wales, and the 
Marquis of Lome, and left for Windsor. On arrival at Windsor Station, they were met 
by the Queen, Princess Christian, and Princess Beatrice. J he coffin, having been removed 
from the train by a party of the Seaforth Highlanders (Duke of Albany’s) and placed on a 
gun-carriage, upon which was laid a wreath from the Empress Eugenie, was conveyed to the 
Albert Memorial Chapel; and on the 5th, the Burial Service having been conducted by the 
Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, and the styles of His late Royal Highness having been 
proclaimed by Garter King-of-Arms, was lowered, with wreaths from members of the Royal 
Family only, into the vault beneath the Albert Chapel, in the presence of:—

THE QUEEN AND THE NATION. 

“ Windsor Castle, 

“ 14th April 1884. 

“ I have on several previous occasions given personal expression to my deep sense of 
the loyalty of my subjects in all parts of my Empire. I wish, therefore, in my present 
grievous bereavement, to thank them most warmly for the very gratifying manner in 
which they have shown, not only their sympathy with me and my dear, so deeply afflicted, 
daughter-in-law, and my other children, but also their high appreciation of my beloved son’s 
great qualities of head and heart and of the loss he is to the country and to me. The 
affectionate sympathy of my loyal people which has never failed me in weal or woe is very 
soothing to my heart. Though much shaken and sorely afflicted by the many sorrows and 
trials which have fallen upon me during these past years, I will not lose courage, and, with 
the help of Him who has never forsaken me, will strive to labour on for the sake of my 
children and for the good of the country I love so well, so long as I can. My dear 
daughter-in-law, the Duchess of Albany, who bears her terrible misfortune with the most 
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admirable, touching and unmurmuring resignation to the will of God, is also deeply gratified 
by the universal sympathy and kind feeling evinced towards her. 

“I would wish, in conclusion, to express my gratitude to all other countries for their 
sympathy; above all to the neighbouring one, where my beloved son breathed his last, and 
for the great respect and kindness shown on that mournful occasion. 

“ VICTORIA, R. & I.” 

April 28. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princesses 
Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Darmstadt, in order to attend 
the Marriage of His Serene Highness Prince Louis Alexander of Battenberg with Her Grand 
Ducal Highness Princess Victoria Alberta Elizabeth Matilda Mary, eldest daughter of the Grand 
Duke of Hesse and grand-daughter of Her Majesty Queen Victoria. On the 30th the marriage 
took place in the Chapel of the Grand Ducal Schloss, being solemnized by the Court Chaplain. 
The Bride was given away by her father, the following being the Bridesmaids 

Princess Alice of Hesse. Princess Victoria of Wales. 

Princess Louise of Wales. Princess Maud of Wales. 

The Bridegroom was supported by Prince Charles and Prince Alexander of Battenberg. There 
were also present: Her Majesty Queen Victoria and Princess Beatrice, the Grand Duke of Hesse, 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor of Wales, the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Germany, Prince William and Prince Henry of Prussia, Princess Victoria of Prussia, the 
Landgrave and the Landgravine of Hesse, the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, Princess 
Elizabeth' of Hesse, the Prince of Bulgaria, and the Grand Duke Sergius of Russia. The registry 
of the marriage having been signed, a banquet was held in the Schloss. 

June 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princesses 

Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, w^ere present at the Royal Military Tournament at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, in aid of the Cambridge Fund for Old and Disabled Soldiers. 

June 25. The Prince of Wales opened the Central Institution of the City and Guilds of 

London Institute for the Advancement of Technical Education at South Kensington ( see 
Part II, p. 417). 

June 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales went to Shorncliffe, His Royal Highness 

inspecting the 10th Hussars, under the command of Colonel Wood, and presenting the officers and 
men with the medals awarded to them for service in the recent Soudan Campaign; and after 
luncheon with the officers returned to London. 

June 30. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Kensington Gore, when Her Royal 

Highness laid the first stone of the Home, “ Alexandra House,” for female students in Arts, Music, 
and Science attending classes at the College of Music. This Home was built by the liberality of 
Sir Francis Cook, who gave / 40,000 for its erection, thus enabling the Committee to carry into 
effect the Princess of Wales’s desire for such a Home for the young girls who attend the numerous 
classes for these objects in that district. On the stone outside is the following inscription 

“ALEXANDRA HOUSE.

July 5. The Prince of Wales presided at the Ninth Triennial Festival of the Railway 

Guards’ Universal Friendly Society, in Willis’s Rooms. 

July 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, were present at the celebration of the 21st Anniversary of the foundation of the Society 
for Providing Improved Dwellings for the Working Classes, at the new buildings of the Society 
in Lichfield Street, Leicester Square. 

July 9. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, went to Red Hill, when His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the Chapel 
of the new School of the Royal Asylum of St. Anne’s Society with Masonic Rites. The following 
is the inscription on the stone outside the Chapel :—

The Archbishop of Canterbury having pronounced the Benediction, their Royal Highnesses 
returned to Marlborough House. 

July 10. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and

funds of the School of Dramatic Art. 

July 11. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at an Evening Entertainment 

given by the Earl of Rosebery and the members of the Beaumont Trust to the working classes of 
East London at the Bethnal Green Museum. 

July 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, drove to Putney, where His Royal Highness laid, with Masonic Rites, a Memorial 
Stone in the southern abutment of the Putney Bridge in course of construction by the 
Metropolitan Board of Works. An Address was presented by Sir James McGarel Hogg 
(Chairman of the Metropolitan Board of Works). The stone, bedded at the level about 18 in. 
above Trinity high-water mark, bears the following inscription:—

of Wales, drove to Stanmore for the purpose of opening Miss WardelPs Convalescent Home for 
Scarlet Fever at Brockley Hill. The Archdeacon of Middlesex having offered a special prayer 
of dedication, and after an Address from Sir Joseph Fayrer (in the absence through indisposition 
of Sir Rutherford Alcock) on behalf of the Committee, His Royal Highness declared the 
Home open, and named the room in which the ceremony took place “The Alexandra Ward.” 
After Her Royal Highness had received purses and inspected the Home, their Royal Highnesses 
left for Marlborough House. 

July 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at a Bazaar, in the Riding 

School at Knightsbridge Barracks, in aid of the restoration and enlargement of the Parish 
Church at Kew. 

July 18. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Viscountess Folkestone’s Concert 

at Prince’s Hall, Piccadilly, in aid of the funds of the People’s Entertainment Society. 

July 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales met the Crown Prince and Princess of 

Germany and the Princesses Victoria, Sophia, and Margaret on their arrival at Charing Cross 
and accompanied them to Buckingham Palace. 

The Prince of Wales was present during this month at several meetings ot the Royal 
Commission on the Housing of the Working Classes. 

August 1. The Prince ot Wales presided at a Meeting of the British and Foreign 

Anti-Slavery Society in the Guildhall, City of London, to commemorate the 50th Anniversary 
of the Abolition of Slavery in the British Colonies; to review the work of the Society 
during the past half-century; and to consider the vast amount of slavery' still existing in 
Africa and other portions of the world. 

August 2. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, left for Portsmouth, and embarking on board the Royal Yacht Osborne , 

crossed the Solent, steaming down the channel in search of the Canada (Captain Durant), 
with Prince George of Wales on board, on his return home at the conclusion of his first 
commission, after an absence of over 13 months.

The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 
and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, went to Aberdeen, where His Royal 
Highness presented new Colours to the 3rd Battalion of the Gordon Highlanders, of which he 
was Hon. Colonel. After receiving an Address from the Lord Provost, and subsequently being 
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entertained at luncheon ;by the Officers in the Town Hall.' thei’iv Royal Highnesses left for 
Abergeldie. 'v. ' -' . 

The Prince of Wales was present during this month at several'-, meetings of the Royal

September 8. The Prince of Wales accompanied Prince George of Wales to Gravesend to 
pursue his studies at the Royal Naval College, returning afteryvards to town. 

December 31. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince .Albert Victor, Priftce George, 
and the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, were present at an Amateur Dramatic 
Performance in the large room of the Sandringham Club, West Newton, in aid of the fund 
being raised for the restoration of Wolferton Church. V

The Italian Ambassador (Count Nigra), the Spanish Minister (the Marquis de 
Casa Laiglesia), and the Rumanian Minister (Count Gluca) presented to Prince Albert Victor 
of Wales at Marlborough House, in the names of their respective Sovereigns, the insignia of the 
Annunziata of Italy; of Charles III. of Spain; and of the Star of Rumania.

Albert Docks for the purpose of inspecting the Hospital Ship Ganges previous to her departure 

for Suakin. 

March 1. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince George and Princesses Louise, 

Victoria, and Maud of Wales, were present at the 700th Anniversary Service at the Temple 
Church. 

March 7. The Prince of Wales, with Prince George of Wales, left on a visit to Prince 

Albert Victor at Trinity College, Cambridge, returning on 9th March. 

March 14. The Prince of Wales attended a Meeting, at the Mansion House, of the 

Lord Mayor’s Committee for the purpose of collecting funds to erect a National Memorial 
to General Gordon, and moved the first Resolution. 

March 17. Prince Albert Victor of Wales was initiated as a Freemason at Willis’s 

Rooms, in the Royal Alpha Lodge, No. 16, of which the Prince of Wales was Master, His 
Royal Highness performing the ceremony. 

March 19. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor of Wales and the Duke of 

Edinburgh, left Marlborough House for Berlin on a congratulatory visit to the German 
Emperor on His Majesty attaining his 88th year, returning on 27th March. 

March 31. Prince Albert Victor of Wales received at Marlborough House the Portuguese 

Minister (the Chevalier d’Aular), who presented His Royal Highness on behalf of the King with 
the Order of the Tower and Sword.

VISIT 

OF 

THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES THE PRINCE AND 

PRINCESS OF WALES 

TO 

IRELAND, 

April "jth to April 28 th 1885. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor of Wales, left Marlborough 
House on the 7th of April on a visit to Ireland, being welcomed on board the Royal 
Yacht Osborne on their arrival at Kingstown by the Lord-Lieutenant and Countess Spencer. 
Having landed and received an Address from the Commissioners of the township of Kingstown, 
train was taken to Westland Row Station, where other Addresses were received 

D " bUn ‘ from the City of Dublin Reception Committee and from the Chamber of Commerce, 
their Royal Highnesses afterwards leaving for the Castle. 

On the gth a visit was paid to one of the tenements of the Artisans’ Dwellings Company, 
and also to the new cottages of the same Company, and to the Rialto Buildings which 
Mr. Edward Cecil Guinness had recently erected for his men—these and the Bellenier Buildings, 
also erected by Mr. Guinness, containing some 200 houses. After luncheon their Royal Highnesses 
paid a visit to the Royal Dublin Spring Show (where an Address was received from the Royal 
Dublin Society), and after inspecting the Show returned to the Castle. While the Prince of 
Wales was holding a Levee at the Castle, the Princess of Wales, accompanied by Lady Spencer, 
paid a visit to Alexandra College, Earlsford lerrace, and was conducted over the College. On 
entering the Jellicoe Hall, where were assembled 200 students and professors, “God save the 
Queen” was sung by the young ladies. In the evening the Princess held a Drawing Room in 
St. Patrick’s Hall. 

On the 10th the Prince and Princess received in St. Patrick’s Hall Addresses from 30 
different bodies, among others from the Chamber of Commerce; the Archbishop and Bishops 
of the Established Church; the Archbishop, Clergy, and Laity of the City of. Dublin; the 
Presbytery of Dublin; the Royal Hibernian Society; the Royal Agricultural Society; the 
Incorporated Law Society; the Caledonian Society; the King and Queen’s College of Physicians; 
the Royal Irish Academy; the Township Commissioners of Rathmines and Rathgar; the Society 
of Friends; the Order of the Friendly Brothers; and the Society of Freemasons. I he presentation 
of Addresses being concluded, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Leinster House, where, a 
statement having been read by the Director of the objects and aims of the building to be erected, 
His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the Museum of Science and Art and the National 
Library of Ireland. Under the foundation-stone was placed a parchment with the following 
wording:— 

“The first stone of the Science and Art Museum and the National Library of Ireland, in Dublin, was laid this 
day, the 10th April 1885, by His Royal Highness Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, in the presence of Her Royal 
Highness the Princess of Wales, His Royal Highness Prince Albert Victor, their Excellencies the Lord-Lieutenant and 
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Countess Spencer, the Board of Visitors of the Museum, and the Council of Trustees of the National Library; 
Professor V. Ball, Director of the Museum, as representing the Department of Science and Art; Lieut.-General Sankey, as 
representing the Commissioners of the Board of Works; Viscount Powerscourt, as representing the Committee of Selection; 
and the Architects, Thos. Newenham Deane, Esq., and his son, Thos. Manly Deane, Esq,” 

After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses drove to the Royal University, where the degree of 
Doctor of Laws honoris causa was conferred on the Prince of Wales and the degree of Doctor of 
Music honoris causa on the Princess of Wales. After an Address had been delivered by the 
Chancellor, their Royal Highnesses left for the Castle, and in the evening were present at a 
State Ball given by the Lord-Lieutenant and Lady Spencer in St. Patrick’s Hall. 

On the nth their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the North Wall where, after receiving 
an Address from the members of the Dublin Port and Docks Board, His Royal Highness 
released one of the concrete blocks which had been suspended in the air, and having lowered 
the block to its bed named the basin “ The Alexandra Basin,” returning afterwards to the 
Castle. Shortly after, they proceeded to Trinity College, where an Address was received from 
the Vice-Chancellor. After inspecting the buildings another Address was presented by the Vice- 
Chancellor on behalf of the various bodies connected with the College. From here their Royal 
Highnesses drove to the Artane Industrial Schools, situated three miles from Dublin, where they 
were received by the Trustees of the Schools, and were conducted through the various 
departments. On the departure of the Royal Party the music classes sang “ God bless the Prince 
of Wales.” In the evening their Royal Highnesses attended a State Dinner given by the 
Lord-Lieutenant and Lady Spencer, and a Conversazione in the Royal College of Surgeons 
given by the Zoological Society. 

On the 12th the Royal Party attended Divine Service in the Chapel Royal, and in the 
afternoon drove to Woodlawn, the residence of Lord Annaly, returning to the Castle later in 
the day. 

On the 13th the Prince of Wales presented new Colours to the Duke of Cornwall’s Light 
Infantry in the Castle Gardens, their Royal Highnesses leaving the same afternoon for the south. 

On the 13th their Royal Highnesses left for Convamore, where they were the 
guests of the Earl of Listowel, and from thence on the 14th proceeded to 
Curraghmore. Curraghmore, the residence of the Marquis of Waterford, receiving on the way, at 
Lismore, Addresses from the town and district of Castleisland, Co. Kerry; from 
Buree, Co. Limerick; from Doneraile, Co. Cork; from Villierstown, Co. Waterford; 
and from Kilseeland and district, Co. Tipperary. After being entertained at luncheon by the 
Marquis of Waterford, their Royal Highnesses returned to Convamore. 

Leaving Convamore on the 15th, their Royal Highnesses left by train for Cork, being 
received on arrival by the Earl of Bandon, the Earl of Cork, and the Reception 
Committee. After receiving an Address, they proceeded to the New Buildings 
at the National League Rooms, which the Prince of Wales declared open, and afterwards 
visited the Industrial School House of Refuge in charge of the Good Shepherd Nuns at 
Sunda}' Well, where an Address was received from the children. Frorrf there they proceeded 
to the Protestant Cathedral, being received by Bishop Gr.egg, the Dean, and clergy, and^were 
presented with an Address. Their Royal Highnesses then left for Custom House Quay, where they 
embarked on a steamer for a trip down the river, landing at the Royal Victoria Docks, where 
the Prince laid the keel of a new ship, the first built here for Her Majesty’s Government, and,.

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having inspected the Docks, embarked on the Glenbrock for Haulbowline, where, on landing, 
luncheon was provided in one of the Stores in the Naval Department on the island, Lord 
Bandon presiding. 

After luncheon the Docks at Haulbowline were inspected, and, having re-embarked, their 
Royal Highnesses steamed round the harbour, landing at the deep-water Quay near the railway 
terminus. Here an Address was received from the Reception Committee, and also from the Royal 
Corinthian Club, after which the Royal party left by train for Ballyhooly and Kenmare House. 

On the 17th, at Kenmare House, Addresses were received from the Inhabitants 
of Kiliarney, from the Protestant Bishop and Clergy of the united diocese of 
Limerick, Ardfert, and Aghadoe, and from the Magistrates of Kerry. Afterwards the upper lakes 
through the Gap of Dunloe were visited. Near Lord Bandon’s Cottage their Royal Highnesses 
embarked on the State Barges and landed at Derrycunihy Cottage, built on the occasion of 
Queen Victoria’s visit to Kiliarney in 1861, returning afterwards to Kenmare House in consequence 
of rain. 

On the 18th their Royal Highnesses embarked near Ross Castle, and were rowed over to 
Glena Cottage, built also in 1861 on the occasion' of Queen Victoria’s visit, where luncheon was 
served, after which they were rowed to the Lake Hotel, where they landed and drove through 

Muckross demesne round the middle lakes and returned to Kenmare House.

On the 19th their Royal Highnesses attended Divine Service in St. Mary’s Episcopal 
Church, Kiliarney. 

On the 20th their Ro)'al Highnesses returned to Dublin, receiving an Address at Kerry 
Junction Station on behalf of the Harbour Board, and from the Young Men’s Association, 
and at Limerick Station from the Limerick Chamber of Commerce, where, after 
being entertained at luncheon, they left for Dublin, being received at the Vice¬ 
regal Lodge by the Lord-Lieutena.nt and Lady Spencer. On the 21st a Review of Sunday 
School Children of the Church of Ireland was held in the Phoenix Park, when an Address on 
behalf of the Children was received from the Rev. S. W. Tristram, Dean Dickinson presenting 
an Address to Prince Albert Victor on behalf of the Boys, the children being afterwards taken 
to the Zoological ,Gardens. In the afternoon their Royal Highnesses went to Punchestown, and 
again the following day, wvith the exception of Prince Albert Victor, who paid a visit to the 
Constabulary Barracks in he Phoenix Park. In the evening their Royal Highnesses attended a 
Citizens’ Ball in the Royal Agricultural Hall of ,the Royal Dublin Society at Balls Bridge. 

On the 23rd their Royal Highnesses left Dublin ^for Belfast, when, on arrival, they drove 

_ „ to the Ulster Hall, where Addresses were received from thirty-seven bodies, Societies, 

Belfast. ... . 

and Associations—that from the Corporation being the only one read. From there 
they drove to Donegal Quay and embarked on board the Royal Yacht Osborne and steamed 
down to Carrickfergus Roads, where the Channel Fleet lay at anchor, and remained for the 
night on board. Ou the 24th they arrived in the Royal Yacht at Donegal Quay, and, having 
landed, after an Address from the Chairman and Gentlemen of the Harbour Commission, their 
Royal Highnesses drove to the York Street Spinning Mill, afterwards to Messrs. Richardson, Sons 
and Owden’s linen manufactory, and thence to the Town Hall, where luncheon was provided. 
Leaving after luncheon, a visit was made to Messrs. Marcus Ward & Co.’s publishing works, 
and thence to the Queen’s College, when, after receiving an Address from the President and 
Professors of the College, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Botanical Gardens, where' 
20,000 children connected with the Church of Ireland, the Presbyterian, the Methodist, the 
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Independent, and the Baptist Churches sang the National Anthem, “ God Bless the Prince 
of Wales,” and “ the Old Hundredth.” 

Their Royal Highnesses afterwards returned to the yacht, but landed again in the evening 
and attended a Ball given by the Mayor and Citizens of Belfast in commemoration of the visit. 

Landing from the Royal Yacht at Queen’s Quay on the 25th, their Royal Highnesses left 
by train for Londonderry, an Address being received while the train stopped at Ballymena from 
the Town Commissioners and Poor Law Guardians, and again at Coleraine from a similar body 

in that town. 

Arriving at Londonderry their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Court House, where 
Addresses were received from the Corporation; the Port and Harbour Commis- 
Londonderry. sioners . the inhab itants of the town; the Poor Law Guardians; the Magee 

College Faculty; the Bishop and Clergy of the Diocese; the Derry Presbytery; the Apprentice 
Boys; the Freemen of Derry, Donegal, Tyrone, and Fermanagh; the Orangemen of Derry City 
and County; the Orangemen of Tyrone; and the Farmers of Derry. 

When the Addresses had been received their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Palace, 
where luncheon was provided by the Bishop of Derry, after which they left for 
Barons Court. Barons Court> t } ie sea t of the Duke of Abercorn. 

Leaving Barons Court on the 27th, their Royal Highnesses were accompanied by the Duke 
and Duchess of Abercorn and Lord and Lady Hamilton to Newtown Stewart, where they took 
leave of their guests at the station and left for Carrickfergus. On arrival 
Carriokfergus. ^ drove to the new pi er , which the Prince of Wales declared open. 

Returning to the station their Royal Highnesses resumed their journey to Larne, and embarked 
on board the Royal Yacht for Loch Ryan, where they landed and proceeded by train to 
London, arriving at Marlborough House on the morning of the 28th of April. 


April 29. Prince Albert Victor left Marlborough House for Great Yarmouth to do duty 

as a Lieutenant with the Prince of Wales’s Own Norfolk Artillery Militia, attached to the 2nd 

Brigade of the Eastern Division, for the period of their Annual 1 raining. 

Prince George of Wales joined H.M.S. Excellent at Portsmouth. 

May 2. The Prince of Wales opened the Subway between the South Kensington 

Station of the Metropolitan District Railway and the International Inventions Exhibition. 

May 4. The Prince of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, 

opened the International Inventions Exhibition at South Kensington, there being present also 
the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince Alfred, the Prince and Princess Christian, the 
Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, also the Duke of Cambridge, 
and. after receiving an Address from Sir Frederick Bramwell (the Chairman) and the Executive 
Committee, made a tour of inspection, and left for Marlborough House. 

May 18. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at a Military Concert at 

the Hotel Metropole, Northumberland Avenue, in aid of the Egyptian War Fund and the 
Princess of Wales’s Branch of the National Aid Society. 

May 20. The Prince of Wales left on a visit to Lord Suffield at Shedingfield 

Lodge, and inspected the 2nd Brigade of the Eastern Division Royal Artillery at Great 
Yarmouth, messing with the Officers of the Prince of Wales’s Own Artillery Militia, and, 
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accompanied by Prince Albert Victor, Lord Suffield, and Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, 
attended a Dramatic Performance at the Great Yarmouth Aquarium. On the following day 
His Royal Highness had intended inspecting the Prince of Wales’s Own Norfolk Artillery Militia 
on Household Heath, but was prevented from doing so in consequence of the weather. In the 
afternoon His Royal Highness visited the old Tollhouse in Great Yarmouth, then being restored, 
and the Boys’ Home on the South Quay, as also the Convalescent Home for Children, afterwards 
returning to Shedingfield Lodge, and on the following day, with Prince Albert Victor, to 
Sandringham. 

May 30. The Prince of Wales was present at a Meeting held at the Mansion House, 

the Lord Mayor in the Chair, of the Committee of the National Memorial to General Gordon. 

June 9. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, were present at an American Concert at St. James’s Hall, in aid of the 
National Relief Fund for the Sick and Wounded British Soldiers. 

June 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge and Count Gleichen, left Marlborough 
House, by special train, for Virginia Water to open a Sanatorium for curable cases of mental 
disease, erected by Mr. Thomas Holloway, being received on arrival by Mr. Martin Holloway, 
and escorted to the Hall, where an Address was received stating the objects and history of 
the Institution, which His Royal Highness then declared open. After partaking of luncheon 
their Royal Highnesses returned to London. 

June 18. Prince Albert Victor of Wales received the degree of Mark Master Mason at 

the Isaac Newton Lodge of Freemasons, Cambridge Branch, and left the University on June 22nd. 

June 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princesses 

Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, attended a Bazaar at the Cannon Street Hotel, in aid 
of the funds of the North Eastern Hospital for Children. In the afternoon their Royal 

Highnesses visited the Royal Military Tournament, forj the benefit of Military Charities, at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, and in the evening, excepting Prince Albert Victor, were present at 
the first Orchestral Concert at Prince’s Hall, given in aid of the funds of the Royal College 
of Music. 

The Freedom and Livery of the Fishmongers Company, to which His Royal Highness was 
entitled by patrimony, was conferred on Prince Albert Victor of Wales at their Hall at London 
Bridge. His Royal Highness after the ceremony dined with the Prime Warden and Court of 
Assistants in their Hall. 

June 26. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princess 

Victoria of Wales, were present at a Bazaar at Humphrey’s Hall, Albert Gate, in aid of the ' 
funds of the Female School of Art, Queen Square, Bloomsbury. 

June 29. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 

and Princess Louise of Wales, drove to the City, when Prince Albert Victor was admitted to 
the Freedom of the City of London, at the Guildhall. Their Royal Highnesses were subse¬ 
quently entertained at a banquet in the Guildhall (see Part II., p. 412). 

June 30. Prince Albert Victor of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the Duke 

of Norfolk at The Farm, Sheffield, and, accompanied by the Duke, drove to the Corn Exchange. 
His Royal Highness here received an Address of Welcome from the Mayor on behalf of the 
town, leaving afterwards for the Duke of Norfolk’s residence, and in the evening dined with 
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Alderman W. H. Brittain (the Mayor) at Ranmore. On the following day His Royal Highness, 
with the Duke, drove into Sheffield, and was received at the Cutlers’ Hall by Mr. J. E. 
Bingham (the Master Cutler). Addresses were received from the Ancient Corporation of Cutlers 
in Hallamshire; from the Sheffield Town Trustees; from the Sheffield Chamber of Commerce; 
and from the Freemasons of Sheffield—to all of which His Royal Highness replied, accepting at 
the same time from Alderman Brittain’s eldest daughter a small casket of cutlery. A visit was 
then paid to the works of Messrs. Walker & Hall, and returning to the Hall, after an Address 
from the Secretary of the Industrial Exhibition, His Royal Highness declared the Exhibition 
open. After being entertained at luncheon by the Master Cutler, and paying a visit to the 
works of Messrs. Rodgers & Son, His Royal Highness left by train for Brocklesby, the seat of 
the Earl and Countess of Yarborough. The next day Prince Albert Victor, accompanied 
by Lord and Lady Yarborough, left by train for Grimsby and proceeded to Cleethorpes, 
where, having received an Address, His Royal Highness declared the High Cliff Gardens open 
and at the same time planted a tree; after luncheon in the Pavilion returning to Grimsby 
and visiting the Docks. His Royal Highness returned to Brocklesby and the next day to 
London. 

July 1. The Prince of Wales was present at a Meeting of the National Memorial 

to General Gordon, at the Mansion House, and moved the following resolution: “That the 
Memorial should take the form of a Gordon Boys’ Home.” 

July 4. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to the Birkbeck Literary and 

Scientific Institution in Bream’s Buildings, Chancery Lane, being received on arrival by the 
Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and others. After receiving an Address from the President, His Royal 
Highness declared the new buildings open. The foundation - stone had been laid by the 
Duke of Albany on 23rd April 1883, and contains the following inscription:— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID 
BY 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS

to which has been added;— 

“ THE NEW BUILDINGS

July 13. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, were present at the opening of the Kettlewell Convalescent Home (now called 
Saint Bartholomew’s Hospital Convalescent Home) at Swanley for the use of the patients of 
St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 

July 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to 

the Marquis and Marchioness of Ripon at Studley Royal. Leaving Studley Royal by train 
the following day their Royal Highnesses arrived at Leeds, and were conducted to the Town 
Hall (opened by Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort in 1858) and received Addresses from

the Mayor on behalf of the people of Leeds, and from the Master of the Fidelity Lodge 
on behalf of the eight Leeds Lodges of Freemasons, afterwards driving to the Yorkshire College, 
where they were received in the Clothworkers Court by Lord Ripon (the President), the 
Chairman of the Council, a deputation from the Clothworkers Company, and others. Proceeding 
to the Reception Hall, Addresses were received from Professor Bodington (Principal of the 
College) and from Sir Edward Baines as to the origin and growth of the College. After a 
prayer by the Archbishop of York (who laid the foundation-stone in 1877) His Royal 
Highness declared the College open. Their Royal Highnesses were entertained at luncheon at 
the Coliseum, and then left for Studley Royal. On a tablet in the College is the following 
inscription:— 

“ THIS WING OF THE YORKSHIRE COLLEGE 
CALLED THE EDWARD BAINES MEMORIAL WING 
WAS OPENED WITH THE REMAINING PORTIONS OF THE COLLEGE BUILDINGS 

BY 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

ACCOMPANIED BY THE PRINCESS OF WALES, 

ON 15 JULY 1885.” 


From Studley Royal their Royal Highnesses left on a visit to the Earl and Countess 
of Lathom at Ormskirk. During their stay, the Prince paid a visit to the Royal Agricultural 
Show at Preston. Their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House on the 17th. 

July 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, were present at a performance in the Lyceum Theatre in aid of the Artists’ 
Benevolent Fund. 

July 23. Marriage of Her Royal Highness Princess Beatrice Mary Victoria Feodora, 

fifth daughter of Her Majesty Queen Victoria and of His Royal Highness the Prince Consort, 
Duke of Saxony and Gotha, with His Serene Highness Prince Henry Maurice of Battenberg, 
third son of His Grand Ducal Highness Prince Alexander of Hesse and of Her Serene Highness 
the Princess of Battenberg, at Whippingham Church, solemnized by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury assisted by the Bishop of Winchester, the Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, and 
the Rev. Canon Prothero (Rector of Whippingham). The Bride was given away by Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, and was accompanied by the following Bridesmaids :—

, The Bridegroom was supported by the Prince of Bulgaria and Prince Francis Joseph of 
Battenberg. 

There were also present: the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor and 
Prince George of Wales, the Duke and Duchess and Prince Alfred of Edinburgh, the Duke 
and Duchess and Princess Margaret of Connaught, the Prince and Princess Christian, the 
Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duke of Cambridge, 
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Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar and the Prince and Princess of Leiningen. On returning to 
Osborne, the register of the marriage having been signed in the drawing-room where Her Majesty 
received her guests, luncheon was served for the Royal Family and the Royal guests in the 
dining-room, and for Her Majesty’s other guests in marquees on the lawn. 

On the previous day Her Majesty conferred the Order of the Garter and the dignity of 
His Royal Highness on Prince Henry of Battenberg, and the insignia of the Grand Cross 
of the Order of the Bath (Military) on Prince Alexander of Hesse. 

During this month the Prince of Wales was present at three further meetings of 
the Royal Commission on the Housing of the Working Classes, the final one being on 
20th July. 

August 18. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Grand Duke of Hesse, the Duke 
of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, and Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of 
Wales, left Marlborough House for the Queen’s Pavilion at Aldershot, and on the following 
day, after inspecting the 10th Hussars, proceeded to Round Hill, where the statue of the 
Duke of Wellington, removed from Hyde Park Corner, had been erected. Representative 
detachments of all the Troops having been drawn up in a half-circle, His Royal Highness 
unveiled the Statue, a Royal Salute of 21 guns being given, the Troops standing at attention, and 
the Bands playing “God Save the Queen.” After a march past, their Royal Highnesses 
returned to the Pavilion for luncheon and then left for London. 

August 20. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for Aberdeen, 
and embarked on board the Royal Yacht for the purpose of visiting Norway and Sweden. 
His Royal Highness returned on 27th October; the Princess of Wales, who (with Prince 
Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales) was on 
a visit to Denmark, returning at the same time. 

October 31. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princess 

Louise of Wales, drove to Whitechapel, where Her Royal Highness opened the new building of 
the Working Lads’ Institute, 279, Whitechapel Road. On a brass tablet in the “Alexandra 
Room” is the following inscription:— 

“working lads’ institute. 

THIS BUILDING 
WAS OPENED BY 
H.R.H. THE PRINCESS OF WALES 
ON SATURDAY OCTOBER 3 I I 885.” 

The Prince of Wales presented a clock to the Institute, bearing the words, “ Presented 
by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, October 31 1885;” and on a portrait in oils of the Princess, 
subsequently presented, is inscribed: “ This portrait of H.R.H. Alexandra Princess of Wales 
was painted for and presented to the Working Lads’ Institute June 23 1886, by Herr 
Louis Freschmann of Munich.” 

November 27. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Birmingham, and, on arrival, 
proceeded to the new Hospital at Gravelly Hill, founded by Mr. John Jaffray. His Royal 
Highness, having been received by the Founder and other gentlemen, made an inspection of the 
buildings, and entered the Reception Room, where Lord Brooke read an Address from the 
Committee of the Birmingham General Hospitals. The Bishop of Worcester having offered a 
prayer, His Royal Highness declared the Building open, and after luncheon left for Perry Hall, 
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the seat of the Hon. A. C. G. Calthorpe. In the vestibule is a tablet with the following 
inscription:— 

“ THIS HOSPITAL 
STANDING IN EIGHT ACRES 
OF FREEHOLD LAND 
WAS BUILT AND EQUIPPED BY 
JOHN JAFFRAY, J.P., D.L., 

OF EDGBASTON, BIRMINGHAM, 

AND WAS OPENED BY 
H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES, 

NOVEMBER 27TH 1885, 

TO BE A HELP TO THE HELPLESS.” 

Having spent the following day (Sunday) at Perry Hall, His Royal Highness on the 29th drove 
into Birmingham, first paying a visit to the Cattle Show at Bingley Hall, where an Address 
was leceived from the Council and Members of the Birmingham and Midland Counties Agricultural 
Exhibition Society, and thence to a Dog Show held in Curzon Hall. His Royal Highness then 
proceeded to the I own Hall, and, having received an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, 
entered the Art Gallery, and in the adjoining Picture Gallery, at the Edin Place end of the 
building, declared the Art Gallery and Museum open. After luncheon in the Council Chamber, 
where Mr. Joseph Chamberlain proposed “Success to the Art Gallery,” His Royal Highness left 
for London. 


1886 

January 12. The Prince of Wales presided at a Meeting at Marlborough House of the 
Council of the Gordon Boys’ Home, at which the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Connaught, 
and many officers and gentlemen interested in the Home were present. 

January 19. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 
left Marlborough House on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Westminster at Eaton Hall, 
Chester. Leaving Eaton Hall on the following morning, the 20th, with their host and hostess and 
the I rince and Princess of Hohenlohe-Langenburg, they travelled via Chester and Birkenhead 
through the Mersey Tunnel Railway to James Street Station, Liverpool, where on arrival they 
Mere .received by Mr. David Radcliffe (the Mayor), the Earl of Sefton (Lord-Lieutenant of the 
County) and Lady Sefton, Lord and Lady Claud Hamilton, and others. His Royal Highness 
then declared the Mersey Tunnel open. Proceeding to the Town Hall, an Address was 
received from the Mayor and Corporation, followed by a dejeuner, when the Mayor presented 
Prince George with a handsome sword, indicative of his rank as Lieutenant, R.N., and Prince 
Albert Victor with a Volume containing photographic views of Liverpool, after which their Royal 
Highnesses left Lime Street Station for London. 

February 17. 1 he Prince and Princess of Wales received at Marlborough House the Right 

Hon. H. C. Raikes and Major Isaacs, who handed to Her Royal Highness a present on behalf of 
the Directors of the Mersey Railway Company, in commemoration of the opening of the Tunnel, 
which they were unavoidably unable to offer on that occasion. 
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February 21. The Prince of Wales, with Prince George of Wales, left Marlborough House 
for Paris en route to Cannes, from whence Prince George proceeded to Malta to join H.M.S. 
Thunderer on the 28th. 

February 27. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg and 
Prince George of Wales, laid the first stone of the Chapel to be erected to the memory of the late 
Duke of Albany at Cannes, the site being on the south side of the Colline de Californie below 
the Hotel. The Religious Ceremony having been performed by the Bishop of Gibraltar, assisted 
by the Clergyman of the English Church, and the stone lowered, His Royal Highness pronounced 
the following words — 

“Thus, thus, and thus, I lay this stone in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, and may God prosper the work.” 

“ Here let true faith, the fear of God, and brotherly love ever remain.” 

On the stone is the following inscription:— 

“ TO THE GLORY OF GOD 
AND IN LOVING MEMORY OF 
THE DUKE OF ALBANY 
THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES 
A.D. MDCCCLXXXVI.” 


His Royal Highness returned-to London on the 13th of March, and left on the 16th to join the 
Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, who had been on a visit to 
the Duchess of Sutherland at Sutherland House, Torquay, returning on the 4th of April. 

May 1. Prince Albert Victor attended at the Mercers Hall, Ironmonger Lane, and 

took up the Freedom of the Company, afterwards being entertained at dinner by the Master 
and Wardens of the Company. 

May 4. The Queen opened in State the Colonial and Indian Exhibition at South 

Kensington, being accompanied by the Crown Princess of Germany and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, and was received on arrival by the Prince of Wales (the Executive President) and 
the Duke of Connaught, who were joined by the Princess of Wales, Prince . Albert Victor, and 
the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales. There were also present the Duchess and 
Prince Alfred of Edinburgh, the Duchess of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess 
Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck and Princess Victoria of Teck, Princess 
Frederica of Hanover and Baron von Pawel-Rammingen, the Grand Duke and Duchess of 
Oldenburg, the Prince and Princess of Leiningen and Princess Alberta of Leiningen. The 
proclamation of the opening took place in the Albert Hall, from a dais erected for the 
purpose, upon which was placed a Chair of State to which Her Majesty was conducted. 
The Prince of Wales having read an Address, Her Majesty made a gracious reply, and at 
Her Majesty’s command the Lord Chamberlain declared the Exhibition open. A prayer having 
been offered by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and the “Hallelujah” Chorus sung, followed 
by “Home, Sweet Home” by Madame Albani, and “Rule', Britannia” by the Choir of the 
Royal Albert Hall, Her Majesty left (see Part II., p. 403). 
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Opening Festival of the Gordon Boys’ Home at the Criterion, being supported by the Duke 
of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Christian, the Duke of Teck, and Prince 
Louis of Battenberg. After the usual Loyal Toasts, His Royal Highness gave that of 
“ Prosperity to the Gordon Boys’ Horne.” 

May n. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, 

drove to Charing Cross Station and took leave of the Crown Princess of Germany on her 
return to Berlin. 

The Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and Prince and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, left Windsor Castle for Liverpool, arriving at Newsham House the following 
morning. In the afternoon Her Majesty and their Royal Highnesses drove to the Industrial 
Exhibition of Navigation, Travelling, Commerce, and Manufacture, being received by Sir David 
Radcliffe (Mayor of Liverpool), the Earl of Sefton (Lord-Lieutenant), and Sir Andrew Walker 
(Sheriff of Lancashire). The Mayor, as Chairman of the Exhibition, presented an Address, 
and prayer having been offered by the Archbishop of York, the Earl of Granville, by 
command of the Queen, declared the Exhibition open. After the ceremony Her Majesty and 
the Royal Party returned to Newsham House, proceeding thence to Lord and Lady Sefton’s 
at Croxteth Park. During the day the Duke of Connaught was presented with a Sword of 
Honour by the Mayor and Corporation, and visited the Southern Hospital, naming one of 
the Wards “ Margaret,” after the Duchess of Connaught. On the 13th the Queen visited 
the Liverpool Seamen's Orphan Institution; the Duke of Connaught and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg visiting St. George’s Hall, where the Princess distributed prizes to ladies of the 
St. John Ambulance Association, and the Duke medals to the Police. The Duke of 
Connaught and Prince Henry afterwards paid a visit to the Mersey Tunnel, which was opened 
by the Prince of Wales earlier in the year. In the afternoon the Queen, with the Duke of 
Connaught and Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, visited the Docks, stopping en route 
at St. George’s Hall to receive an Address from the City of Liverpool presented by Sir David 
Radcliffe. On arriving at the Docks the Queen and their Royal Highnesses went on board 
the steamer Claughton and steamed down the Mersey for several miles, returning to Newsham 
House, the Mayor of Liverpool being invited to dine. In the evening the Duke of Connaught, 
with Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, attended a ball given by the members of the 
Wellington Club. On the following morning Her Majesty, before leaving for Windsor, received the 
Mayoress of Liverpool at Newsham House. 

May 17 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, were present at a performance given at the Greek Theatre, Argyll Street, 
in aid of the funds of the British School of Archaeology at Athens. 

May 21 . The Queen, with Princess Henry of Battenberg, left Windsor and visited the 

Indian and Colonial Exhibition at South Kensington, being received on arrival by the Prince 
of Wales, and afterwards being joined by the Duchess of Albany and the Marquis of Lome. 
After the visit Her Majesty returned to Windsor. 

May 24 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princesses 

Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, were present at a Matinee at the Princes Theatre in 
aid of the funds for providing a “bed” at the French Hospital in London for French 
Musical and Dramatic Artists. 
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June 1. The Prince and Princess of Wales were present at an Operatic Performance, 

in aid of the funds of the Gordon Boys’ Home, at the Grosvenor Hall by the Drawing Room 
Operatic Company. 

June 3. The Princess of Wales presented new Colours to the 4th Battalion of the 

Princess of Wales’s Own (Yorkshire) Regiment in the Garden at Marlborough House, the Prince 
of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, with the 
Marquis of Ripon (Lord-Lieutenant of the North Riding), being present. 

The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, was 
present the same afternoon at Miss Wakefield’s Concert in aid of the funds of the Nursing 
Sisterhood of St. Margaret’s, East Grinstead, at St. James’s Hall. 

June 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, were present at the Royal Military Tournament at the Agricultural Hall, 
Islington, in aid of the funds of the Military Charities. 

June 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and the 

Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, accompanied by the Duchess of Connaught, 
the Duchess of Teck and Princess Victoria of Teck, left Marlborough House for the Tower, 
where their Royal Highnesses were received on arrival by the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of 
Cambridge, and the Duke of Teck. They then proceeded to a dais to receive an Address from 
the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of London. Having replied to the Address, His 
Royal Highness proceeded to lay the foundation-stone of the new Tower Bridge with the usual 
formalities, the Bishop of London offering a dedicatory prayer. His Royal Highness before 
leaving was presented with the trowel used on the occasion, upon which was engraved:— 

“ THIS TROWEL WAS PRESENTED BY THE BRIDGE HOUSE ESTATES COMMITTEE 
OF THE CORPORATION OF LONDON TO HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF 
WALES, K.G., AND USED BY HIM ON THE OCCASION OF HIS LAYING THE 
MEMORIAL STONE OF THE TOWER BRIDGE ON BEHALF OF HER MAJESTY 
QUEEN VICTORIA ON JUNE 2IST l 886 .” 

On the stone is the following inscription — 

“ THIS MEMORIAL STONE WAS LAID BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE

June 22. The Prince ot Wales, with Prince Albert Victor of Wales, left Marlborough 

House for Brighton, for the purpose of installing the Duke of Connaught as Provincial Grand 
Master of Sussex. After luncheon with the Provincial Grand Lodge of Sussex their Royal 
Highnesses returned to town. 
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June 25. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, drove to Marylebone, where the Princess of Wales opened the new wing of Queen 
Charlotte’s Lying-in Hospital. 

June 28. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

went to the site of the People’s Palace, Mile End Road, being received on arrival by Sir Edmund 
Hay Currie, the Beaumont Trustees, the Master and Wardens of the Drapers Company, and 
delegates from the East London Committee. The Archbishop of Canterbury having offered 
a special prayer, Sir Edmund Hay Currie presented an Address, and His Royal Highness then 
laid the foundation-stone of the building. The Archbishop pronounced the Benediction, and 
their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

July 3. The Queen, with the Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and Princess 

Henry of Battenberg, left Windsor for Aldershot to review the Troops under the command of 
Lieut.-General Sir A. Alison, being received on arrival by the Duke of Cambridge, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught, Prince Henry of Battenberg, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, and Princess Victoria 
of Teck. Her Majesty returned to Windsor after the Review. 

July 5. The Queen received at Windsor representatives of the Colonial and Indian 

Exhibition, who were presented to Her Majesty by the Prince of Wales, the following being 
also present: the Princess of Wales, Princess Louise of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the 
Marquis of Lome, Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, and the 
Duke of Cambridge. 

July 20. Prince Albert Victor of Wales distributed the prizes to the boys of the Greenwich 

Hospital School at Greenwich. 

July 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Princesses Louise, 

Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and Prince Charles of Denmark, attended an Amateur Entertainment 
at the Novelty Theatre in aid of the Home for British and American Governesses in Berlin. 

August 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, left Marlborough House for Homburg, His Royal Highness returning to London on 
6th September. The Princess of Wales, with the Princesses, proceeded to Copenhagen, returning 
to London on the 16th. 

September 17. The Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, and Princesses Louise, Victoria, 
and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Abergeldie Castle, being joined by the Prince 
of Wales on their journey north at York. 

October 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, visited the International Exhibition in Edinburgh, being received by the 
Marquis of Lothian, Lord Provost Clark, and Sir James Gowans. After an inspection of the 
buildings, the Prince and Princess each planted a sycamore tree in the open space in front of 
the buildings, and their Royal Highnesses continued their journey south. 

December 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales received their Royal Highnesses Prince 

Komatsu (uncle of the Mikado of Japan) and Princess Komatsu at Marlborough House, when 
Prince Komatsu invested His Royal Highness with the Grand Order of the Chrysanthemum. 

December 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Sion College, Victoria Embankment, 
where His Royal Highness opened the new Library Hall and other buildings. 
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March 14. I he Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor of Wales, 

drove to Kensington Gore, when Her Royal Highness opened the Alexandra House for Art 
Pupils. On the stone inside the House is the following inscription:—

March 16 . The Prince of Wales presided at a Meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Hyde Park Corner Improvements at Mr. Boehm’s Studio, and afterwards visited the Art 
Exhibition held in Spencer House in aid of the funds of the East London Branch of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society. 

March 19. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House on a visit 

to the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany at Berlin, for the purpose of being present at 

the celebration of the 90th Birthday of the Emperor, returning on the 28th. 

March 23 . The Queen, with Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, left Windsor Castle 

for Birmingham, being met on arrival by Lord Leigh (the Lord-Lieutenant of the County) 
and other gentlemen. Proceeding to the Town Hall, Her Majesty received Addresses from the 
Mayor and Corporation; the Royal Society of Artists; the Queen’s Hospital; and the 
Birmingham and Midland Institute. After luncheon in private Her Majesty proceeded to the 
Victoria Law Courts, receiving an Address en route from the Head Master of King Edward’s 
Grammar School on behalf of the boys. Arriving at the Law Courts, prayer was offered by 
the Bishop of Worcester, and Her Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the new buildings, 
on which is the following inscription :—

March 30 . The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and Princesses 
Victoria and Maud of Wales, performed the ceremony of opening the new building of the 
College of Preceptors, Bloomsbury Square, being received by the President, Vice-Presidents, 
Council, Dean, and other Officers of the College. Prayer having been offered by Bishop 
Mitchinson, and an Address received from the Rev. T. W. Jex-Blake (President of the Council), 
His Royal Highness declared the College open. After being conducted over the buildings, 
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their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. On a tablet placed on the wall in the 
entrance hall opposite the foot of the main staircase is the following inscription:—

was present at the 233rd Anniversary Festival of the Sons of the Clergy in St. Paul’s 

Cathedral. 

May 13 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise and Victoria of 

Wales and the Crown Prince of Denmark, were present at an Amateur Theatrical Performance 
at the house of the Earl and Countess of Cowper in St. James’s Square, in aid of the funds 
of the Finsbury and Shoreditch Polytechnic for Factory Boys. 

May 14 . The Queen, accompanied by Prince and Princess Christian and Prince and 

Princess Henry of Battenberg, left Windsor Castle to open the People’s Palace, in the East 
End of London. On arrival at Paddington, the Queen proceeded to Holborn Bars, and at 
the Boundary of the City of London was met by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of London 
and Middlesex, and a deputation from the Court of Aldermen, who, after presenting the 

City Sword and Mace, which Her Majesty returned, preceded Her Majesty to the Hall of 

the People’s Palace. Here the Queen was received on arrival by the Chairman (Sir Edmund 
Hay Currie), the Treasurer (Spencer Charrington, Esq.), and the Beaumont Trustees, 
as well as the Master ot the Drapers Company (Sir John R. Jennings). Proceeding to a dais, 
accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of 
Wales, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duke of 
Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck and Princess Victoria of Teck, an Address was 
presented by Sir Edmund Hay Currie, to which Her Majesty made a gracious reply. 
A gold key having been presented to the Queen, the Prince of Wales, by desire of Her 
Majesty, declared the Queen’s Hall open. Leaving the Hall the Queen was conducted 
to the site of the Technical School adjoining, and after the Archbishop of Canterbury 
had offered a prayer, and the Master of the Drapers Company had presented a Report 
of the origin of the building, Her Majesty, assisted by the Prince of Wales, laid the 
foundation - stone, after which the Archbishop pronounced the Benediction. The Queen and 
the Royal Family then proceeded to the Mansion House, where refreshments were served, 
Her Majesty leaving afterwards for Windsor. 

May 17 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise and Victoria of 
Wales, drove to the Shoreditch Town Hall, where the Princess of Wales opened the Old English 
Fancy Fair in aid of the Building Fund of St. Saviour’s Priory, Great Cambridge Street, 
Hackney, being.a branch of the Order of St. Margaret, East Grinstead. 

May 18 . The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Great Yarmouth, and, after 
luncheon with the Officers of the Norfolk Artillery Militia in the Assembly Rooms, proceeded to

Junt 2. The Prince of Wales was present at a Bazaar at Westminster Town Hall in aid 

of the funds for adding a new Wing to the East London Hospital for Children at Shadwell for 
the accommodation of out-patients. 

June 13. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and Princesses 

Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, laid the foundation-stone of the new Nave of the Church 
of the Holy Trinity at Sunningdale. The stone, placed over that of the original Church, bears

June 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales, drove to the Royal Patriotic Asylum for Girls, Wandsworth Common, 
being received by the Duke of Cambridge, Earl Nelson, Lord Chelmsford, and others. After the 
Princess of Wales had distributed the prizes and inspected some of the Wards, their Royal 
Highnesses left for Marlborough House. 

June 17 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince George and Princess Louise of 

Wales, visited Shaftesbury Avenue, St. Giles, Seven Dials, for the purpose of laying the foundation- 
stone of a new Home to be called “The Jubilee Memorial Home,” in commemoration of Queen 
Victoria’s Reign, at the same time naming the building “The Shaftesbury Home,” as a 
“ Memorial of the great and distinguished Philanthropist whose loss we must always and shall 
ever deplore ” (such were the words used by the Prince). After an Address from the Earl of 
Jersey, on behalf of the Committee of Management of the National Refugees for Homeless and 
Destitute Children, and a prayer offered by the Bishop of Bedford, His Royal Highness 
proceeded to lay the stone, which is on the left of the main entrance, and on which is the 
following inscription, surmounted by the Prince of Wales’s Feathers:—

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June 18. Prince Albert Victor of Wales, accompanied by Prince George of Greece, drove 

to Hammersmith, being received on arrival by Sir James McGarel Hogg (Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works) and others. After an Address had been read, to which the Prince 
made a reply, His Royal Highness declared the Hammersmith Bridge open. Their Royal 
Highnesses then proceeded to Battersea Bridge, when Prince Albert Victor laid the foundation- 
stone of the new bridge (the first stone he had laid for any public body), on which is the 
following inscription:—

at Victoria Station. 

In the afternoon the Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince 
George, and the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, received the King and 
Queen of the Belgians at Victoria Station, and drove with their Majesties to Buckingham 
Palace. 

The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, received 
the Duke of Aosta at Victoria Station, and accompanied His Royal Highness to Buckingham 
Palace. 

June 19. Prince Albert Victor, accompanied by Prince George of Wales, inspected the 

Corps of Commissionaires at Chelsea. 

June 20. Prince Devawongse of Siam invested Prince Albert Victor of Wales with the 

Order of the Crown of Siam at Marlborough House, in the name of his brother the King 
of Siam. 

The Queen invested the Crown Prince of Austria with the Order of the Garter. 

June 21. Celebrations throughout the United Kingdom, India, the Colonies, and Abroad, 

to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty Queen Victoria’s prosperous and glorious reign. 
The Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and Prince and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, left Windsor Castle for Buckingham Palace, and soon after arrival proceeded 
in procession to the Thanksgiving Service in Westminster Abbey. Her Majesty was 
accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Crown Prince of Germany, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
the Duke of Connaught, Prince Henry of Battenberg, the Marquis of Lome, the 

Grand Duke of Hesse, Prince Christian, Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 
Prince Christian Victor of Schleswig-Holstein, 'the Hereditary Prince of Saxe-Meiningen, Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, Prince Henry and Prince William of Prussia, the Hereditary Grand 

Duke of Hesse, and the Grand Duke Sergius of Russia, all mounted. Ihe Queen, on 

arrival at the Abbey, was received by the Archbishop of Canterbury, together with the 
Dean of Westminster, the Archbishop of York, and the Bishop of London. Ihose who 
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accompanied the procession having dismounted, Her Majesty proceeded to the Royal dais 
followed by: —

Having reached the Royal dais, and Her Majesty being seated on the historic Stone of 
Scone, the Thanksgiving Service was held, followed by the Benediction by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 

The Service being over, Her Majesty received the affectionate greetings of her children and 
grandchildren and the salutations of the Foreign Royalties, and .then left for Buckingham Palace. 
After luncheon, which was served in the Supper Room for Her Majesty and Royal guests, and in 
the Marble Flail for the Royal Household and suites in attendance on the Royal guests, the 
Queen received presents from the Royal Family in the Blue Drawing Room, and from the 
balcony of the Bow Room witnessed a march past of the Guards of Honour of the Royal Navy, 
numbering 600, on duty for the day in London. 

Later in the day the Queen received the Ambassadors, Special Representatives, and the 
Chefs de Mission, with their wives and daughters; also the distinguished Indian Princes and 
Deputations from Indian Native States, together with their suites; and the ladies and gentlemen 
in attendance on Her Majesty’s Royal guests (see Part II., p. 412). 

June 22. The Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh and the Crown Princess 

of Germany, visited the Children’s Fete in Hyde Park, where 26,000 children had assembled 
to commemorate the Jubilee and who were given a repast and amused for several hours. Her 
Majesty on arrival was received by the Prince of Wales, the following, who had preceded 
the Queen, being present : The Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor and Prince 
George, the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, the King of Denmark, the 

King of the Hellenes, the Crown Prince of Germany, the Grand Duke of Hesse, Prince 
George of Greece, the Duke of Sparta, the Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the 
Marquis of Lome, Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince William of Prussia, Prince and Princess Louis of 

Battenberg, and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar. In the afternoon Her Majesty received at 
Buckingham Palace the Officers of the General Committee of the Women’s Jubilee Offering 
°f £7 5 >°°o> subscribed by nearly 3,000,000 women in England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales, 
which subsequently Her Majesty devoted to the establishment of “Queen Victoria’s Jubilee 
Institute for Nurses,” and a large number of Deputations and Presents. Later in the day the 

Queen gave Aiguillettes to Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales on their being 
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appointed personal Aides-de-Camp to Her Majesty; and also conferred the Order of the Bath 
on the Grand Duke Sergius of Russia, the Hereditary Grand Duke of Hesse, the Hereditary Prince 
of Saxe-Meiningen, and Prince Louis of Battenberg.

June 23 . Leaving Buckingham Palace for Windsor, the Queen visited Eton College, where 

an Address was received from the Provost and Fellows of the College. Her Majesty then 
proceeded to the Castle followed by the boys who, on reaching the foot of the hundred steps, 
ascended to the Castle and stationed themselves on the grassy plot of the Round Tower facing 
the Grand Quadrangle, when they gave Her Majesty a cordial greeting. At night the Queen and 
Royal Family witnessed from the windows of the corridor a Torchlight Procession of 900 boys, 
who sang the “Eton Boat Song,” the “Jubilee Song,” “Carmen Etonense,” “Rule Britannia,” 
and finally gave three times three cheers, the band playing “ God Save the Queen.” 

June 24 . The Queen, accompanied by Princess Henry of Battenberg and Princesses Irene 

and Alice of Hesse, witnessed a Parade of representatives of 115 Fire Brigades drawn up on the 
Datchet Road, and afterwards drove to the tents of 6,000 school children of the various 
parishes who were being entertained in commemoration of the Jubilee. 

At night Her Majesty and Royal Family witnessed a Torchlight Procession of the Fire 
Brigades in the Quadrangle of the Castle. 

For many days following the Queen was the recipient of Presents, Congratulations, and 
Addresses from all parts of the world. 


THE QUEEN TO THE NATION. 

“ Windsor Castle, 

“ June 24th 1887.

Prince Albert Victor of Wales was presented with the Freedom of the Merchant Taylors 
Company and afterwards lunched with the Master and Wardens in the Plall of the Company. 

June 25. fhe Prince and Princess of Wales received at Marlborough House His Royal 

Highness Prince Hinamas Sultaneh (first cousin of the Shah of Persia), His Imperial Highness 
I iince Komatsu of Japan (uncle of the Mikado), and Monsignor Louis Ruffo-Scilla (Titular 
Archbishop of Pella, Envoy Extraordinary from His Holiness the Pope). 

June 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, accompanied by the King of Denmark and the King of the Hellenes, attended 
a bazaar in Willis’s Rooms in aid of the French Charities in London. 

Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit 

to the Marquis of Londonderry (Lord - Lieutenant of Ireland) at the Viceregal Lodge, 
arriving the following morning, on board the steamer Ireland , at Kingstown, where their Royal 
Highnesses were received by the Lord-Lieutenant, and after an Address from the Kingstown 
Town Commissioners, to which Prince Albert Victor replied, left for Westland Row. 

Here an Address having been received from the Loyal Citizens of Dublin, their Royal 

Highnesses proceeded to the Viceregal Lodge. In the evening their Royal Highnesses were 
entertained by the Benchers in the Hall of King’s Inn, and later on attended a ball given in 
the new Leinster Hall by the Citizens’ Committee. On the morning of the 28th the Princes 
were present at a Review in the Phoenix Park in honour of the Jubilee, which had been 
postponed. After luncheon at the Viceregal Lodge, their Royal Highnesses attended a short 
Jubilee Service in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and proceeding to St. Patrick’s Hall in the Castle, 
Prince Albert Victor was invested as a Knight of the Most Illustrious Order of St. Patrick. 

I heir Royal Idighnesses were present in the evening at a State Banquet at the Viceregal 
Lodge. The morning of the 29th was devoted to receiving numerous Addresses, and after a 
'visit to the Constabulary Barracks their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Donnybrook, where 
trince Albert Victor laid the foundation-stone of the new Wing of the Hospital for Incurables. 
On a parchment in a bottle placed in a cavity under the stone is the following inscription:—

' THE JUBILEE WING OF THE HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES

Having stopped at the Children’s Hospital in Harcourt Street, where Prince Albert Victor 
opened two new Wards to be named “The Jubilee Wards,” the Princes went to the Richmond 
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Barracks and lunched with the Officers of the Grenadier Guards, and visited the Hall and 
Chapel at the Kilmainham Royal Hospital. After dinner at the Viceregal Lodge, their Royal 
Highnesses attended a Concert in the Examination Hall of Trinity College by the University 
Choral Society. 

June 30 . On the 30th the Princes went to Trinity College where the Degree of 

Doctor of Laws, honoris causa , was conferred on Prince Albert Victor, and after paying a 
short visit to the Rose Show left for Killiney, stopping at the Town Hall at Blackrock to 
receive an Address, when Prince Albert Victor declared the “ Victoria Hill, Killiney ” open. 
Their Royal Highnesses left the same evening for London. 

July x. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 

and the Duke of Sparta, were present at a Ball given at the New Club in aid of the funds 
of the Royal Caledonian Asylum. 

July 4 . The Queen, accompanied by the Grand Duke of. Hesse, the Duke and 

Duchess of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
and Princesses Irene and Alice of Hesse, left Windsor Castle for London, and proceeded to the 
Imperial Institute at South Kensington, where, on arrival, Her Majesty was received by the 
Prince of Wales (President of the Institute), who read an Address on behalf of the Organizing 
Committee, followed by an Ode written for the occasion by Mr. Lewis Morris and composed by 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, which was performed by the Royal Albert Hall Choral Society, and a full 
Orchestra, assisted by the pupils of the Royal College of Music. I he Queen was handed a 
statement of the origin of the Institute, which, with a collection of coins of the current year, Her 

Majesty, with the assistance of the Prince of Wales, deposited beneath the stone. Having 

received a silver trowel from the Prince of Wales the Queen proceeded to lay the stone, being 
assisted in the use of the line and plummet by the Architect, Mr. T. E. Colcutt. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury offered a prayer, and Her Majesty received an Address of 
Congratulation on the attainment of the jubilee of her reign from the Royal Commissioners 
of the Exhibition of 1851. The Archbishop pronounced the Benediction. 

Besides those named above, there were present at the ceremony the Princess of Wales, 
the King of Denmark, Prince Albert Victor and Prince George, Princesses Louise, Victoria, 
and Maud of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, and many Indian Princes. • 

The ceremony being over the Queen, accompanied by the Royal Family, proceeded to 
the Albert Hall, where Her Majesty was received by the Prince of Wales (President) and 
Members of the Council of the Royal Albert Hall, and by Lord Aberdare (President of the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals), and arriving at the dais received an 
Address of Congratulation from the Prince of Wales (President) and Council of the Royal 
Albert Hall, to which Her Majesty made a gracious reply. The Members of the Council 
having been presented, Lord Aberdare handed the Queen an Address from the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, to which Her Majesty graciously replied, the Members 
of that Society being also presented. 

The Queen then delivered prizes to the 35 students, out of 26,525 competitors, who had 
been successful in writing the best essays on “ Kindness to Animals ” in the Metropolitan 
Schools, and received an Address from the Earl of Onslow (President of the Homes for 
Lost and Starving Dogs, Battersea), to which also Her Majesty made a gracious reply. 
The Queen returned to Windsor. 
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My 4 - The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 

Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, the King of the Hellenes, and the Duke of 
Sparta accompanied the King of Denmark to Charing Cross Station, where they took their 
leave of His Majesty on his return to Denmark. 

July 8. The Queen, accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess 

Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Grand Duke and Princess Irene of Hesse, the 
Hereditary Grand Duke of Hesse, and Prince Louis of Battenberg, left Windsor Castle for 
the Pavilion, Aldershot, on the following day holding a Public Review of the Regular and 
Auxiliary Forces, there being also present the King of the Hellenes, the King of Saxony, 
the Crown Prince of Greece, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince George and Princesses 
Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, Prince Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) 
and the Marquis of Lome, the Duchess of Albany, Prince Henry of Battenberg, the Duke of 
Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck and Princess Victoria of Teck, Princes Francis and 
Alexander of Peck, the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Hereditary Prince of Saxe- 
Meiningen, and Princesses Victoria, Sophia, and Margaret of Prussia. After luncheon at the 
Pavilion Her Majesty returned to Windsor. 

July xi. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 

left Marlborough House on a visit to Sir Matthew White Ridley at Blagdon for the purpose 
of being present at the Show of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, and of visiting 
the jubilee Exhibition at Newcastle-on-Tyne. On the following day His Royal Highness 
received an Address at Gosforth, on the way to Newcastle, from the Chairman of the local 
authority, on behalf of the inhabitants, and after presenting medals to the successful exhibitors 
attended the Annual Meeting of the Society, moving a vote of thanks to the Mayor and 
Corporation of Newcastle for their cordial reception of the Society. Prince Albert Victor was 
at the same time elected a member of the Society. After visiting the several departments of 
the Show, their Royal Highnesses returned to Blagdon. 

On the 13th their Royal Highnesses visited the Jubilee Exhibition, being received by 
Lord Ravensworth (Chairman of the Executive Committee), Sir C. M. Palmer, and others, and 
having been conducted through several departments of the Exhibition left for luncheon at the 
Assembly Rooms with the Mayor and Corporation. After luncheon their Royal Highnesses 
pioceeded to the Elswick Works, where they were received by Lord Armstrong, Captain Noble, 
Mr. W. Cruddas, and Mr. H. Swan, spending a considerable time in going through the various 
departments before departing for Blagdon, returning to London on the 14th. 

July 15. The Queen, accompanied by the Grand Duke and Princesses Irene and 

Alice of Hesse, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and Prince and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, left the Castle for Smith’s Lawn—the Crown Prince of Germany, the Prince and 
Piincess Christian, and the Princesses of Schleswig-Holstein awaiting Her Majesty, who was 
conducted with the other members of the Royal Family by the Countess of Stafford (President 
of the Committee of the Women’s Jubilee Offering) to a dais when the Queen, assisted by the 
Duke of Connaught, laid the foundation-stone of the equestrian statue of the Prince Consort 
presented by the Women and Girls of the United Kingdom. After Lady Hamilton Gordon, 
who represented the Women’s Jubilee Committee of Ceylon, and Mrs. Halliday, a similar 
Committee in Burma, had presented Addresses, the children of the Queen’s Schools sang the 
National Anthem, and the Queen returned to the Castle.

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July 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor of Wales 

and the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, visited the Lodge of the Girls’ Friendly Society 
(Rochester Diocesan Branch) at Brixton Rise. The Princess of Wales handed over the 
Deeds, declaring the Lodge to be the property of the Society, to the Secretary. 

The Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princess Louise of Wales, and 
the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, were present at Viscountess Folkestone’s Concert 
at Prince’s Hall, Piccadilly, in aid of the Children’s Country Holiday Fund and the Women’s 
Provident League. 

July 21. Prince George of Wales went to Greenwich and presented the prizes to the 

boys of the Royal Hospital, Greenwich. 

July 23. The Queen, on board H.M. Yacht Victoria and Albert, accompanied by the 

Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, Princesses Sophia and Margaret of Prussia, the Infante 
Antonio and the Infanta Eulalia of Spain, the Grand Duke and Princesses Irene and Alice of 
Hesse, the Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince Alfred and Princesses Marie, Victoria and Alexandra 
of Edinburgh, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and 
the Marquis of Lome, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg and Her Imperial Majesty the Empress Eug6nie, held a Review of the Fleet 
assembled at Spithead. Following the Royal Yacht was H.M. Yacht Osborne, on board of 
which was the King of the Hellenes, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor 
and Prince George, and the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, the Duke of 
Braganza, the Duke of Sparta, the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen and the Duke of 
Cambridge. Having passed through the Fleet the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert anchored 
and the Royal Party on the Osborne proceeded on board, the Flag Officers and Captains of the 
ships following, and after being presented to the Queen returned to their ships, the Victoria and 
Albert steaming again through the line on Her Majesty’s return to Osborne. 

July 25. The King of the Hellenes, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert 

Victor, Prince George, and the Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, visited the Duchess 

of Cambridge at St. James’s Palace to congratulate Her Royal Highness on the attainment of 
her 90th birthday. 

July 26 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, and Princesses Louise, 

Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and the Hereditary Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, accompanied 
the King of the Hellenes and the Duke of Sparta to Charing Cross Station, where they took 
leave. 

July 29. The Prince of Wales presented a “ Cabin ” to the Royal Sailors’ Home, 

Queen Street, Portsmouth, on a brass plate over the door of which is the following:— 

“ ALBERT EDWARD. 

PRESENTED BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS 
THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

HON. ADMIRAL OF THE FLEET 
29TH JULY 1887.” 

August 2. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for 

Homburg ; the Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, leaving 
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for Port Victoria and embarking on the Royal Yacht Osborne for Copenhagen. The Prince 
returned to Marlborough House on the 22nd September, and the Princess and Princesses on 
the 19th November, being met at Charing Cross Station by the Prince of Wales.

September 14 . ' THE QUEEN AND THE JUBILEE. 

“ The Queen has been greatly touched and gratified by the reception of many 
hundreds of Jubilee Congratulatory Addresses from representative bodies and institutions 
of all denominations in Great Britain, Ireland, India and the Colonies. Numbers of 
these are beautiful both in design and execution, and in many cases enclosed in caskets 
of exquisite workmanship. The Queen is anxious, personally, to express her warmest 
thanks for the expressions of loyalty, • coming as they. do from all parts of her vast 
Empire.” \\ 

The Prinbe .of Wales left v Marlborough House for Aldershot, when His Royal Highness presented 
new Colours to the Norfolk Regiment, and, after luncheon with Colonel Massey and the Officers, 
paid a visit to the .Church of England Soldiers’ Institute before returning to London. 

October 31. The' Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the Earl of Mount 
Edgcumbe at Mount Edgcumbe, Devonport, being received at Plymouth Station by Lord Mount 
Edgcumbe, and, proceeding to the Guildhall, received an Address from the Mayor, and distributed 
Prizes won at the recent Annual Shooting of the Volunteer Battalion of the Devonshire Regiment, 
afterwards leaving for Mount Edgcumbe. On the 2nd of November the Prince and his host 
went to Falmouth^ being received on arrival, on behalf of the County, by Mr. Digby Collins 
(High Sheriff), who presented an Address. 'After luncheon at the Falmouth Hotel His Royal 
Highness left for an open space hear th.e Town Hall known as the Moor, where an Address 
was received from the Mayor, after which the Prince left for the site of the new Church of 
All Saints, of which His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone. On the stone is the 
following inscription:—

After the Benediction by the Bishop of Truro, the Prince left for^ Mr. Cavendish Bentinck’s 
residence at Kerrisveane, later in the day going on board the Royal Yacht. On the 3rd His 
Royal Highness, having landed from the Royal Yacht, proceeded by train to Truro for the 
Consecration of the new Cathedral, the foundation-stone of which (accompanied by the Princess 
of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, and Prince George of Wales) he had laid on 20th May 1880. 
His Royal Highness, on alighting from the train, received an Address from the Mayor and left 
for the Cathedral, where the Consecration Service was held by the Bishop of Truro, there being 
18 other Bishops present. After the Service the Prince drove to the Public Rooms, where some 
4°o of the principal residents in Cornwall partook of luncheon, after which His Royal Highness 
re-entered the train and left for Port Eliot on a visit to the Earl and Countess of St. Germans. 
On the 4th the Prince left for Devonport, where, after receiving an Address from the Mayor, 
His Royal Highness proceeded to the Raglan Barracks, where he presented new Colours to the 
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2nd Battalion Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, and, after luncheon with Colonel Grieve and 
the Officers, left for London. 

November 14. The Prince of Wales received at Marlborough House Colonel Raines and 
Officers of the East Kent Regiment, and accepted, on behalf of Prince Albert Victor of Wales, 
the old Colours of the 2nd Battalion of the Regiment. 

December 26. The Prince of Wales received at Marlborough House Colonel Grieve and Officers 
of the Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, who presented His Royal Highness with the old 
Colours of the Regiment, the Prince having given the new Colours to the Battalion last month.

The Queen received at Buckingham Palace the Council of the Society for the 
Encouragement of Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce, when the Prince of Wales read an Address 
from the Council, praying that Her Majesty would permit them to mark this eventful year 
by offering the Albert Medal to Her Majesty in commemoration of the advance of Arts, 
Manufactures, and Commerce throughout the Empire during the 50 years of Her Majesty’s reign. 
The Queen made a gracious reply, accepting the Medal (see Part II, p. 407). 

March 9. Death of the Emperor William of Germany at Berlin, and the Accession of 
the Emperor Frederick William. 

March 10. Celebration of the Silver Wedding of the Prince and Princess of Wales in 
London, the United Kingdom, India, the Colonies, and Abroad. The Queen, accompanied by 
Princess Henry of Battenberg and the Duchess of Albany, drove from Buckingham Palace to 
Marlborough House to offer their congratulations, being received at the principal entrance by 
the Prince and Princess of Wales. Visits were also paid by the King of the Belgians, Prince 
and Princess Christian, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, Princess 
Victoria and Prince Francis of Teck, the Duke and Duchess Paul of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
and the French, Turkish, and other Ambassadors. Deputations, offering presents, were also 
received from: The Servants of their Royal Highnesses’ Household; the Bridesmaids of the 
Princess of Wales; the Danish Residents in the City of Newcastle - on-Tyne; the Danish 
Colony in London and the United Kingdom; the Representatives of 365 Ladies personally 
acquainted with the Princess; the past and present Members of the Queen's Household; 
the Earl of Lathom (Deputy Grand Master) and other Grand Officers of the United Grand 
Lodge of Freemasons in England; fifty Gentlemen personally acquainted with their Royal 
Highnesses; the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of London and Middlesex and the Common Council; 
the Peers of Ireland; the Officers, 2nd Battalion Yorkshire Regiment (the Princess of Wales’s 
Own)-—which in each case were acknowledged by the Prince on behalf of the Princess and 
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himself. The presentations being over, the Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert 
Victor, Prince George, and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, and the Crown 
Prince and Princess of Denmark, took luncheon with the Queen at Buckingham Palace. 

In the evening the Prince and Princess of Wales gave a Banquet at- Marlborough House, 
at which were present: The Queen, the King of the Belgians, the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Denmark, Prince and Princess Christian, the Duchess of Albany, Prihce and Princess Henry 
of Battenberg, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses

March 13. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Berlin, for the purpose of 
representing Queen Victoria at the Funeral of the late German Emperor, being accom¬ 
panied by the Crown Prince of Denmark and Prince Albert Victor of Wales. The Funeral 
took place on the 16th, and His Royal Highness returned to London on the 20th. 

March 20. The Princess of Wales, with the Crown Prince and Princess of Denmark, 
visited the Scandinavian Sailors’ Home in the East End recently opened by Prince Oscar. 

Prince George of Wales was presented with the Freedom of the Mercers Company, and 
afterwards lunched with the Master and Wardens in the Hall of the Company.

Ma y 7 - The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Glasgow on a 

visit to Lord Hamilton at Dalzell House, receiving at Motherwell Station, on the way, an 
Address from Provost Goodwin on behalf of the Borough. On the following day their Royal 
Highnesses drove to Motherwell and proceeded by train to Glasgow, where they were received 
by Sir James King (the Lord Provost) and Lady King, and, entering carriages, drove to the 
Council Chamber, where an Address was accepted from the Corporation. After luncheon with 
the Lord Provost, at his residence, their Royal Highnesses drove to the Exhibition, being 
received by Sir Archibald and Lady Campbell and the members of the Executive Committee. 
An Address was then presented, and after an Inaugural Ode had been sung His Royal Highness 
declared the Exhibition open. Tea having been provided by the Reception Committee, a visit 
was made to the Picture Galleries, the Women’s Industries Section, the Indian Section, and 
the Machinery Section, after which their Royal Highnesses left for Dalzell House.

Their Royal Highnesses were subsequently entertained at luncheon by the Mayor and left 
for London. 

May i-j. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, and Prince George of Greece, drove to the Hotel Metropole, where His Royal Highness 
opened a Bazaar in aid of the funds for building Homes for Soldiers and Sailors. 

May 19. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Duke Paul of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 

left Marlborough House for Sheerness, where His Royal Highness inspected the Norfolk Artillery 
Militia under the command of Lord Suffield, and the 3rd Middlesex Artillery Volunteers under 
the command of Lord Truro, at the Isle of Grain and the Garrison Point Forts, and, after 
luncheon with the Officers of the Norfolk Artillery Militia, returned to town. 

May 21. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left for Berlin to represent the 

Queen at the marriage of Prince Henry of Prussia with Princess Irene of Hesse-Darmstadt, 
returning to London on the 27th. 

June 4. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, were present at a performance at the Criterion Theatre in aid of the fund for the 
relief of the sufferers by the recent inundations in Germany. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards 
visited the Royal Albert Hall, where they witnessed the pupils of the Royal Masonic Institute 
for Girls going through their calisthenic and marching exercises, the Princess presenting gold 
and silver medals awarded to two of the pupils. 

June 5. The Prince of Wales (as President of the Committee of the Frere Memorial), 

accompanied by the Princess of Wales and Princesses Victoria and Maud, unveiled the Statue 
of the late Sir Bartle Frere on the Thames Embankment. 

June 7. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor of Wales, opened 

the new Gymnasium connected with the Central Young Men’s Christian Association in Long 
Acre, and in the evening presided at the Centenary Festival of the Royal Masonic Institution 
for Girls at the Royal Albert Hall. 

The Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princesses Louise and Victoria of 
Wales, visited the Bazaar at Knightsbridge Barracks in aid of Irish Distressed Ladies. 

June 8. Prince Albert Victor of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the Master 

of Trinity College, Cambridge, a large company being invited to meet His Royal Highness 
at dinner. 
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June 9. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Cambridge, and were present at the ceremony of 
an Honorary Degree being conferred on Prince Albert Victor by the University. After luncheon 
with the Vice-Chancellor at the Fitzwilliam Museum, their Royal Highnesses visited Newnham 
College, and returned to London accompanied by Prince Albert Victor. 

June 15. Death of the Emperor Frederick William at Berlin and Accession of William II. 

June 16. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor of Wales, Prince 

Christian, the Marquis of Lome, and the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, left Charing 
Cross for Berlin to attend the Funeral of the Emperor Frederick, which took place on the 18th, 
the body being laid in the Friedenskirche, or Church of Peace, at Potsdam. Their Royal 
Highnesses returned to London on the 25th. 

J uly 9 ■ The Officers, past and present, of the Rifle Brigade (the Prince Consort’s Own) 

presented the Prince and Princess of Wales with a clock on the occasion of their Royal 
Highnesses’ Silver Wedding. 

July 17. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, drove to the Great Northern Central Hospital in Holloway Road, when, after receiving 
an Address from Mr. Dewey, His Royal Highness declared the new buildings open. Her 
Royal Highness received purses, and a general inspection was made of the Hospital. 

July 18. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor of Wales, drove 

to St. John’s Gate, Clerkenwell, when His Royal Highness was installed as Grand Prior of the 
Order of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem in England, recently incorporated under Royal 
Charter by the Queen. Prince Albert Victor of Wales was at the same time admitted as a 
Knight of Justice, and was nominated Sub-Prior of the Order. 

July 27. Prince Albert Victor of Wales left Marlborough House for York, and in the 

Guildhall received the Freedom of the City in a gold casket. Leaving afterwards for the River 
Ouse, and embarking on a steamer at Skildergate Bridge, His Royal Highness proceeded to 
Naburn, where an Address was received from the Ouse Navigation Company. Having been presented 
with a gold key the Prince opened the new Lock, being entertained after the ceremony at a luncheon 
in a large marquee adjoining. 

August 14. The Prince arid Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, left Marlborough House for the Continent—the Princess and Princesses for Wiesbaden 
en route for Gmtinden on a visit to the Duchess of Cumberland ; the Prince for Homburg. The 
Princess returned to Marlborough House on 25th September, the Prince on 22nd October. 

November 12. The Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Princess Victoria of Wales, 
left Marlborough House for Copenhagen to be present at the 25th Anniversary of the Accession 
of the King of Denmark to the throne, returning to Marlborough House on the 24th November. 

November 14. The Prince of Wales paid a visit of inspection to Derby School, where, after 
inspecting the building known as “ The Prince of Wales’s Class Room,” erected as a memorial of 
the Prince’s visit on 17th December 1872, he proceeded to the Upper School Room where an 
Address was received from the Scholars; and, on a request from the boys that the 14th of November 
should for ever be recognized as a holiday, His Royal Highness at once responded by 

obtaining from the Head Master an affirmative answer, for which His Royal Highness was wildly 
cheered by the boys. 
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December is- The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 
and Princesses Louise and Maud of Wales, drove to Ealing for the purpose of opening the 
Victoria Hall erected by the inhabitants to commemorate the Jubilee year of Queen Victoria’s 
reign, and a new building for the accommodation of the Free Public Library. Their Royal 
Highnesses were received on arrival by Lord George Hamilton and Mr. E. M. Nelson (Chairman 
of the Memorial Committee), the latter of whom presented a gold key to the Prince at the entrance 
to the Victoria Hall, with which His Royal Highness opened the door and declared the Victoria 
Hall and Public Library open. On the right-hand wall, near the main entrance to the Victoria 
Hall, is a tablet with the following inscription:— 

“ 1837. VICTORIA REGINA ET IMPERATRIX 1887. 

VICTORIA HALL 

ERECTED BY PUBLIC SUBSCRIPTION 
TO COMMEMORATE 
HER MAJESTY’S JUBILEE 
OPENED BY

DECEMBER I5TH l888.” 

Prayer having been offered by the Bishop of Antigua, and an Address of Welcome received, to 
which the Prince replied, the Princess received purses, and their Royal Highnesses returned 
to Marlborough House. 

December 21. The Prince of Wales unveiled the new Statue of the Duke of Wellington, by 
Mr. J. E. Boehm, in Piccadilly, in place of the great Statue of the Duke removed from Hyde Park 
Corner to Aldershot. 


1889 

January 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to 
the Earl and Countess of Zetland at Aske, Yorkshire. On the following day their Royal 
Highnesses left by train for Middlesbrough, when they proceeded to the Town Hall. After 
an Address had been received from the Mayor, and also from Lord Zetland on behalf of the 
Freemasons of the Provincial Grand Lodge of Yorkshire, the Mayor presented a key made partly 
of steel and partly of gold, with which His Royal Highness opened the Buildings, and declared 
the new Town Hall and Municipal Buildings open. The Princess of Wales at the same time 
by an electrical arrangement started the clock in the Tower. On a granite tablet on the main 
wall of the Town Hall in Corporation Road is the following inscription :—

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Before leaving the Town Hall for the Royal Exchange, where luncheon had been provided His 
Royal Highness received and replied to an Address from the members of the St. John Ambulance 
Association present. After luncheon their Royal Highnesses returned to Aske Hall. 

I-'ebmary x 5 . p r i nce George of Wales left Marlborough House for Portsmouth, where he 
embarked on board H.M. Troopship Orontes to join the Flagship Northumberland, formin- part 
of the Channel Squadron. P 

March 19. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to Lieut.-Colonel 

Viscount Downe and the Officers of the 10th (Prince of Wales’s Own Royal) Hussars at the 
Cavalry Barracks, York, returning with Prince Albert Victor of Wales on the 21st. 

March 25 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 
of Wales, left Marlborough House for Duke’s Road, Euston Road, where His Royal Highness 
opened the new Headquarters of the 20th Middlesex (Artists) Rifle Volunteers, commanded by 
Colonel Edis, F.S.A., and was afterwards present at a Matinee given in aid of the Building Fund. 

Prince Albert Victor drove to Bethnal Green and opened the “ Herbert Webbe ” Memorial 
at the Webbe Institute in Abbey Street.

The remains of the late Duchess were in the morning privately removed from 
St. James’s Palace to Cambridge Cottage, Kew. The following proceeded direct to Kew Church •

Victoria Mary of Teck, the Princess of Wales and Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of 
Wales, the Duchess of Albany, Princess Henry of Battenberg, and Her Imperial Majesty the 
Empress Eugenie.

of Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess 
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Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Empress Frederick oi Germany, 
Princess Frederica of Hanover, the Landgrave of Hesse, the Duke of Cumberland, the German 
Emperor, and the Emperor of Austria-Hungary. 

May 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to the site of the proposed Hospital for Women in the Euston Road, opposite 
St. Pancras Church, where, after receiving an Address from Mrs. Garrett Anderson, M.D., and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury having invoked the blessing of God on the work, Pier Royal 
Highness laid the foundation-stone, on which is the following inscription - 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
HER ROYAL HIGHNESS 
ALEXANDRA 
PRINCESS OF WALES 
TUESDAY VII MAY MDCCCLXXXIX.” 

May 8 . The Prince of Wales drove to the University of London, Burlington Gardens, 

and, after Earl Granville (the Chancellor) had said a few words on behalf of the Convocation of 
the University, His Royal Highness unveiled a Statue of Queen Victoria on the staircase leading 
from the Hall. 

May 16. The Queen, accompanied by Prince Henry of Battenberg and Princess Victoria 

of Schleswig-Holstein, drove to Eton College, where, after an Address had been received from 
J. E. Talbot, K.S. (Captain of the School), and from the Hon. R. Coventry (Captain of the 
Oppidans) on behalf of the King’s Scholars, to which Her Majesty made a gracious reply, and 
prayers having been said by Dr. Hornby (the Provost), Her Majesty laid the foundation-stone 
of the new School Buildings, on which is the following inscription;—

Her Majesty before leaving inspected one of the new school-rooms. 

May 18. Prince George of Wales was presented with the Freedom of the Fishmongers 

Company and was afterwards entertained by the Prime Warden and Court of Assistants at 
their Hall. 

May 24. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and Prince George 

of Wales, unveiled a Statue of Queen Victoria in the Examination Hall of the Royal College of 
Physicians and Surgeons on the Thames Embankment. 

June 1. The Prince of Wales, with Prince George of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, 

and Prince George of Greece, drove to the Guildhall, when Prince George of Wales was admitted 
by patrimony to the Freedom of the City. After signing the usual declaration, and being addressed 
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by the Chamberlain, the Prince was handed an illustrated copy of the Freedom in a casket 
made from Nelson’s Flagship, the Victory, for which Prince George expressed his grateful 
thanks. Their Royal Highnesses were afterwards entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor at 
the Mansion House. 

June 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud 

of Wales, left Marlborough House for Paris, visiting the Paris Exhibition and Miss Leigh’s 
Mission Home, returning on the 16th. 

June 17. The Prince of Wales, at Marlborough House, presided at a Meeting of the 

Committee m aid of the Father Damien Memorial Fund. 

June 28. The Princess of Wales, with Prince George and Princess Victoria of Wales, 

were present at a Fancy Sale and Concert at Surrey House, Hyde Park Place, in aid of the 
funds of the British and American Homes in Paris. 

July x. Second visit of the Shah of Persia. His Majesty was met at Gravesend by the 

Prince of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, and Prince George of Wales, and proceeded by the steamer 
Duke of Edinburgh to Westminster; on landing the Royal Party drove to Buckingham Palace, 
and were met by the Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud of Wales, Prince and 
Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, and Court 
officials. On the following day the Shah proceeded to Windsor, accompanied by Prince Albert 
Victor of Wales, and, after luncheon with Queen Victoria, returned to town. The visit was 
somewhat of a repetition of the Shah’s first visit. A final visit was paid to Queen Victoria at 
Osborne, when Her Majesty presented the Shah with her portrait set in diamonds. Having 
taken leave of the Queen, His Majesty drove to the Trinity Pier and embarked on board 
H.M. Yacht Victoria and Albert, and left for Cherbourg on the 30th. 

July 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, and the Earl of Fife, were present at the Jubilee Fete and Floral Parade 
of the Royal Botanic Society of London in the Gardens in Regent’s Park, when the Princess 
of Wales presented the prizes to the winners. 

Prince George of Wales drove to the City and laid the foundation-stone of a new branch 
Hospital at the Royal Victoria and Albert Docks in connection with the Seamen’s Hospital 
Society, late Dreadnought. The following is the inscription on the stone:—

July 17. Prince George of Wales went to the Royal Naval School at West Chislehurst 

h’ark, Kent, where His Royal Highness opened the new buildings in place of those originally 
occupied at New Cross, being received by Admiral Lord Clanwilliam. After prayer by the 
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Archbishop of Canterbury, and an Address from the Head Master, His Royal Highness relaid 
the stone brought from the old building, which now bears the following inscription :—-

July 18. The Prince of Wales presided, at Marlborough House, at the Sixth Annual 

Meeting of the Royal College of Music, supported by Prince Christian, and, the Report of the 
Council having been read, presented the medals and certificates awarded to the successful 
competitors. 

Prince Albert Victor of Wales went from York to Harrogate for the purpose of opening 
the new Bath Hospital and the Rawson Home, and, after receiving an Address from the Earl 
of Harewood (President of the Institution), by whom he was presented with a gold key, declared 
the building open. An Address was then received from the Mayor of Harrogate and also 
from the Committee of the Hospital, to which His Royal Highness made replies. 

]u»\ ~3. I he Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, drove to the 

Tower of London and presented new Colours to the ist Battalion Northamptonshire Regiment 
under the command of Colonel Wilson. 

July 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to the Marylebone Road for the purpose of laying the foundation-stone of the 
new Samaritan Free Hospital for Women. On arrival their Royal Highnesses were received 
by the Earl of Selborne on behalf of the Committee. After the Bishop of Marlborough had 
conducted a full Choral Service Her Royal Highness laid the stone, on which is the following 
inscription 

“ THIS MEMORIAL STONE 
WAS LAID ON JULY 24TH 1889 
BY 

HER ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCESS OF WALES.” 

The Princess having received pursgs to the amount of £1,200, the Bishop pronounced the 
Benediction. 

July 26.' In the morning the Crown Prince of Denmark arrived at Charing Cross, 

being received at the station by Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales. In the 
afternoon the King of the Hellenes was received at the same station by the Prince of Wales, 
Prince Albert Victor, and Prince George of Wales, and proceeded to Marlborough House. 

July 27. Marriage of Her Royal Highness Princess Louise Victoria Alexandra Dagmar, 

eldest daughter of their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess 'of Wales, with Alexander 
William George, Earl of Fife, K.T., in the Private Chapel of Buckingham Palace, by the 
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Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of London, the Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, the 
Rev. F. A. J. Hervey, and the Rev. T.. Teignmouth Shore. The Bride, who was given away 
by her father, was accompanied by the following Bridesmaids: — 

The Princess Maud of Wales. The Princess Victoria of Wales. 

The Princess Louise of Schleswig-Holstein. The Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. 

The Countess Feodore Gleichen. The Princess Victoria Mary of Teck. 

The Countess Victoria Gleichen. The Countess Helena Gleichen. 

The Bridegroom was supported by Mr. Horace Farquhar. 

The following were also present at the marriage: The Queen, The Princess of Wales, 

Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, the Prince and Princess Christian and Prince 
Christian Victor of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis 
of Lome, Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, Princess Frederica of Hanover and Baron 
von Pawel-Rammingen, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck and Princes 
Francis and Alexander George of Feck, Prince Victor of Hohenlohe, Count Edward Gleichen, 
His Majesty the King of the Hellenes, the Grand Duke of Hesse, the Crown Prince of 

Denmark, and the Hereditary Crown Prince of Hohenlohe-Langenburg. After the ceremony, 
the Queen and Bride and Bridegroom and Royal Family proceeded to the Lower Dining 
Room, where the registration of the marriage was attested. The Queen and Royal Family 
then proceeded to the State Dining Room, where luncheon was served, that for Her Majesty’s 
Guests being served in the Supper Room. After luncheon the Bride and Bridegroom returned 

to Marlborough House, the route being by Constitution Hill, Piccadilly, and St. James’s 

Street. 

August 3. The Emperor William pf Germany, accompanied by Prince Henry of Prussia, 
came in the Hohenzollern on a visit to the Queen, being met by the Prince of Wales 

and Princesses Victoria and Maud, on board the Osborne , at the Nab. On arrival of both 

yachts in Osborne Bay, their Royal Highnesses went on board the Hohenzollern to welcome the 

Emperor; Prince Christian and the Marquis of Lome, who had gone out in the Alberta , also 
proceeding on board. Shortly after, the Emperor and Royal Party, having embarked on board 
the Alberta , proceeded to East Cowes, and, landing at Trinity Pier, were met by Prince Henry 
of Battenberg and drove to Osborne, where they were received by the Queen, with Princess 
Christian and Princess Henry of Battenberg. On the 4th the Queen, accompanied by some 

Members of the Royal Family, drove to Trinity Pier, and, embarking on board the Alberta , 

steamed into the Solent, passing round and between the German Squadron anchored near 
Osborne Bay. Later in the afternoon the Emperor, with Prince Henry of Prussia, embarked 
pn board H.M. Yacht Victoria and Albert, on which were assembled the Prince and Princess of 

Wales, Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

l rincess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, and 
Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, and steamed through the English Fleet and German 
Squadron, landing at Trinity Pier and proceeding to Osborne. On the 5th the Emperor and 
Royal Family embarked on the Osborne and watched the start of the Royal Yacht Squadron 
foi the Queen’s Cup, and, after witnessing the departure of the “ A ” and “ B ” Fleets for the 
Manoeuvres, returned to Osborne Bay, where the Emperor and the Prince of Wales went 
on board the German Flagship Baden and subsequently on board the Irene , commanded by 
1 rince Henry of Prussia. In the evening the Emperor, Prince Henry of Prussia, Prince 
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Christian, and Prince Henry of Battenberg, dined at the Royal Yacht Squadron Club House 
as the guests of the Prince of Wales (Commodore) and members of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron. On the 6th the Emperor, accompanied by his suite, left for Aldershot, and saw 
a Review of the Troops, returning after luncheon to Osborne. On the 7th the Queen 
and Royal Family witnessed at Osborne the parade of 1,400 Officers, Cadets, Seamen, and 
Marines of the German Squadron, the Emperor marching past at the head of the Force, and 
Prince Henry of Prussia marching past at the head of his men. The Queen the same day 
conferred the Order of the Garter on Prince Henry of Prussia. On the 8th the Emperor 

concluded his visit and left for Germany. 

August 13. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for 
Homburg, and returned to London on the 25th September. 

September 30. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 
left Marlborough House on a visit to the King and Queen of Denmark, with whom the 

Princess of Wales and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales had been staying since 25th 
August. 

During their visit to Denmark their Royal Highnesses left, with the King and Queen of 
Denmark, for Athens, to be present, on the 27th October, at the Marriage of the Duke of 
Sparta with Princess Sophia of Prussia, there being also present the King of the Hellenes, 
the German Emperor and Empress, the Empress Frederick, the Tsarevitch, the Hereditary 
Prince and Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, Prince Henry of Prussia, Princesses Victoria and 
Margaret of Prussia, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, and Princess Marie of Greece. 

October 28. The Prince of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, 
left Athens for Egypt, being accompanied to the Piraeus by the King of the Hellenes, the 
Empress Frederick, the Princess of Wales, and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
where they took leave, and returned to Athens; the Prince of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, 
and George of Wales, proceeding in the Flagship “ Dreadnought .” On the 30th the Prince of 
Wales, with Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, arrived at Port Said, and 

proceeded to Ismailia; and on the following day Prince Albert V ictor left by the Oceana for 
India, the Prince of Wales and Prince George proceeding to Cairo, on their way visiting the 
Battlefield and Cemetery of Tel-el-Kebir. On arrival at Cairo they were received by the 

Khedive, and drove to the British Agency with Sir Evelyn Baring. After luncheon a visit 

was paid to the Khedive at the Gizeh Palace. In the evening their Royal Highnesses dined 
with Sir Evelyn and Lady Baring, when General Sir Francis Grenfell, Lord and Lady Downe, 
and others were present. On the 2nd November the Prince of Wales and the Khedive reviewed 
the British and Egyptian Troops, when, after the Troops had marched past, and were 
preparing to advance in Review Order, the Prince of Wales, drawing his sword, and placing 
himself in front of the line, gave the word to “ Advance in Review Order,” and halting before 
the Khedive, lowered his sword in salute. After the Review their Royal Highnesses dined 
privately at Sir Evelyn Baring’s, and in the evening attended a Reception given by Lady Downe. 
On the 3rd their Royal Highnesses lunched with the Khedive, and later took tea with 

Mr. Locke King, in the evening dining privately with the Khedive, and accompanying him 
to the religious festival of the Mulid-el-Nebbi. On the following day, accompanied by the 
Khedive to the Cairo Station, their Royal Highnesses took leave, and left for Alexandra 

en route for Athens. The Prince and Princess of Wales and Royal Party returned to London 

on the 18th November. 
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January 13. The Prince of Wales presided at a Dinner at the Hotel Metropole in aid of 
the National Leprosy Fund. 

January 18. The Prince of Wales, when on a visit to Lord and Lady Winford at Canford 
Manor, opened a Public Park in Poole. On a tablet on one of the buildings is the following 
inscription:— 

“ THIS PARK 
WAS OPENED BY 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS ALBERT EDWARD 
PRINCE OF WALES 
ON JANUARY 18, 1890. 

Mayor: philip edward lionel bridge. Sheriff: Christopher hill, junior.” 

(followed by the names of 6 Aldermen , 17 Councillors , the Town Clerk , and Borough Surveyor). 

January 21. The Prince of Wales, with Prince George of Wales, attended the funeral of 

Lord Napier of Magdala. 

February 20. The Prince of Wales attended the Funeral of Earl Sydney at Chislehurst. 

March 4. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince George 

ol Wales, and the Earl of Rosebery, whose guests they were at Dalmeny, left for the Forth 
Bridge Station, where His Royal Highness drove in the last rivet holding together the last three 
plates of the Bridge, declaring the Forth Bridge open. Around the top of the rivet there is the 
following inscription :— 

“ LAST RIVET DRIVEN IN BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS 
THE PRINCE OF WALES 4TH MARCH 189O.” 

The ceremony was followed by a Banquet. 

March 15. The Princess of Wales, with Prince George and Princess Victoria of Wales, 

visited the Royal Hospital for Women and Children in the Waterloo Bridge Road and inspected 
the wards. 

March 18. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields, where His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone 
of the new Municipal Buildings facing the south-east corner of the Charing Cross Road, opposite 
St. Martin’s Church, on which is the following inscription :— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

ON THE 18TH MARCH 1890.” 

(N.B. —There is a tablet in the building to the same effect with the addition 

that “The Building was opened by the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, M.P., on the 

16th July 1891.”) 
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His Royal Highness subsequently laid a memorial-stone of the new Library and Reading Room, 
after prayer by the Bishop of London, and the reception of an Address from the Rev. J. F. 
Kitto (the Vicar). On a marble tablet on the south wall is the following inscription :— 

“ st. martxn’s-in-the-fields 

FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

THIS STONE WAS PLACED BY 
HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS 
THE PRINCE OF WALES 
l8 MARCH 1890.” 

March 20 . The Prince of Wales and Prince George of Wales left Marlborough House 

for Berlin on a visit to the German Emperor, being received on arrival by the Emperor 

and Empress Frederick; and, after paying and receiving visits, were present at a Grand Banquet 
in the White Saloon of the Schloss. On the following day their Royal Highnesses attended 
a Chapter of the Black Eagle, when Prince George was invested with the Insignia of the Order, 

which had been previously conferred upon him. On the 22nd the Prince of Wales and Prince 

George took part in the Ceremonies of the Ordensfest; this is generally held on the Coronation 
day of the first King of Prussia, 18th January, but, like the Chapter of the Black Eagle, it had 
this year to be postponed in consequence of the death of the Empress Augusta. Their Royal 
Highnesses were present in the evening at a dinner given by Count Herbert Bismarck. On the 
23rd the Prince of Wales lunched with the Officers of the First Dragoon Guards (Queen of England’s 
Own), at which the Emperor was present and appointed Prince George a Rollmeister or Captain 
a la suite. After luncheon their Royal Highnesses, with the Emperor, were present at a Sham Fight 
on the Tempelhof, concluding with a March Past in which Prince George joined his Dragoon 
Regiment. In the evening the Emperor and their Royal Highnesses were entertained at dinner 
by Sir Edward and Lady Ermyntrude Malet at the British Embassy. On the 24th the 

Emperor, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and Prince George, visited the School of 

Musketry at Spandau, in the evening attending a State Concert at the Schloss. On 
the following day the Prince of Wales and Prince George, accompanied by the Empress 
Frederick with Princesses Victoria and Margaret of Prussia, went to the Friedenskirche at 
Potsdam, this being the anniversary of the death of the Empress Frederick’s son Prince Waldemar. 
On the 28th the Emperor accompanied the Prince of Wales and Prince George to Anhalt 

Station, where the Empress Frederick and Princesses Victoria and Margaret of Prussia were 

waiting to receive them. Having taken leave, their Royal Highnesses left for Coburg, being 
received on arrival by the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg, and the Hereditary 
Grand Duke of Plesse, and drove to the Duke of Edinburgh’s residence. On the 29th the Prince 
of Wales visited the Duke of Saxe-Coburg, and in the afternoon drove with the Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh to their country seat at Rosenau, where the Prince Consort was born. In 
the afternoon a reception of Officers and Officials was held in the Palace, followed by a luncheon, 
after which the Prince of Wales, with the Duke of Edinburgh and Prince George, drove to Fesking, 
and in the evening attended a State Dinner at the Palace. On the 31st the Prince of Wales 
left for Cannes, Prince George remaining at Coburg. 

April 6 . On 6th April (Easter Day) the Prince of Wales, after attending Divine Service 

at St. George’s Memorial Chapel, Cannes, proceeded to the small chapel where the monument 
of his late brother (the Duke of Albany), presented by the Queen, is placed. After a special 
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service, His Royal Highness removed the covering, which bore St. George’s Cross, and pronounced 
the usual dedicatory sentence, after which the hymn, “ Now the labourer’s task is o’er,” was 
sung (see Part III., p. 442). His Royal Highness returned to London on the 19th. 

May 2. Leaving Ismailia in the Oceana on the 31st of October 1889, Prince 

Albert Victor of Wales, attended by Captain Holford, arrived at Aden on the 4th of 

November, and after receiving the Governor and his Staff, and an Address from the 
Natives, on board, proceeded to Bombay, which was reached on the nth, when the Duke 

of Connaught and Lord Reay went on board. After landing and being presented with 

an Address of Welcome from the Municipality, the Prince left by train, accompanied by 

the Duke, for Poona. Here two days were devoted to Official Receptions, a Grand 

Military Parade, a State Ball, and a Military Tattoo. On the 14th the Prince, accompanied 
by the Duke, left for Hyderabad, where the Prince paid a visit to the Nizam and his 
Prime Minister (Sir Salar Jung), and attended a Ball at the British Embassy. On the 19th the 
Prince arrived at Madras, received an Address from the Municipality, drove through the city, 
and was present at a dinner given in his honour by the Governor, followed by a Reception. On 
the 26th the Prince went to Mysore to take part in an elephant hunt and some bison-shooting, 
and, after visiting Bangalore, Madura, Tinnevelly, and Travancore, returned to Madras, and, 
embarking for Burma, spent Christmas day at Mandalay. Leaving early in the New Year 
the Prince arrived at Calcutta on 6th January, being met by the Duke of Connaught, the Viceroy, 
and the Marchioness of Lansdowne, and received many Addresses and Deputations, among the 
latter being one from the Leper Asylum Committee, and, in response to their appeal, His 
Royal Highness consented to the Asylum, then in course of erection, being called after his name. 
During his stay the Prince attended several receptions, was entertained at a Dinner and Ball at 
Government House, a Garden Party given by the Lieutenant-Governor and Lady Bayley, and a 
Dinner at the Byculla Club. Leaving Calcutta, the Prince paid visits to Benares, Lucknow, 
Cawnpore, and Agra, where he arrived on the 23rd, and was entertained by H.H. the Maharaja 
of Bharatpur. During his stay the Prince presented new Colours to the 4th Bengal Infantry and 
visited the Taj Mahal, or Mausoleum, of Shah Jehan. On the 24th the Prince left for the Punjab, 
visiting the Khyber Pass, where he presented Medals for the Black Mountain Expedition to the 
Officers and Men of the Khyber Rifles. He subsequently visited Udaipur and Jodhpur, and 
arrived at Nepaul Terai on the nth of March. Here the Prince was received by the Gaekwar, 
witnessed deer-hunting by cheetah, and was entertained at a State Banquet. He then proceeded 
to Baroda, and arrived at Bombay on the 26th, where he met with a cordial welcome, visited the 
chief places of interest, attended a Banquet at the Byculla Club, and, after receiving a Farewell 
Address from the Municipal Council, embarked on the 28th for Home on the P. & O. Steamer 
Assam. At Aden the Prince and party transhipped on to the Oceana, arrived at Cairo on the 
6th of April, Paris on the 30th (where His Royal Highness paid a visit to President Carnot), and 
reached London on the 2nd of May, being met at Charing Cross Station by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, Prince George, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, and Princesses Victoria and 
Maud of Wales. 

May 10. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, 

and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, were present at a Concert given by 5 00 students of 
the Guildhall School of Music and the Royal Artillery Band, at the Royal Albert Hall, in aid of 
the funds of the Morley House Convalescent Home for Working Men at St. Margarets, near 
Dover. 
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May 12. The Queen, accompanied by the King of the Belgians, the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, the 
Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Princess Christian, and Princesses Victoria and Louise of 
Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, Prince and 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Arthur 
and Princesses Margaret and Victoria of Connaught, drove to Smith’s Lawn near Virginia Water, 
being received by Prince Christian and the Duke of Westminster, who presented an Address. 
Her Majesty having pulled a cord, unveiled a bronze Statue of the late Prince Consort, being a 
replica by Sir Edgar Boehm of Baron Marochetti’s work, representing the Prince in Field Marshal’s 
uniform mounted on his charger, the head being uncovered and the cocked hat in his right hand. 
On the pedestal is the following inscription :— 

“ ALBERT, PRINCE CONSORT 

BORN AUGUST 26 1819. DIED DECEMBER 14 l86l. 

THIS STATUE WAS PRESENTED TO VICTORIA, QUEEN AND EMPRESS, AS A 
TOKEN OF LOVE AND LOYALTY FROM THE DAUGHTERS OF HER EMPIRE 
IN REMEMBRANCE OF HER JUBILEE, JUNE 21 1887, AND WAS UNVEILED 

ON MAY 12 1890.” 

After the ceremony Her Majesty and Royal Family, before leaving for the Castle, witnessed the 
Troops on duty march past and advance in Review Order. 

May 19. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, visited Chatham, 

and unveiled a Statue of the late Major-General Gordon which had been erected opposite the 
Brompton Barracks. The Statue represents General Gordon riding on a camel, the only inscription 
on the pedestal being “Gordon.” The Prince having drawn off the Union Jack covering the 
Statue, Gordon’s favourite hymn, “ For ever with the Lord,” was sung, accompanied by the band. 
After the ceremony His Royal Highness lunched with the Duke of Cambridge (Colonel-in-Chief of 
the Corps) and the Officers of the Royal Engineers quartered at Chatham, in their Mess Room, 
leaving afterwards for London. 

May 23. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert Victor and Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales, presented, at the Guards’ Industrial Home, Francis Street, West¬ 
minster, the prizes gained by the girls at that institution. 

May 24. The Queen was pleased to confer the dignity of a Peerage of the United Kingdom 

upon His Royal Highness Prince Albert Victor Christian Edward of Wales, by the name, style, 
and title of Duke of Clarence and Avondale and Earl of Athlone. 

j UHe 5 . The Princess of Wales, with the Duke of Clarence and Avondale and Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales, was present at a performance at the Criterion Theatre tn aid of 
the funds of the Parish of Holy Cross, St. Pancras. 

June 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

embarked on board the H. M. Stanley at Westminster Stairs, and proceeded to the Royal Victoria 
and Albert Docks, where their Royal Highnesses were received by the Duke of Edinburgh, and 
proceeded by train to the new Branch Hospital of the Seamen’s Hospital Society at Greenwich. 
After prayer had been offered by the Bishop of Colchester, His Royal Highness declared the 
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Branch Hospital open, announcing that the Princess of Wales had consented to a Ward being 
named “ The Alexandra Ward.” Returning by train to Greenwich, a visit was made to the 
General Seamen’s Hospital, which took the place of the old Dreadnought. After being present 
at a Garden Party given by General Viscount and Viscountess Wolseley at the Ranger’s Lodge, 
their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

June 25. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

visited the Cheyne Hospital for Sick and Incurable Children in Cheyne Walk, Chelsea. 

July 4. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 

Clarence and Avondale, and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, presented, in the Gardens 
of Marlborough House, certificates to representatives of the first thousand Nurses who had joined 
the National Pension Fund for Nurses, receiving also purses from the Nurses in aid of the Junius S. 
Morgan Memorial Benevolent Fund. 

July 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

drove to Lambeth, being received by the Duke of Edinburgh (President of the Kyrle Society) 
and by Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) (Vice-President). At the request of the Princess 
Louise, on their way to the platform the Prince planted a tree in memory of the occasion. Arriving 
at the platform, after an Address had been received from Mr. Lester (on behalf of the Vauxhall 
Park Working Men’s Committee), and Keys of the Park handed to His Royal Highness by the 
Duke of Edinburgh, one of which the Prince handed to the Hon. and Rev. Canon Pelham 
(Chairman of the Lambeth Vestry), His Royal Highness declared the Vauxhall Park open. 

July 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to Queen’s Gate, South Kensington, where they were received by the Duke of 
Edinburgh and the Duke of Cambridge. After a prayer had been offered by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and an Address received from Mr. Samson Fox (the principal donor to the 
Building Fund), to which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness proceeded to lay the 
foundation-stone of the Royal College of Music. The Archbishop pronounced the Benediction. 

July 10. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to Greenwich, where His Royal Highness distributed prizes to the successful 
boys of the Royal Hospital School. 

July 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, went to Bisley Common, when His Royal Highness declared the new Range of the 

National Rifle Association open. 

July 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, visited the Evelina Hospital for Sick Children in the Southwark Bridge Road, being 
received by Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild (President of the Hospital). After inspecting 
the wards, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to St. Saviour’s Church, Southwark, being 
received by the Bishop of Rochester and the Wardens of St. Saviour’s, who presented an 

Address. After prayer by the Bishop, and the singing of Psalms, His Royal Highness laid 

the foundation-stone of the new Nave. The stone is on the south side above a buttress 
with a large cross incised. Leaving St. Saviour’s, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the 
new building of the Royal South London Ophthalmic Hospital, St. George’s Circus, being 
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received by the Duke of Cambridge (President of the Hospital), after which His Royal 
Highness laid the foundation-stone of the new building, on which is the following inscription:— 

“ FOUNDED 1857. 

THIS STONE 
WAS LAID BY 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

JULY 24 I89O.” 

After the ceremony the Princess of Wales received purses from ladies and childien in ciid 
of the funds of the Hospital. 

August 4. The German Emperor, with Prince Henry of Prussia, arrived on board the 

Imperial Yacht Hohenzollern on a visit to the Queen, being met by the Prince of Wales, 

the Duke of Cbnnaught, and Prjnce Waldemar of Denmark, on board PI.M. Yacht Alberta , 
and proceeding, as on 3rd August last year, to Osborne. On the 5th the Emperor went on 

board the Prince of Wales’s Yacht Aline (the Duke of Connaught and Prince Henry of 
Battenberg being also on board), and witnessed the race for the Queen’s Cup; and in 
the evening attended a banquet at the Royal Yacht Squadron Club, at which were also 
present Prince Henry of Prussia, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg -» 
Strelitz, and Prince Waldemar of Denmark. On the 6th the Emperor, with the Prince of 

Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Connaught, and Prince Waldemar of Denmark, 
visited Eastney, and, after inspecting the experiments in operation, lunched with the Officers 
of the Royal Marine Artillery at their Barracks; and before returning to Osborne witnessed a 
Parade and March Past of the Troops. On the 7th the Emperor visited the Dockyards and 
Naval Establishments at Portsmouth and Whale Island. On the 8th the Emperor received on 

board the Hohenzollern the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and Princess Henry of Battenberg. Later in the 
day, having taken leave of the Queen, His Imperial Maj’esty went on board the Osborne , 
accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and Prince Henry of Battenberg, and dined with 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, afterwards leaving on board the Hohenzollern for Germany. 

August 14. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left for Homburg and Monte Carlo, 

returning on 5th September (see Part II., p. 424). 

September 24. Major His Royal Highness Albert Victor Christian Edward, Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale, gazetted as Hon. Colonel of the 4th (Prince Albert Victor’s Own) Bombay 
Cavalry (Poona Horse). 

October 4. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for Vienna 

en route to Hungary, returning to London on 23rd October, 

October 29. The Duke of Clarence and Avondale, when on a visit to the Earl of Sefton at 

Croxteth Hall, drove into Liverpool, and (after receiving an Address of Welcome from the 
Mayor and Corporation at the Town Hall, to which His Royal Highness replied) proceeded to 
the new Royal Infirmary. Prayer having been offered by the Bishop of Liverpool, His Royal 
Highness was presented with a gold key with which he opened the door; he then declared 
the Infirmary open, afterwards inspecting some of the wards, and leaving for Croxteth. 
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December 15. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke qf Connaught and the Duke of - Clarenc'e 
and Avondale, left Windsor Castle for Reading, where, in the Town''Hall, His Royal Highness 
installed the Duke of Clarence and Avondale as Provincial Grand Master of. Berkshire, after 
the ceremony lunching (in a building lent by Messrs. Sutton of Reading) with the Provincial 
Grand Lodge, the Duke of Clarence and Avondale being in the Chair. Their Royal Highnesses 
subsequently returned to London. 

December 18. The Queen, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Duke and Duchess 
of Conrfaught, . Princess Margaret arid Prince Arthur of Connaught, and Prince Henry of 
Batt&nberg,' unveiled, in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, the Statue erected in memory of His 
Imperial Majesty'the lat'e Emperor Frederick, King of Prussia, son-in-law of Her Majesty, 
and husband of the Queen’s eldest daughter the Empress Frederick, Princess Royal of Great 
Britain and Ireland. ‘ At the conclusion of the Service Her Majesty and Members of the Royal 
Family placed wreaths at the foot of the Statue. 
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February 14. Major His Royal Highness Albert Victor Christian Edward, Duke of ClareriQe 
and Avondale, gazetted as Honorary Colonel of the 1st (Prince Albert Victor’s Own) Regiment 
of Punjab Cavalry. ' 

February 26. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Portsmouth, and was presqht 

at the launching of H.M.S. Royal Sovereign and Royal Arthur by the Queen. After 

luncheon with Her Majesty at Admiral Sir Edmund Commerell’s official residence, His \ 
Royal Highness returned to town. 

March 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud x>f 

Wales, drove to Battersea and visited the Royal Masonic Institute at St. John’s, where Hi^ , . 
Royal Highness opened the new Centenary Hall of the Royal Masonic Institute for Girls. 

March 31. The Duke of Clarence and Avondale visited Wakefield from York, being met 

on arrival by the Mayor and Corporation. At the Town Hall His Royal Highness received 
an Address of Welcome in a handsomely bound volume from the Mayor. He afterwards 
drove to Bell Street, and, after receiving another A.ddress from Sir Edward Green, on behalf 
of the Council of the Technical Art School, declared the School open, returning at the 
conclusion of the ceremony to the Town Hall for luncheon, and leaving subsequently for York. 

May 2. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, the Duke of 

Clarence and Avondale, the Duchess of Fife, Princess Maud of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, drove to the Naval Exhibition at Chelsea, being 
met by Prince and Princess Christian and Princesses Victoria and Louise of Schleswig-Holstein, 
Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duchess of Albany, 
Prince and Princess Victor of Hohenlohe, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of leek, Princes 
Adolphus, Francis, and Alexander of Teck, the Hereditary Prince of Anhalt, and Count and 
Countess Gleichen. After prayer by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and an Address from Lord 
George Hamilton (First Lord of the Admiralty), His Royal Highness declared the Exhibition 
open. Admiral Sir W. Dowell (Chairman of the Committee) then presented the Princess of 
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Wales with a gold key of the door of a Model. Lighthouse, which, moving on its hinges, caused 
a brilliant light to appear in the lantern at the top of the model, and simultaneously and in 
obedience to the same electric force the Royal Standard was unfurled on the flag-staff of a 
full-sized model in the grounds outside. Their Royal Highnesses after being conducted over 
the Exhibition returned to Marlborough House. 

May 4. The Duke of Clarence and Avondale presided at a Dinner at the Hotel 

Metropole in aid of the funds of the Royal Hospital for Women and Children, Waterloo Road. 

May 7. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Henry of Battenberg, paid a visit to 

the Royal Naval Exhibition at Chelsea, being received on arrival by the Prince of Wales, the 

Duke of Clarence and Avondale, Lord George Hamilton, and Admiral Sir W. Dowell. Her 

Majesty was conducted over the Exhibition, and afterwards returned to Buckingham Palace. 

May 9. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, was 

present at the Fourth Singing Competition of the London Girls’ Club Union in the Inner 

Temple Hall. 

May 17. Birth of a daughter to Princess Louise (Duchess of Fife) and the Duke of 

Fife at East Sheen Lodge. 

May 18. The Duke of Clarence and Avondale left on a visit to Lord Carrington at 

Wycombe Abbey, being received at the Station by the Mayor and Corporation of High Wycombe, 
who presented an Address of Welcome. His Royal Highness dined at Wycombe Abbey in the 
evening, the Officers of the Bucks Militia being invited. On the following day His Royal Highness 
left for Aylesbury, and attended the Installation of Lord Carrington as Provincial Grand Master 
of the Bucks Freemasons; and on the 20th was present at a Review of the Bucks Militia. 

June 1. The Prince of Wales inspected at Marlborough House (previous to their 

return to Portsmouth) the Seamen belonging to H.M.S. Excellent who, under command of 

Lieut. Campbell, had been employed at the Royal Naval Exhibition. 

June 2. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, opened an Exhibition of the Home Arts Industries at the Royal Albert Hall. 

June 6. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, drove to the 

Mission Buildings in New Church Road of the Trinity College (Cambridge) Mission at 
Camberwell, being received by Dr. Butler (Master of Trinity), who read an Address, after which 
their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Trinity Court, where the Prince declared the nfew Hall and 
Club-rooms of the Mission open. 

June 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, visited Eastbourne and proceeded to All Saints’ Convalescent Hospital (the foundation- 
stone of which was laid in 1889 by the Duchess of Albany). After a prayer by the Bishop of 
Chichester Her Highness declared the New Wing of the Hospital open, and afterwards received 
purses. At the conclusion of the ceremony their Royal Highnesses drove to Compton Place for 
luncheon with the Marquis of Hartington, and later in the day drove to Princess Alice’s 
Hospital, where His Royal Highness formally opened the new Children’s Wing, consisting of 
two wards. 

June 23. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, left Marlborough House on a visit to the Earl and Countess Fitzwilliam at 
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Wentworth. On arrival at Doncaster Station, cn route for .Wentworth, they were received by 
the Mayor and Corporation, \yho presented an Address, On the following day their Royal 
Highnesses were received at the Royal Agricultural Show \at Doncaster by Lord Ravensworth 
(the President) and Lord Feversham (the President-elect), and, after being conducted over the 
Show, left for Rotherham, where, on arrival at the new Park (the 'Mayor' having presented an 
Address in a casket), His Royal Highness declared the Park . open,and returned to 

Wentworth. The following day their Royal Highnesses returned to London., 

June 26. The Prince, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, with Princesses 1 Victoria 

and Maud of Wales, went to Aldershot and inspected the 19th (Princess^ of Wales’s ' Own) 
Hussars, previous to the departure of the Regiment for India. "• 

June 29. Christening of the infant daughter of Princess Louise (Duchess of Fife) and 

the Duke of Fife, in the Chapel Royal, St. James’s Palace, by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
assisted by the Rev. T. Teignmouth Shore (Chaplain-in-Ordinary to the Queen) and the Rev. 

Edgar Sheppard (Sub-Dean of the Chapels Royal). The Queen, having been met at the 

entrance in the Ambassadors’ Court by the Duke and Duchess of Fife, the Prince and 

Princess of Wales with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, proceeded to the Font, when 
the Princess of Wales placed the infant in the hands of the Queen, who gave the names of 
“Alexandra Victoria Edwina Louise.” Her Majesty handed the infant back to the Princess 
of Wales, from whom the Archbishop received her to perform the Baptismal rite. There 
were also present, besides those already named: Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and 
the Marquis of Lome, the Duchess of Edinburgh and the Princesses Marie, Victoria,, and \ 
Alexandra of Edinburgh, the Duchess of Albany, the Duke and Duchess of Teck and 
Princess Victoria Mary of Teck, Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, Prince and 
Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince and Princess Victor of 
Hohenlohe, Countess Gleichen, and Prince Albert of Anhalt. 

July 4. The German Emperor and Empress arrived on a visit to Queen Victoria 

at Windsor Castle, and were received at Port Victoria by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, the Duke of Connaught, and the Duke of Clarence and Avondale; proceeding by 
train, they were met at Windsor Station by the Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess 
Christian and Prince Christian Victor, Prince Albert and Princesses Victoria and Louise of 
Schleswig-Holstein, the Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duchess of Connaught, Prince and 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Hereditary Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke 
of Cambridge, and the Prince and Princess of Anhalt. After receiving an Address from the 
Mayor and Corporation at the Town Hall, they proceeded to the Castle, being met by the 
Queen at the Grand Entrance. On the 7th the German Emperor, accompanied by the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, and others, 
witnessed a Musical Ride by the 2nd Life Guards in Queen Anne’s Ride; after luncheon 
he was present at a Garden Party given by the Prince and Princess Christian at Cumberland 
Lodge; and attended a State Banquet at the Castle. On the following day the Emperor 
and Empress left for Buckingham Palace, where a large number of Deputations were 
received; lunched with the Marquis and Marchioness of Londonderry ; were present at a 
Garden Party at Marlborough House; and attended a State Concert in the evening at the 
Royal Albert Hall. On the 10th the Emperor inspected the Yeomen of the Guard at 
Buckingham Palace; visited the Royal Naval and Military Exhibition ; went to the City in 
State and was entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor ( see Part II., p. 413); dined

with the Duke of Cambridge; and attended a State Ball at Buckingham Palace. On the 
nth the Emperor was present at a Volunteer Review at Wimbledon; and in the evening 
went to the Crystal Palace. On the following day the Prince and Princess of Wales accom¬ 
panied the Emperor and Empress to King’s Cross Station on their departure for Scotland 
en route for Germany, when the Prince and Princess took leave and returned to Marlborough 
House. 

July 8. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Clarence and Avondale 

and the Duke of Cambridge, went to Waterloo Place, where he was received by Lord 

Chelmsford (Chairman of the Mansion House Committee), and, after receiving an Address, 
unveiled the Statue of Field-Marshal Lord Napier of Magdala. 

July 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Birmingham, 

being received at the New Street Station by Lord Leigh (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), 
the Mayor, and the High Sheriff. Proceeding to the Law Courts (after receiving Addresses 
from the Recorder, from the Birmingham Incorporated Law Society, and from the Provincial 
Grand Lodge of Freemasons), His Royal Highness declared the Victoria Courts open, and, 
after luncheon in the Council House, returned to London. 

July 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to New Cross, and on arrival at the Technical and Recreation Institute, 

erected by the Goldsmiths Company in Lewisham High Road, on the site of the old Naval 

School moved to Eltham, were received by the Prime Warden and Members of the Court 

of the Company, and after Sir Walter Prideaux (the Clerk of the Company) had read an 

Address, His Royal Highness declared the Institute open. 

July 23. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princesses Victoria and 

Maud of Wales and Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), drove to Battersea, when, after 
a prayer by the Archbishop of Canterbury, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of 
the South London Polytechnic Institute in Battersea Park. On the stone, which is situated in 
the north wall of the “Manners” Gymnasium, is the following inscription:— 

“this stone was laid by 

ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES, 

23RD JULY 1891.” 

August 15. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Homburg; the Princess, 
with the Duke and Duchess of Fife and Princess Victoria of Wales, on the 19th; Prince 
George of Wales on the 24th; their Royal Highnesses all returning together on 9th September. 

October 19. The Prince of Wales was present at a Luncheon given at the Royal 
Veterinary College, Camden Town, by the President (Duke of Cambridge), the Vice-President 
and Governors, in celebration of the Centenary of the College. 

November 9. Celebration of the Prince of Wales’s fiftieth Birthday at Sandringham (the 
Princess being absent at the Silver Wedding of the Emperor and Empress of Russia in Livadia). 
His Royal Highness’s guests for the occasion were the Duke of Clarence and Avondale and 
Prince George of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar. All the labourers and workmen 
employed, and the cottagers on the estate, were entertained in the large room of the Royal Mews, 
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His Royal Highness and guests attending towards the close of the dinner, when they received a hearty 
and cordial welcome. General Sir B)ghton\Probyn proposed the toast of the Queen and Prince 
and Princess of Wales. His Royal Highness privately received Sir Augustus Harris, Mr. John 
Hare, Mr. Bancroft, Mr. Tree, and ]\Tr. d’Oyly Carte, who, as the deputed representatives of 
Actors and Managers of the London Theatres, presented him with a solid gold Cigar Box 
(12X9X4, lined with cedar wood), on the lid being the Prince’s Plumes in brilliants, surrounded 
by a garter in dark blue enamel, on which, in diamond letters, is the motto “ Honi soit qui 
mal y pense,” and on the inside of the lid is engraved, “ Presented to His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales, K.G., by Actors and Managers of London Theatres on November 9th 
1891, the 50th Anniversary of His Royal Highness’s Birthday.” 

November 14. The Duke of Clarence and Avondale (in the place of the Prince of Wales, 

who had been summoned to London) drove from Sandringham to King’s Lynn with the Duke 
and Duchess of Fife and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, where His Royal Highness opened 
a Trades and Industrial Exhibition. After a tour of inspection their Royal Highnesses returned 
to Sandringham. On a brass tablet in St. James’s Hall is the following inscription :— 

“ DEDICATED TO THE MEMORY OF HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE DUKE OF CLARENCE 
AND AVONDALE, WHOSE LAST PUBLIC ACT WAS TO OPEN THE LYNN TRADES AND 
INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION FOR HIS FATHER HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE 

OF WALES, NOV. 14 189I.” 

November 15. Serious illness of Prince George of Wales at Marlborough House extending 
over a fortnight. 

November 22. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, arrived 

from Livadia, being met at Charing Cross Station by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale. 

December 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, 

Prince George of Wales (permitted to travel after his dangerous illness), and Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Sandringham. 


1892 

January 4. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, the 

Duke of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Henry of Battenberg, the Duke of feck, 
Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Marquis of Lome, Prince Herman of Hohenlohe- 
Langenburg, and Count Gleichen, attended the Funeral of Prince Victor Ferdinand of 
Hohenlohe-Langenburg at Holy Trinity Church, Sunningdale. 

January 12. Sudden and serious illness of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, at 
Sandringham. 

January 14. Death of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale in the presence of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, Prince George of Wales, Princess Louise (Duchess of Fife), the Duke 
of Fife, Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, Princess Mary Adelaide (Duchess of Teck), the 
Duke of Teck, and Princess Victoria Mary of Teck. Late in the evening of the 15th the 
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remains of the late Prince were removed privately from Sandringham House to St. Mary’s Church, 
where a Service was held on the 17th, at which all the Members of the Royal Family were 
present; the Church being also visited each day till the 20th by Members of the Royal Family. 
On the 20th, after a short Service, the remains were removed by the employees on the estate 
to a gun-carriage and conveyed to the station en route for Windsor, followed by the carriages 
containing the Royal Family. On arriving at Windsor the coffin was removed from the funeral 
car of the train to a gun-carriage by a party of the 10th Hussars, the following proceeding 
in carriages: The Princess of Wales, the Duchess of Fife, Princesses Victoria and Maud of 
Wales, the Duchess and Princess Mary of Teck, the Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duchess of 
Connaught, Princess Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, and the Duchess of Albany. A 
procession was formed of the Prince of Wales (Prince George of Wales and the Duke of Fife 
on his right and left respectively) followed by the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Connaught, 
Prince Christian, Prince Henry of Battenberg, the Marquis of Lome, the Crown Prince of Denmark 
(representing the King of Denmark), the Duke Alexis of Russia (representing the Emperor of 
Russia), Prince Albert of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince Frederick Leopold of Prussia (representing 
the German Emperor), the Duke of Oporto (representing the King of Portugal), the Prince of 
Leiningen, I lince Adolphus and Prince Francis of Teck, Duke Albert of Wiirtemberg (representing 
the King of Wiirtemberg), Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (representing the King of 
the Belgians), and others representing the Empress Frederick of Germany, the Marchioness 
of Lome, the Duchess of Albany, the Grand Duke of Hesse, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Cumberland, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
and the Princess Frederica of Hanover. On arriving at the Castle the procession was met (at 
the west end of St. George’s Chapel) by the Bishop of Rochester (Clerk of the Closet to 
Her Majesty), the Dean and Canons of Windsor, and the Rev. Frederick Plervey (Chaplain to 
the 1 lince of Wales), and moved up the Chapel, the coffin borne by men of the 10th Hussars, 
the supporters of the pall being officers of that Regiment. The Prince of Wales was the Chief 
Mourner, supported by Prince George of Wales and the Duke of Fife; the Royal personages 
a heady mentioned following. The Bishop of Rochester, assisted by the Dean and Chapter of 
the Chapel, having performed the Burial Service, and Garter King-of-Arms having proclaimed 
the name, style, and title of the late Prince, Sir Arthur Sullivan’s anthem, “ Brother, thou art 
gone before us,’ was sung, followed by Chopin’s Funeral March played by the Organist. The 
number of wreaths and crosses from the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and the 
Royal Family was probably never surpassed. The coffin was left in front of the altar, and later 
in the day removed to the Memorial Chapel near to the Cenotaph of the late Prince Consort, 
where it was again visited by the Prince and Princess of Wales and other Members of the 
Royal Family. 

Memorial Services were held at the same time at Osborne (when the Queen and the Marchioness 
of Lome were present), at St. Paul’s, Westminster Abbey, the Temple Church, and Churches 
and Chapels of every denomination, both in London and throughout the Kingdom. 

The following was published in the Press the next day:— 


Windsor Castle, 

“ January 20th 1892. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales are anxious to express to Her Majesty’s subjects, 
whether in the United Kingdom, the Colonies, or in India, the sense of their deep gratitude 
for the universal feeling of sympathy manifested towards them at a time when they are 
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overpowered by the terrible calamity which they have sustained in the loss of their beloved 
eldest son. If sympathy at such a moment is of any avail, the remembrance that their grief 
has been shared by all classes will be a lasting consolation to their sorrowing hearts, and, if 
possible, will make them more than ever attached to their dear country.” 

On the following days the Prince and Princess of Wales were the recipients of Telegrams, 
Letters, and Addresses of Condolence from all parts of the Kingdom, the Colonies, India, and 
Abroad. 

LETTER FROM THE QUEEN. 

“ Osborne, 

“ January 26th 1892. 

“ I must once again give expression to my deep sense of the loyalty and affectionate 
sympathy evinced by my subjects in every part of my Empire on an occasion more sad and 
tragical than any but one which has befallen me and mine as well as the Nation. 

“ The overwhelming misfortune of my dearly loved grandson having been thus suddenly 
cut off in the flower of his age, full of promise for the future, amiable and gentle, and endearing 
himself to all, renders it hard for his sorely stricken parents, his dear young bride, and his 
fond grandmother to bow in submission to the inscrutable decrees of Providence. 

“ The sympathy of millions, which has been so touchingly and visibly expressed, is 
deeply gratifying at such a time, and I wish, both in my own name and that of my children, 
to express from my heart my warm gratitude to all. 

“ These testimonies of sympathy with us, and appreciation of my dear grandson, whom 
I loved as a son, will be a help and a consolation to me and mine in our affliction. 

“ My bereavements during the last thirty years of my reign have indeed been heavy. 
Though the labours, anxieties, and responsibility inseparable from my position have been 
great, yet it is my earnest prayer that God may continue to give me health and strength to 
work for the good and happiness of my dear Country and Empire while life lasts. 

“ VICTORIA R. & I.” 

February 7 , Prince George of Wales admitted to the Honorary Freedom of the Merchant 
Taylors Company. 

February 8. The Princess of Wales granted permission for the Cot in the Victoria Hospital 
for Children, Chelsea, to be named Albert Victor Edward, and for the name to be placed over 
the Cot. 

March 9 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince George and the Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for the South of France. 

March 13 . Death at Darmstadt of the Grand Duke of Hesse, husband of the late Princess 
Alice, second daughter of the Queen. 

March 17 . Funeral of the Grand Duke at Darmstadt, the Duke of Edinburgh attending to 
represent the Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein. A Memorial Service was held at the same time in the Private Chapel at Windsor Castle, 
conducted by the Bishop of Rochester and the Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, at which the Queen, 
Princess Christian and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Marchioness of 
Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duchess of Edinburgh and Princesses Marie and Victoria 
Melita of Edinburgh, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, and the Duke of 
Cambridge were present. 
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May 2. • Return of the Prince and Princess of Wales and Princesses Victoria and Maud 

of Wales to- London from the South of France. 

May 5. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince George and Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales, went to Windsor and visited the Mausoleum in the Albert Memorial Chapel 
in which the remains of the late Duke of Clarence and Avondale rest. 

May 22. ^ The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Prince George and Princesses Victoria 

ap’d Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Copenhagen, to be present at the Golden Wedding 
of the King and Queen of Denmark on the 23rd.

J mu 7 - 1. he Prince of Wales with the Duke of York arrived at Marlborough House 

from Copenhagen. 

June 17 . 1 he Duke of York took his seat in the House of Lords, the Prince of Wales 

and the Duke of Connaught being his supporters. 

July 12 - the Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

returned to Marlborough House from Copenhagen, being met at Charing Cross Station by the 
Prince of Wales. 

July 21. The Prince of Wales (Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 

in England), accompanied by the Duke of Teck, presented, at Marlborough House, the medals 
and certificates awarded by the Chapter for acts of gallantry in saving life on land. 

August 18. fhe Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left London for Horn burg, 

returning on 12th September. 

September 14. I he Prince of Wales left London to join the Princess of Wales, who, with 

Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, had previously gone on a visit to the Duke and 
Duchess of Fife at Mar Lodge, returning to Marlborough House on 8th October. 

December 15. 1 he Duke of York drove to the new Royal Eye Hospital at the corner of 

Waterloo Road, Southwark, facing the Obelisk, being received by the Duke of Cambridge (the 
Patron), the Treasurer, and ^others. After the Duke of Cambridge had addressed His Royal 
Highness^ ..giving a few particulars of the Hospital, and a gold key had been presented by 

Mr. Keith X). Youhg (the Architect), His Royal Highness inserted the key in a model of the 
lock, completed the electric current, opening the door and illuminating the hall, whereupon His 
Royal Highness declared the Royal South London Ophthalmic Hospital open. The Bishop of 
Rochester then pronounced the Benediction, after which His Royal Highness left. 
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December 17 . The Prince of Wales, with Princess Maud of Wales, drove to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Paddington, being received by the Duke of York, the Duke of Cambridge, and 
others. After the Duke of York (as President) had made a short speech of welcome, an 
Address was received from Mr. Field on bphalf of the Governors. In his reply the Prince 
of Wales made a feeling allusion to this being his first public act since the great sorrow 

which had befallen his family, adding: “It is a great satisfaction to me that the foundation- 

stone which I am about to lay to-day will bear the name of my ever to be lamented son.” 

His Royal Highness then proceeded to lay the foundation-stone of the new wing, which is 

in the south-west corner of Praed Street, and bears the following inscription:— 


“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES 
ON I7TH DECEMBER 1892, 

IN MEMORY OF 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS ALBERT VICTOR CHRISTIAN EDWARD 
DUKE OF CLARENCE AND AVONDALE, 

WHO DIED I4TH JANUARY 1892.” 


T he Bishop of Marlborough having offered a prayer and pronounced the Benediction, awards 
were distributed to the students; after which Princess Maud of Wales, in the absence of the 
Duchess of Fife, received purses. The Prince of Wales handed Her Royal Highness an envelope 
containing a cheque for 50 guineas, adding: “Will you permit me to make the first presentation.” 
This was followed by 25 guineas from the Duke of York, the total amount received being £1,346.

The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York, left Sandringham 
for Windsor to pay a visit to the tomb of the late Duke of Clarence and Avondale, when 
they placed crosses and lilies of the valley near the coffin, and left for London, returning 
to Sandringham the same day. Later in the day the Duke and Duchess of Teck, with 
Princess Mary and Prince Alexander of Teck, also visited the tomb and placed floral tributes 
near the coffin. 

February 1 . The Prince of Wales attended the first Meeting of the Royal Commission 
on the Aged Poor, in the Fine Arts Room at the House of Lords, and a further Meeting 
on the 22nd. 

February 17 . Phe Prince of Wales visited the Lambeth Workhouse and Infirmary, and 

was conducted over the buildings by an Inspector of the Local Government Board. 

March 3 . rhe Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York and the Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Windsor, proceeding to the Albert 
Memorial Chapel, and were present at the removal of the coffin of the late Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale to the Sarcophagus. After luncheon with the Queen, their Royal Highnesses 
revisited the Chapel before returning to London. 
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March 4. The Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York and Princesses Victoria, and 

Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House and proceeded to Genoa, where they embarked on 
the Royal Yacht Osborne for a cruise in the Mediterranean. 

The Prince of •Walesj with Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), visited Brixton 

for the purpose of opening the Central Public Library in the Parish of Lambeth, which 

by the libe'rality of Mr. Tate had been erected at Brixton Oval. Mr. Evan Spicer 
(the Chairman) having made a few introductory remarks, His Royal Highness declared the 
Library open ; after which Mr. Tate handed the title deeds to His Royal Highness, who in turn 
handed them to Canon Pelham. After a vote of thanks, proposed by Sir John Lubbock, and an 
inspection of the building, their Royal Highnesses left. 

March 15. The Prince of Wales presided at a Dinner at the Hotel Metropole in aid, of 

the funds of the Royal Blind Pension Society of the United Kingdom. 

During this month the Prince of Wales was present at eight meetings of the Royal 

Commission on the Aged Poor. 

April 3. Birth of a daughter to the Princess Louise (Duchess of Fife) and the Duke 

of Fife at East Sheen Lodge. 

During this month the Prince of Wales was present at four meetings of the Royal 

Commission on the Aged Poor. 

May 20. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, arrived 

at Marlborough House, having returned from her cruise in the Mediterranean. 

May 24. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Devizes, where, after 

luncheon with Colonel Sotheron Estcourt and the Officers of the Royal Wiltshire (Prince 
of Wales’s Own) Regiment of Yeomanry, he inspected the Corps on the Centenary of their 
enrolment, and returned to London. 

May 30. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian and Princess Henry of 

Battenberg, drove to the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, being met on arrival by the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh, who conducted Her Majesty to the dais on 
which were assembled the Duke of York, the Duchess of Edinburgh, Princess Victoria Melita of 
Edinburgh, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught with Prince Arthur, Princesses Margaret 
and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Princess Christian with Princess Victoria of Schleswig- 
Holstein, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis ol Lome, the Duke of 
Cambridge, the Grand'Duke and Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck with Princess* Mary,'. Princ^ Adolphus, P v rince Francis, and Prince Alexander of Teck, 
Prince and Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar,- and the Hereditary Prince of Hohenlohe- 
Langenburg. Her M-ajesty being seated, the Prince of Wales read an Address, to which Her 
Majesty made a gracious ^ reply, and, after an “Imperial March ” by Sir Arthur Sullivan had 
been played, the Prince of Wales stepped forward and said: “ I have received the Queen’s 
Commands to declar.e this Building open and inaugurated.” The Benediction having been 
pronounced by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and Madame Albani having' sung “God Save 
the Queen ” to the accompaniment of Sir Arthur Sullivan’s Orchestra, Her Majesty and their 
Royal Highnesses left. 

During this month the Prince, of Wales was present at four meetings of the Royal 
Commission on the Aged Poor. 
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June 5. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of York, and Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales visited the Priory Church of St. Bartholomew the Great, West Smithfield, 
and were present when the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of London dedicated 
the work of restoration, lately completed, by a short Service. After Mr. Aston Webb (the 
Architect) had pointed out the chief features of interest in the Church, their Royal Highnesses 
proceeded to the School, where a list of donations, amounting to £774, was presented to His 
Royal Highness towards the cost of the work yet to be carried out. 

June 6. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of York, and the Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales drove to the Royal United Service Institution in Whitehall, being 
received by the Duke of Cambridge (President of the Institution) and General G. Erskine 
(President of the Council), who presented an Address setting forth the history of the new scheme 
for providing a permanent Home for the Institution. Prayers having been offered by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by the Chaplain-General of the Fleet and the Chaplain- 
General, Sir George Hayter Chubb handed the Prince a casket, after which Mr. Aston Webb (the 
Architect) delivered coins and papers to Admiral H. Boys (the Vice-Chairman), who in turn 
presented them to the Prince, by whom they were placed in the casket. The Vice-Chairman 
next presented a gold key to the Prince, and, the casket being locked, the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman deposited the casket in the stone, which His Royal Highness then proceeded 
to lay in the usual manner. The stone is on the first-floor half landing of the main 
staircase, and bears the following inscription :— 

“ROYAL UNITED SERVICE INSTITUTION.

Underneath is the casket in a glass case. After the laying of the stone, purses were presented 
in aid of the Building Fund. Proceeding to the Bazaar arranged in aid of the fund, the 
Prince, at the request of Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, declared the Bazaar open. There 
were also present: The Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince and Princess Christian, with 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, with Princess Mary 
of Teck, and Prince Louis of Battenberg. After a tour of the Bazaar and tea in the Indian 
Pavilion, their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

June 21. The Prince of Wales presided at the Jubilee Festival given at the Guildhall in aid 

of the funds of the Royal Metal Trades Pension Society. 

June 22. Christening of the infant daughter of Princess Louise (Duchess ot Fife) and the 

Duke of Fife in the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, by the Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by 
the Rev. E. Sheppard (Sub-Dean of the Chapel) and the Rev. Canon Teignmouth Shore. 
The infant was handed to the Archbishop by the Princess of Wales, who named the child “ Maud 
Alexandra Victoria Georgiana Bertha.” The Sponsors were the Duke of York and Sir Horace 
Farquhar (godfathers), and Princess Maud of Wales and Princess Mary of Teck (godmothers). 
There were also present: The Duke and Duchess of Fife with Lady Alexandra Duff, the Prince 
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of WaJes, Princess Victoria of Wales, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), and the Duchess 
of Teck. The register having been signed, the Royal Party left for luncheon at Marlborough 
House.

June 24. The Prince .of Wales, as Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 

in Eifgland, afccompa'nied by the'Duke <^York, the Dj^ce of Edinburgh, the Duke of Fife, the 
Duke of Cambridge, Prince Henry of Battenberg, anch Prince Albrecht of ‘Schleswig-Holstein, 
drove to'St. John’s Gate, Clerken well,'being received >in the' Chapter House by the Knights of'-the 
Order. Having ascended, a Platform erected for the.purpose, and received a statement from 
Sir Edmund Lechmere, the Bishop'of Gibraltar offered'^ prayer, after which His Royal Highness 
unveiled the Memorial which had beet* erected to the late Duke of Clarence and Avondale, first 
Sub-Prior of the Grand Priory of the Order. The Memorial consists of the restoration of the 
Shields on the south front of St. John’s Gate placed below the window of the Chapter Room. The 
Central Shield bears the Royal Arms, on its right being those of the Prince of Wales and of 
Henry VII (who was on' the Throne when the Gate was previously restored). On the left of the 
Royal Arms are Shields bearing the Arms of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale and the Arms of 
Sir Thomas Docwra, Prior of the Order at the time of the previous restoration. In a line above 
the Shields are the words:— 

“ IN MEMOR. PRINC. ILLUSTR. ALBERT VICTOR CHRISTIAN EDWDI. CLARENC. ET AVONDAL. DUC. 

and below the Shields :— 

ORD. HOSP. SCI JOHIS JRLM IN ANGL.-SUBPRIOR-A.D. MDCCCXCIII RESTAURAT.” 

The inscription on the Shields, under the Arms of Henry VII, are. “anno dni mdiv. condita,’’ 
and under the Arms of Sir Thomas Docwra: “ thoma docwra, prior.” His Royal Highness also 
on the same occasion presented Medals and Certificates of honour awarded by the Chapter for acts 
of gallantry for saving life on land. 

On the same day the Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duchess of Fife and Princesses 
Victoria and Maud of Wales, drove to the Hospital for Sick Children in Great Ormond Street, 
Bloomsbury, being received by the Duke of Fife (President of the Hospital), Mr. Arthur Lucas 
(Chairman), Mr. John Murray (Vice-Chairman), and others. After the Duke of Fife had addressed 
a few introductory words to the Prince, and Mr. Lucas had delivered an Address, Mr. Charles Barry 
(the Architect) presented a gold key. His Royal Highness then declared the new wing open, and, 
the Princess of Wales having received purses, their Royal Highnesses left. 

June 28. The Queen, accompanied by the Princess of Leiningen and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, left Windsor for London, and proceeded to the Broad Walk in Kensington Gardens, 
where Her Majesty was received by the Prince of Wales, the Rev. the Hon. E. Carr Glyn, Vicar of 
St. Mary Abbots (Chairman), and other members of the Committee. Having received an Address 
from Sir Algernon Borthw'ick, the Prince of Wales, by Command of the Queen, unveiled the Statue 
of Her Majesty, the work of Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), in commemoration of Her 
Majesty’s Jubilee. There were also present: The Princess of Wales with Princesses Victoria and 
Maud of Wales, the Duchess of Edinburgh, Princess Christian, the Duchess of Teck, and the 
Grand Duke and Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. 

During the month the Prince of Wales was present at four meetings of the Royal Commission 
on the Aged Poor. 
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July 1 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York and Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales, drove to the Royal Agricultural Hall, Islington, being received by Mr. G. B. 
Courtenay (Chairman) and others. After receiving an Address from Mr. John Shipton (the Hon. 
Secretary), His Royal Highness declared the National Workmen’s Exhibition open, and, having 
inspected the various exhibits, their Royal Highnesses left. 

July 3 . The Prince and Princess of. Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 

drove to the Town Hall, Westminster, and opened a Bazaar in aid of the funds of the Alexandra 
Hospital for Children with Hip Diseases, Queen Square, Bloomsbury. 

July 6. Marriage of His Royal Highness George Frederick Ernest Albert Duke of York, 

Earl of Inverness and Baron Killarney, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, son of 
their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales, and grandson of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria and His Royal Highness the Prince Consort, Duke of Saxony and Prince of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, with Her Serene Highness the Princess Victoria Mary Augusta Louise Olga Pauline Claudine 
Agnes, only daughter of Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Teck and of His Serene Highness 
the Duke of leek, G.C.B., in the Chapel Royal, St. James’s Palace, solemnized by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, assisted by the Bishop of London, the Bishop of Rochester, and the Rev. the Hon. 
E. Carr Glyn (Vicar of Kensington). The Bride was given away by her father, supported by her 
brother Prince Adolphus of Teck, and accompanied by the following Bridesmaids: — 

Princess Victoria of Wales. Princess Maud of Wales. 

Princess Melita of Edinburgh. Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. 

Princess Alexandra of Edinburgh. Princess Margaret of Connaught.

The Bridegroom was supported by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh. 

d here were also present: I he Queen, the King and Queen of Denmark, the Princess of Wales, 
the Duke and Duchess of Fife, the Duchess of Teck, with Prince Alexander and Prince Francis 
of leek, the Duchess of Edinburgh, the Prince and Princess Christian with Prince Albert of 
Schleswig-PIolstein, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) 
and the Marquis of Lome, Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Grand Duke of Hesse, 
Piince and Princess Henry of Prussia, the Tsarevitch, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Waldemar 
of Denmark, the Grand Duke and Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg, 
Piince and Princess Louis of Battenberg, Prince Hohenlohe, and Prince and Princess Edward of 
Saxe-Weimar. 

On the return of the Queen, with the Bride and Bridegroom and Royal Family, to Buckingham 
Palace, the registry of the marriage was signed in the Bow Saloon by the Bride and Bridegroom, 
and attested by the Queen and other Members of the Royal Family, after which breakfast was 
seived for the Queen and Royal Family in the State Dining Room, and for Her Majesty’s guests 
in the Ball Room. The event was celebrated by a general holiday and rejoicings throughout 
the United Kingdom, the Colonies, India, and Abroad, the Bride and Bridegroom receiving countless 
presents and congratulations (see Part II, p. 413). 

July 8 . The King and Queen of Denmark, accompanied by Prince Waldemar of Denmark, 

the Tsarevitch, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
drove to the City, where His Majesty received an Address from the Lord Mayor and Corporation 
of the City of London. Their Majesties, His Imperial Highness, and their Royal Highnesses 
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were afterwards present at a luncheon given by the Lord Mayor and Corporation in the Guildhall 
in honour of their Majesties {see Part II, p. 413). 

July 10. The King of Denmark, with Prince Waidemar, the Prince and Princess of Wales, 

and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, accompanied the Tsarevitch to Charing Cross Station, 
where they took leave of His Imperial Highness. 

July 14. The Queen of Denmark, with the Princess of' Wales and Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales, visited the Cheyne Hospital for Sick and Incurable Children in Cheyne 

Walk, Chelsea, and inspected the Wards; subsequently visiting the Alexandra House, Kensington, 
where they inspected the drawing of some of the pupils and heard them sing and play. 

July 20. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House foh Dover to lay the first stone 

of the Eastern Pier of the new Harbour, being received on arrival by the Marquis of 
Dufferin and Ava, the Mayor of Dover, and others. Proceeding at once to the Harbour 
Clock Tower, His Royal Highness laid the stone close by with the usual ceremony, after a 

prayer from the Bishop of Dover. The inscription on the stone is as follows:— 

“ THE FIRST STONE OF THIS NEW HARBOUR 
WAS LAID BY 

H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

20 JULY 1893. 

Engineers: coode, son, and Matthews. Contractor: mr. john jackson.” 

After the ceremony His Royal Highness proceeded to the Market Place, where an Address was 
received from the Mayor on behalf of the inhabitants. After luncheon in the Connaught Hall, 
His Royal Highness drove through the grounds of Dover College, and received an Address of 
Welcome from the Head Master, subsequently returning to London. 

July 25. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of Connaught, left Waterloo Station for 

Winchester, and was present at the celebration of the 500th Anniversary of the foundation of 
Winchester College, receiving on arrival an Address from the Mayor and Corporation. Proceeding 
to the “ Meads,” His Royal Highness inspected the College Rifle Corps, and, after luncheon with 
the Warden and others in the College Hall, distributed the Queen’s Medals to the successful 
scholars for English Verse and English Speech, and afterwards left for London. 

July 27. The King and Queen of Denmark, with Prince Waidemar of Denmark, left 

Marlborough House for Tilbury, accompanied by the Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales to the 
Docks, where their Royal Highnesses took leave. Their Majesties and Prince Waidemar embarked 
on the Danish yacht Dannebrog on their return to Denmark. 

July 30. The German Emperor arrived at Cowes in the Imperial Yacht Hohenzollern 

for the Cowes Week. His Imperial Majesty’s Yacht Meteor , with the Emperor on board, won 
the Queen’s Cup. After being entertained by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and at the 
Royal Yacht Squadron Club, His Imperial Majesty left for Germany on the 8th of August. 

During this month the Prince of Wales was present at four meetings of the Royal Commission 
on the Aged Poor. 

August 16 . The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, left 

Marlborough House for Port Victoria, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and the Duke and 
Duchess of York to Charing Cross Station, where they took leave. The Princess and the Princesses, 
on arrival at Port Victoria, embarked on board the Royal Yacht Osborne for a cruise round the 
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Coast of Norway, previous to going on a visit to the King and Queen of Denmark at Fredensburg. 
Later in the day the Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left on his usual autumn visit to 
Homburg, returning on the nth of September. 

October 9. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of York, drove 
to Peckham, when, after a prayer had been offered by the Bishop of Rochester and an Address 
received from Sir J. D. Linton, His Royal Highness opened the new Galleries, Library, and 
Lecture Hall of the South London Fine Art Gallery in the Peckham Road. Proceeding to the 
Central Free Library in the same road, after a prayer and an Address, His Royal Highness 
declared the Library open. On a brass tablet in the wall of the entrance corridor is the following 
inscription :— 

“CAMBERWELL CENTRAL LIBRARY. 

THIS BUILDING WAS OPENED BY 
HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS 
THE PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

AND THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES 
THE DUKE AND DUCHESS OF YORK, 

ON MONDAY, 9TH OCTOBER 1 893.” 

On the same day the Duke and Duchess of York drove to the site of the new buildings to 
be erected for Seamen and Sailors in the Port of London by the Mission to Seamen in the East 
India Dock Road, being received on arrival by Sir William Willis (Chairman of the Mission). 
After a Dedication Service by the Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by the Archdeacon of 
London, the Vicar of St. Matthias, and the Rector of Poplar, His Royal Highness laid the 
foundation-stone of the new building. The Duchess of York then received purses in aid of the 
Building Fund, after which their Royal Highnesses returned to York House. 

November 20. The Prince of Wales, with Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), drove to 
Salisbury Square, Fleet Street, being received by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs and the Rev. E. C. 
Hawkins, the latter of whom presented a silver trowel with which His Royal Highness laid the 
foundation-stone of St. Bride Foundation Institute with the usual ceremony. On the stone is 
the following inscription :— 

“ ST. BRIDE FOUNDATION INSTITUTE. 

TO COMMEMORATE THE ERECTION OF THIS BUILDING 
THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
H.R.H. ALBERT EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

ON THE 20TH DAY OF NOVEMBER 1 893, 

IN THE PRESENCE OF 
THE LORD MAYOR AND SHERIFFS 
AND THE GOVERNORS OF THE FOUNDATION.” 

November 21. The Prince of Wales visited the Exhibition of the Guild of Art Needlework at 
the Imperial Institute. 

November 28. The Prince of Wales (Grand Master of Freemasons) took part in the ceremony 
of the Consecration of the new Chancery Bar Lodge in the Library of the Honourable Society 
of Lincoln’s Inn. His Royal Highness after the ceremony graciously gave permission for his 
name to be enrolled as the first Honorary Member. After luncheon in the Grand Hall His Royal 
Highness returned to Marlborough House. 
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During this month the Prince of Wales was present at two meetings of the Royal Commission 
on the Aged Poor. 

December 13. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of York, drove to the Hugh Myddelton 
School in Clerkenwell, being received by Mr. Joseph R. Diggle (Chairman of the School Board 
for London), and, after an Address, His Royal Highness declared the School open. The 
building had been erected on the site formerly occupied by the Clerkenwell House of Detention. 
After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses attended a musical performance given by the choir 
from the Boys’ and Girls’ Departments of the Gillespie Road Board School; witnessed a display 
of physical exercises by the pupils of Montem Street Board School; and, before leaving, inspected 
an exhibition of manual training in woodwork, clay modelling, cooking, laundry, &c., and also 
visited the building containing blind, deaf, and mentally defective and backward children.

February 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
drove to the South London Polytechnic in Battersea Park Road, being received on arrival by 
Mr. Tate (Chairman of the Board of Governors) and others. An Address was presented and 
a prayer offered by the Bishop of Rochester, after which His Royal Highness formally opened 
the new buildings, the foundation-stone of which he had laid on the 23rd of July 1891. Before 
leaving for Marlborough House, their Royal Highnesses inspected the various departments 
of the Institute. 

During this month the Prince of Wales was present at four meetings of the Royal Commission 
on the Aged Poor. 

March 1. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for Cannes, 

returning on the 5th of April. 

April 7. The Duke of York left York House on a visit to the Earl and Countess of 

Coventry at Croome Court. On the following day, accompanied by his host and hostess, he visited 
Worcester, where, on arrival at the Guildhall, an Address of Welcome was received from the 
Mayor and Corporation. Leaving the Guildhall, His Royal Highness proceeded to the site of the 
Victoria Institute (to be erected at a cost of ^40,000 to commemorate the Jubilee of the Queen’s 
reign), His Royal Highness laying fhe foundation-stone, which is on the left-hand side of the 
main entrance and bears the following inscription :—

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His Royal Highness was entertained at luncheon at the Guildhall, and, before returning to 
Croome Court, visited the Royal Porcelain Works, the Cathedral, and the Deanery. Leaving 
Croome Court on the 4th, His Royal Highness proceeded on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of 
Northumberland at Alnwick Castle, and on the following day left for Newcastle, where, after 
receiving an Address at the Town Hall from the Mayor and Corporation, he was entertained 
at luncheon at the Assembly Rooms. From there His Royal Highness drove to the new 
Rutherford College, being received by Lord Armstrong and others, and, after an Address, declared 
the Rutherford College open, subsequently leaving for London. 

May 2. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke and Duchess of York and 

Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, drove to the Royal College of Music in Prince Consort 
Road, South Kensington. On arrival at the main entrance His Royal Highness, having alighted, 
received an Address, and from Mr. Samson Fox a gold key with which he unlocked the main 
door. Having re-entered his carriage the Prince proceeded to the Royal Pavilion at the west of 
the Great Hall, where he was received by Prince Christian (the Vice-President) and the Council 
of the College; and, having reached the dais, an Address was presented by Mr. Samson Fox 
on; behalf of the Council. This was followed by the singing of an Ode, entitled “Music,” 
by Mr. Swinburne, set to music by Mr. Charles Wood; after which His Royal Highness 
declared the College open, and, the Bishop of London having pronounced the Benediction, 
“ God Save the Queen ” was sung by Madame Albani. There were also present: Princess 
Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the Duchess of Connaught, Prince and 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, the 
Duke of Cambridge, and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. After a visit to the 
Donaldson Museum and other parts of the Building their Royal Highnesses left. 

May 17. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Aldershot to be present at 
a Review by the Queen of the Troops under the command of the Duke of Connaught, and after 
luncheon with the Duke and Duchess returned to London. 

May 19. The Duke and Duchess of York, with the Duke and Duchess of Teck, drove 
to Richmond for the purpose of opening Richmond Foot Bridge, Lock, and Weir. On a 
stand on the banks of the river an Address was presented from the Mayor and Corporation 
of Richmond, and also one on behalf of the Thames Conservancy, after which the Duke 
with the Royal Party walked over the Bridge to the Middlesex side, when an electrical 
communication was handed to his Royal Highness by which he directed the sluices to be 
lowered. A prayer having been offered by Canon Proctor their Royal Highnesses left. 

May 20. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the Duke and 

Duchess of Sutherland at Elmhurst Hall, Lichfield, lent for the occasion by Mr. George 
box. At Lichfield Station en route he was received by the Duke of Sutherland, the Earl of 
Dartmouth (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), and others, and, after an Address from the 
.Mayor and Corporation, continued his journey to Elmhurst. On the following day, driving 
into Lichfield and proceeding to Whittington Heath, His Royal Highness inspected the 
Queen’s Own Regiment of Staffordshire Yeomanry under the command of the Duke of 
Sutherland, this being the Centenary of the enrolment of the Regiment. After luncheon with 
the Officers at the Yeomanry House His Royal Highness returned to Elmhurst and subsequently 
left for London. 
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May 21. The Prince of Wales (President of the Gordon Boys’ Home), accompanied 
by Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, left Marlborough House for Cobh am, being received by 
Field-Marshal Sir Lintorn Simmons (Chairman of the Executive Committee), General Sir 
George Higginson, and others. After first inspecting the boys His Royal Highness proceeded 
to the Chapel, where, a Consecration Service having been held by the Bishop of Winchester, 
His Royal Highness unveiled a large memorial tablet, outside the Chapel, beneath the Chancel 
window, on which is the following inscription:— 

“ DEDICATED TO THE GLORY OF GOD AND IN MEMORY OF 
HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE DUKE OF CLARENCE AND AVONDALE, K.G. 

PRESENTED TO THE GORDON BOYS’ HOME FOR THE USES OF 
THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND 

1894.” 

Subsequently His Royal Highness, after being entertained at luncheon, inspected the dormitories 
and the carpenters’ and saddlers’ shops. 

May 22. The Duke of York was, at Marlborough House, invested by the Prince of 
Wales (acting in the name of the Queen Regent of Spain and on behalf of the King) with 
the Illustrious Order of the Golden Fleece. 

May 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 
Wales and the Duke of Cambridge, drove to the Armoury House, Finsbury, where Her 
Royal Highness presented new Colours to the Honourable Artillery Company. After a March 
Past (the Prince of Wales leading, and saluting the Princess of Wales and the Duke of 
Cambridge), their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

June 11. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of York, and Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales visited Poplar. The Duke of York (as President of the London 
Fund Committee) on arrival read an Address, to which the Prince replied ; after which His 
Royal Highness declared the new Home of the Mission to Seamen open. The Princess 
received purses in aid of the Building Fund, and a prayer having been offered by the 
Bishop of Bedford, the Archbishop of Canterbury pronounced the Benediction. Leaving 
the Home, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Poplar Hospital for Accidents, which, 
after a prayer by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Princess declared open. After an 
inspection of the Wards the Royal Party left for Marlborough House. 

June 13. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 
Wales, and the Crown Prince of Denmark, went to Aldershot (being met on arrival by the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught), 
when, on the Queen’s Parade, the Prince presented new Colours to the 2nd Battalion of the 
Worcestershire Regiment under the command of Lieut.-Colonel J. F. Egerton, the Bishop of 
Worcester consecrating the same. These new Colours were to replace those which the Prince of 
Wales had presented to the same Battalion in 1861, when attached to the Grenadier Guards at 
the Curragh. Their Royal Highnesses were afterwards entertained at luncheon by the Officers 
of the Regiment in a large marquee in front of Barrosa Barracks (there being also present 
the Earl and Countess of Coventry, Sir George and Lady Higginson, the Dean of Hereford, 
and others); their Royal Highnesses then returned to town. 
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June 23. Birth of a son to the Duke and Duchess of York at 'the White Lodge, 

Richmond Park. 

June 25. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, witnessed, at the Royal Albert Hall, a performance of Physical Exercises by children from 
the Schools of the London School Board, being received by Mr. Diggle (Chairman of the 
Board). The Prince took the first public opportunity of tendering to Mr. Diggle his sincere 
thanks for the congratulations he had tendered to the Princess and himself on the birth of their 
first grandson. The Princess before leaving presented Banners to the successful competitors 

in the various exercises. 

June 27. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York and Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales, left Marlborough House for Cambridge, and 'were present at the 
ceremony of conferring the honorary Degree of LL.D. upon the Duke of York''by the University. 
After luncheon with the Vice-Chancellor and Mrs. Austen Leigh at the Lodge, King’s. College, 
their Royal Highnesses left for Sandringham, except the Duke of. York, who returned to 
White Lodge. '4 

June 29. The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and yMaud of Wales, was 

present at the Countess of Radnor’s Concert at St. James’s Hall, in aid of-'the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, and of the Clarence Ward .of the’Alexandra National 
Hospital at Woodhall Spa. ' ' V 

June 30. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of York, and Princesses Victoria 

and Maud of Wales left Marlborough House 1 for the .City (stopping at\the’.Mansion House 
to receive an Address of Welcome fromjthe Lord Mayor), and'proceeded to .thp Tower Wharf, 
where, on reaching a pavilion there erected, they were received by Sir Daniel Lysons (Constable 
of the Tower) and other officials. The Recorder having read an Address’from the Corporation, 
to which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness, on behalf'of the'. Queen, declared the new 
Tower Bridge open for land traffic; and then, having turned the'lever of the valve communicating 

with the hydraulic machine so as to raise the bascules, declared the Bridge open' for river 

traffic. On a tablet on the north abutment of the .Bridge is the'-, following inscription:—

The Prince having been presented by the Corporation with a Silver Cup, the cover of which 
was used to turn the lever for opening the bascules,, and the Princess with an ornament 
of brilliants, as mementoes of the occasion, their Royal Highnesses embarked on the steam 
launch Palm, and proceeded up the river to Westminster Bridge, where they disembarked 
and drove to Marlborough House {see Part II, p. 414). 
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July 3 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to the British Home and Hospital for Incurables at Crown Lane, Streatham, 
being received on arrival by Ear! Amherst, who presented the Princess with a silver key 
with which Her Royal Highness opened the front door of the new buildings. After visiting the 
patients in the east wing, the Royal Party proceeded to a dais, when a prayer was offered 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, after which the Princess received purses in aid of the 
Building Fund and an Address of Welcome from the Co-Treasurer (in the absence of the 
Treasurer), to which the Prince replied on behalf of the Princess and himself. The Princess 
then unveiled a mural tablet at the back of the dais, on which Her Royal Highness’s Coat- 
of-Arms had been carved, and declared the new building open. Their Royal Highnesses were 
then conducted by Sir Augustus Harris to the County Fair and Market being held in aid of 
the funds of the Institution, where an hour was spent, after which the Royal Party returned 
to Marlborough House. 

The Duke of York drove' to the site of the Cripplegate Institute in Golden Lane, being 
received by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, the Dean of St. Paul’s, and Governors of the 
Institute. An Address was presented by Mr. Felton (Chairman of the Governors), to which 
the Duke replied. After a prayer by Prebendary Barff, and when the children of Lady Holles’s 
Girls’ School and the Cripplegate Boys’ School had sung the Doxology, the Duke laid the 
foundation-stone, using a silver trowel presented by the Governors, with the usual formalities. The 
stone, situated at the south-east corner of the building, bears the following inscription :—

After the ceremony the Duke was entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs 
at the Mansion House. 

July 7 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, drove to Harrow School, and were present at the Annual Speech Day, at which 
the Princess gave away the prizes, afterwards having luncheon with the Head Master (the 
Rev. J. E. C. Welldon) before returning to town. 

J ul y 9 • The Prince of Wales visited the Royal Hospital School at Greenwich, being 

received by Earl Spencer (First Lord of the Admiralty), and others, and, after the School 
Parade, presented the prizes to the successful competitors, inspected the dormitories and the 
boys’ dinners, and lunched with Lord Spencer in the Painted Hall, subsequently returning 
to London. 

July 10 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, left Marlborough House on a visit to Lord and Lady Penrhyn at Penrhyn Castle, 
Bangor, and while there visited the Welsh National Eisteddfod at Carnarvon and Lord Penrhyn’s 
Slate Quarries at Bethesda, proceeding from the latter village to Ogwen Lake in the Pass- of 
Nant Francon. After luncheon at Lord Penrhyn’s Fishing Lodge, they returned to Penrhyn 

Castle. Leaving Penrhyn Castle on the 13th, the journey south was broken at Rhyl. Their 
Royal Highnesses were here received by Mr. H. S. Hughes (Lord-Lieutenant of Flintshire) 
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and, after an Address from the Chairman of the Rhyl Commissioners, drove to the site of 
the Royal Alexandra Children’s Hospital and Convalescent Home, where they were met by the 
Duke of Westminster (President of the Hospital) and the Bishop of St. Asaph. The Bishop 
having offered a prayer, the President presented the Princess with a silver trowel and mallet, 
with which Her Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the new Hospital. The stone is 
on the front of the Hospital facing the sea and bears the following inscription:—

July 16 . Christening of the infant son of their Royal Highnesses the Duke and 

Duchess of York, in the Drawing Room at White Lodge, Richmond, by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, assisted by the Bishop of London, Canon Dalton, and the Rev. the Hon. E. 
Carr Glyn. The Queen handed the infant Prince to the Archbishop, naming him “ Edward 
Albert Christian George Andrew Patrick David.” The Sponsors were: The Queen, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Tsarevitch, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck, the Duchess of Fife (representing the Queen of Denmark), Princess Victoria of Wales, 
Prince Adolphus of Teck (representing the King of Denmark), the Duke of Connaught 
(representing the King of Wiirtemberg), Prince Louis of Battenberg (representing the Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha). There were also present: The Duke and Duchess of York, Princess 
Maud of Wales, the Duke of Fife, Prince Francis and Prince Alexander of Teck, the Duchess 
of Connaught with Princesses Victoria Augusta, Victoria Patricia, and Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, Prince and 
Princess Christian with Princess Victoria and Prince Christian Victor of Schleswig-Holstein, 
Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg with Prince Alexander and Princess Ena, the 
Duchess of Albany with Princess Alice and the young Duke of Albany, Princess Alice of 
Hesse, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Princess Aribert of Anhalt, Prince and 
Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Prince Victor of Hohenlohe, Princess Louis of Battenberg, 
and Countess Gleichen. At the conclusion of the ceremony the Queen and the Duchess of 
York had tea in the Green Boudoir, the Royal guests in a Marquee erected on the lawn. 

July vo. The Prince of Wales was present at a Reception given by Sir John Pender 

(Chairman) and the Directors of the Eastern and Eastern Extension Australasia and China 
Telegraph Company at the Imperial Institute to celebrate the 25th Anniversary of the 
establishment of Submarine Telegraphy to the Far East. 

On the same day the Duke of York paid a visit to Bethnal Green and opened the new 
Park, which had been laid out by the Metropolitan Public Gardens Association on the site 
of the old Victoria Park Cemetery, being met by, and receiving an Address from, the Earl of 
Meath (Chairman) and other officials of the Association. Sir John Hutton (representing the 
London County Council) presented the Duke with a key with which he opened the Park 
gate. After a tour of the grounds His Royal Highness drove to the Home and Hospital for 
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Jewish Incurables in the Victoria Park Road, where he was received by Mr. Raphael (the 
President) and others. Having made an inspection of the Wards the Duke proceeded to the 
Board Room, where he received thanks for his visit, and afterwards returned to York 
House. . . • i 

July 27. ' T.h.e Prince of Wales (Grand Prior of the Order), accompanied by the Duke 
of York (Sub-Prior), -Prince Christian, the Duke of Teck, and the Duke of Fife, presented, 

at St. John’s Gate, the Medals ,and Certificates of Honour which had been awarded by the 

Chapter-General of the Grand Priory of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England, for acts 
of gallantry in saving life on land. 

July 31. v , y* The Princess of Wales,'with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, left 
Marlborough House on a visit to the Emperor and Empress of Russia at the Palace of New 
Peterhof, St. Petersburg, to\be present at the Marriage of the Grand Duchess Xenia, eldest 
daughter of their Imperial Majesties, with her cousin the Grand Duke Michael, being received 
.on arrival at St. Petersburg' by all the Members of the Russian Imperial Family, Prince 
Christian, of Denmark, the .Quepn- of the Hellenes, Prince Nicholas and Prince Andrew of 
Greece, and the Duke/jindy Duchess of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. On the 6th of August the 
Marriage was celebrated in accordance with the usual Rites of the Russian Church, followed 
by a State; Banquet, ai\d a Concert in the evening in the Hall of Peter the Great. At the 
conclusion of ’their .visit the Princess of Wales and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales 
ieft for Copenhagen, where they arrived on the 5th of September, and on the 25th returned 

to Aberdeen en route to Mar. Lodge on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of York. 

,\Augttst 6. The German Emperor arrived on a brief visit to the Queen at Osborne, 

. beingv received on landing by the Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian, and Prince Henry of 
■'Battenberg; He then proceeded to Osborne House, and, after remaining a short time, returned 
to his yipht th a Hohehzollern. Landing again, he was entertained by the Queen at dinner, there 
beiHg present, among others, the Prince of Wales, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and 
the 'Marquis of Lome,- Prince and Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duke of York, Prince 
Christian with P.rinoe Christian Victor and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. On the 
following day the Emperor went on board his yacht the Meteor , with the intention of sailing for 
the Queen’s Cup; the race for which collapsed. In the afternoon he was present at a Garden 
Party at the Royal Yacht Squadron Club, and in the evening entertained at a Banquet. On the 
gth the Emperor, while cruising on the Meteor , witnessed part of the race between the Britannia 
(the .Prince'of Wales’s yacht) and the Vigilant for the Town Cup, which the former won. He 
dined, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and the Earl of Lonsdale, on board his yacht the Verena. 
On the. 10th the Emperor sailed with the Prince of Wales on the Britannia for the Meteor Shield, 
which the Britannia won. He dined with the Prince of Wales and the Duke of York on board the 
Osborne. ' On .tpe nth the Emperor dined with the Queen, and concluded his visit to Her Majesty, 
leaving next 'mdrning for Aldershot, where he was received by the Duke of Connaught, and witnessed 
a Review of the Troops, dining with the Duke at Government House. On the following day, 
after seeing a Sham Fright in the Long Valley, he lunched with Major-General Alleyne and the 
Officers’of the Royal Artillery; visited the Gymnasium; dined with Colonel Welby and the Officers 
of the 2nd Dragoons (Scots Greys) ; and left for Gravesend, where he embarked on the Hohenzollern 
for . Germany. 

August 21. The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left for Homburg, returning on the 

,13th of September. 
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August 22. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the 
Duchess of Connaught, Princess Henry of Batten berg, and the Empress Eugenie, presented new 
Colours to the Portsmouth Division ot the Royal Marine Light Infantry, commanded by Lieut.- 
Colonel Baldwin, at Osborne House, being received on arrival on the ground by the Duke of 
York and the Marquis of Lome. The consecration was performed by the Regimental Chaplain, 
the Rev. C. E. Yorke. 

September 7. The Duke and Duchess of York left York House on a visit to Lord and Lady 
Newport at Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, and on the following day proceeded to Birmingham, 
where, at the Town Hall, they were received by Lord Leigh (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), 
Alderman Johnson (the Mayor), and other representatives of the Corporation. After the Town 
Clerk had read an Address of Welcome on behalf of the Corporation, to which the Duke replied, 
their Royal Highnesses were entertained at luncheon in the Council House; afterwards the 
Duke and Duchess visited the City Museum and Art Galleries, and proceeded to the site of 
the new General Hospital in St. Mary’s Square, where they were received by the Earl of 
Dartmouth (President of the Hospital), Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Chamberlain, and others. After an 
Address had been read and replied to by the Duke, and the Bishop of Worcester had offered a 
prayer, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the new Building. The stone is on 
the porchway of the main entrance, and contains the following inscription:—

A request that one of the Wards in the new Hospital might be named “Princess May’s Ward” 
was complied with by their Royal Highnesses, who returned to Castle Bromwich. On the 10th of 
September the Duke and Duchess of York left Castle Bromwich by special train for Liverpool, 
being received at the Station by the Earl of Sefton (Lord-Lieutenant of the County) and the 
Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress. Entering carriages, they drove to the site of the new Post 
Office in Victoria Street, where His Royal Highness, with the usual formalities, laid the foundation- 
stone, on which is the following inscription :—

diiving to the Guildhall, where an Address was read from the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 

Citizens of Liverpool ; and at the same time a service of silver plate was presented, subscribed 
by the citizens of Liverpool as a'wedding gift, for which the Duke, on behalf of the Duchess and 
himself, returned their grateful acknowledgments. Their Royal Highnesses then left for Newsham 
Paik, where they were the guests of the Corporation for the night. The Duchess on the following 

morning left for Balmoral, the Duke for London. 
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October 5 . The Duke and Duchess of York, returning south, paid a visit to the Hon. 

Mrs. Meynell Ingram at Temple Newsam, and on the following day drove into Leeds, where, at 
the Town Hall, they received an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, to which the Duke 
replied. Proceeding to the new School of Medicine in connection with the Yorkshire College, 
an Address was presented by the Marquis of Ripon, and His Royal Highness declared the 
Library and the adjacent rooms open. After luncheon at the Town Hall, the Duke and Duchess 
left for London. 

October 23. 1 he Duke and Duchess of York left Sandringham for Norwich, being received 

at the station by the Mayor, Sheriff, and others, and from there drove to the Castle, where an 
Address was received. After being conducted through the Museum and Galleries, and a gold 
key having been presented by the Mayor as a memento, His Royal Highness declared the Castle 
Museum open. Luncheon having been provided in the Picture Gallery, and visits paid to the 
Norwich School of Cookery and the Cathedral, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Thorpe 
Station and left by train for Sandringham. At the foot of a tablet of polished granite in the 
entrance hall, giving a long history of the Museum since 1874, there is the following addition:—

November 6. i h e Duke of York, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian, and the Duke of 
Peck (the Queen and the Prince and Princess of Wales being also represented), were present at 
the Russian Chapel, Welbeck Street, at a Requiem Service in memory of the late Emperor. 

November 7. I he Tsar (Emperor Nicholas II.), the Dowager Empress, the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and Princess Alice of Hesse, 
were present at a Requiem Service in the Church of Livadia, previous to the removal of the 
remains of the late Emperor on the 8th with solemn ceremony to Yalta, where they were 
placed on a steamer and conveyed to Sebastopol, and thence by train to Moscow (a Service 
being held in the Cathedral), and eventually to St. Petersburg, where they were received 
with the same ceremony on the nth (all the members of the Imperial Family being present), 
and conveyed to the Portress Cathedral. After lying there in State the remains were laid, 
on the 13th of November, in the Fortress Cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul, in the presence 
of the Emperor and Dowager Empress, the Grand Duchess Alexandra Feodorovna, the King of 
Denmark, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of York, the King and Queen of the 
Hellenes, the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Grand Duke of Hesse and Princess 
Alice of Hesse, and Members of the Russian Royal Family. At the time of the Funeral the 
Queen, with Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), and Prince and Princess 
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Henry of Battenberg, attended a Special Service in the Private Chapel of Windsor Castle 
conducted by the Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, which included a Special Prayer for the 
widowed Empress and the young Emperor and his intended Bride. Memorial Services were also 
held m Westminster Abbey and in the Russian Chapel, Welbeck Street. 

November 2 6 . Marriage of the Emperor Nicholas II. with Princess Alice, fourth daughter of 

Princess Alice of Hesse, and granddaughter of Queen Victoria, in the Winter Palace, 
St. Petersburg, by the Metropolitan and Clergy of the Holy Synod, in the presence of the 
Dowager Empress, the King of Denmark, the King and Queen of the Hellenes, the Prince and 
1 rincess of Wales, the Duke of York, the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Prince 
of Rumania, the Grand Duchess Marie Pavlova, the. Grand Duchess Alexandra Josephina, and 
Princess Irene of Prussia with the Grand Duchess Elizabeth (sister of the Bride). 

December 6. 1 he Prince of Wales, with the Duke of York, returned from St. Petersburg, 

being met at Charing Cross Station by the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and the Duke of 
Cambridge.

May 10. 1 he Duke and Duchess of York left for Sheffield on a visit to the Duke 

of Norfolk at The harm, proceeding, on arrival at Sheffield, to the Exchange, where Addresses 
were received from the Corporation, the Cutlers Company, and the Town Trustees, to which 
tie Duke replied. I he Hospital in West Street was then visited, and the Duke of Norfolk (as 
resident of the Hospital) presented an Address. After a reply to the Duke’s address, and a prayer

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by the Archbishop of York, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the Nurses’ Home, 
with the usual ceremony, intimating the Queen’s approval of the Hospital being in future called 
the “ Royal Sheffield Hospital.” On the stone, which is a large slab of grey granite, by the 
front door of the Nurses’ Home in Eldon Street, is the following inscription lettered in gold:_

the Cutlers’ Hall, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Norfolk Park, where the Duke presented 
the Queen’s Prize won by the Sheffield Artillery Volunteers at Shoeburyness, as well as Long 

Service Medals to Veteran Volunteers, and afterwards left for The Farm. On the following

day, after attending service in the Sheffield Parish Church, their Royal Highnesses drove to 
Wortley and visited the Earl and Countess of Wharncliffe, returning to The Farm later in 
the afternoon. On the 13th, accompanied by the Duke of Norfolk, Lord and Lady Edmund 
Talbot, and others, their Royal Highnesses visited the following works in Sheffield: Messrs. 
Mappin & Webb, Messrs. Walker & Hall, Messrs. Joseph Rodgers & Sons, Messrs. Charles 
Cammed & Co., being entertained at luncheon by the latter. In the evening the Duke and 
Duchess attended a Ball at the Cutlers’ Hall given by the Master Cutler and members of 
the Company, and on the following day returned to London. 

Ma y J 5- I he Duke and Duchess of York were present at a Service held in St. Paul’s 

Cathedral, being the 241st Festival of the Sons of the Clergy. 

May 16. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the Earl and 

Countess of Warwick at Warwick Castle, receiving on arrival an Address of Welcome from 
the Mayor and Corporation. On the following day, accompanied by Lord Leigh (Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County), and others, His Royal Highness inspected the Warwickshire 
Yeomanry, under the command of Lord Willoughby de Broke, on the Race Common, being 
afterwards entertained at luncheon by the Officers at the County Hall, and attending the 
Yeomanry Ball in the same Hall in the evening. On the 18th, the Prince, accompanied by 
Lord and Lady Warwick, drove to Stratford-on-Avon. After visiting Shakespeare's birthplace, 
being received by Sir Arthur Hodgson (Chairman of the Trustees), he proceeded to the Town 
Hall and an Address was presented by the Mayor and Corporation, to which His Royal Highness 
replied. From thence the Prince drove to the Grammar School, being received by the Head 
Master. He also visited the Parish Church, Shakespeare’s Memorial Theatre, Library, and 
Picture Galleries, leaving for Clopton House for tea with Sir Arthur Hodgson, and afterwards 
returning to the Castle. On the 19th, the Prince attended Divine Service in the Chapel at 
Warwick Castle, and returned to London the following day. 

May 21. I he Prince of Wales left for Yarmouth, proceeding directly on arrival to

Service Medals to past and present members of the corps. The Princess of Wales, the Duchess 
of York, and Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales were present. 

June 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Maud of Wales, attended 

the First Dog Show of the Ladies’ I Kennel Association at Barn Elms, where the Princess 
presented the Prize to “The Champion of Champions.’’ 

June 25. Marriage of the Duke of Aosta and Princess Helfene of Orleans at the Roman 

Catholic Church of St. Raphael, at Kingston, by the Bishop of Southwark. The Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the Prince of Naples, the Due d’Orleans, the Due de Chartres, and others 
were present. 

June 27. The Prince of Wales presided at the opening of the International Railway 

Congress (of which he was Hon. President), at the Imperial Institute, and delivered an Address, 
afterwards visiting the Exhibition of Railway Appliances and Inventions. 

On the same day the Princess ,of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
went to the Portman Rooms, Baker Street, and opened a Bazaar in aid of the funds of 
St. Mary’s-Hospital. 

June 28. The Prince of Wales (as President), accompanied by the Princess of Wales and 

the Crown Prince of Denmark, visited St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, being conducted over the 
Wards and new Lecture Theatre by Sir Trevor Lawrence (the Treasurer) and Medical Staff. 
Later in the day the Prince of Wales attended the Consecration of the Rahere Lodge of 
Freemasons in the Great Hall. 

July 8. The Prince of Wales presided, at Marlborough House, at the Annual General 

Meeting of the Corporation of the Royal College of Music, and afterwards at the Annual Meeting 
of the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal College of Music. 

The Prince of Wales (as Grand Prior of the Order), the Duke of York (Sub-Prior), I rince 
Christian and Officers of the Order being present, distributed at Marlborough House, the Medals 
and Certificates awarded by the Chapter-General of the Grand Priory of the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem in England for acts of gallantry in saving life on land. 

On the same day the Prince of'Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and the 1 rincess 
Victoria of Wales, went by train to Epsom, being received at Epsom College by the Duke of 
Abercorn (the President), Sir Joseph Fayrer, and others. After an Address from the Rev. I . N. II. 
Smith-Pearse (the Head Master), to which he replied, and a prayer by the Archdeacon of Middlesex, 
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the Prince laid the foundation-stone in front of the new Lower School Buildings, on which is the 
following inscription:— 

“ HUNC LAPIDEM

The. Benediction was pronounced by the Archdeacon of Surrey, in the absence of the Bishop of 
Winchester. Their Royal Highnesses returned to London at the conclusion of the ceremony. 

July 10. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of Sparta, left Marlborough House for 

Peterborough, and visited the Peterborough Foxhound Show, and also the Agricultural Show 
held at the same place, leaving afterwards for Sandringham. 

July 12. The Prince of Wales passed through London from Sandringham to join the 

Royal Yacht Osborne at Portsmouth, dining in the evening with the Duke of Genoa on board the 
Italian warship Savoia. He returned to London on the following day, after inspecting at Spithead 
the Italian and British Channel Squadrons, and going on board the Italian flagship Re Umberto. 

J ul y 1 7 - The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, the Crown 

Prince of Denmark, and the Duke of Sparta, visited the East African Village at the Crystal 
Palace, Sydenham, and witnessed a display of the Somali Natives, subsequently sending a present 
to each of the men, women, and children. 

July 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, paid a visit 

to the Royal Free Hospital, Gray’s Inn Road, being received by the Earl of Lathom (Vice- 
President) and others. After an Address, to which the Prince replied, and a prayer having been 
offered by the Chaplain, His Royal Highness declared the new Front, the “Alexandra Building,” 
open. On a tablet at the entrance to the Hospital, in addition to three other previous inscriptions, 
is the following :— 

“ THE FRONT CENTRAL BLOCK WAS 
REBUILT IN 1895 AND PUBLICLY 
OPENED ON JULY 22 ND 1895 
BY THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 
AND NAMED THE ALEXANDRA BUILDING.

After the opening the Princess received purses amounting to £ 500. Their Royal Highnesses 

visited several of the Wards before returning to Marlborough House. 

July 26. The Princess of Wales (the Prince of Wales, Princesses Victoria and Maud of 

Wales, and the Crown Prince of Denmark being present) gave Certificates, in the Garden of 
Marlborough House, to the third and fourth thousand Nurses who had joined the Royal National 
Pension Fund for Nurses. 
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July 28. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Cirencester, and was present 

at the Jubilee of the Royal Agricultural College, over which he was conducted by the Principal. 
After luncheon with the Earl of Ducie (the Chairman) and Governing Body, he proceeded to the 
Gloucestershire Show (President, the Earl Bathurst), and subsequently, previous to his return 
to London, paid a visit to Lord and Lady Bathurst at Cirencester House. 

On the same day the Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales and the Crown 
Prince of Denmark, left Marlborough House for Aldershot. After witnessing an Inspection of the 
Troops, under the command of the Duke of Connaught, by the Duke of Cambridge, their Royal 
Highnesses lunched with the Duke and Duchess of Connaught at Government House, and, before 
returning to London, visited the Empress Eugenie at Farnborough House. 

August 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York and Princesses 

Victoria and Maud of Wales, visited Southampton, being received on landing at the quay 
from the Alberta by Mr. Wyndham Portal (representing the London and South Western 
Railway Company), The Right Hon. G. J. Goschen (First Lord of the Admiralty), the Mayor, 
and others. After an Address of Welcome to which the Prince replied, he was presented by 

Mr. Portal with the key of a small gold padlock, and, releasing the chain and moving the 

lever, His Royal Highness opened the new' Graving Docks, a prayer having been previously 
offered by the Bishop of Guildford. After another Address from the Mayor and Corporation, 
to which the Prince also replied, the prince and the Duke of York were entertained at 
luncheon, the Princess and Princesses leaving for the Royal Yacht Osborne. 

August 5. The German Emperor arrived at Cowes on board the Hohenzollern on his 

annual visit, being received and entertained by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and the 
Royal Yacht Squadron Club as in previous years. During his stay he paid a visit to the 

Earl of Lonsdale at Lowther Castle, and left Leith in the Hohenzollern on the 15th, on his 

return to Germany. 

August 19. q h e Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, left 
Port Victoria in the Royal Yacht Osborne for Copenhagen on a visit to the King and Queen 
of Denmark. 

August 20. Xhe Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House for 

Homburg and Copenhagen, being accompanied, to Charing Cross Station, by the Duke of York, 
who then took leave, His Royal Highness returned to London on the 29th of September. 

August 22. The Duke and Duchess of York left on a visit to Admiral Sir Noel Salmon 
at Admiralty House, and were present at the launch of the first-class Battleship Prince 
George at Portsmouth. The Duchess of York performed the Christening Ceremony, after 
which their Royal Highnesses returned to London. 

October i. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to Mr. E. Beckett at 
Kirkstall Grange, Leeds, and attended the Ninth Leeds Triennial Festival (of which His Royal 
Highness was President) given in aid of the Medical Charities at Leeds. Princess Louise 
(Marchioness of Lome) was also present. On arrival an Address was received outside the Town 
Hall from the Lord Mayor to which the Prince replied. He returned to London on the 3rd. 

October 26. Xhe Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, returned 
to Marlborough House from a visit to the King and Queen of Denmark at Copenhagen.

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November 1. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Nicholas of Greece, was present 
at a Requiem Service in the Russian Chapel, Welbeck Street, on the occasion of the first 
Anniversary of the death of the Emperor Alexander III. of Russia. 

November 5. Arrival of the King of Portugal, who was received at Charing Cross Station by 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Duke of Connaught, and Prince Henry of Battenberg. His 
Majesty proceeded, after luncheon at Buckingham Palace, on a visit to the Prince and 
Princess of Wales at Sandringham, leaving on the 8th, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught 
and Prince Henry of Battenberg, on a visit to the Queen at Balmoral. The King returned 
to Buckingham Palace on the nth, and on the following day, accompanied by the Duke 
of Connaught and Prince Henry of Battenberg, was entertained at luncheon at the Mansion 
House. He left for Paris on the 14th. 

November u. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the 

Duke of York, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Duke of Teck, and the Duke of Fife, 

presided at a Dinner given to the Duke of Cambridge on his retirement from the post of 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army, by members of the United Service Club, at the Whitehall 
Rooms, Hotel Metropole. 

November 26. The Prince of Wales was present at a Memorial Service for General the 

Right Hon. Sir Henry Ponsonby at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s Palace. 

December 4. Visit of the King of the Belgians, with Princess Clementine, to the Queen at 

Windsor. The King and Princess also paid a visit to the Prince and Princess of Wales at 

Sandringham, and left on the 9th for Belgium. 

December 9. The Prince of Wales presided at a Dinner given at the Hotel Metropole in aid 

of the funds of the Trinity College (Cambridge) Mission. 

December 14. Birth of a second son to the Duke and Duchess of York at York Cottage, 

Sandringham. 

December 27. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by his nephew, Prince Nicholas of Greece, 
left Sandringham for London, and, having accompanied Prince Nicholas to Charing Cross 
Station, and taken leave, returned to Sandringham. 
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January 14. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke and Duchess of Fife, from London, 
and the Princess of Wales, the Duke of York, and Princess Maud of Wales, from Sandringham, 
went to Windsor and were present at a Service in the Memorial Chapel of St. George’s Chapel, 
th e Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor officiating, in memory of the late Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale. The Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York and Princess Maud of Wales, 
returned to Sandringham after the Service; the Prince of Wales, with the Duke and Duchess of 
Fife, returning to London. 

January 20. Death of Prince Henry of Battenberg on board H.M.S. Blonde while returning 
home invalided from Ashanti. On the arrival of the Blonde at Madeira, the remains of His 
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Royal Highness were transferred to H.M.S. Blenheim. The following inscription appeared on the 
name plate of the coffin:— 

“ HENRY MAURICE, 

PRINCE OF BATTENBERG, 

KNIGHT OF THE MOST NOBLE ORDER OF 
THE GARTER, 

BORN AT MILAN, OCTOBER 5TH 1 858, 

DIED JANUARY 20TH 1896 
OF FEVER ON BOARD H.M.S. BLONDE 
OFF THE AFRICAN COAST 
ON RETURNING FROM THE ASHANTI EXPEDITION. 

‘BLESSED ARE THE DEAD WHICH DIE IN THE LORD.’” 

February 4. The Blenheim , on arrival at Portsmouth on the 4th of February, was met by 
the Royal Yacht Alberta from Osborne, conveying Princess Henry of Battenberg, Princess 
Christian, the Duke of Connaught, and Princes Louis and Francis Joseph of Battenberg, 
who went on board the Blenheim. A short Service having been held, the body was transferred 
to the Alberta , which proceeded with their Royal Highnesses to Osborne escorted by the 
Victoria and Albert, being met by a pinnace a mile or so off the Trinity Wharf, with the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of York, and the Grand Duke of Hesse on board. On arrival at the 
Wharf they were met by the Queen, the Princess of Wales, Princesses Victoria and Maud 
of Wales, and the Duchess of Albany. The Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught 
and Princes Leopold and Maurice of Battenberg, went on board, and placed a wreath on 
the coffin. Before removal of the coffin on the 5th of February, the Queen, Princess Henry 
with Prince Leopold of Battenberg, and other Members of the Royal Family, went again 
privately on board the Alberta, after which the coffin was removed by Bluejackets to a gun- 
carriage, which was followed, on foot, by Prince Alexander of Battenberg (supported on either 
side by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Connaught), and in carriages by the Queen, 
with Princess Henry, Prince Leopold, and Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg, the Princess 
of Wales, Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and Princess Victoria of 
Wales, the Duchess of Connaught, the Duchess of Albany, Princess Maud of Wales, and 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. On reaching the Prince of Wales’s Gate, the carriages 
left the procession and proceeded by another route to Whippingham Church; the gun-carriage, 
at the lych-gate, being received by the Bishop of Winchester, the Dean of Windsor, and the 
Rev. Clementi Smith. The coffin was carried into the church by a party of Scots Guards, 
and after the Funeral Service and the Benediction (pronounced by the Bishop) was removed 
into the Mortuary Chapel. The Chief Mourners were Prince Alexander, Prince Louis and 
Prince Francis Joseph of Battenberg, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke of York. Besides 
those already mentioned, there were present: Prince Albert of Prussia, Prince Christian, Prince 
,Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Prince of Leiningen, the Duke of Teck and Prince Adolphus of 
feck, the Duke of Fife, the Marquis of Lome, Count Gleichen, Count Alexander of Erberth- 
Schonberg; also representatives of the German Emperor, the Empress Frederick, the King of 
Italy, the King and Queen of Denmark, the King of the Belgians, the King of Portugal, 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Duke of Cambridge, Princess Frederica of Hanover, 
and others, 
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At the same hour Services were held in Westminster Abbey, in Berlin, Paris, and 
other places. 

On February 6th the Queen conferred the Order of Knight Commander of the Bath 
(Civil Division) upon His Serene Highness Prince Francis Joseph of Battenberg. 


LETTER FROM THE QUEEN TO THE NATION.

“ F'ebruary nth 1896. 

“ I have alas ! once more to thank my loyal subjects for their warm sympathy in a 
fresh and grevious affliction' which has befallen me and my beloved Daughter Princess 
Beatrice, Princess Henry of Battenberg. 

“ This new sorrow is overwhelming and to me is a double one, for I lose a dearly 
loved and helpful Son, whose presence was like a bright sunbeam in my home, and 
my dear Daughter loses a noble and devoted Husband, to whom she was united by the 
closest affection. To witness the blighted happiness of the Daughter who has never left 
me, and has comforted and helped me, is hard to bear. But the feeling of universal 

sympathy so touchingly shown by all classes of my subjects has deeply moved my child 

and myself, and has helped and soothed us greatly. I wish from my heart to thank 
my People for this, as well as for the appreciation manifested by the dear and gallant 
Prince who laid down his life in the service of his adopted Country. 

My beloved child is an example to all in her courage, resignation, and submission 

to the Will of God.

February n. 1 . he Duke and Duchess of York drove to the Church House, Westminster, 
being received at the Great Smith Street entrance by the Council of the Church House, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor, the Archbishop of York, the Bishop of 
London, and a large number of Bishops, Clergy and Laymen. After prayers by the 
Archbishops and the Bishop of London, and an Address from the Duke of Westminster to which 
the Duke replied, His Royal Highness declared the Church House open. Further Addresses 
having been received from the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor, and the 
Archbishop of York, the Archbishop of Canterbury pronounced the Benediction. 

February 17. Christening of the second son of the Duke and Duchess of York at the Church 
of St. Mary, Sandringham, by the Bishop of Norwich, assisted'by the Rev. Edgar Sheppard 
(Sub-Dean of the Chapels Royal), and the Rev. J. N. Dalton (Canon of St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor). The Princess of Wales having handed the infant Prince to the Bishop, naming him 
Albert brederick Arthur George,” he was thus baptized. The Sponsors were: The Queen 
(represented by the Princess of Wales), the Empress Frederick (represented by Princess Victoria 
of Wales), the Grand Duchess of MeckJenburg-Strelitz (represented by Princess Maud of Wales), 
the Duchess of Fife, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz (represented by the Duke of Teck), 
the Crown Prince of Denmark (represented by the Prince of Wales), the Duke of Connaught, 
and Prince Adolphus of Teck. There were also present: The Duke and Duchess of York, the 
Duchess of Connaught, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, 
the Prince of Leiningen, Princess Adolphus of Teck, and others. 
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February 29. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Brighton, being received on 
arrival by the Mayor and Aldermen, there being also at the station the Duke and Duchess of 

Fife, the Duke of Norfolk, and others. Proceeding to the Royal Sussex County Hospital an 

Address was read by the Recorder, to which the Prince replied. A prayer having been offered 
by the Bishop of Chichester, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the new building. 
The stone is in the Out-Patients’ Department, and bears the following inscription :—

After the ceremony the Duchess of Fife received purses to the amount of £1,500, and the Bishop 

pronounced the Benediction. Their Royal Highnesses then drove to the Royal Pavilion, where 
they were entertained at luncheon by the Mayor. The Prince of Wales afterwards left for 
Queen’s Gardens on a visit to Mr. Reuben Sassoon, and returned to London on the 
2nd of March. 

March 2. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of York,, presided at the Third 

Annual Meeting of the Royal Naval Fund at the United Service Institution, Whitehall. 

March 7. The Prince of Wales left for Cannes, returning to Marlborough House on the 

gth of April. 

March u. The Duke of York presided at a Dinner at the Whitehall Rooms, Hotel 
Metropole, in aid of the funds of the Cabdrivers’ Benevolent Association. 

March 12. A deputation of Nurses, representing the Members of the National Pension 

Fund, was received at Marlborough House by the Princess of Wales, Princesses Victoria and 
Maud of Wales, and the Crown Prince of Denmark, and presented a wedding present to Princess 
Maud of Wales on behalf of the Nurses of the British Empire. 

March 18. The Duke and Duchess of York visited Leyton, being received at Maryland 

Point Station by the Chairman of the Leyton District Council, and, proceeding to the Technical 
Institute, were met by the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Council. After a prayer by the 
Bishop of Colchester, the Clerk of the Council presented an Address enclosed in a casket of 
wood carved by the students, which the Duke acknowledged. He then formally declared the 
new Buildings open, returning to London after the ceremony. 

March 24. The Duke and Duchess of York left on a visit to the Earl and Countess of 

Derby at Knowsley. On the following day they proceeded to Lancaster where, at the Castle 
Station, they were met by the Earl of Sefton (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), the Mayor 
and Corporation, and, proceeding to the Town Hall, received an Address, to which the Duke 
replied.

On the following day their 
Royal Highnesses paid visits to the Hove Hospital and the Metropolitan Police Seaside Con¬ 
valescent Home at Hove, in the evening attending a performance in the Brighton Theatre Royal 
in aid of the Sussex County Hospital, returning to Mr. Sassoon’s, and leaving for London the 
next day.

Ma y r 5 - The Prince of Wales left for Cambridge, and, after luncheon with Colonel and 

Mrs. Roberts at Gonville and Caius College, inspected the Cambridge University Volunteers (of 
which he was Hon. Colonel), under the command of Colonel Roberts, returning to London after 
the inspection. 

May 19. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales 

and the Crown Prince of Denmark, went by train to Croydon, being received at the Station by 
the Mayor and others. Their Royal Highnesses then proceeded to the Town Hall, and, with a 
key presented by the Mayor, the Prince of Wales opened the door leading to the Braithwaite Hall, 
where an Address was received from the Mayor and Corporation, to which the Prince replied. He 
then declared the Town Hall, Courts of Justice, and Free Library open.

May 20. The Princess of Wales (President of the Council of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 

Families Association), accompanied by the Prince of Wales and Princess Victoria of Wales, drove 
to the United Service Institution, Whitehall, being received by Colonel Gildea (Chairman) and 
Members of the Council, and by the Marquis of Lansdowne, Viscount Wolseley, and others. 
1 he Princess of Wales accepted a Water-colour Drawing by the Rev. Rowland Wilson, descriptive 
of Service Ashore and Afloat (in which was embodied the Agenda Paper), from Miss Christian 
Helena Gildea, youngest daughter of Colonel Gildea. Her Royal Highness then presided at the 
Eleventh Annual Meeting of the Association, the Prince of Wales at the close of the meeting 
acknowledging, on behalf of the Princess, the vote of thanks to Her Royal Highness for 
presiding. 

May 21. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Princess Maud 

of Wales, and Prince Charles of Denmark, drove to the West London Hospital, Hammersmith 
Road, being received on arrival by the Duke and Duchess of Teck, Lord Rothschild, the Board 
of Management, and others. The Royal Party were conducted by Lord Rothschild to a large 
marquee in the grounds of the new Wing, when the Prince of Wales, on behalf of the Princess, 
declared the Bazaar and F6te in aid of the Hospital Funds open. The Princess of Wales received 
purses to the amount of £$oo. After spending some time in the Bazaar their Royal Highnesses left 
for Marlborough House.

Duchess of Teck, and about 2,000 other guests, were present at a reception given by the Right 
Hon. Joseph and Mrs. Chamberlain at the Imperial Institute to the members who had attended 
the Congress, lately held, of the Chambers of Commerce of the Empire. 

June 16. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of York, left for Leicester, to visit the 

Royal Agricultural Society Show, receiving on arrival an Address from the Corporation of 
Leicester, to which the Prince replied. After making a tour of the Show their Royal Highnesses 
lunched with Sir Walter Gilbey (President) and the Council of the Society, returning afterwards 
to London. 

On the same day the Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
paid a visit to St. Mary’s Hospital, being received and conducted over all the wards by Sir 
William Broadbent.

There were also present: The Queen, the Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of 
York, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, the Crown Prince and Princess of Denmark, the Duke 
of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Sparta, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of 
Lome, the Duchess of Albany with the young Duke of Albany, Princess Elizabeth of Waldeck, 
Prince and Princess Philip of Saxe-Coburg, Prince Nicholas of Greece, Prince and Princess 
Frederick of Schaumburg-Lippe, and the Duke and Duchess of Teck. The Ceremony being 
concluded, the register of the marriage was signed in the Bow Room by the Bride and Bride¬ 
groom and attested by the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and others.

Proceeding to St. Andrew’s Hall they were met 
by Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, who were on a visit to 
Lord and Lady Battersea at Overstrand. After receiving an Address from the Hon. Secretary of 
the Festival Committee, and being present at the beginning of the programme, they were 
entertained at luncheon by the Mayor and Mayoress in the Ancient Crypt of the Friars of the 
Sack, returning afterwards to St. Andrew’s Hall for the conclusion of the Oratorio. His Royal

Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark received at Marlborough House the 
Lord Mayor and Remembrancer of the City of London, who presented Her Royal Highness, 
on behalf of the Corporation, with an Address of Congratulation, enclosed in a gold casket, 
on her recent marriage. The Prince, on behalf of the Princess, expressed her thanks for the 
beautiful gift, and his warm appreciation of the excellent relations existing between this Country 
and Denmark. 

December 22. The Prince of Wales, at the Royal Institution, Albemarle Street, opened the 

Davy-Faraday Research Laboratory there erected, and founded and equipped by Professor 

Ludwig Mond. He was afterwards present at an Exhibition by Professor Dewar of a number 

of experiments illustrative of the use of liquid air in scientific research. 
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January 7. The Prince and Princess of Wales, while on a visit to the Duke and Duchess 
of Sutherland at Trentham, drove to Longton, being received by the Mayor and Mayoress and 
the Earl of Dartmouth, with 1,000 Freemasons, representing the various lodges in Staffordshire. 
An Address of Welcome having been presented and replied to by the Prince, their Royal 
Highnesses proceeded to a marquee in Stone Road, when His Royal Highness laid the foundation-

Staffordshire Philharmonic Society in the Victoria Hall, Hanley. 

January 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, Princess 

\ ictoria of Wales, and the Duchess of Teck, were present at a Memorial Service for the Duke 
of Clarence and Avondale in Sandringham Church. 

February 5. I he Prince of Wales presented prizes and certificates to the Scholars and 

Exhibitioners appointed by the 1 echnical Education Board of the London County Council at the 
Queen’s Hall, Langham Place. 

The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of York, was present at a Dinner given 
to Dr. Nansen at the Imperial Institute by Sir Clements Markham (the President) and Fellows 
of the Royal Geographical Society; afterwards being present, with the Duchess of York, at 
Dr. Nansen’s Address on his recent Arctic discovery, in the Royal Albert Hall. The Prince 
presented Dr. Nansen, on the conclusion of his Address, with the Special Gold Medal of the 
Society, and also a Medal to Lieutenant Scott Hanson. 

February xo. The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, visited King’s Lynn, 
and, after inspecting the West Norfolk and Lynn Hospital, attended the opening ceremony of 
the Lynn Commemoration Trades and Industrial Exhibition. 

I country 19. I he Duke and Duchess of York drove to Eastnor House, Blackheath, where 
they were received by the Bishop of Southwark. After an Address, to which the Duke 
replied, and a prayer having been offered by the Bishop, His Royal Highness declared the 
Dartmouth Home for Crippled Boys open. The Duchess received purses to the value of £200, 
after which they returned to London. 

} ebruary 2b. I he Prince of Wales presided at a meeting of the General Committee of 
Archbishop Bensons Memorial bund” at the Church House, Westminster. 

March 1. ^he Piffice of Wales left Marlborough House for the South of France, returning 

to London on the 14th of April. 

March 6. The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, paid a visit to the 

Alexandra Hospital for Children with Hip Diseases, Queen Square, Bloomsbury, the Princess 
presenting with her own hand a suitable toy to each of the fifty children in the hospital. 

I he Duke of \ ork opened the new Baths and Washhouses erected in Marylebone 
Road by the Parish Commissioners at a cost of ^50,000. On a tablet now placed in front of 
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the buildings with the Borough Arms in the centre and coronets on either side, is the following 
inscription :— 

“THIS TABLET WAS PLACED HERE IN CORONATION YEAR 1911 TO COMMEMORATE THE 
OPENING OF THIS INSTITUTION BY THEIR MAJESTIES KING GEORGE V. AND QUEEN MARY 
(WHEN DUKE AND DUCHESS OF YORK) ON THE 6TH DAY OF MARCH 1897.” 

March 17. I he Duke of York opened a National Exhibition and Sale of Work in 

connection with the London Branch of the Irish Industrial Association at Chelsea House, 
Cadogan Place, and the same evening presided at a Dinner at the Whitehall Rooms, Hotel 
Metropole, in aid of the Association for the Oral Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb. 

March 23. The Princess of Wales, with the Duchess of Fife and Princess Victoria of Wales, 
left Marlborough House for Copenhagen, being accompanied to Charing Cross Station by the 
Duke of York and the Duke of Fife, who there took leave. Their Royal Highnesses returned 
from Denmark on the 28th of April. 

March 28. The Prince of Wales, with Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), was present 
at the Special Service in commemoration of the thirteenth Anniversary of the death of the 
Duke of Albany, at St. George’s Memorial Church, Cannes. 

April 8. rhe Prince of Wales presided at the ceremony of laying the foundation-stone 

of the new buildings at the British Hospital at Sunnybank, Cannes, the Bishop of Gibraltar 
officiating. The following is the inscription on the stone:—

April 25. Birth of a daughter to their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of York, 

at York Cottage, Sandringham. 

May 10. I he Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, left 

Marlborough House on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Westminster at Eaton Hall, being 
received on arrival at Chester by the Duke and Duchess, and proceeding to the Town Hall, where 
an Address of Welcome was presented by the Mayor, reference being made to the approaching 
completion of the 6oth year of the Queen’s reign. The Prince having replied to the Address, 
their Royal Highnesses left for Eaton Hall. On the following day a visit was paid to the Right 
Hon. W. E. and Mrs. Gladstone at Hawarden Castle, with whom their Royal Highnesses took 
luncheon before returning to London. 

May 12. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Oxford, and inspected the 

Queen’s Own Oxfordshire Hussars (of which he was Hon. Colonel), under the command of Colonel 
Viscount Valentia, at Port Meadow. After luncheon with Lord Valentia and the Officers of the 
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Regiment at the Randolph Hotel, he proceeded to the Municipal Buildings in St. Aldgates, when, 
with a gold key presented by the Mayor, His Royal Highness opened the door at the main 
entrance, and, passing into the Hall (where an Address was received, to which the Prince replied), 
he declared the new buildings open. The Bishop of Oxford offered a prayer and pronounced the 
Benediction. Leaving the Town Hall His Royal Highness drove to the Acland Home, which he 
formally opened. In the Entrance Hall is a tablet with the following inscription 

“ TO PERPETUATE THE REVERED MEMORY OF 
SARAH ACLAND 

A HOME FOR DISTRICT NURSES WAS ESTABLISHED 
IN OXFORD BY HER FRIENDS A.D. 1878. 

THIS HOME WAS AFTERWARDS ENLARGED SO AS TO 
RECEIVE PRIVATE PATIENTS AND A STAFF OF PRIVATE NURSES. 

Her Husband 

Sir Henry W. Acland, Bart., K.C.B., retired from the Regius Professorship of Medicine 
in 1895, having held that office for nearly forty years, and his many friends agreed 
to record by a Testimonial their sense of the services he had rendered to the 
University, the City, and the Medical Profession. By his desire this Testimonial 
was devoted to the development of the Medical care of the Sick by the Erection 
of this building, which was opened by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, May 12th 1897.” 

There was subsequently a Reception at the Deanery, when the Prince was the guest of the 
Dean and Mrs. Paget, and in the evening a Reception by the Mayor and Mayoress at the Town 
Hall. On the following day His Royal Highness left for Cheltenham, being received by the 
Mayor and Mayoress, who presented an illuminated Address, to which the Prince replied. He then 
inspected the Royal Gloucestershire Hussars, under the command of the Marquis of Worcester, 
and was entertained by Lord Worcester and the Officers, at the Queen’s Hotel, before leaving for 
London. 

May 17. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and Princess Victoria 

of Wales, drove to the Imperial Institute, being received by the Duke of York (Chairman of the 
Committee) and others, and opened the Yachting and Fisheries Exhibition. After being conducted 
over the Exhibition their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

May 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke of York, drove to Blackwall, 

being received at the Blackwall Tunnel by the Duke of Cambridge, the Bishops of London and 
Rochester, and others. An Address was read by Dr. Collins (Chairman), on behalf of the 
Members of the Council of the Administrative County of London, to which the Prince replied. 
He then, having received a gold key of the Tunnel Gates, announced: “In the name of the 
Queen I declare this Tunnel open for ever.” The Bishop of London then offered prayer and 
pronounced the Benediction, after which their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House 
(see Part II., p. 419). 

May 26. The Prince of Wales visited Guy’s Hospital, being received by Mr. Cosmo 

Bonsor (the Treasurer). After an Address of Welcome had been read by Mr. House (the Senior 
Surgeon), to which the Pnnce replied, His Royal Highness proceeded through the Hospital Gardens 
to the new Medical School Buildings, which, at the request of Mr. Pye Smith (the Senior Physician), 
the Prince declared open, naming one of the wards “ Queen Victoria Ward,” in connection with 
this eventful year. Prayer was offered by the Bishop of Rochester.

May 27. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, the Duke and 

Duchess of York, Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, and Princess Victoria of Wales, 
drove to Islington and opened the Royal Military Tournament in the Agricultural Hall. 

May 28. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and Princess 

Victoria of Wales, visited the Royal Ophthalmic Hospital in the City Road, being received by 
Sir John Lubbock (the President of the Hospital). After receiving an Address and replying, 
His Royal Highness, on behalf oi the Queen, laid the foundation-stone of the new building with 
the usual ceremony. The stone is on the right-hand side of the front entrance in the City 
Road, and bears the following inscription :— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES 
ON BEHALF OF 
H.M. THE QUEEN 
ON 28TH MAY 1897.” 

Prayer was offered by the Bishop of London. Before returning to Marlborough House the Princess 
of Wales received purses from ladies and children. 

May 29. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, Prince and 

Princess Charles of Denmark, Princess Victoria of Wales, and the Duke of Fife, left Marlborough 
House for Canterbury, on arrival driving to the Westgate Tower, where an Address of Welcome 
was read by the Mayor, to which the Prince replied. Their Royal Highnesses then drove 
to the Deanery, and on to the Chapter House, being received by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Dean, and others. After a prayer by the Archbishop, and an Address from the Dean, to 
which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness declared the new Chapter House open, the Archbishop 
pronouncing the Benediction. On leaving the Chapter House for luncheon at the Deanery with 
the Dean and Mrs. Farrar, the Prince planted an oak-tree in the Baptistery Gardens. On a 
railing round the tree is a plate with the following inscription : — 

“ PLANTED BY 
THE PRINCE OF WALES 
29 TH MAY 1897 

ON THE OCCASION OF HIS VISIT TO THE CATHEDRAL 
IN CELEBRATION OF ITS I3TH CENTENARY.” 

Before leaving for London their Royal Highnesses made a tour of the Cathedral. 

June 7. Christening of the infant daughter of their Royal Highnesses the Duke and 
Duchess of York at Sandringham, by the Archbishop of York, assisted by Canon Dalton and 
Canon Hervey. The infant Princess was handed to the Archbishop (who performed the Baptismal 
Rite) by the Princess of Wales, and received the names of “ Victoria Alexandra Alice Mary. 
The Sponsors were: The Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duchess of Feck, the King 
of the Hellenes, Princess Victoria of Wales, and Prince Francis of Teck. I here w r ere also 
present: The Duke and Duchess of York, Princes Edward and Albert of York, Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the Marquis of Lome, and the 
Duke of Teck. 
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June 12. I he Duchess of York, accompanied by the Duke of York, presented new Colours 

to the Duke of York’s Royal Military School at Chelsea, replacing those granted in 1825 by 
King George IV. 

June r4. 'I he Prince of Wales, as Grand Master of Freemasons, accompanied by the 

Duke of Connaught, presided at a Meeting of about 7,000 Members of Lodges in all parts of the 
Kingdom, India, and the Colonies, called for the purpose of agreeing upon a Diamond Jubilee 
Address to be presented to the Queen. 

June 18. 1 he Prince of Wales presided at a Dinner given at the Imperial Institute by His 

Royal Plighness (the President) and the Governing Body of the Institute to the Colonial Premiers 
then in England. 

June 20. Thanksgiving Services were held throughout the United Kingdom, India, the 

Colonies, and Abroad, in commemoration of the 60th Anniversary of Queen Victoria’s Accession. 
I he Service at St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, was attended by: The Queen, the Empress Frederick, 
Prince and Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, 
the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Grand Duke Sergius and 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth of Russia, Prince and Princess Henry of Prussia, Prince Christian Victor 
and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince Arthur of Connaught, Princes Leopold and 
Maurice and Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg. The Service at St. Paul’s Cathedral was 
attended by: The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, Princess Victoria 
of Wales, Prince Waldemar of Denmark, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, and Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark. Services were also held in London at Westminster Abbey; St. Margaret’s, 
Westminster ; St. Saviour’s, Southwark ; the Temple Church ; the Brompton Oratory; and other 
churches and chapels. 

June 21. I he Queen left Windsor Castle, accompanied by the Empress Frederick, Prince 

and Princess Christian, and Princess Henry of Battenberg, for Buckingham Palace, where, after 
luncheon, Her Majesty received the Royal Guests, the Indian Princes, and Representatives of 
Poreign States. In the evening the Queen gave a Banquet, and afterwards a Reception, at which 
the Representative Guests and their suites, the Indian Princes, the Native Indian Escorts, and 
the Colonial Premiers and their wives were present. 

June 22. Celebrations of the Diamond Jubilee throughout the Empire and Abroad. 

At the Grand Entrance to Buckingham Palace a telegraph instrument had been placed, the 
button of which, before leaving for St. Paul’s, the Queen pressed, giving the signal for the following 
gracious words being transmitted to all parts of Her Dominions : “ From My Heart I thank my 
beloved People. May God bless them. V., R. & I.” The arrangements for carrying this message 
out were made by the Electrical Department of the General Post Office, under instructions from 
the Home Secretary. 

In London the chief event was the Procession to and from St. Paul’s Cathedral, where Her 
Majesty, the Prince and Princess of Wales, with all the Royal Family, the Great Officers of 
State, the Indian and Foreign Princes, as well as Representatives from the Colonies and Foreign 
Countries, attended a Special Thanksgiving Service conducted by the Very Rev. the Dean of 
St. Paul’s and the Bishop of London, the Archbishop of Canterbury pronouncing the Benediction. 
In front of the Queen’s carriage (containing Her Majesty, the Princess of Wales, and Princess 
Christian) rode Field-Marshal Viscount Wolseley, the Commander-in-Chief; on the left being 
Field-Marshal the Duke of Cambridge ; and on the right Field-Marshal the Prince of Wales; 
the whole being under the command of General the Duke of Connaught. Throughout the 
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route (from Buckingham PalaGe to St. Paul’s, the Mansion House, over London Bridge, and 
the return South of the River, through the Borough and over Westminster Bridge) the streets 
were lined with representatives of every branch of the Land and Sea Forces of the Crown, 
including the Indian and Colonial Troops. The time occupied, including the Service at St. Paul’s, 
was just three hours. 

FROM THE LONDON GAZETTE. 

“ The Queen has been graciously pleased on the occasion oi the Diamond Jubilee to 
appoint Field-Marshal His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, K.G., G.C.B., to be Great 
Master and Principal Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath.” 

June 23. The Queen received at Buckingham Palace Addresses of Congratulation from 

the Peers of the Realm, headed by the Lord Chancellor; from the Commons by the Speaker ; 
from the Chairmen and Conveners of the County Councils of Great Britain ; and from the Mayors 
and Provosts of Great Britain and Ireland. Leaving in the afternoon for Windsor, accompanied 
by the Empress Frederick and Princess Christian, Her Majesty stopped on Constitution Hill to 
review 10,000 children consisting of scholars attending Church of England, Roman Catholic 
Wesleyan, Jewish, and Nonconformist Schools selected by the School Board for London. A 
Managing Committee, consisting of the Marquis of Londonderry, the Bishop of London, Cardinal 
Vaughan, and representatives of the other Elementary Schools, was in attendance, and presented 
an Address, to which Her Majesty graciously responded. 

June 24 . The Queen received at Windsor Castle the Lords of the Admiralty and the 

Admirals of the Foreign Warships lying at Spithead. 

In London, the same afternoon, a Jubilee Dinner provided from the Fund originated at the 
suggestion of the Princess of Wales for the very poor of London was given to about 300,000 
persons in 56 different districts. The Princess of Wales sent a Message of Welcome, through the 
Lord Mayor, regretting the impossibility of a visit to all the districts; but, with the Prince of 
Wales, Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, and Princess Victoria of Wales, Her Royal 
Highness visited the People’s Palace, where 1,000 crippled children were entertained, and also the 
Central Hall, Holborn, and Clerkenwell. 

The same evening the Prince and Princess of Wales, by command of the Queen, held a State 
Reception at Buckingham Palace of the Foreign Princes and Envoys. 

June 25. The Queen, accompanied by the Empress Frederick, the Grand Duchess of 

Hesse, Princess Henry with Prince Alexander, Prince Maurice, and Princess Ena of Battenberg, 
and the Prince and Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, inspected 500 school children from the surrounding 
districts in Windsor Great Park. Her Majesty afterwards reviewed an assemblage of Fire Brigades, 
with steam and manual engines, in the Home Park, under the command of the Duke of Marlborough. 
In the evening Her Majesty and the Royal Family witnessed a torchlight procession by the Eton 
Boys in the Quadrangle of the Castle. 

THE QUEEN’S THANKS. 

“ It being found impossible individually to acknowledge the very great number of congratu¬ 
latory telegrams which the Queen has received, and is still receiving, both from public 
bodies and private persons from all parts of the Empire, Her Majesty desires that the 
expression of her sincere thanks may be made known for these touching proofs of loyalty and 
affection.” 
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The Prince and Princess of Wales, with the Duke and Duchess of York and Prince and 
Princess Charles of Denmark, were present at a Luncheon given by the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress at the Mansion House to the Foreign Princes and Princesses and Special Envoys on 
a visit to England for the celebration of the Diamond Jubilee (see Part II., p. 4x4). 

June 26. The Prince of Wales, representing the Queen, accompanied by the Princess of 

Wales, Prince Waldemar of Denmark, and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, left 
Marlborough House for Portsmouth, where their Royal Highnesses embarked on board the 
Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert and reviewed the Fleet at Spithead, the Duke and Duchess of 
York being also present. Their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House on the 
following day. 

June 28. The Queen, accompanied by the Grand Duke Sergius and Grand Duchess 

Elizabeth Feodorovna of Russia, and Princess Henry of Battenberg, on her way from Windsor 
to Buckingham Palace, stopped at St. Mary Abbot’s Church, Kensington, being met by the 
Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, and by the Rev. Canon 
Pennefather (Vicar of the Parish and Chairman of the Vestry), and others, when an Address 
of Congratulation on behalf of the inhabitants of Kensington was received, to which the Queen 
handed a reply. During the progress of the Royal Party the children in the Elementary 
Schools of Kensington, numbering some thousands, who were assembled in Kensington Gardens, 
sang “God Save the Queen.” In the afternoon the Queen gave a State Garden Party at 
Buckingham Palace, and afterwards returned to Windsor. 

June 29. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Henry, Prince Alexander, and Princess 

Ena of Battenberg, reviewed, in Windsor Great Park, the Public School Volunteers, under 
the command of Viscount Falmouth. In the afternoon Her Majesty, accompanied by Princess 
Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the Marquis of Lome, Princess Ena of Battenberg, and two 
children of Princess Louis of Battenberg, was present at a Diamond Jubilee Fete in the grounds 
of Kensington Palace of about 4,500 children attending Church Sunday Schools in the Rural 
Deanery of Kensington, being received by Lord Chelmsford, Canon Pennefather, and Members 
of the Fete Committee. Prizes were distributed in the evening by Mrs. Somerset Pennefather. 

June 30. The Queen received, at Windsor Castle, Addresses of Congratulation from the 

Dean and Canons and Military Knights of Windsor, and from the Corporations of Windsor and 
Reading. 

The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of .Wales, visited Chelsea Hospital, 
and was present at a dinner given in marquees erected in the grounds to 3,000 poor adults 
of the district in connection with the fund promoted by Her Royal Highness. Later in 
the afternoon, accompanied by Prince and Princess Waldemar of Denmark, the Princess of 
Wales was present at a tea given to a large number of poor children, and at the same time 
received and acknowledged an Address of Welcome from the local Vestry. 

July 1. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, 

Princess Henry of Prussia, Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Aribert of Anhalt, 
Prince Leopold and Princess Ena of Battenberg, left Windsor for Farnborough, being met on 
arrival by the Duke of Connaught, and, proceeding to Laffan’s Plain, held a Review of the 
Troops under the command of the Duke. The Colonial Troops were led past by Earl Roberts, 
the Brigade of Guards by the Duke of Cambridge, and the xoth Hussars by the Prince of 
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Wales. There were also present: The Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Charles of 
Denmark, Princess Victoria of Wales, and the Duchess of Connaught. The Royal Party 
took luncheon with the Duke and Duchess at Government House. The Queen, on leaving, 

witnessed an assembly of the whole of the children from the Camp in the grounds of 
Government House, who cheered Her Majesty on the way to the station. After the Queen 

had left the Royal Party returned to London, except the Prince of Wales, who stayed for 

the night and dined with Lieut.-Colonel Fisher and Officers of the 10th (Prince of Wales’s 
Own Royal) Hussars, of which he was Hon. Colonel. His Royal Highness returned to 
Marlborough House the following day, after inspecting the Regiment on Laffan’s Plain. 

July 3. The Queen gave a Garden Party at Windsor Castle to the Members of the 

House of Commons and their wives, driving in a victoria, accompanied by the Duchess of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, most of the Members of the Royal Family being also present. 

The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of York, held a dismounted 
Parade of the Colonial Troops at Buckingham Palace, and presented each Officer, Non- 
Commissioned Officer, and Private, with the Jubilee Medal in the Queen’s name. 

J u ‘y 5 ■ The Queen, accompanied by Princess Henry of Battenberg, inspected, on the 

Lawn fronting the East Terrace at Windsor Castle, the Officers of the Indian Imperial Service 
Troops and of the Native Indian Cavalry, and bestowed on each, with her own hand, the 
Jubilee Medal. In the evening Her Majesty visited Beaumont College, Old Windsor, and 
received and replied to an Address of Congratulation from the Rector, Masters, and Students. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark, the Duke and Duchess of York, the Duke and Duchess of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess and Prince Alexander of Teck, Prince Alfred of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, were present at a Garden F6te at 
the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, in aid of building a Home at the Curragh Camp for the 
“Alexandra” Nurses, of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association, being received on arrival 
by Sir Donald Stewart (Governor of Chelsea Hospital), Viscount Wolseley (Commander-in- 
Chief), Earl Roberts, Sir Francis Grenfell, Colonel Gildea (Chairman) and Members of the 
Association. Proceeding to a pavilion in the grounds, the Princess of Wales (President of the 
Council) received purses in aid of the Building Fund from ladies and children, amounting to 
^1,062, after which the Prince of Wales inspected over 400 Veteran Sailors and Soldiers 
drawn up in single line on the Lower Terrace (representatives ol Battles during the Queen’s 
reign from 1837 to 1897), the Prince and Princess speaking to each man and inquiring as to 
his service and medals. The inspection completed, their Royal Highnesses took tea in a 
pavilion on the Upper Terrace, the Veterans having been marched to the Great Hall, where, 
with 600 Chelsea Pensioners, they were entertained to a substantial meal. 420 Girls and 
Boys from the Soldiers’ Daughters’ Home, the Sailors’ Orphan Girls’ School, the Guards’ 
Industrial Home, the Greenwich Hospital School, the Duke of York’s School, who sang 
“God Save the Queen” on the arrival of their Royal Highnesses and “God Bless the Prince 
of Wales” on their departure, were similarly entertained. Their Royal Highnesses subsequently 
visited the Hall, and, before returning to Marlborough House, witnessed the distribution of 
one thousand Jubilee Pipes, specially made for the occasion, with the dates 1837-1897 on 
either side of a Crown, and a quarter of a pound of tobacco to each Veteran and Chelsea 
Pensioner. 
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July 6. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of York, drove to the 

Imperial Institute and opened the International Congress of Naval Architects, of which he was. 
the Hon. President. 

July 7 • The Queen received, at -Windsor Castle, the Colonial Premiers and their 

wives, with a number of Addresses of Congratulation from the various Colonies, to which Her 
Majesty replied ; as also to a Deputation from Ceylon. During their stay at the Castle the 
Premiers were sworn in as Members of the Privy Council. 

July 8. The Queen received, at the Castle, the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, and 

Members and Officers of the City of London Corporation, and also the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, 
Deputy-Chairman, and Members and Officers of the London County Council, who presented 
Addresses of Congratulation, to which Her Majesty replied. A Deputation with an Address 
was also received from the two Houses of Convocation, to which Her Majesty also replied. 

The Duke and Duchess of York visited the Royal Victoria Patriotic Schools at Wandsworth 
Common, being met by the Duke of Cambridge, Lord Chelmsford, and others. The Duchess 
distributed the prizes to the successful pupils. 

July 9. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, Prince and 

Princess Charles of Denmark, and Princess Victoria of Wales, visited the Public Baths in 
Kennington Road, Lambeth, being received by Mr. N. W. Hubbard (Chairman) and Members of 
the Lambeth Baths and Washhouses Committee. After a prayer by the Bishop of Rochester, 
and an Address from Mr. Hayden on behalf of the Committee, to which the Prince replied, 
His Royal Highness declared the Lambeth Public Baths open. Dr. Collins (Chairman of the 
London County Council) having moved a resolution of thanks, their Royal Highnesses returned 
to Marlborough House. 

July 10. The Queen received, at Windsor Castle, Addresses ot Congratulation from 

representatives of the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, and London, to which Her Majesty 
replied. In the afternoon a Garden Party was given by Her Majesty to delegates of the 
International Congress of Naval Architects, who, with their wives, numbered 600. 

July i2. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales and Princess 

Victoria of Wales, drove to Hither Green, Lewisham, being received by Sir Edwin H. 
Galsworthy (Chairman) and Members of the Metropolitan Asylums Board, and conducted over 
the Hospital. A prayer having been offered by the Bishop of Southwark, the Prince 
declared “The Park Hospital" open for the reception of patients suffering from infectious 
diseases. The Hospital had been erected by the Metropolitan Asylums Board at a cost of 
^210,000. After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses left for Marlborough House. 

July 13. The Queen received, at Windsor Castle, about 180 Prelates attending the 

Lambeth Conference, who, after attending a Service in St. George’s Chapel, and partaking 
of refreshments in the Castle, assembled on the East Lawn, where the reception took place, 
Her Majesty conversing with many who were personally known to her. 

July 15. The Queen received, at Windsor Castle, Deputations from several Nonconformist 

bodies, from the Society of Friends, and from the Royal Society, who presented Addresses 
of Congratulation, to which Her Majesty replied. 

July 16. The Prince of Wales (as Grand Prior of the Order), the Officers of the 

Order being present, distributed, at Marlborough House, the Medals and Certificates awarded 
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by the Chapter-General of the Grand Priory of the Order of St. John of Jecusalem in England 
for acts of gallantry in saving life on land. 

On the same day the Prince of Wales presided, at Marlborough House, at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Corporation of the Royal College of Music, and afterwards at the 
Annual Meeting of the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal 
College of Music. 

THE QUEEN’S LETTER TO HER PEOPLE. 

“ Windsor Castle, 

“July 16th 1897. 

“ I have frequently expressed my personal feelings to my people, and though on this 
memorable occasion there have been many official expressions of my deep sense of the 
unbounded loyalty evinced, I cannot rest satisfied without personally giving utterance to 
these sentiments. 

“ It is difficult for me on this occasion to say how truly touched and grateful I am 
for the spontaneous and universal outburst of loyal attachment and real affection which I 
have experienced on the completion of the Sixtieth year of my Reign. During my progress 
through London on the 22nd of June this great enthusiasm was shown in the most 
striking manner, and can never be effaced from my heart. 

“ It is, indeed, deeply gratifying, after so many years of labour and anxiety for the good 
of my beloved Country, to find that my exertions have been appreciated throughout my 
vast Empire. In weal or woe I have ever had the true sympathy of all my people, 
which has been warmly reciprocated by myself. 

“ It has given me unbounded pleasure to see so many of my subjects from all parts 
of the world assembled here, and to find them joining in the acclamations of loyal 
devotion to myself, and I would wish to thank them all from the depth of my grateful heart. 

“ 1 shall ever pray God to bless them and to enable me still to discharge my duties 
for their welfare as long as life lasts. “ VICTORI \ R & I ” 

July 2i. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, Princess 

Victoria of Wales, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), and the Duke of Cambridge, drove 
to Millbank, where His Royal Highness formally opened the National Gallery of British Art, 

erected on part of the site of the old Prison, and presented to the Nation, with a large and 

valuable collection of pictures, by Mr. Henry Tate. On arrival their Royal Highnesses were 

received by the Trustees and Officers of the National Gallery, and Mr. Tate presented the 

Prince with a gold key, with which His Royal Highness unlocked the door of the Galleries. 
Cut in the stone of one of the columns in the Central Hall is the following inscription :— 

“ THIS BUILDING WAS OPENED BY 
HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS 
ALBERT EDWARD 
PRINCE OF WALES, K.G., 

JULY 21 , X897. 

Sydney r. j. smith, f.r.i.b.a., Architect. higgs and hill, Builders." 

Proceeding to the Gallery containing the Tate Collection, an Address was received from 
Mr. Tate, who handed the Prince the deeds conveying his gift to the Nation, which in turn 
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His Royal Highness handed to the First Commissioner of Works. A vote of thanks having 
been proposed by the Right Honourable A. J. Balfour, thanking the Prince for taking a 
leading part in the ceremony, His Royal Highness in reply referred to the munificence not only 
of the present gift but others which Mr. Tate had made. Before returning to Marlborough House 
their Royal Highnesses were entertained by Mr. and Mrs. Tate at tea in the Octagon Gallery. 

July 22. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, presented the 

prizes to the successful competitors of the Royal Academy of Music at St. James’s Hall. 

August 10 . The Prince of Wales, attended by his suite, left Marlborough House on a visit 
to the King and Queen of Denmark at Bernstorff and the Empress Frederick at Friedrichshof, 
returning on the 25th of September. The Princess, with Princess Victoria of Wales (who left 
England on the 3rd of September), returned on the 20th of October. 

August 17 . The Duke and Duchess of York left London on a visit to Ireland, being 
received on arriving in Dublin by Lord Roberts (Commander-in-Chief) and Government officials, 
and drove in procession to the Castle, where they were received by the Lord-Lieutenant and 
Countess Cadogan, and afterwards left for the Viceregal Lodge. During their Royal Highnesses’ 
stay visits were made to St. Patrick’s and Christ Church Cathedrals; the Irish Textile 

Exhibition in the Royal University Buildings, which His Royal Highness opened ; the Flower 

Show of the Royal Horticultural Society of Ireland in Merrion Square; the Science and Art 
Museum ; Leopardstown Races; the Dublin Horse Show; the Alexandra College and the 

Alexandra School, both in Earlsford Terrace; and the Royal Irish Academy. On the 20th 

the Duke of York, accompanied by the Lord-Lieutenant, drove in State from the Viceregal 
Lodge to the Castle where, in the I hrone Room, a large number of Addresses were presented. 
His Royal Highness then proceeded to the Council Chamber, and was sworn in a Member 
of the Council, and (after luncheon in St. Patrick’s Hall) invested as a Knight of the Order 

of St. Patrick. On the 24th a visit was made to Bray and Powerscourt and other places 

of interest in Wicklow. On the 27th the Duchess of York, in the Phoenix Park, presented 
new Colours to the following Regiments: the 2nd Battalion of the Royal Fusiliers, the 2nd 

Battalion of the East Yorkshire Regiment, and the 1st Battalion of the King’s Own (Yorkshire 

Light^ Infantry), under the commands respectively of Lieut.-Colonels Guyon, Ward, and Byng, 
the Consecration being performed by the Senior Chaplain of the Forces. On the 28th their 
Royal Highnesses left for Killarney on a visit to the Earl of Kenmare; - subsequently visiting the 
Earl of Dunraven at Adair; the Duke and Duchess of Abercorn at Baron’s Court ; and the 
Marquis and Marchioness of Londonderry at Mount Stewart; finally proceeding to Belfast, where 
numerous Addresses were received, as at all places en route. After visits had been made to 
some of the Belfast factories, their Royal Highnesses embarked on the Royal Yacht Victoria 
and Albert for Glasgow.

which has been accorded to us during our visit by all classes and in all parts of the 

country. Nothing could have exceeded the kindness and hospitality which have been 

shown us, and the agreeable impressions which we have derived from our visit can never 
be effaced from our memory. I regret that the limited time at our disposal rendered it 

impossible for us to see many districts in a country which contains so much that is 

beautiful and interesting. 

“ I hope, however, we may have further opportunities of improving our acquaintance 
with the people of Ireland, and with the country of which they are so justly proud.

September 10 . The Duke and Duchess of York reached Glasgow on the Royal Yacht 

Victoria and Albert , and received on board the Lord Provost and others, who presented an 
Address from the Magistrates and Council of the City, to which the Duke replied. On 
landing the Duke received another. Address, enclosed in a gold casket, from the Trustees of 
the Clyde Navigation, which he also acknowledged. At the request of the Trustees, Her 
Royal Highness then opened and named the new dock “ the Prince’s Dock.” Their Royal 

Highnesses then proceeded, accompanied by the Marquis of Lome, to the new Graving Dock, 

the last copestone of which the Duke laid with the usual ceremony, after a prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. John Macleod, of Govan. The stone is at the north-east corner of the Dock 

and has placed on it a bronze tablet with the following inscription :— 

“ HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE DUKE OF YORK 
LAID THIS THE LAST COPESTONE OF THE DOCK 
ON THE IOTH OF SEPTEMBER 189 7.” 

Recrossing the River, their Royal Highnesses were entertained at luncheon in the City 
Chambers, after which they drove through the City to Kelvingrove, where the Duke laid the 
foundation-stone of the new Art Galleries and Museum in Kelvingrove Park. On a tablet 
in a panel of the wall of the north entrance to the Gallery is the following inscription :—

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After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses proceeded by train to Dalmeny Station, where 
they were met by the Earl of Rosebery, and drove to Dalmeny House. On the 12th their 
Royal Highnesses attended Divine Service on board the Training Ship Caledonia lying off 
Queen’s Ferry, and made an inspection of the boys, returning afterwards to Dalmeny. Leaving 
Dalmeny on the 13th they proceeded by train to Inverness, where they were met by the Earl and 
Countess of Mar and Kellie and drove to Ness Castle. 

October 23 . The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Marquis of Abergavenny (Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County of Sussex), left Victoria Station by train for Horsham, and proceeded 
to the site of the new buildings for Christ’s Hospital, being received on arrival by the Duke of 
Cambridge (President of the Hospital), who welcomed His Royal Highness in a brief address. 
The Prince, in reply, expressed his pleasure in attending as the representative of the Queen, 
on whose interest the Hospital had a special claim. Prayer having been offered by the Grand 
Chaplain, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone with the usual ceremony, after which 
the Head Master offered a prayer, and the Bishop of Chichester pronounced the Benediction. 
A tablet over the stone bears the following inscription :—

October 27 . Death of Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Teck (Princess Mary of Cambridge, 
and mother of the Duchess of York) at White Lodge, Richmond Park. 

November 3 . The remains of the late Duchess of Teck having been removed from the White 
Lodge, the Funeral took place in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, the officiating clergy being the 
Right Rev. the Hon. Edward Carr Glyn (Bishop ot Peterborough) and the Very Rev. the 
Dean of Windsor.

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There were also present: The Princess of Wales, the ' Duchess of York, Princess Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein, the Duchess of Connaught, Princess Henry of Prussia, the Duchess of Albany, 
Princess Victor of Hohenlohe, Countess Feodora Gleichen ; and also representatives of the 
Emperor and Empress of Russia, the Empress Frederick, the King of Italy, the Emperor of 
Austria-Hungary, the King of Wiirtemberg, the King of the Belgians, the King and Queen of 
Denmark, the King of Portugal, the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Grand Duchess 
of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke of Cumberland, and Princess Frederica of Hanover.

Simultaneously with the 
Funeral, the Queen, Princess Henry of Battenberg, and the Duke and Duchess of Fife, attended 
a Memorial Service in Craigie Church. Memorial Services were also held in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
attended, in State, by the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and Aldermen of the City of London; as also 
at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s ; St. Saviour’s, Southwark; St. Mary Abbot, Kensington ; 
Christ Church, Newgate Street, and other churches. 


1898 

January 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, and Princess 
Victoria of Wales, attended a Memorial Service in Sandringham Church, being the Anniversary 
of the death of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale. 

February 17. The Prince of Wales presided at the first meeting of the Royal Commission 
for the Paris Exhibition of 1900 at Marlborough House. 

February 26. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove from Marlborough House to the 
Armoury House, Finsbury, where Her Royal Highness unveiled the Portrait of Lord Colville 
of Culross (President of the Hon. Artillery Company) presented to him by the Members of the 
Corps. The Princess afterwards left for Sandringham. 

March 1. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duchess of York, left for the South 

of France, being seen off at Charing Cross Station by the Duke of York. Her Royal Highness 
returned to England on the 5th of April, the Prince of Wales on the 20th of April. 

March 10. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge, and in the 

presence of the Grand Duke Michael of Russia, the Prince of Nassau, the Prefect of the 
Alpes-Maritimes, and the Mayor, laid the foundation-stone of the new Jetty at Cannes. 

March 28. The Princess of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the King and 

Queen of Denmark at Copenhagen, returning to England on the 15th of April. 

April 25. The Prince of Whales visited the Crystal Palace, Sydenham, being received by 

the Earl of Crawford (President of the Royal Photographic Society), and others, and, after 
luncheon, declared the Royal Photographic Society’s International Exhibition open. 

May 17. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to Lord Gerard at . 

Garswood Hall. On the following day His Royal Highness proceeded to Southport, where, on 
arrival at the station, an Address was received from the Mayor, to which the Prince replied. 
After reviewing the Lancashire Hussars, His Royal Highness was entertained by Lord Gerard 
and the Officers of the Regiment at Cambridge Hall, and subsequently planted a tree in front 
of the Art Gallery as a memento of his visit. The Prince then left for Wigan, where he received 
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and acknowledged an Address from the Mayor, returning afterwards to Garswood Hall, and 
leaving for London the next day. 

May 19. Death of the Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone at Hawarden. 

May 28. Funeral of Mr. Gladstone in Westminster Abbey. The Prince of Wales and 

the Duke of York acted as Pall Bearers and walked in the procession from Westminster Hall 
(where the body had laid since its removal from Hawarden) to the Abbey. There were also 
present: The Princess of Wales, the Duchess of York, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian, 
the Duke of Cambridge; and representatives of the Queen, the Empress Frederick, Princess 
Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Foreign Sovereigns, 
as well as a large number of Members of both Houses of Parliament. 

June 7. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, presented prizes 

to the pupils of the Royal Masonic Institution for Boys (Wood Green) at the Royal Albert Hall. 

June 8. The Prince of Wales presided at a Dinner, in aid of the National Society for 

the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, at the Hotel Cecil. 

June 10. The Prince of Wales presided at the Centenary Festival of the Royal Masonic 

Institution for Boys (Wood Green) at the Royal Albert Hall. 

On the same day the Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, distributed 
the prizes at the Children’s Floral Parade and Floral Fete at the Royal Botanic Gardens, 
Regent’s Park. 

June 11. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Christian, left Marlborough House 

for Reading, proceeding on arrival to the University Extension College at the corner of Valpy 
Street, where their Royal Highnesses were welcomed by the Mayor and Corporation, from whom 
an Address was received, to which the Prince replied. Having alighted from their carriage their 
Royal Highnesses walked, accompanied by Lord Wantage, to the College, being met by the 
leading Members, and presented by the Architect with a gold key. The Prince then unlocked 
the door and proceeded to the College Hall where, after a prayer by the Bishop of Oxford, His 
Royal Highness declared the new buildings of the College open. The Prince was also presented 
with an Address, engrossed on vellum by Mr. Walter Crane, in a silver casket designed and executed 
by Mr. and Mrs. Nelson Dawson. In the records of the College, in a Vellum Book, is the

THE BUILDINGS OF THE COLLEGE WERE GRACIOUSLY OPENED BY

After luncheon, given by Lord Wantage (President of the College), in the Queen’s Hall, at which 
the Prince referred to the munificence of Mr. Walter Palmer, as also of Mr. Herbert Sutton, 
their Royal Highnesses, accompanied by Lord and Lady Wantage, paid a visit to the Royal 
Berkshire Hospital and the Reading School, leaving afterwards by train for Wantage as the guests 
of Lord and Lady Wantage. On the following day, before returning to London, their Royal 
Highnesses drove through the town of Wantage. On a platform around King Alfred’s Statue in 
the Market Place, 1,600 children were assembled and sang the National Anthem. 

June 18. The Prince of Wales was present at the Annual Speech Day at Wellington 

College, of which he was President, and distributed the prizes, and before leaving planted an oak- 
tree in the grounds. 
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June 21. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited University College Hospital in Gower 

Street, being received by the Duke of Bedford (President of the College) and others. After 
Mr. Henry Lucas (Chairman of the Hospital) had read a statement (in reply to which the Prince 
referred to.Sir Blundell Maple’s munificence in undertaking the cost of the new building), and 
the Bishop of London had offered a prayer, His Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone with 
the usual ceremony. On the stone, which is at the head of the staircase in the main entrance, is 
the following inscription: << THIS stone was laid by

After the ceremony the Bishop pronounced the Benediction, and their Royal Highnesses returned 
to Marlborough House. 

June 22. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Four Oaks Park, Birmingham, 

and visited the 59th Annual Exhibition of the Royal Agricultural Society of England. After 
luncheon with Earl Spencer (President) and the Council of the Society, he left on a visit to 
the Earl and Countess of Warwick at Warwick Castle. After spending a few days there His 
Royal Highness proceeded on a visit to Lord and Lady Algernon Gordon-Lennox at Broughton 
Castle, and returned to London on the 27th. 

The Princess of Wales drove to the Imperial Institute and opened a Bazaar in aid of the 
funds of the Norwood Orphanage for Girls. 

June 24. The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, was present at the 

Fourth Summer Show of the Ladies’ Kennel Association in the Botanic Gardens, Regent’s Park. 

June 28. The Princess of Wales, with the Duchess of York, opened the “Puss” Bazaar 

in aid of the funds of the London Hospital, at the Hotel Cecil. 

July 2. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, visited Deptford, 

being met on arrival by the Duchess of Albany (President of the Deptford Fund) and the 
Trustees. An Address was presented from the Chairman of the Committee, in reply to which the 
Prince announced that donations amounting to .£1,293 had been received towards the Fund. After a 
prayer had been offered by the Bishop of Rochester, His Royal Highness proceeded to lay the 
foundation-stone of the Albany Institute, in a cavity of which he placed a casket containing the 
Annual Report of the Fund. The inscription on the stone is as follows:—

At the conclusion of the ceremony their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 
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July 4. The Prince of Wales left for York on a visit to Major-General Thynne, being 


received on arrival at the station by the Earl of Scarbrough and the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen, who presented an Address. The Prince handed a written reply and then left for 
Government House. On the following day, after inspecting 4,000 Militia on the Knavesmire, 
and taking luncheon with General Thynne and the Militia Officers in a marquee opposite the 
Grand Stand, His Royal Highness left for London. 


July 9. The Prince of Wales (Grand Prior of the Order) presented, at Marlborough 


House, the Medals and Certificates of Honour which had been awarded by the Chapter- 
General of the Grand Priory of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England for acts of 
gallantry in saving life on land, there being present the Earl of Lathom (Chancellor) and 
Members of the Order. 


July 11. The Prince of Wales presided at the Annual General Meeting, at Marlborough 


House, of the Corporation of the Royal College of Music, and afterwards at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal College 
of Music for local Examinations in Music. 

On the same day the Prince and Princess of Wales visited the London (Royal Free 
Hospital) School of Medicine at 30, Handel Street, Brunswick Square, being received by 
Mrs. Garrett Anderson, M.D. (Dean of the School), and others. After the Dean had read an 
Address to the Princess, and the Bishop of London had offered a prayer, Her Royal Highness 
declared the new Laboratory open. The Prince of Wales having replied, the Princess received 
purses, after which their Royal Highnesses left. 

July 18. The Princess of Wales accompanied the Duchess of Sparta to the opening 

of a Bazaar in aid of the London Depot of Greek Industries at Mr. Reuben Sassoon’s house 
in Belgrave Square. 

The Prince of Wales, when on a visit to Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild at the Manor 
House, Waddesdon, met with an accident through slipping while descending the stairs, seriously 
injuring his knee-cap. His Royal Highness was laid up for a fortnight before it was possible to move 
him to Cowes. After eight weeks on board ship and a stay at Osborne, His Royal Highness 
was able, accompanied by Princess Victoria of Wales, to leave for Scotland, returning on the 
14th of September. 

August 4. The Princess of Wales, who had accompanied the Prince of Wales to Cowes, 

left for Copenhagen on hearing of the illness of the Queen of Denmark. 

September 29. Death of Her Majesty the Queen of Denmark at Bernstorff in the presence 
of the King, the Princess of Wales, and the King of Greece. 

October 15. Funeral of Her Majesty the Queen of Denmark at Roskilde Cathedral, the 
Service being performed by the Rev. Dr. Paulli (the Royal Chaplain) in the presence of the 
King as Chief Mourner, followed by the King of Greece, the Princess of Wales, the Crown 
Prince of Denmark, and Prince Waldemar of Denmark, the Tsar, the King of Sweden, the 
Duke of Cumberland, the Crown Prince of Greece, the Duke of York, the Duke of Cambridge 
(representing Queen Victoria), Archduke Ludwig Victor (representing the Emperor of Austria), 
and Prince Frederick Leopold (representing the German Emperor). Simultaneously with the 

Funeral a Memorial Service was held at Crathie Church, Balmoral (at which the Rev. S. J. 
Ramsay Sibbald officiated), attended by the Queen, the Empress Frederick, the Prince of 
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Wales, Princess Henry of Battenberg, Princess Victoria of Wales, Princess Adolphus of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, and the Duke and Duchess of Fife. A Memorial Service was also held 
at the Chapel Royal, Marlborough Gate, the Rev. Edgar Sheppard (Sub-Dean) and the 
Rev. A. V. Stoner (Danish Chaplain in London) officiating, attended by the Princess Louise 
(Marchioness of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duchess of Albany, the Corps 
Diplomatique, and Members of the Royal Households. Similar Services were held at St. Mary’s 
Church, Sandringham (the Rev. J. P. de Putron officiating in the absence through illness of 
Canon Hervey), at which the Duchess of York and Prince Francis of Teck were present; as 
also at the Greek Church in Bayswater. 

October 27. The Prince of Wales, with the Duchess of York, Prince and Princess 
Adolphus and Prince Francis of Teck, were present at a Service held in St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor, in memory of Princess Mary Adelaide, Duchess of Teck, being the first Anniversary 
of her death. . 

November 5. The Princess of Wales and the Duke of York, returned from Copenhagen, 
being met at Charing Cross Station by the Prince of Wales and the Duchess of York. 

December 20. The Prince of Wales presided at a Meeting at Marlborough House in further¬ 
ance of the objects of the National Association for the Prevention of Consumption, and in 
his speech thanked the London partners of Messrs. Wernher, Beit & Co. for their gift of 
^20,000 for the new Sanatorium. 


1899 

January 10. The Prince of Wales presided at a Meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Royal Commission of the Paris Exhibition of 1900, at Marlborough House. 

January 20. The Queen, with Princesses Henry and Ena of Battenberg, Princes Alexander, 
Leopold, and Maurice of Battenberg, Pfincess Christian and Princess Victoria of Schleswig- 
Holstein, and Prince and Princess Louis of Battenberg, attended a Service in Whippingham 
Church, being the Anniversary of the death of Prince Henry of Battenberg on 20th January 1896. 

February 6. Death of Prince Alfred, Hereditary Prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, K.G., only 
son of the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, at Meran. 

February 10. Funeral of Prince Alfred, Hereditary Prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, at Frieden- 
stein Church, close to the Ducal Palace in Gotha, the Chief Mourner being the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha (supported by his sons-in-law the Grand Duke of Hesse and the Hereditary Prince 
of Hohenlohe). Queen Victoria, the German Emperor, the King of Saxony, and other Foreign 
Courts, were represented.. Simultaneously with the Funeral, a Memorial Service was held in the 
Chapel at Osborne, at which the Queen, Princess Christian, and Members of the Household 
were present. Also, by Command of the Queen, a Memorial Service was held at the Chapel 
Royal, St. James’s, attended by the Prince of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, Prince 
Christian and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince Victor of Hohenlohe, Prince and 
Princess Adolphus of Teck, Countess Victoria Gleichen; and representatives of the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
the Duchess of Albany, the Duke of Cambridge; as well as Foreign Ambassadors, Members of 
both Houses of Parliament, and of the Households, and others. The Service was conducted by 
the Rev. Edgar Sheppard (Sub-Dean).

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February 22. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of York, was present at the Funeral 
Service, in the Church of Notre Dame de France in Leicester Square, for the late President 
Faure. 

February 27. The Duke and Duchess of York visited Portsmouth, being received on arrival 
at the Harbour Station by Admiral Sir Michael and Lady Culme-Seymour. After luncheon at 
Admiralty House their Royal Highnesses left for the Portsmouth Hospital, being met by the 
Earl of Northbrook and conducted to the Committee Room, where an Address was presented 
by the Mayor of Portsmouth, to which the Duke replied. He then declared the new Wing of 
the Hospital open, at the same time naming the two Women’s Wards in Block A “ Victoria ” 
and “ The Duchess of York,” and the two Men’s Wards in Block C “ Albert ” and “ Connaught.” 
In the Lower Ward Corridor there is a tablet with the following inscriptions :— 

“ THESE WARDS 

BUILT BY PUBLIC SUBSCRIPTION TO COMMEMORATE 
THE DIAMOND JUBILEE OF THE REIGN OF 
HER MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTY QUEEN VICTORIA 
WERE OPENED BY 

THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES THE DUKE AND DUCHESS OF YORK, 

ON THE 27TH DAY OF FEBRUARY 1899.” 


“THE FOUNDATION STONE OF THIS BUILDING WAS LAID BY

ON THE 7TH DAY OF AUGUST 1897.”

Their Royal Highnesses returned to Admiralty House after the ceremony, and left for London 
the following day. 

March 2. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for the South of France returning 

to London on the 17th of April (see Part II., p. 424). 

March 11. 1 he Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales and Princess Charles of 

Denmark, left Marlborough House for the Mediterranean returning to London on the 22nd 
of May. 

March 13. The Duke of York presided at the Festival Dinner in aid of the funds of 

the Royal Blind Pension Society of the United Kingdom, in the Whitehall Rooms, Hotel 
Metropole. 

May 1. The Prince of Wales presided at a Dinner in aid of the London Life-boat 

Saturday Fund at the Hotel Metropole. 

May 8. The Duchess of York (in the absence of the Duke of York through temporary 

illness), accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, left York House for Pembroke, being received 
on arrival by Earl Cawdor (Lord-Lieutenant of Pembrokeshire), and others, and embarked on 
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board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, where they stayed the night. On the following 
day their Royal Highnesses visited Tenby, and were received at the station by the High Sheriff, 
Mayor and Aldermen, who presented an Address, to which the Duchess handed a written reply. 
Proceeding to the new Pier, Her Royal Highness pressed an electric button unveiling a brass tablet 
bearing an inscription commemorative of the occasion, and added: “I have much pleasure in 
declaring the Pier now open.” lheir Royal Highnesses then went by train to Pembroke Town, 
when, at the station, another Address was received from the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
Borough of Pembroke, to which the Duchess handed a reply. Their Royal Highnesses then 
drove to the Dock, going on board the Victoria and Albert for luncheon ; shortly afterwards they 
landed and were received by the Right Hon. G. J. Goschen (First Lord of the Admiralty), and 
others. After a Service by the Chaplain of the Dockyard, Her Royal Highness completed the 
building of the new Victoria and Albert by hammering in the last two rivets, and subsequently 
launched the yacht with the usual ceremony, returning on board the old Victoria and Albert, 
and leaving for London the next day. 

May 15. Phe Queen, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess 

of Hesse left Windsor for London, and on arrival at Paddington Station drove to Kensington 
Palace and paid a private visit to the State Appartments shortly to be opened; after which 
Her Majesty proceeded to Buckingham Palace by a circuitous route, being received by the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught. 

The Prince of Wales was present at a Cafe Chantant at the Hotel Cecil in aid of the funds 
of the Royal Nurses Association. The Duchess of York was also present. 

On the same day the Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of York, presided at the 
Sixth Annual Meeting of the Royal Naval Fund at the Royal United Service Institution. Their 
Royal Highnesses were afterwards conducted over the building. 

May 17. Phe Queen drove to the Victoria and Albert Museum, South Kensington, being 

accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, Princess Christian, and Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
in the first carriage ; followed in the next by the Duchess of Connaught, the Duchess of Albany, 
Prince Christian, and the Grand Duke of Hesse ; and the next by Princess Victoria of Schleswig- 
Holstein, Princess Margaret of Connaught, the Mistress of the Robes, and the Master of the 
Horse. 1 he following, having preceded Her Majesty, were awaiting her arrival: The Prince of 
Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, Princess Louise (Marchioness 
of Lome) and the Marquis of Lome, the Duke of Cambridge, Count Gleichen, the Right Plon.., 
Joseph Chamberlain, and others. On the arrival of the Queen at the Platform, where the Royal 
Family were assembled, the Lord President read an Address stating the origin of the Building. 

I he Queen having made a reply, he handed the Address to Her Majesty, which she placed in a 
gold casket locked by the Prince of Wales, who assisted Her Majesty in depositing the same in a 
cavity of the stone which His Royal Highness proceeded to lay with the usual ceremony, adding: 

“ In the name of Her Majesty the Queen I declare this stone to be well and truly laid.” A prayer 
having been offered by the Archbishop of Canterbury, followed by the Benediction, the Queen 
left for Windsor. 

May 22. The celebration of the eightieth birthday of Her Majesty Queen Victoria 

throughout the Empire and in foreign countries, a Thanksgiving Service being held in St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor. Similar Services were held in London at St. Paul’s; Westminster Abbey; 
the Chapel Royal, St. James’s; St. Saviour’s, Southwark; and in a large number of churches 
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and chapels. Telegrams and other messages were received by the Queen from all parts of the 
world, in reply to which Her Majesty issued the following communication to the Press:— 

“ The number of congratulatory telegrams and letters received by the Queen from all 
parts of the world is so overwhelming that it will not be possible to answer them individually. 
Her Majesty, therefore, takes the opportunity of expressing her heartfelt thanks for all 
these testimonies of loyalty and affection, the receiving of which has deeply touched and 
gratified Her Majesty.” 

May 25. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Alexander of Teck, left Marlborough 

House for Yarmouth, in the evening dining with Lieut.-Colonel Viscount Coke and Officers ot 
the Norfolk Artillery Militia at their Mess. On the 26th His Royal Highness inspected the 
Regiment (of which he was Hon. Colonel) under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Viscount Coke, 
as also the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the Norfolk Regiment, under the commands of Lieut.-Colonel 
Custance and Lieut.-Colonel Charles Harvey respectively. The Prince lunched with Lieut.-Colonel 
Viscount Coke and the Officers; attended a ball given by them at the Town Hall in the evening; 
and returned to London the next day. 

May 27. I he Duke and Duchess of York left London for King’s Lynn, and proceeded 

to the West Norfolk and King’s Lynn Hospital, where an Address was presented by the 
Authorities of the Hospital Board, to which the Duke replied. The Duchess then received 
purses on behalf of the fund to defray the cost of the Children’s Ward, which has been added 
as a Memorial of Her Majesty’s Diamond Jubilee. After an inspection of the new Wing, the 
Duke and Duchess returned to London. 

J une 4 - l he Duke and Duchess of York, the Duke of Cambridge, the Grand Duchess 

and Princess Marie of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Admiral FitzGeorge, and Colonel FitzGeorge attended 
a Service at Kew Church upon the occasion of the Annual Sermon in aid of the Queen’s Schools, 
and also the dedication of a Stained Glass Window in memory of the late Duchess of Teck. 
The window is in the South Aisle, and represents, in the top light, Jesus in the house of Mary 
and Martha ; and in the lower, Dorcas distributing garments to the poor. The following inscription 
appears at the foot:— 

“ TO THE GLORY OF GOD AND IN PIOUS MEMORY OF H.R.H. PRINCESS MARY ADELAIDE 
DUCHESS OF TECK THIS WINDOW WAS PLACED BY FRIENDS OF THE BUCKINGHAM 

PALACE ROAD AND SOME OTHER SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ HOMES OF THE CHURCH 

ARMY OUTCASTS—OF THE YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION—OF CHILDREN OF 
THE SHAFTESBURY NATIONAL REFUGES—AND OF THE RAGGED SCHOOL UNION. 

A.D. 1899.” 

June 8. X he Prince of Wales visited Winchester, being received on arrival by the Earl 

of Northbrook (Lord-Lieutenant of Hampshire and High Steward of Winchester) and others, 
and, after an Address of Welcome from the Mayor, drove to the Barracks, where he was 
met by the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian Victor of Schleswig- 
Holstein, and others. His Royal Highness then laid the foundation-stone of the new Building, 
originally the “ King’s House,” with the usual ceremony, a short dedicatory prayer having been 
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offered by the Bishop of Winchester, followed by the Benediction. The following is the inscription 
on the stone :— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY THE PRINCE OF WALES 
8TH JUNE l8gg A.D.” 

After luncheon at the Barracks, His Royal Highness returned to London. 

The Duke and Duchess of York visited Twickenham, being received by the Earl and 
Countess of Jersey and the Secretaries of the Shaftesbury Institution, as also by the Officers of 
the Fortescue House Boys’ Home. An Address was read by Lord Jersey, after which the 
Duchess distributed the prizes and received purses. A prayer was then offered by the Vicar 
of Twickenham, and the Duke declared the new Wing open. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards 
returned to town. 

June 24. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Addison Road, Kensington, being 

met on arrival by the Duke and Duchess of York, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the 

Duke of Cambridge, and the Duke of Norfolk (Postmaster-General) and other Post Office Officials. 
An Address was received from the Duke of Norfolk, and a trowel and mallet presented by the 
Employees of the Post Office Savings Bank (to whom His Royal Highness- in reply expressed 
his appreciation of the gift), with which the Prince proceeded to lay the foundation-stone of the 
new Post Office Savings Bank. The following inscription appears on the stone 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES 
ON BEHALF OF HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN 
ON THE 24TH DAY OF JUNE 1899.” 

A prayer having been offered by the Bishop of London, followed by the Benediction, their Royal 
Highnesses left. 

June 27. The Duke and Duchess of York drove to the Royal London Ophthalmic 

Hospital in the City Road, being received by Sir John Lubbock (the President), Mr. H. P. 

Sturgis (the Chairman), and others, and, having received a gold key from the Architect, 
unlocked the door of the Main Entrance Hall. After an Address from the Chairman (to 
which the Duke in reply referred to his father having laid the foundation-stone on the 28th of 
May 1897), the new buildings were declared open, their Royal Highnesses leaving afterwards for 
York House. 

July 1. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness 

of Lome), Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Connaught, with Princesses Margaret 
and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Victoria 
Eug6nie and Princess Maurice and Leopold of Battenberg, drove to the Review Ground in 
Windsor Great Park, being met by the Duke of Connaught and Prince Christian, where Her 
Majesty reviewed the Honourable Artillery Company under the command of Lieut.-Colonel 
the Earl of Denbigh, the Prince of Wales (as Captain-General) leading the Regiment past. 

July 3. The Prince of Wales presided, at Marlborough House, at the Annual General 

Meeting of the Corporation of the Royal College of Music, and afterwards at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal 
College of Music for local Examinations in Music. 

o 3 
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The Duke and Duchess of York left for Exeter, on a visit to Lord and Lady Clifford 
of Chudleigh at Ugbrooke Park. They were met at Newton Abbot Station by their host and 
hostess, and, after an Address from the Chairman of the Urban District Council, drove to 
Ugbrooke. On the following day their Royal Highnesses left for Exeter, and on arrival at 
the Station received an Address from the Mayor and Recorder. Proceeding to the Guildhall 
(where another Address was presented, to which the Duke replied) His Royal Highness declared 
open the South-eastern Wing of the Royal Albert Memorial University College ; a tablet to that 
effect being fixed on the right of the entrance to the main building in Queen Street. After 
being entertained at luncheon by Sir Stafford and Lady Northcote at the Rougemont Hotel, 
and visiting the Cathedral, the Duke and Duchess returned to Ugbrooke. 

July The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House on a visit to the Duke and 

Duchess of Buccleuch at Dalkeith Palace. On the following day he proceeded, with his host 
and hostess, to Edinburgh, and visited the Highland Agricultural Society’s Show. The Prince 
attended a General Meeting of the Society, of which he was President; replied to an Address 
presented by the Scottish Chamber of Agriculture; attended and addressed a Meeting of the 
Scottish Benevolent Institution, being subsequently entertained at luncheon by the Directors ; 
witnessed a parade of Stock at the Show, and returned to Dalkeith Palace. On the 6th the 
Prince of Wales again drove into Edinburgh and visited the McEwan Hall (accompanied by the 
Lord Provost and the Duke of Buccleuch), where he was met by a distinguished company. Dr. 
Cameron Lees having offered a prayer, His Royal Highness was presented with the Freedom 
of the City in a casket of gold, for which he expressed his acknowledgment and appreciation. 
On leaving the Hall, the Prince again visited the Agricultural Show, returning afterwards to 
Dalkeith. In the evening he drove to Holywood Palace to dine with the Royal Company of 
Archers, the Marquis of Lothian (Captain-General) presiding. On the following day His Royal 
Highness left Dalkeith Palace for London. 

J ul y 6 - 1 he Duke and Duchess ol York (still on their visit to Ugbrooke Park near 

Exeter), visited the Britannia Training Ship for Naval Cadets at Dartmouth. After luncheon 
on board, the ship was inspected, their Royal Highnesses subsequently visiting the Shore 
Establishment and witnessing a cricket match. The Duke and Duchess each planted a tree 
near the playing-fields as a memento of their visit. Later in the afternoon they proceeded by 
boat to I otnes, where an Address of Welcome was received from the Mayor and Corporation. 
Their Royal Highnesses afterwards returned to Ugbrooke Park, and left for London the 
following day. 

July 8. 1 he Prince of Wales reviewed the Metropolitan Volunteers (mustering, officers 

and men, 26,000) on the Horse Guards Parade. His Royal Highness was accompanied by 
Prince Christian, the Grand Duke Michael of Russia, the Duke of Cambridge, Viscount 
Wolseley, Sir Evelyn Wood, and a large staff, and a number of Foreign Military Attaches. 
There were also present to watch the Review the Princess of Wales, Prince Charles of 
Denmark, the Duchess of York and Prince Edward of York, the Princess Christian, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg, and the Duchess of Connaught with Princesses Margaret and Victoria 
Patricia of Connaught. The Duke of York led past the 3rd Middlesex Artillery, and the 
Duke of Connaught the London Irish Rifles. 

J u ty 1 7 - The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for Compton Place, Eastbourne, 

first paying an informal visit to the Princess Alice Hospital, and afterwards (with the Duke and 
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Duchess of Devonshire) driving from Compton House to the Sussex Agricultural Show, where 
he was received and conducted over the Show by Mr. Ingram (the Chairman). After luncheon 
with the Duke and Duchess, he inspected at the railway station, before returning to London, the 
Eastbourne College Cadets. 

The Duke and Duchess of York drove to the Queen Charlotte Lying-in Hospital, 
Marylebone Road, where, after an Address of Welcome from Lord Portman (President 
of the Hospital), Her Royal Highness formally opened the new Nurses’ Home attached to the 
Hospital, and (after a prayer by the Bishop of London) received purses on behalf of the 
Building Fund. The Earl of Hardwicke (Chairman of the Committee of Management) in the course 
of a short Address stated that the Duchess had consented that two Wards in the Hospital be 
named “The Princess Mary Adelaide” and “The Princess May.” An inspection of the Home 
and Plospital having been made, their Royal Plighnesses left for York House. 

July 19- The Duke of York left for Liverpool as the guest of the Earl and Countess of 

Derby at Knowsley, being met by Lord Derby at Wavertree and proceeding by train to the 
Riverside Station, where he was received by the Lord Mayor of Liverpool. Embarking on the 
steamer Claughton, the Duke proceeded to the Conway , where he distributed the prizes. Returning 
afterwards in the Claughton, the Duke and party disembarked and drove to the Town Hall, where 
the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress held a reception. Subsequently His Royal Highness 
proceeded to the New Post Office in Victoria Street (the foundation-stone of which he had laid 
on ioth September 1894) an d, having pressed a button which opened the door, declared the new 
building open. After an inspection of the Post Office premises the Duke returned to Knowsley, 
and left for London the next day. 

July 20. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, drove to 

the Alexandra Hospital for Children with Hip Diseases, Queen Square, Bloomsbury, being received 
by Mr. W. H. Whitfield (Chairman of the Committee) and others, who presented an Address. 
After a prayer by the Bishop of London, Her Royal Highness, with a key presented to her, 
opened the new buildings. The Bishop having pronounced the Benediction, an inspection was 
made of the buildings, after which their Royal Highnesses left. 

July 2i. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duchess of York and 
Princess Victoria of Wales, entertained 1,200 members of the Royal National Pension Fund for 
Nurses in the gardens at Marlborough House. The Nurses passed before the Princess of Wales, 
who handed to each one her Certificate. 

August 10. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough Hou.se for Marienbad, returning on the 
8th of September. 

August 14. The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, left Marlborough House 
for Denmark, returning on the ioth of October. 

September 18. The Prince of Wales presented new Colours to the 1st Battalion Gordon 

Highlanders, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Downman, at Brackiey House, Ballater, the 
residence of Sir Allan Mackenzie, the consecration being performed by the Rev. James Forbes 
(Chaplain to Her Majesty’s Forces in Scotland). His Royal Highness afterwards (with the Duke 
of York, the Duke of Connaught, and others) took luncheon with Sir Allan Mackenzie at 
Brackiey House. 

December 15. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, the Duke of 

Cambridge, and Prince Christian, presented the Sudan Medal to the officers, non-commissioned 
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officers, and men of the 1st Battalion Grenadier Guards who took part in the Sudan 
Campaign, at the Victoria Barracks, Windsor. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards lunched 
with Colonel Hatton and the Officers of the Battalion. 

December 18. The Prince of Wales presided, at Marlborough House, at a Meeting of the Royal 
Commission of the Paris Exhibition of 1900 ; and afterwards, accompanied by the Princess of 
Wales, at a Preliminary Meeting of Presidents and Lady Presidents of the League of Mercy. 


I9OO 

January 5. The Prince of Wales drove to the Imperial Institute, being received by the 
Duke of Devonshire, who presided. The Duke read an Address 'from the Education Committee 
of the Royal Commission for the Paris Exhibition, after replying to which the Prince opened 
an Exhibition illustrative of English Education, organized as a means towards securing the proper 
representation of English Education at the Paris Exhibition. His Royal Plighness was then 
conducted round the Exhibition by the Duke of Devonshire and Sir George Kekewich (Secretary 
of the Education Department.) 

January 6. The Prince of Wales (Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in 
England) presented, at Marlborough House, the Service Medals awarded by the Chapter to the 
Secretary and other officials of the Order. 

January 21. Death of His Serene Highness the Duke of Teck at the White Lodge, 
Richmond. 

January 27. Funeral of the Duke of Teck at St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, the officiating 
clergy being the Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor, Canon Dalton, the Minor Canons, and the 
Rev. Edgar Sheppard. The Chief Mourners were: The Duke of Cambridge, the Prince of 
Wales, and the Duke of York (who also represented the Queen). There were also present: The 
Princess of Wales with Prince Charles of Denmark, the Duchess of York with Prince Adolphus 
of Teck, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Edward of Saxe*Weimar, Prince Louis of Battenberg, 
the Duke of Fife, and the Marquis of Lome, as well as representatives of Prince and Princess 
Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and Princess Frederica of Hanover. 

February 7. The Prince of Whies, with Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome), was present 
in the Royal Albert Hall, at a Concert in aid of a Fund for the benefit of Widows and Orphans 
of Her Majesty’s Colonial Forces in South Africa. 

February 13. The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales and 
Prince Charles of Denmark, were present at an Entertainment at Her Majesty’s Theatre, in 
aid of the Widows and Orphans of Her Majesty’s Household Troops. 

March 3. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, visited Bethnal 

Green, and opened the Boundary Street Estate, on which buildings have been erected by the 
London County Council for the housing of the working classes, being received on arrival by

Lord Welby (Chairman of the Council), Mr. D. S. Waterlow (Vice-Chairman of the Council’s 
Housing of the Working Classes Committee), the Earl of Rosebery, and others. After an 
Address from Lord Welby, to which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness declared the 
“ Boundary Street Estate” open, and their Royal Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

March 8. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Henry of Battenberg and Princess 

Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, left Windsor for Buckingham Palace, being welcomed all along 
the route from Paddington to the Palace, where, in the forecourt, were assembled to greet Her 
Majesty a large number of Members of both Houses of Parliament, and others, who sang the 
National Anthem. The Queen’s arrival was witnessed from the Balconies of the Palace by 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, and many other Members 
of the Royal Family. In the afternoon the Queen drove by the Thames Embankment to 
Blackfriars, being met at the boundary of the City on the Victoria Embankment by the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Sheriffs of the City of London, who presented and received back 
the Pearl Sword from Her Majesty, with the usual formalities. The Queen thanked the 
Lord Mayor for the loyal reception she had received, and proceeded on by Holborn, Oxford 
Street, Piccadilly, and St. James’s Street, to Buckingham Palace. 

March 12. The Prince of Wales presided at a Private Conference at Marlborough House, 
at which all the chief representatives were present, to consider what steps should be taken to 

promote a closer co-operation between the different War Relief Funds. 

March 14. The Prince and Princess of Wales visited the “Alexandra Trust” building 

in the City Road (for the provision of meals at a cheap rate for working men and women 

and their children) being shown over by Sir Thomas Lipton (the Founder). 

March 16. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, visited the 

Mansion House, and formally opened the Annual Sale of the Irish Industries Association. 

March 31. Birth of a third son to the Duke and Duchess of York at York Cottage, 
Sandringham. 

April 2. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian and Princess Henry of 

Battenberg, left Windsor on Her Majesty’s last visit to Ireland, being received at Kingstown 
by Earl Cadogan (Lord-Lieutenant), the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince Arthur 
and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, making a State entry into 
Dublin, and meeting with a loyal and enthusiastic welcome from thousands assembled along 

the whole route to the Viceregal Lodge. During the Queen’s visit Her Majesty spent most 
of the mornings in her own pony carriage in the grounds, driving in the afternoons 

through the principal streets and out into the country. Her Majesty visited the Royal Hospital, 

Kilmainham ; the Meath Hospital; the Dublin County Infirmary; the Convent of St. Mary 
of Loretto at Rathfarnham; the Mater Misericordiae Hospital; the Royal Masonic School for 
Girls at Balls Bridge; held a Review of the Troops under the command of the Duke of 
Connaught in the Phoenix Park; received Matrons of the Hospitals and Nursing Institutions, 
as also Nurses of the Irish Branch of Queen Victoria Jubilee Nursing Institute; and numerous 
Addresses from the leading Municipal Corporations, Chambers of Commerce, Colleges, Schools, 
and other organizations. Her Majesty concluded her visit on the 26th of April, and returned to 
Windsor. 
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LETTER FROM THE QUEEN. 


“Viceregal Lodge, Phcenix Park, 


April 25th 1900. 


1 he Queen is very anxious before leaving Ireland, where she has spent a most agree¬ 
able time, to express, through the Lord-Lieutenant, to her Irish people how very much 
gratified and how deeply touched she has been by her reception here. During the three 
weeks that the Queen has spent in this charming place she has been received by all 
ranks and creeds with an enthusiasm and an affection which cannot be surpassed. Each 
time the Queen came here before with her dear husband they were always kindly and 
warmly welcomed. But on this occasion after the lapse of 39 years, her reception has 
equalled that of her previous visits, and she carries away with her a most pleasant and 
affectionate memory of that time she has spent in Ireland. 

“The Queen earnestly prays that good-will and harmony may prevail amongst all her 
people and that they may be happy and prosperous.” 

April 3 . The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, inspected, 

in the Garden of Marlborough House, the Staff and Nurses of the Welsh Hospital for 
South Africa under the command of Surgeon-Major Cockerell; and in the afternoon drove to 
I he Gables, Surbiton, where Mr. Alfred Cooper maintained a private Military Hospital as an 
adjunct to the Princess of Wales Hospital Ship for wounded convalescent soldiers. After 
inspecting the Hospital their Royal Highnesses took tea with Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Cooper 
before returning to town. 

A pril 4 . The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Copenhagen on 

a visit to the King of Denmark. A dastardly attempt was made on the life of His Royal 
Highness by a youth of 16, when leaving the Nord Station at Brussels, from which the 
Prince mercifully escaped. 1 heir Royal Highnesses, however, at once proceeded on their 
journey and received an enthusiastic welcome on arrival at Copenhagen, where they were met 
by the King of Denmark, the Crown Prince, and other Members of the Danish Royal Family. 

April 20. The Prince of Wales returned to England, being received on landing at 
Dover by the Military and Civil Authorities, receiving from all congratulations on his provi¬ 
dential escape, and being met at Charing Cross by the King of Sweden and Norway, the 
Duke of Connaught, and the Danish and Belgian Ministers. The Prince proceeded to Marl¬ 
borough House, receiving en route a great ovation all the way from the Station.

“ 1 have been deeply touched by the numerous expressions of sympathy and good-will 
addressed to me on the occasion of the providential escape of the Princess of Wales and 
myself from the danger we have lately gone through. 

“ From every quarter of the globe, from the Queen’s subjects throughout the world, 
as well as from the representatives and inhabitants of foreign countries, have these mani¬ 
festations of sympathy proceeded, and on my return to this country I received a welcome 
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so spontaneous and hearty that I felt I was the recipient of a most gratifying tribute of 

genuine good-will. Such proofs of kind and generous feeliqg are naturally most highly 

prized by me, and will for ever be cherished in my memory.

April 24. Death of the Duke of Argyll at Inveraray Castle. 

April 26. The Duke of York visited Yarmouth for the purpose of opening an Institute in 

connection with a Mission Church erected on the South Quay, for the benefit of Fishermen and 
Seamen. On arrival he was met by the Mayor and Corporation, the Rev. G. F. Wilson 
(Secretary of the Mission to Seamen), Mr. Ernest Lacon, and others, and, driving to Braithwaite 
House, was entertained at luncheon by Mr. and Mrs. Lacon. After luncheon the Duke drove 
to the new Institute, where he was received by Mr. Lacon (the Chairman) and members of the 
Building Committee. An Address having been read and replied to, His Royal Highness 
declared the Institute open, and afterwards received purses. The Benediction was pronounced 
by the Bishop of Norwich, after which the Duke left for London. 

April 28. The Prince of Wales, in the presence of a distinguished and representative 

assembly, unveiled a statue of Professor Huxley in the Great Hall of the National Museum, South 
Kensington. 

April 30. The Prince of Wales, with the Duke of York, the Duke of Cambridge, and the 

Duke of Fife, was present (the Duke of Devonshire presiding) at a Banquet in honour of the 

Colonial Troops in South Africa given by the British Empire League at the Hotel Cecil. 

May 1. The Princess of Wales arrived at Marlborough House from a visit to the King 

of Denmark at Copenhagen. 

May 9. The Prince of Wales attended the first presentation of Diplomas of the 

University of London in their new building at South Kensington by the Earl of Kimberley 
(Chancellor). His Royal Highness afterwards distributed Scholarships, Medals, and Prizes to the 
graduates who had gained these distinctions. 

May 10. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and Princess Victoria 

of Wales, presented, in the unavoidable absence of Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), prizes 
to the pupils of the London Schools of the Girls’ Public Day School Company in the Royal 
Albert Hall, being received on arrival by Earl Spencer (President of the Council). 

May 11. Establishment of the Kaisar-i-Hind Medal for Public Service in India (see 

Part II., p. 406). 

May 14. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of York, presided at the 

Annual Meeting of the Subscribers to the Royal Naval Fund at the Royal United Service Institution, 
Whitehall. 

May 17. Christening of the infant son of the Duke and Duchess of York at the Private 

Chapel, Windsor Castle, by the Bishop of Winchester, assisted by the Very Rev. the Dean of 
Windsor and Canon Dalton. The infant Prince being placed in the hands of the Bishop, received 
the names of “ Henry William Frederick Albert.” The Sponsors were: The Queen, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Cumberland (represented by the Princess of Wales), Princess 
Charles of Denmark (represented by Princess Victoria of Wales), the German Emperor (represented 
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by Prince Albrecht of Prussia [Regent of Brunswick]), Prince George of Greece (represented by 
the Prince of Wales), Prince Alexander of Teck (represented by the Duke of Cambridge). There 
were also present: The Duke and Duchess of York with Prince Edward of York, Prince and 
Princess Christian, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, Princesses 
Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince 
Albert of Prussia, and Princess Victoria Eugenie and Princes Leopold and Maurice of Battefiberg. 
After the ceremony luncheon was served for the Royal Family in the Oak Room, and in the 
Waterloo Chamber for the Guests and Ladies and Gentlemen of the Household. 

May 28. The Prince of Wales presided at a Meeting, at Marlborough House, of the 

Committee appointed by him to promote co-operation between the various War Funds, the Duke 
of York being present, as well as representatives of the various Funds. 

June 16. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, visited the Royal 

Naval School at Eltham, and distributed the Prizes, Certificates and Medals to the successful 
students, being received by the Chairman and Members of the Council and the Head Master. 

June 18. The Prince of Wales left Marlborough House for the Treasurer’s House in the 

Close of the Minster, York, to visit the Annual Show of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, 
being received on arrival by the Earl of Harewood, the Dean of York, and others, dining in the 
evening as the guest of the Yorkshire Club. On the following day, having been joined by the 
Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria of Wales, and the Duke of York, a second visit was made 
to the Show, and on the 20th their Royal Highnesses proceeded to Newcastle, and drove to the 
Assembly Room where an Address was presented in a casket of ivory and gold, to which the Prince 
replied. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards proceeded to the Castle Leazes, where, after prayer 
had been offered by the Bishop of Newcastle, the Prince laid, on behalf of the Queen, the foundation- 
stone of the Royal Victoria Infirmary, in commemoration of the Diamond Jubilee. A tablet on the 
stone, on the right of the entrance, bears the following inscription:—

After the ceremony (having been entertained at luncheon at St. George’s Hall), their Royal 
Highnesses returned to York (see July u 1906). On the 21st the Prince of Wales was admitted 
a,Freeman of the City of York, and, after paying another visit to the Show, their Royal 
Highnesses returned to London. 

June 20. The Duke of York left on a visit to the Earl and Countess of Feversham at 

Duncombe Park, and drove to Helmsley, where, after receiving and replying to an Address from 
Lord Feversham, and a Religious Service having been conducted by the Vicar of the Parish, His 
Royal Highness laid the foundation-stone of the new Town Hall and Library; returning afterwards 
to Duncombe Park, and leaving the following day for London. 

June 22. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princess Victoria of 

Wales, drove to Hertford House, Manchester Square, being met by the Duke and Duchess' 
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of York and the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha; An Address was received from the Earl of 
Rosebery on behalf of himself and colleagues—Sir John Murray Scott and Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild (Trustees of the Wallace Collection) — to which the Prince replied. He then 
formally opened the Collection of Pictures and Works of Art bequeathed to the Nation by 
Lady Wallace. After spending a considerable time in the galleries, and having partaken of 
refreshments, their Royal Highnesses left. 

June 25. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and Princess 

Victoria of Wales, distributed the prizes at the Queen’s Hall, Langham Place, to the successfu 
pupils of the Frances Mary Buss Schools, comprising the North London Collegiate School for 
Girls, Sandall Road (founded 1850), and the Camden School. In the Central Hall on a similar 
tablet to that erected at the opening of the Sandall Road School by the Princess of Wales 
on 18th July 1879 (.see p. 82), without the inscription, is a medallion of the Princess of Wales. 

June 26. The Princess of Wales (as President of the Council of the Soldiers’ and 

Sailors’ Families Association since its foundation in 1885), accompanied by the Prince of Wales, 
presided at the Annual Meeting of the Association in the Gardens of the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, 
being received by Colonel Gildea (the Chairman) and members of the Council, there also being 
present: Princess Louise (Duchess of, Argyll), Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Viscount Wolseley 
(Commander-in-Chief), Viscountess Wolseley, and others. The Chairman read the Report of the 
Council, which was adopted, after which a vote of thanks was passed to the Princess for 
presiding. The Prince of Wales, on behalf of Her Royal Highness, expressed her grateful 
thanks to the ladies and gentlemen throughout the Kingdom who had devoted so much time and 
labour, and had so successfully carried on this important work, on behalf of the wives, families, 
and dependent relatives of Her Majesty’s Land and Sea Forces. Their Royal Highnesses, on 
leaving, passed through the lines of the Chelsea Pensioners formed up in the Grounds. 

June 27. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Fife, formally opened 

the Central London Railway, proceeding from the Bank Station to Shepherd’s Bush. After 
inspecting the generating station, the Prince declared the line open. 

June 30. The Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Norwich, where Her Royal 

Highness was met by the Prince of Wales from Sandringham. After luncheon with Mr. and 
Mrs. Russell Colman at Carrow Abbey, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the “ Jenny 
Lind ” Infirmary for Sick Children, being received by the Mayors of Norwich, Yarmouth, 
Ipswich, Lowestoft, and Southwold ; also by Mr. Otto and Mr. Walter Goldschmidt, husband 
and son of Jenny Lind. After an Address from Mr. Colman, who presented the Princess with 
a gold key, and a reply by the Prince, Her Royal Highness declared the Infirmary open, and 
received purses in aid of the Endowment Fund. After an inspection of the buildings, a visit 
was made to the Cathedral to see the recently restored Choir and Nave. Before returning 
to Sandringham, their Royal Highnesses took tea with the Bishop and Mrs. Sheepshanks at the 
Palace. 

July 9 . The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales, left Marlborough 

House for Southampton, and visited the Hospital Ship Princess of Wales which had arrived with 
Invalided Troops from South Africa. Their Royal Highnesses returned to London after the 
inspection. 

1 he Duke and Duchess of York paid a visit to Bognor, and, after receiving an Address from 
the Urban District Council at the station, proceeded to two new Homes facing the Eastern 
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Esplanade—one having been erected as a Memorial to Princess Mary Adelaide, Duchess of Teck, 
for providing rest and change for working women from London—the other, the Victoria 
Convalescent Home for Surrey women, being the County of Surrey Diamond Jubilee Memorial to 
the Queen. The Duchess declared both of these Homes open, a Dedicatory Service having been 
conducted by the Bishop of Rochester. The Duke and Duchess were subsequently entertained at- 
luncheon, at which Mr. Wachter (who had presented the land, buildings, and furniture, as a free 
gift of £20,000), presided. The subscriptions from the public were devoted to the formation of an 
Endowment Fund. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards left for Portsmouth. 

July 10. The Prince of Wales presided, at Marlborough House, at the Annual General 

Meeting of the Corporation of the Royal College of Music, as also at the Annual General 
Meeting of the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal College of 
Music for local Examinations in Music. 

July 11. The Prince of Wales (Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in 

England), the Members of the Chapter being present, distributed, at Marlborough House, Medals 
and Certificates awarded by the Chapter-General of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in 
England for act of gallantry in saving life on land; also the Service Medals awarded for 
conspicuous service in the Ambulance Department. 

July 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove from Marlborough House to Ladywell 

near Lewisham, being met on arrival by the Chairman and Members of the Board of 
Guardians. After receiving and replying to an Address, the Prince, with a gold key, opened 
the new buildings erected by the Guardians of St. Olave’s Union, Southwark, as a Home of 
Rest for the aged and infirm poor of that Union. After an inspection of the wards, their Royal 
Highnesses returned to Marlborough House. 

July 15. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Princess Victoria of Wales, visited 

the London Hospital and inspected the “ light cure ” for Lupus, the apparatus for which she 
had presented to the hospital; and afterwards, in the Nurses’ Private Garden, received twenty 
Nurses selected from the hospital staff, who were being sent out to South Africa as “ Princess of 
Wales’s Nurses,” at the expense of funds at her disposal, tying round the arm of each Nurse her 
own badge. 

July I he Duke and Duchess of York drove to Islington, and, at the new Infirmary, 

were received by the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and others, of the Islington Board of Guardians. 
The Chairman of the Building Committee having presented the Duke with a gold key, His Royal 
Highness unlocked the door and proceeded to a dais. Prebendary Barlow (Vicar of Islington) 
then offered a prayer, and an Address of Welcome was received from Mr. G. S. Elliott (the 
Chairman), after which the Duke declared the new Infirmary open, and, before leaving, made 
an inspection of the building. 

July 21. 1 he Duke and Duchess of York left London on a visit to the Earl and Countess 

of Dartmouth at Patshull House. On the 23rd, with their host and hostess, the Duke and 
Duchess left by train for Wolverhampton (being met on arrival at the station by the Mayor 
and Corporation), and, proceeding to the new Library, were presented with an Address by the 
Recorder, on behalf of the Town Council, enclosed in a silver casket, to which the Duke replied. 
Prayer having been offered by the Bishop of Lichfield, His Royal Highness laid the foundation- 
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stone of the new Free Library, being a Memorial of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. The following 
inscription appears on the stone: — 

“this stone was laid by his royal highness 

THE DUKE OF YORK, K.G., ON JULY THE 23RD I9OO. 

s. Theodore mander, Mayor." 

At the conclusion of the ceremony their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Orphanage (being 
received by the Chairman and Governing Body), and, with a gold key, opened the Orphanage, 
and made a tour of inspection of the building. On a tablet in the Royal Orphanage is the 
following :— 

“ THIS TABLET WAS ERECTED TO COMMEMORATE THE JUBILEE OF THE 
ORPHANAGE ON COMPLETION OF THE FIRST FIFTY YEARS OF ITS WORK AND 
WAS OPENED BY T.R.H. THE DUKE AND DUCHESS OF YORK ON THE OCCASION 

OF THEIR VISIT, 23RD JULY, igOO. 

WILLIAM T. BEESTON.” 


Their Royal Highnesses having been entertained at luncheon, the Duchess presented prizes to 
the children. The Duke, in replying to an Illuminated Address presented, intimated that the 
Queen had been pleased to direct that the Institute be henceforth known as the “ Royal Orphanage 
of Wolverhampton.” The Bishop having pronounced the Benediction, their Royal Highnesses 
returned to Patshull. On the following day the Duke and Duchess of York visited the Coalport 
China Works in Shropshire, returning to Patshull, which they left, on the 26th, on a visit to 
the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland at Trentham, whence, on the 27th, a visit was paid 
to Copelands Pottery Works at Stoke; and on the 28th to Leek, where the Duchess of York 
opened the new Technical School. On a bronze tablet in the Technical School is the following 
inscription 

“ THIS LEEK MUNICIPAL TECHNICAL AND HIGH SCHOOL AND COUNTY SILK SCHOOL 
WAS OPENED BY HER ROYAL HIGHNESS PRINCESS VICTORIA MARY DUCHESS OF YORK 
ON THE TWENTY-EIGHTH DAY OF JULY, ANNO DOMINI ONE THOUSAND AND 

NINE HUNDRED.

The Duke afterwards laid the corner-stone of the Carr Gymnasium. On a bronze tablet upon 
the stone, which is at the south front of the building, is the following inscription :— 

“ THIS BUILDING DEVOTED TO THE PHYSICAL EDUCATION OF THE YOUTH OF LEEK, 

IS THE GIFT OF WILLIAM CARR, A NATIVE OF THE TOWN. 

THIS CORNER-STONE WAS LAID BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS PRINCE GEORGE FREDERICK 
ERNEST ALBERT DUKE OF YORK ON THE TWENTY-EIGHTH DAY OF JULY ANNO DOMINI 

ONE THOUSAND AND NINE TlUNDRED.

Their Royal Highnesses then inspected the Schools, and, after paying a visit to the Mills of 
Messrs. Borough, Nicholson & Hall, returned to Trentham, leaving for London on the 30th. 
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J u b' 2 4- The Prince of Wales received, at Marlborough House, a Deputation from the 

Royal College of Surgeons, headed by Sir William MacCormac, and was presented with the 
Honorary Fellowship of the College. 

July 25. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of Sparta, paid 

a private visit to Golder’s Hill Convalescent Home for Sick and Wounded Soldiers of the 
Household Brigade. 

I he Prince of Wales (Grand President) and the Princess of Wales (Lady Grand President) 
received, at Marlborough House, the Presidents, Lady Presidents, and Vice-Presidents of the 
League of Mercy, and presented the Order of Mercy to some ladies and gentlemen. 

July 2%. The Prince of Wales was present at a Meeting of the Standing Committee of 

the 1 rustees of the British Museum, at the Natural History Museum, South Kensington, and 
afterwards presided at a General Meeting of the Trustees. 

July 30. Death of the Duke Alfred Ernest Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (the Duke of 

Edinburgh) at Rosenau Castle. 

August 2. 1 he Prince ol Wales, accompanied by the Duke of York and the Duke of Sparta, 

left Marlborough House for Coburg. 

August 4. Funeral of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha in the Church of St. Moritz, the 

service being performed by Dr. Hansen (the Court Chaplain). The Chief Mourners were 
Duke Charles Edward and the Prince Regent; supported by the Prince of Wales, the German 
Emperor, the Grand Duke of Hesse, Prince Ferdinand of Rumania, the Duke of Connaught, 
the Duke of York, and Prince Arthur of Connaught; and followed by a long procession of Princes 
and Dukes, and representatives of Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), Princess 
Henry of Battenberg, the Duke of Cambridge, the Queen of Hanover, and the Duke of Cumberland. 
After the ceremony, the Duke Charles Edward held a Reception in the Throne Room of the 
Castle, after which luncheon was served in the Reinsall. At the hour of the funeral, 
Memorial Services were held at Osborne, conducted by the Rev. Clementi Smith (Vicar of 
Whippingham), attended by the Queen, Princess Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, and Princess Victoria Eugenie and Princes Alexander, 
Leopold, and Maurice of Battenberg. By command of the Queen a similar Service was held at 
the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, at which the Rev. Edgar Sheppard officiated, attended by the 
Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria of Wales, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), the Duchess 
of York, Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, Princess Victor of Hohenlohe, Countess Helene 
Gleichen, Prince Louis of Battenberg, the Crown Prince of Siam, the Gaekwar of Ba/oda, and 
representatives of Princess Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, the 
Duke of Cambridge, and also many Members of both Houses of Parliament, Officers of the Navy, 
and Officers of Her Majesty’s Household. Memorial Services were also held at St. Paul’s Cathedral 
(the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs attending in State), at Westminster Abbey, and other places. 

August 7. I he Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Duke of York, returned to 

London from Coburg. 

August 9. A Memorial Service for the late King of Italy was 1 held at the Italian 

Church, St. Peter’s, Hatton Garden, there being present representatives of the Queen, the 
Prince of Wales, and also many Foreign Ambassadors. 
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August 15. The Prince and Princess of Wales left Marlborough House for Harwich 
en route for Monte Carlo {see Part II, p. 424). The Prince returned on the nth of 
September, the Princess on the 30th of October. 

October 29. Death ot Prince Christian Victor, son of Prince and Princess Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein, at Pretoria, from fever contracted in the South African War. At his own 
request the Prince was buried at Pretoria. 

November 1. On the day of the funeral of Prince Christian Victor a Memorial Service 
was held at Crathie Parish Church, conducted by the Rev. S. J. Ramsay Sibbald (Minister of 
the Parish), attended by the Queen, Princess Henry of Battenberg with Princess Eugenie 
and Princes Alexander, Leopold, and Maurice of Battenberg, the Duke and Duchess of Fife 
with Princesses Alexandra and Maud, and Ladies and Gentlemen of the Household. A 
similar Service was held at St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, conducted by Bishop Barry and 
the Minor Canons, attended by the Prince and Princess Christian with Prince Albert and 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, the Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria of Wales, 
Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll, Prince Arthur and Princesses 
Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Princess Louis of Battenberg, and Prince Aribert of 
Anhalt. A Memorial Service held at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, conducted by the Rev. 
Edgar Sheppard, was attended by the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Louis of Battenberg, 
Countess Helena Gleichen, and representatives of the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark, and Princess Frederica of Hanover, with many others. A 
Service was also held at Westminster Abbey. 

November 10. The Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princess Victoria of Wales and 

Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, left Marlborough House for Southampton, and 

visited the Princess of Wales Hospital Ship, which had arrived from South Africa. After 
inspecting the invalids, their Royal Highnesses returned to London. 

November 13. The Princess of Wales, with Princess Victoria of Wales and the Duke of 

York, visited the Irish Industrial Exhibition at the Windsor Guildhall. 

November 31. The Princess of Wales (as President of the Council of the Soldiers’ and 

Sailors’ Families Association) made a Special Appeal through the Press, in a letter over her 
own signature, for further funds to enable the Association to continue the relief to the wives, 
families, and dependent relatives of those engaged in the South African War, the amount of 
^75°>°oo already subscribed being nearly exhausted.

January x. The Duke of York promoted to the rank of Rear-Admiral of Her Majesty’s 

Fleet and Colonel-in-Chief of the Royal Marines. 

January 3. Earl Roberts, after being received by the Queen at Osborne on his return from 
South Africa, proceeded by train to London, being met at Paddington Station by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales with Princess Victoria of Wales, who had driven there escorted by a 
detachment of the 2nd Life Guards. Preceding him to Buckingham Palace, their Royal 
Highnesses there received him in the name of the Queen, and a luncheon was given in his 
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honour, at which the Prince and Princess of Wales presided. There were also present: Princess 
Victoria of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of York, the Duke of Connaught and Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, Viscount Wolseley, and 
Sir Evelyn Wood. 

January 22. Death of Her Majesty Queen Victoria at Osborne, surrounded by her children, 
grandchildren, and great-grandchildren. 

January 23. Accession of His Majesty King Edward VII. At a Council at St. James’s 
Palace His Majesty took the usual Oath and made the following Declaration :— 

“ Your Royal Highnesses, My Lords and Gentlemen— 

“This is the most painful occasion on which I shall ever be called upon to address you. 

“ My first and melancholy duty is to announce to you the death of my beloved Mother 
the Queen, and I know how deeply you, the whole Nation, and, I think I may say, the 
whole world, sympathizes with me in the irreparable loss we have all sustained. 

“ I need hardly say that my constant endeavour will be always to walk in her footsteps. 

In undertaking the heavy load which now devolves upon me, I am fully determined to be 
a Constitutional Sovereign in the strictest sense of the word, and as long as there is breath 
in my body to work for the good and amelioration of my people. 

“ I have resolved to be known by the name of Edward, which has been borne by six of 

my ancestors. In doing so I do not undervalue the name of Albert, which I inherit from 

my ever to be lamented,' great and wise father, who, by universal consent, is, I think, 
deservedly known by the name of Albert the Good; and I desire that his name should 
stand alone. 

“ In conclusion, I trust to Parliament and the Nation to support me in the arduous 
duties which now devolve upon me by inheritance, and to which I am determined to devote 
my whole strength during the remainder of my life.” 

Whereupon the Lords of the Council made it their humble request to His Majesty that His 
Majesty’s most gracious Declaration to their Lordships might be made public, which His 
Majesty was pleased to order accordingly. 

The Privy Councillors present having sworn allegiance, the Proclamation announcing his 
accession under the title of Edward VII., King of Great Britain and Ireland and Emperor of 
India, was signed by the Duke of York, the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, the Duke of Fife, the Duke of Argyll, the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York, and all the Privy Councillors present. 

January 25. Proclamations were made, at St. James’s Palace, Temple Bar, the Royal 
Exchange, in a large number of cities and towns in the United Kingdom, and in India and the 
Colonies, on this and the following days. 

THE KING’S THANKS TO THE NAVY AND ARMY.

January 27. Their Majesties the King and Queen, the German Emperor, the German 
Crown Prince, and all the Members of the Royal Family at Osborne, attended a Me¬ 
morial Service at Whippingham Church. Memorial Services were also held in London at 

St. Paul’s Cathedral; Westminster Abbey; the Chapel Royal, St. James’s; the Chapel Royal, 
Savoy; the Temple Church ; St. Margaret’s, Westminster; St. Saviour’s, Southwark; 
St. George’s Roman Catholic Cathedral, Southwark; the City Temple; and at the principal 
Nonconformist chapels and most churches and other places of worship throughout the 
Kingdom. On the previous day (being the Jewish Sabbath) Services were held in the 
synagogues in London and throughout the country. 

February 1. After a brief Service in Osborne House, conducted by the Bishop of 
Winchester, the coffin was borne by Her Majesty’s Highlanders and placed on a gun-carriage 
drawn by eight horses of the “ Y ” Battery, Royal Horse Artillery, and, supported by Her 
late Majesty’s Equerries and escorted by the Queen’s Company of the Grenadier Guards, 
was taken to Trinity Pier, Cowes, and placed on board the Alberta by seamen of the Royal 
Yacht. 

Walking behind the gun-carriage, in the following order, were: The King, the German 
Emperor, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince Arthur 

of Connaught, Prince Henry of Prussia, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Prince Charles of 
Denmark, the German Crown Prince, the Duke of Argyll, Prince Louis of Battenberg; 

also the Queen, the Duchess of Cornwall and York, the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
Princess Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), Princess Henry 
of Battenberg, the Duchess of Connaught, the Duchess of Albany, Princess Victoria, and 
Princess Charles of Denmark. 

On board the Alberta, to receive and accompany the coffin, were the Countess of Lytton, 
the Hon. Harriet Phipps, Major-General Sir John McNeill, Admiral Sir M. . Culme-Seymour, 
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and four Naval Aides-de-Camp. The King and Queen, the German Emperor, and the 
Members of the Royal Family proceeded on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, which 
followed the Alberta, accompanied by the Osborne, through a long avenue of British and 
Foreign War Vessels across the Solent to Portsmouth. On the following morning, the 2nd 
of February, after a short Service on board, the coffin was carried on shore by twelve bluejackets 
of the Alberta, followed by the King, the Queen, the German Emperor, and other Members of 
the Royal Family, and placed on the train, which left for London. 

On arriving at Victoria Station, the coffin was again placed on a gun-carriage, and the 
procession started for Paddington through St. James’s Street, Piccadilly, Hyde Park, and the 
Marble Arch, the King riding immediately behind the gun-carriage, on his right being the 
German Emperor and on his left the Duke of Connaught, followed by:—

1st carriage: The Queen, the Duchess of Fife, Princess Victoria, and Princess Charles ot 
Denmark. 

2nd carriage: The King of the Belgians, Princess Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess 
Louise (Duchess of Argyll), Princess Henry of Battenberg. 

3rd carriage : The Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Duchess of Connaught, the Duchess 
of Albany, and Princess Adolphus of Schaumburg-Lippe. 

4th carriage: The Duke of Cambridge, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and Viscount 
Wolseley. 

Arriving at Paddington, the coffin was removed from the gun-carriage by a party of 
Non-Commissioned Officers of the Guards and Household Cavalry, and having been placed on 
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the train, left for Windsor, when, on arrival at the station, it was again removed from the trail! 
to the gun-carriage, and the procession, being re-formed, began to move forward. The 
Artillery horses becoming restive, they were removed, and the gun-carriage drawn to St. George’s 
Chapel by a party of the Naval Brigade under the command of Lieutenant the Hon. Algernon 
Boyle, of the Excellent. Arriving at the Chapel the coffin was received by the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York, the Bishops of Winchester and Oxford, the Dean of Windsor, 
Bishop Barry and the Clergy and Choir of St. George’s, the procession following in the same 
order as before. After the Service the Proclamation of the Death of Queen Victoria and the 
Accession of King Edward VII. was read by Norroy, the Deputy to Garter King-at-Arms, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury pronouncing the Benediction. The coffin was afterwards 
temporarily placed in the Albert Memorial Chapel. 

On the 3rd (Sunday) the King and Queen, the German Emperor, and all the Royal 
Family in residence at the Castle, attended the Morning Service in St. George’s Chapel, 
conducted by the Bishops of Winchester and Oxford and the Dean and Canons of Windsor. 
In the evening a Special Private Service was held in the Memorial Chapel, at which the 
King and Queen, the German Emperor, and all the Royal Family were again present. 

On the 4th the remains of Her late Majesty were finally removed from the Memorial 
Chapel to brogmore. 1 he coffin was again placed on a gun-carriage by Non-Commissioned 
Officers of the Grenadier Guards, and a procession having been formed, composed chiefly of 
the Royal Family and Foreign Princes, proceeded through the Castle grounds down the Long 
Walk and through Frogmore Lodge Gates to the Mausoleum, where it was received by the Dean 
of Windsor, the Committal and Benediction being pronounced by the Bishop of Winchester. 

Note. — The Duke of Cornwall and York was unavoidably prevented through illness from 
attending any portion of the Funeral Ceremonies. 

Memorial Services were held in almost every cathedral, church, and other place of 
worship throughout the United Kingdom; in India and the Colonies; at every place in 
Foreign Countries where there was a British church; and very generally in the United States.

Message to India. 

“ Windsor Castle, 

“4th February 1901. 

“To the Princes and People of India. 

“ 1 hrough the lamented death of my beloved and dearly mourned Mother, I have 
inherited the Throne, which has descended to me through a long and ancient lineage. 

“ I now desire to send my greeting to the Ruling Chiefs of the Native States, and to 
the Inhabitants of my Indian Dominions, to assure them of my sincere goodwill and 
affection, and of my heartfelt wishes for their welfare. 

My illustrious and lamented predecessor was the first Sovereign of this Country who 
took upon herself the direct administration of the affairs of India, and assumed the title 
of Empress in token of her closer association with the government of that vast Country. 

“ l n all matters connected with India, the Queen-Empress displayed an unvarying 
deep personal interest, and I am well aware of the feeling of loyalty and affection evinced 
by the millions of its peoples towards her throne and person. This feeling was conspicuously 
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shown during the last year of her long and glorious reign by the noble and patriotic 
assistance offered by the Ruling Princes in the South African War, and by the gallant 
services rendered by the Native Army beyond the limits of their own Country. 

“ It was by her wish and with her sanction that I visited India and made myself 
personally acquainted with the Ruling Chiefs, the people, and the cities of that ancient and 
famous Empire. 

“ I shall never forget the deep impressions which I then received, and I shall endeavour 
to follow the great example of the first Queen-Empress to work for the general well-being of 
my Indian subjects of all ranks', and to merit, as she did, their unfailing loyalty and 
affection. “EDWARD R. & I.” 

February 6. Departure of the German Emperor. During his visit the King had appointed 
the Emperor (previously an Hon. Admiral of the Fleet) to be a Field-Marshal in the Army, and 
also invested the German Crown Prince with the Order of the Garter. 

FROM A SUPPLEMENT TO THE LONDON GAZETTE. 

“ Marlborough House, 

“ 12th February 1901. 

“ The King, as Sovereign of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, has been graciously 
pleased to Command that a Special Statute under the Seal of the Order be issued conferring 
upon Her Majesty the Queen the title and dignity of a Lady of that Most Noble Order and 
fully authorising Her Majesty the Queen to wear the Insignia thereof.” 

February 13. The King received, at St. James’s Palace, Addresses of Condolence on the 
death of Queen Victoria from the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, Court of Aldermen, and Court of Common 
Council of the City of London, and also from the London County Council; to which His 
Majesty graciously replied. 

February 14. The King, accompanied by the Queen, proceeded in State from Buckingham 
Palace to Westminster and opened his First Parliament. 

February 15. The King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), 

the Duke of Argyll, Prince Charles of Denmark, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the Duke of 
Cambridge, Earl Roberts, the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain (Secretary of State for the Colonies), 
and Lord Strathcona, inspected, in the Gardens of Buckingham Palace, the officers and men of 
Lord Strathcona’s Regiment of Horse, who had returned from South Africa and were on their 
way home to Canada. 

February 23. The King received, at St. James’s Palace, Addresses of Condolence from the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, from the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland, 
from the Corporation of Edinburgh, and, on 1st March, from the Convocations of Canterbury 
and York, from the University of London, from Protestant Dissenting Ministers of various 
Denominations, and from the Society of Friends; to all of whom His Majesty made gracious 
replies. 

March 15. The King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall 
and York, Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, the Duke of Connaught, Princes Francis and 
Alexander of Teck, and Prince Louis of Battenberg, left Victoria for Portsmouth, being received 
by the Municipality and local Naval and Military Authorities, and proceeded on board the Royal 
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Yacht Victoria and Albert, where His Majesty gave a dinner. On the following day the King, 
accompanied by the Queen and Royal Party, presented the Royal Victorian Order and Medals 
to the officers and sailors who formed the Guard of Honour at Queen Victoria’s Funeral at 
Windsor, and the South African War Medals to those officers and men who had been 
engaged, and were about to proceed in H.M.S. Ophir and Niobe with the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York on their visit to the Colonies. The King also received an Address (presented 
by the Duke of Cornwall and York) from the Master, Warden, Associates, and Elder Brethren 
of the Trinity House Corporation, after which the King made an inspection of the Ophir and 
took luncheon with the Duke and Duchess on board; the Earl of Northbrook (Lord-Lieutenant 
of Hampshire) and the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain (Secretary of State for the Colonies) 
being of the party. After luncheon the King, the Queen, and Royal Party proceeded on board 
the Alberta and accompanied the Ophir (with the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York on 
board, leaving on their visit' to the Colonies) as far as the Nab Lighthouse, when, after 
exchanging signals of farewell, the King, the Queen, and Royal Family returned to Portsmouth 
and left for London. (N.B.—For return of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York see 
November 1.) 

March 18. The King received, at Marlborough House, various Foreign Representatives, 

introduced to His Majesty by the Marquis of Lansdowne (Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs), who presented their Credentials. His Majesty afterwards distributed Medals and 
Victorian Orders to officers and men of various Arms for services in connection with the 
Funeral of Queen Victoria. 

March 21. The King, at St. James’s Palace, received and acknowledged Addresses of. 
Congratulation from Edinburgh University; Trinity College, Dublin; the Royal College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Edinburgh; the Freemasons; the Lieutenancy of London; and a 
large number of Religious, Educational, Scientific, and Municipal Bodies. 

March 22. The Queen left London for Dover on her way to Copenhagen, being accom¬ 
panied to Victoria Station by the King and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, the latter 
of whom journeyed with the Queen as far as Calais, the King returning to Marlborough House. 

April 2. The King, at Windsor Castle, received an Address ot Congratulation from the 

Corporation of the Royal Borough of Windsor, to which His Majesty made a gracious reply. 

April 6. The King received, at Marlborough House, an Address from the President of 

the Royal Academy, and subsequently conferred the Distinguished Service Order and the Royal 
Victorian Order upon certain officers. 

April 13. The King, at Windsor Castle, received the Military Knights of Windsor, who 

presented an Address of Congratulation, to which His Majesty gave a gracious reply. 

April 14. The Queen returned from Copenhagen, and was met at Victoria Station by the 

King and Princess Victoria, when their Majesties drove to Marlborough House. 

Apnl 15. The King received, at Marlborough House, a Deputation from the Imperial 

German Army, consisting of General Von Moltke, Lieutenant Von Uredone, and a non¬ 

commissioned officer, sent by the Emperor with Colonial Field Equipment for the King’s 
inspection. His Majesty conferred on General Von Moltke and Lieutenant Von Uredone the 
Royal Victorian Order, and the Victorian Medal on the non-commissioned officer. 
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May y The King received and acknowledged, at St. James’s Palace, . Addresses of 

Congratulation from Deputation's representing the Roman Catholics, the Presbyterian Church of 
England, the British Jews ind Jews of London, the Coroners’ Society, and several,* Municipal 

Corporations. , 

May y The Kipg received,'at Marlborough House, the Russian and Italian. Ambassadors, 

and the 'Ministers of the Netherlands, Japan, Peru, and Paraguay, who had hitherto been unable' 
to present their Credentials to His Majesty. 

May 24. The King, accompanied by the Duke ot Connaught and Prince Christian, 

presented on the Horse Guards Parade, new Colours to the 3rd Battalion of the Scots Guards, 
under the command of Colonel Dalrymple Hamilton, the consecration being performed by the 
Bishop of London. The ceremony was witnessed from the rooms over the Archway by the Queen, 
Princess Victoria, the Duchess of Connaught with Prince Arthur and Princess Margaret of 
Connaught, the Duke and Duchess of Fife with their children, and the Duke of Cambridge. 

June x. The King and Queen received, on the Terrace at Windsor Castle, the members of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce, who were being entertained by the London Chamber of 
Commerce, and who had previously visited the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore and other places 
of interest in and about the Castle. 

June 10. The King, accompanied by the Queen, at St. James’^ Palace, received a Special 

Mission from His Imperial Majesty the Sultan of Morocco. The Ambassador having read his 
Address, handed the Sultan’s letter to the King. His Majesty was graciously pleased to read his 
reply, which he delivered to the Ambassador. # 

June 12. The King, accompanied by the Queen, drove from Marlborough House to the 
Horse Guards Parade and presented War Medals for the South African Campaign to a number 
of officers and men. 

June 13. The King, at Marlborough House, received a Deputation who, on behalf of a 

body of subscribers, presented to His Majesty the Dyinoke Suit of Armour formerly worn by 
the King’s Champion on the occasion of the Coronation. 

June 14. The King received, at Marlborough House, the Acting-President, Vice-Presidents, 

and Members of the Council of the Society of Arts, who presented to His Majesty their Albert 
Medal in recognition of the aid he had rendered to Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce during 
his thirty-eight years’ Presidency of the Society (see Part II., p. 407). 

June x 7 .' The King, accompanied by the Queen, received; at Marlborough House, thirty-two 

officers who were unable to be present at the distribution on the 12th, and presented them wit 1 
the South African War Medal.. 

June 25. The King, in the Gardens of Marlborough House, inspected the Royal. Bodyguard 

of the Yeomen of the Guard, and also inspected and presented ‘South African War Medals to 
the detachment of the Central African Regiment then in London. 

June 28. The King received, at Marlborough House, the Captain and Officers of the 

Brazilian Warship Floriano, who conveyed the congratulations ot the President o 1 ia/i o 
His Majesty on his Accession to the Throne. 

July 3. The Queen received, in the Gardens of Marlborough House, between seven 

and eight hundred of the v Queen J s Jubilee Nurses, afterwards presenting Badges an erti icates 
and addressing the Nurses. 
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T. he King approved the offer of the Court of Common Council to present South African War 
Medals to each of the City Companies and to the Hon. Artillery Company in recognition of the 
City s public spirit in raising and equipping the City Imperial Volunteers (see Part II., p. 415). 

July 17. The King, accompanied by Prince Christian, at Marlborough House, presented 

Medals and Certificates of the Grand Priory of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England, 
which had been awarded by the Chapter-General for acts of gallantry in saving or attempting to 

save life on land. 

■' v ^ he King received, at Marlborough House, a Deputation of Ladies from the 

Committee of the American Hospital Ship Maine, and was presented with a Gold; Medal which 
had been struck in commemoration of the work performed on the Maine for the sick and 
wounded in South Africa and China, 1899-1901, which His Majesty was graciously pleased to 
accept, expressing his deep appreciation of the services rendered by the Maine and the 
Committee (see Part II., p. 420)! 

July 26. The King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince Edward 

of York, on the Horse Guards Parade, presented a large number of Medals to officers and men 
of the Imperial Yeomanry who had served in South Africa. The Queen, the same afternoon, 
received at Marlborough House a Deputation and an Address from the Women of Canada, to 
which Her Majesty made a gracious reply. 

July 2g . The King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the children of 

the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and YorK, presented, in the Gardens of Marlborough House, 
Medals to about 500 officers, soldiers, and military nurses, awarded for services in the South 
African and Ashanti Campaigns. 

August 5. Death of the Empress Frederick of Germany at Kronberg. 

August 9 . The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, Prince Nicolas of 
Greece, and Prince Francis of Teck, left Marlborough House for Homburg, being met on arrival 
by the German Emperor and Empress and the Crown Prince, and drove to Ritter’s Hotel. 

On the nth a Funeral Service was held in the Parish Church of St. John, Kronberg, the 
King and Queen, the German Emperor and Empress, Princess Victoria, the Duke of Cambridge, 
the Duke of Connaught, Prince Nicolas of Greece, Prince Francis of Teck, and many others 
being present; after which the remains were conveyed by train to Potsdam, the King and 
Queen following on the 12th. On the 13th the remains were removed from Potsdam through the 
grounds of the Sans Souci Palace to Friedenskirche, where the Funeral took place—the Emperor 
and King Edward being the Chief Mourners—the Empress, Queen Alexandra, and Members of 
the English and German Royal Families being present. By command of the King a Memorial 
Service was held at the same time in the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, at which Princess Louise 
(Duchess of Argyll), the Duke of Argyll, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, the Crown Prince of Siam, 
and representatives of Prince and Princess Christian, the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and others, were present. 

The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria of Wales, returned from Copenhagen 
to Marlborough House on 25th September. 

October 16. The King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the children of 
the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York, presented Medals, at Balmoral, to the officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and men of the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders who had 
returned from South Africa.

On the 16th of March 1901 their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York, accompanied by Prince Alexander of Teck, and attended by the Lady Mary Lygon, the 
Lady Katharine Coke, the Hon. Mrs. Derek Keppel, Lord Wenlock, Lieut. -Colonel Sir Arthur 
Commander Sir Charles Cust, Bart., the Hon. Derek Keppel, Captain Viscount Crichton, 
Lieutenant the Duke of Roxburghe, Lieut.-Colonel J. J. Byron, the Rev. Canon Dalton, Sir John 
Anderson, Sir Donald M. Wilson, Major J. H. Bor, Chevalier E. de Martino, Dr. A. Manby, 
and Mr. Sydney Hall, embarked at Portsmouth on board H.M.S. Ophir (Commodore 
A. L. Winsloe) and, accompanied by H.M.S. Niobe, left on their trip to the Colonies, being 
seen off by the King and Queen and Members of the Royal P'amily. 

Gibraltar. Arriving at Gibraltar on the 20th, the Duke and Duchess were met by the 

Governor and Lady White, Admiral Sir H. Rawson (commanding the Channel 
Squadron), and, proceeding to the Assembly Rooms, received an address from the Chamber of 
Commerce, and after luncheon with Lieut.-Colonel Briggs and Officers of the 3rd Battalion of 
Royal Fusiliers returned to the Ophir. Landing again in the afternoon, the Duke and Duchess 
inspected the Docks and, passing through the tunnel to Catalan Bay, embarked at Waterport, 
where His Royal Highness laid the last block of the new Mole. In the evening, after dinner 
with Sir George and Lady White at Government House, the Duke held a Levee and returned 
to the Ophir. 

On the 2i$fc, the weather being unfavourable for a Review of the Troops, the Duke lunched 
on board the Majestic , and in the evening entertained a large party on board the Ophir, and on 
the 22nd left for Malta, which was reached on the 25th. 

Malta On arrival, General Sir Francis Grenfell (the Governor), Admiral Sir John Fisher, 

Lord Charles Beresford, and others proceeded on board the Ophir to welcome 
their Royal Highnesses, who, subsequently landing at the Custom House, proceeded to the Palace, 
where, after a reception of the chief officials, a March Past of the Troops in the Palace Square 
was witnessed; Afte'r, luncheon in the Palace a general Reception was held in the Hall, when, 
on behalf of the-. King, the Duke conferred the Companionship of St. Michael and St. George 
on Mr. Alex. Morley, Mr. Lorenzo Gatt, and Baron Gomerino. Many Deputations were received. 
In the afternoon the Duke and Duchess witnessed a Polo Match on the Marsa, attended an Official 
Dinner at the Palace, and returned to the Ophir. 

On the 26th a visit was paid to the Cathedral of San Giovanni, containing the Chapels of 
the Knights of Malta, and from there the Duke and Duchess proceeded to and opened the 
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Exhibition of Arts and Crafts After luncheon at the Palace a visit was paid to the Upper 

Barraca, from there to the Cathedral at Citta Vecchia, and to the Roman Villa, and after tea 

at V eridala their Royal Highnesses returned to the Ophir , where they entertained the Governor, 
Naval and Military Officers, and principal Maltese gentlemen at dinner. 

On the 27th, after a visit to the hospital at Bighi and a Review of Bluejackets at Corrodino, 
their Royal Highnesses were entertained at luncheon by Lord Charles Beresford on board the 
Rami Hies. In the afternoon the Duchess took tea at St. Antonio, the country seat of the Grand 
Masters. I heir Royal Highnesses in the evening, after dinner with Admiral and Lady Fisher on 
board the Renown , returned to the Ophir. Before leaving the harbour at midnight the Duke 
signalled ; VVe deeply appreciate the splendid reception given to us by the Mediterranean Fleet.” 
Sir Arthui Bigge had previously, in a letter, desired the Governor to express to the people 

of Malta “ the sincere thanks of the Duke and Duchess for the demonstration of loyalty 

and enthusiasm with which they had been welcomed to the historic Island and its beautiful 
capital. 1 he following telegram was also received by the Governor from the King:— 

4 I am delighted to hear that the visit has been such a success. Express my thanks to 
the Naval, Military, and Civil Authorities for having given so good a reception to my son 
and daughter-in-law. 

b “ EDWARD R. & I.” 

On arrival at Port Said, on the 3°th, the Duke and Duchess landed at the Canal Company’s 
Port said. ° ffices ' th e Duke proceeding to visit the Khedive’s brother, Mohammed Ali. On 
returning to the Offices the Duke, with the Duchess, and accompanied by Lord 
Cromer, paid a visit to Lady Strangford’s Hospital. In the evening their Royal Highnesses 
entertained Mohammed Ali, Lord Cromer, Generals Talbot and Lane, and Admiral Blomfield 
at dinner on board the Ophir, leaving the same night for Suez, which was reached on the 
1st of April, and Aden on the 5th of April. 

Aden# Here, on board, the Duke and Duchess received the Governor and his Staff, the 

Sultan Abdali Lahej and Sheikh Fadi, each accompanied by his son. In the 
afternoon, after presenting South African War Medals to those serving in the Juno and St. George , 
they received an Address from Mr. Dinshaw Cowasjee (whose father presented an Address to 
the then Prince of Wales on his way to India in 1875) on behalf of the community of Aden, and, 
after a visit to the old I anks, returned to the Ophir , where their Royal Highnesses entertained at 
Colombo. c ^ nner Brigadier-General and Mrs. More Molyneux, Captain Routh of the Juno, 
Captain Bush of the St. George, and other Officers, leaving at midnight for Colombo, 
which was reached on the 12th of April. On landing, the Duke and Duchess were received by 
Sir J. West Ridgeway and Admiral Bosanquet, and Addresses from the Legislative and Municipal 
Councils and Chamber of Commerce were presented. Proceeding to the railway station their Royal 
Highnesses witnessed an entertainment given by devil dancers and by a group of mummers repre¬ 
senting the ancient Kings and Queens of Kandy, and, entering the train, left for Kandy, where 
they received an Address and drove to the King’s Pavilion, and, after dinner, witnessed a procession 
of elephants and illuminations in the Pavilion Gardens. 

On the 14th an Address was received from the Planters or Ceylon, enclosed in a carved ivory 
casket studded with 25 kinds of precious stones, including Colombo pearls and a star ruby, 
and the Duke, on behalf of the King, conferred the Companionship of St. Michael and 
St. George on Mr. F. A. Cooper, Mr. F. R. Ellis, and Mr. J. H. de Saram. In the afternoon 
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the Duke inspected the Planters’ new Rifle Corps, the Guard of Honour consisting of the Duke 
of Cornwall’s Light Infantry and ^he Ceylon Mounted Infantry, to which latter Regiment the 
Duke presented new Colours, and, to those entitled, the South African War Medal. In the 
evening there was a Reception of Chiefs in the Audience Hall, the Duke occupying the ivory chair 
brought from the Temple, after which he drove through the illuminated town to the Temple of 
Buddha, where he inspected the fabled tooth of Buddha encased in several shrines. 

On the 15th their Royal Highnesses drove to the Botanical Gardens, where the Duke and 
Duchess planted a cannon-ball tree in the valley near the river, 100 yards from the tree planted by 
the King, when Prince of Wales, on his visit in 1875. 

On the 16th the Duke and Duchess returned to Colombo from Kandy, and, after dinner and 
a Reception at the Queen’s House, returned to the Ophir, and left for Singapore, 
which" was reached on the 21st. The Duke and Duchess having landed at 
Johnson's Pier were received by Sir Frank A. Swettenham, the Naval, Military, and Civil Officials, 
and proceeded through the streets, decorated, and thronged with Chinese and Malays, to Government 
House, and thence to the Town Hall, where first a General Address was received from the 
British subjects, followed by many others, enclosed in caskets of gold and silver, or in cylinders 
of wood chased with gold, to which the Duke replied. His Royal Highness then held an Investiture 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. George, conferring, on behalf of the King, the Grand Cross 
on the Sultan of Perak and a Companionship of the Order on Mr. J. M. Bent Vermont, returning 
afterwards to Government House. In the afternoon a visit was paid to the Pagoda erected by the 
Chinese, and in the evening their Royal Highnesses witnessed the- illuminations. 

On the 23rd, after luncheon at Government House, the Duke and Duchess embarked 
on the Ophir, and left for Melbourne, stopping at Albany on the 30th to- land Sir Arthur 
Lawley, the new Governor of Western Australia, who had been given a passage on the Ophir , 

Australia and proceeding arrived at Melbourne on the 6th of May. Here the Earl of 

(Melbourne). Hopetoun (Governor-General), Sir John Madden (Lieut.-Governor of Victoria), 

Mr. Barton (Federal Minister), the Victorian Treasurer, and the Victorian Minister of Defence 
went on board to welcome their Royal Highnesses. Shortly afterwards the Duke and Duchess 
landed at Saint Kilda Pier, being received by those just named, others being presented, and 
walking down the pier were met at the entrance to the jetty by the Mayor and Municipal Councillors 
of Saint Kilda, who presented an Address, to which the Duke replied. Entering carriages, their 
Royal Highnesses drove round the city, receiving, while passing Government House, a welcome 
from 10,000 Sunday School children, and arriving at an Arch at Princes’ Bridge, the entrance to 
the city, received an Address from the Mayor on behalf of the Citizens of Melbourne, to which 
the Duke replied. From here the Duke and Duchess proceeded to Parliament House, where an 
At Home was held, and in the evening attended a banquet at Government House. 

On the 7th the Duke held a Levee at Government House, receiving afterwards Addresses from 
47 Public Bodies. Their Royal Highnesses in the afternoon visited some of the Foreign Warships 
in the Harbour, and in the evening, after dinner at Government House, attended a Conversazione 
in the Exchange Buildings. 

On the 8th the Duke presented South African War Medals to some 500 officers and men of the 
Victorian Contingents, in the grounds of Government House, and, after a State Reception at 
Parliament House, held another Reception in the evening at Government House. 

On the gth the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess, the Earl of Hopetoun (Governor- 
General), and the Countess of Hopetoun, proceeded in State to the Exhibition Buildings to open 
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the First Parliament of the Commonwealth of Australia. Prayers having been said, and the Royal 
Commission read by the Clerk, the Duke delivered his Speech, concluding by reading the following 
telegram which His Royal Highness had received from the King:— 

“ My thoughts are with you on this auspicious occasion. I wish the Commonwealth of 
Australia every happiness and prosperity.” 

In the King’s name, and on his behalf, the Duke then declared the Parliament open. At 
the conclusion of the Speech the Duchess pressed an electric button, which gave the signal for 
dispatching a message to England announcing that the First Federal Parliament of Australia 
had been opened. On returning to Government House, the Duke telegraphed to the King: - 

“ I have just delivered your Message, and in your name declared open the first 
Parliament of the Commonwealth of Australia. I also read your telegram of good 
wishes, which is deeply appreciated by your loving Australian subjects, and was received 
with enthusiasm. Splendid and impressive Ceremony : over 12,000 people in Exhibition 
Building.” 

On the 10th the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess and Party, proceeded to Flemington Race¬ 
course, and, after luncheon, held a Review of the Troops, and returned to Government House. 

On the nth, from the steps of Parliament House, their Royal Highnesses witnessed a Procession 
of Friendly and Trade Societies, driving afterwards to the University, when the Degree of Doctor of 
Laws was conferred on His Royal Highness. In the afternoon they attended a Fete in the Exhibition 
grounds, where 12,000 children and 4*000 cadets were assembled and performed various exercises 
and evolutions, returning afterwards to Government House, where the Duke presided at a special 
Privy Council, when a number of Privy Councillors were sworn, and, on behalf of the King, 
conferred the following honours in the Order of St. Michael and St. George, viz.: The Grand Cross on 
Sir John Forrest; Knights Commanderships on Hon. Sir John Stokell Dodds, Hon. Sir William 
McMillan, Hon. Sir Josiah Henry Syrnon; Companionships on Edwin Gordon Blackmore, 
Robert R. Garran, Niel Elliott Lewis, Alexander Forrest, Arthur W. Ware, Edward William 
Wallington, Thomas Proe, and John George Davies; and Knighthoods on Mr. John Quick and 
Hon. Samuel Gillott. In the evening another Reception was held at Government House. The 
following day, Sunday the 12th, their Royal Highnesses, accompanied by Lord and Lady Hopetoun, 
attended Divine Service at the Cathedral. 

Australia On the 13th the Duke and Duchess, accompanied by Lord and Lady 

(Ballarat). Hopetoun, left for Ballarat, receiving an Address while passing through Geelong. 
Upon arriving at Ballarat they received another Address, at the Station, from the Mayor and 
Councillors. Entering carriages their Royal Highnesses drove to Sturt Street, where the Duke 
laid the foundation-stone of a statue to the Ballarat Soldiers who had fallen in the South African 
War, and proceeding to Ballarat East inspected the trees planted by Prince Edward (the 
Duke of Clarence) and His Royal Highness twenty years previously. Continuing their drive 
to the South Star Mine, they, en route, named a new square “ Queen Alexandra,” and returned 
to Government House via Bacchus Marsh. 

On the 14th the Duke and Duchess, accompanied by Lord and Lady Hopetoun, presented 
Prizes in the Exhibition Buildings to the Boys of the Public Schools of Victoria, after which 
the ceremony of hoisting the Union Jack of every Public School in the Colony was performed 
by the Duchess touching a golden button on the table in front of her. Her Royal Highness 
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subsequently accepted from Sir F. Sargood the golden key by which the electric signal was given. 
In the afternoon a large number of Addresses were presented to the Duchess at Government House 
by the Women of Australia, the Women’s Christian Association, and other similar bodies. Her Royal 
Highness subsequently visited the Women’s Hospital and presented each patient with a bouquet. 

On the 15th the Duke and Duchess spent the day in private excursions, the Duke going to 
shoot at Sale, the Duchess to Heslesville on a picnic. On the 16th the Duchess visited the 
Children’s Hospital and distributed toys among the patients. 

On the 17th the Governor of Victoria presented the Duke with a trophy of quartz specimens in 
a black-wood case, set in native gold and New South Wales diamonds. The Duke in expressing 
his thanks said that nothing was needed to remind him of his visit, and that he should never 
forget his reception at Melbourne. In the afternoon the Duke and Duchess opened the new 
“Alexandra Avenue” in the name of the Queen, and on the 18th the Duke and Duchess, accom¬ 
panied by the Governor-General, left Melbourne and proceeded by rail to Brisbane, Lord Hopetoun 
taking leave at the Queen’s Frontier Station and proceeding to Sydney. Their Royal Highnesses 

Australia reached Brisbane on the 20th of May. Having arrived by train instead of by the 

(Brisbane). Ophir , as was originally intended, the Duke and Duchess proceeded informally to 
Government House, and shortly afterwards left by the private landing-stage and embarked on 
the Governor’s yacht Lucinda, proceeded down the river, and returning landed at Kennedy’s 
Wharf, being received by Lord Lamington and others, when an Address was presented by the 
Municipality enclosed in a casket of Queensland wood, a reply to which the Duke handed to 
the Mayor. Their Royal Highnesses then drove through the city, receiving another Address at 
Victoria Bridge from the Mayor and Aldermen of South Brisbane, to which the Duke replied, and 
arrived at Government House. In the afternoon, at Government House, twenty-two Addresses of 
Welcome were presented from various bodies, the Duke replying generally to all. In the evening 
a State Dinner was given at Government House. 

% 

On the 21st, in the grounds of Government House, the Duke and Duchess witnessed a 
private Display, including Songs, Fancy Marching, Maypole Dancing, and Wand Exercises, 
by 5 > 000 children. In the afternoon the Duke, accompanied by Lord Lamington riding, the 
Duchess with Lady Lamington driving, held a Review of 4,000 Troops at Lytton Plain, 
twelve miles down the Brisbane River, afterwards presenting Medals to some 200 men who 
had returned from South Africa. In the evening, after dinner, at Government House, their 
Royal Highnesses witnessed a Native Corroboree ending in a wild War Dance. 

On the 22nd the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess, drove to the corner of Ann and Adelaide 
Streets and, after a Dedication Service by the Bishops of Brisbane and Rockhampton, laid the 
foundation-stone of the new Cathedral to be erected as a Memorial to Queen Victoria, in the 
afternoon paying a visit to the Agricultural Show in the Exhibition grounds, and returning 
afterwards to Government House for dinner. 

On the 23rd the Duke held a Levee at Government House, and, accompanied b} r the 
Duchess, was present at a Garden Party at Government House, and after dinner attended a 
Concert in the Exhibition Hall. 

On the 24th the Duke and Duchess left by train, accompanied by Lord Lamington as far 
as Newcastle, where they were met and welcomed by the Earl of Hopetoun, Mr. See (Premier 
of New South Wales), Sir Frederick Darley (the Governor), and the Mayor, and, after driving 
through the town, returned to the station and proceeded by rail to Hawkesbury, when, embarking 
on the steamer General Gordon, they proceeded to the Ophir, which was awaiting their arrival.

On the 26th (Sunday), after Morning Service on the Ophir, an excursion was made on the 
General Gordon to view the scenery in the neighbourhood, and on the 27th the Duke and 

Australia Duchess and party left for Sydney, arriving the same day, when the Earl of 

(Sydney). Hopetoun, Sir Frederick Darley, and the Russian Admiral went on board. 
Having landed, their Royal Highnesses were received by those just named as well as by 
Lady Hopetoun, Mr. See, and the Ministers, and having entered a State Carriage drove 
through the city to Government House, in the evening being present at a State Dinner, at 
which the Admiral of the Station, the Chief Justice, the Mayor, and others, were present. 

On the 28th the Duke, accompanied by Lord Hopetoun riding, the Duchess and Lady 
Hopetoun driving, held a Review of 8,500 Troops in Centennial Park, returning to Govern¬ 

ment House, where, after a State Dinner, a Reception was held. 

On the 29th the Duke held a Levee at Government House, and, after receiving Addresses from 
twenty-four Public Bodies, invested Sir Frederick Darley with the Insignia of the Grand Cross of St. 
Michael and St. George, and conferred the rank of a Knight Bachelor on Dr. James Graham (Mayor). 
During the Levee the Duchess, with Lady Hopetoun, went by special train to the National Park. 
In the evening their Royal Highnesses were entertained at dinner by Sir Frederick Darley. 

On the 30th the Duke inspected the Naval Depot at Garden Island, afterwards planting a 
fig-tree as a memento of his visit, while Lord Hopetoun (on behalf of the Duchess) planted a 
white pine. In the afternoon the Duke and Duchess attended a Party given by Admiral and 

Mrs. Beaumont at Admiralty House, and witnessed a Naval Review and Mimic Battle, in the 

evening being present at another large Reception at Government House. 

On the 31st the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess and Lord and Lady Hopetoun, laid 
the foundation-stone of a new wing to the Prince Alfred Hospital, to be called the Queen 

Victoria Memorial Pavilion, driving thence to the University close by, where the Degree 

of Doctor of Laws was conferred on His Royal Highness. Returning to Government House, 
after luncheon a visit was paid to the Art Gallery, and in the evening, after dinner, their Royal 
Highnesses attended a Concert in the Town Hall given by the Citizens Reception Committee. 

On the 1st of June, on the Lawn of Government House, the Duke presented War Medals 
to the. troops who had returned from South Africa. In the afternoon Lord and Lady Hopetoun 
gave a Garden Party at which the leading Members of Parliament and their wives were 

presented to their Royal Highnesses, followed by a State Dinner in the evening. 

On the 2nd the Duke and Duchess attended Divine Service in St. Andrew’s Cathedral, 

and in the afternoon paid a visit to the Russian cruiser Gromovi. On the 3rd the Duke 

and Duchess paid a visit to the Young People’s Industrial Exhibition, where they were welcomed 
by 30,000 children, and after witnessing physical drill and other exercises, inspected the children’s 
handiwork. In the afternoon the Duke, accompanied by Lord Hopetoun, left for Borambil, 
300 miles from Sydney, for a couple of days’ shooting. 

On the 4th the Duchess, with Lady Hopetoun, proceeded by train to Katoomba, and on 
arrival drove to Lilianfels, the seat of Sir F. Darley, where the day was spent in proximity 
to the Blue Mountains, returning in the evening to Sydney. 

On the 6th, the Duke having returned, their Royal Highnesses took leave of Lord and 


Lady Hopetoun, and embarking on the Ophir left immediately (escorted by the 


New Zealand 


(Auckland). Juno and the St. George) for Auckland, where they arrived on the xoth of June. 
The Ophir having drawn up at Queen Street Pier, the Earl of Ranfurly (the Governor) and 
Ministers went on board, Mr. Seddon (the Premier) presenting an Address on behalf of the 
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people of New Zealand in a casket of Maori design, embossed with slabs of greenstone set in 
gold, bearing the Royal Arms, as also those of New Zealand, and surmounted by a silver 
model of a War Canoe, to which the Duke replied. Landing soon after, an Address was 
received from the Citizens of Auckland, presented by Dr. Logan Campbell (the Mayor), to 
which the Duke also replied, when the Governor, by the King’s Command, read the 
Proclamation announcing the incorporation of Cook Islands with New Zealand. Entering 

carriages their Royal Highnesses drove through the streets (there being at one point a group 

of 2,500 school children dressed in red, white, and blue, and so formed as to represent the 

Union Jack) to Government House, near which, drawn up in the Avenue, were a large 
number of Veterans wearing medals. Various Friendly Societies then marched past, when the 
Mayor handed the Duke the title deeds of a Public Park of 230 acres, which he had given 

to his fellow-citizens, and asked permission that it might be called the “ Cornwall Park ” in 

commemoration of the visit, to which, in reply, the Duke thanked him for the gift, and readily 
agreed to his request. Following this, the Ladies of Auckland presented the Duchess with a 
greenstone casket, and Addresses were received from the principal Religious Communities, the 

Freemasons, and other bodies, to all of which the Duke made a general reply. In the 
evening, after a State Dinner, a Reception was held at Government House, at which the 
Cabinet, the Mayor, and a large number of guests were present. 

On the 12th the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess and Lord and Lady Ranfurly, 

held a Review of about 4,300 men at Potter’s Paddock, the Cadet Corps leading the march 

past, immediately afterwards distributing South African Medals to those who had returned from 
the War. On returning from the Review, the Duke, with Lord Ranfurly, attended a Banquet 
given by the Government to some 350 veterans who had fought in the Crimea, the Indian 
Mutiny, and other Wars, and to the men returned from South Africa, His Royal 
Highness addressing them before leaving. Later the Duke and Duchess drove to an outlying 
suburb overlooking Hobson’s Bay, where the Duchess laid the foundation-stone of the Queen 
Victoria High School for Maori Girls, on their return paying a visit to the Museum. In the 
evening their Royal Highnesses attended a Reception; given by Dr. Logan Campbell (the Mayor) 
in the Municipal Buildings. 

On the 13th the Duke and Duchess left -scby special train for Rotorua, where some 
6,000 Maoris were assembled, but the inclement weather prevented the programme being 
carried out. A Deputation of Chiefs was received in a covered veranda. An Address was 
delivered on behalf of the Chiefs which stated that they had come to make a new treaty of 
continual loyalty. The Duke, in reply, accepted in the name of the King their Oath of 
Allegiance and pledges of loyalty. 

On the 14th, after a visit to the Bathing Establishment in the morning, the Duke and 
Duchess proceeded to the old carved Meeting House of the Arawa Tribe on the shore of the 
lake, and at the opposite end of the village inspected a Bust of Queen Victoria, presented 
to the Tribe by the Duke of Edinburgh in 1871, the same mounted on a carved wood 

pedestal and surmounted by a wooden canopy. On their way back to the hotel visits were 

paid to the Geysers and to the Race Course. At the latter a display of dances, preliminary 
to the Exhibition on the following day, were witnessed. In the afternoon a trip was made 
to the famous Boiling Mud Pools at Tikileri, returning afterwards to Rotorua. 

On the 15th the Duke and Duchess drove again to the Race Course and witnessed 2,000 

Maoris of various Tribes in full native costume executing war dances and dances of welcome, after

which the Duke presented 39 Chiefs and the Maori Members of Parliament present with Com¬ 
memoration Medals (see Part II., p. 421). Later on proceeding to the station their Royal Highnesses 
New Zealand returned to Auckland and went on board the Ophir, sailing early on the following 

(Wellington). morning, the 16th, and arrived at Wellington on the 17th June. On landing, 

after an Address had been received from the Mayor and City Council, their Royal Highnesses, 
accompanied by Lord Ranfurly, drove through the principal streets to Government House. 

Here the Duke inspected some- old veterans, and, on behalf of the King, conferred on the 

Earl of Ranfurly the Grand Cross of St. Michael and St. George; on the Hon. J. G. Ward 
the Insignia of a Knight' Commander; on the Hon. W. C. Walker, the Hon. A. J. Cadman, and 
Colonel Gudgeon, Companionships of the same Order; and on the Hon. H. J. Miller a Knighthood. 

During luncheon at Government House the Governor entertained, in the large Drill Hall, the 

soldiers lately returned from South Africa. After luncheon their Royal Highnesses witnessed 

a March Past of a large number of Friendly Societies, and subsequently drove to the site of 
the new Town Hall of which the Duke laid the foundation-stone. In the evening they were 
present at a State Banquet, followed by a Reception at Government House. 

On the 19th a Deputation waited on the Duke at Government House, and presented His Royal 
Highness with a Model of a Maori Home. In the afternoon the Duke, accompanied by the 

Duchess and Lord Ranfurly, drove to Parliament House, and in front of the buildings presented 

South African War Medals to some 300 men and two nurses who had returned home; 

subsequently their Royal Highnesses received more loyal Addresses at Government House, and 
attended a Reception in the evening in the Parliament Buildings. 

On the 20th the Duke and. Duchess left by special train for Petone, where an inspection was 
made of the Wellington Woollen Company’s Mills, Gear Meat Company’s Works, and the 
Railway Workshops. After luncheon a visit was paid to the Museum; the Duke afterwards 
visited the Benevolent Home, the Duchess the Wellington Hospital, returning to Government 
House where a Banquet to distinguished visitors from the Provinces was given. 

On the 2xst the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess and Lord Ranfurly, drove to the 
centre of the City and laid the foundation-stone of the Railway Departmental Offices. After 
Lyttelton. returning to Government House their Royal Highnesses went on board the Ophir 

Christchurch. w hich sailed for Lyttelton, arriving on the 22nd, and landing left by train for 

Christchurch and drove through the streets to Victoria Square, where, after receiving an Address 
from the Municipal Council, the Duke laid the foundation-stones of a Statue of Queen Victoria 
and the Memorial to the Canterbury soldiers who had fallen in the South African War; 
subsequently their Royal Highnesses left for the private house of Mr. R. Rhodes (the Mayor), 
which had been placed at their disposal. 

On the 23rd the Duke and Duchess and party attended Morning Service in the Cathedral, 
paying a visit in the afternoon to the Museum. On the. 24th the Duke, accompanied by the 
Duchess and Lord Ranfurly, attended a Review of 11,000 Troops, 3,000 of which were Cadets, 
at Hagley Park, the Duke presenting War Medals to those who had returned from South 
Africa, a luncheon being subsequently provided for the men and 80 veterans of the Maori War. 

On the 25th their Royal Highnesses and party left Christchurch by train for Dunedin, 
stopping at a station beyond Oamaru, where the Duke presented the Insignia of a Knight 
Commander of St. Michael and St. George to the Hon. John McKenzie (ex- 
Minister), who had been unable to attend the formal investiture at Wellington, 
and arrived the same afternoon at Dunedin. 


Dunedin. 
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On the 26th, proceeding to the Octagon in the centre of the town, Addresses were received, 
to which the Duke replied, followed by a luncheon to the men who had returned from the 
South African War and veterans of previous campaigns, after which a Demonstration of 3,000 
boys and girls was witnessed. From thence their Royal Highnesses drove to the Agricultural 
Show, and afterwards to a Horticultural Exhibition. After dinner, the Hon. Henry J. Miller 
(Speaker of the Legislative Council of New Zealand) was knighted by the Duke, and later a 
Reception was held in the Agricultural Hall. 

On the morning of the 27th, after the Duke had laid the foundation-stone of a Monument 
to Queen Victoria, their Royal Highnesses and party left by special train on their return to 
Lyttelton, where, on arrival in the evening, they took leave of Lord and Lady Ranfurly and 
others who had accompanied them while in New Zealand, and embarking on the Ophir sailed 

Tasmania f° r Hobart, Tasmania, which was reached on the 2nd of July. Here Lord and 

(Hobart). Lady Hopetoun, who had arrived from Melbourne, with the Admiral and some 
of his Officers, were invited to dinner on board. On landing the following day their Royal 
Highnesses were received by Lord Hopetoun, Sir John Dodds (the Administrator of Tasmania), 
and others, and, having entered a carriage, proceeded in State through the streets (being 
welcomed opposite the Town Hall by Mr. Davies (the Mayor) and other Municipal Authorities) 
to Government House, where, after dinner, a Reception took place. 

On the 4th July the Duke held a Levee, and received a number of Addresses from various 
Corporations, Boards, Religious Bodies, Associations, and Societies, including both Houses of 
the Tasmanian Parliament. Later, the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess, laid the foundation- 
stone of the Memorial to Tasmanian Soldiers who fell in the South African War, and witnessed 
a “chopping match” in the Domain, a State Dinner and Reception being held in the evening 
at Government House. 

On the 5th, on the same ground as the wood-chopping match of the previous day, a 
March Past, with distribution of Medals, a School Children’s Demonstration, and a Procession 

of Friendly Societies took place in the morning. In the afternoon the Duke rode out to the 

Shot Tower overlooking the harbour, the Duchess paying a visit to the Museum. In the evening 
their Royal Highnesses attended a Concert and Reception given by the Mayor. 

On the 6th, after a drive to the slopes of Mount Wellington, their Royal Highnesses, 
South Australia * n the afternoon, embarked on board the Ophir and sailed for Port Adelaide, 

(Adelaide). South Australia, where they arrived on the 9th, and proceeded by rail to 
Adelaide, being received by Lord Tennyson (the Governor) and other Officials; they then drove 
round the City for several miles, and returned to Government House, close to the railway station, 
where a State Dinner was held in the evening. 

On the 10th the Duke held a Levee and received Deputations and Addresses from 

the Legislative Council, Corporations, Chambers of Commerce, Manufactures, and Agriculture, 
Religious Bodies, Learned Societies, &c., to which the Duke replied. The Duchess at the 
same time visited the Adelaide and the Children’s Hospitals and inspected the wards. Her 
Royal Highness, on returning to Government House, received three deputations of ladies offering 
souvenirs of South Australia, also an offering for the Royal Children from the children of 

Lord and Lady Tennyson. In the afternoon the Duke and Duchess witnessed a football 
match at the Oval, and in the evening were present at a large Reception at Government Housp. 

On the nth the Duke and Duchess, accompanied by Lord and Lady Tennyson, drove 
to the National Art Gallery, at the opening ceremony of which the Duke and the late Duke 
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of Clarence, when Midshipmen on board the Bacchante in 1,881, took part. Here the Duke 

unveiled Woolner’s bust of the late Lord Tennyson, and Watts’s “ Loris and Death,” proceeding 

afterwards to the University close by where the Duke laid the foundation-stone of a new 
building for Technical Laboratories and a Lecture Theatre, and in the Hall of the University 

received the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Laws. In the afternoon a second visit was made 

to the Oval, where 5,800 boys and girls gave a display, ending in a dance round 17 May- 
poles. Their Royal Highnesses paid a short visit tp the Botanical and Zoological Gardens, 

and attended another large Reception at Government House in . the evening. 

\ ' x 

On the 12th the Duke started early for duck-shooting at BudkHnd Park. The Duchess 
and suite left later (performing the first part of the journey by. rail and then by carriages) 
for the same destination, where their Royal Highnesses partook of a picnic lunch, and, before 
returning, witnessed an exhibition of buck-jumping bullocks. 

On the 13th the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess, laid>* the fonndation-stone • of a 
Maternity Home, and in the afternoon held a Review of the local Forces in Victoria Park, 

presenting Medals to those who served in the South African War. In the evening their 

Royal Highnesses were present at a Concert in the Exhibition Buildings. 

On the 14th the Duke and Duchess attended a Service in St. Paul’s Cathedral, the new 
nave being formally opened and consecrated, and a mural tablet unveiled, on which is the 
following inscription:— 

“in grateful memory of our brave and loyal soldiers who volunteered 

FOR SERVICE WITH THE ARMY OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE IN SOUTH AFRICA, WHERE 
THEY DIED FOR THEIR SOVEREIGN AND THEIR COUNTRY.” 

In the afternoon a visit was made to Marble Hill, 12 miles from the town, the Governor’s 
summer residence. 

On the 15th their Royal Highnesses left for Port Adelaide, stopping at Glenelg, a small 

town built on the place where the first emigrants landed from H.M.S. Buffalo in 1836, and 

where, under an old gum tree, still preserved, “South Australia” was proclaimed officially 
a British Province. At the Town Hall an Address of Welcome was received from the Mayor 
and Corporation, in replying to which the Duke alluded to the fact that though the first 

colonists landed there from the Buffalo , the first emigrant ship to reach the new Colony was 
the Duke of York , which cast anchor off Kangaroo Island on 27th July 1836. 

Accompanied by Lord and Lady Tennyson and Mr. Jenkins (the Premier), their Royal 

Western Australia Highnesses and suite proceeded on board the Ophir and sailed for Western 

(Perth). Australia, arriving at Albany on the 20th and, having landed, left. by train for 
Perth, which was reached late in the evening of the 21st. Here their Royal Highnesses were 
met by the Governor, Sir Arthur Lawley (who landed from the Ophir at Albany on 30th April), 
and proceeded to Government House. 

On the 22nd the usual Procession took place, halting in one of the principal streets to 
witness a March Past of Friendly and Trades Societies, Afghan camel - drivers from the 

interior, Chinamen with half-caste children on ponies (representing Royal personages of 
prehistoric times) and the usual gigantic Dragon. In the afternoon the Duke, mounted, made 
an inspection of the locality, the Duchess taking a carriage drive. In the evening their Royal 
Highnesses attended a State Dinner arid a Full Dress Reception at Government House. 
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On the 23rd the Duke held a Levee and received 21 Addresses from various bodies, to 

which His Royal Highness made a general reply. In the afternoon, in the Public Park, the 

Duke laid the foundation-stone of a Monument to the memory of the local Volunteers who 
fell in the South African War, and distributed Medals to those who had returned. After the 

ceremony, at the request of the ex-Premier (Sir John Forrest), who was mainly instrumental 

in creating this Park of a thousand acres, the Duke named it the “ King’s Park,” and opened 
a new drive which he named the “ May Drive ” in commemoration of the Duchess. 

On the 24th the Duke unveiled a Memorial Tablet in the Cathedral to the West 
Australians who had fallen in the South African War; laid the foundation-stone of a new 

wing to the Museum and Art Gallery; paid a visit to the Mint; and attended a Garden 

Party given by the Governor and Lady Lawley at Government House, followed by a State 
Dinner and a Concert in the Queen’s Hall. 

On the morning of the 25th there was the usual School Children’s Demonstration of 
8,000 boys and girls. In the afternoon the Duke and Duchess visited the Zoological Gardens, 
proceeding afterwards to the Oval to witness a camel race by Afghans of Menzies, a town on 
the edge of the Great Desert, who, through Hassan Musa Khan, presented the Duke with a 
richly caparisoned animal called “the King” bred in South Australia. On this day Admiral 
Beaumont was knighted by the Duke and received the Insignia of a Knight Commander of 
*St. Michael and St. George. 

Before leaving Perth, on the conclusion of their Royal Highnesses’ visit to the 
Commonwealth, the Duke dispatched a long letter to Lord Hopetoun stating how proud he 
had been to have been entrusted by the King, in accordance with the wish of Queen 
Victoria, with the mission, and to have had the honour of presiding at the inauguration of 

the first Parliament of the newly-constituted Federation, and the never-failing pleasure and 

interest which the discharge of their duties had given to the Duchess and himself. The letter 
concluded with the following words:— 

“ We leave with man y regrets, mitigated however by the hope that, while we have 
gamed new friendships and goodwill, something may also have been achieved towards 
the strengthening and welding together of the Empire through the sympathy and interest 
which have been displayed in our journey, both at Home and in the Colonies. The 
Commonwealth and its people will ever have a warm place in our hearts. We shall 
always take the keenest interest in its welfare, and our earnest prayer will be for its 

continued advancement, not only in material progress, but in all that tends to make life noble 
and happy.” 

On the 26th their Royal Highnesses and suite, accompanied by the Governor and Lady 
Lawley, proceeded down the Swan River in a small steamer to the port of Fremantle when, 
after a cordial leave-taking, they proceeded on board the Ophir and sailed for Mauritius, which 
Mauritius was reac hed late on the 4th of August. 

On landing on the 5th the usual Procession took place through the streets to 
Government House, where the Duke, on behalf of the King, conferred on Sir Charles Bruce 
the Grand Cross of St. Michael and St. George, on Dr. Edwards and M. de Chazel the 
Companionship of the same Order, and on M. Delafaye (Chief Justice) the honour of Knighthood; 
after which numerous Addresses were presented, some in caskets, to which the Duke replied; 
an ebony carved arm-chair was also presented to the Duchess by the Committee of Reception. 

Q 3 
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Immediately afterwards the Duchess laid the foundation-stone of a Statue of Queen 
Victoria in front of Government House, followed by the March Past of a monster pro¬ 
cession of 4,000 school children, under the direction of French priests and sisters, who filed 
past, saluting their Royal Highnesses and laying flowers at the feet of the Duchess ; after 
the children came natives carrying banners, the rearguard being composed of Chinese with 
their Dragon and usual accompaniments. In the evening a Reception was held at Government 
House. 

On the 6th the Duke and some of his suite went deer-stalking with M. Autelme on 
his estate, the Duchess with the rest of the suite going by rail to the northern part of the 
island, and visiting the Botanical Gardens of Pamplemousses and the Alfred Observatory. 

On the 7th, with the exception of a visit to a sugar factory in the afternoon, the day was 
spent at Le Reduit, the Governor’s residence. On the 8th, on their way to the port, the Duke 
and Duchess visited an Institution belonging to the Congregation of the Sisters of Charity of 
Notre Dame de Bon Secours. The Governor, Lady Bruce, and other officials took leave on 
board the Ophir, previous to its sailing for Durban. The only incident on the voyage was 
a Memorial Service for the late Empress Frederick, the news of whose death reached their 
Royal Highnesses at Mauritius. 

South Africa. Arriving at Durban on the 13th, after receiving visits from Sir Henry McCallum 
(the Governor) and Sir Albert Hime (the Prime Minister), their Royal Highnesses 
went ashore in a small steamer, preceded by the Thrush , a gunboat once commanded by the Duke, 
and were welcomed by the Authorities with the usual Addresses, to which the Duke replied. After 
luncheon with the Governor, their Royal Highnesses left by train for Pietermaritzburg, a short halt 
being made at Pinetown Bridge to visit Princess Christian’s Hospital. 

Pietermaritzburg. reac ^ n S Pietermaritzburg in the evening the Duke and Duchess drove to 

Government House. On the 14th, in the morning, their Royal Highnesses drove in 
procession to the new 1 own Hall, which the Duke opened, the usual loyal Addresses being received 
and replied to. His Royal Highness at the same time unveiled a Tablet to the memory of the 
Natal Volunteers who had fallen in the War. In the afternoon the Duke, accompanied by Lord 
Kitchener, who had arrived from Pretoria, inspected the Scots Guards, Cameron Highlanders, and 
local (orces, presented nine Victoria Crosses and forty-one D.S.O. decorations; and received the 
homage of 55 loyal Native Chiefs. In the evening their Royal Highnesses attended a State 
Dinner and Reception at Government House, when the Duke, on' behalf of the King, conferred 
the Insignia of Knights Commanders of St. Michael and St. George on the Hon. Henry Bale 
and David Hunter, Esq.; Companionships of the same Order on C. John Bird, Esq., George J. 
Macfarlane, Esq., John Nicol, Esq., Joseph Farquhar, Esq., John Wallis Shores, Esq., Henry 
Ballard, Estj., and John F. E. Barnes, Esq.; and on B. Wesley Greenacre, Esq., the honour 
of Knighthood. 

On the 15th the Duke and Duchess returned to Durban and, after inspecting Princess Christian’s 
Hospital Train, which had arrived from Pretoria with 80 sick and wounded men, and the Hospital 
Ship Simla lying in the Harbour, proceeded on board the Ophir and sailed for the Cape escorted by 
the Gibraltar , the flagship of Admiral Moore, then in command of the Cape Station. Simon’s Bay 
was reached on Sunday the iSth. During the day, by permission of the Military Authorities, the 
Boer prisoners sent an Address to the Duke and Duchess, stating their great pleasure in participating 
in the honour of cordially welcoming their Royal Highnesses to South Africa, and wishing them 
a pleasant sojourn and a happy return to the Mother Country, and offering “as a memento of

respect and a keepsake in token of extreme regard, a gift of little intrinsic value but well meant ” 
consisting of four silver serviette rings and a brooch, all made by the prisoners. The Address was 
signed: C. J. Van Zyl, C. Olen, L. Lotter. 

On landing on the 19th, their Royal Highnesses’ carriage was drawn from the Dockyard to the 
Railway Station by a team of Bluejackets. Train was taken to Cape Town, where, on arrival, 
an Address was received from the Mayor and Corporation, to which the Duke replied. Their 
Royal Highnesses then drove through the streets to Government House, receiving an enthusiastic 
welcome. In the afternoon the Duke held a Levee in the House of Parliament, receiving nearly 
one hundred Addresses from various towns, districts, and societies. In the evening their Royal 
Highnesses attended a State Dinner given by Sir Walter Hely-Hutchinson (the Governor) at 
Government House. 

Cape Town. 0n the mornin g of the 20th a Reception was held in the Garden of Government 
House of the following Native Chiefs, who delivered their Addresses in their own 
language which was interpreted to the Duke:— 

Lerothodi (Paramount Chief of the Basutos). Khama (of Bechuanaland). 

Veldman (the Fingo Headman). Dalindyebo (Paramount Chief of Tembuland) 

and many others. 

The Chiefs offered at the same time a number of characteristic gifts, such as karosses of tiger, 
leopaid, and jackal skins; Zulu shields and assegais j bead ornaments and tobacco pipes; walking 
sticks, &c. 

"1 he Duke, in reply, told them he was glad to meet them face to face, that he would transmit to 
his father, the King, their assurances of loyalty and devotion. With them he mourned the loss of 
“our late beloved Sovereign, the Great White Queen, whose heart ever beat warmly for the natives 
of this great land.” Her spirit, he assured them, still lived in her son, their King, who would equally 
watch over them and guard their best interests. 

In the afternoon their Royal Highnesses drove to Mr. Cecil John Rhodes’s estate of Groote 
Schuur at the foot of Table Mountain, driving through the Park, seeing the collection of wild 
animals, and inspecting the grounds. Mr. Rhodes was, unfortunately, absent in England. From 
Groote Schuur the return journey to Government House was made through Rondebosch, Claremont, 
Kenilworth, and Wynberg, their Royal Highnesses being enthusiastically cheered all along the 
route, and at many points greeted by school children singing the National Anthem. At Wynberg 
a visit was paid to the Military Hospital. 

On the 2 rst the Duke was installed (having previously been elected) Chancellor of the University 
and the Plonorary Degree of Doctor of Laws conferred upon him. There being no University 
Buildings this ceremony was performed in the Chamber of the Legislative Council. When 
installed, the Duke (as Chancellor) “capped” a number of graduates, among them being some 
ladies. After luncheon there was a Demonstration of 6,000 boys and girls in the Garden of Government 
House. Having sung the National Anthem and patriotic songs, the boys and girls presented three 
selected Basuto ponies, named “ Mafeteng,” “ Moreno,” and “ Maluli,” to their Royal Highnesses 
for their children, which the Duke assured them would be much appreciated. In the evening there 
was a large Reception at the Houses of Parliament, at which, on behalf of the King, the Hon. J. Rose 
Innes, the Hon. Richard Solomon, Charles B. Elliott, Esq., and S. R. French, Esq., were knighted 
and invested with the Insignia of St. Michael and St. George; Companionships of the Order 
being conferred on Thomas R. Price, Esq., Lieut.-Col. R. George Southey, Major W. J. Warren, 
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Henry de Smidt, Esq., Thomas Muir, Esq., Ernest F. Kilpin, Esq., Sydney Cowper, Esq., Thomas 
Ball, Esq., Thomas J. O’Reilly, Esq., H. A. Olver, Esq., Frank Whiteley, Esq., and M. S. O. 
Walrond, Esq. ; and the honour of Knighthood on E. J. Buchanan, Esq. 

On the 22nd the Duchess laid the foundation-stone of the Victoria Nurses Home at the 
Somerset Hospital, and the Duke the foundation-stone of the Cathedral. In the evening the last 
State Dinner was given at Government House. 

On the 23rd the Governor, with Lady Hely-Hutchinson, and Ministers, accompanied their 
Royal Highnesses by train to Simonstown, where, in the Garden at Admiralty House, close to 
the Landing Stage, were drawn up the 14 Boer prisoners who, on the 18th, the day of the arrival 
of the Ophir, had sent an Address with offerings to their Royal Highnesses. Both the Duke and 
Duchess shook hands with each one, and, after thanking them for the little gifts, expressed the hope 
that they would soon be restored to their homes and families. 

Their Royal Highnesses having taken leave proceeded on board the Ophir, which immedi¬ 
ately sailed for Cape Verde Islands, arriving in the harbour of St. Vincent .on the 3rd of 
September, and leaving again after coaling (escorted by the Niobe and Diadem which took the 
Canada place of the St. George and the Juno) for Quebec, arriving on the 16th. After 

(Quebec). the £ ai q Q f Minto (the Governor-General), Sir Wilfred Laurier (the Prime Minister 

of the Dominion), and Sir Frederick Bedford (Admiral Commanding the Station) had been 
received on board the Ophir, their Royal Highnesses landed, and, entering carriages, drove in 
procession to the Government Buildings in front of which a triumphal arch had been erected. 
On the arrival of their Royal Highnesses 2,000 children sang the National Anthem. Proceeding 
to the Legislative Council Chamber, a number of Addresses were received, one from the City by 
the Mayor, M. Parent (Premier of the Provincial Cabinet), being read first in French then in 
English, to which the Duke replied. In the afternoon the Duke and Duchess drove to the 
Laval University where an Address was read on behalf of the Roman Catholic Clergy by the 
Archbishop of Quebec, and another from the University by the Rector, to which the Duke 
replied, accepting as a souvenir of the occasion a diploma conferring an Honorary Degree on 
His Royal Highness. In the evening their Royal Highnesses attended a State Dinner given 
by the Governor-General at the Citadel. 

On the 17th a Review of the local Forces, mustering 3,500 men, was held on the 
historical Plains of Abraham, where Wolfe and Montcalm both fell during the storming of the 
City by the English in 1759. Their Royal Highnesses subsequently took luncheon with 
M. Jette (the Lieutenant-Governor) at Spencer Wood, a Garden Party which was to have been 
held afterwards being, by the Duke’s request, cancelled, “owing to'the lamented death of 
President McKinley and out of respect to his memory.” 

On the 18th the journey westward to the Pacific was commenced, the first stop 
being made at Montreal, where, on a platform in front of the station, an Address 
of Welcome was received from M. Prefontaine (the Mayor), and, among others, one from the 
Baron de Hirsch Institution, which, engrossed on vellum, contained the simple words (probably 
the shortest Address ever delivered) : “ May it please Your Royal Highness: The Lord preserve 

your going out and coming in.” The Duke having replied, the Reception Committee offered the 
Duchess a maple - leaf spray in gold, ornamented with enamel and diamonds, and a collection 
of photographs as souvenirs of Montreal. After three Indian Chiefs in native costume had 

been received, and the Duke had presented War Medals to six officers and a large number 
of men returned from South Africa, their Royal Highnesses drove in procession to Lord 


Montreal. 
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Strathcona’s house, placed at their disposal during their stay. A Reception which was to have 
been held in the evening was cancelled as a mark of respect for the memory of President 
McKinley. 

On the 19th, in the morning, a visit was paid to the McGill University, where the Duke 
and Duchess received Honorary Degrees. I he Duke at the same time (after receiving and 
replying to an Address from the University) opened the new wing of the Medical Building. 
A visit was then paid to the Royal Victoria Hospital, and also to the Montreal Branch of the 
Laval University, where their Royal Highnesses were welcomed by Archbishop Bruehesi. From 
thence the Duke and Duchess proceeded to the Diocesan College, where a Session of the Pro¬ 
vincial Synod, “representing in this Doqjinion the National Church of England,” was being held. 
Here an Address of Welcome was read by the Bishop of Toronto to which the Duke replied. 
Lastly a visit was paid to the Convent of Villa-Maria, a school for young ladies, under the care 
of the Reverend Daughters of Marguerite Bourgeois. Here the Addresses received were partly in 
French and partly in English, to which the Duke replied in both languages. 

Canada Montreal was left and Ottawa reached on the 20th. The usual procession 

(Ottawa). proceeded through the streets to the Great Square where, in an open pavilion, 
their Royal Highnesses were received by the Civic, Political, and judicial Authorities, and a 
number of Addresses presented, that from the Mayor and Corporation, read by Mr. W. D. 
Morris (the: Mayor), recalling the fact that when, on the 1st of September i860, King Edward, 
then Prince of Wales, laid the corner-stone of the Parliament Buildings, he ventured to 

predict that “ with increase of population and influence Ottawa would prove itself worthy of 

the Country of which it is the Capital and justify its selection by the Sovereign.” The 

Duke having replied to the Addresses, their Royal Highnesses drove to Rideau Hall, the 
Governor-General’s residence. In the afternoon a game of lacrosse was witnessed, and in the 

evening a State Dinner was attended at Rideau Hall. 

On the morning of the 21st the Duke held an Investiture, conferring,' on behalf the King, 
the Insignia of Knights Commanders of St. Michael and St. George on the Hon. Louis Jette 
and Sir Alexander Boyd; on Thomas G. Shaughnessy, Esq., the honour of Knight Bachelor; 
on Colonels Drury, Otter, and Leonard, Companionships of the Bath; on Colonel Buchan, Major 
Denison, Joseph Pope, Esq., Dr. Peterson, Rev. Oliver Mathieu, Oliver A. Howland, Esq., 
and Major Maude, Companionships of St. Michael and St. George. The Investiture being over 
the Duke and Duchess drove across the river to Hull and from thence to Parliament Hill, 
where the Duke unveiled a Statue of Queen Victoria and presented the Victoria Cross to 
Lieutenant jEdward Holland and Trooper Mulloy, both of whom (with many others) also 
received War Medals. After lunching with the members of the Rideau Club, the Duke and 
Duchess were present at a Garden Party at Rideau Hall. 

On the 22nd their Royal Highnesses attended Morning Service at the Cathedral. 

On the 23rd the Duke and Duchess, accompanied by Lord and Lady Minto and party, 
went by electric train to the river above the Falls, where they entered “cribs” and descended 
from successive shoots to the pools below, when they were transferred into light Indian canoes 
made of bark and manned by French Canadians, who paddled down the river singing their 
traditional boat-s r ,11 they reached Rockliffe Park, where, having landed, their Royal Highnesses 
witnessed, from the balcony of the club-house, an exhibition of log-rolling. From Rockliffe Park 
the Royal Party proceeded by electric tram to a large forest near Rideau Hall, where they were 
entertained at luncheon in a lumberman’s shanty, with a lumberman’s mid-day meal, and witnessed 
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the process of felling, stripping, and stacking trees, returning afterwards to Rideau Hall, and in 
the evening attended a Reception in the Senate Chamber. 

On the 24th the Duke and Duchess continued the journey westward to Manitoba, the 

North-West Territories, the Rocky Mountains, and the Pacific Coast, travelling by night and day. 
The Royal Party were conveyed in two fully-equipped trains, the first with Lady Minto and some 
members of the Governor-General’s staff, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Mr. Joseph Pope, and others, 

followed half an hour later by the Royal Train. Short stops were made at several stations, 

among them being Fort William, where a large number of children welcomed their Royal Highnesses 
by singing the National Anthem and “ The Maple Leaf.” 

Winnipeg, the capital of Manitoba, was reached on the 26th. Their Royal Highnesses here 
Canada received presentations and then drove to the City Hall, in front of which a stand 
(Wmmpeg) had been erected, where loyal Addresses were presented, to which the Duke- 
replied. After luncheon with Colonel McMillan (Lieutenant-Governor of the Province) at his 
official residence their Royal Highnesses drove to the Manitoba University, the new buildings 

of which the Duke opened. Several Indian Chiefs were then presented, and a number of pupils 
of the Indian Technical Schools. were put through their drill, after which 3,000 school children 
sung the National Anthem and the Dominion Hymn. In the evening their Royal Highnesess and 
party dined with the Lieutenant-Governor, and, after witnessing a torchlight procession, joined 
the train and left for Regina, the capital of the North-West Territories. 

Regina was reached the following day, the 27th. Their Royal Highnesses were met by 
Regina. M - Am ^ d ee Forget (the Lieutenant-Governor), a French Canadian, and proceeded 
to the Government Offices. After receiving several Addresses, to which the Duke 
replied, and being entertained by the Lieutenant-Governor, the Royal Party returned to the 
station and left for Calgary. 

On reaching Calgary on the 28th their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Race Course, where 
Calgary. tiie Duke ins P ected the Mounted Police and distributed War Medals to those 
who had returned from South Africa; after which their Royal Highnesses drove to 
an Indian Encampment, where, in front of a pavilion, were assembled Chiefs and Squaws in 
every conceivable kind of dress, who presented an Address, the more important expressing their 
personal sentiments. The speeches being over, and the Chiefs having shaken hands with their 
Royal Highnesses, the Duke replied. After luncheon at the headquarters of the Mounted Police, 
Banff. and witnessin f? a buck-jumping and lassoing exhibition on the Race Course, the 

Royal Party continued their railway journey as far as Banff, where a halt was 
made for the night. 

Their Royal Highnesses left Banff on the following morning and arrived at Vancouver City 

Vancouver city ° n tke 3 ° th- Proceedin g to the Court House several Addresses were presented, 
to which the Duke replied, and, after inspecting a saw-mill and witnessing the 
sawing of logs and planks into sizes suitable for transport, the Royal Party drove to Stanley Park 
where a School Children’s Demonstration took place. Proceeding on board the Empress of India , 
chartered to cross to Victoria on Vancouver Island, their Royal Highnesses spent the night on 
board and arrived at Victoria the following morning. 

On landing the Royal Party drove to the Parliament Buildings, where Deputations 
Victoria. and Addresses were received and replied to by the Duke, after which 

Vancouver island. th e ir Royal Highnesses drove to Esquimault and lunched with Admiral Bickford- 
on board the Warspite, after luncheon proceeding to a suburb at the other end of the 
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town (where the Duke formally opened an Exhibition of British Columbian Products) and then 
to Oak Bay to a summer hotel on the sea shore. In the evening a State Dinner was given 
by Sir Henri Joly de Lotbiniere (the Lieutenant-Governor), followed by a Reception in the 
Parliament Buildings. 

On the 2nd of October the Duke and Duchess paid an informal visit to the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, and in the evening re-embarked on board the Empress of India, and early on the following 
morning landed again at Vancouver City. Here, on the wharf, they were met by five Chiefs 

of the Tsimsheau Tribe from Fort Simpson, 500 miles to the north-west, one of whom had 

on his head a Crown decorated with a grotesque mask and surmounted by long bristles of 

the sea lion. This emblem of sovereignty, which he stated had been in the Tribe for “ hundreds 

of generations,” he presented to the Duchess as the most highly prized of the Tribe’s possessions. 

Re-entering the train on the 3rd, the return journey was commenced along the same route, 
the first halt being made at Banff. Here, while the Duke went to Poplar Point on a shooting 
expedition, the Duchess remained two days, visiting the different places of interest in the 
neighbourhood. 

On the 7th the Duchess left by train for Poplar Point, where, on the 8th, she was joined 
by the Duke, who had had some good sport with Senator Kirchhoffer on the Southern Shore 
of Lake Manitoba. Here also Lord Minto, from Ottawa, joined the Royal Party. At Poplar 
Point, as also at Winnipeg farther on, their Royal Highnesses witnessed some farming operations 
and the working of a great threshing machine and grain elevator. Upon arriving at North Bay 
on Lake Nipissing on the 10th, the carriages where transferred from the Canadian Pacific to 
Canada the Grand Trunk Railway, and the journey continued due south until Toronto 

(Toronto). was reached the same afternoon. Here, outside the town on a huge platform, 
were assembled 6,000 children, who welcomed their Royal Highnesses with the usual patriotic 
songs and waving of Union Jacks. On reaching the City Hall numerous Addresses were 
received and acknowledged by the Duke, the Royal Party then proceeding to Government 
House where they were received and entertained at dinner by Sir Oliver Mowat (the Lieutenant- 
Governor), and subsequently attended a Concert at the Massey Hall. 

On the nth, after a Review in the morning of over 10,000 Troops in the Exhibition Grounds, the 
Duke presented new Colours to the Canadian Regiment of Infantry' and the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons, followed by a distribution of South African War Medals, the first being to Major 
H. Z. C. Cockburn, who, in addition, received the Victoria Cross, and a Sword of Honour presented 
by the Citizens of Toronto, and handed to him by the Duke. After luncheon at Government 
House their Royal Highnesses left for the University, on their way inspecting a Fire Brigade, 
visiting the Bishop Strachan School, and planting a maple tree in commemoration of their 
visit to the Capital of Ontario. At the University the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Laws 
was conferred on the Duke, and in the evening, after a State Dinner given by the Governor 
in the Parliament Buildings, a largely attended Reception was held, the Duchess receiving a 
gold writing set as a souvenir from the ladies of Toronto. 

On the 12th their Royal Highnesses and Party left for a summer resort at the point were 
the Niagara falls into Lake Ontario. On the way a short halt was made at Berlin, and 
farther on at London. Driving through the Public Park their Royal Highnesses arrived at the 
Hotel overlooking Lake Ontario in the evening. 

On the 13th, after Morning Service, the Duke and Duchess went quietly by steamer and 
electric tram to the Falls, from the tramway station walking up to Loretto Convent, a young 
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ladies college, which commands a magnificent view of both the Horseshoe and American Falls 
as well as the Rapids above. 

On the 14th Niagara on the Lake was left early and the journey to the east continued, 
the only halt of any duration being at Hamilton, where an Address was presented at the Town 
Hall, to which the Duke replied. After luncheon with Mr. Hendrie (the Mayor), the Duke 
presented new Colours to the local Regiment, and re-entering the train, and passing by Toronto, 
reached Belleville, where the train stopped for the night. 

Canada On the 15th the first stop was made at Kingston. After an Address at the 

(Kingston). I own Hall, to which the Duke replied, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the 
University, where the Duke received the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Laws, and laid the 
foundation-stone of the new University Buildings. Their Royal Highnesses afterwards paid a 
visit at the Hospital to the Very Rev. George Monro Grant (Principal of Queen's College and 
Vice-Chancellor of the University), who was, unfortunately, prevented by illness from presiding 
at the ceremony at the University, and on whom subsequently a Companionship of St. Michael 
and St. George was conferred. In the afternoon their Royal Highnesses embarked on board a 
steamer and sailed down the St. Lawrence amongst the famous Thousand Islands, and, landing 
at Brockville, entered the train, the night being spent on a siding near Cardinal. 

Montreal continuing the journey, the train crossed the Victoria Jubilee 

Bridge at Montreal, where a stop was made to show the Duke the spot at which 
the King, when Piince of Wales, drove in the last rivet on 25th August i860 and declared the 
Bridge open. 

st.John, n.b. Proceeding on the i/th, the Royal Party arrived at St. John, New Brunswick. 

In the Exhibition Buildings Addresses were received and acknowledged (as also was 
one from the inhabitants of Fredericton), after which the Duchess presented new Colours to the local 
Regiment, and the Duke distributed Medals to those who had served in the South African War, 
Halifax. ) 0n the rnornin g of the 18th, after a visit to the Reversing Falls on the St. John 
River, a start was made for Halifax, Nova Scotia, which was reached on the morning 
of the 19th, the previous night having been spent on a siding at Windsor Junction. At Halifax, 
in a pavilion in fiont of the station, a number of Addresses were received, two being from Prince 
Edward Island, in his reply to which the Duke bade good-bye to Canada:— 

Oui pleasure in coming among you is tinged with the regret that we are on the eve 
of oui departure from the great country where, during the five weeks of our stay, we have 
received so hearty and so generous a hospitality, and have found so many kind friends. It is 
perhaps fitting that we should take leave of Canada in the Province which was the first over 
which the British flag waved a Province so full of moving, chequered, historical memories— 
and that, embarking from your Capital, which stands unrivalled among the Naval ports of the 
world, we should pass through waters that are celebrated in the annals of our glorious Navy. 
In oidding you farewell we wish to make known how greatly we have been impressed by the 
affectionate sympathy with which we have been received by the people of the Dominion; 
and we pray that the Divine Blessing may rest upon them and theirs, and upon those in whose 
hands is placed the guidance of its destinies.” 

b rom the station their Royal Highnesses drove in procession to the Provincial Buildings, where the 
Duke laid the foundation-stone of a Memorial to be erected by the Government of Nova Scotia 
in honour of their brethren who had fallen in South Africa, as “ a testimony of admiration and 
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gratitude to all their Soldiers who went through the sufferings and dangers of that historic Campaign.” 
In the afternoon, after a Review of Naval and Military Forces mustering some 4*700 men, the Duke 
presented new Colours to the Princess Louise’s Fusiliers, assuring the Regiment that the lady 
whose name it bears “still cherishes the happiest recollections of the years she spent in Canada,” 
and reminding them that the old Colours had been presented to v the Regiment ' by his great¬ 
grandfather, the Duke of Kent, more than a hundred years ago. The Duke at the same time 
presented Medals to those who had returned from the South African War, and a Sword of 
Honour to Major H. B. Stairs who had specially distinguished himself. In the evening there was 
a largely attended Reception at the Provincial Buildings, after which their Royal Highnesses once 
more embarked on the Ophir. 

On the 20th, after Morning Service, their Royal Highnesses lunched quietly on board the 
Crescent , the remainder of the day being spent in leave-taking. 

On the 21st the Ophir sailed for St. John’s, Newfoundland. 

Before leaving Canada, the Duke addressed to Lord Minto a letter similar to that which he 
had written to Lord Hopetoun on leaving Australia, referring to the generous hospitality and unfailing 
kind attention the Duchess and himself had received from all classes in the Dominion, concluding 
with the following words:— 

“ We wish it had been possible to remain longer in Canada, and, by availing ourselves of 
the many pressing invitations received from different centres, to have become acquainted more 
intimately with its various districts and their people. But we have seen enough to carry away 
imperishable memories of affectionate and loyal hearts, frank and independent natures, prosperous 
and progressive communities, boundless productive territories, glorious scenery, stupendous 
works of nature, a people and a country proud of its membership of the Empire, in which the 
Empire finds one of its brightest offspring* 

“ Our hearts are full of saying farewell. We feel that we have made many friends 
in all parts of the Dominion, and that we owe and gladly extend to its people our sincere 
friendship and good wishes. May the affectionate regard which all races and classes have 
so generously shown us knit together the peoples of Canada, and strengthen the existing ties 
that unite the Empire.” 

Canada Arriving at St. John’s, Newfoundland, on the 23rd, before scheduled time, their 

(St. John’s, Royal Highnesses remained on board all day receiving; visits from Sir Cavendish 
Doyle (the Governor), and from Admiral Sir Frederick Bedford, who, with other 
officials, dined on board with their Royal Highnesses. 

Proceeding to Government House on the 24th, the usual Address was received, to which the 
Duke replied ; at the same time two magnificent cariboo heads were offered to the Duke and a 
mink rug to the Duchess as souvenirs of their visit. The Duke subsequently laid the foundation- 
stone of a new building for the Law Courts, and visited the Skating Rink, where over 5,000 school 
children sang the National Anthem; a deputation from the children offering a gift for their Royal 
Highnesses’ children of a fine Newfoundland dog named “ Bouncer,” harnessed to a light dog-cart, 
for which the Duke and Duchess returned their cordial thanks. After luncheon with the Governor, 
and an afternoon Reception at Government House, the Duke, on behalf of the King, conferred the 
Insignia of a Knight Commander of St. Michael and St. George on the Hon. Robert Bond. After 
the last leave-taking, their Royal Highnesses embarked on board the Ophir , which sailed homeward- 
bound on the 25th, arriving in the Solent and anchoring off Yarmouth on the 31st. 
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November 1. The King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, Princess Charles of Denmark, and 
the children of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York, proceeded in the Victoria and Albert 
to the Ophir anchored off Yarmouth, and left on a steam launch with the object of getting on board, 
but, in consequence of the wind and high seas running, had to return to the Victoria and Albert. 
Shortly after the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties and Royal Party on board, the Ophir and 
the two cruisers proceeded to Portsmouth, receiving a hearty welcome from the crews of the Channel 
Fleet as the ships passed between the two lines. Arriving alongside the wharf the Duke and 
Duchess at once went on board the Victoria and Albert, receiving a cordial welcome from the 
King and Queen, their children, and the Royal Party. On 2nd November the King and Queen, the 
Duke and Duchess of York and Royal Party left the wharf by special train for London, "being*met 
at Victoria Station by the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, 
Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), Prince Arthur and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia 
of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, Princesses Victoria and Louise of Schleswig-Holstein, the 
Duke and Duchess of Teck, Cabinet Ministers, Court Officials, and Agents-General of the Colonies. 
Addresses having been received by the King from the Agents-General of the Colonies and by the 
Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York from the Corporation of the City of Westminster, 
presented by the Duke of Norfolk, and from the London County Council, a procession was 
formed, in the first carriage being— 

The King. The Duke of Cornwall and York. 

Prince Charles of Denmark. Prince Edward of York, 
and in the second— 

The Queen. The Duchess of Cornwall and York. 

Princess Charles of Denmark. Princess Victoria. 

followed by four carriages with the Members of- the Household and Suite. The procession 
proceeded up Grosvenor Place to Marlborough House. 

November 9. FROM THE LONDON GAZETTE. 

“ The King has been pleased to order Letters Patent to be passed under the Great Seal 
for creating His Royal Highness Prince George Frederick Ernest Albert Duke of Cornwall 
and \ ork (Duke of Rothesay, Prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and Duke of Saxony, Earl 
of Carrick and Inverness, Baron of Renfrew and Killarney, Lord of the Isles and Great 
Steward of Scotland), K.G., K.T., K.P., G.C.M.G., G.C.V.O., Prince of Wales and 
Earl of Chester.” 

December 5. The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Alexander of Teck, 
drove from York House via Pall Mall, Shaftesbury Avenue, and Holborn, with an Escort of Cavalry, 
to the Guildhall, where, after receiving an Address of Welcome, they were entertained by the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of London at luncheon. Replying to a toast after 
luncheon, His Royal Highness, in giving a short and interesting account of their tour, concluded 
with the following remarkable words:— 

“To the distinguished representatives of the commercial interests of the Empire whom I 
have the pleasure of seeing here to-day, I venture to allude to the impressions which seemed 
generally to prevail among their brethren across the seas, that the Old Country must 
‘wake up’ if she intends to maintain her old position of prominence in the Colonial trade 
against foreign competition.” 
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January 1. By desire of the King “ The Prince of Wales’s Hospital Fund for London ” 
was this day changed to that of “ King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London.” 

January 22. The King and Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, 
Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince and 
Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll, Princess Henry 
of Battenberg, Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, 
Princesses Victoria and Louise Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein, Princes Alexander, Leopold and 
Maurice, and Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg, and others, attended a Special Memorial 
Service at the Mausoleum at Frogmore, being the Anniversary of the death of Queen Victoria, 
the Service being conducted by the Bishop of Winchester and the Dean of Windsor. The Duke 

and Duchess of Fife were unavoidably prevented from being present. Memorial Services were 

held at the same time in Westminster Abbey, Crathie Parish Church, and many other places. 
Anniversary Services in commemoration of the Accession of King Edward were also held in 
Westminster Abbey; St. Paul’s Cathedral; the Chapel Royal, St. James’s; St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor; and other places. 

March 5. The Prince and Princess of Wales, while on a visit to the Duke and Duchess 
of Beaufort at Badminton, left by train for Bristol, and, after receiving an Address from the 
Mayor and Corporation, to which the Prince replied, proceeded to Avonmouth, where, after a 
prayer by the Bishop of Bristol, His Royal Highness performed the ceremony of opening the 
works in connection with the new Dock by setting in motion the machinery by which the first 
sod of the new Dock was cut. After being entertained at luncheon their Royal Highnesses 

returned to London, receiving an Address en route at Bath from the Mayor and Corporation 

of that City. 

March 7. The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, left Marlborough House 

for Kingswear, whence they proceeded by steamer to Dartmouth. After receiving Addresses 
from the Mayor and Corporation, as also from the Dartmouth Harbour Commissioners, to which 
the King handed a reply, their Majesties drove to the site of the new Britannia Naval College. 
The Chaplain of the Fleet having offered a prayer, His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of 
the new building with the usual ceremony, the Bishop of Exeter pronouncing the Benediction. 
A casket containing current coins, &c., was placed in the cavity of the stone. The following 
inscription appears on the casket 

“ THIS CASKET, MADE FROM OAK FROM H.M.S. ‘ BRITANNIA,’ WAS DEPOSITED IN THE 
FOUNDATION-STONE OF THE BRITANNIA ROYAL NAVAL COLLEGE BY HIS MAJESTY 

KING EDWARD VII., MARCH 7 TH ig02.” 

On the stone, which is on the left-hand side of the main entrance, is the following inscription:— 

“THIS STONE WAS LAID BY HIS MAJESTY EDWARD VII., KING OF GREAT BRITAIN AND 
IRELAND AND OF THE BRITISH DOMINIONS BEYOND THE SEAS, EMPEROR OF INDIA, 

ON THE SEVENTH DAY OF MARCH I 9 O 2 .” 
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and underneath a Crown made on board the Britannia , and now on the poop of that ship, 
appears the following:— 

“ this crown surmounted the triumphal arch, at the entrance to the 

COLLEGE GROUNDS, UNDER WHICH THEIR MAJESTIES KING EDWARD VII. AND 
QUEEN ALEXANDRA PASSED ON THE OCCASION OF THE LAYING OF THE FOUNDATION- 
STONE OF THE BRITANNIA ROYAL NAVAL COLLEGE BY HIS MAJESTY ON THE 

7TH MARCH ig02.” 

The King subsequently ipresented China Medals to two officers, and the Queen Badges and 
Warrants to three Queen Alexandra Naval Sisters, after which their Majesties left Dartmouth 
for Plymouth on board the Royal Yacht. On landing an Address was received from the Mayor 
and Corporation of Plymouth, to which the King replied. His Majesty at the same time 
accepted a casket in the form of a model of Sir Francis Drake’s ship Pelican. The casket 
is modelled in silver, with silver sails and cordage. Two medallions on the plinth are engraved 
as Hemispheres, and by dotted lines show the course taken by Drake, underneath being a scroll 
bearing the words “The Dawn of Empire.” Upon the reverse side of the plinth is a silver plate 
bearing the Borough Arms and engraved with the following inscription:— 

“ THIS MODEL OF THE GOOD SHIP ‘ PELICAN ’ VYHICFI UNDER THE COMMAND OF FRANCIS 
DRAKE LEFT PLYMOUTH IN 1 577 AND WAS THE FIRST ENGLISH SHIP TO SAIL 
ROUND THE WORLD, IS PRESENTED TO HIS MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. 

AS A MEMENTO OF THE PART TAKEN BY PLYMOUTH IN THE EXTENSION OF DEFENCE 
OF HIS MAJESTY’S GREAT AND GLORIOUS EMPIRE.” 

The casket contained an Address expressive of the fervent loyalty and devotion of His Majesty’s 
Plymouth subjects on the occasion of his visit to the town on 7th March 1902. After the 
presentation their Majesties left in carriages for Devonport (receiving Addresses en route from 
the three towns of Plymouth, Stonehouse, and Devonport), and proceeded ion board the 
Royal Yacht. 

On the 8th their Majesties landed from the Royal Yacht at Devonport, and, after receiving 
an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, to which the King replied, proceeded to the Royal 
Naval Barracks, where the King presented South African and China Medals to 350 officers and 
men of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines, the Order of the Bath (3rd Class) to Captain Beacroft 
of H.M.S. Philomel , the Victoria Cross to Sub-Lieutenant B. J. D. Guy of H.M.S. Hannibal , 
and the Albert Medal to Chief Stoker Paftett. At the conclusion of the distribution the King 
inspected the Cadets of the Royal Engineers’ College, the Queen at the same time presenting 
Badges to nine Queen Alexandra Naval Nurses. On returning to the Royal Yacht the Queen 
inspected the Nurses belonging to the Cornwall Nursing Institution. In the afternoon the Queen 
performed the ceremony of naming and launching H.M.S. Queen , the Special Service having been 
read by the Chaplain of the Fleet, the Bishop of Exeter pronouncing the Benediction. The 
King subsequently laid the first plate of H.M.S. Edward the Seventh by touching an electric button. 
On the 10th (the Anniversary of their Wedding) their Majesties returned to Marlborough House. 

March 12. The Prince and Princess of Wales, on a visit to the Earl and Countess of Derby 
at Knowsley, visited Manchester (being mpt on arrival by the Lord Mayor and other Officers of 
the Corporation), and proceeded to Owens College, where they were received by the Duke of 
Devonshire (President of the College) and Principal Hopkinson. After receiving an Address 
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of Welcome from the College Authorities, to which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness 
declared the Whitworth Hall open, the same having been erected at a cost of ^50,000 and 
presented to the College by the late Dr. Christie. The Prince and Princess, after being entertained 
at luncheon in the Town Hall, visited the Cathedral, and on their way to the station His Royal 
Highness unveiled a Memorial Statue of Queen Victoria executed by the Princess Louise 
(Duchess of Argyll). 

March 19 . The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Bushey House, being received by 
Sir William Huggins (President of the Royal Society), Lord Rayleigh (Chairman of the General 
Board), Mr. Gerald Balfour (President of the Board of Trade), the Lord Chancellor, Lord Kelvin, 
and others. After $.n Address from Lord Rayleigh, to which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness 
declared the National Physical Laboratory open. 

March 25 . The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Chatham, being received by the 

Mayor and Burgesses, who presented an Address, to which the Prince replied. Proceeding ter 
the Dockyard (after prayer and Benediction by the Bishop of Rochester) the Princess named 
and launched the Prince of Wales battleship. The Prince subsequently laid the first plate of 
the cruiser Devonshire. After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses visited the Museum, and, 
having been entertained at luncheon at the Admiralty House, were present at a .Reception. 

March 26 . The Queen left Charing Cross for Dover en route to Copenhagen, being accompanied 
by the King to the station. 

Death of Mr. Cecil John Rhodes at Cape Town. 

March 27 . The King left Victoria Station for Portsmouth, where His Majesty embarked 

on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert for a cruise. 

April-}. Funeral of Mr. Rhodes in the Cathedral, Cape Town, the Chief Mourner being 

Colonel Frank Rhodes, supported by Major Elmhurst Rhodes and Mr. Arthur Rhodes. The 
coffin was borne on the carriage of “ Long Cecil,” the gun which served during the siege, of 
Kimberley, the Pall Bearers being Dr. Jameson, Mr. Mitchell, Sir J. Gordon Sprigg, Mr. Smartt, 
Mr. Graham, Sir C. Metcalf,- Mr. Currey, and Dr. Stevenson. The body was received at the 
porch by the Archbishop of Cape Town and the Dean and Chapter, the Archbishop delivering 
an Address. After the BQrial Service, the coffin was placed in the De Beers special saloon 
converted into a Mortuary Chapel, when it was conveyed to the Matoppo Hills, and buried on 
the 10th by the Bishop of Mashonaland. Among many wreaths on the coffin were those from 
Queen Alexandra, members of the Rhodes family, Dr. Jameson, Lord Milner, Viscount Kitchener, 
and Sir Charles Metcalf. A Memorial Service at the same time as the Funeral in the Matoppo 
Hills was held in St. Paul’s Cathedral, among those present being representatives of the King 
and Queen and Prince of Wales, as well as the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Right Hon. W. Ritchie, the Right Hon. W. St. J. F. Brodrick, Lord 
George Hamilton, Lord Balfour, Lord James of Hereford, the Right Hon. W. H. Long, the 
Right Hon. R. Hanbury, the Right Hon. George Wyndham, Earl Roberts, the Duke of Fife, 
the Duke of Teck, the Duke of Abercorn, the Marquis of Winchester, Earl Grey, the United 
States Ambassador, many Members of the House of Commons, and the Lord Ma3'or and 
Corporation of the City. A Memorial Service was also held at Bishop’s Stortford, Mr. Rhodes’s 
birthplace. 

Apnl 12. The King returned to Marlborough House from his cruise. 
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April 14. The King received at Buckingham Palace Lord Strathcona, who handed His 

Majesty an Address from the Citizens of Montreal, together with a Gold Medal in com¬ 
memoration of the recent visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales. 

April 22. The Queen returned from Denmark. 

May 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales left \ork House for Bangor, being 

received by Mr. Assheton Smith and the Mayor and Corporation. After receiving an Address, to 
which the Prince replied, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Infirmary, where, after 
prayers had been offered, the Prince laid the foundation-stone of the new wing, the Bishop 
of Bangor pronouncing the Benediction. The stone bears the following inscription : 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES, 

MAY 8, I902.” 

After the ceremony their Royal Highnesses left for Vaynol Park as the guests of Mr. Assheton 
Smith. On the gth the Prince and Princess of Wales drove to Carnarvon, and, after receiving 
an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, proceeded to a pavilion, where His Royal 
Highness was installed Chancellor of the University of Wales. He afterwards conferred 
Honorary Degrees on several distinguished personages, including the Honorary Degree of Doctor 
of Music on the Princess. To the several Addresses received the Prince handed written replies, 
with the exception of that from the University, to which His Royal Highness replied verbally. 
After being entertained at luncheon their Royal Highnesses drove through Bangor to the old 
University Building, where the Prince unveiled a Bust of Mr. Cadwalader Davis and returned 
to Vaynol. On the 10th a visit was paid to the Dinorwic Quarries at Llanberis. On the 12th 
their Royal Highnesses returned to London, stopping en route at Rhyl, where the Prince 
formally opened the new Alexandra Hospital, the foundation-stone of which had been laid by 
Queen Alexandra (then Princess of Wales) on 13th July 1894. 

May 16. The Prince of Wales inspected the King’s Colonials, of which he was 

Honorary Colonel, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel W. Wallace, and opened the new 
Drill Hall in King’s Road, Chelsea. 

May 30. The King, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Duke 01 Connaught, 

and Prince Christian, on the Horse Guards Parade, presented Colours to the 1st Battalion Irish 
Guards, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel R. J. Cooper, the Parade being under the 
command of Colonel Vesey Dawson, and the Consecration Service performed by Bishop Taylor 
Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces), assisted by the Rev. C. Forster (Acting Roman 
Catholic Chaplain). The presentation was witnessed from the Horse Guards by the Queen, 
Princess Victoria, and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark. 

The same afternoon the King, at Buckingham Palace, presented a State Colour to the 
Kind’s Company of the Grenadier Guards, the Queen, Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark, the Duke of Connaught, and the Duke of Cambridge being present. 

May 31. The King, at Buckingham Palace, accompanied by Prince Charles of Denmark 

and Prince Christian (the Officers of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England being 

present), handed South African War Medals to the Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and 
Men of the St. John Ambulance Brigade. 

Terms of Peace, in accordance with the Convention at Vereeniging, were signed at Pretoria 
by all the Boer representatives as well as by Lord Milner and Lord Kitchener. 
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THE KING’S MESSAGE TO HIS PEOPLE. 

“ The King has received the welcome news of the cessation of hostilities in South 
Africa with infinite satisfaction, and trusts that the Peace may be speedily followed by 
the restoration of prosperity in his new Dominions, and that the feelings necessarily engen¬ 
dered by war will give place to the earnest co-operation of all His Majesty’s South African 
subjects in promoting the welfare of their common Country/’ 

June 8. The King and Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, 

Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess 

Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, Prince Arthur and Princesses Margaret and Victoria 
Patricia of Connaught, Princesses Victoria and Louisa Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein, and 
Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg, attended a Thanksgiving Service in St. Paul’s Cathedral 
on the termination of hostilities in South Africa, the Prayers being read by the Bishop of 
Stepney and the Sermon preached by the Bishop of London. 

J tme 11 • The Prince of Wales (as Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 

in England) unveiled, in the Parish Church of St. John, Clerkenwell, a Memorial Tablet to 
the memory of those Members of the St. John Ambulance Brigade who had died on service 
in South Africa. 

June 14 . The King and Queen, with the Prince and Princess of Wales, and Princess 

Victoria, left Marlborough House for the Pavilion, Aldershot, in the evening witnessing a Grand 
Torchlight Procession. On the 15th, the King being unable to leave his room in consequence 
of a chill, the Queen and Royal Family attended Divine Service at All Saints’ Church, in 
the afternoon visiting the Hospitals and the Prince Consort’s Library. On the 16th, in the 
unavoidable absence of the King, the Queen, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, Princess 
Victoria, the Duchess of Connaught and Princess Margaret of Connaught, proceeded to Laffan’s 
Plain, with a Royal Escort under the command of Prince Arthur of Connaught, being received 
on arrival by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and Earl Roberts. Her Majesty 
then reviewed the Troops, mustering 30,000 men, under the command of Lieut.-General Sir 
H. Hildyard, after which the Queen presented new Colours to the 2nd Battalion Highland 
Light Infantry under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Carey, and addressed the Colonel as 

follows: “ In the King’s name I confide these Colours to you. May God bless them and 
your gallant Regiment.” The Chaplain-General, assisted by the Presbyterian Minister, conse¬ 
crated the Colours. After luncheon the King and Queen left for Windsor. 

June 23 . The King and Queen left Windsor for Buckingham Palace. 

June 24 . Postponement of the Coronation in consequence of the serious illness of 

His Majesty. 

“ The Earl Marshal has received the King’s Commands to express His Majesty’s deep 
sorrow that owing to his serious illness the Coronation Ceremony must be postponed. All 
celebrations in London will in consequence be likewise postponed, but it is the King’s earnest 
hope that the celebrations in the country shall be held as already arranged.” 

June 26 . Special Services of Intercession for the King’s recovery were held at St. Paul’s 

Cathedral; St. Margaret’s, Westminster (the Abbey being unavailable); St. Saviour’s, Southwark; 
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St. George’s Chapel, Windsor; also at Sandringham and Balmoral and at a large number of 
churches in London and throughout the country. 

In accordance with the King’s desire, the entertainment by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales of Children at Marlborough House on Coronation Day took place, 1,300 from different 
schools attending and being visited by their Royal Highnesses during dinner. A similar entertainment 
of 1,200 children from London Charitable Institutions took place on the following day. 

June 29 . On Sunday, the 29th, Special Services of Intercession were held at Marlborough 

House; the Chapel Royal, St. James’s; St. Paul’s Cathedral; St. Margaret’s, Westminster; 
St. Saviour’s, Southwark; the Temple Church ; Gray’s Inn Chapel; the Foundling Hospital Chapel; 
St. Paul’s, Onslow Gardens; the Scottish Church, Covent Garden; and other churches. Similar 
Services were also held at the Roman Catholic Chapels and the Jewish Synagogues. 

July 1 . The Prince of Wales, in the unavoidable absence of the King, and in the 

presence of the Queen, the Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, Princess Charles of Denmark, 
and other Members of the Royal Family, and their Majesties’ Royal Guests, inspected detachments 
of Troops representing the various Colonies, under the command of the Duke of Connaught, 
on the Horse Guards Parade. The Queen, on arrival, received a Royal Salute. After the 
inspection the Prince presented decorations and medals to a number of officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and men. Similarly on the following day the Prince of Wales inspected a contingent 
of Indian Troops and Volunteers, also under the command of the Duke of Connaught, and 
afterwards, in the King’s name, presented decorations and medals. 

July 4. The Prince and Princess of Wales received, at Marlborough House, a deputation 

of children from twenty-eight Elementary Schools at Paddington with their teachers. On 
behalf of the children Sir John Aird’s grandson (Master John Renton Aird) presented a gold 
reproduction of the King’s Coronation Cup to Prince Edward of Wales, on the base of the cup 
being the following inscription:— 

“PRESENTED TO PRINCE EDWARD BY THE CHILDREN OF PADDINGTON, JULY ig02. ” 

In the afternoon the Prince of Wales, attended by the Commander-in-Chief, on the Horse Guards 
Parade, presented first Colours to the 4th Battalion of the Royal Fusiliers (of which he was 
Honorary Colonel), under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Annesley, the Consecration being 
performed by Bishop Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). 

On the same day the Prince of Wales (representing the King), the Princess of Wales, Princess 
Victoria, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian, the Duke of 
Cambridge, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duke of Aosta, the Duchess of Albany, and 
the young Duke of Coburg, were present at an Evening Reception, in honour of the Indian Princes, 
at the India Office, given by the Secretary of State and Council of India. 

July 5 . The King’s dinner to 500,000 of the Poor of London was held. Among Members 

of the Royal Family who visited different parts of the Metropolis and honoured the King’s guests 
with their presence were: The Prince and Princess of Wales, who visited those at Fulham, 
Poplar, Hackney, and Stepney; Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll— 
Kensington, Hammersmith, and Paddington; the Duke and Duchess of Connaught—-Holborn, 
Finsbury, the City, and Shoreditch; Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark—Camberwell, 
Lambeth, and Southwark; the Duke and Duchess of Fife—Westminster, Chelsea, and Battersea; 
Princess Christian—Marylebone, St. Pancras, and Islington; and the Duchess of Albany— 
Bermondsey, Deptford, and Greenwich. Each of the guests received a mug bearing the King’s 
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Monogram and a medallion of the King and Queen in profile, together with the following 
inscription: “The King’s Coronation Dinner. Presented by His Majesty June 1902.” 

July 7 . The Prince and Princess of Wales visited Guy’s Hospital, being received by 

Mr. Cosmo Bonsor (the Treasurer). After prayers by the Bishop of Rochester and an Address 
from the Treasurer, to which the Prince replied, His Royal Highness declared the Henrietta Raphael 
Nurses’ Home open. 

The Queen’s tea to 500 servants (maids-of-all-work) from the City, Islington, Shoreditch, 
Hornsey, and Whitechapel, was held at the Northern Polytechnic, Holloway Road, Islington, 
each of the guests being presented with a brooch and a box of chocolates bearing the Queen’s, 
photograph in colours. 

July 10. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess Charles' 

of Denmark, the Duchess of Aosta, the Crown Prince of Greece, Prince George and Prince Andrew 
of Greece, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince Waldemar of Denmark, Princess 
Christian and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, and Princess Henry of Battenberg, opened 
the Imperial Coronation Bazaar at the Royal Botanic Gardens in aid of the Hospital for Sick 
Children, Great Ormond Street, founded in 1852. Her Majesty was received by the Duke of Fife 
(President of the Hospital). 

On the same day the Queen’s tea to 200 girls of the Chelsea and South Kensington Branch 
of the Metropolitan Association for Befriending Young Servants was held in the Town Hall, 
Chelsea, each girl being presented with a bunch of flowers, a box of the Queen’s chocolate, and 
a brooch. 

July 12. The King’s dinner to 1,000 Poor Blind of London was held at the Chelsea 

Town Hall, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), accompanied by the Duke of Argyll, formally 
opening the dinner with the following words: “ The King has sent me here to tell you how much 
he hopes you will have a happy afternoon and will enjoy yourselves. He washes it was in his 
power to be here himself, but being unable to do so has asked me to come, and from himself 
and the Queen to wish you all happiness.” 

July 14 . The Prince of Wales (Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in 

England), accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, Prince Charles of Denmark, and Officers of 
the Order, presented to a number of ladies and gentlemen at St. James’s Palace, a Special Medal 
bestowed by the Order on its Ambulance Department for conspicuous service during the South 
African War. 

The Queen’s tea to 135 servants (maids-of-all-work) from Paddington and Marylebone, was 
held at Bricket Wood, St. Albans; also to 300 girls from the Camberwell and Norwood Branches 
of the Metropolitan Association for Befriending Young Servants, and 20 Waifs and Strays, at 
Dulwich in the Chaplain’s Gardens; also to 120 young general servants of the Rochester 
Diocesan Association for the Care of Friendless Girls, at the house of the Bishop in Kennington 
Parkj each girl receiving the Queen’s box of chocolates and a brooch. 

July 15. The Queen’s tea to 200 single-handed maid servants of the Young Women’s 

Christian Association was held at the Morley Hall, George Street, Hanover Square; also to 200 
girls of the Wandsworth Branch of the Metropolitan Association for Befriending Young Servants 
at Hampton Court; also to 64 of the Lambeth Branch of the same Association in the Gardens 
of the Dysart Hotel, Petersham.

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The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess Charles of 
Denmark, left Buckingham Palace for Portsmouth, and proceeded on board the Royal Yacht 
Victoria and Albert , which left for Cowes. 

July 16. The Queen’s tea to 100 girls of the Westminster Branch of the Metropolitan 

Association for Befriending Young Servants was held at Osterley Park, Isleworth; also to xoo of 
the Hampstead Branch of the same Association at Hampstead; to 100 of the Plumstead Branch 
of the same Association at Oaklands ; to 70 of the Deptford Branch at St. Peter’s Hall, Brockley; 
to 70 of the Richmond Branch at the Gem Coffee Tavern, Petersham ; to 150 of the Southwark 
Branch in the Borough Polytechnic; to 100 of the Fulham and Kensington Branch at St. 
Barnabas Church House, Kensington. On the 21st to 120 under the auspices of the National 
Union of Women Workers of Great Britain and Ireland at the Zoological Gardens. On the 22nd 

to 4,000 boys and girls of the school children of Holborn at the Crystal Palace. On the 23rd 

to 150 girls from the Stratford, Forest Gate, Ilford, Wanstead, Leyton, Loughton, and Woodford 

Branches of the Association for Befriending Young Servants at Valentines, Ilford; to a large 

number under the auspices of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women at 
Sara Pyke House, Prescot Street; to 8,000 children from the Borough of Finsbury in the grounds 
of the Honourable Artillery Company, Finsbury; to 10,000 Dover children in meadows adjoining 
Dover Castle; to 210 of the Hackney Branch of the Association for Befriending Young Servants 
at Dossett’s Retreat, Theydon Bois; to 130 of the Walworth Branch of the same Association at 
Shortlands. On the 26th to 75 domestic servants of the Church of England Women’s Help 

Society in the grounds of St. Joseph’s Hospital, Chiswick. On the 28th to 200 single-handed 

maid servants representing 23 Metropolitan Districts at the headquarters of the Young Women’s 

Christian Association, Morley Hall, George Street, Hanover Square; to 80 general servants sent 
out from Dr. Barnardo’s Homes at the School Hall, Girls’ Village Home, Barkingside. On the 
30th to 170 girls of the Poplar Branch of the Association for Befriending Young Servants at the 
Zoological Gardens. On the 31st to 50 maids-of-all-work in connection with the Female Aid 
Society at the Bishop Billing Memorial Hall. Each girl in all cases received the Queen’s 
chocolate box and also a brooch. 

August 6. Return of the King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, from 

Portsmouth. Their Majesties received a most enthusiastic and heartfelt welcome on their 
way from Victoria Station via Grosvenor Gardens, Grosvenor Place, and Constitution Hill 
to Buckingham Palace. 

August 8. The Queen, 'accompanied by Princess Victoria, the Crown Prince of Denmark, 

Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), and the Princess Frederica of Hanover (attended by the 
Duchess of Buccleuch, the Countess of Lytton, the Hon. Charlotte Knollys, Major-General Sir 
Stanley Clarke, and the Hon. Sydney Greville), drove with a Captain’s Escort of the 1st Life 
Guards from Buckingham Palace to the Queen’s Hall, Langham Place, and presided at the 
Seventeenth Annual Meeting of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association, of which, since its 
foundation in 1885, Her Majesty had been President. The Queen was received at the Queen’s 
Hall by Colonel Gildea (Chairman and Treasurer), and the members of the Council. The 
meeting was attended by over 17500 members and supporters of the Association as well as 
by the following: The Maharaja of Gwalior, the Maharaja and Maharani of Cooch Behar, 
H.H. the Maharaja of Kolhapur, the Maharaja of Bikaner, the Maharaja of Bobbili, the Hon. 
Haji Nawab Fateh Ali Khan, the Hon. Nawab Mumtaz-ud-danla, Sir Muhamad Faizaz Ali 
Khan, Raja Partab Singh of Partabgarh, Sir Jamsetjee and Lady Jeejeebhoy, the Duke and Duchess

of Connaught, Maharaja Sir Pratap Singh of Idar, and Raja Sir Harnam and Lady Singh ; many 
others being unavoidably unable to be present. It was stated in the Report that, from the 
commencement of the South African War up to the 31st of December 1901, £1,075,232 had 
been given in relief by the Association; and that the Queen had devoted £10,000, presented 
to Her Majesty as a Coronation Gift, to the extension of the Homes for Officers’ Widows 
and Daughters at Wimbledon. 

“TO MY PEOPLE. 

“ Buckingham Palace, 

“8th August 1902. 

“ On the eve of my Coronation, an event which I look upon as one of the most 
solemn and important in my life, I am anxious to express to my people at Home, and 

in the Colonies, and in India, my heartfelt appreciation of the deep sympathy which they 

have manifested towards me during the time that my life was in such imminent danger. 

“ The postponement of the Coronation owing to my illness caused, I fear, much 

inconvenience and trouble to all those who intended to celebrate it, but their disappointment 
was borne with admirable patience and temper. 

“The prayers of my people for my recovery were heard, and I now offer up my 
deepest gratitude to Divine Providence for having preserved my life and given me strength to 
fulfil the important duties which devolve upon me as the Sovereign of this great Empire. 

“EDWARD R. & I.” 

August 9 . Coronation of their Majesties King Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra with 

great Solemnity and State Ceremony in Westminster Abbey, the King being crowned by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Queen by the Archbishop of York. After the Coronation the Holy 
Communion was administered, the Bread by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Wine by the 
Dean of Westminster, and at the conclusion of the Service the Archbishop of Canterbury pronounced 
the Benediction. 

Among those present were: The Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Edward and Prince 
Albert of Wales, Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, the Duke and 
Duchess of Fife and Lady Alexandra Duff, Prince and Princess Christian, Prince Albert and 
Princesses Victoria and Louise Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) 
and the. Duke of Argyll, Princess Beatrice of Battenberg, Princes Leopold and Maurice and 
Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince Arthur and 
Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, the Duchess of Albany and Princess 
Alice of Albany, the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke of 
Cambridge, Princess Frederica of Hanover and Baron von Pawel-Rammingen, Prince and Princess 
Louis of Battenberg and Princess Alice of Battenberg, the Grand Duke of Hesse, Prince and 
Princess Henry of Prussia, the Crown Prince of Denmark, the Duke and Duchess of Sparta, the 
Crown Prince and Princess of Rumania, Prince George and Prince Andrew of Greece, Peers and 
Peeresses, Ministers, Members of the House of Commons, the Great Officers of State, Foreign 
Ministers, Indian Chiefs, Representatives from the Colonies, Bishops and Judges, Naval and 
Military Officers, Lord Mayors, Mayors and Provosts, &c. 

The day was celebrated with great rejoicings, not only in London but throughout the country, 
the Colonies and India, as well as on the Continent (see Part II, p. 404). 
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In commemoration of the celebration of the Coronation in Dublin and throughout Ireland, 
a Fund called “King Edward the Seventh Coronation National Fund for Nurses in Ireland” 
was founded, the objects being for “the benefit of Medical, Surgical, Obstetrical, and Mental 
Female Certificated Nurses in the practice of their profession in Ireland in times of adversity, 
sickness, and old age,” the amount subscribed being £5,000. 

THE KING’S LETTER TO THE PRIME MINISTER. 

“ Buckingham Palace, 

“Coronation Day, 1902. 

“ Under the Will of the King’s much loved Mother, the Osborne Estate is, as Mr. Balfour 
is aware, the private estate of the Sovereign. 

“ Having to spend a considerable part of the year in the Capital of his Kingdom, and 
its neighbourhood, at Windsor, and having also strong Home ties in the County of Norfolk 
which have existed now for nearly forty years, the King feels that he will be unable to make 
adequate use of Osborne as a Royal Residence, and accordingly he has determined to offer 
the property in the Isle of Wight as a gift to the Nation. 

“ As Osborne is sacred to the memory of the late Queen Victoria, it is the King’s wish 
that, with the exception of those apartments which were in the personal occupation of Her 
Majesty, his people shall always have access to the House which must ever be associated 
with her beloved name. As regards the rest of the building, the King hopes it may be 
devoted to National purposes, and be converted into a Convalescent Home for Officers of 
the Navy and Army whose health has been impaired in rendering service to their country. 

“ If, in order to give full legal effect to the King’s wishes, it is found that an application 
to Parliament is necessary, the King trusts that Mr. Balfour will see that the necessary 
steps are in due course taken.” 

August 10. Services of Thanksgiving were held in the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, at which 
their Majesties, with Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, Prince and 
Princess Henry of Prussia, and Princess Alice of Battenberg, were present; also at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral; St. Mary’s, Westminster; St. Saviour’s, Southwark; the Brompton Oratory; the 
Jewish Synagogues ; and a large number of churches and chapels in London and throughout 
the country. 

August 11 . I he King and Queen received at Buckingham Palace the Maharaja of Gwalior 

and H.H. the Maharaja of Kolhapur, and also invested a large number of Noblemen, Officers, and 
Gentlemen with the several classes of the Royal Victorian Order. The King also received the 
Lord Mayor, Viscount Duncannon, and Sir Savile Crossley, who presented to His Majesty 
the Coronation gift of £115,000, which the King handed to the Prince of Wales as President of 
‘‘King Edward’s Hospital P'und for London.” 

On the same day the Queen, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Princess Victoria, Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark, the Duchess of Sparta, and Prince Louis of Battenberg, presided 
at a meeting of the Imperial Yeomanry Hospital Fund at Devonshire House, being received by 
the Princess of Wales and the Duchess of Connaught as Vice-Presidents. The Report of the 
Ladies’ Committee having been presented by the Countess Howe, Her Majesty presented Medals 
to 30 officers, 250 orderlies and dressers, 25 nurses, and xo ward maids who had served in 
South Africa in connection with the Imperial Yeomanry Hospital. 
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August 12 . The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince 
Edward, Prince George, and Princess Mary of Wales, Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll, the Crown 
Prince of Denmark, the Crown Princess of Rumania, the Duke and Duchess of Sparta, Prince 
George of Greece, Prince and Princess Henry of Prussia, Earl Roberts, Viscount Kitchener, the 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, and others, held an Investiture Parade of Colonial Troops, under 
the command of Colonel Cooke, on the Lawn at Buckingham Palace. His Majesty presented 
the Victoria Cross to Sergeant Lawrence of the 17th Lancers, after which the whole force, officers 
and men to the number of 1,800, filed past the King (who was seated), each receiving from the 
hand of the Prince of Wales, on behalf of the King, the Coronation Medal. His Majesty afterwards 
addressed the Troops and wished them a safe and pleasant return to their homes. 

Viscount Kitchener returned from South Africa earlier on the same day, being met at 
Paddington by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Alexander of Teck, Earl 
Roberts, and others, and received a very warm reception on his way to St. James’s Palace, where 
he was entertained at luncheon. The Prince of Wales, who presided, welcomed him on behalf of 
the King. Subsequently Lord Kitchener proceeded privately to Buckingham Palace, where he was 
cordially greeted by the King, and afterwards by the Queen, His Majesty personally presenting 
him with the Order of Merit. 

August 13 . His Majesty held an Investiture at Buckingham Palace of contingents of Indian 
Troops to the number of 1,000 under the command of Colonel Dawson, many Indian Chiefs being 
present. The Prince of Wales, as on the 12th, handed to each officer and man the Coronation 
Medal on behalf of the King, after which His Majesty addressed the Troops, hoping they had 
enjoyed their stay in England and wishing them a safe return home. 

August 14 . The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, the Crown Prince of 
Denmark, and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, left Buckingham Palace for Portsmouth, 
and, embarking on the Victoria and Albert , proceeded to Cowes. The Prince of Wales also left 
^'ork House for the Royal Yacht on a visit to their Majesties. The King, accompanied by the 
Prince of Wales and Prince Charles of Denmark, the same afternoon visited Her Majesty the 
Empress Eugenie on her yacht Thistle. 

August 15 . The King, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, visited H.M. Yacht Alberta at 
East Cowes, and placed on the deck a brass Cross with the following inscription:— 

“ V.R.I. 

HERE RESTED THE BELOVED REMAINS 
OF 

QUEEN VICTORIA 

FROM FEBRUARY 1ST TO THE 2ND I 9 OI. 

BORN MAY 24 TH 1819 . DIED JANUARY 22 ND I 9 OI.” 

His Majesty afterwards landed and drove to Osborne Cottage on a brief visit to Princess Henry 
of Battenberg. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria and Princess Charles of Denmark, 
also paid a visit to the Alberta subsequent to the King’s visit. In the afternoon His Majesty, 
on board the Victoria and Albert, held an Investiture, conferring on between fifty and sixty gentlemen 
Coronation Honours, after which the King and Queen, with the Prince of Wales, paid a visit to 
the Swiss Cottage, Osborne, where an old servant named Stone, who for many years had charge 
of the Gardens connected with the Cottage, was lying seriously ill. 
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August 16. ^ The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and Princess Victoria, 

on board the Victoria and Albert, held the Coronation Naval Review at Spithead, consisting of 100 
vessels (battleships, cruisers, torpedo-boats, gunboats, and destroyers) of the Training Squadron 
under, the command of Admiral Sir C. Hotham, whose flag was flying on the Royal Sovereign. 
After His Majesty’s yacht had completed her course through the lines, she anchored opposite the 
Royal Sovereign, when all Flag Officers of the Fleet and Commanding Officers of Foreign Warships 
went on board the Victoria and Albert, and were received by the King. Subsequently all Captains 

in Command of Ships of the Fleet were summoned on board and received from Her Majesty the 
Coronation _ Medal. 


August if. The Shah of Persia arrived at Dover, being received by Prince Arthur of 

Connaqght, and proceeded to the Lord Warden Hotel, on the following day leaving for London, 
where he was met by the Prince of Wales and entertained by His Royal Highness, on behalf of 
the King, at a State Dinner at Buckingham Palace. 

August 18. ^ The King, accompanied by the Queen and Royal Party on board the Royal Yacht, 

left Cowes for Spithead, and witnessed the Fleet proceeding to sea. 

August 20. The Shah, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
left Victoria for Portsmouth, being received by the King on arrival, and proceeded on board "the 
Royal Yacht. After luncheon with their Majesties he returned to London. 

August 21. The King and Queen and Princess Victoria, on board the Victoria and Albert, 

left Cowes on a cruise westward, arriving at Weymouth the same evening, proceeding the following 
day to Milford Haven, and on the 23rd to Pembroke Dock, where their Majesties landed and 
visited the ruins of Pembroke Castle and Monckton Priory. After luncheon with Colonel and 
Lady Victoria Lambton at Brownslade Court, the Royal Party left via Holyhead for Douglas Bay, 
reaching Ramsey, Isle of Man, on the 25th, when their Majesties landed and received an enthusiastic 
welcome on their way to Bishop’s Court, where they were entertained at luncheon by the Bishop, 
and afterwards proceeded to Peel and inspected the ruins of Peel Castle on St. Patrick’s Islet! 
From here the journey was resumed to Douglas, tea being taken on the way at Croukbourne, the 
residence of Mr. A. W. Moore (Speaker of the House of Keys). Passing through Douglas their 
Majesties re-embarked on the yacht at Ramsey. On the 26th the Victoria and Albert entered the 
estuary of the Clyde, and anchored in Brodick Bay, Arran, their Majesties in the afternoon visiting 
Brodick Castle. On the 27th the King and Queen landed with the Duchess of Hamilton, who 
had joined the yacht the previous evening, and drove across the Island to her Shooting Lodge at 
Dougane. After witnessing some trials of sheep dogs, and partaking of luncheon, they returned to 
the yacht. On the 28th the King landed and drove to Machrie Farm on a deer-stalking expedition 
which proved unsuccessful on account of the weather. Resuming the journey, the yacht steamed 
through the mid-channel, and, rounding the Mull of Kintyre, arrived at the Island of Colonsay 
.the same evening. Landing on the 29th, their Majesties lunched with Sir John McNeill at 
Killoran, and, leaving in the afternoon, arrived in the evening at Ballachulish. On the 30th 
the King pioceeded in a steam launch to the head of Loch Leven, and on landing drove to 
Ktnlochmore, being joined by thq Queen and Princess Victoria. After tea they drove back 
to the steam launch and returned to the yacht. In the evening their Majesties made a 
trip to Koch Linnhe,and through Oorran Narrows into the Upper Waters, returning again 
to the yacht. On the "2nd of September the Victoria and Albert with the Royal Party left 


for Ballachulish, and proceeded through.'the Hebridean Sea and Little Minch, arriving in the 


. 
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evening at Vig (Lewis), when the King landed and paid a visit to Lord Belper. On the following 
morning the yacht left for Stornoway, where their Majesties landed, and. driving through the town, 
halted at the Market Place, while 700 school children sang the National Anthem. Before returning 
to the yacht the Royal Party was entertained at tea by Major Matheson at Lewis Castle. Leaving 
Stornoway on the 3rd the yacht arrived in Castlehill Bay, near Thurso, in the afternoon, the King 
lunching on board the Crescent (cruiser). On the 4th their Majesties arrived off Dunrobin Castle, 
when the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland went on board and remained to luncheon. Landing in 
the afternoon their Majesties proceeded to the Castle, receiving an enthusiastic welcome on the way, 
and after tea returned to the yacht. On the 5th their Majesties landed and proceeded to the Castle, 
the King and the Duke visiting Brora, where, being joined by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and 
the Duchess, luncheon was served, the Royal Party returning afterwards to the yacht. On the 6th 
their Majesties landed at Dunrobin and witnessed a swimming competition from the pier. After 
luncheon at the Castle the King and the Duke visited Dornoch, calling on the way upon Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie at Skibo Castle, and returning in the evening to the yacht. The Queen, accompanied by 
Princess Victoria and the Duchess, visited the Lawson Cottage Hospital, and subsequently drove 
to Little Ferry, where they took tea with Mr. Wright, the late Duke of Sutherland’s private 
secretary. On the 7th Divine Service was held on the Victoria and Albert, the Duke and Duchess 
of Sutherland remaining to luncheon. Landing in the afternoon the King and Queen walked through 
the gardens and along the terraces to the Castle, being joined at tea by the Grand Duke Michael of 
Russia. On the 8th the yacht left for Invergordon and, landing at Ferry Pier, their Majesties and 
the Royal Party left by train for Ballater, where they were received by General Sir Dighton Probyn, 
and drove to Balmoral, the Prince of Wales and children, who had driven from Abergeldie, being 
there to meet them. During the cruise, the King, at places where His Majesty landed, received 
many loyal Addresses of Welcome and an enthusiastic reception. 

September n. The King, the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and Princess Victoria were present 

at the Braemar Royal Highland Gathering held at Cluny Park, Invercauld, being joined by the 
Duke and Duchess of Fife. 

September 16 . The King, the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and Princess Victoria drove from 
Balmoral to Ballater, where His Majesty and the Prince of Wales took leave of the Queen, Her 
Majesty and Princess Victoria travelling by special train to Dalmeny on a brief visit to Lord 
Rosebery. In the evening the Queen and Princess Victoria drove to Queensferry, where they 
embarked on the Victoria and Albert for Copenhagen. 

October 9 . The King left Balmoral for Berwick, stopping at Ferry Hill J unction on the way 

for the purpose of presenting Distinguished Conduct Medals to three non-commissioned officers of 
the Gordon Highlanders who had rendered valuable services in South Africa. A brief stoppage was 
also made at Dundee. On arriving at North Berwick His Majesty was met by Prince and Princess 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar and the Earl of Haddington (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), and drove 
to the Prince’s residence at The Knoll. On the xoth the King visited the North Berwick Golf 
Links, afterwards driving through the village of Duleton to North Berwick, where, in front of the 
Council Chamber, in Quality Street, His Majesty planted a sycamore-tree in commemoration of his 
visit, the silver-plated spade, with an oak handle, bearing the following inscription:— 

“ SPADE USED BY HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. IN PLANTING 
A TREE AT NORTH BERWICK ON IOTH OCTOBER ig02.” 
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Returning to I he Knoll, His Majesty, after luncheon, planted a young fir tree in the grounds, and 
in company with the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour went for a^ motor drive, visiting Mr. Balfour’s house 
at \Vhittinghame and Lord Haddington at lyninghame, where His Majesty had tea‘and planted 
an oak-tree in front of the house with a full-size silver spade with ebony handle, which His Majesty 
graciously accepted from Lord Haddington as a memento. The King retuAed later in the day to 
The Knoll. 

October II. The King, accompanied to North Berwick Station by Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar and Lord Haddington, left for London, arriving at Buckingham Palace the same evening. 

October 13. The King entertained Earl Roberts and Viscount Kitchener, the United States 
Ambassador and eight Officers of the United States Army, with other guests, at luncheon at 
Buckingham Palace, and presented Lord Kitchener and a number of Officers on his Staff in 
South Africa with the King’s South African Medal. His Majesty afterwards took leave of 
Lord Kitchener on his departure for India to take up the post of Commander-in-Chief. 

October 21. The Queen and Princess Victoria arrived from Copenhagen, being met at 
V ictoria Station by the King and Prince Charles of Denmark, and drove to Buckingham Palace. 

October 24. The King, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and Prince Charles of 
Denmark, held an Investiture at Buckingham Palace, when a large number of gentlemen received 
from His Majesty the honours and decorations recently conferred upon them in connection with 
the Coronation, the South African War, and other Civil, Military, and Naval services at home 
and abroad. 

October 25. '['he King and Queen drove in State through London, the route being by Pall 

Mall, Pall Mall East, 1 rafalgar Square (north side), Duncannon Street, Strand, Fleet Street, 
Ludgate Hill, St. Pauls Churchyard, Cannon Street, Mansion House, Prince’s Street, Gresham 
Street, Guildhall, King William Street, London Bridge, Borough High Street, Borough Road, 
St. George’s Circus, Westminster Bridge Road, Westminster Bridge, Bridge Street, Westminster 
Hall, round Parliament Square, Parliament Street, Whitehall, Horse Guards, The Mall, to 
Buckingham Palace. 

On the right and left of their Majesties’ carriage rode the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Connaught. Other carriages were occupied by the Duke of Cambridge, Princess Louise 
(Duchess of Argyll), and Princess Victoria—Princess Christian, Princess Louise, Princess 
Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught—the Duchess of 
Connaught, Princess Margaret of Connaught, Princess Henry of Battenberg, and Princess Victoria 
Eug6nie of Battenberg. Following, mounted, were Prince Christian, Prince Charles of Denmark, 
the Duke of Argyll, the Duke of Fife, and Equerries. 

Many Addresses were received en route, to which His Majesty replied, the usual formalities 
of surrendering and returning the City Sword taking place at Temple Bar. At the Guildhall 

their Majesties were entertained at a State Luncheon, after which they proceeded through South 

London to Buckingham Palace, receiving all along the route a most loyal, cordial, and 

enthusiastic welcome. 

THE KING’S THANKS 

{contained in a letter from the Secretary of State for the Home Department to the Lord Mayor). 

“ 25th October 1902. 

“ I have received the King’s Command to express to your Lordship His Majesty’s 

thanks for the hospitality with which their Majesties were entertained at the Guildhall 
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this afternoon. The King commands me further to inform your Lordship that both he and 
the Queen were highly gratified by the loyal recognition accorded to their Majesties during 
their progress through the City of London.” ( See Part II., p. 4x4). 

October 26. The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria and Prince Charles of 
Denmark, were present at a Special Service of Thanksgiving in St. Paul’s Cathedral for the 
recovery from sickness of His Majesty—the route taken being by Buckingham Palace Road, 
Victoria Street, the Thames Embankment, Ludgate Hill, to St. Paul’s, returning by Newgate 
Street, Holborn Viaduct, Holborn, Oxford Street, Hyde Park, to Buckingham Palace. Their 
Majesties were joined at St. Paul’s- by the Prince of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught 
with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian with 
Princesses Victoria and Louisa Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) 
and the Duke of Argyll, Princess Henry of Battenberg with Princess Victoria Eugenie of 
Battenberg, the Duke of Cambridge, and the Duke of Fife. The King and Queen were received 
by the Lord Mayor and Officers of State on arrival, also by the Bishop of London (who 
preached the Sermon) and the ' Dean and Canons. At the conclusion of the Service, after the 
Benediction had been pronounced, the National Anthem was sung. 

October 27.. The King, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and 
Earl Roberts, held an inspection on the Horse Guards Parade of the Brigade of Guards, 
including the 2nd and 3rd Battalions Grenadier Guards, 1st and 2nd Coldstream Guards, and a 
detachment of the xst Irish Guards, together with Reservists of the Guards who had served in 
South Africa, the Brigade being under the command of General Sir H. Trotter. The Queen, 
Princess Victoria, and the Duchess of Connaught were present. After the Inspection. His Majesty 
addressed the Troops. 

November'^. The King inspetted, at Buckingham Palace, the 2nd Battalion. Scots Guards 
recently returned from South Africa, and in addressing the men expressed his regret that they 
were unable to be present at th& Parade last week when he inspected the other Battalions of the 
Brigade of Guards. 

November 8. Visit of the. German Emperor to the King. His Imperial Majesty was met at 
Wolferton Station by the King,' the Prince of Wales, and Prince Charles of Denmark, and received 
by the Queen and Princess Victoria on arrival at Sandringham. He left on the 15th on a visit 
to the Earl of Lonsdale at Lowther. Castle. 

November 16. Death of Field-Marshal His Royal Highness Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar 
at his house in Portland Place. 

November 17. Visit of the King of Portugal to the King at Windsor. His Majesty was met at 
Windsor Station by the King, who, in passing through London to Windsor, from' Sandringham, 
visited Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar in Portland Place to condole with her on the lamented 
death of the Field-Marshal (see Part II., p. 423). 

November 19. Funeral of Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar in Chichester Cathedral, the Prince 
of Wales representing their Majesties the King and Queen. 1 he coffin was conveyed on a 
gun-carriage (escorted by a Detachment of Iroops) from Portland Place to Victoria Station, among 
the mourners being Earl Roberts and the Headquarters Staff. Memorial Services were held at 
the same time at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, and the Guards’ Chapel, Wellington Barracks. 
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November 24. The King of Portugal left Sandringham on a visit to Lord and Lady Amherst 
at Didlington Hall, and on the 28th, accompanied by Earl Roberts, went to Chatham and 
inspected the Oxfordshire Light Infantry, of which he was Honorary Colonel, under the command 
of Colonel Dalzell. After luncheon with the Officers His Majesty returned to Sandringham. 

December 20. Birth of a fourth son to the Prince and Princess of Wales at York Cottage, 
Sandringham. 

December 27. The Queen’s Christmas Dinner to the Widows and Children of Soldiers who fell 
during the war in South Africa was held at the Alexandra Trust, City Road. There were 
present 629 Widows and 836 Children, the invitations being entrusted by the Queen to Colonel Sir 
James Gildea (Chairman of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association), who, through the 
organization of the Association throughout the Country, was enabled to invite those only who 
were entitled to be present. In addition to providing a substantial dinner, and all their 
expenses in attending, Her Majesty presented the guests with boxes of chocolates, bearing 
her likeness in colours on a white ground edged with blue, as well as toys of every description. 
The dinner was followed by an entertainment given by artists who had volunteered their 
services. In the course of the afternoon Sir 1 homas Lipton read the following message received 
from the Queen :— 

“ Pray convey the expression of my very best wishes to all my guests in the Alexandra 
Trust. May they spend a very happy day, and may God help and bless them through- 
out the coming year. “THE QUEEN.”

January 1. The State Durbar at Delhi and Proclamation of His Majesty the King- 
Emperor Edward VII. with great pomp and ceremony by the Viceroy, accompanied by the 
Duke of Connaught (the Duchess of Connaught and Lady Curzon being present). 

The Troops, composed of 40,000 Imperial and Native Soldiers, were under the command 
of Lord Kitchener. 

The Viceroy being seated upon the Throne, the Herald (Major Maxwell) read the following 
Proclamation:— 

“EDWARD R. & I. 

“Whereas upon the death of our late Sovereign of happy memory, Queen Victoria, 
upon the twenty-second day of January in the year of Our Lord nineteen hundred and 

one, We did ascend the Throne under the style and title of Edward VII. by the Grace 

of God, King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, Emperor of India. 

“ And whereas by Our Royal Proclamations bearing date the twenty-sixth day of June 

and the tenth day of December in the year of Our Lord nineteen hundred and one, in 

the first year of Our Reign, We did publish and declare Our Royal Intention, by the 
Favour and Blessing of Almighty God to celebrate the Solemnity of our Royal Coronation 
upon the twenty-sixth day of June nineteen hundred and two. 

“And whereas by the Favour and Blessing of Almighty God We were enabled to 
celebrate the said Solemnity upon Saturday the ninth day of August last. 
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“And whereas it is Our wish and desire that the fact of the celebration of the said 
Solemnity should be publicly announced to all Our loving Subjects within Our Indian 
Dominions, and opportunity should be given to Our Governors, Lieutenant-Governors and 
Heads of Administrations, to the Chief Princes, Chiefs and Nobles of the Native States 
under Our Protection, and to the Representatives of all the Provinces of Our Indian 
Empire, to take part in the said Ceremonial. 

“ Now, We do, by this Our Royal Proclamation, make announcement thereof, and We 
do hereby charge and command Our right trusty and well-beloved Councillor George 
Nathaniel Lord Curzon of Kedleston, Our Viceroy and Governor-General of India, to hold 
at Delhi on the first of January nineteen hundred and three an Imperial Durbar for the 
purpose of declaring the completion of the said Solemnity of Our Coronation, and w e 
direct that at the same Durbar this Proclamation shall be read for the information of all 
whom it may concern. 

“ Given at Our Court at St. James’s the first day of October nineteen hundred and 
two in the Second year of Our Reign. 

“ God Save the King-Emperor.” 

Following the above Proclamation the Viceroy delivered a speech and read the following 
Message from His Majesty:— 

“ It gives me great pleasure to send a Message of Greeting to my Indian people on 
the solemn occasion when they are celebrating my Coronation. Only a small numbei of 
Indian Princes and Representatives were able to be present at the ceremony which took 
place in London, and I accordingly entrusted my Viceroy and Governor-General to hold a 
great Durbar at Delhi, in order to afford an opportunity to all Indian Princes, Chiefs and 
Peoples, and to the Officials of my Government to commemorate this auspicious event. 
Ever since my visit to India in 1875 I have regarded that Country and its peoples with 
deep affection, and I am conscious of their earnest and loyal devotion. to my House and 
Throne. During recent years many evidences of their attachment have reached me, and 
my Indian troops have rendered conspicuous services in the wars and victories of my 

Empire. I confidently hope that my beloved son the Prince ol Wales and the I rincess of 

Wales may before long be able to make themselves personally acquainted with India, a 

Country which I have always desired that they should see and which they are equal i\ 
anxious to visit. Gladly would I have come to India upon this eventful occasion myself 
had this been found possible. I have, however, sent my dear brother the Duke of 
Connaught, who is already so well known in India, in order that my family may be 

represented at the ceremony held to celebrate My Coronation. My desire since I succeeded 
to the Throne of my revered Mother, the late Queen Victoria, first Empress of India, has 
been to maintain unimpaired the same principles of humane and equitable administiation 
which secured for her in so wonderful a degree the veneration and affection of her Indian 
subjects. To all my feudatories and subjects throughout India I renew the assurance of 
my regard for their liberties, of my respect for their dignities and rights, of my interest 
in their advancement, and of my devotion to their welfare, which are the supreme aim 
and object of my rule, and which, under the Blessing of Almighty God, will load to the 
increasing prosperity of my Indian Empire and the greater happiness of its people.

The Homage of the Native Princes followed, and, the Durbar being closed, the Viceroy 
and Lady Curzon and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught took their departure. 

A State Banquet was given by the Viceroy the same evening at which the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, Lady Curzon, and a large number of distinguished guests were present. 

i he Proclamation at the same time was read and celebrations took place throughout the 
Madras Presidency, Bombay, Aden, and other places (see Part II., p. 404). 

A long list of the Durbar Honours was also published in London on the same day. 

January 26. Christening of the infant son of the Prince and Princess of Wales in the 
Private Chapel of Windsor Castle by the Bishop of Oxford assisted by the Dean of Windsor, 
the infant being handed to the Bishop by the Queen and receiving the names of “ George 
Edward Alexander Edmund.” 1 he Bishop after the Baptismal Rite handed His Royal 
Highness back to the Queen, lhe Sponsors were: His Majesty the King, Prince Waldemar 
of Denmark (represented by Prince Charles of Denmark), and Prince Louis of Battenberg 
(godfathers); Her Majesty the Queen, the Empress of Russia (represented by Princess 

Victoria), and the Princess Christian (godmothers). There were also present: The Prince and 
I rincess ot Wales, Princess Charles of Denmark, Prince Christian, Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Princess Louis with 

Princess Alice of Battenberg, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, and Prince Francis and Prince 

Alexander of I eck. 1 heir Majesties after the ceremony entertained the Royal Family and 
their Majesties’ guests in the Castle. 

February 16. ^ The King and Queen visited Woolwich, stopping at Well Hall Station, 

where the King received an Address from the Mayor and Aldermen of the Borough of 
V\ oolvvich, to which His Majesty handed a reply. Their Majesties then proceeded to the 
Herbert Hospital, where they were received by Earl and Countess Roberts, and, after an 
Address from the Mayor and Aldermen of Greenwich, to which His Majesty handed a reply, 
the Queen opened a new department of the Hospital and presented Medals with ribbons to a 
number of nurses of Queen Alexandra’s Military Nursing Service. After an inspection of the 
W aids (in the course of which their Majesties spoke to every one of the 149 South African 
patients), and a visit to the operating theatre, the King, in the Courtyard, presented the 

South Airican Medal to a number of officers and men, their Majesties afterwards returning 
to town. 

February 17. I he King, accompanied by the Queen, opened Parliament, the Prince of Wales 
being present. 

/ ebrmry 18. lhe King and Queen drove from Buckingham Palace to Millbank and visited 
the County Council Model Working-class Dwellings erected on part of the site of the old 
Prison, being received by the Chairman and Members of the County Council. 

I ebruaty 24. j he Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, visited Southwark 

and inaugurated the new buildings of St. Saviour’s and St. Olave’s Grammar School for Girls, 
in the New Kent Road. 

ulank 30. lhe Queen, with Prince Charles of Denmark, left Buckingham Palace for 
Dover en route to Copenhagen, being accompanied to Victoria Station by the King and the 
Prince of Wales. 






VISIT 

OF 

HIS MAJESTY THE KING 

TO 

LISBON, GIBRALTAR, MALTA, ROME, PARIS, &c., 

March 30 th to May §th 1903. 


On the 30th of March 1903 the King, accompanied by Major-General Sir Stanley Clarke, left 
Buckingham Palace for Portsmouth (the Prince of Wales seeing His Majesty off at Victoria 
Station), and embarked on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert for a cruise, proceeding first on 
Lisbon. a to t ^ e King of Portugal at Lisbon, where His Majesty arrived on the 

3rd of April, being received by King Carlos who proceeded in his State Barge 
to the Royal \acht to welcome His Majesty. King Edward and King Carlos subsequently 
landed, and, after a presentation of Ministers, proceeded to the Palace. The same afternoon 
their Majesties made an excursion to the Castle at Cintra, in the evening holding a Reception 
of the Diplomatic Corps, King Eidward receiving a Deputation from the Cham ben. of Commerce. 

On the 4th their Majesties visited the Museum of the Geographical Society, King Edward 
receiving and replying to an Address from the President of the Society, and in the evening 
attended a Gala Performance at the Sao Carlos Theatre. 

On the 5th King Edward received and acknowledged Addresses from British Residents in 
Lisbon and Oporto, and was present at a State Banquet at the Palace of Ajuda. 

On the 6th King Edward reviewed in Lisbon the Cavalry Regiment of which he was 
Honorary Colonel. 

On the morning of the 7th Elis Majesty received and replied to an Address from the members 
of the Commercial Association in Lisbon and, having taken leave of King Carlos and the other 
members of the Portuguese Royal Family, went on board the Royal Yacht and sailed for 
Gibraltar (see Part II., p. 423). 

On the 8th the King arrived at Gibraltar, Sir George White and his staff going on board 

Gibraltar. ^ y a °ht to welcome His Majesty. On landing, the King, accompanied by 
Sir George White, drove to the Convent, the residence of the Governor ; an Address 
was presented from the Chamber of Commerce, in replying to which His Majesty stated the 
pleasure it had given him that his first visit to any of his Colonial Possessions after ascending 
the 1 hrone should be to Gibraltar, which had been rendered ever famous in the Military Annals 
of his Empire. The King afterwards received the Special Moorish Envoy who had crossed from 
Tangier to greet His Majesty on behalf of the Sultan of Morocco. 

On the 9th the King received, on board the yacht, the Governor-General of Algeciras, and 
later, accompanied by Admiral Sir William Acland (Superintendent of the Dockyard) and Rear- 
Admiral Sir Baldwin Walker, left the yacht and made a tour of inspection through the Naval 
.Works, subsequently lunching at the Mount with the Superintendent. At a banquet in the 
evening at the Convent, in proposing the health of the Governor, the King made an announcement 
that he was about to appoint General Sir George White a Field-Marshal. 

On the nth, after giving a Farewell Audience to the Envoy of the Sultan, the King held 
a Review of the 1 roops of the Garrison, planted a tree in the garden of the Governor’s Residence, 
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and in the evening gave a dinner on board the yacht to which the Governor and the Chief Naval 
and Military Officers were invited. 

On the 12th the King attended Divine Service on board the yacht, and afterwards, accompanied 
by Sir George White, visited the fortifications of the Rock, and in the evening dined privately 

with the Governor, leaving for Malta the following day. 

On the 16th the King arrived at Malta, and on landing was received by General Sir C. M. 

Clarke (the Governor), the Bishop, the Admiral, the Chief Military Officers, the 
Chief Justice, and others. Proceeding to the Palace, luncheon was taken with the 
Governor, after which His Majesty held a Levee and received and replied to. Addresses from 
the Council of Government, the Maltese Nobility, Malta University, Chamber of Commerce, and 
Chamber of Advocates. After dining at the Palace His Majesty was present at a Gala 
Performance at the Royal Theatre. 

On the 17th the King, after witnessing a Parade of Troops of the Garrison at Marsa, 

returned to Valetta and visited St. John’s Cathedral, being received by the Bishop and Chapter, 
and from there proceeded to Admiralty House where he took luncheon with Admiral Sir C. E. 
and Lady Domvile. After luncheon the King returned to Marsa and witnessed a Polo Match 
between teams representing the Army and Navy, leaving afterwards for the yacht, and in the 
evening attended a State Banquet at the Palace. 

On the 18th, the Review of the Naval Brigade being abandoned on account of bad weather, 

the King remained on board the yacht in the morning; in the afternoon he visited St. Paul’s 

English Church, the Union Club, and the Engineers and Artillery Mess; and in the evening 
dined on board the Flagship Bulwark , and honoured with his presence a Smoking Concert given 
by the Officers. 

On the 19th the King attended Divine Service on board the yacht, and in the evening drove 
to the Palace of St. Antonio. 

On the 20th the King held the postponed Review of the Naval Brigade, 8,000 strong, under 
the command of Rear-Admiral Custance, on the Marsa, subsequently visiting the Valetta Public 
Library, and in the afternoon laying the foundation-stone, with the usual ceremony, of a new 
Breakwater at the entrance to the Grand Harbour. In the evening the King landed from the 
yacht, and on arriving at, but before entering, the Palace His Majesty presented the President 
of the Band with a banner, intimating his wish that “E. R.” should be borne on the same, 
and that henceforth the Band should be known as “ The King’s Own Band ” instead of the 
Prince of Wales’s Band. On a tablet at the Band’s premises is the following inscription:— 

“presented by his majesty 

KING EDWARD VII. 

20TH APRIL I903." 
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' In the evening a great Water Carnival was held in the Harbour. 

The King left Malta on the following morning, and arrived at Syracuse the same day. 

In the evening His Majesty entertained at dinner, on board the yacht, the 
Commanders of the Warships and the British Vice-Consul, leaving afterwards 
for Naples, where the yacht arrived on the 23rd, His Majesty receiving visits on board, first from 
the Duke of Braganza and shortly after from the Duke of Abruzzi. The King 
subsequently received a Special Mission from the King of Italy, followed by one 
from the Prefect and Syndic of Naples. At mid-day, after returning their visits, the King visited 


Naples. 
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the Queen of Portugal and the Duke of Braganza on board the Portuguese Yacht Amelin, and in 
the course of the afternoon paid a visit to the National Museum. 

On the 24th King Edward invited the Queen and Princes of Portugal to visit the Royal 
Palace at Caserta. The Royal Party, after luncheon on board the Victoria and Albert , left 
Naples by special train. The King and his guests returned to Naples in the evening, the Queen of 
Portugal and her sons proceeding to the Portuguese Yacht Amelia, the King to the Victoria and Albert. 

On the 25th the King visited the Museum of San Martino, on his return (accompanied by 
the Earl of Rosebery and Mr. Charles Hardinge) taking luncheon with the Queen of Portugal 
on board the Amelia. In the afternoon (accompanied by Lord Rosebery and Mr. Charles 
Hardinge) the King visited the Park and Palace of Capodimonti, and, after dining on board the 
Victoria and Albert, went to the Royal Palace, being received by Count Piemoli, and thence to a 
Gala Performance given in his honour at the Theatre of San Carlo. 

On the 26th the King lunched with Lord Rosebery at his Villa at Posillipo, and on the 27th 

R left Naples and arrived the same afternoon at Rome, where His Majesty was 

received at the railway station by King Victor Emmanuel and the Italian Royal 
Princes, and proceeded from there to the Quirinal, being welcomed en route by Prince Prospero 
Colonna (Syndic of Rome) on behalf of the City, to whom King Edward made a cordial reply. 
After the Quirinal had been reached King Edward, King Victor Emmanuel, and Queen Elena 
appeared twice on the Balcony acknowledging the acclamations of an immense crowd. 

On the morning of the 28th King Edward visited the Pantheon and laid wreaths on the 
tombs of King Victor Emmanuel I. and King Humbert. In - the afternoon King Edward, with 
the King of Italy, drove first to the Coliseum, thence to the Forum, and afterwards to a 
monument being erected to the memory of King Victor Emmanuel I. In the evening King 
Edward received, in his apartments in the Quirinal, the Foreign Ambassadors and heads of 
Foreign Missions, later on attending a State Dinner at the Quirinal, at which, in addition 
to the King and Queen of Italy and the Royal Princes of Italy, there were present the 
Knights of the Annunciata, the Presidents of the two Chambers, the Ministers and Under¬ 
secretaries of State, the Presidents of the State Council, of the Court of Cassation, and of 
the Court of Appeal, the Generals of Army Corps, and other Military and Civil Officers. 
King Edward afterwards accompanied the Italian Royal Family to the Theatro Argentine where 
a Gala Performance was given in his honour by the Municipality. 

On the 29th King Edward (in a carriage with Queen Elena), accompanied by the King 
of Italy and the Royal Princes (mounted), was present at a Review of 25,000 Troops held in 
his honour by King Victor Emmanuel in the Piazza , d’Anni. King Edward on his return 
from the Review lunched at the British Embassy. Leaving the Embassy King Edward 
(attended by Mr. Charles Hardinge, Sir Stanley Clarke, and Rear-Admiral Lambton) paid a 
visit to the Pope, Leo XIII., being received by Mgr. Stonor and' Mgr. Merry del Val and 
the rest of the Pontifical Court, who were presented to His Majesty. The King was then 
conducted to the ante-chamber, where the Pope met His Majesty and conducted him to his 
private cabinet, where they remained in conversation half an hour. At the expiration of that 
time Mgr. Stonor was summoned and introduced the King’s suite who were presented to the 
Pope, after which the King took leave. 

On the 30th King Edward left Rome for Paris, being accompanied to the railway station 
by King Victor Emmanuel who, with the Italian Royal Princes, Signor Zanardelli and other 
State Officials, bade His Majesty a very cordial farewell. 
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On the 1st of May the King arrived in Paris, accompanied by Sir E. Monson (the British 
Ambassador) who had joined His Majesty at Dijon, being received at the station 
by President Loubet and Ministers with whom the King exchanged cordial 

greetings. Accompanied by the President the King drove to the British Embassy, being 
heartily welcomed all along the route. After a brief stay at the Embassy His Majesty paid 
a visit to President Loubet at the fLlysee, and on his return to the Embassy received and 

replied to an Address presented by the British Chamber of Commerce. In the evening, after 

dinner at the Embassy, the King was present at a Gala Performance at the Theatre Fra^ais. 

On the 2nd the President drove to the British Embassy and was received by the King, 
who immediately accompanied him to the President’s carriage, in which the King and the 
President drove to Vincennes, where a Grand Review was held, the King and the President 
returning afterwards to the Hotel de Ville, where a reception was held by the Provincial 
and Municipal Authorities, the King returning to the Embassy for luncheon. In the afternoon 
the King, with the President, drove to Longchamps and attended a Race Meeting. In the 

evening the King was present at a State Dinner at the filysee, after which His Majesty 
attended a Gala Performance at the Opera. 

On the 3rd the King attended Divine Service in the Embassy Church, in the afternoon 
taking luncheon with M. Delcasse at the Foreign Office, and later on planted a chestnut- 
tree in the Embassy Gardens. In the evening the King, President Loubet, and a number 
of distinguished guests were present at a State Dinner at the Embassy. 

On the 4th the King left Paris, being accompanied from the British Embassy to the 
station by President Loubet, of whom His Majesty took a cordial farewell, expressing his 
warm thanks for the reception given him in Paris, and subsequently, from Cherbourg, sending 
the President the following telegram:— 

“Before leaving French soil, I wish once more to thank you very warmly for the 

friendly reception that you, your Government, and the people, have accorded to me in 

France and during my stay; in Paris, the remembrance of which will never fade from my 

memory. “EDWARD R.& I.” 

The same evening the King proceeded on board the Royal Yacht, arriving at Portsmouth 
on the 5th, and proceeded to London, being met at Victoria Station by the Prince of Wales, 
Prince Charles of Denmark, Prince Christian, the Duke of Cambridge, and Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, and at the Grand Entrance of Buckingham Palace by the Queen, the Princess 
of Wales, Princess Charles of Denmark, and the children of the Prince and Princess of Wales. 


April 24. The Queen, accompanied by Prince Charles of Denmark, arrived at Victoria 

Station from Copenhagen, being met by the Prince and Princess of Wales, and drove to 
Buckingham Palace. 

April 25. The Prince and Princess of Wales drove to the Cambridge Enclosure in St. 

James’s Park, being received by the Commander-in-Chief and Lieut.-General Arthur French, C.B., 
when His Royal Highness unveiled the Memorial erected by officers and men of the Royal 
Marines (of which he was Honorary Colonel) to those of their comrades who lost their lives 
in the South African and China Campaigns. Surmounting the pedestal are two Marines in 
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fighting kit, while the bas-reliefs on the pedestal depict scenes in South Africa and China 
respectively. On the front face is the badge of the Corps in bronze, and below are recorded 
the names of 70 officers and men who fell, namely, 25 in South Africa and 45 in China. 
Above the names is the following inscription :— 

“ ERECTED BY THE OFFICERS AND MEN PAST AND PRESENT OF THE 
CORPS OF ROYAL MARINES IN MEMORY OF THEIR COMRADES WHO 
LOST THEIR LIVES IN SOUTH AFRICA AND CHINA 1899-1900.” 

Among those present were Prince Louis of Battenberg, Lord George Hamilton (First Lord 
of the Admiralty), and many Naval Officers and others. 

April 27. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, visited West¬ 

minster and, after an Address had been received from the Mayor, to which the Prince replied, 
and prayer had been offered by the Mayor’s Chaplain, laid the foundation-stone of a block of 
Working-class Dwellings about to be erected by the Westminster City Corporation in Regency 
Street. The Prince and Princess subsequently attended a Reception held by the Mayor and 
Mayoress at the Caxton Hall. 

April 29. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, opened the new 

Building of the Royal School of Art Needlework at South Kensington, being received by 
Princess Christian (President of the School) who addressed His Royal Highness, giving particulars 
of the School, to which the Prince replied. Princess Christian was accompanied by Princesses 
Victoria and Louise Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein. 

May 11. The King and Queen left Buckingham Palace for Scotland, travelling by 

special train from King’s Cross, brief halts being made at Grantham, at York, and at 

Newcastle (where an Address was presented to and acknowledged by the King). On arriving at 

Edinburgh late in the afternoon their Majesties were received at the station by the Secretary 
for Scotland, the Principal Officers of State, and the Lord Provost and the Magistrates of 

Edinburgh (by whom another Address was presented to which His Majesty handed a reply), and 
at once drove to Dalkeith Palace, being welcomed by the Duke and Duchess of Buccleuch. 

On the 12th the King and Queen drove into Edinburgh, and held a Levee in the Throne 
Room at Holyrood Palace, afterwards receiving and replying to Addresses from the Church of 

Scotland, the Corporation of Edinburgh, and the University of Edinburgh. The Queen also 
received Addresses from the Royal Edinburgh Repository for the Sale of Gentlewomen’s Work, 
and from Queen Victoria’s Nursing Endowment Fund (Scotland). Their Majesties subsequently 
held a Court, returning afterwards to Dalkeith Palace. 

On the 13th, at Dalkeith Palace, the King (the Queen being present) distributed War 
Medals to officers and men of the 17th Lancers and the Black Watch, and, after receiving 
and replying to an Address from the Corporation of Dalkeith, proceeded by train to Edinburgh 
and drove to Holyrood Palace where His Majesty inspected the Royal Company of Archers, the 
King’s Body-guard for Scotland. His Majesty subsequently gave a State Luncheon in the Palace. 
In the afternoon the King and Queen drove to Edinburgh Castle, stopping at the Royal High 
School to receive an Address. On arriving at the entrance to the Castle their Majesties were met 
by Sir Archibald Hunter who presented the keys of the Castle, which His Majesty returned to his 
keeping. Entering the Castle their Majesties visited the Norman Chapel of St. Margaret, Queen 
Mary’s Room, and the Regalia in the Banqueting Hall. Afterwards, in the Crown Square, the

King inspected the Crimean and Indian Mutiny Veterans, shaking hands with a great many. 
After leaving the Castle the King and Queen visited St. Giles’s Cathedral, proceeding afterwards 
to the City Hospital in the Comiston Road, which their Majesties opened, the King and Queen 
each planting an elm-tree in the grounds. On a triangular bronze plate over the front door is 
the following inscription :— 

° r “ THE CITY HOSPITAL. 

OPENED I 3 TH MAY 1903 
BY THEIR IMPERIAL MAJESTIES 
KING EDWARD VII. AND QUEEN ALEXANDRA.” 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the King and Queen returned to Dalkeith. 

On the 14th the King and Queen left Dalkeith for Glasgow (being met at Queen Street 
Station by the Lord Provost and Sheriff) and proceeded to the Technical College in George 
Street where they were received by the Governor of the Institution. After a prayer by the 
Rev. P. McAdam Muir (Minister of the Cathedral) His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of 
the new buildings of the College. The stone bears the following inscription:— 

“ THIS MEMORIAL STONE WAS LAID BY 
HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD, 

I4TH MAY I903.” 

The King and Queen then drove to the City Chambers, His Majesty receiving and replying 
to Addresses from the Lord Provost of the City, the Trades Homes, and the Burgh of 
Govan (the two former being enclosed in caskets), after which their Majesties were entertained 
at luncheon by the Lord Provost. After luncheon the King and Queen drove to the Corpora¬ 
tion Art Galleries, and, after inspecting the objects of Art, proceeded to the University 
where they were received by the Very Rev. R. H. Story (Principal and Vice-Chancellor), the 
Deans of Faculties, as well as by Members of the University Court. After receiving and replying 
to an Address their Majesties left for Dalkeith, returning to London the following day. 

^ a y 20, i he King and Queen drove to Kew, and on the centre of the Bridge were 

received by Sir Ralph Littler (Chairman) and Mr. Edward J. Halsey (Vice-Chairman) of the Joint 
Bridge Committee, and the High Sheriffs of Middlesex and Surrey. After receiving and 
replying to an Address (which was enclosed in a casket bearing the Arms of Middlesex and 
Surrey), His Majesty placed the last coping-stone in position and declared the Bridge open, 
naming it “ King Edward VII. Bridge.” The Bridge, which is 502 ft. long, cost ^233, 685 35. 5 d. 
to construct, the Engineers being Sir John Wolfe Barry, K.C.B., and Mr. Cuthbert A. 
Brereton. On the stone is the following inscription:— 

“KING EDWARD VII. BRIDGE. 

THIS BRIDGE 

WAS BUILT AT THE JOINT COST OF THE COUNTIES OF 
MIDDLESEX AND SURREY. 

IT WAS OPENED BY HIS MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTY 
KING EDWARD VII. 

ACCOMPANIED BY QUEEN ALEXANDRA 
ON THE 20 TH DAY OF MAY I903, 

DOMINE SALVUM FAC REGEM NOSTRUM EDWARDUM.” 

Their Majesties returned to Buckingham Palace after the ceremony. 
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May 21. The King and Queen received a Deputation at Buckingham Palace from the 

Committee of the Queen’s Nurses Endowment Fund, who presented £66,050 collected in 
England and Wales and £5,864 collected in Ireland towards the Women’s Fund as a Memorial 
to Queen Victoria. 

On the same day the Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, paid a visit to the Home 
Arts and Industries Association at the Albert Hall, being received by the Countess of Radnor 
in the absence of Earl Brownlow (President of the Association). 

June 7. The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, were present at the 

Afternoon Service at St. Paul’s Cathedral, when a collection was made on behalf of the London 
Hospitals. There were also present: The Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Christian with 
Princess Louise Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein, the Duchess of Connaught with Princesses 
Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg with Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg. I he Bishop of London and the 
Dean of St. Paul’s took part in the Service, the Sermon being preached by the Bishop of 
Stepney, the Bishop of London pronouncing the Benediction. The usual ceremony of presenting 
the Sword of the City to the King, which His Majesty returned, took place at the City 

Boundary on the Embankment. 

June 11. The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, visited the London 

Hospital, the usual ceremony of th^ presentation of the City Sword taking place as on the 7th inst. 
Their Majesties were received by the Duke of Connaught (President of the Hospital), the Hon. 
Sydney Holland (Chairman), Mr. J. H. Buxton (Treasurer), Sir Frederick Treves, and others. 

After receiving an Address from the Mayor and Aldermen of the Borough of Stepney, an Address 
of Welcome from the President, and another from the House Committee, as also one on behalf of the 
Staff from Dr. Mackenzie, . to all of which the King replied, His Majesty declared the new Out- 
Patients Department open. Prayer was offered by the Bishop of London. On the north inner 
wall, on a marble tablet, is the following inscription 

“ THIS OUT-PATIENTS DEPARTMENT 
WAS OPENED BY 
H.M. KING EDWARD 
AND 

H.M. QUEEN ALEXANDRA, 

JUNE IITH I903.” 

The Building cost £80,000, of which £25,000 was given by a friend of the Hospital. After the 
Queen had presented badges to the Nurses of the Hospital who had served in the South African 
War, their Majesties were conducted through the X-Ray Rooms, the Electric Rooms for Rheumatism, 
the High Frequency Current Rooms, the Lupus Light Rooms (which last Department the Queen 
declared open), the Ophthalmic Rooms, and the Aural Department. Their Majesties, after leaving 
the Hospital, honoured the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress by a visit to the Mansion House, and, 
after taking tea, returned to the Palace by the same route as on proceeding to the Hospital. 

June 25. The King and Queen received at Buckingham Palace the Khedive of Egypt, 

whose visit His Majesty subsequently returned at the residence of Sir Ernest Cassel. On the 
following day the Khedive took luncheon with their Majesties at Buckingham Palace, and on the 
29th visited the Mausoleum at Frogmore, where His Highness laid a wreath near the tomb 
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of Queen \ ictoria, having the honour in the evening of dining with their Majesties at Buckingham 
Palace. 

July 2. Birth of a son to Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark at Appleton House. 

Jrdy e. Visit of M. Loubet (the President of the French Republic) to the King. The 

I resident was received on arrival at Dover by the Duke of Connaught (on behalf of His Majesty), 
the French Ambassador and members of the French Embassy, Earl Stanhope (Lord-Lieutenant 
of the County of Kent), Field-Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, and Major-General Sir Leslie Rundle 
After an Address from the Mayor and Corporation of Dover, the President, accompanied by the 
Duke of Connaught, drove through Dover to the railway station and, proceeding by special 
train, was met at Victoria Station by the King, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge 
Prince Christian, the Duke of Argyll, and the Duke of Fife, there being also present the RigM 
Hon. A. J. Balfour (Prime Minister), the Marquis of Lansdowne (Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs), and other Ministers, Field-Marshal Earl Roberts, Field-Marshal Viscount Wolseley, and 
others. The procession proceeded to St. James’s Palace by Grosvenor Place, Piccadilly,’ and 
St. James’s Street, the first carriage containing the King, the President, the Prince of Wales, and 
the Duke of Connaught. Later in the day the President visited their Majesties at Buckingham 
Palace, when the members of his suite were presented to the King and Queen. Subsequently the 
President visited the Prince and Princess of Wales at Marlborough House, the Duke and Duchess 
of bite in Portman Square, and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught at Clarence House. In 

the evening the King gave a Dinner in honour of the President at Buckingham Palace follTwed 
by an Evening Party. 

On the morning of the 7th the President visited the French Hospital in Shaftesbury Avenue, 
and the French Governesses’ Home in Lancaster Gate, and, returning to St. James’s Palace, received 
Deputations from the Association of Municipal Corporations, the London County Council, the 
City of Westminster, the Scottish Branch of the Franco-Scottish Society, and the English members 
of the Legion of Honour, to each of which he made a reply. The Chiefs of the Diplomatic Corps 
were also presented. Shortly after mid-day the President, accompanied by the French Ambassador 
and M. Delcasse, and attended by the members of his suite, drove (the streets being lined with ’ 
. troops) by Pall Mall, Waterloo Place, Regent Street, Oxford Circus (where he received and replied 
to an Address from the Mayors of Marylebone and Holborn), Holborn, Newgate 'Street, Cheapside, 
and King Street to the Guildhall, where he was received by the Lord Mayor, Mr. Balfour, Lord 
Lansdowne, and the Archbishop of Canterbury, and proceeded to the Library, being met by the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught with Princess Margaret of 
Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian with Princesses Victoria and Louise Augusta of Schleswig- 
Holstein and I rincess Henry with Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg. Here the President 
received and replied to an Address from the Lord Mayor and Corporation, enclosed in a gold casket, 
inscribed as follows :— 

“ PRESENTED 

BY THE CORPORATION OF THE CITY OF LONDON TO 
MONSIEUR EMILE LOUBET, 

PRESIDENT OF THE FRENCH REPUBLIC, 

WITH AN ADDRESS OF WELCOME ON HIS AUSPICIOUS VISIT 
TO ENGLAND AS THE GUEST OF 


HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. 
GUILDHALL, 7TH JULY I903.” 
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Luncheon was then served in the Guildhall, where were assembled the French Guests, Great 
Officers of State, the Ministry, and a large Company. Luncheon being over, the Lord Mayor 
proposed the health of the President in French, to which M. Loubet replied. The President 
subsequently left for St. James’s Palace. Later in the afternoon the President drove out and visited 
Prince and Princess Christian at Schomberg House, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and 
Princess Henry of Battenberg at Kensington Palace, and the Duke of Cambridge at Gloucester 
House. In the evening the President entertained the King, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke 
of Connaught at a Banquet at the French Embassy, and, with the King and Queen, Princess 
Victoria of Wales and Members of the Royal Family, was present at a Gala Performance, by 
Command of the King, in his honour at the Royal Opera House, Covent Garden. 

On the morning of the 8th the President, attended by M. Delcasse and M. Cambon, paid a 
private visit to Windsor Castle, and at the Mausoleum at Frogmore deposited a wreath of white 
lilies at the tomb of Queen Victoria. Returning to town after luncheon at the French Embassy 
the President left for Victoria Station, being met by the King and Queen, the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, and others, at the station, and received from their Majesties, and all present, a cordial 
farewell (see Part II., p. 419). The President, from Dover, sent the following message to the 
King: 

“ Au moment de quitter la terre anglaise j’ai a coeur d’adresser a votre Majeste l’expression 
de ma plus vive gratitude pour l’accueil si chaleureux que votre Majeste, sa Majestd la Reine, 
la famille Royale, et la nation britannique ont reserve au representant de la France amie de

EMILE LOUBET.” 


To which His Majesty replied :— 


“ Les bonnes paroles dans votre depSche que je viens de recevoir m’ont vivement touche.

July 7 . The Queen and Princess Victoria visited the F6te, in aid of the National 

Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, in the Botanical Gardens, Regent’s Park. 

July 9 . Xhe King gave a Dinner Party at Buckingham Palace in honour of the 

Principal Officers of the United States Squadron then at Portsmouth, the Prince of Wales 
being present. In the course of the evening His Majesty sent the following telegram to 
President Roosevelt:— 

“ I have the great pleasure of entertaining Admiral Cotton and the Captains of his 
Squadron, and have just proposed your health with every feeling of cordiality and friendship. 

“EDWARD R. & I.” 


July 10 . The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, inspected, on 

the Horse Guards Parade, the Honourable Artillery Company under the command of the 
Earl of Denbigh. Admiral Cotton and the United States Naval Officers then in London were 
present. His Majesty referred in his address to the departure of 200 of the Corps for 
America to celebrate the Anniversary of the Ancient Honourable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, an off-shoot of the Corps in the middle of the 17th century. 
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July 20. The King and Queen and Princess Victoria left Euston Station for Holyhead, 

being received on arrival by Sir R. H. Williams-Bulkeley (Lord-Lieutenant of Anglesey) and, 
after receiving and replying to an Address from the County Council of Anglesey and the 
Holyhead Urban District Council, went on board the Victoria and Albert. 

On the 21st their Majesties arrived at Kingstown, being received by the Earl of Dudley 
(the Lord-Lieutenant) and the Duke of Connaught. The Duchess of Connaught with Princesses 
Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, and the Countess of Dudley were present, as 
also the Earl of Meath (Lieutenant of the County and City of Dublin), Mr. Eyre Coote 
(the High Sheriff), the Right Hon. G. Wyndham (Chief Secretary), and others. Before landing 
the Chief Secretary addressed the following telegram to Cardinal Logue:— 

“Your Eminence: I am commanded by the King to express to you his deep regret 
at the news of the death of His Holiness the Pope which reached His Majesty yesterday 
evening and to beg you will convey to the Sacred College His Majesty’s sincere condolence.” 

The King, on landing, received an Address from the Urban District Council of Kingstown, and 
in reply feelingly referred to the recent death of the Pope. Having entered their carriages' the 
Royal Party (accompanied by the Duke of Connaught mounted), commenced their journey to 
Dublin, the King receiving and handing a reply to an Address from the Urban District 
Council of Pembroke, Rathmines and Blackrock at Balls Bridge. On arrival at the Viceregal 
Lodge their Majesties were met by the Duchess of Connaught with Princesses Margaret and 
Victoria Patricia of Connaught, and the Countess of Dudley, who had preceded their Majesties 

by train from Kingstown. In the afternoon the King and Queen, accompanied by Princess 

Victoria, paid a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Connaught at the Royal Hospital, 

Kilmainham, when the King inspected the Pensioners of the Royal Hospital, and also a large 
number ot Army Veterans drawn up in the Quadrangle. 

On the 22nd the King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria and the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, drove in State from the Viceregal Lodge to Dublin Castle, and 

entered St. Patrick’s Hall, the Lord-Lieutenant bearing the Sword of State, the Countess of 
Dudley being also present. Here the Queen presented Badges to the Jubilee Nurses ; several 
Deputations were introduced by the Chief Secretary; Addresses were received from the Citizens’ 
Reception Committee, to which His Majesty replied; followed by 84 Addresses from various 
Public Bodies, to which the King made a general reply. During the Levee which followed, the 
Queen, with Princess Victoria and the Countess of Dudley, paid a visit to the Alexandra College 
in Earlsford Terrace and, being conducted to the Jellicoe Hall, Her Majesty was presented 
with the Badge of the Alexandra Guild, and subsequently presented Certificates to the 
distinguished students. In the afternoon the King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess 
Victoria, drove to Trinity College, being received by the Earl of Rosse (Chancellor of the 
University) and by the Rev. Dr. Salmon (Provost). After replying to an Address, their Majesties 
proceeded to the Provost’s house, where they took tea, and inspected a collection of old plate 
dating from the time of Charles I., leaving afterwards for the Viceregal Lodge. 

On the 23rd the King (the Queen and Princess Victoria being present), in the grounds 
facing the Viceregal Lodge, presented new Colours to the Royal Hibernian Military School, 
the consecration being performed by the Chaplain; and afterwards in the Phoenix Park reviewed 
the I roops in the Dublin District under the command of the Duke of Connaught. After the 
Review the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia 
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of Connaught, took luncheon with their Majesties—the Royal Party in the afternoon honouring 
the Phoenix Park Race Meeting with their presence. Their Majesties in the evening dined with 
the Duke and Duchess at the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, and subsequently held a Court 
in St. Patrick’s Hall at the Castle. 

On the 24th the King visited the Guinness Trust Buildings in Patrick Street, being received 
by Lord Iveagh and the Directors; and afterwards visited St. Patrick’s Cathedral, being met by the 
Dean and Chapter who presented an Address to which His Majesty replied. The King then drove 
to the Corporation Buildings, and was received by Sir Charles Cameron (Superintendent Medical 
Officer of Health) and Surgeon Ormsby (Chairman of the Association for the Housing of the 
Poor), and from there, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, went to the Royal Irish 
Constabulary Depot, being received by Colonel Sir Neville Chamberlain (Inspector-General) and the 
Constabulary Officers. The Queen, in the morning, with Princess Victoria and the Countess of 
Dudley, visited the Hospital for the Dying at Harold’s Cross; they were received by Dr. Walsh 
(Archbishop of Dublin) and conducted over the Hospital. A visit was afterwards paid to the 
Royal Hospital for Incurables, the Queen being received by Miss Bradshaw (the Lady 

Superintendent). After being conducted over the Hospital Her Majesty left to join the King. 
In the afternoon the King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, drove to Ashdown Station and 
proceeded by train to Maynooth ; driving from the station to the Royal College of St. Patrick, 

they were received by Dr. Walsh (Archbishop of Dublin), Dr. Fennelly (Archbishop of Cashel), 

and Dr. Sealy (Archbishop of Tuam), who were presented to their Majesties by the Chief 
Secretary, the Bishops and College Officials being presented by the Archbishop of Dublin. 

I heir Majesties received an Address, to which the King replied, and were then conducted over 
the College. After being entertained at tea the Royal Party left for the Viceregal Lodge, 
paying a visit to the Right Hon. George Wyndham and the Countess of Grosvenor. at the 
Chief Secretary s Lodge on the way. In the evening their Majesties gave a Dinner followed 
by an Evening Party. 

MESSAGE FROM THE CHIEF SECRETARY TO THE LORD-LIEUTENANT. 

“ The Viceregal Lodge, 

“24th July 1903. 

“ Your Excellency: 1 he King, before leaving, commands me to beg you will convey 

to all his people in Dublin His Majesty’s deep appreciation of the loyalty and affection 
with which he and the Queen have been surrounded throughout their stay in the Capital 
of Ireland. Their Majesties will for ever cherish each memory of days during which every 
incident has but confirmed their belief that the inhabitants of this illustrious city may, 
under God’s Providence, confidently look forward to blessings commensurate with the keen¬ 
ness of their intelligence and the warmth of their hearts.” 

On the 25th the King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, left the Viceregal Lodge for 
Amiens Street Station, stopping on the way for a few minutes in the Park, where 12,000 poor 
children had been assembled for a treat provided by the Citizens’ Reception Committee, when 
a barefooted ragged little Roman Catholic boy, and a little Protestant girl, also barefooted 
and ragged, presented the Queen with a bouquet of carnations, lilies, and shamrocks. On 
arriving at the station their Majesties were met by the Duke and Duchess of Connaught with 
I rincesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, who then took leave, their Majesties 
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proceeding by special train to Newtownards, where they were met on arrival by the Marquis 
and Marchioness of Londonderry, and proceeded with them to Mount Stewart, stopping in the 
Market Place of Newtownards to receive an Address from the Urban District Council. In the 
afternoon the King, accompanied by Lord Londonderry, crossed in H.M.S. Hebe from Portaferry 
to Strangford and honoured Lord de Ros with a visit at Old Court. 

On the 26th the King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, were present at Divine Service 
in the Private Chapel at Mount Stewart, the Lord-Lieutenant and the Countess of Dudley 
being also present. The Service was conducted by the Rev. Oliver Goldsmith (Private 
Chaplain) and the Sermon preached by the Primate of Ireland. In the afternoon the Queen 
and Princess Victoria honoured the Marchioness of Dufferin and Ava with a visit at Clandeboye. 

On the 27th the King and Queen and Princess Victoria, attended by the Lord-Lieutenant and 
the Earl of Selborne (hirst Lord of the Admiralty), left Mount Stewart for Newtownards Station 
and proceeded by special train to Belfast, being met on arrival by the Duke of Connaught, 
the Marquis of Londonderry (H.M. Lieutenant of the City of Belfast), the Officer Commanding 
the I roops, and also Sir Daniel Dixon (the Lord Mayor) and Corporation. After receiving an 
Address from the Corporation, to which the King replied, and a large number of other 
Addresses to which a general reply was given, their Majesties drove in procession to the City 
Hall where the King, touching an electric button, unveiled the Statue of Queen Victoria in 
Donegal Place, a miniature copy in silver being presented to His Majesty. Proceeding to the 
Victoria Hospital, their Majesties were received by the Lord Mayor, and after receiving and 
replying to an Address the King declared the Hospital open, during the inspection the Queen 
desiring that one of the Wards should be named the “Clarence Ward.” On a marble tablet 
in the ward the following inscription has since been placed:— 

“ THEIR MAJESTIES KING EDWARD VII. AND QUEEN ALEXANDRA ON THE 
OCCASION OF THE OPENING OF THIS HOSPITAL WERE GRACIOUSLY 
PLEASED TO NAME THIS WARD ‘ THE CLARENCE WARD ’ IN MEMORY OF 
THEIR BELOVED SON THE LATE DUKE OF CLARENCE WHO IS HELD IN 
AFFECTIONATE REMEMBRANCE BY THE CITIZENS OF BELFAST.” 

Leaving the Hospital their Majesties drove to the Town Hall, where they were entertained 
at luncheon by the Lord Maj'or, driving afterwards to the North-East Agricultural Show at 
Balmoral, near Belfast, where they were received by the Marquis of Londonderry, who presented 
an Address, to which the King replied. After a tour of inspection their Majesties left by 
special train for Bangor where, after receiving and replying to an Address from the Urban 
District Council, they proceeded to the Pier (being received by Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, 
Vice-Admiral Fawkes, and the Captains of H.M. Ships at Bangor) and embarked on board the 
Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert. 

On the 28th the Royal Yacht arrived at Buncrana. Their Majesties were received 
on the Pier by the Duke of Abercorn (H.M. Lieutenant for the County of Donegal) and the 
Magistrates of the County, and (after an Address from the Duke of Abercorn to which the 
King replied) drove to the railway station and left by special train for Londonderry', where 
they were met by Mr. L. W. Tillie (H.M. Lieutenant of the City), Alderman Marshall Tillie 
(Mayor) and the Corporation, the Duke of Connaught and his staff being also present. After 
receiving an Address from the Mayor and Corporation (to which the King replied) and a large 
number of Addresses from other Public Bodies, to which His Majesty made a general reply, the 
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Royal Party proceeded in procession to the Guildhall and were entertained at luncheon by the 
Mayor. In the afternoon the King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, drove to the Infirmary, 
being received by Mr. W. Tillie and the Medical Staff. After receiving an Address and replying 
.His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the new Building. On the stone, which is in the 
porch of the Infirmary, is the following inscription:— 

“ THIS STONE WAS SET BY 
KING EDWARD VII. 

ON THE OCCASION OF HIS VISIT 
WITH QUEEN ALEXANDRA 
28 JULY I9O3.” 

Their Majesties afterwards left for Brooke Park, where the Queen inspected a number of Queen’s 
Nurses, and His Majesty presented the King’s South African War Medal to officers and men of 
the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, Reservists, and Militia. Before leaving the King and Queen 
each planted a tree, to commemorate their visit, and, proceeding to the railway station, returned 
to Buncrana and re-embarked on board the Victoria and Albert. 

Leaving Buncrana on the 29th, the Royal Yacht (the Lord-Lieutenant and the First Lord of 
the Admiralty attending their Majesties on board), after steaming round the Donegal and Achill 
coasts, arrived at Killary Bay. Their Majesties landed at Bundorragha opposite Leenane, being 
met by Lady Dudley and Lady Plunkett, and made a trip in motor-cars to Dhu Lough Lodge, 
visiting several cabins in the neighbourhood and inspecting some looms for making flannel and frieze 
provided by the Congested Districts Board. 

On the 30th, landing at Leenane Pier, their Majesties were received by the Earl of Lucan 
(H.M. Lieutenant of the County of Mayo), who presented an Address from the County Magistrates. 
An Address was also presented from the Leenane district by the Rev. W. Connel (Rector). After 
the King had replied to these Addresses their Majesties entered motor-cars and drove through I ally, 
Kylemore, Lilliepark, and Lough Inagh to Recess, where they were received by the Right Hon. 
Sir Horace Plunkett (Vice-President of the Department of Agriculture and Industries in Ireland), 
and the Right Hon. Sir Henry Robinson (Vice-President of the Local Government Board of Ireland), 
and, after luncheon at the Hotel, visited the famous Marble Quarries, where the Queen was 
presented with a harp cut out of marble, and the King with an inkstand. I heir Majesties 
subsequently left for the railway station and proceeded to Galway, where they were met by Lord 
Clonbrock (H.M. Lieutenant of the County of Galway), the High Sheriff, and the Chairnfan of 
the County Council. After receiving an Address from the Chairman of the Urban District Council 
(to which the King replied) and from the Magistrates of Galway, the Galway Institute,- 4 he Queen s 
College, the Harbour Board, the Royal Club, the Presbyterian Church, and other bodies (to which 
the King made a general reply), their Majesties drove through the city and left in a pinnace for 
the Royal Yacht. 

On the 31st, landing from the yacht, their Majesties proceeded to the railway station and 
left by special train for Kenmare, being received by the Marquis and Marchioness of Lansdowne, 
and with them drove to Dureen. After tea with Lord and Lady Lansdowne, and replying to two 
Addresses, their Majesties drove through Castletownbere to Berehaven, where they embarked on 
the Royal Yacht, arriving at Queenstown the same afternoon. 

Going on board H.M.S. Vivid, the following day, their Majesties proceeded to Cork, being 
received by the Earl of Ban don (H.M. Lieutenant for the County of Cork), the Duke of Connaught 
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and staff, Alderman FitzGerald (Lord Mayor), and the Corporation of the City. Driving to 
the Race-course, they were met by the Duchess of Connaught and Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught. The King here presented new Colours to the 2nd Battalion Royal Irish Regiment, 
under command of Lieut.-Colonel Shuldham Lye, and to the 2nd Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers, 
under command of Lieut.-Colonel A. H. B. Clough, the Consecration Service being performed by 
the Rev. F. A. Darnell (Chaplain to the Forces); after which their Majesties returned to the Vivid. 
Disembarking in the afternoon, and a procession being formed, their Majesties drove to the Exhibi¬ 
tion, being received by the Lord Mayor and members of the Executive Committee. In the Great 
Flail an Address was presented by the Committee, to which His Majesty replied. A large number 
of Addresses were also received from various Public Bodies, to which the King made a general reply. 
After making a tour of the Exhibition, and being entertained at luncheon in a pavilion in the 
Garden of the Exhibition, their Majesties proceeded to Glanmire Station and left by train for 
Queenstown. On arrival Addresses were presented from the Queenstown Urban District Council and 
the Harbour Commissioners, to which the King replied. Their Majesties then embarked in the 
Victoria and Albert accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of Connaught and Princess Victoria 
Patricia of Connaught, who took leave of their Majesties, the yacht sailing for Cowes, which was 
reached on the 2nd of August. Their Majesties were received by the Marquis of Ormonde 
(Commodore of the Royal Yacht Squadron), the Duke of Leeds (Vice-Commodore), Mr. T. 
Cockran (Deputy-Governor of the Isle of Wight), and Captain Sir G. Vyvyan (Deputy-Master of 
the Trinity House). The Prince of Wales subsequently visited their Majesties on board the 
yacht. 

THE KING AND THE IRISH PEOPLE. 

“To my Irish People. 

“ I desire on leaving Ireland to express to my Irish people how deeply I have been touched 
by the kindness and goodwill which they have shown to the Queen and myself. 

“Our experience on previous visits had indeed prepared us for the traditional welcome of 
a warm-hearted race. But our expectations have been exceeded. Wherever we have gone, in 
town or country, tokens of loyalty and affection proffered by every section of the community 
have made an enduring impression on our hearts. 

“For a country so attractive and a people so gifted we cherish the warmest regard, and 
it is therefore with supreme satisfaction that I have during our stay so often heard the hope 
expressed that a brighter day is dawning upon Ireland. 

“ I shall eagerly await the fulfilment of this hope. Its realization will, under Divine 
Providence, depend largely upon the development of self-reliance and co-operation, upon better 
and more practical education, upon the growth of industrial and commercial enterprise, and 
upon the increase of mutual toleration and respect which the responsibility of my Irish people 
now enjoy in the public administration of their local affairs is well fitted to teach. 

“It is my earnest prayer that these and other means of national well-being may multiply 
from year to year in Ireland, and that the blessings of peace, contentment, and prosperity may 
be abundantly vouchsafed to her.” “EDWARD R & I ” 


The following letter was at the same time addressed by Lord Knollys from the Royal Yacht 
Victoria and Albert, at Cowes, to the Press, in answer to an Address of Congratulation offered 
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by the representatives of the British Newspapers who followed their Majesties during their recent 
tour in Ireland : — 

“ H.M. Yacht Victoria and Albert , 

“Cowes, 6th August 1903. 

“ I am commanded by the King and Queen to thank you, the representatives of the British 
Press, who followed them on the occasion of their recent visit to Ireland, for your Address, 
and for your warm and loyal congratulations on the success of their visit and on the receptions 
which were accorded to them throughout their tour. I am further desired to express the 
King’s appreciation of the tact and unostentatious way in which you carried out your difficult 
and often delicate duties in Ireland, and likewise of the excellent accounts which have appeared 
in those newspapers which His Majesty has been able to read (and he has read many of 
them) of what took place in connexion with the Irish visit.” 

August 4. The King, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, proceeded by launch from 

the Victoria and Albert to Kingston Quay, and, after inspecting the new works and boat-slip 

intended for the use of the Cadets at the new College, drove to Osborne House and declared 

the new College open, naming it “ The Royal Naval College.” After inspecting the alterations 
His Majesty proceeded to Park House in York Avenue, which was being prepared for Sick 
Quarters, and afterwards returned to the Royal Yacht. The Queen, accompanied by Princess 
Victoria, also drove to Osborne, and was conducted over the College. 

August 11. Christening of the infant son of Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, 

privately, at the Church of St. Mary Magdalene, Sandringham, by Canon Hervey (the Rector), 

assisted by the Rev. F. A. S. Ffolkes (Rector of Wolferton) and the Rev. H. C. Staveley 
(Curate of Sandringham), the infant Prince being handed by the Queen to Canon Hervey who 
baptized him in the names of “Alexander Edward Christian Frederick.” The Sponsors were: 
The King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, the King of Denmark (represented by the Danish 
Charge d’Affaires), the Prince of Wales (represented by Admiral of the Fleet the Hon. Sir 
Henry Keppel), and the Crown Prince and Princess of Denmark (represented by Prince Charles 
of Denmark). Princess Charles of Denmark was present. 

August 12. The King (travelling as Duke of Lancaster), attended by his suite, left 
Buckingham Palace for Port Victoria and embarked on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert for 
Flushing en route for Marienbad, returning to London on 4th September. 

FROM “THE COURT CIRCULAR.” 

“ Marienbad, 

“23rd August 1903. 

“ The King has received with profound regret the news of the death of the Marquis of 
Salisbury, and deeply deplores the loss of so great a Statesman whose invaluable services to 
Queen Victoria, the King, and to his country in the highest offices of the State, which he 
held for so many years, will ever dwell in the memory of his fellow countrymen.” 

August 31. At the Funeral of the Marquis of Salisbury at Hatfield a wreath and cross 
were sent from the King and Queen, and at the Memorial Service at Westminster Abbey the 
same day the King, the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and many Members of the Royal Family, 
as also the German Emperor and the King of the Belgians, were represented. 

September 7 . The Queen, with Princess Victoria, accompanied by the King, left Buckingham 
Palace for Charing Cross Station, and after His Majesty had taken leave Her Majesty travelled 
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by special train to Port Victoria, and embarked on board the Victoria and Albert for Denmark, 
returning on 24th October, being met by the King at Victoria Station, and proceeding to 
Buckingham Palace. 

September 20. The King, at the conclusion of Divine Service in Crathie Parish Church, unveiled 
a Bust of Queen Victoria and Medallions of the Empress Frederick and the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha which His Majesty had placed in the church. The Prince and Princess of Wales 
with Prince Edward of Wales and Princess Charles of Denmark were present. 

November 3. The King, attended by Lord Suffield, left Buckingham Palace by special train 
for Haslemere, being received by Viscount Midleton (Lord-Lieutenant of Surrey), the Sheriff and 
Under-Sheriff, and drove to Midhurst, where, after replying to an Address from Sir William 
Broadbent (Chairman of the Advisory Committee), His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the 
King Edward VII. Sanatorium for Tuberculosis at Lords Common, the outcome of Sir Ernest 
Cassel’s munificence. The Bishop of Chichester conducted the Service and pronounced the 
Benediction. The King returned to London after the ceremony. On the stone, in the entrance 
hall, is the following inscription:— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
HIS MAJESTY 

KING EDWARD THE SEVENTH 
NOVEMBER THE THIRD I903.” 

Over the stone are the Royal Arms, surmounted by a Crown and Lion, and supported by the 
Lion and Unicorn with the Garter underneath, and the Motto: “ Honi soit qui mal y pense,” and 
on a scroll at foot: “ Dieu et mon droit.” ' v 

The King, at Buckingham Palace, presented Special Medals to officers of the Mercantile 
Marine for services in connection with the conveyance of Troops in Transports,' on time charter, 
to and from South Africa and China during the late Wars. 

November 17. The King and Queen of Italy arrived on a visit to the'King, and were met at 
Portsmouth by the Prince of Wales. Proceeding to Windsor, their Majesties were received by the 
King and Queen, Princess Victoria of Wales, and the Duke of Connaught, and, on arriving at 
the Castle, by the Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Christian with Princess Louise Augusta 
of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll, and the 
Duchess of Connaught with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught. 

November 18. The King of Italy visited the Mausoleum at Frogmore and deposited wreaths on 
the tombs of Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort. 

November 19. The King and Queen of Italy proceeded from Windsor to Paddington, and, driving 
through Hyde Park, at Grosvenor Gate' received an Address from the Westminster Corporation 
to which the King replied. Their Majesties then drove to the Italian Embassy, where they held a 
Reception and received Addresses' from various Italian bodies in the Metropolis, afterwards 
driving to Oxford Circus, where the King replied to Addresses from the Municipal Authorities 
of Marylebone, Paddington, and Holborn. Their Majesties then proceeded by Cheapside to 
the Guildhall, and, after replying to an Address from the City Corporation, were entertained 
at luncheon by the Lord Mayor, returning afterwards to Windsor.- Their Majesties (with the 
King and Queen and Members of the Royal Family) were present after dinner at a Theatrical 
Performance in the-Waterloo Chamber by Sir Charles Wyndham’s Company. 
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During the absence of the King and Queen of Italy in the City, the Queen (accompanied 
by the King) went to Frogmore to show His Majesty the Memorial, representing a large 
figure of “ The Saviour,” after Thorwaldsen, which she had erected near the Mausoleum as her 
tribute to the beloved memory of Queen Victoria. 

The same afternoon the King and Queen honoured the Irish Industries Association 
Exhibition in Windsor with a visit. 

November 20. The King of Italy received Deputations at Windsor Castle from several 
Societies, and afterwards accompanied the King, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, 
and Prince Christian, on a shooting expedition in Windsor Forest. 

The Queen took the Queen of Italy to the Memorial Chapel in St. George’s, Windsor, 
to see the tomb $f her dearly loved son the late Duke of Clarence and Avondale. 

November 21. The King and Queen of Italy concluded their visit. The Princess of Wales, 
Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke 
of Argyll, the Duchess of Connaught and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught took leave of their Majesties at the Sovereign’s Entrance to Windsor Castle. The 
King and Queen, Princess Victoria, and the Duke of Connaught took leave at Windsor 
Station, the Prince of Wales accompanying the King and Queen of Italy to Portsmouth (see 
Part II., p. 423).

RETIREMENT OF FIELD-MARSHAL EARL ROBERTS. 

“ Buckingham Palace, 

“ 18th February 1904. 

“ I desire on behalf of my Army to express my deep regret at taking leave of 

Field-Marshal Earl Roberts, K.G., V.C., who retires from active employment on relinquishing 

the high office of Commander-in-Chief, which will not again be filled. 

“For over fifty years the Field-Marshal has served Queen Victoria, my beloved and 

lamented Mother, and myself, in India, in Africa, and at Home, with unswerving zeal 

and unfailing success. 

“ I am unable to part with my Commander-in-Chief without returning publicly to him 
my thanks, and those of my Army which he has commanded, for the invaluable services 
he has rendered to my Empire, and I ask all ranks of my Army to profit by the 
example of his illustrious career, and of his single-minded devotion to his Sovereign and 
to his Country. «« EDWARD R. & I.” 

February 19. The King left Buckingham Palace for Portsmouth on a visit to Admiral Sir 
John Fisher at Admiralty House, being received on arrival at Portsmouth Dockyard by the 
Commander-in-Chief, Prince Louis of Battenberg, and the principal Naval and Military 
Authorities. After luncheon His Majesty embarked in the Admiralty Steam Launch and 
inspected Submarine A 1 (which within a month from this date was lost with all hands), and 
going on board the Thames, witnessed the submarines manoeuvring. The King then proceeded 
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to the Victory , and saw the cockpit arranged as at the time of Nelson’s death, and after 

inspecting the Museum and other points of interest on board, as well as the system of working 
Signals, returned to Admiralty House. 

On the 20th the King embarked on board the Alberta and proceeded to the Trinity 

Pier, East Cowes, and on landing drove to the Cadets’ Engineering Shops at Kingston, and 
to the Cadets’ College, making an inspection of the College and lunching with the Captain 

of the College. After luncheon His Majesty paid a visit to the Convalescent Home for 

Officers at Osborne and then returned to Portsmouth. 

On the 21st, after Divine Service in the Dockyard Chapel, the King inspected the Orphans 
of Seamen and Marines in the Garden of Admiralty House, and the crew of H.M.S. Victory, 
and in the afternoon paid a visit to the Royal Naval Barracks and the Officers’ Mess of the 

Royal Marine Artillery at Eastney. 

On the 22nd the King inspected the School of Naval Gunnery at Whale Island, and after 

visiting the Officers’ Mess left for the Vernon Torpedo School at Horsea Island in Porchester 

Creek. After a visit to the Officers’ Mess of the Royal Marine Light Infantry, His Majesty 

returned to Admiralty House, leaving afterwards for London. 

March 1. The King left Buckingham Palace for Cambridge, where he was joined by the 

Queen and Princess Victoria from Sandringham. Their Majesties were met, on arrival at the 
railway station, by the Provost of King’s, and received an Address from the Mayor, on 
behalf of the Cambridge Town Council, and from the Chairman of the County Council, to 
which the King replied. Proceeding to the Senate House, their Majesties alighted from their 
carriage at the south-east gate, and were received by the Vice-Chancellor, in consequence of 
absence through illness of the Chancellor (the Duke of Devonshire). Their Majesties were first 
conducted to the University Library, and then to the Senate House, w'here the King replied 
to an Address from the Vice-Chancellor on behalf of the Chancellor, Masters, and Scholars of 
the University. Luncheon was served in the Fitzwilliam Museum. After luncheon their Majesties 
drove to the Medical School, subsequently visiting the Law School, the Botanical Laboratory, 
and the Sedgwick Museum (where the King unveiled a statue of Professor Sedgwick), 
leaving afterwards for London. 

March 6 . The Queen and Princess Victoria (the King being unavoidably prevented on 

account of a slight cold from accompanying Her Majesty) were present at the Bible Sunday 
Service at St. Paul’s Cathedral, being joined at the Cathedral by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. Her Majesty was received by the Bishop of London, the Dean of St. Paul’s, the 
Canon in Residence, and the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of London. The Sermon was preached 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and a collection made in aid of the Society. 

March 17. Death of Field-Marshal the Duke of Cambridge at Gloucester House. 

March 21. The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess 

Charles of Denmark, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and the Hereditary Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, were present at a Special Service held at Gloucester House prior to the 
removal of the remains of the Duke of Cambridge to Westminster Abbey. 

March 22. Funeral of the Duke of Cambridge. The first part of the Burial Service was 
held at Westminster Abbey. 

The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, drove to the Abbey, being 
joined by the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Albrecht of Prussia [Regent of Brunswick] 
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(representing the German Emperor), the Hereditary Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark, the Duke of Connaught with Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
Prince and Princess Christian with Princess Victoria and Prince Albert of Schleswig-Holstein, 
the Duchess of Albany, Prince and Princess Louis of Battenberg, the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck and Prince Francis of Teck, Prince and Princess Alexander of Teck, the Duke of 
Argyll, and the Duke of Fife, Representatives of Foreign Sovereigns, Members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, Military Attaches, Ministers and ex-Ministers, Members of both Houses of 
Parliament, and a large number of Officers of the Army. 

His Majesty the King was Chief Mourner, and the Service was conducted by the Dean of 
Westminster. Among the Pall Bearers were Field-Marshals Viscount Wolseley, Sir Frederick 
Haines, Sir Henry Norman, Earl Roberts, and Sir Evelyn Wood. 

At the close of the Service, the coffin was carried out of the Abbey and placed on a 
gun-carriage and conveyed to Kensal Green Cemetery, the long route being lined with Troops. 

I he King (as Chief Mourner), accompanied by Prince Albrecht of Prussia (representing the 
German Emperor), followed immediately after the coffin in a carriage. Arriving at the Cemetery 
the remainder of the Service was performed by the Rev. Dr. Sheppard (Sub-Dean of the 
Chapels Royal). 

On the plate of the coffin was the following:— 

“ FIELD-MARSHAL H.R.H. GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK CHARLES 
DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 

BORN 26 MARCH 1819. DIED 1 7 MARCH 1904. 

AGED 84. 

FOR NEARLY 40 YEARS COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF OF THE BRITISH ARMY.” 

A large number of wreaths from the King, the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
and the Royal Family were placed by the coffin while resting in the Abbey. Memorial 
Services were held at the same time in many churches in London, the country, and abroad. 

March 23. I he King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from 

Buckingham Palace to Chancery Lane, being received at the entrance of the Law Society’s 
Building by the Lord Chancellor, who presented the President, Vice-President, and members of 
the Council. Proceeding to the new Common Room, the President read an Address, to 
which the King replied. His Majesty then declared the new Wing open, and after an 
inspection of the buildings returned to Buckingham Palace. 

March 28. The King and Queen left London for Copenhagen, travelling from Charing 
Cross to Port Victoria, and thence by the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert to Flushing. Their 
Majesties returned to London on the 19th of April. 

April 4. Death of Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar at her residence in Portland Place. 

April 7. Funeral of Princess Edward, quietly, at Chichester Cathedral. The Prince of 

Wales represented the King, wreaths being sent by the King, the Queen, the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, and many others. A Memorial Service was held at the same time at 
St. Paul’s Church, Great Portland Street. 

ApH 25. "The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, left Buckingham Palace 

for Euston Station on a visit to Ireland, being met at Holyhead by Sir R. H. Williams Bulkeley 
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(Lord-Lieutenant of Anglesey) and others, and, after receiving and replying to Addresses from the 
Anglesey County Council and the Holyhead Urban District Council, went on board the Royal 
Yacht Victoria and Albert , arriving at Kingstown the following morning. The Earl of Dudley 
(Lord-Lieutenant), the Duke of Connaught (Commanding the Forces), Rear-Admiral MacLeod 
(Senior Naval Officer), and Rear-Admiral Tudor (Harbour Master), were received on board. Their 
Majesties on landing were met by the Earl of Meath (H.M. Lieutenant for the County and City 
of Dublin) and the High Sheriff for the County of Dublin. Addresses from the Urban District 
Council of Kingstown and other Public Bodies having been received and replied to, their Majesties 
proceeded by special train to Naas, where an Address from the Urban District Council of Naas 
was received and replied to, after which the King and Queen drove in carriages to Punchestown 
Race-course and honoured the Kildare Hunt Races with their presence, leaving after the races by 
train for Dublin, and proceeding to the Viceregal Lodge. 

On the 27th the King left again for the Kildare Hunt Races, during the luncheon interval 
receiving a deputation consisting of the Earl of Mayo and others, representing the gentlemen who 
had not the honour of presenting Addresses to His Majesty on his visit last year. In the evening 
the King and Queen and Princess Victoria of Wales dined with the Duke and Duchess of Connaught 
at the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, Prince Arthur and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia 
of Connaught being present. 

On the 28th the King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the Lord-Lieutenant, 
proceeded in procession to Leinster Lawn (the Duke of Connaught riding by the side of their 
Majesties’ carriage), being met, at a pavilion there erected, by the Duchess of Connaught, Prince 
Arthur, and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught. After receiving and replying 
to an Address from the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, His Majesty laid the 
foundation-stone of the new buildings of the Royal College of Science. On the stone appears the 
following inscription:— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY HIS MAJESTY 
EDWARD VII., KING OF GREAT BRITAIN AND 
IRELAND AND OF THE BRITISH DOMINIONS 
BEYOND THE SEAS, EMPEROR OF INDIA, 

ON THE 28TH DAY OF APRIL I904.” > 


In the afternoon their Majesties were present at the Phcenix Park Races, and in the evening, 

after a Dinner Party at the Viceregal Lodge, attended a Command Performance at the Theatre 

Royal. 

On the 29th the King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught 
with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, the Lord-Lieutenant, the Marquis 
and Marchioness of Londonderry, and others, were present at the Leopardstown Races. 

On the 30th the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria, accompanied by the Lord-Lieutenant, 
left the Viceregal Lodge for Kilkenny, being met at Kingsbridge Station by the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, who there took leave. 
On arriving at Kilkenny their Majesties were received by the Marquis and Marchioness of Ormonde, 
and after Addresses from the Corporation of Kilkenny, the Bishop and Clergy of the Diocese 

and others (to which the King replied), and an Address from the Girls’ Friendly Society (to 

which the Queen replied), the Royal Party left for Kilkenny Castle on a visit to Lord and Lady 
Ormonde. On the Castle Lawn, before luncheon, the King inspected a number of Crimean 
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Veterans. After luncheon their Majesties paid a visit to the Kilkenny Agricultural Spring Show, 
returning to the Castle for Dinner and a Reception in the evening. 

On the 1st of May the King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the House Party at the Castle 
attended Divine Service at St. Canice’s Cathedral, being received by the Bishop of Ossory, Ferns, 
and Leighlin, the Very Rev. J. Lyons (the Dean), and Cathedral Clergy. The Sermon was 
preached by the Bishop. After the Service the King (with the Bishop) and the Queen (with 
the Dean) made an inspection of the architectural features of the Cathedral, and returned to the 
Castle. 

On the 2nd the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria, accompanied by the Lord-Lieutenant, 
left Kilkenny Castle by special train for Waterford, being received by the Duke of Devonshire 
(H.M. Lieutenant for the County and City), the High Sheriff', and the Mayor and Corporation 
of Waterford. 1 he Duke of Connaught and his staff" were also present. After an Address from the 
Mayor and Corporation, to which the King replied, and a large number of other Addresses to 
which His Majesty made a joint reply, as also Addresses to the Queen from the local branch of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association, the Young Women’s Christian Association, and the 
Ladies of Waterford, to which Her Majesty replied, their Majesties proceeded to the City Hall, 
where they were entertained at luncheon by the Mayor. After luncheon the King and Queen 
paid a visit to the Waterford Agricultural Spring Show in St. Patrick's Park, being received by the 
Marquis of Waterford and Stewards of the Society, and, after an inspection of the Show, left by 
special train for Lismore Castle on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire, on arriving at 
Lismore Station receiving and replying to various Addresses, among them being one from the Dean 
and Chapter of Lismore. Before leaving for the Castle the King conferred the honour of Knight¬ 
hood upon Alderman J. A. Power (Mayor of Waterford). 

On the 3rd the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria, accompanied by the Duke and 
Duchess of Devonshire, went by motor-cars to Shanbally Castle to visit Major-General Sir Reginald 
and Lady Beatrice Pole-Carew and Lady Constance Butler, and visited other places of interest on 
their return to the Castle. 

On the 4th the King and Queen, in the morning, each planted a cedar-tree on the Lawn 
at Lismore Castle, leaving after luncheon, accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire 
and House Party to Lismore Station. After taking leave their Majesties proceeded by special 
train to Kingstown. The Duke of Connaught, relinquishing his command of the Forces in 
Ireland, joined their Majesties at Kildare Station. On arriving at Kingstown the Royal Party 
went on board the Victoria and Albert , which remained in Harbour for the night, leaving the 
following morning for Holyhead. Their Majesties arrived at Buckingham Palace the same 
afternoon. 

May 9. "piie King, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, visited Aldershot, being 

received at Farnborough Station by Lieut.-General Sir J. D. French and staff. After witnessing 
some Field Manoeuvres under the Lieutenant-General, His Majesty lunched in a marquee erected 
on Caesar s Camp, and then returned to London. 

June 6. The King, the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess 

ol Connaught with Prince Arthur and Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, 
Prince and Princess Christian, and Representatives of other Members of the Royal Family were 
present at a Special Funeral Service in memory of His Royal Highness the Reigning Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, the Service being conducted by 
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the Rev. Edgar Sheppard (Sub-Dean). Prince Alexander of 1 eck (representing their Majesties) 
attended the Funeral at Neu Strelitz. 

June is. The King and Queen, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, visited 

Wellington College, being received by the Duke of Connaught. His Majesty presented the King’s 
Medal to J. R. Parsons, the winner of the prize. The King and Queen each planted Wellingtonias 
in the Gardens and took tea with Dr. Pollock (the Master). After inspecting the Chapel and College 
Buildings, their Majesties returned to Windsor Castle. 

June ii. The Queen visited a Bazaar in the Albert Hall in aid of the Victoria Hospital 

for Children, being received by Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), the Duke of Argyll, Earl 
Cadogan (President of the Hospital), Countess Cadogan (President of the Bazaar), and the 
Committee of the Hospital. 

June 23. Their Majesties gave a Children’s Party in the Gardens at Buckingham Palace in 

honour of the tenth Birthday of Prince Edward of Wales, at which the Prince and Princess of 
Wales with their children, the Duke and Duchess of Fife with their children, and the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, were 
present. 

The King, accompanied by Prince Louis of Battenberg and others, left Charing Cross Station 
for Port Victoria, and, embarking on the Victoria and Albert , left for Kiel. His Majesty returned 
to London on the 1st of July. 

June 24. The King’s Birthday officially observed in London. In the absence of the King, 

the Prince of Wales took the Salute at the Trooping of the Colour on the Horse Guards Parade. 
His Royal Highness was accompanied by the Duke of Connaught (Inspector-General of the Forces). 
There were also present: The Queen, with Prince John of Glucksburg; the Princess of Wales, 
with Princes Edward, Albert, and Henry, and Princess Mary of Wales; the Duchess of Connaught, 
with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught; and Princess Christian with Princess 
Louise Augusta of Schleswig-Holstein. 

July 6 . The King, accompanied by the Queen, drove from Buckingham Palace to 

St. Bartholomew’s Hospital (being met at the City Boundary at Holborn Bars by the Lord 
Mayor and Sheriffs, with the usual ceremony of presenting and returning the City Sword), and, 
on arriving at the new buildings in West Smithfield, was received by the Prince of Wales 
(President), with whom was the Princess of Wales, Sir Trevor Lawrence (Treasurer), and other 
officials. After prayer had been said by the Bishop of London, and an Address read by 
His Royal Highness the President, to which the King replied, His Majesty proceeded to .lay 
the foundation-stone with the usual ceremony. The stone, which is of polished grey granite, 
and situated at the entrance of the new Out-Patients Department, bears the following inscription 

“ THIS FOUNDATION STONE OF THE NEW BUILDINGS OF ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S 
HOSPITAL WAS LAID 6TH JULY I904 BY EDWARD VII., KING OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND AND OF THE BRITISH DOMINIONS BEYOND THE 
SEAS, DEFENDER OF THE FAITH, EMPEROR OF INDIA, NEAR THE SITE GIVEN IN 
1123 BY HENRY I., KING OF THE ENGLISH, AND EVER SINCE DEVOTED TO THE 
RELIEF OF PAIN AND THE CURE OF DISEASE AMONG THE POOR OF LONDON, 

AND, THROUGH THE INCREASE OF KNOWLEDGE IN THE MEDICAL ART HERE 
ATTAINED, TO THE ALLEVIATION OF HUMAN SUFFERING THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. 

FEAR GOD. HONOUR THE KING.” 
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At the conclusion of the ceremony the Treasurer inquired whether Her Majesty the Queen 
would be pleased to receive the “ Charge ” as a Governor of the Hospital, Her Majesty being 
the first Lady elected as a Governor, as well as the first donor to the Building Fund. 1 he 
Queen having graciously assented, the “Charge,” which wa,s as follows, was read by the Clerk 
of the Hospital in accordance with ancient custom :— 

“Your Majesty having been elected and chosen a Governor of St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, it is your duty and charge to acquit yourself in that office with all faithfulness 
and sincerity: endeavouring that the affairs and business of the said Hospital may be well 
ordered and managed; and promoting the weal and advantage of the poor wounded, sick, 
maimed, and diseased persons harboured in the said Hospital. 1 o this end your Majesty is 
now admitted a Governor of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital.” 

A copy of the Governor’s Charge and a miniature Governor’s Staff made of silver and 
enamelled in green was then handed to the Queen by the treasurer, after which their Majesties 
returned to Buckingham Palace. 

July 14. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, drove from Buckingham Palace to St. George’s- 

in-the-East, and visited the Flower Show and Sale of Work held in the Rectory Gardens, 
being received by the Rev. F. St. John Corbett (the Rector), the Churchwardens, and others. 
After visiting the various stalls Her Majesty drove to the People’s Palace in Mile End Road, 
and visited the Flower Show of the East London Horticultural Society, being welcomed by the 
Duke of Fife (President of the Society) and members of the Committee. 

July 16. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, visited the British Home for Incurables 
at Streatham, being received by the Chairman and members of the Committee, and con¬ 
ducted over the Home by the Medical Officer and the Sister-in-Charge. 

July 19. The King and Queen drove from Buckingham Palace to Euston Station 
and left by special train for Liverpool, being met at Lime Street Station by Alderman A. 
Hampson (Lord Mayor of Liverpool), the Earl of Derby (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), the 
High Sheriff of Lancashire, the Right Rev. F. J. Chavasse (Bishop of Liverpool), and others. 
Entering carriages, their Majesties proceeded in procession to the Town Hall, passing at one 
point en route 8,500 children from various Elementary Schools and Charitable Institutions who 
sang the National Anthem, and at another 1,100 officers and boys of the Liverpool Battalion 

of the Boys’ Brigade. Arriving at the Town Hall, their Majesties were received in the vesti¬ 
bule by the Lord Mayor, the Archbishop of York, the Countess of Derby, the Earl and 

Countess of Sefton, the Earl and Countess of Lathom, and others, and proceeded up die 
Grand Staircase, which was lined on each side by Cadets of H.M.S. Conway , His Majesty 
in passing presenting the King’s Gold Medal to Cadet Galbraith. After luncheon tiieii Majesties 
proceeded to the Council Chamber, when, after numerous Addresses had been replied to, 
the King conferred the honour of Knighthood on Alderman Alfred Hampson. Their Majesties 
then left the Town Hall for the site of the Cathedral, being received by Lord Derby, the 
Bishop of Liverpool, the Lord Mayor of Liverpool, and a large number of clergymen and 

gentlemen. An Address was presented from the President of the Cathedral Committee, 
to which the King replied. A Form of Prayer was then read by the Bishop of Liverpool, 
and, the Archbishop of York having pronounced the Benediction, His Majesty laid the foundation- 
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stone of the new Cathedral with the usual ceremony. The stone, .which is of Runcorn red 
sandstone, bears the following inscription :— 

‘“TO THE GLORY OF GOD THIS FOUNDATION-STONE 
WAS LAID BY KING EDWARD THE SEVENTH 
ON THE igTH DAY OF JULY I9O4. 

‘OTHER FOUNDATION CAN NO MAN LAY THAN THAT WHICH IS LAID, WHICH IS JESUS CHRIST.’” 

At the conclusion of the ceremony their Majesties left for the Princes’ Landing Stage and 
embarked for Swansea on board the Victoria and Albert. 

July 20. The King and Queen arrived at Swansea on board the Royal Yacht, being 

met on landing by Lord Windsor (Lord-Lieutenant of Glamorganshire), who presented Alderman 
Griffith Thomas (Mayor, and Chairman of the Harbour Trust). Having proceeded in carriages 
to an enclosure in which the inauguration of the new Dock was to take place, their Majesties 
were received by the Lord-Lieutenant and Lady Windsor, the Duke and Duchess of Beaufort, 
the Earl and Countess of Jersey, the Earl of Dunraven, Earl Cawdor, Lord Stalbridge, 
and others. An Address from the Mayor and Corporation having been presented and replied 
to by the King, His Majesty conferred the honour of Knighthood on Alderman Griffith Thomas. 
The King then received and replied to Addresses from the Clerk to the Harbour Trustees 
and others, and, after the Bishop of St. David’s had offered a prayer, the King cut the first 
sod by starting the steam navvy, which deposited a load in the truck and thus inaugurated 
the King’s Dock. Luncheon having been served, their Majesties drove through the streets 
(stopping opposite the Hospital to receive an Address from the Chairman of the Board of 
Management) and, proceeding to the Landing Stage, re-embarked on the Royal Yacht. Later 
in the afternoon the King landed and proceeded by motor-car to Penrice Castle and honoured 
Miss Talbot with a visit. 

July 21. The King and Queen, disembarking from the Royal Yacht, proceeded by train 

to Rhayader Station to open the new Water Supply at the Elan Valley Works, being received 
by Sir Powlett C. Milbank, Bart. (Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Radnor), the High Sheriff, 
and others, who presented an Address, to which the King replied. This was followed by an 
Address from the Chairman of the Cambrian Railway Company, to which the King also replied. 
Their Majesties having entered the Inspection Train, left for the Filter Beds, being received 
by the Bishop of St. David’s, the Chairman of the Water Committee, and others, and, 
after replying to an Address from the Lord Mayor and Corporation of Birmingham, the 
King conferred the honour of Knighthood on Alderman Hallewell Rogers (the Lord Mayor). His 
Majesty then opened the new Water Supply to Birmingham by turning the wheel admitting the 
water from the Filter Beds to the Aqueduct, the Bishop of St. David’s offering a prayer. 
The spot is marked by a granite pillar of the shape and size of a capstan, and on the north 
wall of the Filter is a cast bronze tablet with the following inscription :— 

“ON THE SPOT INDICATED BY THE PILLAR ERECTED IN THIS FILTER 
HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII., ACCOMPANIED BY HER MAJESTY 
QUEEN ALEXANDRA, TURNED THE WATERS OF THE RIVER ELAN INTO THE 
AQUEDUCT FOR THE SUPPLY OF THE CITY OF BIRMINGHAM AT 
ONE O’CLOCK ON THE 21 ST DAY OF JULY I9O4.” 
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At the Elan Valley Works, above the entrance to the Foel Valve Power, is a cast bronze 
tablet bearing (with a number of names of officials) the following inscription 

“JULY 21 I904. HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII., ACCOMPANIED BY HER MAJESTY 

QUEEN ALEXANDRA, VISITED AND INSPECTED THE ELAN VALLEY WORKS, WHEN 
HIS MAJESTY OPENED THE VALVES ADMITTING THE WATER TO THE AQUEDUCT 
THROUGH WHICH IT PASSES FOR A DISTANCE OF 73 MILES TO THE SERVICE 
RESERVOIRS AND WORKS AT FRANKLEY NEAR BIRMINGHAM .” 

Re-entering the Inspection Train the King and Queen passed by several Reservoir Dams to 
that at Craig G6ch, where an inspection was made, afterwards proceeding to Nant Madog, where 
luncheon was served. After luncheon the King and Queen returned to Rhayader, and 

proceeded by special train to Welshpool, being met at the railway station by Sir Watkin Williams 
Wynn (Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Montgomery), the High Sheriff, and others, and, after 
replying to Addresses from the County Council and the Town Council, left for London. 

July 21. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Princess of Wales, drove to Waterloo 

Road and laid the foundation-stone of the Union Jack Club {see Part IIP, p. 435). 

July 22. The King and Queen drove from Buckingham Palace to Vincent Square, 

Westminster, being received by Sir Trevor Lawrence (President) and members of the Royal 
Horticultural Society. An Address was presented by the President of the Society, as also 

by the Royal Society of Agriculture and Botany of Belgium, the. National Rose Society, 
and the Horticultural Society of Prussia, to which the King replied. His Majesty then declared 
the new Hall and Offices open, in celebration of the Centenary of the Society. 

In the afternoon the Queen, accompanied by the King, the Duke of Sparta, Princess Victoria, 
Princess Mary of Wales, and two younger children of the Prince and Princess of Wales, witnessed 
a March Past of 1,300 Nurses from all parts of the Kingdom, including Navy and Army and 
Queen’s Jubilee Nurses, and presented Certificates to over 1,000 who had joined the National 
Pension Fund since 1901. The Nurses were afterwards entertained at tea in the Gardens. 

July 23. The Queen received General Booth, of the Salvation Army, at Buckingham 

Palace, Her Majesty assuring the General of the sympathy which she had long telt for the 
great body of devoted officers which he had gathered round him in various parts of the world. 

July 30. The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and Princess Victoria, 

on leaving Goodwood for Portsmouth to embark on the Victoria and Albert , stopped at Chichester, 
and received and replied to an Address from the Mayor and Corporation in front of the old 
Market Cross, restored in commemoration of His Majesty’s Coronation {see Part III., p. 44 °) • 
Their Majesties returned to London from Cowes on the 8th of August. 

August 10. The King, attended by his suite, left Charing Cross Station (the Prince of 
Wales accompanying His Majesty to the station, where he took leave) fot I 011 \ ictcriu, ein 
barking on board the Victoria and Albert , and sailed for Flushing en iouu- to Maiicn a . 
Majesty returned to London on the 3rd of September {see Part II., p. 4 2 5 )- 

Septembers. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, left Charing Cross for Port 
Victoria, embarking on board the Victoria and Albert for Copenhagen. Her iJaje. l\ 
to London on the 22nd of October. 

October 19. The King left Buckingham Palace by motor-car for Woolwich, and held an 
Inspection of the Royal Artillery (of which His Majesty was Colonel-in-Chief), under the 
command of Major-General T. Leach, subsequently proceeding to the Royal Military Academy 
and inspecting the Company of Gentlemen Cadets. After being conducted over tic . c }, 
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His Majesty honoured Major-General Leach and the Officers of the Royal Artillery at -luncheon 
at their Mess, returning afterwards to London. 

October 20. The King entertained at luncheon at Buckingham Palace Rear-Admiral Jewell 

and a party of Officers from the United States Warship Olympia then in the Thames. 

October 21. The King left Victoria Station for Chatham and held an Inspection of the 

Royal Engineers (of which Corps he was Colonel-in-Chief), under the command of Major- 
General Sir E. Hart. After being conducted over the Barracks, His Majesty honoured 
Major-General Sir E. Hart and the Officers of the Royal Engineers at luncheon at their 

Mess, returning afterwards to London. 

November 15. The King and Queen of Portugal arrived on a visit to their Majesties, being 
received at Portsmouth by the Prince of Wales, Vice-Admiral Sir Archibald Douglas 
(Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth), Field-Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, and others, and pro¬ 
ceeded by special train to Windsor, being met at the station by the King and Queen and 

Princess Victoria. King Carlos and Queen Amelie received an Address from the Mayor and 
Corporation, to which King Carlos replied, and, proceeding to the Castle, were met by the 

Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince Arthur and Princesses Margaret 
and Victoria Patricia of Connaught. 

On the 16th King Carlos, the Prinfce of Wales, the Duke of Argyll, and Prince Arthur 

of Connaught shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined at luncheon at 
Cranborne Tower by King Edward, Queen Amelie, Queen Alexandra, Princess Victoria, and 
the Duke of Connaught. A State Banquet was held in St. George’s Hall in the evening. 

On the 17th King Carlos and Queen Amalie, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, left 

Windsor Castle for Paddington, being met on arrival by General Lord Methuen (Commanding 
the Eastern District) and Major-General Oliphant (Commanding the Home District), with their 
staffs. A procession having been formed, their Majesties drove, escorted by a Sovereign’s Escort, 
to the Guildhall, Addresses being received and replied to en route at the Marble Arch (from the City 
of Westminster), at Oxford Circus (from the Borough of Marylebone), and at the junction of New 
Oxford Street and High Holborn (from the Borough of Holborn). Their Majesties were met on 
arrival by the Lord Mayor and Corporation, and, proceeding to the Art Gallery, where the Prince 
and Princess of Wales had preceded them, received an Address from the Lord Mayor and Corpora¬ 
tion, to which King Carlos replied. Their Majesties were then entertained at luncheon, and returned 
with the Prince and Princess of Wales to Windsor. 

On the 18th and 19th King Carlos, the Prince of Wales, Prince Christian, and Prince Arthur 
of Connaught shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined at luncheon by King 
Edward, Queen Amelie, Queen Alexandra, and the Royal Family. On the 19th their Majesties were 
present, after dinner, at a Theatrical Performance in the Waterloo Chamber. 

On the 20th King Carlos and Queen Amelie attended Mass at the Roman Catholic Church 
of St. Edward, Windsor. 

On the 21st the King and Queen of Portugal concluded their visit to their Majesties at 
Windsor, and left by special train for Chatsworth on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire. 
King Edward, Queen Alexandra, and the Duke and Duchess of Fife accompanied their Majesties 
to Windsor Station, and there took leave. 

On the 25th the King and Queen of Portugal arrived at Buckingham Palace, in the evening 
visiting the Opera, and the following day leaving on a visit to the Duke of Orleans at Wood 
Norton, near Evesham, returning to Buckingham Palace on the 30th. 
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On the 1st of December the King and Queen of Portugal held a Reception, at the Portuguese 
Legation in Gloucester Place, of members of the Portuguese Order of Knighthood (see 
Part II., p. 419). 

On the 5th Queen Amelie left Buckingham Palace for Turin, in consequence of the serious 
illness of the Duchess of Aosta, King Carlos the following day leaving on a visit to the Duke and 
Duchess of Portland at Welbeck Abbey, returning to Buckingham Palace on the 9th. 

On the xoth King Edward and Queen Alexandra returned to Buckingham Palace and honoured 
the Portuguese Minister with their presence at a Farewell Luncheon to the King of Portugal at the 
Portuguese Legation. King Carlos left after luncheon for Dover en route, to Paris, accompanied by 
King Edward and the Prince of Wales to Victoria Station, where they took leave.

January 13 . The King received at Buckingham Palace the Rev. Wilson Carlile of the 

Church Army, and expressed to him his great interest and sympathy with the work of the 
organization. 

The Queen also received Mr. Carlile on the gth of February, assuring him of her interest 
and sympathy in his work. 

January 28 . The King, accompanied by the Queen and Prince Arthur of Connaught, drove 

from Windsor Castle to Holy Trinity Church, Windsor, where His Majesty (as Colonel-in-Chief of 
the Household Brigade) unveiled the Memorial to the Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and 
Men of the Brigade who fell in South Africa in 1899-1902. Their Majesties were met on arrival 
at the Church by Prince Christian and Princess Alexander of Teck, and received by the Right 
Rev. Francis Paget (Bishop of Oxford), Bishop Taylor Smith (the Chaplain-General), and the 
Rector, prayer being offered by the latter and the Benediction pronounced by the Bishop of 
Oxford. The Memorial Tablets, mounted in oak frames, are placed on and occupy the entire length 
of the north and south walls of the Church, and contain the names of 742 officers and men, 
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those of the Officers being accompanied by their coats-of-arms, mottoes, and crests. The South 
African Medals of Queen Victoria and King Edward are represented on the dedicatory panel. 

February 2 . 7 . The King left Buckingham Palace on a visit to Rear-Admiral Prince Louis of 
Battenberg (Commanding the Second Cruiser Squadron) at Portsmouth, on arrival proceeding on 
board the Flagship Drake , where in the evening His Majesty entertained a large party of Officers 
at dinner. On the 28th the King, after making an inspection of the Flagship, made a tour of the 
Harbour in the Admiral’s launch, and, landing at Southsea, inspected the Royal Garrison Artillery 
(under the command of Major-General R. Montgomery) at Clarence Barracks, and, after returning 
to the Drake, left for London. 

March 6. The Prince of Bulgaria arrived on a visit to their Majesties, being received, in 

the King’s name, by the Prince of Wales who accompanied him to Buckingham Palace. The 
Prince of Bulgaria on the 7th visited the Prince of Wales and other Members of the Royal 
Family, the King and Queen giving a dinner in his honour at Buckingham Palace. He took leave 
of their Majesties the following day and left for Paris. 

March 14 . The Queen, together with Princess Victoria, Prince and Princess Charles of 
Denmark, and their infant son, left Buckingham Palace (accompanied by the King and Prince of 
Wales to Victoria Station, where they took leave) and travelled by special train to Portsmouth, 
on arrival embarking on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert. In consequence of bad weather the 
yacht was prevented from leaving for Lisbon till the 17th. The Queen, with the Princesses, paid 
a visit to the Victory on the 16th ; Prince Charles of Denmark making a trip in the Solent on 
board the Destroyer Zephyr. On the 22nd the Royal Yacht, with the Queen and Royal Party on 
board, arrived at Lisbon; King Carlos, the Crown Prince, the Duke of Oporto, the Marquis de 
Soveral, and others proceeding on board to welcome Her Majesty. Landing in the State Barge, 
Queen Alexandra was met by Queen Amalie, who with King Carlos accompanied Her Majesty and 
the Royal Party to the Necessidades Palace, an enthusiastic welcome being accorded them on the 
way. In the evening there was a State Banquet and Concert in the Palace. 

On the 23rd Queen Alexandra, Queen Amelie, and Royal Family, drove in open carriages 
through the town, in the evening attending a Gala Performance at the San Carlos Theatre, 
with the exception of Princess Victoria and Princess Charles of Denmark, who had returned to 
the Royal Yacht. 

On the 24th Queen Alexandra and Members of the Portuguese Royal Family left for 

Cintra, and took luncheon with Queen Maria Pia at the Palace, returning to the Necessidades 

Palace. After dinner the Royal Party drove through the town to see the Illuminations, and 
subsequently were present at the Opera. 

On the 25th Queen Alexandra returned to the Victoria and Albert and left Lisbon for Cadiz. 
King Carlos and the Crown Prince accompanied Her Majesty on board and there bade farewell, 
Queen Amelie, Queen Maria Pia, and the Duke of Oporto having taken leave on the Quay. 

On the 26th the Victoria and Albert , with Queen Alexandra and Royal Party on board, 
arrived at Cadiz. Her Majesty and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, having landed, 
drove to the station and left for Villamanrique on a visit to the Comtesse de Paris. 

On the 27th Queen Alexandra and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, accompanied 

by the Comtesse de Paris, left by train for Seville, and visited the Cathedral and several 

Charitable Institutions, in the afternoon returning by train to Cadiz and proceeding on board 
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the Victoria and, Albert. The Comtesse de Paris then took leave and landed, the Royal Yacht 
sailing for Gibraltar. 

Arriving at Gibraltar on the 28th (the first time an English Queen had ever visited 
the Rock) the Royal Party was met on landing by Field-Marshal Sir George White (the 
Governor) and staff, and drove through the streets, receiving an enthusiastic welcome. 

On the 29th the Queen, with Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, landed and drove 
to the Moorish Castle, being met by the Governor and Lady White, proceeding afterwards 
to the Rock Galleries, and then returning to the yacht, where the Governor and Lady White 
and Naval Staff were entertained at luncheon. The Queen in the afternoon paid a private 
visit to Algeciras. 

On the 30th the Queen, accompanied by the Governor and staff, visited Windmill Hill 
and the Upper Signal Station, and after inspecting the Dockyard returned to the yacht, the 
Governor, Lady and Miss White, and the Governor’s personal staff being invited to dinner on 
board. 

On the 31st, in the morning, the Queen, with the Princesses, landed and visited several 
shops, returning to the Victoria and Albert , which then sailed for Palma (Balearic Islands), 
arriving there on the 1st of April. The British Consul, the Civil Governor, and the Mayor 
were received on board, the Royal Yacht afterwards leaving for Genoa, which was reached on 
the 3rd. On arrival the Duchess of Aosta visited the Queen on board, and the Queen, landing 
with the Duchess, went for a drive. On the following morning (the Duchess of Aosta having 
joined the Queen and the Royal Party on board) the yacht arrived at Villafranca, and then 
sailed for Marseilles, which was reached on the 5th. Here the Queen received the Prefect of 
the Bouches-du-Rh6ne on board, and subsequently landing, drove to the Palace Hotel for 
luncheon. After a drive in the afternoon Her Majesty returned to the yacht. 

On the 6th the Queen received M. Chanot (Mayor of Marseilles) on board, Her Majesty 
expressing her satisfaction with the kindly reception accorded to her in Marseilles. 

April 7. i he King, who had left London the previous day, joined Her Majesty on the 

Victoria and Albert at Marseilles, before proceeding on board being welcomed by the French 
Officials who had come to greet him on behalf of the Government. In the afternoon the King 
and Queen and Members of the Royal Family landed, and, accompanied by Mr. Gurney (the 
British Consul-General), drove in motor-cars to Bausset (Var). In the evening their Majesties 
gave a dinner on board, to which the Senior Officers of the British Warships and the British 
Consul were invited. 

On the 8th the Victoria and Albert , with the King, the Queen, and the Royal Party, left, 
His Majesty having previously desired Mr. Gurney to accompany the Grand Duchess Marie of 
Russia, who had been staying with Queen Alexandra, to Cannes. 

Arriving at Port Mahon on the gth, the King received the British Consul on board, and 
subsequently landing drove through the principal streets to the Town Hall, being received by the 
Mayor. 

On the xoth the King and Queen landed and visited the Mosque and Santa Maria 
Church to hear the famous organ. 

1 he yacht left on the nth and arrived at Palma the following day. After receiving the 
British Consul on board, their Majesties landed and visited the Town Hall (being received by 
the Mayor) and also the Court House and the Cathedral (being received by the Bishop), and 
subsequently, before returning to the yacht, paid a visit ,to the Castle of Bellver. 
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On the 13th their Majesties and Royal Party landed and left in motor-cars, driving through 
several villages, at Soller being the guests at luncheon of the Municipality, and in the evening 
returning to the yacht. 

On the 14th the King and Prince Charles of Denmark landed and drove in another 
direction, the Queen and Royal Party remaining on board. 

On the 15th the King and Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince and Princess Charles of 
Denmark landed and made an excursion to Cas Catala on the sea coast, taking tea at the 
local Inn, returning afterwards to the yacht, which sailed for Algiers. , 

Arriving at Algiers on the 16th, their Majesties were met by Mr. Newton (the British Consul- 
General) and Mr. Drummond-Hay (the Vice-Consul), who went on board. In the afternoon the 
King received on the yacht M. Jounart (Governor-General of Algeria), and subsequently Admiral 
Perein, General Serviere, the Prefect, and the Mayor. The King, landing later on, returned the 
Governor-General’s visit. 

On the 17th the King, the Queen, and the Royal Party landed at the Admiralty Quay, and 
after being welcomed by all the British Residents, entered carriages and drove to the Mosque of 
Sidi Abd-el-Rahman, visiting also the Medresch, or Native School, subsequently proceeding to the 
Summer Palace, where they were entertained at luncheon by the Governor-General. After 
luncheon their Majesties and Royal Party drove in motor-cars through the Mitidja Plain, making 
a stop for tea at the residence of the British Consul-General and returning to the yacht. 

On the 19th the King landed and, with the British Consul-General, went for a drive and 
visited a number of Native curio shops. Returning to the yacht, the British Consul-General and 
Mrs. St. Hay Newton, and the Vice-Consul and Mrs. Drummond-Hay, were invited to luncheon. 
In the afternoon their Majesties and the Royal Party landed and went for a drive in motor-cars 
in the neighbourhood, taking tea at the Villa of an English winter resident at Mustapha. In 
the evening the Governor-General had the honour of dining on board the yacht. 

Oft the 20th the Victoria and Albert , with the King and Queen and Royal Party, left 
Algiers, arriving at Bougie the same afternoon. The King, having landed, was received by the 
Mayor and Sub-Prefect, and, accompanied by them, went for a drive in the environs. Later in 
the day the King, the Queen, and Princesses landed and drove to a Lake situated on the Selif 
Road, where Her Majesty and the Princesses took a number of photographs, returning afterwards 
to the yacht. 

On the 21st the King, the Queen, and Royal Party landed in the afternoon, being met by the 
Governor-General, and drove in motor-cars to the Gorges de Chabet, where a military “ Fantasia ” 
was organized in their honour, on the way passing, at Benued Marsa, a Triumphal Arch of palms 
and plants, the people of this small place giving their Majesties an enthusiastic welcome. 

On the 22nd the Victoria and Albert, with the King, the Queen, and Royal Party, left Algiers, 
arriving at Philippeville the same afternoon. On landing their Majesties and the Royal Party were 
received by the Governor-General, the Mayor, and others, and drove to the Chateau Landon, 
where they remained an hour walking through the gardens and grounds, afterwards driving up the 
Damremont Valley on their way back to Philippeville. The British Vice-Consul was invited to 
dinner on board the yacht. 

On the 23rd their Majesties and Royal Party landed and, accompanied by the British Vice- 
Consul, left for Constantine, and drove in motor-cars to the Race-course at Sidi Mabrouck, where 
some 1,500 people were assembled to witness the “Fantasia” in honour of their Majesties. The 
Royal Party afterwards left for Philippeville, and re-embarked on the yacht. 
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On the 24th the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties and Royal Party, left for Sardinia, 
arriving on the 25th, when the King and Queen drove to Villanova, accompanied by the Mayor and 
Committee of the Port in other carriages, returning afterwards to the yacht. 

On the 26th the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties and Royal Party, arrived, at Ajaccio. 
The King landed, and, accompanied by the Mayor, visited Napoleon’s house, returning to the 
yacht, on which the whole of the following day was spent. 

On the 28th the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties and Royal Party, left for Marseilles, 
which was reached the same afternoon, Mr. Gurney (the British Consul-General) and the Vice- 
Consul going on board. 

On the 29th the King left by special train for Paris, arriving the same day, being met by 
Sir Francis Bertie (the British Ambassador), who, after presenting the Prefect of Police to the 
King, drove with His Majesty to the Hotel Bristol. 

The same afternoon the Victoria and Albert, with the Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark, left Marseilles for the Piraeus, arriving on the 2nd of May, being 
met on entering the Port by King George and Queen Olga (on board the Royal Yacht Amphitrite), 
who went on board the Victoria and Albert to welcome Her Majesty. Landing shortly after, the 
Royal Party left by train for Athens. On the 10th Queen Alexandra and Party re-embarked on 
the Victoria and Albert and sailed for Malta and Gibraltar, receiving a cordial welcome at both 
places, and finally left for England. 

On the 31st the King attended Divine Service at the Embassy Chapel, and on returning to 
the Hotel Bristol was met by Admiral Fournier, driving afterwards to the Rue de Belloy to lunch 
with Mr. and Mrs. Standish. After luncheon the King, accompanied by the British Ambassador, 
paid a visit to M. Loubet (President of the Republic), at the Elysee, the President returning the 
King’s visit later in the day. His Majesty was entertained at dinner by the President at the 
Elys6e in the evening. 

On the xst of May, and following days, the King paid several visits, but his stay in Paris, by 
His Majesty’s desire, being of an informal nature, no particulars are given. 

May 4 . The King left Paris, arriving at Victoria Station late in the afternoon, being 

received by the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour (Prime Minister), the Marquis of Lansdowne, and the 

Home Secretary, and proceeded to Buckingham Palace. 

May 24 . The King, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, visited Aldershot, being 

received by Lieut.-General Sir John French and staff, and, after witnessing some Field Manoeuvres 
near Frensham, honoured Mr. R. H. Combe at luncheon at Pierrepoint House, subsequently 
proceeding to the Stanhope Lines and unveiling the Memorial on Gun Hill, erected by all ranks 
of the Royal Army Medical Corps, in memory of their comrades who lost their lives in the South 
African War 1899-1902. His Majesty afterwards returned to London. 

May 27 . The Queen, with Princess Victoria and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark 

with their infant son, arrived from Portsmouth on the conclusion of Her Majesty’s visit to 
Greece, being met at Victoria Station by the King and the Prince of Wales, and drove to 

Buckingham Palace. 

June 5 . ■ The King of Spain arrived on a visit to their Majesties, being received at 

Portsmouth by the Prince of Wales, and, proceeding to London, was met at Victoria Station by 
the King, the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of Fife (Lord-Lieutenant of London), and others. A 
carriage procession was then formed and left for Buckingham Palace, where King Alfonso was met 
by the Queen and Princess Victoria. 
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June 6 . The King of Spain received, at Buckingham Palace, Ambassadors, Envoys, 

Members of the Corps Diplomatique, and others, and, after attending Mass at the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, Westminster, paid a visit to Westminster Abbey, being received by the Dean and 
conducted over the Abbey. In the afternoon King Alfonso visited several Members of the Royal 
Family; attended the Royal Naval and Military Tournament; held a Reception, at the Spanish 
Embassy, of the Spanish Community in London; and was present in the evening at a State 
Banquet given in his honour by their Majesties at Buckingham Palace. 

J une 7 ■ The King of Spain, escorted by a Sovereign’s Escort, left Buckingham Palace 

in State Procession for the Guildhall (receiving en route, at Oxford Circus, Addresses from the 
City of Westminster, the Borough of Marylebone, and the Borough of Holborn), being received 
on arrival at the Guildhall by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress and Corporation. After being 
entertained at luncheon King Alfonso returned to Buckingham Palace. In the afternoon His 
Majesty paid a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Wellington at Apsley House, and, returning to 
Buckingham Palace, received visits from the Empress Eugenie and the Dowager Grand Duchess 
of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. He honoured the Marquis and Marchioness of Lansdowne at dinner 
at Lansdowne House, and afterwards attended an Evening Party given by the Marquis and 
Marchioness of Londonderry at Londonderry House, at which the Prince of Wales was present. 

Junes. The King of Spain visited and inspected the Tower of London, the Tower 

Bridge, and St. Paul’s Cathedral, and, in the afternoon, accompanied by King Edward, Queen 
Alexandra, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke of Connaught, left by special train for Aldershot. 
Driving to Laffan’s Plain, King Edward, King Alfonso, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke of 
Connaught mounted their chargers, and proceeding to the Review inspected the Troops under the 
Command of Lieut.-General Sir John French, the King of Spain leading the 16th (Queen’s) 
Lancers, of which Regiment he was Colonel-in-Chief; the Prince of Wales was at the head of 
the Royal Marine Light Infantry, the Royal Fusiliers (City of London Regiment), and the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers; the Duke of Connaught leading the Grenadier Guards. The Queen, Princess 
Victoria, the Duchess of Connaught with Princesses Margaret and Victoria Patricia of Connaught, 
were present. At the conclusion of the Review their Majesties dismounted, drove to the (Station, 
and returned to London. In the evening their Majesties, accompanied by the King of Spain, the 
Prince of Wales, and other Members of the Royal Family, were present at a State Performance in 
honour of King Alfonso at the Royal Opera House, Covent Garden. 

June 9. The King of Spain visited the Station of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade in 

Southwark Bridge Road ; the Premier Mining Diamond Company in the City; and the Zoological 
Gardens. Later in the day, accompanying King Edward to Paddington, en route to Windsor, 
King Alfonso received and replied to an Address from the Paddington Borough Council, and, 
on arriving at Windsor Station, an Address from the Mayor and Corporation. After receiving Father 
Bampton of the Beaumont Catholic School and some Spanish Residents, His Majesty drove 
with King Edward to the Castle. After luncheon King Alfonso drove to Eton, and, returning to 
town, dined with the Prince of Wales at Marlborough House, and was present in the evening 
at a State Ball given in his honour by their Majesties at Buckingham Palace. 

June 10. The King of Spain concluded his visit to their Majesties/ The King, the 

Prince of Wales, and the Duke of Connaught accompanied him to Victoria Station and there 
took leave, King Alfonso leaving for Spain. 
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June 13 . The Duke and Duchess of Connaught, accompanied by Princess Margaret and 

Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Prince Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden and Norway, the 
Khedive of Egypt, Prince William of Sweden and Norway, and the Hereditary Grand Duke 
and Duchess of Baden, left Clarence House for Windsor, being met at Windsor Station by the 
King and Prince Christian. Proceeding in procession to the Castle, they were met by the Queen, 
Princess Victoria, and Great Officers of State, and joined later on by the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, with Prince Edward, Prince Albert, and Princess Mary of Wales, Princess Louise 
(Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll. Their Majesties gave a banquet in the evening. 

June 14 . The King in the morning conferred the Rank of Honorary Admiral of the British 

Fleet on King Oscar of Sweden and Norway; the Garter on the Crown Prince of Sweden and 
Norway; the Grand Cross of the Bath on Prince Gustavus Adolphus; the Grand Cross of the 
Royal Victorian Order on Prince Eugene and Prince William of Sweden and Norway, as also ora 
the Hereditary Grand Duke of Baden. Their Majesties in the afternoon gave a Garden Party at 
the Castle, at which were present all the Royal Guests who had arrived for the wedding of Princess 
Margaret of Connaught, and also a large number of other guests. 

June 15. Marriage of Princess Margaret Victoria Charlotte Augusta Norah of Connaught, 

eldest daughter of the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and niece of their Majesties the King 
and Queen, to Prince Oscar Frederick William Olaf Gustavus Adolphus, Duke of Scania, eldest 
son of the Crown Prince and Princess of Sweden and Norway, and grandson of the King and 
Queen of Sweden and Norway, in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
assisted by the Bishop of Oxford. The Bridesmaids were;— 


Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. 
Princess Mary of Wales. 


Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg. 
Princess Beatrice of Saxe-Coburg. 


The Duke of Connaught gave his daughter away. 

Prince Gustavus Adolphus was supported by Prince Eugene and Prince William of Sweden 
and Norway. 

There were also present: The King and Queen, the Duchess of Connaught, the Crown Prince 

of Sweden and Norway, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Fife, the 

Hereditary Grand Duke and Duchess of Baden, the Khedive of Egypt, Prince and Princess 
Christian with Princess Victoria and Louise of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Duchess 
of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, Prince 
and Princess Alexander of Teck, Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince Francis of Teck, and a 
large number of Distinguished Guests. 

Returning to the Ca^cle the register was signed in the White Drawing Room by the Bride 

and Bridegroom, the first to attest being the King and Queen. 

After luncheon in the State Dining Room for the King and Queen, the Bride and Bridegroom, 
the Royal Family, and Princely Guests, and for the invited guests in St. George’s Hall, the Bride 
i and Bridegroom left for Saighton, Cheshire. 

June 16 . The King received, at Buckingham Palace, the Persian Special Ambassador, 

who presented an Autograph Letter from the Shah, as well as presents to their Majesties, as 
mementos of His Imperial Majesty’s visit to England, and an acknowledgment of the gracious 
kindness shown to him here. The Prince of Wales also received the Ambassador later in the 
day at Marlborough House. On behalf of the Shah the Ambassador invested His Royal Highness 
with a Persian Order of the First Class set in brilliants. 
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June 26. The King left Buckingham Palace for Sandhurst, being received by the Duke 

of Connaught and Lieut.-General Sir John French, when His Majesty inspected the Companies 
of Gentlemen Cadets, subsequently visiting the Staff College. His Majesty then proceeded to 
Bagshot Park and took luncheon with the Duke and Duchess of Connaught before returning 
to London. 

The Prince and Princess Arisugawa of Japan arrived on a visit to their Majesties, being met 
at Victoria Station by the Prince of Wales who, with a Travelling Escort, accompanied them to 
Buckingham Palace. Their Imperial Highnesses were met at the Grand Entrance to the Palace 
by the King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince Edward and Prince Albert of Wales, and 
afterwards, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, proceeded to St. James’s Palace, where, later, 
the King visited their Imperial Highnesses, who were entertained at dinner in the evening by 
their Majesties at Buckingham Palace. 

On the 27th the Duke of Connaught (Great Master of the Order of the Bath), at St. James’s 
Palace, conferred, in the name of the King, the Grand Cross of the Bath (Military) on Prince 
Arisugawa. Their Imperial Highnesses subsequently made calls on several Members of the Royal 
Family ; attended a Garden Party given in their honour by the Japan Society of London at the 
Botanical Gardens; and were entertained by their Majesties at dinner at Buckingham Palace in 
the evening. 

On the 28th their Imperial Highnesses witnessed the Annual Inspection of the Yeomen of 
the Guard at St. James’s Palace, in the afternoon visiting the Admiralty, and in the evening 
attending a Reception given in their honour by the Japanese Minister in Grosvenor Gardens. 

On the 29th their Imperial Highnesses visited the Royal Agricultural Show at Park Royal, 
and in the evening attended a Ball given by the Duke and Duchess of Westminster at 
Grosvenor House. 

On the 30th their Imperial Highnesses were entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and 
Lady Mayoress at the Mansion House, and in the evening were present at a Dinner by the First 
Lord of the Treasury to celebrate the King’s Birthday. 

June 30. The King, accompanied by the Queen, visited Harrow. On the Hill, His Majesty 

received and replied to an Address from the Urban District Council, and, proceeding to Harrow 

School, was received by the Head Master. In the Speech Room an Address was read by the 

Senior Boy, on behalf of the School and Old Harrovians, to which the King replied. After 
being conducted to the Chapel and inspecting the Memorial recently erected in memory of Old 

Harrovians who fell in the South African War, 1899-1902, their Majesties proceeded to the 

Terrace, where the King celebrated the acquisition of the new land by unfurling a flag at the 
boundary. Their Majesties honoured the Head Master and Mrs. Wood with their presence at tea 
before returning to London. 

July 1. Prince and Princess Arisugawa of Japan were entertained at luncheon by the 

Duke and Duchess of Connaught at Clarence House, subsequently proceeding to Windsor, and, 
after visiting the Mausoleum at Frogmore and laying a wreath upon the tomb of Queen Victoria, 
were conducted over Windsor Castle by Viscount Esher (Deputy-Governor and Constable of the 
Castle). Their Imperial Highnesses afterwards returned to town and dined in the evening with 
the Prince and Princess of Wales at Marlborough House. 

July 2. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria drove to Millbank and inspected 

the new Military Hospital, being received by Countess Roberts, Viscountess Downe, and Sir 
Frederick Treves, and conducted over the Hospital by Surgeon-General Keogh (Director-General 
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of the Army Medical Service), inspecting the X-Ray Rooms, the Laboratory, Wards, and 
Kitchens, and subsequently, before leaving, visiting the site of the proposed Nurses’ Home. 

July 3 . The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove to 

Southwark, being met at the City Boundary by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs. His Majesty 
accepted and returned the City Sword with the usual formalities. On entering the Borough of 
Southwark the King received and replied to an Address from the Mayor and Corporation of 
the Borough, and proceeding to the Cathedral (the foundation-stone of the new Nave of which 
His Majesty when Prince of Wales had laid on 24th July 1890), was met by the Bishop 
of Southwark and the Chapter. After His Majesty had presented the Diocesan Flag to the 
Church Lads’ Brigade, received an Address from Mr. J. T. Scriven (on behalf of the 
Corporation of Wardens, the Rector, the Churchwardens, and Parishioners), to which the 
King handed a reply, and the National Anthem had been sung, the Service of Inauguration 
proceeded. The Sermon was preached by the Bishop of London, followed by an Anthem, the 
Hallelujah Chorus, and Hymns, the Benediction being pronounced by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. A bronze plate with the following inscription has been let into the floor of the

Prince and Princess Arisugawa of Japair left St. James’s Palace for Barrow-in-I* urness, where 
they launched the new Battleship Katori , and after being entertained at luncheon left for 
Cantley Hall, Doncaster, on a visit to Mr. Douglas Villiers. On the following day their 
Imperial Highnesses left for Sheffield, and visited the works of Messrs. Vickers Sons & Maxim. 
The Prince and Princess returned to London on the 7th, and, after making several calls, were 
entertained at luncheon at the Japanese Legation, being present at their Majesties State Ball 
at Buckingham Palace in the evening. On the 8th their Imperial Highnesses paid a visit to the 
Wallace Collection of Pictures, Armour, etc., in Manchester Square. On the 9th they proceeded 
to Osterley Park by motor-car on a visit to the Earl and Countess of Jersey. On the 10th the 
Prince and Princess concluded their visit, being accompanied from St. James s Palace by a 
Travelling Escort to Victoria Station, where the Duke of Connaught was present to take leave 
on their departure for Portsmouth on a visit to Admiral Sir A. L. Douglas (Commander-in- 
Chief) and Lady Douglas. After visiting the Victory and making a general inspection of the 
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Dockyard and Royal Naval Barracks, &c., their Imperial Highnesses left on the 12th for 
Southampton, being received by the Mayor and others, and, embarking on board the North 
German Lloyd Steamer Preussen, left for Japan. 

Before leaving the Prince and Princess sent a Message to the British and Japanese 
Peoples of appreciation for the warmth of welcome they had received during their visit, from 
the King in his Palace to the Man in the Street. 

July 12. Birth of a son to the Prince and Princess of Wales at York Cottage, 

Sandringham. 

The King and Queen left Buckingham Palace for Sheffield, and were received at the station 
by Alderman Joseph Jones (Lord Mayor), the Duke of Norfolk, with Lady Mary Howard. 
Lieut.-General Sir Leslie Rundle and his staff were present. A procession having been formed 
the King and Queen drove to the Town Hall, where the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress 
had the honour of entertaining their Majesties at luncheon. After luncheon, the procession 
having been re-formed, their Majesties left for the University Buildings, being received at 
the Entrance Hall by the Duke of Norfolk (Chancellor). An Address was read by 
Dr. W. M. Hicks (Vice-Chancellor), to which the King replied, and the Chancellor having 
made a Statement, Mr. H. K. Stephenson (Chairman of the Building Committee) handed to the 
King the key of the University Buildings, whereupon His Majesty declared the Buildings open. 
Their Majesties having inspected the Council Room and Firth Hall, proceeded into Weston 
Park, where the King presented new Colours to the 2nd Battalion King's Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry under the command of Lieut.-Colonel C. H. T. Whitaker, the Archbishop of York 
(supported by the Chaplain and the Bishop Suffragan of Sheffield) performing the Consecration 
Service. 1 heir Majesties afterwards proceeded to the Parish Church, and in the churchyard 
the King unveiled a Memorial to the Officers and Men of all Battalions of the York and 
Lancaster Regiment who gave their lives for their Country in the South African War, 1899- 
1902. A visit was then paid to the River Don Works of Messrs. Vickers Sons & Maxim, 
and after being conducted over the works by Colonel Vickers, their Majesties left for Knowsley 
on a visit to the Earl and Countess of Derby. 

* 3 - 1 he King and Queen arrived at Victoria Station, Manchester, from Knowsley, 

being received by Alderman I homas Thornhill Shann (Lord Mayor), and others, the Earl of 
Derby (Lord-Lieutenant of Lancashire) and the High Sheriff being present. A procession 
having been formed, their Majesties proceeded to the Town Hall, where, after receiving and 
replying to an Address from the Manchester Corporation, the King conferred the honour of 
Knighthood on Alderman Thomas T. Shann. At the same time a communication was made to 
Alderman Joseph Jones (Lord Mayor of Sheffield) that His Majesty had conferred a similar 
honour on him. After being conducted to the Banqueting Hall their Majesties were entertained 
at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, and re-entering their carriages, drove to 
the new Dock. After entering the Dock Estate, and receiving and replying to an Address from 
Mr. J. R. Bythall (Chairman) on behalf of the Manchester Ship Canal Company, the King, 
by drawing a handle, pulled aside a boom across the Dock and declared the Dock open, two 
steamboats at once entering. After the ceremony the King inspected a contingent of xoo boys 
from the Lancashire Navy League Training School at Liskeard, and 40 Midshipmen from the 
French Cadet Cruiser Duguay-Trouin. Their Majesties afterwards left for Salford, and on arrival 
at Peel Park received and replied to an Address from Alderman W. Stephens (Mayor) 
on behalf of the Corporation. The King then unveiled the Salford Memorial erected by the 
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Borough in memory of the Townsmen who died in South Africa in 1899-1902. Their Majesties 
afterwards left for Victoria Station and returned to Knowsley. 

On the 14th, in the grounds, the King presented new Colours to the 3rd and 4th Battalions 
of the King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment), of which His Majesty was Colonel-in-Chief, the 
Earl of Derby, Honorary Colonel, under the commands of Colonel B. N. North and Lieut.- 
Colonel W. Kemmis. The Consecration Ceremony was performed by Dr. Chavasse (Bishop of 
Liverpool). I heir Majesties returned to London after the ceremony. 

July 15. The King and Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria and the Duke of 

Sparta, drove from Buckingham Palace to Wimbledon, being received at the Homes for Officers’ 
Widows and Daughters (Naval and Military) by Colonel Sir James Gildea (the Chairman) and 
members of the Committee. The Chairman having handed a gold key to the Queen, Her 
Majesty opened the Wicket Gate leading to the Upper Terrace, and declared the Homes open. 
Proceeding to the Loggia under the Clock Tower, an Address was presented to the King by the 
Chairman, to which His Majesty made the following reply:— 

“ I thank you heartily for your Address. It has given the Queen and myself great 
pleasure to come here to-day to open these Homes. The excellent work done by this 
Institution in assisting the widows and daughters of those who have served in my Navy and 
Army has always had our cordial sympathy. The Queen desires me to thank you for your 
references to the help which she was enabled to give towards the extension of the work, and 
to say that she observes with special satisfaction its continuous growth and its present sound 
position. I congratulate you on the success which you have attained, and I trust your 
efforts, which have already borne such good fruit, may receive the support needed for the 
continuance and desired development of your work.” 

I he Queen at the same time handed the Chairman an envelope with the following letter 
and cheque:— 

“ 1 have g reat pleasure in announcing to you that I was left, through the kind generosity 
of the late Mr. Charles Lear, £ 6,000, which I now divide equally between these Homes for 
Officers Widows and Daughters and the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association.” 

In the Loggia under the Clock Power is a bronze tablet with the following inscription :— 

“ TO THE GLORY OF GOD. 

THE ROYAL HOMES FOR OFFICERS’ WIDOWS AND DAUGHTERS 
FOUNDED BY COLONEL SIR JAMES GILDEA IN 1899. 

THE HOMES WERE SUBSEQUENTLY AFFILIATED TO THE OFFICERS 
BRANCH OF THE SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ FAMILIES ASSOCIATION. 

THROUGH THE LIBERALITY OF HER MAJESTY QUEEN ALEXANDRA, WHO 
DEVOTED A CORONATION GIFT OF TEN THOUSAND POUNDS, AND WITH THE 
HELP OF OTHER CONTRIBUTORS, THIS PROPERTY WAS PURCHASED AND 
THESE BUILDINGS CONTAINING SIXTY SUITES OF APARTMENTS WERE BEGUN 
IN SEPTEMBER I903, AND COMPLETED IN JUNE I905. THE HOMES CALLED, 

BY PERMISSION OF THE QUEEN, 4 QUEEN ALEXANDRA’S COURT ’ WERE OPENED 
BY THEIR MAJESTIES THE KING AND QUEEN ON THE I 5 TH JULY I905.” 

{to which is attached the names of the Chairman , the Members of the Committee , and the Hon. Architects). 

Proceeding on to the Terrace, the Queen, on the left of the Flagstaff, planted a copper beech. 
Thence their Majesties walked round the Quadrangle, inspecting some of the apartments on 
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the way, and, returning to the Upper Terrace, the King planted a golden elm on the right 
of the Flagstaff. Before returning to London their Majesties, in the Superintendent s Lodge, 

signed their names in the Visitors’ Book. 

July 22. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Frederick Charles of Hesse, visited the 

Victoria Hospital for Children at Chelsea, being received and conducted over the Hospital by 
the Hon. R. A. Lubbock (Chairman). Her Majesty gave permission for an unoccupied ward 

to be called the “Alexandra Ward.” 

July 24. The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, Princess Victoria, 

the Duke and Duchess of Sparta, Prince Frederick Charles of Hesse, and Prince George of Sparta 
(there being also present Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince Edward and Pnnce Aftert of 
Wales), inspected, in the Gardens of Buckingham Palace, the Pensioners of the Royal Hospita , 
Chelsea, under Field-Marshal Sir George White (the Governor). 

July 26. The King, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, visited. Chatham, being 

received by Lieut.-General the Hon. Sir N. G. Lyttelton (Chief of the General Staff), and, 
after receiving an Address from General Sir William Nicholson (Senior Royal Engineer on the 
Active List), to which the King replied, His Majesty touched an electric button and unveiled 
the Memorial Arch erected “ By the Corps of Royal Engineers to their Comrades who lost their 
lives in the South African War a.d. 1899-1902.” The Chaplain-General offered prayer and 
pronounced the Benediction. There is also a tablet on the arch with the following inscription 

“ this memorial arch 

WAS UNVEILED ON THE 26'I'H JULY I 9°5 
BY HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII., 

COLONEL-IN-CHIEF ROYAL ENGINEERS. 

The King, after planting a tree, took luncheon at the Mess of the Royal Engineers, proceeding 
afterwards to the Royal Naval Hospital, where he was received by Admiral Sir Hugo Pearson 
(Commander-in-Chief at the Nore). After a Dedicatory Service by the Chaplain-General, is 
Majesty declared the Hospital open, a gold key having been presented by Inspector-General 
O’Grady. The King inspected the building before returning to town.

Princess Henry of Battenberg with Prince Leopold, Prince Maurice and Princess 1C on ^ " g _ 
of Battenberg, on board the Royal Yacht Vitoria and Albert, inspected the 
the British Channel Fleet moored off Cowes. After passing through die lines, g, 
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by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Connaught, honoured Vice-Admiral Calliard on board the 
French Flagship Masstna with his presence at luncheon. Subsequently landing, the King and 
Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and Princess Henry of Battenberg, drove to the 
Royal Isle of Wight County Hospital. The Royal Party were conducted over the Hospital and 
entertained at tea, returning afterwards to the Victoria and Albert. In the evening His Majesty, 
accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, attended the Annual Dinner at the Royal Yacht 
Squadron Castle. 

August 14 . The King, attended by his suite, left Buckingham Palace for Port Victoria, 
and, embarking on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, proceeded to Flushing en route for 
Marienbad, returning on the 9th of September. 

September 7 . The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, left Buckingham Palace for Port 
Victoria, and, embarking on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, proceeded to blushing en route 
for Denmark, returning on the 14th of October. 

September 18. The King arrived at Holyrood Palace from Rufford Abbey, being joined by the 
Duke of Connaught (Inspector-General of the Forces), and received Captain-General the Duke 
of Buccleuch and the Royal Company of Archers (the King’s Body Guard in Scotland) in the 
Throne Room. The Captain-General presented His Majesty with three silver-barbed arrows, being 
the “ Reddendo ” required by their Charter from Queen Anne. Sir Robert Cranston (the Lord 
Provost) also handed His Majesty the keys of the City of Edinburgh, according to ancient custom, 
which His Majesty returned. The King subsequently held a Review, in the King’s Park, of the 
Volunteer Forces in Scotland, under the command of Lieut.-General Sir Charles i ucker, and, after 
inspecting the Royal Archers and Veteran Soldiers, left on a visit to Lord Burton at Glenquoich. 

September 30 . The King inaugurated the new Bridge over the Dee at Mar Lodge, which 

replaces the old Bridge opened by Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort in 1848. His Majesty 
was received at the Bridge by the Duke and Duchess of Fife with Lady Alexandra and Lady 
Maud Duff. The Bridge is 200 ft. long and 12 ft. wide, with an ornamental cast-iron railing 
running the whole length on each side. On an iron arch at the south side is inscribed the words, 
“Victoria Bridge 1848,” as also “Edward VII. 1905.” His Majesty afterwards proceeded to 
Mar Lodge for luncheon. 

October 16. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from 

Buckingham Palace to the site of the new Post Office in Newgate Street, on arriving at the 
City Boundary at Holborn Bars receiving from and returning to the Lord Mayor the City Sword, 
according to the usual custom. Their Majesties were' met at the site of the new Buildings by the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince Edward and Prince Albert of Wales, the Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs, and were conducted by Lord Stanley (the Postmaster-General) to a dais. After receiving 
and replying to an Address from Lord Stanley, His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the new 
Buildings, the Bishop of London offering a Prayer and pronouncing the Benediction. On the stone, 
which is in front of the Building, is the following inscription :— 

“ EDWARD THE SEVENTH, KING OF GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND AND THE 
BRITISH DOMINIONS BEYOND THE SEAS, EMPEROR OF INDIA, LAID THIS 
STONE OF KING EDWARD’S BUILDINGS OF THE GENERAL POST OFFICE ON 
THE l 6 TH DAY OF OCTOBER I 9 O 5 UPON THE SITE OF CHRIST’S HOSPITAL 
FOUNDED IN 1552 BY KING EDWARD VI.” 


Their Majesties returned to the Palace after the ceremony. 
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The Prince and Princess of Wales left on their Indian Tour {see May 


October 18. '[he King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, opened the new 
thoroughfares which had been constructed by the London County Council, receiving on arrival at 
the west end of Aldwych Addresses from the City Council of Westminster and the Borough 
Councils of Hoi born and Poplar, and at a Pavilion close by was received by Sir Edwin 
A. Cornwall (Chairman), the Vice-Chairman, Deputy-Chairman, and others, who presented an 
Address, to which the King replied. Afterwards, with a golden key, His Majesty unlocked the 
gates and declared the new thoroughfares open. Their Majesties then re-entered their carriages 
and drove along the new thoroughfares, across Holborn, through Southampton Row, to the end 
of the improvements, and thence to the Palace.

October 22. The King, accompanied by the Queen, attended a Special Service in the Royal 
Military' Chapel, Wellington Barracks, and unveiled a Mosaic dedicated to the late Duke of 
Cambridge, the Service being conducted by the Rev. C. Murphy and Bishop Taylor Smith (the 
Chaplain-General). The Mosaic is placed on the east wall of the South Aisle, the subject being 
the Ascension. Below is a tablet with the following inscription :— 

“ IN MEMORY OF FIELD-MARSHAL H.R.H. WILLIAM FREDERICK CHARLES, 

DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE, K.G., COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 1856-1895 ; COLONEL 
SCOTS FUSILIER GUARDS 1852-1861 ; COLONEL GRENADIER GUARDS l86l- 
ig°4 ; COMMANDER OF 1ST DIVISION OF ARMY, CRIMEA, ALMA, BALACLAVA, 

INKERMANN. BORN 26TH MARCH l8ig. DIED I7TH MARCH I904. PLACED 
BY THE OFFICERS PAST AND PRESENT OF THE BRIGADE OF GUARDS.” 

November 13. I he King of the Hellenes, accompanied by Prince and Princess Nicholas of 
Greece, arrived at Portsmouth on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , being received by 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, and, travelling by special train with Prince Arthur to Windsor, was 
met at the station by the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria. After receiving and replying 
to an Address of Welcome from the Mayor and Corporation ot Windsor, King George drove to 
the Castle, being met by Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll (Governor 
and Constable of Windsor Castle). 

On the 14th King George, with Prince Nicholas of Greece, Prince Christian, and Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined at luncheon by the King 
and Queen, Princess Victoria, and Princess Nicholas of Greece at Cranborne Tower. A State 
Banquet was given by their Majesties in honour of King George in St. George’s Hall, followed by 
a Reception in the evening. 

On the 15th the King of the Hellenes, accompanied by Prince and Princess Nicholas of Greece 
and Prince Arthur of Connaught, left Windsor Castle for Paddington, and (after receiving and 
replying to an Address from the Borough of Paddington) drove in procession to the Guildhall. 
Addresses were presented en route at Oxford Circus from the City of Westminster, the Borough 
of Marylebone, and the Borough of Holborn. . On arriving at the Guildhall His Majesty 
received and replied to an Address from the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of London, 
and, after being entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Corporation, returned to Pad¬ 
dington, and thence to Windsor. The Royal Procession was escorted to and from the Guildhall 
by a Sovereign’s Escort. 
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On the 16th King George, accompanied by Prince Nicholas of Greece, Prince Christian, and 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, again shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park. Their Majesties 
gave a Dinner Party in the evening, and, accompanied by King George and Members of the Royal 
Family, were present at a Theatrical Performance in the Waterloo Gallery by Mr. Arthur Bourchier’s 
Company from the Garrick Theatre. 

On the 17th their Majesties gave a Dinner Party at Buckingham Palace, at which the King 
of the Hellenes and the Royal Family were present, followed by a Musical Entertainment. 

On the 18th Prince Nicholas of Greece and Prince Arthur of Connaught shot over the coverts 
in Windsor Great Park, being joined at luncheon, at the Fishing Temple at Virginia Water, by the 
King and Queen, King George, and Members of the Royal Family. After dinner their Majesties 
were present at a Theatrical Performance in the Waterloo Chamber by Mr. Charles Frohman’s 
Company from the Duke of York’s Theatre and Mr. Frederick Harrison’s Company from the 
Haymarket Theatre. 

On the 21st the King and Queen, with the King of the Hellenes, visited the National Gallery. 
In the afternoon King George, with Prince Nicholas of Greece, drove to the Greek Legation, where 
His Majesty held a Reception of the Greek Community in London, receiving Deputations and 
replying to Addresses. On the following day King George left with their Majesties for 
Sandringham. 

On the 27th the King of the Hellenes took leave of their Majesties at Sandringham and left 
for Buckingham Palace, being received on arrival by Prince Arthur of Connaught and the Greek 
Minister. His Majesty afterwards proceeded to Victoria Station and left for Dover en route to 
Paris (see Part II., p. 423).

January 23. The King unveiled in the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore a Memorial Window, 
the subject being Our Lord in Majesty seated upon a Throne in the act of Benediction and 
holding the Book of Life with the Alpha and Omega inscribed upon it, surrounded by Angels 
incensing and playing musical instruments. On a tablet of onyx carved in relief is the following 
inscription :— 

“ TO THE GLORY OF GOD, AND IN PIOUS MEMORY OF VICTORIA, QUEEN 
OF GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND, EMPRESS OF INDIA. BORN AT 
KENSINGTON PALACE 24TH MAY l8ig. SUCCEEDED TO THE THRONE 
20 TH JUNE 1837. DIED AT OSBORNE 22 ND JANUARY igOI. 

THIS WINDOW IS DEDICATED BY HER DEVOTED AND SORROWING SON, 

Edward R. & I ” 


January 29. Death of King Christian IX. of Denmark at Copenhagen. 

February 2. The Queen (accompanied by the King and Princess Victoria to Victoria 

Station, where they took leave of Her Majesty) left for Denmark to attend the b uneral of 
Her Majesty’s father, the King of Denmark. 

February 9. The King left Victoria Station for Portsmouth, being received on arrival by 

Admiral Sir Archibald Douglas (Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth), Prince Louis of Batten berg 
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and others, and proceeded on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert. On the followin'* 
day His Majesty landed, being received by the Lords of the Admiralty, and proceeded to the 
launching platform, from which, after a Special Service by the Bishop of Winchester and the 
Chaplain of the Dockyard, he launched H.M.S. Dreadnought with the usual ceremony. After 
conferring honours' on several Naval and Dockyard Officials His Majesty left in the Royal Yacht 
for Cowes. On the nth, after Divine Service on board the Victoria and Albert , the King landed 
at the Trinity Pier and visited the Royal Naval College at Osborne and His Majesty’s 
Convalescent Homes for Officers, paying a visit, before returning to the yacht, to Canon Hervey, 
who had been ill for some time. His Majesty returned to London the following day. 

February 15. The King received, at Buckingham Palace, Prebendary Carlile (Head of the 
Church Army), who laid before His Majesty a statement of the relief work carried on during 
the winter by the organization at the King’s Labour Tents, the Queen’s Labour Relief Depots, 
and other agencies. His Majesty wished the Church Army every success. 

ebmary 18. Funeral of King Christian of Denmark at Roskilde in the presence of King 
Frederick, Queen Louisa, Queen Alexandra, the Empress Dowager of Russia, the Duke and 
Duchess of Cumberland, the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, the Crown Prince and 
Princess of Denmark, Prince and Princess Waldemar, the German Emperor, the King of 
the Hellenes, King Haakon of Norway, Prince John of Schleswig-Holstein-Glucksburg, Prince 
Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden, the Grand Duke Michael of Russia, the Crown Prince of Siam; 
and Representatives of King Edward, the Emperor of Austria, the King of Italy, the King of 
Spain, and the French Republic. The Service was performed by the Lutheran Primate of 
Denmark and the Bishop of Zealand. 

A Memorial Service was held at the same time at the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, by the 
Bishop of London (the Archbishop of Canterbury after the Service pronouncing the Benediction), 
at which were present: The King, Princess Victoria, Prince Edward and Prince Albert of 
Wales, Prince and Princess Christian, the Princess Royal and the Duke of Fife, the Duchess 
of Albany, Prince Francis and Prince Alexander of Teck; and Representatives of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Princess Louise (Duchess of 
Argyll), and Princess Henry of Battenberg. 

Similar Services were also held at Westminster Abbey and the Scandinavian Church, 
Liverpool. 

February 27. Queen Alexandra returned to London from Copenhagen, being met at Victoria 

Station by the King and Princess Victoria, who accompanied Her Majesty to Buckingham Palace.

March 2. The King, attended by his suite, left Victoria Station by special train for 

Portsmouth, and, embarking on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , sailed the following day 
for Cherbourg en route to Paris. 

April 2. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, left Buckingham Palace, and travelled by 

special train from Victoria Station to Dover, en route for Marseilles, to join the King on board 
the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert. 







VISIT 

OF 

THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES THE PRINCE AND 

PRINCESS OF WALES 

TO 

INDIA, 

October i gth 1905 to May jth 1906. 


On the 19th of October 1905 the Prince and Princess of Wales, attended by Lady Eva 

Dugdale, Sir Walter Lawrence, Lieut.-Colonel Sir Arthur Bigge, the Hon. Derek Keppel, and 

Captain Viscount Crichton, left Victoria Station on their visit to India (the King and Queen, 
Princess Victoria, and Prince Francis and Prince Alexander of Teck being at the station to 
take leave) and proceeded to Genoa, embarking on board H.M.S. Renown. 

On the 26th the Renown, with the Prince and Princess and party, arrived at Port Said 
and proceeded through the Canal. Suez was reached on the 28th, Aden on the 3rd of November, 
and Bombay on the 9th. 

The Viceroy and Lady Curzon went on board at Bombay to welcome their 

Bombay. Rpya .1 Highnesses, followed shortly after by Lord Lamington (the Governor of 

Bombay). Landing and proceeding to the Apollo Bunder, an Official Reception was held, 
among others present being: The Maharaja of Kolhapur, the Nawab of Cambay, the Rana 
of Porbandar, the Raj-Sahib of Dhrangadra, the Maharaja of Bhavnagar and the Thakur 

Sahib of Gondal. After Addresses had been received and replied to, their Royal Highnesses 
proceeded in procession through a considerable part of the Native City to Government 

House on Malabar Hill. 

On the 10th of November, after a Reception of the Indian Chiefs at Government House, 

a drive was taken through the city, visits made to the Wadia Fire Temple and the People’s 

Fair, and the new thoroughfare named “ Prince’s Street ” opened. 

On the nth the Princess drove to the Town Hall and received an Address from Indian 
ladies, to which Her Royal Highness replied. In the afternoon the Prince, accompanied by 
the Princess, laid the foundation-stone of a new Museum, Library, and Art Gallery near the 
King’s Equestrian Statue and the Sailors’ Home. 

On the 12th the Prince and Princess attended Divine Service at the Cathedral. 

On the 13th the Prince, in the morning, paid return visits to the Chiefs, and in the 

afternoon, accompanied by the Princess, drove to the new Dock, being an extension of the 
Victoria and Prince’s Dock. After receiving an Address from the Chairman (enclosed in a 
siiver casket surmounted by a three-decker frigate, designed and executed in the Bombay School 
of Art) he laid the foundation-stone, naming the Dock the “Alexandra.” In the evening their 
Royal Highnesses attended a ball at the Byculla Club. 

On the 14th the Prince, after visiting a number of lesser Chiefs and holding an Investiture, 
conferred, among other honours, Knighthoods on Mr. Sassoon J. David (Sheriff of Bombay) 
and Mr. Carrimbhoy Ibrahim, and later in the day left for Indore.

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Their Royal Highnesses reached Indore on the 15th, and were received by the 
principal Ruling Chiefs of Central India (with the exception of the Maharaja 
Sindhia of Gwalior), including the Maharaja Holkar of Indore, and the Begam of Bhopal, and 
proceeded in procession to the Residency. 

On the 16th the Prince, accompanied by the Princess, held a Durbar, all the Chiefs being 
present, except the Maharaja Holkar (who was received in private audience from the fact of 
the visit being to his State), the first Chief presented being the Begam of Bhopal. In the 
afternoon a Garden Party was held at the Residency. 

On the 17th the Prince inspected the Bhopal Victoria Lancers and presented new Colours 
to the 1st Battalion York and Lancaster Regiment under the command of Lieut.-Colonel 
Mayne, and on the way to the station opened the “Edward Museum,” erected by the State 
in Commemoration of the Accession of King Edward (see Part III., p. 453). Their Royal 
Highnesses then left for Udaipur. 

The Prince and Princess reached Udaipur on the 18th, and were welcomed 
Udaipur. at the stat i on by the Maharana and attended a banquet in the evening at 
which the Maharana proposed the health of their Royal Highnesses. On the 19th the Prince 
and Princess attended Divine Service at the Mission Church, and on the 20th left for Jaipur. 

On the 21st their Royal Highnesses reached Jaipur, and were received at the 
Jaipur. station by the Maharaja and Sirdars and proceeded in procession, in which 
were 30 elephants, to the Residency. Here a Durbar was held, followed by a luncheon and 
the presentation of an Illuminated -Address from the Citizens of Ajmer, with a silver casket 
supporting a model of one of the Marble Pavilions built by Shah Jehan, lately restored by the 
Government. The Prince afterwards inspected the Imperial Service Transport Corps, and visited 
the Albert Hall erected to commemorate the visit of King Edward when, as Prince of Wales, 
he laid the foundation-stone in 1876 (see pp. 66, 454). 

On the 22nd the Prince went for a day’s shooting; in the evening, accompanied by the 
Princess, attending a State Banquet given by the Maharaja at the Palace and witnessing the 
Illuminations. 

On the 24th the Prince and Princess left for Bikaner, being welcomed by the 
Bikaner. Maharaja, and, after a Reception and luncheon at the new Palace, proceeded to 

a Camp at Gajner, 25 miles out. 

On the 25th the Prince, the Maharaja, and party had a successful day’s grouse-shooting, 
and on the 26th their Royal Highnesses attended Divine Service in Gamp, the Rev. Mr. Green, 
of Ajmer, officiating. 

On the 27th, after another day’s shooting, the Royal Party left in the evening 
Lahore. for Lahore, arriving on the 28th, and, proceeding in procession, received a hearty 
reception in passing through the streets to Government House. In the evening the Prince held a 
Reception of Princes and Chiefs of this part of India, and on the 29th a State Reception at 
Government House, the City being illuminated in the evening. 

On the 30th the Prince spent the morning in returning visits of the Maharaja of Patiala and 
the other leading Chiefs in their Camps. In the afternoon the Prince paid an informal visit to 
the Aitchison College while the Princess attended a Purdah Party. 

On the xst of December the Prince attended a Parade of the Imperial Service Troops under the 
command of Colonel Drummond (officiating as Inspector-General). The Maharaja of Patiala, the Raja 
of Jind, the Raja of Nabha, and the Raja of Kapurthala each rode at the head of his Regiment.

On the 2nd the Prince and Princess arrived at Peshawar and proceeded to 
Government House, where a Durbar was held, in the afternoon attending a Garden 
Party given at Government House in their honour by Colonel and Mrs. Deane. 

On the 4th the Prince and Princess made an expedition through the Khaibar Pass, inspecting 
the Guard of Honour at Lundi Kotal, and attending a reception of Afridi Maliks at Ali Musjid. 

On returning to Peshawar their Royal Highnesses left for Rawal Pindi, where, at 
Serai Kala (Lord Kitchener’s Camp), they were present at Manoeuvres, in which 
50,000 men took part. On the 7th the Prince received in audience the Tashi Lama, who had 
arrived from Tibet. 

On the gth the Prince and Princess arrived at Satwari, being welcomed by 
Sir Partab Singh (Maharaja of Jammu and Kashmir), and drove to the Camp 
prepared for their Royal Highnesses, where a Durbar was held in a Shamiana. A visit was after¬ 
wards paid to Mandi Palace, when, at a State Banquet in the evening, the Maharaja, in proposing 
the health of the King and the Prince and Princess of Wales, announced that he proposed estab¬ 
lishing a College for the benefit of all classes and creeds among his subjects, and obtained permission 
from the Prince that the same should be called “The Prince of Wales’s College.” On the 10th 
the Prince and Princess drove through the City, when there was a liberal distribution of food 
to the poor in honour of the visit, the Prince having asked that the money should be spent for this 
purpose instead of on fruit and flowers for the Royal Party. 

On the nth Amritsar was reached, a Reception being held at the Khalsa College, 
where Hymns of Welcome were sung and prayers offered on behalf of the King- 
Emperor, their Royal Highnesses, and the British Raj—all the Sikhs present joining in the responses. 
In the afternoon a visit was made to the Golden Temple. 

On the 12th the Prince and Princess arrived at Delhi, where, on proceeding to the 
Town Hall, their Royal Highnesses received a great popular welcome, and, after 
Addresses had been delivered and replied to, left for the Circuit House, where, on the 13th, after 
spending the day in sight-seeing, a Reception was held in the evening. On the 14th a visit was 
paid to the Tomb of Humayun, and other places of interest in the neighbourhood of the City. 

On the 15th, after attending a Garden Party given by Lady Rivaz, their Royal Highnesses 
left for Agra, receiving another popular welcome, especially during their drive through the City to 
Akbar’s Tomb. 

Arriving at Agra on the 16th, the Prince and Princess drove to the New Park, 
where, between the Fort and the Taj, a Camp had been formed, where they were 
the guests of Sir James and Lady La Touche. On the 17th a visit was paid to the Taj across 
the river. On the 18th the Prince, accompanied by the Princess, after receiving an Address from 
Mr. justice Knox (President of the Memorial Fund), unveiled the Statue of Queen Victoria, by 
Mr. Brock, erected in Macdonnell Park. On the 19th the Prince and Princess went by motor-car 
to Fatehpur Sikri and inspected the Palace as well as the Mausoleum at Sikandra, recently restored 
through the solicitude of Lord Curzon. 

On the 20th Gwalior was reached, the Prince and Princess being welcomed with 
great state by the Maharaja Sindhia at Morar Station. After presentations, the 
Prince with the Maharaja mounted the first elephant, the Princess with Major Daly (Agent to 
the Governor-General for Central India) the second, and proceeded in procession to the new Palace, 
where, in a Camp surrounding the Palace, the Maharaja entertained 100 European guests during 
the visit. After a Durbar of the leading Sirdars of State the Prince opened the Victoria Memorial

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Market and an Electric Lighting Installation for the City. On the 21st the Prince, accompanied 
by the Princess, reviewed the Troops in the morning, attended the Military Sports in the afternoon, 
and was present in the evening at a State Banquet. On the 22nd and 23rd the Prince went 
on a Shooting Expedition, and on the 25th (Christmas Day) was present at a Christmas Tree 
for the children of Gwalior Sirdars, arranged and presided over by the Princess, who brought the 
presents with her from England, and handed one to each child. 

Lucknow. 0n the 26th the Prince and Princess reached Lucknow, being again the guests 

Sir James and Lady La Pouche, and, after the Prince had laid the foundation- 
stone of a new Medical College, proceeded to the Residency, where a considerable time was spent. 
The Princess before leaving laid a wreath on Havelock’s grave. 

Calcutta. On the 29th the Prince and Princess arrived in Calcutta, the reception taking 

place at Prinseps Ghat, where their Royal Highnesses were met by Sir Andrew 
Fraser (Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal), General Sir Alfred Gaselee (General Commanding Eastern 
Division), the Chief Justice, the Bishop of Calcutta, and others, and, after receiving and replying 
to an Address from the Municipal Corporation, proceeded in procession to Government House, 
where an Official Reception by the Viceroy and Countess of Minto was held, followed by a Banquet 
at Government House. 

On the 30th the Princess visited the Dufferin Hospital. The Prince presented new Colours 
to the 1st Battalion The King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment), and in the afternoon, 
accompanied by Lord and Lady Minto, attended the Races. 

On the 31st the Prince attended Divine Service at the Cathedral, and took luncheon with the 
Chief Justice. 

On the 1st of January 1906 the Prince and Princess were present at a Review of the Troops, 
as well as a Contingent of Bluejackets and Royal Marines, under the command of Lord Kitchener, 
on the Maidan ; took luncheon with the Maharaja of Cooch Behar; and in the afternoon 
attended a Purdah Party at Belvedere given by the Lieutenant-Governor and Lady Fraser. 

On the 2nd the Prince received the Tashi Lama of Tibet, the Maharaja and the Kumar of 
Sikkim, Tongsa Penlop, and the Maharaja Kumar of Bhutan; in the afternoon attending an 
Indian F§te on the Maidan. 

On the 3rd the Prince and Princess were present at a Garden Party at Government House, 
and in the evening dined with Lord Kitchener at the Fort. 

On the 4th the Prince, accompanied by the Princess, laid the foundation-stone of the Victoria 

Memorial Hall to commemorate the reign of the first Queen-Empress, and in the evening 

their Royal Highnesses were present at a State Ball at Government House. 

On the 5th the Prince attended the University Convocation, when the Viceroy, as Chancellor, 
conferred the Degree of Doctor of Laws on His Royal Highness. The Prince subsequently returned 
the visits of the Tashi Lama and other Chiefs, and in the evening left for Barrackpur. 

On the gth the Renown , with the Prince and Princess and party on board, left Sangor for 

Burma, arriving on the 14th at Rangoon, where, along the processional route to 
Government House, as the guests of the Lieutenant-Governor and Lady White, 
15,000 children (Chinese, Hindus, Parsees, Mohammedans, Indians, Eurasians, Europeans, and 
Burmese) gave their Royal Highnesses an enthusiastic welcome. In the afternoon a private visit 
was paid to the Shive Dagon Pagoda. On the 15th the Prince and Princess witnessed elephants 
at work in a timber-yard moving and stacking logs, and in the afternoon attended a Garden Party 
given by Sir Herbert and Lady White at Government House.

On the 17th the morning was devoted to sight-seeing. In the afternoon the 
Prince and Princess attended a Garden Party, and in the evening returned by river steamer to 
Rangoon, whence, embarking on board the Renown , they sailed for Madras, which was reached 
on the 24th, their Royal Highnesses being received on landing by Lord and Lady 
Ampthill, the Principal Military and Civil Officials, and Ruling Chiefs, and, after 
receiving an Address from the Municipality, proceeded in procession to Government House. 

On the 25th the Prince received the leading Indian Chiefs in Audience, and held a Levee. 
Their Royal Highnesses were -present at a banquet at Government House in the evening. 

On the 26th the Prince received Deputations from different parts of the Madras Presidency, 
and in the afternoon laid the foundation-stone of the Technical Institute in memory of Queen 
Victoria, and, with the Princess, attended a Garden Party at Government House. 

On the 27th the Prince and Princess attended Divine Service at St. Mary's, and on the 

Mysore 2 8th ^ ^ or My sore > arriving on the 29th, and being received by the Maharaja 
and State Officials. 

On the 30th the Prince, accompanied by the Princess, laid the foundation-stone of a new 
Technical Institute, and in the afternoon paid a visit to Seringapatam. 

On the 31st the Prince left for a Camp forty miles from Mysore on a three days’ Shooting 
Expedition, returning on the 4th of February and leaving the same night for 
Bangalore, which was reached on the 5th. After receiving an Address from the 
Municipality, the Prince unveiled a Statue erected to the memory of Queen Victoria by the 
Maharaja and people of Mysore. 

On the 6th the Prince presented a new Standard to the 6th Dragoon Guards (this being his 
first presentation of Colours to a Cavalry Regiment), and leaving Bangalore arrived 
at Hyderabad on the 8th, their Royal Highnesses being received by the Nizam 
and driving with him to the Falaknuma Palace. 

On the gth, after inspecting 8,000 British and Native Troops, the Prince presented new Colours 
to the 2nd Queen Victoria’s Own Rajput Light Infantry, and in the afternoon laid the foundation- 
stone of the Victoria Zenana Hospital, a State Banquet in the evening having been abandoned in 
consequence of the death of one of the Nizam’s daughters. 

On the 10th the Prince left for Narrimpeth on a Shooting Expedition, returning to 

Hyderabad on the 15th. 

On the 16th their Royal Highnesses left for Benares, arriving on the 18th without any 

„ ceremony.

On the 19th the Prince and Princess proceeded on an Elephant Procession 

in State through the city to the Town Hall, and received an Address from the Municipality. 

On the 20th the Prince and Princess went for a trip on the Ganges in the Maharaja’s 

State Barge, in the afternoon visiting all the chief points of interest in the city and neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

On the 21st the Prince presented new Colours to the 2nd Battalion South Staffordshire 

Regiment, and awarded Medals to a number of Gurkhas for their gallantry on the occasion of the 
Dharmsala earthquake. In the evening their Royal Highnesses left for Lucknow, 
arriving on the 22nd, and proceeding to Government House. On the following 
day the Prince left for Gwalior on a Shooting Expedition. The Princess left on the 26th for

Agra and Aligarh, where Her Royal Highness was joined by the Prince from Gwalior on the 
8th of March. Plaving paid a visit to the Anglo-Oriental College, their Royal 
Highnesses left without ceremony for Quetta on the 10th. 

On the 11 th the Prince and Princess attended Divine Service, and on the 12th received the 
Khan of Khelat and the Jam of Las Bela, and in the afternoon held a Durbar at which the 
Sirdars of Baluchistan attended. 

On the 13th the Prince returned the visit of the Khan of Khelat, in the afternoon inspecting 
the Fortifications, and, with the Princess, was present at a State Dinner at the Residency 
followed by a Reception. 

On the 14th the Prince planted a hawthorn-tree on the spot ;vhere Sir Robert Sandeman first 
pitched his tent on arrival at Quetta, subsequently taking luncheon with the Officers of the Welsh 
Regiment at their Mess. Late the same evening the Prince left for Chaman, where, on the 
following day, he presented new Colours to the 127th (Queen Mary’s Own) Baluch Light Infantry 
returning to Quetta in the evening. 

On the 17th the Prince and Princess arrived at Karachi from Quetta, where, in .reply to a 
Municipal Address, His Royal Highness stated that he and the Princess were 
leaving India with feelings of gratitude and affection; especially had they been 
deeply impressed by that feeling of loyalty to the Crown and devotion to the person of the King- 
Emperor which had been displayed ever since they first set foot on Indian soil, as they had also 
been greatly touched by the evident memories of affection towards his dear brother which still remained 
in the hearts of those with whom he was brought into contact during his stay in India some 
sixteen years before. In the afternoon the Prince unveiled the Sind Memorial to Queen Victoria. 

On the 19th, after holding an Investiture and conferring many honours, their Royal Highnesses 
drove, late in the evening, to the wharf, where the Renown was waiting, and, having embarked, 
steamed slowly away, the Band striking up “ Auld Lang Syne.” 

From Aden, on the 26th of March, the Prince sent the following telegram to the Viceroy:—

“ On leaving the last place in Indian Territory, we again thank you and the people 

of India for all the kindness we received, which will never fade from our memories.” 

Suez was reached on the 28th, and Cairo on the 29th, where their Royal Highnesses were 
met by the Khedive and his brother, Lord and Lady Cromer, and Sir R. Wingate, 
and proceeded in procession to the Abdin Palace. 

On the 30th the Prince, accompanied by the Princess, inspected the King’s Royal Rifles at 
Abassieh and lunched with the Officers at their Mess. In the afternoon the Prince, accompanied 
by the Princess, presented new Colours to the 2nd Battalion Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers at the 
Kasv-el-Nil Barracks, took tea with the Officers at their Mess, and dined at the Abdin Palace. 

On the 31st the Prince and Princess attended a Military Tournament given by officers and 

soldiers of the Egyptian Army, and in the afternoon received the Legislative Council at the 

Palace. 

On the 1st of April their Royal Hignnesses, accompanied by the Khedive in his yacht, paid a 
visit to the Barrage, and on the 2nd to the Sakhara Graves. 

On the 3rd the Prince, after shooting in the morning at Ayat, joined the Princess at luncheon 
at the French Embassy, and in the afternoon, with the Khedive, visited Ghezireh and witnessed 
some Bedouin horse and camel races. 
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On the 4th, in the morning, visits were made to the Citadel and principal Mosques, and 
after luncheon at the Palace the Prince and Princess left for the Pyramids, where they dined 
at the Khedival Kiosk below the Great Pyramid, returning late in the evening to the Palace. 

On the 5th the Prince and Princess, after a cordial send-off from the Khedive, Prince 
Mohamed Ali, Lord and Lady Cromer, Sir R. Wingate, Sir Vincent Corbett, and others, arrived 
at Port Said, and, embarking on board the Renown , left on the 6th, arriving at 
Corfu. c or f u on the gth, where they were met by King George of Greece. 

On the nth their Royal Highnesses welcomed King Edward and Queen Alexandra on their 
arrival on board the Victoria and Albert from Marseilles. 


May 7. The King returned to London, and on the following day drove to Victoria 

Station to meet the Prince and Princess of Wales (who had been joined at Portsmouth by Prince 
Edward, Prince Albert, Prince Henry, and Princess Mary of Wales) on return from their 
Indian Tour. 

May 8. The Prince and Princess of Wales landed at Portsmouth and proceeded to 

London, being welcomed by the King at Victoria Station. 

May 13. The King, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and other Members of the Royal 

Family were present at a Service of Thanksgiving at Westminster Abbey for the safe return of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales from their Indian Tour, the Sermon being preached by the Dean. 

May 17. The Prince and Princess of Wales were entertained by the Corporation at luncheon. 

The Prince, replying to a toast, strongly urged the desirability of more Englishmen visiting India. 

May 22. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, returned from Copenhagen, being met at 

Victoria Station by the King, the Prince of Wales, and other Members of the Royal family, 
who accompanied Her Majesty to Buckingham Palace. 

May 23. The King visited Aldershot, being received by Lieut.-General Sir John French, 

and, after witnessing some Field Manoeuvres, took luncheon with the Lieutenant-General at 
Blackdown Barracks. Before returning to London His Majesty visited the Balloon Factory, the 
Gymnasium, the Swimming Bath, and the Officers’ Club. 

May 26. The King, accompanied by the Queen, drove from Buckingham 1 alace to 

the offices of the Hearts of Oak Benefit Society in Euston Road, being received by the Atch- 
bishop of Canterbury and the Secretary of State for the Home Department. After replying 
to an Address of Welcome from Mr. J. L. Brown (the President) on behalf of the Society, 
His Majesty was presented with a key with which he unlocked the doors of the building, and, 
being conducted to the Delegate Hall, and receiving and replying to another Address from 
Mr. Stuart Sim (the Chief Registrar) on behalf of various Friendly Societies, His Majesty declared 
the new Buildings open. After an inspection of the premises their Majesties returned to Buckingham 
Palace. On a tablet affixed to the wall of the porch is the following inscription: 

“ THIS BUILDING WAS OPENED 
BY 

HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. 

ACCOMPANIED BY 

. QUEEN ALEXANDRA, 

MAY 26TH 1906.” 
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June i2. The King, as Sovereign of the Order of St. Michael and St. George, was present 

at the ceremony of the Dedication of the Chapel of the Order in St. Paul’s Cathedral. His 
Majesty, accompanied by the Prince of Wales (Grand Master), left Buckingham Palace, being 
met by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs at the City Boundary at Temple Bar, and received and 
returned the City Sword to the Lord Mayor, according to the usual custom. On arrival at the 
Cathedral His Majesty was received by the Grand Master and Officers of the Order, and proceeded 
in procession to the Chapel, where a Dedicatory Prayer was offered by the Bishop of London. 
Proceeding again in procession from the Chapel through the Nave to the Choir, the Sovereign 
took his seat on a Throne on the north side of the Choir, the Grand Master being seated opposite, 
and the Service was then continued. The Sermon was preached by the Prelate of the Order, who 
also pronounced the Benediction. The ceremony being concluded, the Sovereign was conducted 
to the west door and returned to the Palace. 

June 13 . The King, accompanied by the Queen, travelling by special train to Midhurst, 

was received at the Sanatorium at Lords Common by the Duke of Norfolk (Lord-Lieutenant of 
the County of Sussex), the Duchess of Norfolk, Sir William Broad bent (the Chairman), and others, 
and, being conducted to the Dining Hall, received and replied to an Address from the Chairman 
on behalf of the Advisory Committee. After a brief prayer by the Bishop of Chichester the King 
declared the building open. Their Majesties were conducted over the premises before returning to 
town. 

June 26 . The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Princess Royal and the Duke of Fife 

with Princesses Alexandra and Maud, the Duchess of Connaught with Prince Arthur and Princess 
Patricia of Connaught, and Prince Edward and Prince Albert of Wales, presented, in the Garden 
of Buckingham Palace, new Colours to the 3rd Battalion Grenadier Guards, of which His Majesty 
was Colonel-in-Chief, the Battalion being formed up under the command of the Duke of Connaught, 
(Colonel of the Grenadier Guards). The 3rd Battalion, to whom the Colours were presented, was 
under the command of Colonel C. Fergusson, the Consecration Service being performed by Bishop 
Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). 

June 28 . The King left St. Pancras Station, travelling by special train to Derby, where 

(at Nottingham Road Station) he was met by the Duke of Devonshire (Lord High Steward of 
the Borough), the Mayor, and others. Proceeding to the Town Hall, His Majesty received and 
replied to an Address from the Mayor and Corporation, and afterwards unveiled a Statue erected 
to the memory of Queen Victoria, on the pedestal of which is the following'inscription 

“ VICTORIA, R.I. 

1906. 

BORN AT KENSINGTON PALACE, 

24 may 1819. 

DIED AT OSBORNE, 

24 JANUARY I90I. 

PRESENTED TO THE TOWN OF DERBY BY 
SIR ALFRED SEALE HASLAM

1890. 

AND UNVEILED BY KING EDWARD VII. 

28TH JUNE 1906.” 
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His Majesty then proceeded to the Royal Agricultural Showyard and received and replied to an 
Address from the Duke of Devonshire (on behalf of the Derbyshire Agricultural and Horticultural 
Society), afterwaids inspecting a number of Veterans resident in Derby, who had served in the 
Crimea, the Indian Mutiny, and other Campaigns. Before returning to London His Majesty 
visited the different Departments of the Agricultural Show. 

July io. The King, accompanied by the Queen, left Buckingham Palace for King’s Cross 

on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Northumberland at Alnwick Castle, travelling by special 
train to the new High Level Bridge on the Tyne, where the train drew up and the King and 
Queen alighted. After the Right Hon. J. Wharton (Chairman of the North Eastern Railway), 
Lord Knaresborough, Lord Wenlock, and others had been presented, the King touched an electric 
button releasing the barrier across the Bridge, which His Majesty then declared open. The Royal 
I rain having passed over the Bridge, their Majesties were met by the Duke of Northumberland 
(Lord-Lieutenant of the County). Addresses having been received and replied to from the Justices 
of the County and from the County Council, their Majesties left for Alnwick Castle. 

On the 1 ith the King and Queen, accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of Northumberland, 
the Earl and Countess of Pembroke, the Earl and Countess of Jersey, and others, travelled by 
special train to the Central Station, Newcastle-on-Tyne, where they were met by Alderman J. 
Baxter Ellis (the Mayor) and Corporation of the City and County of Newcastle-on-Tyne, there 
being also present Lieut.-General Sir Leslie Rundle (General Officer of the Northern Command) 
and his staff. Addresses were received from the Corporation (enclosed in a gold casket) and 
from the Newcastle and Gateshead Incorporated Chamber of Commerce, by Sir Charles Mark 
Palmer (President of the Chamber), to which the King replied. Their Majesties then drove 
to the Armstrong College, being received by the President and Mrs. Kitchen, and, being 
presented with a gold key, the King unlocked the door of the College. Proceeding to a dais, after 
replying to Addresses from the President, on behalf of the Governors and Council, and from the 
Board of Professors and Students, His Majesty declared the building open. On leaving the 
College their Majesties proceeded to the Royal Victoria Infirmary, being met by Lord Armstrong 
(Chairman of the House Committee), and, having been conducted to the dais, received and replied 
to an Address from the Governing Body. The Bishop of Durham then offered a prayer, after 
which His Majesty declared the building open. On the left of the entrance is a tablet with the 
following inscription :— 

“this infirmary was opened by 

HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. 

ACCOMPANIED BY HER MAJESTY QUEEN ALEXANDRA 
ON THE I ITH DAY OF JULY 1906. 

right hon. baron Armstrong, Chairman 
sir george hare philipson, Vice-Chairman 
sir riley lord, Chairman of Building Committee.". 

In front of the Infirmary His Majesty also unveiled a Statue to the memory of Queen Victoria, 
on which is the following inscription :—

VICTORIA QUEEN-EMPRESS 1837-I9OI.”

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Proceeding afterwards to the Assembly Rooms in Westgate Street, His Majesty conferred the 
honour of Knighthood on Alderman J. Baxter Ellis (the Mayor), and, after being entertained at 
luncheon by the Mayor and Mayoress, their Majesties left for Alnwick Castle, and returned to London 
the following day. 

July 28 . The King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the Duke of 

Connaught, inspected the 3rd Battalion Scots Guards (under the command of Colonel L. Drummond), 
about to be disbanded, and in accepting the Colours hoped that it might be possible to see a 
3rd Battalion of the Scots Guards carrying the same Colours ( see October 31). 

August 4 . The King, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, inspected the new Battleship 

Dreadnought (which His Majesty launched on the 10th of February), at Portsmouth, and also paid 
a visit to the Victory, afterwards joining the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the Duke of Connaught 
on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , where their Majesties received a visit from the 
King and Queen of Spain, and later on returned the visit on board the Spanish Royal Y acht 
Giralda. In the evening the King and Queen of Spain dined with their Majesties on board the 
Victoria and Albert. 

August 13 . The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria returned from Cowes to 

Buckingham Palace, their Majesties in the afternoon receiving Indian Chiefs from British 
Columbia of the Spanish Tribe, the Cowichan Tribe, and the Bonaparte Tribe. 

August 14 . The King, attended by his suite, left Buckingham Palace for Port Victoria, and 
embarking on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert left for Flushing en route to Cronberg and 
Marienbad, returning on the 8th of September. 

August 18 . The Queen, with Princess Victoria, left Buckingham Palace for Charing Cross 

Station, and, travelling by special train to Port Victoria, embarked on board the Victoria and 

Albert and left for Flushing en route to Norway and Denmark. Her Majesty returned to 
Buckingham Palace on the 24th of September and left the following day to join the King at 
Balmoral, being received on arrival by the King, the Prince and Princess of Wales with their 
Royal Highnesses’ Children, and Prince Arthur of Connaught. 

September 27 . The King and Queen left by special train for - Aberdeen to open the new 
Buildings at Marischal College, being received at Holburn Street Station by Mr. Alexander Lyon 
(the Lord Provost), who presented the keys of the City, which the King returned; the Earl of 
Aberdeen (Lord-Lieutenant of the County) ; Mr. Donald Crawford (the Sheriff) ; Lord Strathcona 
and Mount Royal (the Chancellor of the University); Sir Frederick Treves (the Rector); the Very 
Rev. John Marshall Lang (the Principal), and others. A procession having been formed their 
Majesties drove to Marischal College, on arrival proceeding to a platform in the Quadrangle, where 
an Address was presented by the Principal, to which the King replied. The Chancellor then 
handed a key of the buildings to the King, and His Majesty declared the buildings open, 
a prayer being offered by the Rev. Professor Cowan (Dean of the Faculty of Divinity). After 
an inspection of the buildings, their Majesties left for the Town Hall, where they were received 
by the Lord Provost and Mrs. Lyon, and, having been conducted to the Reception Hall (after 
receiving and replying to an Address read by the Town Clerk, which was presented to the King 
in a silver casket), His Majesty conferred the honour of Knighthood on Mr. Alexander Lyon 
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(the Lord Provost). On the wall of the University Court Room is a bronze tablet bearing 
Coats of Arms in heraldic colours and the following inscription in raised letters : — 

“ THESE BUILDINGS, ERECTED BY THE MUNIFICENCE OF FRIENDS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY IN EXTENSION OF MARISCHAL COLLEGE AND FOR THE BETTER 
ADVANCEMENT OF KNOWLEDGE AND SOUND LEARNING, WERE OPENED BY HIS 
MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII., ACCOMPANIED BY HER MAJESTY QUEEN ALEXANDRA, 

ON THE 27TH DAY OF SEPTEMBER I906, DURING THE CELEBRATIONS OF THE 
FOURTH CENTENARY OF THE UNIVERSITY.” 

After luncheon in the Large Hall their Majesties returned to Balmoral. 

October 31 . The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, in the Quadrangle 

at Buckingham Palace, received from Colonel L. Drummond the Colours of the 3rd Battalion 
Scots Guards lately disbanded ( see July 28). 

November 5 . The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, 

Prince Edward and Prince Albert of Wales, and Princess Victoria, drove from Sandringham to 
King’s Lynn to open the new Buildings of King Edward VII. Grammar School, being received at 
the main entrance to the School by Alderman Edwin Dunn (Mayor of King’s Lynn), Mr. W. J. 
Lancaster (the Recorder), the Rev. W. Boyce (the Head Master), and others. Having replied Jo 
Addresses from the Mayor and Corporation and from Mr. Thomas Brown (representing the 
Higher Education Committee of the Town Council), His Majesty declared the new buildings 
open. The Bishop of Norwich having offered a prayer, His Majesty conferred the honour of 
Knighthood on Mr. W. J. Lancaster (the Recorder) and presented the Gold Medal, annually 
given by His Majesty, to Basil Henry Binks. After being conducted over the buildings, the 
Queen, at the main entrance to the School, unveiled a Statue of King Edward. Their Majesties 
afterwards returned to Sandringham (see Part II., p. 437). 

November 12 . The King and Queen of Norway, with Prince Olaf, arrived at Portsmouth on 

board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, being received on behalf of the King by the Prince 
of Wales, who accompanied their Majesties by special train to Windsor, where they were 
received at the Station by the King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, Prince Christian, and the 
Duke of Connaught. After receiving and replying to an Address from the Mayor and Corporation 
of the Borough, their Majesties drove to the Castle, accompanied by a Sovereign’s Escort with 
two Standards, being met at the Castle by the Princess of Wales, Princess Louise (Duchess of 
Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll (Governor and Constable of the Castle), the Duchess of 
Connaught and Prince Arthur and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. 

On the 13th the King, with King Haakon, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught 
and Prince Arthur of Connaught, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park. The Queen, 
with Queen Maud and Prince Christian, joined their Majesties and party at luncheon at the 
Fishing Temple, Virginia Water. In the evening the King held a Chapter of the Most Noble 
Order of the Garter in the Throne Room, when His Majesty invested the King of Norway with 
the Insignia of the Garter. Their Majesties gave a State Banquet in St. George’s Hall in honour 
of the King and Queen of Norway, at which the Members of the Royal Family and many 
distinguished guests were present. 

On the 14th the King and Queen of Norway, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales and the Duke of Connaught, left the Castle by special train for Paddington, being met by 
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Major-General the Hon. Frederick Stopford (in command of the London District) and his staff. 
After replying to an Address from the Borough of Paddington, their Majesties drove in 
procession to the Guildhall, en route (at Oxford Circus) receiving and replying to Addresses 
from the City of Westminster, the Borough of Marylebone, and the Borough of Hoi born. 
On arriving at the Guildhall their Majesties were received by the Lord Mayor, Lady Mayoress, 
the Sheriffs, and others, and proceeded to the Library, where the Duchess of Connaught with 
Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught and the Duke of Fife had preceded them An 
Address, enclosed in a gold casket, was presented by the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the 
City, which was duly replied to, and the King of Norway conferred Norwegian Decorations on 
several of the City Officials. After being entertained at luncheon in the Guildhall their Majesties 
returned to Windsor. 

On the 15th the King, accompanied by King Haakon, the Prince of Wales, Prince Philip of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and Prince Christian, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being 
joined at luncheon in a tent in the Park near the Long Walk by the Queen, Queen Maud, the 
Princess of Wales, the Duchess of Connaught, with Prince Arthur and Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught. Their Majesties gave a State Banquet in St. George’s Hall in the evening, at which 
the Royal Family and a large number of guests were present. 

On the 16th the King, with King Haakon, the Prince of Wales and Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
paid a visit to Prince and Princess Christian at Cumberland Lodge. In the evening the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Alexander of Teck, and other Members of the 
Royal Family dined with the King and Queen and King Haakon and Queen v Maud, afterwards 
being present at a Theatrical Performance in the Waterloo Gallery by Mr. Lewis Waller’s Company 
from the Lyric Theatre. 

On the 17th the King, with King Haakon, the Prince of Wales, and Prince Philip of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha went for a shoot in the neighbourhood of Cranborne Tower, but had to return to 
the Castle in consequence of the rain. In the evening a Dinner and Musical Party was given at 
the Castle. 

On the 18th, after Divine Service in the Private Chapel (the Dean of Windsor officiating, 
the Sermon being preached by the Archbishop of Canterbury), the King and Queen with King 
Haakon and Queen Maud visited the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore and inspected the Royal 
Gardens. 

On the 19th the King and Queen, the King and Queen of Norway with Prince Olaf, and 
Princess Victoria left Windsor for Buckingham Palace, the King of Norway on the following 
day receiving various Deputations and Addresses. 

On the 22nd the King and Queen of Norway were entertained at luncheon by the Norwegian 
Colony in London at the Ritz Hotel. 

On the 23rd the Queen of Norway was privately presented with the Plate given to Her 
Majesty by the English Nation as a Coronation Gift. In the afternoon the Queen, accompanied 
by the King and Queen of Norway, Prince Olaf, and Princess Victoria, left the Palace for 
Sandringham. 

December 1. The King, accompanied by King Haakon, in the corner of the Park near West 
Newton Church, Sandringham, held a Review of the King’s Own Royal Regiment of Norfolk 
Imperial Yeomanry, of which he was Colonel-in-Chief (King Haakon being Honorary Colonel), 
under the command of Colonel H. A. Barclay, and the 3rd Volunteer Battalion of the Norfolk 
Regiment, under the command of Colonel G. F. Cresswell. The Queen and Queen Maud with 
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Prince Olaf were present in one carriage, the Princess of Wales with Prince Edward, Prince 
Albert, and Princess Mary of Wales in another. The troops present, to the number of 1,200, were 
entertained at a mid-day meal by their Majesties before marching home. In the evening, after 
dinner, there was a Concert in. the Ball Room. 

December 12. The Queen, with King Haakon, Queen Maud, and Prince Olaf, arrived at 
St. Pancras from Sandringham, and drove to Buckingham Palace. 

December 14 . The King and Queen of Norway, with Prince Olaf, took leave of the Queen 
at Buckingham Palace, the King accompanying their Majesties to Victoria Station, and there 
taking leave. There were also present at the station, to bid farewell to their Majesties, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught with Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught, and the Norwegian Minister.

February 2. The King and Queen left Buckingham Palace for the British Embassy, Paris. 
Princess Victoria accompanied their Majesties to Calais, and proceeded on a visit to the King 
and Queen of Norway at Christiania. The Prince of Wales, accompanied by Prince Edward of 
Wales, was present at Victoria Station to take leave. Their Majesties returned to London on 
the 9th, being met by the Prince and Princess of Wales at Victoria Station. 

February 23. The King, accompanied by the Queen, drove from Buckingham Palace to Vincent 
Square, Westminster, to open the Exhibition of South African Products, being met at the Royal 
Horticultural Hall by the Prince and Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Christian, and 
Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll. Their Majesties were received by 
the Earl of Elgin (Secretary of State for the Colonies) and others. After receiving and replying 
to an Address from Sir Thomas Fuller (as Senior Agent-General) His Majesty declared the 
Exhibition open, and, having made a tour of the Exhibition, their Majesties returned to the Palace. 

February 27. The King, accompanied by the Queen, drove to the Central Criminal Court, 
Old Bailey, being received at the City Boundary at Temple Bar by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, 
who, according to ancient custom, surrendered the City Sword, which the King returned. Arriving 
at the Old Bailey, their Majesties were conducted to the dais in the south end of the Hall on 
the ground floor. After replying to an Address from the Corporation of the City of London, 
His Majesty was presented with a gold key and declared the new Buildings open, a prayer 
being previously offered by the Archbishop of Canterbury. On a tablet on the ground floor is 
the following inscription :— 

“THIS BUILDING WAS OPENED ON THE 27TH FEBRUARY I9O7 BY 
HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. 

ACCOMPANIED BY HER MAJESTY QUEEN ALEXANDRA ” 

{followed by the names of the Lord Mayor, the Right Hon. Sir William Purdie 
Treloar, Knt., the Sheriffs, 6 Aldermen, 29 Commoners, the Architect and Builders). 

After the opening ceremony the King conferred the honour of Knighthood on Mr. F. A. Bosanquet 
(the Common Serjeant) and Mr. C. M. Mathews. Their Majesties, preceded by the Lord Chief 
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Justice and the Secretary of State for the Home Department, then entered the Lift and were 
conducted to the Upper Hall, and thence to the Principal Court, which their Majesties entered, 
and took their seats on the Bench. 1 he Lord Chief Justice having briefly addressed their 
Majesties, the King and Queen returned to Buckingham Palace. 

March 4. I he King, attended by his suite, left for Paris en route to Biarritz, the Prince 

of Wales being present at Victoria Station to take leave of His Majesty. 

March 6. I he Queen, attended by the Marchioness of Lansdowne and the Hon. Charlotte 

Knollys, visited Queen Victoria’s Jubilee Institute for Nurses in Victoria Square, being received by 
Viscount Goschen (Chairman of the Council) and others. The Queen was conducted through 
the Chief Offices, and had presented to her Miss Hughes (the General Superintendent) and 
24 London District Superintendents. 

March 7. Her Majesty the Empress Marie Feodorovna of Russia arrived on a visit to 

the Queen, who, with the Prince and Princess of Wales, met the Empress at Victoria Station. 
I heir Majesties drove to Buckingham Palace, where, shortly after, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales visited the Empress. I he Queen and Empress later in the afternoon visited their Royal 
Highnesses at Marlborough House. 

March 9. The Queen, with the Empress Marie, visited the London Hospital, Whitechapel 

Road, being received by Lord Stanley (Treasurer), the Hon. Sydney Holland (Chairman), Miss 
E. C. E. Liickes (Matron), and others. Having been conducted to the Nurses’ Home their 
Majesties inspected the Nurses, and, crossing the street to the Hospital proper, inspected the 
site set apart for a Statue of the Queen. Her Majesty expressed her pleasure that the first 
Statue of herself in London should find a place outside the East End Hospital to commemorate 
Her Majesty being President of the Hospital. Entering the Hospital, their Majesties proceeded 
to the Childrens Ward, visiting every cot and speaking to all the children; and thence to the 
Lying-in Hospital, where they also spoke to every occupant. Their Majesties having taken 
luncheon in the Committee Room, visited the Out-Patients’ Department and inspected the 
P insen light treatment of Lupus, the first installation of which had been presented by the Queen, 
and here also their Majesties spoke to all the patients. After visiting the Ophthalmic Wards their 
Majesties left the Hospital for Buckingham Palace, paying en route a brief visit to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

March 10. After Divine Service in the Private Chapel at Buckingham Palace, their 

Majesties, accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales, left for Windsor, visiting the Castle 
and the Albert Memorial Chapel (in which are placed the Sarcophagus of the Duke of Clarence, 
the Duke of Albany’s Tomb, and the Cenotaph of the Prince Consort), returning afterwards 
to London. 

March 15. 1 he Queen and the Empress Marie visited the National Gallery of British Art 

(the late Gallery), Grosvenor Road, in the morning, and the Tower of London in the afternoon, 

April 2. The Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria visited the Victoria and 

Albert Museum and the National History Museum, South Kensington; and, in the morning of 
the 3rd, the Royal Institute of Painters in Water Colours, Piccadilly, and in the afternoon the 
Grafton Galleries in Bond Street, and Westminster Abbey. 

April 5 - The Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria left Victoria Station by 

special train for Dover en route to the Continent, The Prince of Wales, with members of the 
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Russian Embassy and the Greek and Danish Legations, attended at the station to take leave of 
their Majesties, who, on arriving at Dover, left for Calais. The Queen and Princess Victoria 
proceeded to Toulon to join the King on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, the 
Empress Marie proceeding to Biarritz. 

April 6. On the 6th, after the arrival of the Queen and Princess Victoria, the King 

received on board the Royal Yacht the Admirals in Command of the French Mediterranean 
Squadron and intimated his desire to visit the Jena, stating that “this visit is a homage^ 
which I feel I should pay to the memory of all the brave French sailors’who met a glorious 
death in that terrible catastrophe. By going on board the vessel where they perished victims to 
their duty 1 mean to give a personal mark of my sympathy.” His Majesty then, accompanied 
by Admirals Touchard and Marques, went on board the Jena, being shown the devastated quarters 
of the Admiral and those of the two officers who perished by the flames, and the spot from which 
forty bodies had been recovered. His Majesty afterwards returned to the Royal Yacht, which 
left for Cartagena, arriving on the 8th, when King Alfonso, Queen Christina, and the Infante 
Ferdinand, accompanied by the Premier, Ministers, and others, went on board to welcome their 
Majesties. Later in the afternoon their Majesties went on board the Royal Spanish Yacht 
Giralda to visit King Alfonso and Queen Christina, and in the evening King Alfonso gave a banquet 
on board the Battleship Numancia in honour of King Edward and Queen Alexandra. 

On the 9th King Edward left the Victoria and Albert arid proceeded to H.M.S. Queen, being 
joined by King Alfonso and the Infante Ferdinand from the Giralda. King Edward reviewed 
the British Fleet outside the Harbour, and then, accompanied by King Alfonso, inspected the 
Battleship Venerable. After luncheon on the Queen, King Edward took leave qf King Alfonso, who 
returned . to the Giralda, King Edward, proceeding to the Victoria and Albert. During King 
Edward’s absence Queen Christina took luncheon with Queen Alexandra on board the Victoria 
and Albert. 

On the 10th the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties on board, left Cartagena for Malta, 
arriving the following day at Mahon (Minorca). Having landed, their Majesties went for a drive 
in motor-cars to La Mezquita fc where they took luncheon, returning afterwards through Mahon to 
the Royal Yacht, which left later in the day, arriving at Malta on the 13th. The Governor 
(General Sir Charles Mansfield Clarke) and Admirals went on board to welcome their Majesties, 
who landed later and drove to the Palace, being received by the Archbishop of Malta and the 
Headquarters Staff. Subsequently their Majesties drove to the Admiralty' House, being received 
by Admiral Sir Charles Drury and his staff, and afterwards returned to the Royal Yacht. 
Their Majesties dined in the evening on board the Admiralty Yacht Enchantress. 

On the 14th Divine Service was held on board the Victoria and Albert. After iuncheon the 
King and Queen landed and drove to San Antonio Palace, and, having inspected the Private 
Gardens - and taken tea, returned to the yacht. 

On the 15th their Majesties and Princess Victoria landed, and, accompanied by the Governor 
and Admiral of the Fleet Sir John Fisher, entered the Maglio Gardens, where the King unveiled 
a Bronze Bust ol the late Chief Justice, Sir Adrian Dingli. Driving to Valeria, their Majesties 
took iuncheon at the Mess of the Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers at the Auberg de Castile, 
and then left for the Governor’s Palace, where the King held a Levee and conferred honours on 
several officers and others. In the evening the Royal Party dined on board the Flagship Queen. 

On the 16th the King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, held a Review 
on the Marsa, His Majesty taking luncheon with the Officers of the King’s Own Malta Regiment 
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of Militia. The Queen and Princess Victoria visited the Bighi Royal Naval Hospital. Th.eif 
Majesties dined at the Palace and attended the Opera in the evening. 

On the 17th the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties on board, left Malta and arrived 
at Gaeta the following day, when King Victor Emmanuel, accompanied by Signor Pittoni (the 
Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs), at once proceeded from the Italian Yacht Trinacria and went 
oh board the Victoria and Albert to welcome their Majesties. Subsequently King Edward, accom¬ 
panied by Sir Edwin Egerton (the British Ambassador), visited King Emmanuhl on board the 
Trinacria, and, returning to the Victoria and Albert, entertained at luncheon King Victor Emmanuel, 
the British Ambassador, the Commanders of the British and Italian Warships, and others, after 
which King Victor Emmanuel took leave of their Majesties and left for Rome. The Victoria and 
Albert left the same afternoon for Naples, where, on arrival, the Duke and Duchess of Aosta and 
Prince Napoleon Bonaparte (brother of the Duchess) went on board and remained to. lunchebn. 

On the 19th the Duke and Duchess of Aosta, Prince Napoleon, the Duke and Duchess of 
Cumberland, and the British Consul-General took luncheon with their Majesties on board, after 
which the King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the Duke and Duchess of Cumberland -landed 
and drove round the neighbourhood in motor-cars, afterwards visiting the Museum, where the 
King remained some time. The Queen, with Princess Victoria and the Duchess of Aosta, paid 
a visit to the Palace at Capodimonti. Returning to the yacht, their Majesties gave a Dinner 
Party. 

On the 20th the King and Queen landed and drove by motor-car to Sorrentq, taking 
luncheon in the open. Returning to the yacht ■ their Majesties were joined by the Duke and 
Duchess of Cumberland at tea. On the 21st, after Divine Service on board the Victoria and Albert, 
the King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince Napoleon landed and drove in motor-pars to 
Capodimonti, where they were entertained at luncheon by the Duke and Duchess of Aosta, 
returning afterwards to the yacht. • . ' , ; . ■ 

On the 22nd the King and Queen landed after luncheon and droveGin a motor-car to 
the Church of SS. Francis and Paul opposite the Royal Palace, and inspected the slatties 
and pictures of Italian Masters and the High Altar, which is inlaid with lapis, lazuli, afterwards 
visiting the Basilica of Santa Chiara, the Angevin Fort, and the Aragonese Triumphal Arch, and 
then returned to the yacht. In the evening their Majesties were present at a Gala Performance 
given in their honour at San Carlo Theatre. 

On the 23rd the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties on 'board, left for Palermo, 
arriving the same afternoon. Landing on the 24th, their Majesties drove in motor-cars to the 
Museum, and afterwards to Cappella Palatina at the Palazzo Reale and to the Villa Orleans, 
the residence of Mr. Whitaker, driving through the grounds in a carriage placed at their 
disposal by the owner. After luncheon at the Hotel Excelsior, their Majesties continued their 
drive in motor-cars to the Royal Chdteau of La Favorita and returned to the yacht. Landing 
again later in the day, their Majesties drove to the Villa Sofia, another of Mr. Whitaker’s 
properties, and after tea with Mr. Whitaker and his family witnessed a football match between 
British Naval Officers and the Panormitan Football Club at the Villa Sperlinga, returning 
afterwards to the yacht. 

On the 25th the King received on board General Corticelli (the Commander of the Army 
Corps stationed in Sicily), who presented to His Majesty the homage of the Army. i he King, 
the Queen, and Princess Victoria on landing left in motor-cars to visit the Museum, and after 
luncheon at the Hotel Igiea drove to Monreale and visited the Cathedral. Leaving afterwards 
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for the Harbour to join the yacht, they visited on the way the Convene? di Capprieum, where \ 

' v ah inspection was made of the Catacombs. .. 

On-the 2$th the King and Queen landed'and visited the PanHieon,'The Church bf Sart 

Dominico and other Churches, as also the Villa Florio and the Villa Amalutano (t|ie property 
of Mr. Whitaker), where they took luncheon. They subsequently callecf on Mr. Churchill ^the 
British Consul) and inspected his Museum of Persian Curios, and afterwards visited the 
•Botanical Gardens. Before returning to the yacht, their Majesties took tea with the Count 
and Countess Mazzarino at the Palace. The Victoria and Albert left the same evening for 
Naples, and arrived the following morning, the King and Queen being visited on board by the 
Duchess of Aosta. In the afternoon the King paid a visit to the British Cruisers Suffolk and 
Lancaster , the Queen and Princess Victoria visiting the Galleria Umberto and the Galleria 
Principe de Napoli. 

On the 28th, after Divine Service on board the yacht, the crew being marched to the 
English Church, the King landed and drove in a motor-car to the Villa Floridiana, the residence 
of an American gentleman with whom His Majesty took tea. 

On the 29th the King and Queen landed in the afternoon and were taken by the Duchess 

of Aosta for a motor drive to Capodimonti, and having driven round the Park took tea on 

the Terrace. Their Majesties, after bidding farewell to the Duke and Duchess, returned to the 

yacht. 

On the 30th the King left Naples by train for Rome, being seen off at the station by 

the Duchess of Aosta and Prince Napoleon. His Majesty was cordially welcomed at the 

Roma Tuscolana Station by King Victor Emmanuel, and after bidding him farewell King 
Edward resumed his journey to Florence en route for Paris, where, on arrival on the 1st of May, 
he was received by Sir Francis Bertie (the British Ambassador) and members of the Embassy, 

M. Lanes, the Secretary-General of the Presidency, and others, and drove to the Hotel Bristol. 


May 1 . The Queen, with Princess Victoria and the Duchess of Aosta, left the Victoria 

and Albert in a launch for Santa Lucia, and, going on board H.M. Scout Sentinel , proceeded 
to Capri, where they were met by the Grand Duchess of Oldenburg, and after parting with 
the Duchess of Aosta returned in the Sentinel to the Victoria and Albert. On the 2nd, the 
departure of the Victoria and Albert being delayed by bad weather, the Duchess of Aosta 
and the Duke and Duchess of Cumberland again paid a farewell visit to the Queen on 

board. The Victoria and Albert finally left on the 3rd and arrived at Athens on the 7th. 

May 2 . The King called on the President of the Republic at the Elysee, and soon 

after M. Fatli&res returned His Majesty’s call at the Hotel Bristol. I he King returned to 

London on the 4th, being met at Victoria Station by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 

Connaught, Prince Arthur of Connaught, the Duke of leek, the Prime Minister, and others, 
and drove to Buckingham Palace. 

May 6. General His Imperial Highness Prince Sadanaru Fushimi of Japan (representing 

His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of Japan) arrived in London, being met at Victoria Station 
by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince 
Christian, Cabinet Ministers, and others, and proceeded, with an Escort furnished by the 
1st Life Guards, to Buckingham Palace, where he was met by the King at the Grand Entrance 
to the Palace. Prince Fushimi left shortly after for St. James’s Palace, accompanied by the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and Prince Arthur of Connaught. I he King 
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subsequently visited His I'mperiak Highness at St. James’s Palace, when His Majesty conferred 
yon him, the Insignia of the Grand Cross of the Bath (Military Division).

the Crimean' War and the Indian Mutiny, under the command of Captain Atthity (ChaiMnan o 
Norfolk Veterans’’ Association) and Captain Woodwarfe^ (of the Lynn Branch of the Association)! 
His Majesty afterwards entertained the Veterans at luncheon in the Ball Room. ' i , 

In the afternoon the King opened the Rifle fringe at;, Dersirigham, which His Majestyihad 
made for the Sandringham Company of the 3rd Volunteer Battalion of the Norfolk Regiment. 

May 27. Prince Fushimi, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught and; Earl Roberts, 

inspected, at Chelsea Barracks, the 1st Battalion Coldstream^ Guards;. and 1st Battalion Scots 
Guards, and, at the Albany Barracks, the 2nd Life Guards. In, the 'afternoon he visited the 
Houses of Parliament, and gave a luncheon at York House, and a dinner in the evening, at which 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, arid Prince Arthur of Cpnnaught were present.

May 28. The King, accompanied by Prince Fushimi and the DukAof Connaught (Inspector- 

General of the Forces), visited Aldershot and witnessed Field Manoeuvres’under the command of 
General Sir John French. The King afterwards gave a luncheon at the Roy^l Pavilion, at-.which 
Prince Fushimi, the Duke of Connaught, the General Officer Commanding', and others were 
present. After luncheon a visit was paid to the Gymnasiuiri, Swimming Bath, Ballopri 1; actqry, . 
and quarters of the 2nd Battalion Grenadier Guards. After tea with General ..Sir john^arid^Jadjy ; 
French at Government House, the King and Prince Fushimi returned to London. 
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May 29. The King, accompanied by Field-Marshal the Duke of Connaught, Earl Roberts 

(Colonel Irish Guards), General Sir F. Stephenson (Colonel Coldstream Guards), and General 
Lord Methuen (Colonel Scots Guards), presented Colours at Buckingham Palace to the 1st Battalion 
Coldstream Guards (of which Regiment His Majesty was Colonel-in-Chief), under the command 
of Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. W. Lambton, D.S.O., the Consecration being performed by Bishop 
Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). 

The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, arrived from Athens, via Paris and Calais, 
being met at Victoria Station by the King (who drove with Her Majesty to the Palace), the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught and Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught being also at the station to welcome Her Majesty. 

May 20. Prince Fushimi was received by the King and Queen at Buckingham Palace and 

remained to luncheon, the. Prince and Princess of Wales and Prince Arthur of Connaught being 
also invited. After luncheon Prince Fushimi and suite took leave of their Majesties, and visited 
Marlborough House, Clarence House, Schomberg House, Kensington Palace, and the Duke 
of Fife’s residence in Portman Square, to bid farewell to the various Members of the Royal 
Family. His Imperial Highness left on the following day for Euston Station (accompanied by 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, who there took leave), and, proceeding to Liverpool, embarked for 
Canada. 

June 8. The King and Queen of Denmark arrived at Portsmouth on board the Royal 

\ acht Victoria and Albert , being welcomed on landing by the Prince of Wales, who accom¬ 
panied their Majesties to Victoria Station, where they were met by the King, the Queen, 

' the Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, and the Duke of Connaught. After a Deputation of 
Danish ladies had been presented to the King and Queen of Denmark, their Majesties drove 
in open carriages to Buckingham Palace. In the afternoon the King and Queen of Denmark 
made several calls, and in the evening were present at a State Banquet given in their honour 
by the King and Queen in the Palace. 

On the 9th, after Divine Service in the Private Chapel, King Edward, Queen Alexandra, 
the King and Queen of Denmark, and Princess Victoria paid a private visit to Windsor, 
returning afterwards to Buckingham Palace. 

On the 10th the King and Queen of Denmark paid a State Visit to the City, with a 
Sovereign’s Escort and Standard furnished by the 2nd Life Guards, an Address being received 
and replied to en route at Waterloo Place from the Westminster Corporation. On arriving at 
the Guildhall their Majesties were received by the Lord Mayor and Corporation, and conducted 
to the Library, where the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
and Prince Arthur and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught had preceded them. An 
Address of Welcome from the City, in a gold casket, was here presented to and acknowledged 
by the King. Proceeding to the Great Hall their Majesties were entertained at luncheon, and 
afterwards returned to Buckingham Palace. In the evening the King and Queen, with the 
King and Queen of Denmark, accompanied by Princess Victoria, were entertained at dinner 
by the Prince and Princess of Wales at Marlborough House. 

On the nth the King and Queen of Denmark, in the morning, held a Reception at 
Buckingham Palace of the Diplomatic Corps in London, as also of the members of the 
Danish Legation, and afterwards honoured the Danish Minister and Madame de Bille with 
their presence at luncheon at the Danish Legation. In the evening the King and Queen, 
with the King and Queen of Denmark and Princess Victoria, were present at a State 
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Performance in honour of the King and Queen of Denmark at the Royal Opera House, 
Covent Garden. The Prince and Princess of Wales and a large number of the Royal Family 
were also present. 

June 12. The King and Queen, accompanied by the King and Queen of Denmark, the 

Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught with 
Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Princess Henry of Battenberg, and the Duke of Teck, 
were present at a Review, in honour of the King and Queen of Denmark, on Laffan’s Plain, 
Aldershot, under the command of General Sir John French, returning to London after the 
Review. In the evening the King and Queen and Royal Family were present at a State 
Ball at Buckingham Palace, also in honour of the King and Queen of Denmark. 

J une r 3 - The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, drove to the Mansion House 
to open the Queen’s F6te in aid of Lord Mayor Treloar’s Crippled Children’s Fund, being 
received by the Lord Mayor, the Lady Mayoress, and others. Having been conducted to a replica 
of “Old Temple Bar” Her Majesty was handed a key with which she unlocked the door and 
declared the Fdte open. After a statement from the Lord Mayor giving particulars of the 
l'und, the Queen received purses and inspected the stalls, which were presided over by, 
among others, Princess Christian, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duchess of Albany, and 
Princess Alexander of Teck. Her Majesty afterwards returned to Buckingham Palace. 

The King and Queen of Denmark visited the Princess Royal and the Duke of Fife at 
their residence in Portman Square and remained to luncheon, in the afternoon visiting the 
Gardens of the Zoological Society in Regent’s Park. In the evening the King and Queen of 
Denmark, accompanied by the King and Queen, drove to Victoria Station, where their Majesties 
took leave on the conclusion of their State Visit. The King and Queen of Denmark travelled 
by special train to Portsmouth, and, embarking on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , 
left for Cherbourg. 

June 15. The King, accompanied by the Queen, drove to the Grand Entrance of the 

War Office, in Whitehall, being received by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince Christian, the Headquarters Staff of the Army, and 
representatives of the German Emperor and the Von Goebelin Regiment, of which the Duke 
of Cambridge was Colonel-in-Chief, as also from English Regiments with which His late Royal 
Highness was connected. The Duke of Connaught (as Chairman of the Memorial Committee) 
having addressed the King, His Majesty replied and then unveiled the Statue erected to the 
memory of the Duke of Cambridge. The Statue, which is of bronze, facing towards Westminster, 
represents the Duke, mounted, as Commander-in-Chief in the full dress of a Field-Marshal with 
Orders and Medals. The panels in low relief on the pedestal represent on the south a soldier of 
the 17th Lancers, and on the north a soldier of the Grenadier Guards, in which Regiments the 
Duke served. 1 he Statue bears the following inscriptions:—

“FIELD-MARSHAL “COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 

HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS OF THE BRITISH ARMY 

GEORGE 1856 - 1895. 

BORN 1819. DIED I904.”

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Returning to Buckingham Palace, the King gave a luncheon at which the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Connaught, Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince Christian, and a large number 
of distinguished Officers were present. 

June 16. After Divine Service in the Private Chapel, the King, accompanied by the 

Queen, inspected, in the Gardens of Buckingham Palace, the Corps of Commissionaires under 
the command of Major F. E. Walter (Commanding Officer of the Corps). After the inspection 
His Majesty handed Medals to several of the Corps for Long Service and Good Conduct, and 
conferred the Victorian Order (4th Class) on Major Walter. 

June 18. The King, accompanied by the Queen, left Buckingham Palace by motor-car for 

Wellington College, being received by the Duke of Connaught (President), the Prince of Wales 
and Prince Christian (Governors), the Earl of Derby (Vice-President), Earl Roberts and the 

Governing Body, and the Rev. Bertram Pollock (Head Master). After receiving and replying 

to an Address from the Plead Master, His Majesty declared the new Building open, and presented 
the King’s Gold Medal, given annually by His Majesty, to H. Brougham. Proceeding from the 
new Hall to the Chapel, after Special Prayers by the Master of Trinity and the Head Master, 
the King unveiled the Memorial erected to the memory of those who lost their lives in the South 
African War, 1899-1902, on which is-the following inscription:— 

“ IN MEMORY OF SIXTY-FIVE OF OUR COLLEGE, WHO LOVED OUR BROTHERHOOD, 

GLORIED IN OUR NAME, AND WHEN THE CALL OF DUTY CAME LAID DOWN 

THEIR LIVES FOR THEIR COUNTRY IN A FAR LAND, OBEDIENT EVEN UNTO DEATH.” 

The Bishop of Oxford having pronounced the Benediction, their Majesties left for the Master’s 
House, where they took tea, and, before returning to London, witnessed a gymnastic display 
by the boys. 

June 22. The King of Siam arrived on a visit to the King and Queen at Windsor, 

their Majesties giving a Garden Party in his honour at which almost all the Royal Family 

were present. 

On the 23rd the King of Siam visited the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore and placed a 
wreath on the tomb of Queen Victoria, concluding his visit the following day. 

J une 2 7 - The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and 

Princess Victoria, drove to the British Museum in Montague Place, Bloomsbury, being received by 
the Principal Trustees and the other Trustees of the Standing Committee. After the Archbishop 
of Canterbury had delivered an Address (to which the King replied) and offered a prayer, 

His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the new Wing, the Archbishop pronouncing the 
Benediction. The stone, which is over the entrance to the new Wing, on the north side of the 
Museum, bears the following inscription:— 

“ KING EDWARD THE SEVENTH’S GALLERIES. 

THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 

HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD THE SEVENTH 
ON THE TWENTY-SEVENTH DAY OF JUNE IN THE SEVENTH YEAR OF HIS REIGN 

ANNO DNI. MCMVII.” 

At the conclusion of the ceremony their Majesties returned to Buckingham Palace. 
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June 28. Institution of a new Indian Military Decoration by the King to be called the 

“Indian Distinguished Service Medal” (see Part II., p. 406). 

June 30. The King inspected the Royal Body-guard of the Yeomen of the Guard, under 

the command of Viscount Allendale, in the Garden at Buckingham Palace. 

July 1. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from 

Buckingham Palace to the Union Jack Club for Sailors and Soldiers in the Waterloo Road, 
receiving and replying to an Address en route at the south end of Waterloo Bridge from the 
Mayor of Lambeth. Arriving at the Club, their Majesties were received by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, Colonel Sir Edward Ward (Chairman) and members of the Council, and 
conducted to the dais, where the Prince of Wales (as Patron) delivered an Address, to which 
the King replied. His Majesty then declared the Club open, and, being conducted through the 
Hall to the Smoking Room, unveiled a Memorial Tablet (for particulars of tablet, &c., see Part III.,, 
p. 435). After a tour of the buildings (visiting the Dining Room, Smoking Room, Reading 
Room, Library, Bedrooms, and Kitchens), the King inspected some 200 guests from Ships 
and Regiments, and returned to the Palace. 

July 8. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria left Buckingham Palace for Euston 

Station, travelling by special train to Holyhead, where, after receiving and replying to Addresses 
from the Chairmen of the Anglesey County Council and of the Holyhead Urban District Council, 
their Majesties embarked on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert. 

On the gth the King and Queen landed and travelled by special train to Bangor, where they 
were met by Mr. J. E. Greaves (Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Carnarvonshire), Sir Owen' 
Roberts (the High Sheriff), the Mayor, the Bishop of Bangor, the Bishop of St. Asaph, and 
the Dean of Bangor, and, after receiving and replying to several Addresses, proceeded to the 
site of the new University Buildings. After Lord Kenyon (President of the University College 
of North Wales) had read an Address from the Governing Body, to which the King replied, 
His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the new buildings of the College on which is the 
following inscription :— 

“ GOSODWYD. Y. GARREG. HON. GAN. Y. BRENIN. 

EDWARD. VII. Y. QFED. O. ORPHENAF. I907. 

HVNC. LAPIDEM. POSVIT. EDWARDVS. VII.

A prayer having been offered by the Rev. T. J. Wheldon, the Bishop of Bangor pronounced 
the Benediction, after which the King conferred the honour of Knighthood upon Dr. Henry Reichel 
(the Principal). 1 he Royal Procession w'as then re-formed and proceeded to the Municipal 
Buildings, where, their Majesties alighting, the King inspected the boys from the Training Ship 
Clio, in charge of Commander Langdon, R.N.. Proceeding to the Council Chamber, their 
Majesties were entertained at luncheon by Lord Kenyon, after which the King left by motor-car 
for Capel Curig, and thence to Llanberis and Carnarvon, where an Address from the Mayor 
was presented and replied to. The Queen and Princess Victoria (having previously left to 
pay a visit to Sir Richard and Lady Magdalen Williams Bulkeley at Baron Hill, near 
Beaumaris) were joined by the King at Beaumaris. Their Majesties left for Holyhead and 
re-embarked on board the Royal Yacht. 

On the ioth the Victoria and Albert arrived at Kingstown, where their Majesties were received 
by the Earl of Aberdeen (Lord-Lieutenant), General Lord Grenfell (Commander-in-Chief of the 
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Forces in Ireland), and others, and, after receiving and replying to several Addresses, drove in 
procession to the Irish International Exhibition at Balls Bridge. More Addresses were here 
replied to, and their Majesties were entertained at luncheon, after which they made a tour of the 
Exhibition and left for the Viceregal Lodge, where they were present at a Garden Party given 
by the Lord-Lieutenant and the Countess of Aberdeen. 

On the nth the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria honoured Leopardstown Race 

Meeting with their presence, returning afterwards to Kingstown and re-embarking on the Royal 
Yacht. 

On the 12th the Royal Yacht, with their Majesties on board, arrived at Cardiff, being 

taken into the Inner Lock, where the Marquis and Marchioness of Bute, Lieut.-Colonel Lord 
Edmund and Lady Talbot, and Sir William Lewis, Bart, (on whom the same evening the King 
conferred the honour of. a Knight Commandership of the Royal Victorian Order) had the honour 
of dining with their Majesties. 

On the 13th the Royal Yacht left her berth in the Inner Lock and steamed to the 
eastern end of the new Dock, cutting a ribbon which had been placed across the Dock. 

His Majesty at the same time declared the Dock open, naming it the “ Queen Alexandra 

Dock.” Entering the Dock the King and Queen disembarked, and, after receiving an Address 
from the . Marquis of Bute (on behalf of the Cardiff Railway Company), to which the King replied, 
and other Addresses, to which replies were handed, proceeded in carriages to the City Hall. 
The King here replied to an Address presented by Mr. W. S. Crossman (Lord Mayor of 
Cardiff) and afterwards conferred the honour of Knighthood on Mr. Crossman. Leaving 
the City Hall the King and Queen proceeded to Cathays Park, where a new Avenue had 
been laid out, which His Majesty declared open, and at the request of the Lord Mayor named 
it “ King Edward the Seventh’s Avenue.” Proceeding thence to Cardiff Castle, their Majesties 
honoured the Marquis and Marchioness of Bute with their presence at luncheon, after which 
the King and Queen left for Caerphilly Castle. An Address was received and replied to, after 
which their Majesties were conducted over the Castle. They subsequently returned to Cardiff, 
and left by special train for London. 

July 22. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria, on the termination of their 

visit to the Marquis and Marchioness of Lansdowne at Bowood, drove through the Park to 
Caine, a halt being made on the Green, where 1,500 school children sang the National Anthem. 
Proceeding to the Market Place the King replied to an Address from the Mayor, after which 
their Majesties left by special train for London. In the Council Chamber of the Town Hall 
is a brass tablet with the following inscription:— 

“ THIS TABLET COMMEMORATES THE VISIT OF 
THEIR MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTIES KING 
EDWARD VII. AND QUEEN ALEXANDRA 
TO THE TOWN OF CALNE ON THE 22 ND OF JULY I9O7. 

j. e. wood, Mayor." 

July 24. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria visited the Royal Victoria Patriotic 
Asylum, Wandsworth Common, being received at the Main Entrance by the Duke of Connaught 
(President of the Corporation), the members of the Executive Committee, and the members of 
the Committee of Management of the Asylum, and conducted to the dais in the Dining Hall. 
The President here presented an Address to the King, and the Queen distributed the prizes. 
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Their Majesties then inspected the Play Hall and the Infirmary, and, returning to the Main 
Entrance, the King (on the right hand outside the building) unveiled a mural tablet on which is 
the following inscription :— 

“HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII., 

ACCOMPANIED BY 

HER MAJESTY QUEEN ALEXANDRA, 

VISITED THE ROYAL VICTORIA PATRIOTIC ASYLUM, 24TH JULY I907, 

TO COMMEMORATE THE JUBILEE OF THE FOUNDATION 
AND ENDOWMENT OUT OF THE PATRIOTIC FUND IN 1857 BY COMMAND OF 
HER MAJESTY QUEEN VICTORIA, 

AS A 

NATIONAL MEMORIAL 

FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE ORPHAN DAUGHTERS 
OF THE NATION’S SAILORS, SOLDIERS, AND MARINES.” 

On the opposite side of the Main Entrance is a tablet recording the laying of the foundation- 
stone by Queen Victoria on nth July 1857. Their Majesties returned to Buckingham Palace after 
the ceremony. 

The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, in the afternoon drove from Buckingham 
Palace to the new Buildings of the Hostel of St. Luke in Fitzroy Square, being received by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Archdeacon Utterton (Chairman). An Address was presented 
to the Queen, to which Her Majesty handed the following reply:— 

“ May God’s richest Blessing rest upon this Hostel, and may it bring comfort 
and relief to many a poor and needy sufferer. This is the wish of my heart. 

“A.” 

The Archbishop having offered a prayer and pronounced the Benediction, the Queen was 
conducted over the buildings, and returned afterwards to the Palace. 

July 2( >- The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove to Hampstead, 
receiving and replying to an Address from the Mayor of Hampstead at the Swiss Cottage. 
The children of the Soldiers’ Daughters’ Home and the Public Elementary Schools of the 
Borough were here assembled, and sang the National Anthem. Their Majesties then proceeded 
to Frognal, and at the main entrance to the new Buildings of University School, were 

received by Lord Monkswell (Chairman of the Council), and others, and conducted by the 
Chairman to the dais at the north end of the Hall where an Address from the Council was 
read, to which the King replied. A gold key was then handed to the King, and prayer 
offered by the Archbishop of Canterbury, whereupon His Majesty declared the Buildings open. 
Before returning to the Palace their Majesties inspected the premises. 

August 3. Xhe King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales 

with Prince Edward of Wales, Princess Victoria, and the Duke of Connaught, on board the 

Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , inspected the Home Fleet in the Solent under the command 
of Vice-Admiral F. C. Bridgeman, consisting of 200 vessels manned by 35,000 officers and 
men. After the inspection their Majesties returned to Cowes, where the King received the 
Admirals on board, and conferred a number of promotions and appointments in the Royal 

Victorian Order. 
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August 5. The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince of Wales with Prince Edward 

of Wales, Princess Victoria, and the Duke of Connaught, visited H.M.S. Dreadnought , being 
received on board by Vice-Admiral Sir F. C. Bridgeman, on whom the King had conferred the degree 
of a Knight Commander of the Royal Victorian Order on the 3rd inst. The Dreadnought then 
proceeded through the lines of the Home Fleet to the Nab, where some gun practice was witnessed, 
and afterwards to Sandown, where a series of exercises were performed by the Submarine Flotilla. 
Later in the day the King, the Queen, and Royal Family re-embarked on board the Victoria 
and Albert, their Majesties subsequently receiving the Admirals and others to dinner on board. 

August 13. The King, attended by Sir Charles Hardinge (Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 

Affairs) and Major-General Sir Stanley Clarke, left Buckingham Palace for Port Victoria en route 
to Marienbad, returning to London on the 7th of September {see Part II., p. 425). 

August 23. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, left Balmoral for Tay Bridge Station, 

embarking on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert for Norway, on a visit to King Haakon 
and Queen Maud. 

October 26. The King received at Buckingham Palace all the Lord-Lieutenants (with very 
few exceptions) of England, Scotland, and Wales. The Duke of Connaught and the Right Hon. 
R. B. Haldane (Secretary of State for War) were also present. His Majesty addressed the 
Lord-Lieutenants on the new responsibilities placed upon them in connection with the Territorial 
Army, and specified some of the duties which would thus devolve on them. The Duke of Norfolk 
(on behalf of the Lord-Lieutenants), in returning thanks, assured His Majesty that they would 
carry out the scheme to the best of their ability. The King subsequently entertained the Lord- 
Lieutenants at luncheon. 

The Queen returned from her visit to Norway and Denmark, accompanied by Princess Victoria, 
the Queen of Norway, and the Crown Prince Olaf, disembarking from the Victoria and Albert sit 
Port Victoria, and travelling by train to Charing Cross Station, where they were met by the King, 
and drove to Buckingham Palace. 

October 3 o. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Victoria, presented, in the Gardens of 

Buckingham Palace, new Colours to the 1st Battalion Alexandra Princess of Wales’s Own 
(Yorkshire Regiment), under the command of Lieut.-Colonel E. M. Esson, the Consecration Service 
being performed by Bishop Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). The Queen, in 
handing the Colours, said:— 

“ It is with the greatest pleasure that I confide these Colours to my own Regiment, of 
which I am so justly proud, and for the second time within 32 years. May they ever lead 
you on to honour and glory.” 

November 9. The King celebrated his 66th Birthday at Sandringham, in the course of the 
morning receiving Sir Richard Solomon (Agent-General of the Transvaal), accompanied by Sir F. 
Hopwood (Under-Secretary for the Colonies), who presented the Cullinan Diamond (the gift of the 
people of the Transvaal) to the King. His Majesty, in acknowledging the same, expressed his great 
appreciation of the loyalty of the people of South Africa. 

November n. The German Emperor and Empress arrived at Portsmouth on board the Imperial 
Yacht Hohenzollern, being received before entering the Harbour by the Prince of Wales, who had 
gone out in a torpedo-boat. Landing at the Dockyard the Emperor received and replied to an 
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Address from the Portsmouth Corporation, after which their Imperial Majesties left, accompanied 
by the Prince of Wales, by special train for Windsor, being met at the station by the King and 
Queen, the Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, and Prince Christian. Driving to the Castle, accompanied by a Sovereign’s Escort 
with two Standards of the 1st Life Guards, they were met by Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), 
the Duke of Argyll (Governor and Constable of the Castle), and the Duchess of Connaught with 
Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. 

On the 12th the King, the German Emperor, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke of Connaught 
with Prince Arthur of Connaught, shot over the coverts in Windsor .Great Park, being joined at 
luncheon at Cranborne Tower by the Queen, the German Empress, Princess Victoria, Princess 
Louise (Duchess of Argyll), and the Duchess of Connaught with Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught. Their Majesties in the evening gave a State Banquet in honour of their Imperial 
Majesties in St. George’s Hall. 

On the 13th the German Emperor and Empress, accompanied by the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince Arthur and Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught, left Windsor for London, receiving an Address at Paddington from the Paddington 
Corporation, to which the German Emperor replied. Driving to the Guildhall in procession he 
also received en route, at Oxford Circus, Addresses from the City of Westminster, the Borough of 
Marylebone, and the Borough of Holborn. Arriving at the Guildhall the Emperor and Empress 
were received by the Lord Mayor and City Officials, and conducted to the Library, where an Address 
was pi'esented by the Lord Mayor and Corporation enclosed in a gold casket. The German 
Emperor, in acknowledging the same, expressed his entire sympathy with the sentiment of a motto 
he had noticed on his progress through the streets, “ Blood is thicker than Water,” and hoped it 
might ever be so between the two countries. Proceeding to the Great Hall their Imperial Majesties 
were entertained at luncheon/returning afterwards to Paddington, and by train to Windsor. In 
the evening the Emperor and Empress dined with their Majesties and Royal Family in the State 
Dining Room, and were present at a concert, in St. George’s Hall, given by the Llanelly Choir of 
230 voices. 

On the 14th the King, the German Emperor, the Prince of Wales, and Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined for luncheon at the Fishing 
Temple, Virginia Water, by the Queen, the German Empress, the Princess of Wales, Princess 
Victoria, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. Their 
Imperial Majesties were present with the King and Queen and Royal Family in the evening at a 
Theatrical Performance given in the Waterloo Gallery by Mr. John Hare’s Company. 

On the 15th the same Royal Party as on the preceding day, with the addition of the Duke of 
Connaught, shot over the coverts, taking luncheon with the Prince and Princess Christian at Cum¬ 
berland Lodge. In the afternoon the PImperor received at the Castle a Deputation from the 
University of Oxford, who presented His Imperial Majesty with the Degree of D.C.L. by diploma. 
The King and Queen in the,evening gave a State Banquet in honour of the Emperor and Empress 
in St. George’s Hall, at which most of the Royal Family and a large number of distinguished 
guests were present. 

On the 16th the Emperor and Empress left for London and received several Deputations at 
Buckingham Palace, and, after paying visits to the Wallace Collection and Messrs. Waring’s 
Galleries, took luncheon with Count Paul Wolff Metternich (the German Ambassador) at the 
German Embassy. Returning to Windsor, their Imperial Majesties were present with the King 
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and Queen, the Royal Family, and a large number of distinguished guests at a Theatrical 
Performance in the Waterloo Gallery by Sir Charles Wyndham’s Company. 

On the 17th the King and Queen entertained at luncheon the German Emperor and Empress, 
the Queen of Norway, the King and Queen of Spain, the Queen of Portugal, the Grand Duke 
and Duchess Vladimir of Russia, the Infanta Isabella of Spain, the Prince and Princess Johann 
of Saxony, the Duchess of Aosta, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
and Prince Arthur of Connaught. 

On the 18th the Germ *' Emperor and Empress concluded their visit to their Majesties. The 
King, the Queen, and Princes Victoria accompanied them to Windsor Station where they took 
leave; the other Members of the Royal Family had taken leave at the Castle. 

November 20. The King appointed Miss Florence Nightingale to the Order of Merit. 

December 19. The King, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of 

Connaught, and several other Members of the Royal Family, were present at a Memorial Service 
for the late King of Sweden in the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, the Service being conducted by 
the Bishop of London and the Rev. Canon Edgar Sheppard.

February 8 . The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria, accompanied by an Escort of the 
2nd Life Guards, were present at a Funeral Service held at St. James’s Church, Spanish Place, 
for His late Majesty the King of Portugal and His late Royal Highness the Crown Prince of 
Portugal. The Prince and Princess of Wales were also present. 

February 9. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria were present at a Memorial Service 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral for Plis late Majesty the King of Portugal and His late Royal Highness 
the Crown Prince of Portugal. The Prince and Princess of Wales were also present. 

February 22. The Queen, with the Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria and Prince George 
of (Wales, paid a private visit to the -Royal Homes for Officers’ Widows and Daughters at 

Wimbledon, being received by Colonel Sir James Gildea (the Chairman) and conducted over 

the Homes. 

March 5. The Dowager Empress Marie Feodorovna of Russia arrived on a visit to their 

Majesties, being met at Victoria Station by the King, the Queen, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales and Princess Victoria, and drove to Buckingham Palace. 

The same afternoon the King, attended by his suite, left Buckingham Palace for Paris en route 
to Biarritz. The Prince of Wales attended the departure from Victoria Station. His Majesty 
‘returned to London on the 16th of April. 

April 20. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria left Buckingham Palace on a visit 

to the Courts of Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, The Prince and Princess of Wales were at 

Victoria Station to take leave. Their Majesties returned on the 4th of May, being met at 

Victoria Station by the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Prime Minister, and others. 

May 18. The King, accompanied by the Queen, visited Aldershot, being received by 

Lieut.-General Sir H. L. Smith-Dorrien (General Officer Commanding-in-Chief Aldershot Command) 
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and staff. General Sir John French (Inspector-General of the Forces) was also present. After witnessing 
some Field Manoeuvres, their Majesties took luncheon with the Lieutenant-General at the Officers’ 
Club House, proceeding subsequently in motor-cars to Corunna Barracks, inspecting Institutes and 
Canteens; to the Headquarters Office, witnessing a display of the Royal Army Medical Corps; 
to the Supply Depot, the Field Stores, and the Royal Horse Artillery Mobilization Stores; to 
the Louise Margaret Hospital; to the Gymnasium and Swimming Bath. Before returning to 
London their Majesties honoured the Lieutenant-General and Lady Smith-Dorrien with their 
presence at tea at Government House. 

May 23. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove to the 

Duke of York’s Royal Military School at Chelsea for the last time before the removal of the school 
to Dover, being received by the Prince of Wales (the President), who was accompanied by the 
Princess of Wales and Council of the School, and proceeding to the Parade Ground inspected 
the boys under the command of Colonel A. M. Murray (the Commandant). Their Majesties after 
the inspection witnessed some Tactical Exercises, and the whole school being drawn up in front 
of the Central Portico sang the School Hymn, “Sons of the Brave,” followed by the National 
Anthem. After seeing the boys at dinner, their Majesties returned to the Palace. 

May 25. The Princess of Wales (representing the Queen, who was President of the Council), 

attended by the Countess of Shaftesbury and the Hon. A. Nelson Hood, presided at the Twenty- 
third Annual Meeting of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association at the Royal Homes 
for Officers’ Widows and Daughters, Queen Alexandra Court, Wimbledon. A cordial vote of 
thanks having been passed, proposed by the Right Hon. W. Hayes Fisher, M.P., and seconded 
by Dr. J. R. Collier (Mayor of Wimbledon), the Princess of Wales paid a visit to the “Queen’s 
House,” the newly acquired property attached to the Homes, and after inspecting the house and 
grounds left for London. 

Visit of M. Fallieres (President of the French Republic) to their Majesties. The President 
was received at Dover by Prince Arthur of Connaught (on behalf of their Majesties), the Marquis 
Camden (Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Kent), Lieut.-General Sir Arthur Paget (Commanding- 
in-Chief Eastern Command), and others, and, after replying to an Address presented by the 
Mayor and Corporation of Dover, left by train for Victoria, where he was met by the King, 
the Duke of Argyll, the Duke of Fife (Lord-Lieutenant of the County of London), Ministers, 
and others, and drove to St. James’s Palace. Later on the President visited the King and Queen 
at Buckingham Palace and the Prince and Princess of Wales at Marlborough House. The King 
and Queen gave a Dinner Party in the evening at Buckingham Palace in honour of the President 
at which the Prince and Princess of Wales, many Members of the Royal Family, and a large 
number of distinguished guests were present. 

On the 26th the President drove from St. James’s Palace to the French Embassy, and, after 
receiving and replying to several Addresses, paid visits to Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and 
the Duke of Argyll, Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Princess Royal and the Duke of Fife, and 
Prince Arthur of Connaught. In the afternoon the King and Queen, accompanied by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, drove from Buckingham Palace to the Franco-British Exhibition at 
Shepherd’s Bush, the President, accompanied by M. Pichon, arriving at the same time. Their 
Majesties and the President were received by the Duke of Argyll, the Earl of Derby and the 
Reception Committee. After a number of presentations, the King and Queen, the President, and 
Royal Family proceeded to visit many of the buildings and exhibits, the tour being completed at 
the Palace of Fine Arts. Their Majesties afterwards returned to Buckingham Palace, the President 
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to St. James’s Palace. In the evening the Prince and Princess of Wales entertained the President 
at dinner at Marlborough House, after which he was present at a .State Ball given by their 
Majesties in his honour at Buckingham Palace. 

On the 27th the President received, in the State Apartments at St. James’s Palace, the 
Chefs de Mission of the Corps Diplomatique and the Prime Minister of Nepal, and after¬ 
wards Addresses from the City of Westminster, the Association of Chambers of Commerce of 
the United Kingdom, the Franco-Scottish Society, the London Chamber of Commerce, the 
London County Council, and others. The President subsequently left for the Guildhall 
(accompanied by the French Ambassador and M. Pichon), receiving en route , at Oxford Circus, 
Addresses from the Boroughs of Marylebone and Holborn, and was met on arrival at the 
Guildhall by the Lord Mayor and Corporation. Being conducted to the Library, where the 
Prince and Princess of Wales and several Members of the Royal Family, the Prime Minister, 
and others were already assembled, the President received an Address of Welcome from the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation enclosed in a gold casket, and, proceeding to the Great Hall, 
was entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Corporation. The President afterwards 
returned to St. James’s Palace, and in the evening was the chief guest at a dinner given by 
Sir Edward Grey at the Foreign Office, after which he was present, with the King, the 

Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and many of the Royal Family and other distinguished 
personages, at a Gala Performance given in his honour at the Royal Opera House, Co vent Garden. 

On the 28th the President paid a visit to the French Hospital in Shaftesbury Avenue, 
and the French Governesses’ Home at Lancaster Gate. In the afternoon he left for Windsor, 
being received at the station by Lord Esher (Deputy-Governor of Windsor Castle) and the 
Municipal Authorities, and, driving to the Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore, laid a wreath on the 
tomb of Queen Victoria. The President then drove through the Park to the Castle, where he was 
met by the Duke of Argyll (Governor and Constable) and conducted .through the State 

Apartments. He took tea in the White Drawing Room and returned afterwards to London. 
Driving to Buckingham Palace he took leave of the Queen and'Princess Victoria; and in the 
evening entertained the King and the Prince of Wales at the French Embassy. 

On the 29th the President left London on the conclusion of his visit. The King, the Prince 
of Wales, Prince Arthur of Connaught, and others were present at Victoria Station, where. His 
Majesty took a very cordial farewell of the President, who then left for Dover en route to Paris. 

June 1. The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal 

and the Duke of Fife with Princesses Alexandra and Maud, Princess Victoria, the Duchess of 

Connaught with Prince Arthur and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, presented, in the 
Gardens of Buckingham Palace, new Colours to the 2nd Battalion Grenadier Guards of which 
His Majesty was Colonel-in-Chief. The Battalion was formed up under the command oL the 
Duke of Connaught (Colonel of the Grenadier Guards). The 2nd Battalion, to whom the Colours 

were presented, was under the command of Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. W. E. Cavendish. The 

Consecration Service was performed by Bishop Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). 

June 5. The, King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria left Charing Cross for Port 

Victoria and embarked on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , and left the following 
morning for Reval en route to St. Petersburg on a visit to the Emperor and Empress of Russia, 
returning to London on the 14th. 

June 22. The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, 'and 

Princess Victoria, left for Windsor, being received at the new King Edward VII. Hospital by 
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Prince and Princess Christian and Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. After receiving an 
Address from Prince Christian, to which the King replied, His Majesty laid the commemoration 
stone. Prayer was offered by the Dean of Windsor and the Benediction pronounced by the 
Bishop of Oxford. The stone, which is in the Entrance Hall, over the fire-place, is of dark 
Siberian marble mounted in a frame surmounted by the Royal Arms, and bears the following 
inscription. “this stone 

WAS LAID BY 
HIS MAJESTY 
KING EDWARD VII. 

JUNE 22ND 1908.” 


Before returning to London their Majesties made a tour of the buildings so far as they were 
completed. 

July 4. The Queen, accompanied by the King and Princess Victoria, drove from 

Buckingham Palace to the new Buildings of the Royal National Pension Fund for Nurses, Thames 
Embankment, being received by Mr. Everard A. Hambro (Chairman) and Sir Henry C. Burdett 
(Deputy-Chairman) and conducted through the Old Water Gate in the Gardens into the Pension 
Buildings, which their Majesties inspected. Returning to the Gardens, an Address was presented 
to the Queen and a gold key handed to Her Majesty. The King replied, and, on behalf of the 
Queen, declared the new buildings open. After some of the Nurses had been presented their 
Majesties returned to the Palace. On a brass tablet affixed at the entrance to the buildings is 
the following inscription :— 

“this home for the royal national pension fund for nurses, the 

FUND HAVING BEEN FOUNDED BY LORD ROTHSCHILD, H. C. BURDETT ESQ., 

HENRY HUCKS GIBBS ESQ., EVERARD HAMBRO ESQ., AND JUNIUS S. MORGAN

July 7. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria left London for Leeds, being • 

received on arrival at the station by the Earl of Harewood (Lord-Lieutenant of the West Riding 
of Yorkshire), the High Sheriff, Mr. Wilfred L. Hepton (Lord Mayor), and others, and, a 
procession having been formed, proceeded with an Escort of the 5th (Royal) Lancers to the Town 
Hall. An Address was here presented by the Corporation, to which the King replied, after which 
His Majesty conferred the honour of Knighthood on the Lord Mayor and on Mr. Nathan 
Bodington (Principal of Deeds University). A number of presentations were then made, after 
which their Majesties were entertained at luncheon by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress. 
After luncheon (the procession having been re-formed) their Majesties left for the new Buildings of 
the University, being received by the Marquis of Ripon (Chancellor), and, after more presentations 
and an inspection of the Electrical Engineering Section, were conducted to a platform in the North 
Quadrangle. Here the Bishop of Leeds offered a prayer and the Vice-Chancellor presented an 
Address and handed the same to the King in a gold casket, after which His Majesty declared the 
new Buildings open. On a tablet affixed to a wall at the foot of the staircase, opposite the door 
of the entrance to the Baine’s Wing, of the University, is the following inscription :— 

“THE UNIVERSITY OF LEEDS, IN WHICH WAS INCORPORATED THE YORKSHIRE 
COLLEGE, WAS OPENED BY HIS MAJESTY THE KING, ACCOMPANIED BY THE 
QUEEN AND H.R.H. PRINCESS VICTORIA ON THE 7TH JULY 1908.”

On the 8th the King and Oueen left Harewood House for Bristol, travelling by special train 
to the Royal Edward Dock, Avonmouth, receiving en route, at Hereford, an Address,; from 'the 
Mayor and Corporation, to which the King replied. On arrival their Majesties were received by 
Mr. Edward Burnet James (Lord Mayor of Bristol) and embarked on board the Royal Yacht 
Victoria and Albert (Commodore Colin Keppel, R.N.). Before dinner in the evening the King 
conferred the honour of Knighthood on Commodore Keppel, and, invested him with the Insignia 
of a Knight Commander of the Royal Victorian Order.; A 

On the 9th the King and Queen landed frbm. the Royal Yacht and left by special train for 


Bristol, being received by Mr.. Edward Burnet James (Lord Mayor), tt\e Earl- of Ducie (Lord- 
Lieutenant of Gloucester), the Duke ; of Beauf<?rt (Lord f^lgh Steward} ,, k and the Duchess of. 
Beaufort, the Marquis of Bath (Lord-Lieutenant of Somerset), and others. Proceeding in procession 
to the Council House, with an Escort of the rst Life Guards, their Majesties were presented with an 
Address by the Lord Mayor and Corporation of Bristol, which wis placed in la gold casket and 
handed to the King. His Majesty. then Conferred th£ "honour of Knighthood on the Lord M%Vor, 
after which their Majesties were ^ntertaiped atylumjhepri in the V Art Gallery, after luncheon driving 
to Durdham Down, where, on- a Grand Stand, were assembled 10,000 children who sang the 
National Anthem. Their Majesties subsequently travelled by special train from Clifton Ddwn Station 
to the entrance of the Royal Edward .Dock, Avonmouth, and re-embarked on board the Royal 
Yacht. Disembarking later at the landing stage in the Dock and being conducted to a dais, His 
Majesty declared the Dock open, prayer being offered by the Bishop 6 f Bristol. Their Majesties 

entertained a large number of guests on board the Royal Yacht in the evening. In commemora¬ 

tion of the visit the King presented a large Lectern Bible with the following inscription :— 

“PRESENTED BY HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD THE SEVENTH TO 

st. Andrew’s church, avonmouth, july qth 1908.” 

Chocolate boxes, with oval portraits of the King and Queen, the Bristol Arms, and surrounded 

with the rose, shamrock, and thistle, were presented to 70,000 Bristol children. The boxes were 

inscribed as follows :— 

“ SOUVENIR OF THE VISIT OF THEIR MAJESTIES KING EDWARD VII. AND 
QUEEN ALEXANDRA ON THE OCCASION OF THE OPENING OF THE

July 13. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria drove to the Franco-British Exhibition

After a number 
of presentations had been made the King declared the Fourth Olympic Games open. Their 
Majesties then witnessed a parade of over 2,000 athletes, and subsequently returned to the Palace.

After inspecting the School Buildings the King proceeded 
to the site of the Chapel proposed to be erected to the memory of Scottish Sailors and Soldiers 
who fell in the South African War, 1899-1902, the foundation-stone of which His Majesty laid 
after prayer had been offered by the Rev. A. Ritchie. The stone, which is inside the porch, bears

Accompanied by the Prince of Wales, their Majesties 
left by special train for Windsor, being met at the station by the King, the Queen, the 
Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, and Prince Arthur of Connaught. After replying to 
an Address presented by the Mayor and Corporation, the King and Queen of Sweden 
drove to the Castle with a Sovereign’s Escort and two Standards of the 2nd Life Guards, on 
arrival at the Castle being met by Princess Henry of Batten berg, Princess Victoria Patricia 
of Connaught, and the Duke of Argyll. In the evening their Majesties gave a Dinner Party 
to the King and Queen of Sweden and Members of the Royal Family, followed by a Concert 
in St. George’s Hall by the Hanley Glee and Madrigal Society conducted by Mr. John James. 

On the 17th King Edward, with King Gustavos, the Prince of Wales, and Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined at luncheon in a 
marquee near Smith’s Lawn by Queen Alexandra, the Queen of Sweden, Princess Victoria, 
and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. In the evening their Majesties gave a State 
J^anquet in St. George’s Hall in honour of the King and Queen of .Sweden at which most 
of the Rov.-i mily and a large number of distinguished guests were present. 

November 18. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, Princess Henry 
of Batten berg. Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, and the Duke of Argyll, drove from 
the Castle to the Memorial Buildings at Eton, being received by Dr. Hornby (the Provost), 
the Hon. and Rev. Canon Lyttelton (the Head Master), the Rev. E. Warre, and the Sixth 
Form. Their Majesties having reached tfivs dais in the new Memorial Hall, a Special Form 
of Service was conducted by the Bishop of Oxford, after which the Provost, the Captain of 
the School, and the Captain of the Oppidans delivered Addresses to which the King replied. 
His Majesty then declared the new Memorial Hall, Library, and Museum open, the Benediction 
being pronounced by the Bishop of Lincoln. Their Majesties subsequently inspected the 
Memorial Buildings, which, with the east end of the College Chapel, constitute the Memorial 
erected to commemorate Old Etonians who fell in the South African War, 1899-1902. On a 
tablet of gun-metal in Lupton’s Charity consisting of eight panels, that on the left being a 
representation of St. George and the Dragon, are inscribed the names rind Regiments of 129 
Old Etonians who died during the War, along the top of the tablet being the following 
inscription

Carved on the stonework of the Library Cloister of the Memorial Building is the following 
inscription taken from the King’s Speech at the opening ceremony:— 

“NOVEMBER 1 8, 1908. 

KING EDWARD VII. TO ETONIANS. 

‘ You can have no better example than that of the brave men of whom this splendid 
Building is a loyal and lasting Memorial, In their lives, and by their deaths, they 
maintained the traditions which have made Eton renowned in our history 
traditions are now in your keeping. Be worthy of them.’”

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On the same day the King and Queen of Sweden, accompanied by the Prince and Princess 
of Wales and Prince Arthur of Connaught, travelled by- special train from Windsor to 
Paddington, where an Address was received from the Borough of Paddington. The King of 

Sweden having replied to the Address, their Majesties drove in procession with a Sovereign’s 

Escort and Standard of the 2nd Life Guards to the Guildhall, receiving en route , at Oxford 
Circus, Addresses from the City of Westminster and the Boroughs of Marylebone and 
flolborn. On arriving at the Guildhall their Majesties were met by the Lord Mayor and 

Sheriffs and conducted to the Art Gallery, where an Address (enclosed in a gold casket) was 

presented by the Lord Mayor and Corporation, which His Majesty gratefully acknowledged. 
Their Majesties were subsequently entertained at luncheon in the Great Hall, and afterwards 
returned to Windsor. After dinner in the evening, King Edward and Queen Alexandra, with 

the King and Queen of Sweden, the Prince and Princess of Wales, many Members of the 
Royal Family, and other guests, were present at a Theatrical Performance of “ The Corsican 
Brothers ” given by Mr. Martin Harvey’s Company in the Waterloo Gallery. 

On the 19th King Edward and King Gustavus, the Prince of Wales, Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, and Prince Alexander of Teck shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being 
joined at luncheon at Cranborne Tower by Queen Alexandra, the Queen of Sweden, the 
Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria, and Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. Before 

luncheon the King of Sweden planted an oak-tree. In the evening their Majesties gave another 
banquet in honour of the King and Queen of Sweden. 

On the 20th King Edward and King Gustavus, and same party as on the previous day, 
again shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined at luncheon at the Fishing 
Temple, Virginia Water, by Queen Alexandra, the Queen of Sweden, the Princess of Wales, 

Princess Victoria, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), Princess Henry of Battenberg, and 

Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught. In the evening, after dinner, their Majesties and their 
Royal Guests and others were present at a Theatrical Performance of “The Duke’s Motto” 
in the Waterloo Gallery by Mr. Lewis Waller’s Company. 

On the 21st the King and Queen of Sweden concluded their visit to their Majesties and 
left the Castle, accompanied to the station by the King, the Queen, the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, Princess Victoria, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), and Princess Victoria Patricia 
of Connaught, where they took leave of their Majesties and the Royal Family. Princess Henry 
of Battenberg and Prince Arthur of Connaught accompanied the King and Queen of Sweden 
to Paddington. On arrival their Majesties drove to the Swedish Legation and took luncheon 
with the Swedish Minister and Countess Wrangel, afterwards receiving Deputations from 
Swedish Industrial Societies and also from the London County Council. Their Majesties 
subsequently left for Portsmouth and, embarking on the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert , sailed 
for Cherbourg. 
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February 4. The King and Queen were present at a Concert in the Royal Albert Hall in aid 
of the Italian Earthquake Relief Fund. 

February 8. The King and Queen left Buckingham Palace for Berlin on a visit to the 

German Emperor and Empress. The Prince of Wales was present at Victoria Station to take 
leave of their Majesties, who proceeded by special train to Dover, and, embarking on the Royal 
Yacht Alexandra , left for Calais. Their Majesties returned to London on the 13th, being met at 
Victoria Station by the Prince and Princess of Wales, and drove to the Palace. 

February 18. The King received, at .Buckingham Palace, a Deputation of Chiefs, Special 

Envoys from Basutoland, and, in the afternoon, accompanied by the Queen, was present at a 
Matinee Performance at the Queen’s Theatre in aid of the funds of the Royal Ear Hospital, 
Dean Street, Soho. 

March 5. The King, attended by his suite, and Sir James Reid, Bart., left Buckingham 

Palace for Paris en route to Biarritz. The Prince of Wales was present at Victoria Station 

to take leave. 

March 8. The Empress Marie Teodorovna of Russia arrived on a private visit to the 

Queen, being met at Victoria Station by the Prince and Princess of Wales, and drove to 
Buckingham Palace. 

April 16. The Queen, accompanied by the Empress Marie and Princess Victoria, left 

Buckingham Palace for Paris. The Prince of Wales was at Victoria Station to take leave. 

Having been joined by the King at the Bourget Railway Station at Paris, their Majesties 

proceeded to Genoa and embarked on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert for a cruise in 

the Mediterranean. 

On the 19th the Victoria and Albert, with their Majesties on board, arrived at Girgenti (Sicily) 
and, after visiting the Cathedral and places of interest, left for Malta, where, arriving on the 21st, 
the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, with Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, went on board 
to welcome their Majesties. On landing their Majesties drove in motor-cars to the Palace, where 
they were entertained at luncheon by the Duke and Duchess of Connaught. After luncheon their 
Majesties took a drive in motor-cars through the outlying districts and were entertained at tea at 
San Antonia Palace by the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, returning afterwards to the Royal 
Yacht. In the evening their Majesties again landed and drove to the Palace to dine with the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught. 

On the 22nd the King and Queen and Royal Party landed from the Royal Yacht and drove 
to the Marsa, where they were present at a combined Naval and Military Review, under the 
command of the Duke of Connaught, afterwards returning to San Antonia Palace for luncheon. 

The King conferred honours in the Royal Victorian Order on various Naval and Military Officers 
and others, among them being a Knight Commandership on the Archbishop of Malta. In the 
afternoon the King, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, drove to the Connaught Hospital, 

and after receiving an Address from Sir Edward Merewether (the Lieutenant-Governor) on behalf 

of the Civil population of the Island, to which the King replied, His Majesty declared the 
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-.Connaught-. Hospital <?pen. On a white marble tablet placed oh the facade of the Hospital is

THE CONNAUGHT ^ HOSPITAL. 

On the 23rd the King and Queen visited the Cathedral of St. John, being received by the 
Archbishop and Chapter, and after being conducted over the Cathedral drove to Admiralty House 
and took luncheon with Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick Fisher, leaving afterwards to witness a Polo 
Ma'fch between the Sister Services on the Marsa, and subsequently returning to the Royal Y acht. 
In the evening their Majesties were present, with the other. Members of the Royal Party, at a 
Gala Performance at the Royal Opera. 

On the 24th the King, the Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria, accompanied 
by the. Duke and DuchOss of Connaught, and Princess Victoria Patricia of Contiaught, .visited the 
Naval Hospital at Bighi, driving afterwards to ' the Verclala Palace, where they took luncheon with 
Lieut.-General Sir Henry and Lady Grant. In the afternoon the Queen and the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught paid a visit to the Central Civil Hospital, also to the Seamen s Hospital. 
Later on all the Royal' Party -went for a drive in motor-cars along the south-east coast of the 
Island, returning to and dining on board the Royal Yacht, 

On the 25th the Victoria and Albert left,- with their Majesties on board, and arrived at 
Catania, where the King landed and, attended' by Sir J. Reknell Rodd (British Ambassador 
in Rome) and the Marquis di S^n Giuliano-(Italian Ambassador in London), drove in a motor-car 
through the Via Stresicoro Etnea, returning to the Royal Yacht. 

On the 26th the King, the Queen, and the Empress Marie, attended by the two Ambassadors 
as on the previous day, left by a special train for a’ trip round Etna and returned to Catania. On 
alighting from the train the Royal • Party entered a motor-car driven by the son of the Marquis 
Capizzi, and proceeded to the residence of the Marquis, where they took tea. The Marchioness 
Capizzi and the two daughters of the Marquis di San Giuliano and others were present. After 
tea their Majesties received the Cardinal Francisca Nava and the Local Authorities, leturning 
afterwards to the Royal Yacht. 

On the 27th the Victoria and Albert , with their Majesties on board, left Catania for Palermo, 
where they arrived on the 28th. On landing, the Royal Party drove to the Cathedral in motoi-cars 
(being received by the members of the Chapter), and made an inspection of the Cathedral as 
also of the Cappella Palatina. Their Majesties then drove to Monreale where, at the Cathedral, 
they were met by the Archbishop and Chapter, who conducted them over the building. After 
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visiting the Capucin Catacombs and the Villa Igiea, where luncheon was taken, their Majesties 
returned to Palermo, re-embarked on the Royal Yacht and left for Baia, which was reached on 
the 29th. Here King Edward, on landing to proceed to the Royal Italian Yacht Re Umberto , 
was met and greeted at the landing stage by King Victor Emmanuel, who shortly after went on 
board the Victoria and Albert (being preceded by King Edward) and welcomed Queen Alexandra, 
the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria. Subsequently King Edward, Queen Alexandra, the 
Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria proceeded to the Re Umberto, where they took luncheon 
with King Victor Emmanuel and Queen Elena, the Duke and Duchess of Aosta being of the 
party, and afterwards returned to the Victoria and Albert. Later on King Edward and the 
Royal Party landed and took a drive in the neighbourhood of Baia. In the evening King Victor 
Emmanuel with Queen Elena dined with their Majesties on board the Victoria and Albert. 

On the 30th the Victoria 'and Albert , with their Majesties on board, proceeded to Naples, 
where, on arrival, King Victor Emmanuel, Queen Elena, and the Duke and Duchess of Aosta, 
went on board to welcome their Majesties. Shortly after King Edward, Queen Alexandra, the 
Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria, with Sir Rennell and Lady Rodd, went on board the 
Re Umberto and took luncheon with the King and Queen of Italy, their Majesties returning to 
the Victoria and Albert. 

On the 31st, in the morning, the King landed and drove through the City, returning to the 
Royal Yacht. After luncheon on board, their Majesties and the Royal Party landed and drove in 
motor-cars to the Palace of Capodimonti, where, with the Duke and Duchess of Aosta, they visited 
the Museum and took tea in the Gardens, returning afterwards to the Royal Yacht. 

On the xst of May the King, the Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria landed and 
left in motor-cars for Pompeii and Herculaneum, returning afterwards to the Royal Yacht. 

On the 2nd the Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria left on board the Victoria 
and Albert for Castellammare where they landed and visited the Duchess of Aosta at the Hotel. 

On the 3rd Divine Service was held on board the Victoria and Albert. 

May 4. The King, attended by Sir Rennell Rodd, left Naples for Paris, the Duke of 

Aosta being at the station to take leave of His Majesty in his own name and in that of the King 
of Italy. His Majesty was met at Tuscolana Station, outside Rome, by King Victor Emmanuel, 
from whom His Majesty received a very cordial welcome, and after -bidding him farewell King 
Edward resumed his journey to Paris. Arriving at the Lyons Station, His Majesty was met by 
Sir Francis Bertie (the British Ambassador) and officials of the Railway Company, and drove to 
the Hotel Bristol. 

On the same afternoon the Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess Victoria landed at 
Naples, visited the Museum, and took tea at Bertolinee’s Hotel, returning afterwards to the 

Royal Yacht. On the 5th the Queen left for Castellammare to visit the Duchess of Aosta, and 

from thence left by motor-car for Sorrento, where Her Majesty took luncheon at the Hotel 
Tramontane, returning to Naples and proceeding on board the Royal Yacht. 

On the 6th the Duchess of Aosta, arriving from Castellammare, went ,on board the Royal 
Yacht and took luncheon with Her Majesty and the Royal Party, afterwards landing with the 

Empress Marie for a walk in the City, taking tea at the Hotel Excelsior, and returning to the 

Royal Yacht. 

On the 7th the Victoria and Albert, with the Queen, the Empress Marie, and Princess 
Victoria, left Naples for Athens. 
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On the/same day the King, in Paris, visited the Exhibition of Portraits of Women by British 
and French Masters of the 18th Century then being held in the Tuileries Garden, also an 
Exhibition of Historical Costumes in the Pavilion de Marsam, afterwards honouring the Marquis and 
Marquise de Breteuil at their residence at dinner. His Majesty left Paris on the 8th and returned 
to London the same evening, being met at Victoria Station by the Prince of Wales, the Ministers, 
and others, and proceeded to Buckingham Palace. 

May 17. The King inspected, in the Picture Gallery of Buckingham Palace, His Majesty’s 

Body Guard of the Honourable Corps of .Gentlemen-at-Arms under the command of Lord 
Denman (the Captain), in commemoration of the 400th Anniversary of the raising of the Corps by 
King Henry VIII. The Prince of Wales was present. After the inspection His Majesty enter- 
tained the Honourable Corps at luncheon. 

May 18. The King visited Aldershot, being received at Farnborough Station by Lieut.- 

General Sir H. L. Smith-Dorrien (General Officer Commanding-in-Chief Aldershot Command), 
General Sir John French being also present. After witnessing some Field Manoeuvres His Majesty 
honoured the Lieutenant-General and Lady Smith-Dorrien at.luncheon at Government Bouse, and 
after luncheon visited the Salamanca Barrack's, inspected thfe new Cavalry Club, the Connaught 
Hospital, and the new Dirigible Balloon. Before returning to London the King honoured the 
Lieutenant-General and Officers of the Aldershot Corhmand with his presence at tea at the 
Officers’ Club House. 

May 25 ' The Queen and Princess Victoria returned from their Mediterranean tour, being 

met at Dover by Prince Louis of Battenberg, and at Victoria Station by the King, the Prince 
and Princess of Waldfe, Prince Arthur of .Connaught, the Prime Minister, and others, and 
drove to Buckingham Palace. * . 

5 - The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Prince of Wales, Princess Victoria, 

and the Duke of Connaught, presented, in the State Ball Room of Buckingham Palace, new 
Colours to the 1st Battalion Norfolk Regiment, of which His Majesty was Colonel-in-Chief, 
under the command of Lieut.-Colonel John Marriott. The Consecration Service was performed 
by Bishop I aylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). After conferring the Royal Victorian 
Order on some of the officers and men His Majesty entertained the Battalion in the Royal 
Riding School in Buckingham Palace Road. 

June 9. The King, the Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince Edward and Princess Mary 

of Wales drove to the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, being received by Field-Marshal Sir George 
White (the Governor) and staff, Sir William Treloar, and the Trustees of the Alton College. 
Proceeding to the Terrace, their Majesties witnessed a March Past of the members of the 
Alexandra League, being afterwards conducted by the Trustees to the Bazaar held in aid of 
Queen Alexandra’s League of Mercy. Before returning to Buckingham Palace their Majesties 
visited many of the stalls. 

June 19. The King, accompanied by the Queen, the Princes^ of Wales with Princess 

Mary and Prince Henry of Wales, Princess Victoria, the Crown Prince and Princess of 
Sweden, the Princess Royal, the Duke of Fife, Princesses Alexandra and Maud, the Duchess 
of Connaught with Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Prince and Princess Christian with 
Princesses Victoria and Marie Louise of Schleswig-Holstein, the Duke and Duchess of Teck, 
and attended by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and Prince Arthur of Connaught 
(His Majesty’s personal Aides-de-Camp)-, as also by the Right Hon. R. B. Haldane (Secretary

of State for War) and Officers of State, presented, on the East Lawn of Windsor Castle, 
Guidons and Colours to representative detachments of 108 units of the Territorial Force. The 
Service of Consecration was performed by Bishop Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to the Forces). 
At the conclusion of the ceremony, the Lords-Lieutenant present had the honour of being 
presented to His Majesty. 

June 21. * The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from 

Windsor Castle in motor-cars to Wellington College on the occasion of the Jubilee Speech Day. 
Their Majesties were entertained at luncheon by Dr. Pollock (the Head Master) in the old 
Dining Hall (now the Royal Room), the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, the Duke of Wellington, the Earl of Derby, and others being present. After 
luncheon their Majesties proceeded to the Drill Hall of the College, where the Prizes were 
distributed and the King addressed the company. Their Majesties then attended a short 
Memorial Service in the first Quadrangle erected close to the foundation-stone laid by Queen 
Victoria. The Service was conducted by the Head Master and the Benediction pronounced by 
the Bishop of Oxford. The foundation-stone bears the following inscription

After the Service their Majesties returned to the Castle. 

June 24. The King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria were present at the Service of 

Dedication of the Chapel at Queen Alexandra’s Military Hospital, Millbank, being joined by 
the Duke and Duchess of Connaught and received by Lieut.-General Sir Frederick W. Stopford 
(General Officer Commanding the London District), Surgeon-General Sir Alfred Keogh (Director- 
General Army Medical Service), and others. Their Majesties were conducted through the 
main corridor of the Hospital to the Chapel, where a Special Form of Service for the 
Dedication was performed by Bishop Taylor Smith (the Chaplain-General), assisted by the 
Rev. J. Hackett and the Rev. R. L. White (Chaplains to the Forces). The Benediction was 
pronounced by the Chaplain-General. Their Majesties inspected one of the Wards before returning 
to the Palace. 

June 25. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, inspected, at 

Buckingham Palace, the Honourable Corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms under the command of Lord 
Denman, and presented a Standard to the Corps. 

In the afternoon the King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, received, in the 
Throne Room of Buckingham Palace, the Members of the Council of the Russian Empire and of 
the Duma, then on a visit to London. 

June 26. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove in procession, 

with an Escort furnished by the 2nd Life Guards, from Buckingham Palace to the new Buildings 
of the Victoria and Albert Museum in Cromwell Road, being joined by the Prince and Princess 
of Wales with Princess Mary of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Connaught with Princess Victoria 
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Patricia and Prince Arthur of Connaught, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), the Duchess of 
Albany, Princess Christian with Princesses Victoria and Marie Louise of Schleswig-Holstein, Prince 
and Princess Alexander of Teck, Prince Francis of Teck, and Princess Louise of Wied. Their 
Majesties were received by the Right Hon. W. Runciman (President of the Board of Education) 
and the First Commissioner of Works. After the King had replied to an Address from Colonel 
W. F. Cavaye (the Mayor) on behalf of the Royal Borough of Kensington, their Majesties were 
conducted to a dais in the Octagon Court. The President of the Board of Education then 
delivered an Address (to which the King replied), and the Archbishop of Canterbury offered a 
prayer, after which His Majesty declared the building open, the key of the building having been 
handed to the King and returned to the keeping of the President. On a tablet placed on the 
east side of the main entrance is the following inscription:— 

“ THIS BUILDING, BEING THE COMPLETION OF THE VICTORIA AND ALBERT 
MUSEUM, WAS OPENED BY HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII., KING OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND, AND OF THE BRITISH DOMINIONS BEYOND 
THE SEAS, EMPEROR OF INDIA, ON THE 26TH DAY OF JUNE I9O9 IN THE 

9TH YEAR OF HIS REIGN.” 

Proceeding from the Octagon Room to the West Hall, some presentations were made, and the 
King conferred the honour of Knighthood upon Mr. Cecil H. Smith (Director and Secretary of the 
Art Museum), and returned to the Palace. 

July 3- The King left Euston by special train for Rugby, and on his arrival there 

replied to an Address from the Chairman of the Urban District Council. Driving to the School 
His Majesty was received by the Rev. H. A. James (the Head Master), and conducted to the 
Speech Room, where he replied to an Address from H. J. B. Clough (Head Boy of the School). 
The Head^ Master having made a statement respecting the Speech Room, the King declared it 
open; at tffe samfe time presenting some of the principal School Prizes, among them His Majesty’s 
Gold Medal to E. Ker. The King afterwards took tea with the Head Master in the School 
Room, and after inspecting the Officers Training Corps of the School left on a visit to Mr. and 
Mrs. H. A. James at Coton House. 

July 5. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, left Buckingham Palace for Knowsley, on a 

visit to the Earl and Countess of Derby, being joined at Rugby Station by the King. On arriving 
at Huyton Station their Majesties were received by Lord Shuttleworth (Lord-Lieutenant of Lanca¬ 
shire), the Earl of Derby, the Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, and others, and drove in motor-cars 
to Knowsley. 

In the afternoon the King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and the House Party, 
proceeded to the Review Ground in the Park, where, after an inspection of the West Lancashire 
Territorial Force, under the command of Major-General E. C. Bethune (Commanding West 
Lancashire Division), the King presented Colours to the Division, the 11 Consecration Service being 
performed by the Right Rev. F. J. Chavasse (Bishop of Liverpool), assisted by the Rev. A. Cornell 
(Moderator of the Presbytery). Their Majesties returned to Knowsley after the ceremony. 

On the 6th the King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, left Knowsley for 
Manchester, being received on arrival by Mr. Edward Holt (the Lord Mayor), Sir Joseph Leese 
(the Recorder), and others. The King having replied to an Address read by the Recorder, their 
Majesties, with an Escort furnished by the 1st Life Guards, drove to the Royal Infirmary, halting 
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on the way at the Victoria University, where the King replied to an Address from the University 
Authorities. On arrival at the Royal Infirmary their Majesties were received by the Earl 
of Derby (President), Mr. William Cobbett (Chairman of the Board), and others, and con¬ 
ducted to a platform, from which, after receiving and replying to an Address, His Majesty declared 
the Royal Infirmary open. His Majesty subsequently conferred the honour of Knighthood on 
Mr. William Cobbett. Their Majesties afterwards made an inspection of Queen Alexandra’s Ward 
and King Edward’s Ward. On a copper tablet, surmounted by the Royal Arms, placed on the 
wall of the Main Front Hall (Oxford Road) is the following inscription:— 

“this tablet was placed here by the board of management to 

COMMEMORATE THE FORMAL OPENING OF THE ROYAL INFIRMARY ON 

TUESDAY JULY 6TH I9O9 BY THEIR MAJESTIES KING EDWARD VII. AND 

QUEEN ALEXANDRA.” 

After the ceremony their Majesties left by motor-cars for Worsley Hall, and honoured the Earl 
and Countess of Ellesmere with their presence at luncheon. After luncheon their Majesties drove 
to the Review Ground in the Park, where the King inspected the East Lancashire Territorial 
Division under the command of Brigadier-General W. Fry, after the Inspection presenting Colours 
to the Division, the Consecration Service being performed by the Right Rev. E. A. Knox (Bishop 
of Manchester). Their Majesties afterwards returned to Worsley Hall, and later in the day left for 
Knowsley. The King received and replied to an Address at Warrington Town Hall en route , and 
Princess Victoria was presented with a Diamond Necklace by the Municipality as a souvenir of Her 
Royal Highness’s Birthday. 

On the 7th the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria left Knowsley for Liverpool, on arriving 
at Lime Street Station receiving an Address from Mr. H. Chaloner Dowdall (the Lord Mayor), to 
which the King replied. I heir Majesties then proceeded by special train to Birmingham, being 
met at the station by Alderman G. H. Kenrick (the Lord Mayor), the High Sheriff, Mr. j. S. 
Dugdale (the Recorder), and others. Lieut.-General Sir Charles Douglas (General Officer Com- 
manding-in-Chief Southern Command) and Brigadier-General H. A. Railt (Commanding South 
Midland) with their staffs were present. A procession having been formed their Majesties, attended 
by the Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, drove to the Council House, being received by the Lord Mayor, 
the Recorder, the Right Hon. Austen Chamberlain, and others. After replying to an Address 
presented by the Corporation, the King conferred the honour of Knighthood on Alderman G. H. 
Kenrick (the Lord Mayor). Their Majesties were then entertained at luncheon by the Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress in the Banqueting Hall, after which, the procession being re-formed, 
their Majesties drove to the University, University Road, Edgbaston, where they were received by 
the Pro-Chancellor, in the absence of the Chancellor (the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain), and 
conducted to a platform. I he Right Rev. Charles Gore (Bishop of Birmingham) then offered 
a prayer, and an Address was presented by Sir Oliver Lodge (the Principal), to which the King 
replied. A key was then handed by Sir Aston Webb (the Architect) to His Majesty, who 
declared the Building open. On the face of the pedestal of the Statue of King Edward in the 
Entrance Hall has been placed an inscription referring to the opening. At the conclusion of the 
ceremony their Majesties returned to London. 

July 8. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from Bucking¬ 

ham Palace to the Victoria and Albert Museum in the Imperial Institute Road, being joined at the 
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entrance by the Prince and Princess of Wales, and received by the Earl of Crewe (Chairman of 
the Governing Body), the Earl of Harrowby, Viscount Wolverhampton, the Right Hon. R. B. 
Haldane, Mr. Otto Beit, and others. Their Majesties having been conducted to a marquee, the 
Chairman of the Governing Body delivered an Address (to which the King replied), after which His 
Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the new Buildings. On the stone, which is on the pedestal 
of the group of carving to the left of the entrance to the Buildings, on the south side of Prince 
Consort’s Road, is the following inscription:— 

“ THIS STONE WAS LAID BY HIS MAJESTY EDWARD VII., KING OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND AND OF THE BRITISH DOMINIONS BEYOND THE 
SEAS, EMPEROR OF INDIA, ON THE 8TH DAY OF JULY I909, FOR THE 
NEW BUILDINGS OF THE ROYAL SCHOOL OF MINES, INITIATED BY HIS 
ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE CONSORT, AND OF THE CITY AND GUILDS 
COLLEGE OF ENGINEERING, WHICH WITH THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF SCIENCE 
FORM INTEGRAL PARTS OF THE IMPERIAL COLLEGE OF SCIENCE AND 

TECHNOLOGY.” 

After prayer by the Archbishop of Canterbury their Majesties returned to the Palace. 

In the afternoon the King, accompanied by the Queen, Princess Victoria, and Prince Christopher 
of Greece, inspected, in the Gardens of Buckingham Palace, the Honourable Artillery Company 
under the command of Colonel the Earl of Denbigh, after which His Majesty addressed the Corps, 
Lord Denbigh replying. 

July 20. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from Bucking¬ 

ham Palace to King’s College Hospital, Denmark Hill, with an Escort supplied by the 2nd Life 
Guards, replying to an Address presented at Denmark Hill from the Borough of Camberwell. 
Their Majesties were met at the Hospital by the Hon. W. F. Smith (Chairman of the Committee) 
and Mr. Charles Awdry (Treasurer), and conducted to a pavilion, where the King received and 
replied to an Address from the Chairman. After a prayer by the Right Rev. Edward S. Talbot 
(Bishop of Southwark) the King laid the foundation-stone of the new Hospital, on which is the 
following inscription 

“THIS STONE WAS LAID BY 
HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD THE SEVENTH 
JULY 20 TH I909.” 

The Benediction having been pronounced by the Bishop, their Majesties returned to the 
Palace. 

July 23. The King, accompanied by the Queen and Princess Victoria, drove from Bucking¬ 

ham Palace, with an Escort furnished by the Royal Horse Guards, to the National Orthopaedic 
Hospital, Great Portland Street, being received by the Duke of Marlborough (President), the 
Earl of Denbigh (Chairman) and the Countess of Denbigh, the Mayor of Marylebone, and others. 
Their Majesties were conducted to the West Ward on the second floor, where the King received 
and replied to an Address from the President on behalf of the Committee and Governors of the 
Hospital. Prayer was then offered by the Right Hon. and Right Rev. A. F. Winnington- 
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Ingram (Bishop of London), after which the King declared the new Buildings open. In the 
Board Room of the Hospital is a tablet with the following inscription:— 

“ TO COMMEMORATE 
THE OPENING OF 

THE ROYAL NATIONAL ORTHOPAEDIC HOSPITAL 

BY 

HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD VII. 

ACCOMPANIED BY 

HER MAJESTY QUEEN ALEXANDRA 

AND H.R.H. PRINCESS VICTORIA, 

ON 23RD JULY I909.” 

Before returning to the Palace their Majesties visited several of the Wards. 

July 31. The King left Portsmouth on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert and 

inspected the Fleet at Spithead under the command of Admiral Sir W. H. May (Commander- 
in-Chief Home Fleet). His Majesty was accompanied by the Queen, the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Sweden, the Prince and Princess of Wales with Princess Mary of Wales, Princess Victoria, the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught with Princess Victoria Patricia and Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
Princess Christian with Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) 
and the Duke of Argyll, Princess Henry of Battenberg with Princes Alexander and Maurice of 
Battenberg, and Prince and Princess Alexander of Teck. After the Inspection the King received 
the Flag Officers on the Royal Yacht, and in the evening entertained many of the officers on board. 

August 1. The King, after Divine Service on board the Victoria and Albert, received the 

Captains of His Majesty’s Ships then in the Solent. In the afternoon His Majesty paid visits to 
the Empress Eugenie on board her yacht the Thistle; to the Prince and Princess of Wales at 
Barton Manor; to Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll at Kent House; 
and to Princess Henry of Battenberg at Osborne Cottage. 

August 2. The Emperor and Empress of Russia arrived at Cowes on board the Imperial 

Yacht Standart, the King, the Queen, the Prince of Wales, Princess Victoria, the Duke of 

Connaught, and Prince Arthur of Connaught going on board the Standart .to welcome their Imperial 
Majesties. The King and Queen and the Emperor and Empress proceeded shortly afterwards 
on board the Victoria and Albert. After luncheon the King and the Emperor reviewed the Fleet. 
After the Review and the .return of the Victoria and Albert, many Members of the Royal Family 
and others, going on board the yacht, had the honour of being presented to the Emperor and Empress. 
Their Majesties in the evening entertained the Emperor and Empress, many Members of the 
Royal Family, and others, at dinner on the Victoria and Albert. 

August 3. The Emperor and Empress went for a short cruise on board the Britannia with 

the King, the Queen, and Princess Victoria. In the afternoon the King paid a visit to the 

Crown Prince and Princess of Sweden and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught on board the 
Royal Yacht Alexandra. In the evening the Emperor and Empress gave a banquet on board 
the Standart to the King and Queen and Royal Family. 

August 4. The King and Queen, the Emperor and Empress, accompanied by the Prince 

and Princess of Wales with Princess Mary and Prince Edward of Wales, and Princess Victoria, 
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visited the Royal Naval College at Osborne, the Convalescent Homes for Officers, and the 
Private Apartments occupied by Queen Victoria, subsequently taking tea with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales at Barton Manor, and paying visits to Prince and Princess Christian, Princess 
Louise (Duchess of Argyll) and the Duke of Argyll, and Princess Henry of Battenberg. The 
King In the evening gave a dinner on the Victoria and Albert to the members of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, the Queen and Princess Victoria dining with the Empress on board the Standart. 

August^. 1 he Emperor and Empress received, on board the Standart , Deputations with 

Addresses from the Corporation of the City of London (enclosed in a gold casket); from the 
London Chamber of Commerce; from the Mayor and Corporation of Portsmouth; and from 
the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce—to all of which His Majesty replied. The King and Queen 
and many of the Royal Family subsequently went on board the Standart and remained to 
luncheon, and afterwards took leave of the Emperor and Empress on the conclusion of their visit. 
1 he Standart , with the Emperor and Empress on board, left shortly afterwards for Kiel. 

August 9. The King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, returned to Buckingham Palace. 

August 10. The King, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, and attended by his suite, 

left Buckingham Palace for Victoria Station, where the Prince of Wales (as also the Duke of 
Connaught, who was at the station) took leave of His Majesty, who left by special train for Dover 
en route to Marienbad. 

August 12. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, left Buckingham Palace for Balmoral, being 
received at Ballater Station by the Earl-of Aberdeen (Lord-Lieutenant of the County), Sir John 
Clark of 1 illypronie, and Colonel Innes of Learney. Her Majesty then drove to Balmoral Castle. 

August 26. The Queen, with Princess Victoria, left Balmoral, travelling by special train 

from Ballater to Tay Bridge Station, and embarked on board the Victoria and Albert , which 
left for Norway. 

September 4. f he King, attended by his suite, returned from Marienbad, being received at 

Victoria Station by Ministers and others, and drove to Buckingham Palace. 

October 4. Phe King, accompanied by Princess Mary and Prince Henry of Wales, at 

Balmoral Castle, presented the King’s Colour and School Colour to a detachment of boys from 
Queen Victoria’s School at Dunblane under the command of Colonel M. G. Williams (the 
Commandant), the Consecration Service being conducted by the Rev. A. Ritchie (Chaplain of the 
School). After the King had addressed the boys, the Commandant, the Adjutant, and the Chaplain 
had the honour of being invited to luncheon with His Majesty, who conferred the Royal Victorian 
Order (4th Class) on the Commandant and the King’s Badge on Sergeant-Major Lindsay. 

October 25. ] he King left Quidenham Hail, where His Majesty had been the guest of the 

Earl and Countess of Albemarle, and drove to Norwich, proceeding to St. Andrew’s Hall, where 
he was received by Mr. Walter Rye (the Mayor), the Sheriff, the Earl of Leicester (Lord-Lieutenant 
of the County), the Earl of Albemarle, the Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, and others. In accordance 
with ancient custom the Mayor of Norwich tendered the Sword of State, which the King returned. 
His Majesty at the same time received and replied to an Address from the Corporation. He 
then drove to the Review Ground on Mousehold Heath, being received by Lieut.-General Sir 
A. H. Paget (Commanding-in-Chief Eastern Command), and inspected the Norfolk Territorials 
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under the command of Brigadier-General J. H. Campbell (Commanding East Anglian Territorial 
Division). After the Inspection His Majesty presented the Guidon and Colours to the King’s 
Own Royal Regiment of Norfolk Yeomanry, and the 4th, 5th, and 6th Battalions of the Norfolk 
Regiment, the Consecration Service being performed by Bishop Taylor Smith (Chaplain-General to 
the Forces), assisted by the Bishop of Thetford. The King afterwards inspected the members of 
the Royal Norfolk Veterans Association under the command of Captain Athill, and retired non¬ 
commissioned officers and men of the Norfolk Volunteer Corps possessing Long Service Medals 
under the command of Colonel H. E. Hyde. His Majesty afterwards honoured Colonel H. A. 
Barclay and Officers of the 4th Battalion Norfolk Regiment with his presence at luncheon in the 
Drill Hall, St. Giles’s. After luncheon the King proceeded to the Norfolk and Norwich Hospital, 
being received by the Earl of Leicester (President) and the Bishop of Thetford, and conducted 
to a platform. The Bishop of, Norwich having offered a prayer, and the King having replied to an 
Address read by the President, His Majesty laid the foundation-stone of the extension of the 
Hospital. The stone is in the wall facing the south-west, and opposite the Hospital Chapel, and 
bears the following inscription:— 

' “OCTOBER 25 I909.” 

The King left for Sandringham after the ceremony. 

Octcber 26. The Queen (accompanied by the Queen of Norway and Crown Prince Olaf 

of Norway), with Princess Victoria, returned from Copenhagen, being met at Victoria Station by 
the King, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, and 
drove to Buckingham Palace. 

November 4. The King drove from Buckingham Palace to the National Hospital for the 

Paralysed and Epileptic (Albert Memorial), Queen Square, Bloomsbury, being joined by the 
Duchess of Albany and the Princess Alexandra of Teck (President and Vice-President of the 
Jubilee Fund). His Majesty was received by the Right Hon. and Right Rev. A. F. Winnington- 
Ingram (Bishop of London) and Mr. Macmillan (Chairman of the Board of Management),,..and 
others, and conducted to a dais in the Out-Patients’ Hall. The Bishop of London having offered 
a prayer, and an Address from the Chairman having been received and replied to, His Majesty 
declared the Jubilee Buildings open, at the same time conferring the honour of Knighthood 
on Mr. Macmillan. On a tablet affixed to the wall of the Out-Patfients’ Hall is the following 
inscription:— 

“ THE NEW BUILDINGS OF THIS HOSPITAL 
(THE JUBILEE MEMORIAL) WERE OPENED 
ON THIS SPOT BY HIS MAJESTY KING 
EDWARD VII., NOVEMBER 4TH I909.” 

After the ceremony the King returned to the Palace. 

November 15. The King of Portugal arrived on board the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert 
on a visit to their Majesties, being met at Portsmouth by the Prince of Wales (who went 
on board to welcome the King on behalf of His Majesty), followed by the Marquis of 
Winchester (Lord-Lieutenant of Hampshire), Admiral Sir A. Fanshawe (Commander-in-Chief 
Portsmouth), and General Sir Charles Douglas (General Officer Commanding-in-Chief Southern 
Command), all of whom remained to luncheon on board. After luncheon the Mayor (Sir W. 
Dupree) and Town Clerk proceeded on board and presented the King of Portugal with an 
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Address from the Corporation, which His Majesty acknowledged. Subsequently landing, the King 
of Portugal, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, left by special train for Windsor, being 
met at the station by the King, the Duke of Connaught, Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince 
Christian, and Lieut.-General the Hon. Sir F. W. Stopford (Commanding London District) and 
staff. After receiving and replying to an Address from the Windsor Corporation, King Manuel 
drove to the Castle with a Sovereign’s Escort of the 1st Life Guards, being met by the Queen, 
the Queen of Norway, Princess Victoria, Princess Henry of Battenberg-, the Duchess of Connaught 
with Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, the Duke of Argyll (Constable and Governor of 
Windsor Castle), Ministers, and others. In the evening their Majesties gave a Family Dinner 
Party in honour of the Birthday of King Manuel, followed by a Concert in St. George’s Hall 
by the North Staffordshire District Choral Society (conducted by Mr. James Whewall). 

On the 16th the King and King Manuel, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught 
and Prince Arthur of Connaught, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined 
at luncheon (with Prince and Princess Christian at Cumberland Lodge) by the Queen, the 
Queen of Norway, the Princess of Wales, and Princess Victoria. In the afternoon the Queen, 
accompanied by the King, the Queen of Norway, Princess Victoria, Princess Louise (Duchess 
of Argyll) with the Duke of Argyll, the Duchess of Connaught with Princess Victoria Patricia 
of Connaught, presented, in the Green Drawing Room of the Castle, new Colours to the 2nd 
Battalion, Princess of Wales’s Own (Yorkshire Regiment) under the command of Lieut.-Colonel 
A. de S. Hadow, the Colonel (Major-General Franklyn) being present. The Consecration Service 
was performed by the Rev. Henry Trower (Rector of Holy Trinity Church, Windsor), Acting- 
Chaplain to the Forces. In presenting the Colours the Queen said :— 

“ It gives me the greatest pleasure to commit these Colours to the care of my own 
Regiment, and it gives me still more pleasure to know that your last Colours were given 
you by my dear old friend General the Right Hon. Sir William Knollys. May they lead 
you on to honour and glory.” 

In the evening the King held a Chapter, in the Throne Room, of the Most Noble Order of 
the Garter, and conferred the Insignia of the Order on the King of Portugal. His Majesty 
afterwards gave a State Banquet in St. George’s Hall, at which the King of Portugal, most 
of the Royal Family, and many distinguished guests were present. 

On the 17th King of Portugal left the Castle, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Connaught and Prince Arthur of Connaught, with a Travelling Escort of the 
1st Life Guards, for Windsor Station, where a special train was taken to Paddington. On 
arrival the King of Portugal received and replied to an Address from the Borough of 
Paddington, and a procession being formed (with an Escort and Standard of the Royal Horse 
Guards) His Majesty drove to the Guildhall, receiving en route, at Oxford Circus, Addresses 
from the City of Westminster and the Boroughs of Marylebone and Holborn. On arrival at 
the Guildhall the King was conducted to the Library, where he replied to an Address 
presented from the Lord Mayor and Corporation, and subsequently was entertained at luncheon 
in the Great Hall. After luncheon His Majesty returned, with the same Escort, to Paddington, 
and thence to Windsor. In the evening, after dinner, the King, the Queen, King Manuel, 
the Queen of Norway, many Members of the Royal Family, and a number of distinguished guests, 
were present at a Theatrical Performance in the Waterloo Gallery given by Sir Herbert 
Beerbohm Tree’s Company. 
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On the 18th the King, King Manuel, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and 
Prince Arthur of Connaught shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, being joined at 
luncheon at Cranborne Tower by the Queen, the Queen of Norway, the Princess of Wales, 
Princess Victoria, the Duchess of Connaught with Princess Victoria Patricia of Connaught, 

Princess Christian, and Princess Louise of Battenberg. In the evening their Majesties gave a 

State Banquet in St. George’s Hall in honour of the King of Portugal. 

On the 19th the King, with the same party, shot over the coverts in Windsor Great Park, 
being joined at luncheon at the Fishing 1 emple, Virginia Water, by the same Members of the 
Royal Family as on the preceding day, with the addition of the Duke and Duchess of leek. 
After dinner in the evening, their Majesties, King Manuel, the Queen of Norway, and other 
Members of the Royal Family, and guests, were present at a Theatrical Performance m the 
Waterloo Gallery by Mr. H., B. Irving’s Company. 

On the 20th the King of Portugal, accompanied by the Duke of Connaught, went to the 

Victoria Barracks, and witnessed some physical drill, afterwards visiting the Prince and Princess 

of Wales at Frogmore and remaining to luncheon. In the afternoon the King and Queen, 
accompanied by King Manuel, the Queen of Norway with the Crown Prince Olaf, and Princess 
Victoria, visited Eton, and saw a football match. In the evening, after dinner, a Concert was 
given in the Grand Reception Room of the Castle by the Russian Balalaika Orchestra under 
Mr. W. W. Andreeff. 

On the 21st King Manuel visited Beaumont College, being received by Father Gallon, and, 
after attending Mass, was conducted over the College. In the afternoon the King, the Queen, 
King Manuel, the Queen of Norway with the Crown Prince Olaf, visited the Royal Mausoleum 
at Frogmore, afterwards proceeding to the Royal Gardens. 

On the 22nd the King, the Queen, King Manuel, the Queen of Norway with the Crown Prince 
Olaf, and Princess Victoria, left Windsor for Buckingham Palace. In the afternoon the King of 
Portugal paid visits to all the Members of the Royal Family then in town. 

On the 23rd the Queen, with Princess Victoria, after taking luncheon with King Manuel at 

the Portuguese Legation, left Buckingham Palace by special train for Sandringham. 

On the 24th the King took leave of the King of Portugal and left the Palace on a visit 

to Lord and Lady Farquhar at Castle Rising. The Queen of Norway, with the Crown 

Prince Olaf, also took leave of King Manuel and left for Appleton House. The King of

Queen Alexandra, King George, Queen Mary, the Empress Marie, the King and 
Queen of Norway, and Princess Victoria attended Divine Service in the Private Chapel at 
Buckingham Palace. In the evening a Service was held in the Throne Room, at which Queen 
Alexandra and her children, the Empress Marie, the King of Denmark, many other Members 
of the Royal Family, and Officials and Servants of the Royal Household were present. Both 
Services were conducted by the Rev. Canon Edgar Sheppard. 

May 17. King George and Queen Mary, accompanied by the Duke of Cornwall, Princes 
Albert, Henry, and George, and Princess Mary of Wales, drove from Marlborough House to 

Buckingham Palace with an Escort of the 1st Life Guards, and attended a short Service in 

the Throne Room conducted by the Bishop of London and Canon Edgar Sheppard, at which 
Queen Alexandra and her children, the Empress Marie, the King and Queen of Denmark, and 
other Members of the Royal Family were present, prior to the removal of the remains of 
King Edward for the Lying-in-State at Westminster Hall. 
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A procession having been formed, the coffin was carried from the Throne Room by twelve 
men of the King’s Company of the Grenadier Guards and placed on a gun-carriage furnished 
by the B.B. Battery of the Royal Horse" Artillery drawn by eight horses, and conveyed to 
Westminster Hall, escorted by the 1st Life Guards. In front of the coffin walked a large number 
of Naval and Military Officers, among whom were Admiral Lord Fisher, Lord Roberts, and Lord 
Kitchener. Immediately after the coffin walked King George alone, clo£e behind being the Duke 
of Cornwall and Prince Albert of Wales, followed by the Duke of Connaught (between the King 
of Denmark and the King of Norway), and Representatives of Foreign Sovereigns. Next, in 
carriages, were: In the first, Queen Alexandra, the Empress Marie, the. Princess Royal (Duchess of 
P'ife), and Princess Victoria; in the second, Queen Mary, Princes Henry and George and Princess 
Mary of Wales, and Queert Maud of Norway; followed by all the other Members of the Royal 
Family. Arriving at Westminster Hall the coffin was received by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Lord Chamberlain, the Earl Marshal, and other Officers of State, and conveyed to and placed on 
the catafalque. After a brief Service and Address by the Archbishop, the Royal Family left.

Immediately behind the gun-carriage walked Prince Louis of Battenberg, followed by His late 
Majesty’s charger and “Caesar,” his faithful fox-terrier, in charge of a Highland Servant, 

directly after being the Royal Standard and His Majesty the King, supported by the Duke 

of Connaught, the German Emperor, and the Sovereigns, Princes, carriages, &c., already 

enumerated. The procession proceeded along Parliament Street, Whitehall, the Horse Guards, 
Marlborough House, St. James’s Street, Piccadilly, Hyde Park, the Marble Arch, Oxford and 
Cambridge Terrace, to Paddington. Major-General Codrington was in command of the 
Troops lining the route throughout. At Paddington Station the coffin was removed from the 
gun-carriage and placed in a special saloon, and the Sovereigns, Princes, Royal Ladies, 
and others, having taken their places, the Funeral Train left for Windsor. 

On arriving at Windsor the coffin was removed from the train to the gun-carriage, the 

King, the Queen Mother, and the Empress Marie walking behind on its removal. The 
procession having been re-formed, as before, proceeded to St. George’s Chapel, the King, the 
Foreign Sovereigns and Princes on Foot, the only carriage being that containing the Queen 

Mother and the Empress Marie. The procession having reached the Chapel was met by the 

Archbishops of Canterbury and York, the Bishops of Winchester and Oxford, and the Dean 
of Windsor. The coffin having been removed from the gun-carriage, was carried into the Chapel, 
directly behind being the King and the Queen Mother, followed by the German Emperor, the 

Empress Marie, the seven Kings, the Duke of Connaught with his two great-nephews the 
Duke of Cornwall and Prince Albert of Wales, the Princes, and others, followed by Field- 

Marshal Lord Grenfell (Gold Stick in Waiting), Lord Knollys, General Sir Dighton Probyn, 
H. W. Erskine Esq., and Major-General Sir Stanley Clarke. 

Arriving at the Chapel the coffin was placed in the centre of the Choir, the King and 
Queen Mother standing at the head, when the Burial Service proceeded. Sir Alfred Gatty 
(Garter King-of-Arms) pronounced the Styles of His late Majesty:— 

“ EDWARD VII., by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of the British Dominions beyond the Seas, King, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India. 
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“ Sovereign of the Orders of the Garter, the Thistle, St. Patrick, the Bath, the Star 
of India, St. Michael and St. George, the Order of the Indian Empire, the Imperial 
Order of the Crown of ’India, the Royal Victorian Order, the Distinguished Service 
Order, the Kaisar-i-ffind Medal, the Volunteer Officers’ Decoration, the Albert Medal, the 
Victoria Cross, the Royal Red Cross, and the Order of the Hospital of St. John of 

Jerusalem in England. Created Prince of Wales and Earl of Chester by Patent under 
the Great Seal, 4th December 1841 ; created Earl of Dublin in the Peerage of the United 
Kingdom, with remainder to his heirs Kings of the said United Kingdom” 10th September 
1849. Succeeded to the Throne 22nd January 1901, on the death of his Mother, Queen 
Victoria. Crowned in Westminster Abbey gth August 1902. D.C.L. Oxon LL D 
Dublin, F.R.C.P.L. (1897). Knight of the Order of the Golden Fleece, of 

St. Stephen of Austria, of the Southern Cross of Brazil, of the Black EaOe of 
Prussia; Grand Cross of the Legion of Honour and of the Order of Charles HI. of 
Spain; a Governor of the Charterhouse and of Christ’s Hospital; an Elder Brother of

Fleet 1905; Flag Admiral of the Swedish Navy; Grand Prior of the Order of the Hospital of 
St. John of , Jerusalem in England 1888-1901; Chancellor of the University College of 
Wales 1895-1901 and Protector from 1902. Born at Buckingham Palace, 9th November 
1841. Baptized in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor . Castle, 25th January 1^42, by the names 
of Albert Edward. Married there, 10th March 1863, Princess Alexandra Caroline Mary 
Charlotte Louisa Julia, Lady of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, Order of Victoria 
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and Albert (1st Class), Lady of the Imperial Order of the Crown of India, Royal Red 
Cross, Lady of Justice of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England, Colonel-in-Chief 
of the 19th (Queen Alexandra’s Own Royal) Hussars, and Alexandra, Princess of Wales’s Own 
(Yorkshire Regiment); born 1st December 1844; eldest daughter of Christian IX. of Denmark, 
by daughter (died 29th September 1898) of William, Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel, and Cousin 
of 2nd Duke of Cambridge.” 

Handel’s Funeral Anthem, “His body is buried in peace, but his name liveth for evermore,” 
was then sung. As the coffin was lowered the King placed on it the Company Colour of the 
King’s Company (No. x) 1st Battalion Grenadier Guards, it being a time-honoured tradition 
that this Colour should be buried with the King. The Archbishop of Canterbury having 
pronounced the Benediction, the King, the Queen Mother, and Royal Mourners left the Chapel. 

In the afternoon the Queen Mother, accompanied by the King and Queen, the Empress Marie, 
Princess Victoria, the Queen of Norway, the King of Spain, and the King of Portugal, visited the 
Royal Vault below the Albert Memorial Chapel to see the coffin and wreaths, of which there were 
between four and five thousand. The Queen Mother afterwards returned to London. 

Funeral Services were held at the same time in London, at St. Paul’s Cathedral; Westminster 
Abbey; Southwark Cathedral; St. Margaret's, Westminster; the Chapel Royal, Savoy; the Temple 
Church; Westminster Chapel; the City Temple; St. Columba’s (Church of Scotland), Pont Street; 
Wesley’s Chapel, City Road ; Westminster Cathedral ; the Great Synagogue, Aldgate ; the Spanish 
and Portuguese Jews Congregation at the Synagogue, Bevis Marks ; at many of the Churches and 
Chapels in the different Metropolitan Boroughs; and throughout the United Kingdom, the Colonies, 
and Abroad.

Sunnyhurst Wood, at the north end of the town of Darwen, containing 80 acres, and reaching from the 
Blackburn main road to the Moors, was acquired as a Memorial of the Coronation of King Edward, and the 
above Stone Bridge, in the 13th-century style, erected over the Brook towards the centre of the Wood.

TEMPLE BAR. 

The Temple Bar Memorial here represented marks the site of Old Temple 
Bar and the boundary between the Cities of London and Westminster. It consists 
of a base of blue Guernsey granite and a pedestal of red granite, the angles being 
protected by four sharp granite spur stones. On the pedestal are four basso-reliefs in 
bronze. That on the south represents the visit of Queen Victoria to the Guildhall 
Banquet on 9th November 1837, upon Her Majesty’s Accession, when, on passing 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, her carriage stopped to receive an Address from the Scholars 
of Christ’s Hospital, delivered by the Head Grecian; on the north, Queen Victoria 
accompanied by the Prince and Princess of Wales proceeding to St. Paul’s Cathedral 
on Thanksgiving Day, 1872. On the east is a representation of Old Temple Bar, 
supported by the City Giants “Gog” and “ Magog,” and on the west an inscription 
explaining the objects of the Memorial. The superstructure consists of four 
pilasters of Craigleith greystone, with niches on the north and south sides in Dolomite 
stone, that on the north containing a statue in Sicilian marble of the Prince of Wales 
(see next page), that on the south of Queen Victoria, Her Majesty in State Robes 
holding the Crown and Sceptre. The pilasters are fitted with carved cameo panels 
emblematic of Peace, War, Art, and Science, with the Rose, Shamrock and Thistle, 
and two Medallion Portraits; that on the west representing Prince Albert Victor 
of Wales; that on the east the Lord Mayor (Sir Francis W. Truscott) in whose 
year of office the structure was erected. 

The w r hole is surmounted by a small pedestal on which is a Bronze Griffin 
or Dragon supporting the Civic Shield, on which is inscribed the City motto: 
“ domine dirige nos,” and around the frieze, between the architrave and cornice, 
runs the following inscription, commencing on the south: “temple bar formerly 
stood here, mdccclxxx.” 

The height of the Memorial is 34ft. bin. from the pavement, the width being 
at the base 5 ft. 2 in. across the street north and south, and 7 ft. 8 in. east 
and west.

KING’S LYNN. 


The above Memorial, erected immediately opposite the main entrance and facing the Great Hall of King Edward VII. Grammar School 
at Lynn, consists of a Bronze Statue of the King, who is represented seated upon a throne, wearing the Cap of Maintenance and the 
dress in which he appeared immediately before his Coronation, whilst the Coronation Robe is draped about the throne. He is holding in 
dis right hand a sceptre upon which is a dove emblematic of Peace. His Majesty’s r 61 e of Peacemaker is also suggested in the design 
of the throne, on the top of wdiich, supporting a Crown above the head of the King, are the figures of two children, one wearing the cap 
°f an Indian child, the other, bareheaded, representing the Home Country. Oh the base of the throne are portrayed the Leopards of 
England, and on the back the Borough Arms. The Statue is mounted on a stone plinth on the front of which is inscribed : “ his 
majesty KING EDWARD VII. 1906.” 

In the Great Hall of the School has also been placed a life-sized Portrait in Oils of the King, in the robes of a Doctor of Civil 
Eaw, by F. Roe, R.I., of Kensington. 

I'he Statue is the work of W. R. Colton, A.R.A., also of Kensington, both being the gift of Sir William Lancaster, a former pupil 
of the School, who also provided, at his sole cost, the new buildings (which have a total length of 384 ft., covering nearly three-quarters of an 
acre of ground), and founded a King Edward VII. Scholarship of £50 a year. 

His Majesty the King, who was accompanied by Her Majesty Queen Alexandra, the Prince and Princess of Wales, Princess Victoria 
and Princes Edward and Albert of Wales, declared the new buildings open on 5th November 1506, proceeding afterwards to the 
Statue of the King, which was unveiled by Her Majesty Queen Alexandra.

1 he 
figure, which is 7 ft. 6 in. high, has been carved from a specially selected block of Portland stone. The pedestal, which is 8 ft. 6 in. 

The style followed in the architecture of the 
pedestal is that of the Georgian period, with moulded plinths and carved brackets. At each corner is a lion’s head, from which is 
suspended a laurel wreath with a spray of fruit and flowers and the names of the Empire’s four dependencies—India, Australia, Canada, 
and South Africa.

The above Statue was in 1903 placed in a niche between two 
windows on the east side of the quadrangle over the centre of the 
Cloisters and on the wall of the Science School of the new Christ s 
Hospital, ft is carved in the round from a single block of Portland 
stone, 6 ft. in height (with the pedestal 8 ft.

The above represents the old Market Cross, situated in the 
centre of the junction of the four principal streets of the city of 
Chichester. The style is Perpendicular, octagonal in shape. 1 he 
Cross is 50 ft. in height and comprises massive central and side 
piers, flying buttresses, pinnacles, and an open turret surmounted 
by a lantern, with a clock on each of four sides. 

It was erected in 1502 by Bishop Storey, of Chichester, and 
was intended to shelter poor people selling their wares in the market 
free of toll. On the east side is a bust of King Charles I. (attributed 
to Faneili, after the Restoration). Inside the building is a tablet 
with the following inscription :— 

“ IN COMMEMORATION OF THE CORONATION 
OF KING EDWARD Vll. THIS CROSS WAS

The above Coronation Cross erected on the Village Green of Bentham is probably unique in its having been erected 
by local labour in the space of five hours. It stands 13 ft. total height on a square base 10 ft. across, rising in three 
steps of 12 in. each. On the base an empty barrel and drain pipes filled with gravel concrete were placed. Cobbles were 
collected from the bed of the River Wenning by women and children, old and young, and carried in a continuous procession 
and thrown into the centre of the base, while the abler-bodied villagers were constructing the steps of concrete. On 
the base is a column surmounted by a massive cross, with a four-faced cross at top, the latter being the gift of Mr. John 
Holmes. Subsequently the barrel and pipes were removed and the surface dressed over with fine cement. On the front of 
the barrel-shape part is inscribed “ ed. vit.” and on the back “1902.” The foundation was laid by Mrs. T. B. P. Ford, and 
when completed was handed over to the care of “ The City Fathers” by Mr. Richard Green \\dicock. The first public function 
from the steps was the distribution of Coronation Mugs to all the children of the parish by Mrs. Percy Coates, and of Silver 
Medals to Mr. William and Mr. John Burrow (Churchwardens), who received at the same time the title of “ Masters of the 
Monument.” Mr. Stephen Willan, living close by, was appointed “Constable of the Monument.

CONNAUGHT 


In the City of Victoria, the capital of the Crown Colony of Hong Kong, is situated a Royal Square (area about 112,500 sq. ft.), which was in 1887 part of 
the harbour, the foundation-stone of the reclamation being laid by the Duke of Connaught in 1890. In the centre of this square (see grounl plan) a Statue of 
harbour Queen Victoria wa3 erected to celebrate Her Majesty s Jubilee, and in the year 1907 the above Statue of King Edward. In 

-"T._ this life-size Bronze Statue King Edward is represented in his Coronation Robes, wearing the Imperial Crown, holding the 

sceptre in his right hand and the orb in his left. On the central front panel is a repousse bronze tablet with the following 
inscription :—

1. A Statue of Queen Alexandra, presented to the Colony by the subscribers to the Coronation Fund as a 
Memorial of the Coronation of King Edward and Queen Alexandra in 1902. 

2. A Statue of the Prince of Wales (now King George V.), presented to the Colony by Mr. J. J. Bell-Irving, of 
the firm of Messrs. Jardine, Mathescn & Co. 

3. A Statue of the Princess of Wales (now Queen Mary), presented to the Colony by Mr. H. N. Mody, a Parsee 
gentleman, who also presented the buildings of the University to the Colony. 

Each of the pedestals to all four Statues, except that in the centre of the square, is of finely-dressed grey granite, square, 
with angle pilasters and panelled on each face, the whole raised on three steps, the centre front panels having a repousse 
bronze plate with inscriptions. These Statues with their pedestals are about 20 ft. high. They were all the work of the same 
Sculptor.

The King Edward VII. Charitable Dispensary was established at Aden by public subscription amounting to 5,000 rupees (^333 65. 8 d .) 
in the year 1876 to commemorate the visit to Aden by King Edward VII. when Prince of Wales. 

The Dispensary was originally called the “ Prince of Wales’s Charitable Dispensary,” but the designation was altered in November 
1910, at the express wish of the inhabitants, to “The King Edward VII. Charitable Dispensary,” in order that it might retain 
its direct connection with the name of His Imperial Majesty. The Institution has now invested funds amounting to over 55,000 rupees 
(Z" 3>666 13s- 4 '!.)* It is maintained by the interest on the invested funds, by a yearly grant-in-aid of 2,500 rupees (£166 135. 4 d .) 
from the Aden Settlement, and by such donations as may be received from time to time.

On the opposite page are reproductions of the Emperor Edward Coronation Arch erected in 1902 by Tribhovandas Mungaldas, 
at the main entrance of Sir Mungaldas’s House in Girgaum Back Road, Bombay, in memory of the gracious visit of His Majesty the 
King-Emperor Edward, when Prince of Wales, in the year 1875, on the occasion of the marriage of his son Tribhovandas Mungaldas. 


The Front View. 


The front view, facing the south, represents the main arch, borne on two mighty stone elephants, a male and female, one on either 

side of the gateway. The heads of the elephants are hollow, so that the eyes can be lighted at night, as also are the trunks, from which 

sprays of water can be ejected. The Coat of Amts of Tribhovandas Mungaldas is an elephant carrying palm leaves in its trunk, with the motto 
“ WISDOM ABOVE riches,” which latter is engraved on the sides of the elephants (see View No. 1). Just over the keystone of the gateway 
is a tablet with a figure of the noonday sun with glass in the centre, symbolizing the fact that the sun never sets on the British Raj, 
and beneath is the inscription, “ the emperor edward coronation arcii,” under which also is, “built in 1902 in memory 01 his 
imperial majesty’s visit to girgaum house in 1875,” and. immediately below, the word “welcome.” The tablet is surmounted bv a 
representation of the Prince of Wales’s plumes. 

View No. 1. 

This view faces the east. Above the turrets of the wings of the arch is a gun mounted on a miniature fortress, symbolizing the 
military supremacy of the British arms all over the world. Just below is a figure of Lakshmi, the Goddess of Wealth and Prosperity, 
standing over a lotus, a flower representing India. Underneath is an entrance to underground caves, in which is a full-sized stone bull 
upon which this portion of the structure stands. To the left of this is an arch, on which is “god save the king,” with the Lion and 

Unicorn on either side, an Imperial Crown being carved on the keystone, and underneath, in a circle, the motto “ honi soit qui mal. \ 

pense,” while underneath, outside the circle, is “ dieu et mon droit.” 

View No. 1— continued. 

To the left of Lakshmi are two figures of Goddesses, each riding a peacock symbolical of Learning. The peacock is the Vahan 
or Vehicle of Sarasvati, Goddess of Learning. 


View No. 2. 

This view faces the north. High above one of the smaller arches is the Chariot of the Sun, symbolizing the zenith which the glory 
of the British Raj has attained, while below is an eagle with outstretched wings, representing the march of civilization under the British 
aegis. I he two boats on either side of the pavement represent the unrivalled naval supremacy of the British. 

View No, 3. 

1 his view is a continuation of No. 2, and contains the spacious Hall attached to the Coronation Arch, named after His Majesty 
the King-Emperor George V. in memory of his visit to India. 

Trees were also planted on either side of the Arch by Sir Lawrence Jenkins, Chief Justice of Bombay; Mrs. Crowe; and the 
Rev. Dr. D. Mackichan, Vice-Chancellor of the Bombay University, on Coronation Day. 

The whole cost, 30,000 rupees (^"2,000), was defrayed by Mr. Tribhovandas Mungaldas, himself the Designer. The work was 
supervised by Mr. S. N. Hate, and constructed by Mr. Dhama.

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The above, King Edward Museum, situated in the town of Bhopal, in the centre of a large garden laid out and 
designed by Her Highness the Ruler of Bhopal, is built of red sandstone, the same material as that used by the 
Moguls for the celebrated forts of Agra and Delhi, and according to Indo-Saracenic style. 

It contains a unique collection of Arms, part of the Armoury hitherto kept in the Fatehgarth Fort, and presented 
by General Sahibzada Ubaidulla Khan Bahadur, and other rare specimens, among which are the “ Mahi Maratib ” 
State Banner and Insignia granted to Nawab Yar Mohammed Khan (Ruler of Bhopal), presented by His Highness 
the Nizam of Hyderabad. 1 here are also specimens of Manuscripts, Coins, Textiles, Embroideries found in the State, 
Ivory and Woodcarving, Chinaware, Brasswork of Benares and Moradabad, and Metalware from other parts of India; 
Bidri work, Stonework of Agra and Jaipur, Potterywork of Lucknow and Delhi, showing different Indian professions 
and castes. 


A collection is being made of the best products of Arts and Manufacture of the Bhopal State, so that visitors may 
be able to see examples of everything of value which the State- produces, the exhibits being classed under the following 
heads: (i) Archaeology; (2) Natural History; (3) Geology; (4) Ethnology; (5) Botany; (6) Arts; (7) Industry; 
(8) Economy, &c. Attached to the Museum is also a State Library, while in the Garden is a Bandstand, where the 
State Band plays every Friday. 


Ihe Memorial has been erected at the cost of tw r o lacs of rupees (^13,330 6s. Sd.) from State Funds by Her 
Highness Nawab Sultan Jahan, Begam of Saluba, Ruler of Bhopal, while Her High ness expends 20,000 rupees 
C^L 333 ) an nually on the purchase of exhibits and upkeep of the Museum. 

Ihe Architect w r as Colonel Sir Samuel Swinton Jacob, and the Museum was opened by the Earl of Minto 
(Viceroy and Governor-General), nth November 1909.

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The above Albert Hall is situated in the Public Gardens, outside but near the City Gates of Jaipur on the 
south side. The building, which is of local marbles and materials, and erected entirely by Jaipur workmen, 
consists of a Main Hall (used as a Durbar Hall), an Examination Hall for the College Students and for 
Lectures, Meetings, and other purposes, as also a Museum. In the open Courts on marble panels are mottoes 
taken from well-known Sanscrit and Persian books—the English translation of each appearing in the corresponding 
panel inside the veranda. On panels in the Entrance Hall are the following inscriptions:—

“ A valuable and exhaustive record (large quarto). ’ The subject is very 
complicated. The central fund, mainly appropriated to four specific objects, 
was, of course, the Mansion House Fund, but local authorities took very 
diverse action in response to the Mansion House appeal; and a very large 
number of appeals for various objects connected with the war were made by 
local committees and private individuals—the whole country, in fact, was 
covered with a network of philanthropic agencies of every kind. .
